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pf. %xhkh three §l^arUn are generally fair^ hfipcful^ 
Jtourijbing^ and gay ; but there come as conjlantly Jeyere 
Winters y that free z^ wither^ dejlrovyand QUt off many 
hopeful plants^ and expeStations of things to come. 

It mujl be omndtooy fince it can never becomeakJ^ 
thati from the begrnnifig of the ^ejforation^ /^p'e'^as^ 
certainly^ not fucb a Return tct JSod J^mkliy for, the 
wonderful Blejfings he bad four' d out mto fo. liberal a 
hand, asy m doubts was^ duetto the great Anthor and 
Giver ofaU that Happing f^ ; Neither was there, fucb. a 
prudence . in the AlmiiiiBration^ or fuch a Ji^a^mefs in 
the cohduli of j^airs^^ as the frefh Experience of the 
foregone JfSsfortunes might well hjnye forewarn' a t^ofe 
that were entrafted in ity to have purfued with Courage 
and Conftancy. ft is but too notorious there was f^eat 
forgetfulnefs of Gody as weU as manifeH ^JMiJiaks{ to- 
"wards^ thjs World \ which qmckfy brought for4h fruits 
yneet for fuch fmdutifulnejs y andiUccnduB.^ 

The next four tears after that Reign^ were attended 
with more fatal tJMifcarri^e^ ; over which it may be 
fnori decent to draw a P^eUy than to enter into 4 pm;ttr 
cular enumeration tf them* %5Hany great Prinfes have 
been led unawares into irrccoiverwle Errors : and. the 
greater they are, Jo many more particular Tcrfons are 
:ufual/y invofi/d in the Calanu(y. 

' What follow d after thii, time, till Tour i^ajejiy's 
moji happy coming to the Throne, is fofrejh it$ the me- 
mory of all Men yet livings that every one will he beSl 
able to make his own obfervations upon it. Such jDeU- 
yerances have their pang4 in, the Mrth^ that much weaken 
ike ConBitution , in endeavouring to preserve ^ and 
amend it. 

And now Tour Majefty^ whb fmceeds to a Revolution^ 
0S well as a Refioration^ has the advantage ^ a retrofpeSl 
mail thefe Accidents^ and the benefit of reviewing all 
the failings in thofe times : and whatfoever was want- 
ing^ at thofe opportunities ^ amending paji Errors ^ in 
the management of Affairs y for the better eflablifbment 
of the Q-o^ny and the fecurity of the true old Englilh 
Government^ it wiU be Tour Majejlys bappinefs to fup-

Comparifons cf Times mofhe as oSous as that ofTer^ 
fons\ andtberrfore no moreJbaU be faid here on thai 
Subje&y than thatjince the Reftoration^ and fome few 
Tears after it, given up to Joy ^ and the forge ffuhefs if 
pajl MferieSj there hath been no time that broftjghi Jo 
mnch hope of quiet, andfo general a fatirfaSfion to thefe 
Kingdoms y as that on which we Jaw Tour tSi^J^y fo 
batpiljf feated upon the Throne jf Tour Jbucefior^, ^V!^ 
atttbejigf^s of greatnefs and gbry in aTrinces ke)gn, 
there ts none more really advantageous, none mw.o cpm- 
fortaUe, than that which Virgil remarki ^^ f felicity in 
the time (/* Auguftus^ 

When Abroad the Sovtt^am h profperous^ aod at 
Home does Govern Sabj^a willing to obey : 
When it is not fear that drives and compels ibemt but 
affeffion and loving iindnej's that drawi them, to their' 
T)uty ; and makes them rejoyce under the Laws by yoldch 
they wo Govern d. Such was certainly the time of Tour 
Majejiy s JirB Entrmc£\ and fucb God gyant tt i«jf 
be Ever. 

The, two firji Volumes of tins Jifiory hdve had befqte 
Tour Majejiy the original caufes, and the fQUndafions 
^ the Rebeuionj and Civil War \ the contrivances, de*

of.it; andfeem'dto have finifh*d the whole ff^fir^'^johen

j^the fulneJS of the SubjeSf^ it cannot he delightful^ andy 
in all other parts of it, both ufeful and deiighifni

But let any impartial Verfpn judge y to vfJhom all jhcf 
Ubertines ^ the Republican Party are liJ^e to nmte thewr 
f elves \ and whether it is imaginable^ that the Efiabbfiid 
G^rnmenty cither in Church or State.y can he ftrengtk- 
cned^ mr^ferddhy them. They muftgo to the Ea^tmes ^

T^fty in England, that they may be the, lefs obfer^^d^ and 
ga/^pn the more fecnre in their defiruSlive, pryeffs.

In the mean time no ways were left untryed to draw fach 
aBodyofan Army together, as might enable his Majefty to 
make fome attempt upon the Enemy ; and if he conlcL by all 
poffible endeavours, nave drawn out of alibis GarritonsMTr, 
a force of $vecboufandliorre and Foot (which at tl}at*dmc 
feem'd atl^ng not to be def^ired of) he did moredefire to 
have loft bis Hfe, in fome fignal attempt upon any part of the 
Enemies Army, than ifii have enjciyed a^ conditions which 
he forefaw he was ever like tO obtain by Treaty ; and he was 
not out of hope of a Body of five thoufimd -Fbot to teianded 
in Carmualf which his Letters from FroMce confidently pro- 
mifed, and which bad been fo much expedled, and depended 
uponbydiePsince, that it kept him from tramjportii^ him- 
felf into SHfy'y till F*/^jc was tnarchM (as bath been laid be- 
ftnc ) within litde more than twenty MUes of. Pmdmmis. 
Fox Sr Dmlkf Wfa$ had been fentexpre&ly from the Lofd Jer- 
mjn^ to afliire the Prince, that fuch a noAy of five thouFand 
Foot were actually railed under the Command of Bmv^mU^ 
and (hould be Embarkedfor Fendenitis withinlefs than a month; 
and th^ Ivord Jfrmyn^ im a \Pdft(cript to that Letter whi^ he 
writ CO the Chancellor of the Exchequer by S^J>uiky l^^> 
wiflicd him not to be too drift* in the cetbpucation of the 
Month from the date of the Letter, becaufe there mig^r be 
accidents of Winds at that Seafon; but he defired him to be

^^ diredted |)y ypur Mathet, ^d ( a< fubordipate tq her ) by 
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^tbc remainder of chat CoyocU wliich I put to you^ at youf 
^' parting from hence : and b God hlefi you.

Tnia Letter, and the very paffionate Commandi firom 
ihe Queen, togecher with what was priv^ately laid to his Htghr 
oefs by cbeL^ond C^hfiffm^ who- from his tieing at Fork had 
dianged his forooer opimons> and was (though he exprefaf'd ti 
tendedy; findtog a general averfion) pftfiuve for hu^ going, 
wnraghc fo &s oil cbe Prinoe, chat he difcover'd an Indina^ 
don to the Journey^ whereupon the Council prefented at 
large eo him, die Inconvenieooes and Dangers that naturally 
mig^ be fuppofed would attend fuch a refoiution : They re* 
member'd, the Caviage of d» Frmub fince the beginning of 
this RsfaeUion; howit had been origioaUy fomented, aiida£* 
terwasds, countenanced by them ; and that they had tieverf in 
the leaft degree, aifiOed the King^ that there was noEvi* 
denoe that, at dut time, they wore more indined.co him than 
ta the Rebels ; that it would be neoeffiurv they (hould make 
(bme publ^ Declaration on his Majcfty s behalf, before the 
Heir appaienc of tlie Oewn Qiould put himfelf into their 
hands.

fenc the weighcineft of the matter to her Majefty* One oif^nhtPriMct 
their InftnifHons was as fellows. wuFranct*

^duty and fubmiffion, coofider'd her Letters .to Us concern* /i<ms *''d

^ Majefty's appreheaflon of danger to our Perfon by any re-» 
^^fidenoe here; the contrary whereof We believe, her Ma«> 
^'fStf will be no (boner advertiibd o^ than flie will hold Us 
^' excufed for not giving that tuefent obedience which We de^ 
^fire always ca yield to the leaft Intimation of her MajeSy; 
^ and therefore, you ftall humbly acquaint her Majefly, chac 
*^ We have great reafon to believe this Ifland, to be defen- 
^^fible againft^a greater Force, than We fuppofe probable to be 
^ brought agauift it. That the Inhabitants of the Ifland cxr 
^ prefi as mudi chearfiilnefi, unanimity, and refolution for 
^^ the defence of our Perfon^ by their whole carriage, and 
^particularly by a Proteftadon voluntarily undertaken by 
^ them, as can be defired;. and that, i^ contrary to expeda- 
^ tion, the Rebels fiioiakluke AnIiiiMuL Wcc^n from the 
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" Caftle (a place in it felf of very great ftrengtb) with the kaft 
^ haxard remove our felf to France j which ia c^e of ItDmi- 
** nent danger We refolve to do. That our fecurity being thus 
** ftatcd, We befeech her Majefty to oonfider, whether it be 
** not aofolutely necefliry, before any thought of our retnove 
*'from hence be entertain'd, that We have as clear an infor- 
^'mation as may be got, of the condition of our Royal Fa* 
<<ther, and the Afk&ion8i)f B/^ianJi of the Rdblutions of

Within two days after the two Lords Were gone for 
^arisy Sr Dudley Wf at arrived with the Ntws of the Khig's 
being gone out of Oxfhrd, before the break of day, only with 
two Servants, and to what place uncertain ; ft was believ'd 
by the Queen^ as (he faid in her Letter to the Prince, that 
he was gone for Ireland^ or to the 5!^^/ ; and therefore her 
Mzj^&Tf renewed her Command for the Prince's mmediate 
repair mto Fratgce ; whereas the chief reafon before was, ^t 
he would jput himfelf into the jlr^r^ hands; and therefore it 
was necei&ry that his Htghnefs (houtd be in France^ to go in 
the head of thofe Forces which (hould be immediately fenc 
out of that Kingdom to aflift his Majefty. 
^ The two u>rds found the Queen much troubled, that 
the Prince himfelf came not ^ fhe declared her felf ^'not to 
^'be moved with any reafons that were, or could be^ given 
'^for his ftay; and that her refolution was pofittve and unal-> 
^'terable : yet they prevailed with her, to refpite any pofitive 
Declaration till (be might receive foil adverti(ement of the 
Kin^s Condition j; who was by this time known to be in die 
Scot^ Army. 

1 1 is rernember'd before, that the Prince, upon bis arrival 
at SiOyy (eht a Gentleman to Ireland to the Marquis of Or^ 
Mondy as well that he might be pundually inform^ of the 
Srate of that Kingdom (ot which there were feveral reports) 
as that he might receive from thence a Company or two of 
Foot, for the better Guard of that Ifland} which he forefiiw 
wottJd be nec^ry, whether he (hoold remain there or nor* 

The 
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TheGemleflsan hada ?ery quiek paiSbgt to DMkt^ tDd ctme 
dikher very quickly after the Fcaoe was agreed upoo with the 
Ir^b Roman CachoUcks, aDd.fbood the J^rd Digh there; 
who, after hit Enterprjfe^ atid diibandiiig in ScHUmJ, had 
firft Traoiported htovelf ioco thelik.of Jtsm, and from thence 
hatQjF§lm4i where he had been rooeiY'd, with great kind* 
oeft and genetoficy, by the Marauia otOmm^^ as a Man. 
who. had been in k» eminent afoit in tbeKiflf '9 Council and 
Aflliri . He was a Perlbii of ib raie a cc^npoucion by Nature 
and by Art ( for Nature abne could never have reach'd to 
k ) that he was fo far firambeiof ever dcfaiay'd upon any Mif- 
far tune ( and greater variccv of Misfortunes never befel any* 
Man^ that he quickiy recoUeded himfetf fo vigorquily, that 
he did really believe htsconditioo to be improv'd by that ill* 
accUent; and that be had an opppctunicy tbcteby to pm ^ 
new ftock of Repuution, and Honour ; and fo be no loooer 
heard of the Prince's being in theldeof ^i^, and (^ his Coo- 
ditson^ and the Condition of that place, than he prefeorly con- 
cluded, chat the Prince's prefenoe in Irehmd would fettle and 
compofe all the Factions there ; reduce the Kingdom to his 
Majefty's Service ; and oblige the Pope's Nuntio, who was an 
Enemy to the Peace, to quit his Ambitious defigns. The Lord 
Lieutenant had fo good an opinion of the Expedient, that he 
cxxuid have been very weJJ contented, that when his High^ 
ndb had been forced 10 leave K^Umd he had rather cholen 
to have made irvZiW than Sifly his retreat; but, beii^ a Wife 
Man, and having roanydiffioilties before him in view, and ' 
the apprehenfion of many oondngencies which might cncreafe 
thofe difiiciilties, he would not take upon him to give advice 
in a point of fo great Importance ; but, forthwith, having a 
Couple of Frigau ^eady, he caufed an hundred Men with 
their Officers to be preiendy iwt on Board, according to his 
Highoefi's de&re ; and the Lord Digbj ( who always con- 
cluded, that That was 6t to be done which his firft thoughts 
fuggefted CO htm, and never doubted the Execution of any 
thing which he once thought (it to be Actemped ) put him- 
fiHf 00 Board thofeVeflels^ refolving, that upon the ftrengch 
of his own reaioD^ he ihould be able to perfwacie the Prince, 
and the Council which attended him, forthwi h to quit M/, 
and to repair to Dutlm'^ which, be did not doubc, if brought 
xfio pais in that way, would have been gratchil to the Lord 
Lieutenant. But, by the fuddain remove of the Prince from 
iSil^, the twoFrigats fromDutlm mifs'd finding him there; 
and that Lord, whofe Order they were obliged to obferve, jkg u^ 
made all the haft he could to Jfrjif ; where he found the olghy «r. 
PriOGe> with many other of his Friends who attended his«^'*«Jer. 
Hiihflm, thf? two LQrds being gone but the day before ^^^^^ 
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attend tbt Qoeeti ; he loft 0a tmft ib inforiflibg his Highoeff 
of the happy ftate and condition of Ir^Umd^ cbat die Peace 
was conclucfed ; and an Army bf ewelve thoufiuid Men ready 
to be Tranfoorted into finsfAnnf ; of the great Zeal, and Af- 
feftion the Lord Lieutenanc bad ft>r hto Service) and that V 
bis Highnefi would reiMdrtbich^r; he fliould find tAe- whole 
Kingdom demoted co him \ aod> cherciipon pofitifsdy adviied 
him, wirhout farther delibenation, to put htinfelf abcMud'thofe 
Frigats ; which were exceUent Sailers, and fit for his fecure 
Tranfporratiom 

The Prince toM bim, <^diat it was a matter of greater 
*^ Importance, than was fit to be eoKecuted upon fo ihort deli- 
^^beration: that he was no (boner arrived ztj^rfiy than ho 
^ received Letters from the C^een his Mother, reqoiftog^ him 
^ forthwith to come to ^4m$y where all things were pro- 
^ vided for bis reception ; that he had fent two of the Lends 
^ of the Council to the Qneen, to excufe him for not giving 
^^ ready Obedience toherCommands^ and to aflure her thai 
^^ he was in a place of unqueftionable Security } in which 
^he might iafely exped to hear irom the King his Fither 
^ before he took any other refolution : That it would be very 
^^ incongruous now to remove from thence, and to gc^ iico 
^^ Ireland^ before his MeQengef's return from 'Bmisi in which 
^ time, he might reafbnably hope to hear from the King Mm- 
^ felf ^ and fo wifli'd him to have patience till the matter was 
^ ^^ more ripe for a determination This reaibnable AnAver 
' gave him no facisfaAfon ; he ccnnmended the Prince's advert 
nefs from going into France-^ '< which, be faid, was the moft 
^' pernicious Counfel that ever could be given ; that it was a 
'^ thing the King his Father abhorred, and never wonld Gon«- 
^^ fent to ; and that he would take upon himfelf to write to 
^'the Queen, and to give her fiich folid Advice andReafons^ 
^^that ihould infallibly convert Her from that defire, and that 
^ ^ fliould abundantly fatisfy Her that his going into Irebmd 
'^ was abfolutely neceiTary ^ but that a little delay in the exe- 
^^ cuttott of it, might deprive Him of all the Fruit which was 
*^ to be expeded from uiat Journey ; and theiefore, renew'd 
^ his advice, and importunity, for lofing no more time, buc 
^^immediately to Embark; which when he faw was not like 
to prevail with his Highnefs, he repaired to one of thofe 
of the Privy Council, who attended the Prince, with whom 
he had a particular Friendfliip, and lamented to him the loih 
of fuch an occafion, which would inevitably reAore the Kkig ; 
who would be equally ruin'd if the Prince went into Fhnve^ 
^^ of which he fooke with all the deteftation imaginable ; and 
laid, ^' he was \o fiir fatisficd in his Confcience of the benefic 
^' that would redound from the one, and the ruin which would 

*^ inevitably 
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^'sae^kably &II out by tbe other^ char^ be Gud, if the Vcittm 
*^vnA whom be hdd this ConMrencey would concor wkh 
^,hins, he would ciinry the Prtnoe into Ir^lamdy trtn without^ 
^^ and j^ifift his ooofctit. The other Perfon anfwer'd^ ^ that 
^^ it was not to be atteoapted wkhoat his coDfent ; nor could ^ 
^^ he imagioe it poffibte to bring it to paft if tbey thoald both 
^^ endeavour it. He replied^ "that he would iaviu tbePhace 
<^ on Board the Ff igats to a CoUsdon f and that he knew well 
^fae could fo coimnead the Veflela to btin, that his own cu- 
^' riofity would eafily invite him to a view of tfaem ; and thaf 
^'affcOfi aS'he was on Boards be wouki caufe the Sails to be 
** hoffted Up, and make no fby till he came into IreUmJL 

The othei^ was very angty iMtb Mm for enrenaintng fuch 
imaginations} and told him, '^Cbey neither agreed with his 
^^ Wifdom nor his Duty ; and left him m defoair of his Con- 
jun^ion, and, at the fame time, of behig able to comjpais ic. 
He had no fooner difcharged himlelf of rhis imagination, buc 
in the ii^ant ( as he had a moft pregnant liancy ) he enter- 
rain'd another with the fame vigour; and refolv'd, with alt 

Effible expedition, to find himfeif at Varis^ not making the 
A Qaeftion but that be Qioold convert the Queen from 
any farther thouehc of fending for the Prince into Vranee^ and 
as eafily obtain Her confeot and approbation for his repair- 
ing into lffl4tM*^ and he made as little doubt, with the 
Queen's help, ttiA by his own dexterity, to prevail with 
IBranu Go fend a gMd fiipply of Money by him into Inlmid'y 
by which he fliould acouire a moftuntverial Reputation, ,and 
be the moft Welcome MtaA alive to the Lord Lieutenant : and 
Tranfported with this happy Auguratioo. he left Jerfij ; leav- tht^t W 
ing at the fame time bis two Ships, and his Soldiers, and half/**' •»- 
a dozen Gentlemen of Quality ( who, upon his dcftre, and *""•«*• 
maOy prdmifes, had kept him Company irom Ireland) with- 
out one penny of Money to fubfift on during his abfence. 

A^sooM as he came to PitrH, and had feen the Queen Hm rvAn^ 
(whom he found very well inclin'd to do all ftie could for the**'**^'*^* 
relief of Iretattdy bw refoluteto have the Prince her Son «n- «ij,,**^ 
mediately with Her, notwhhftanding all the Reafons prefi'd Easjaod 
againft it by the Lords of the Kins's Council, who had beeod»dCif4i»st 
km from J^fiy ) He attended the Cardinal ; who under-* M«af w. 
ftood him very well-, and knew his Foible ; and received him 
with all the Ceremony,and Oemonftration of Refped^he could 
pofiBbly exprefs^ emer'd upon the difcourfe of ^^Imtd, cele- 
brated the pare which he had Adted upon that Stage,tn fo many 
AAions of Courage, atKl Sagacity, of the higheft Prudence 
and Circumfpeftion, with an indefatigable Induftry and Fkle- 
lity. He tdd him, ** that Frame found too late their own Er* 
^' ror; chat diey had been very well content tafee the King's 
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^^ great PuiOance weaken'd by his Domeftick Troubles, which 
^they wifh'd only ihould keep him from being able to hurt 
^^his Neighbours; but chat they nerer had defined to fee him 
^^ at the Mercy of his own Rebels, which they faw now was 
^^ like to be the Cafe ; and chey were therefore refolv'd to 
^* Wed his Intereft in fuch a wa^ and manner, as the Queen of 
*' Agilim/fhould defire; in winch he well knew how much 
herMajeftjr would depend upon his LordQiip's Counfel. 

Thb Cardinal faid, ^Mtwas abfolutely nec^Eu-yjfince the 
** Crown of FroMct refolv'd to Wed the King's Intereft , 
<< that the Perfon of the Prince of WkUs ihould refide in 
^^ Frame ; that the method he had thought of proceeding in, 
^ was that the Queen cSEfigUmd (bould make choice of fuch 
^ a Peribn, whom (he thou^t beft AfieAed, and beft Quali- 
^^fied for filch an Imployment, whom the King of Frmtce 
^ wouU immediately fend as his Extraordinary EmbalSuioiir 
^^to the King and to the Parliament ; th^t he (hould govern 
^< himfelf wholdy by fudi Inftrudions as the Queen ihould 
^^ give him j which, he knew, would be his Loidihip's work 
*' to prepare ; chat all things fliould. be made ready afloon as 
^^ cheQaeen would nominate the Embai&dour ; and that, upoa 
** the arrival of the Prince of fFsks in any part of Frmtee^ 
*^ aflbon as notice (hould be fent to the Court of it (iox which 
^' due preparation (hould be made ) the Embafladour (hould 
** be ja the fame manner difpacched for EkglMi§dy with one 
*^ only InftruAion from Fnma ^ which (houki be. That he 
^' (hould demand a fpeedy Anfwer from the Parliament,whether 
^^ they would fatisfy the demands the French Court had made ? 
'^ which if they (hould rdfufe to do, he (hould forthwith, in 
^the King his Mailer's name, declare War againft them, and 
^immediately leave the Kingdom, and return Home; and 
'^then there (hould be quickly fuch an Army ready, as was 
^' worthy for the Prince of Wales to venture his own Peribn 
^^ in ; and that he (hould have the honour to Redeem and Re- 
^^ftore his Father. 

This diicourfe ended, the Lord Digty wanted not Lan- 

S^uage to extol the Generofity and the Magnanimity of the re- 
olution, and to pay the Cardinal all his Compliments in bis 
own Coin, and, from thence, to enter upon the Condition of 
Ireland -J in which the Cardinal prefently interrupted him, and 
told him, *' he knew well he was come from thence, and 
^ meant to return thither, and likewife the C arriage of the 
^^ Nuntio. That the Marquis of Ormand was too brave a Gen- 
^' tleroan, and had merited too much of his Matter to be de^ 
^^ ferted,and France was refolv'd not to do his bofinefs by halves, 
*^ but to give the King's Affairs an entire relief in all Places ; 
** that he (bould <:arry a good Supply of Money with him into 
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<^ Irelamd^ and chat Armesand Amnicuiuion (bouldbe Ipcei&j 
*^ feot after him, and fuch diredion to their Ageoc (here, af 
^^ (bould draw o£FaIl the Ir^j from the Nuntio, who had not 
^enttreiy given themfelvei up to the Sfamjb Intereft. 

The noble Perfon had that which be inoft de6red ; he waj 
prefemly converted, and undertook to the Queen, chat he 
would prefently convert all at yirfiy ; and that the Prince 
fliottld obey aU her Commands ; and entered into confulta- 
tion with her upon the Eledion oFan Embaffiuiour, and what 
Inftrudions (hwld be given him ^ which he took upon him- 
felf to prepare. ^ Monfieur BeBievre was named by the Queen, 
whom the Cardinal had deiign'd for thic Office. The Cardi- 
nal approv'd the Inftrudtions, and caufed fix chMifand Piftols 
to be paid cohimj^ Who was to go to Irelawd; and though it 
was amuchlels Sim than hehadpromtfcd himfelf, from the 
magnificent Expreffions the Cardinal had ufed to him, yet te 
provided well for his own occafions ^ fo he k& cbe Queen 
wich his ufual profeffions, and confidence, and aocoropaoied 
thofe Lords tojerjiy^ who were to attend upon his Hi^ineft 
with her Majefty's Orders for thci Prince's repair into Frmue ; 
for the Advancement whereof the Cardinal was fo folUcttous, 
that he writ abetter to the old Prince of Onnfr (which he 
knew he would forthwith fend to the Queen ^ as be did ) in 
which he fiiid, '* that he had reoeiv'd very certain Adver- 
^* tifement out of Eaglamlj that there were fome Perfops about 
'*the Fxincc of fPkies in Jerfyf who had undertaken to deli- • 
^ ver his Highnefi up into the bands of the Parliament for 
^* twenty thoulandPidols; and this Letter was forthwith fent 
by the Qyeen to overtake the Lords, that it might be Oewed 
r to the Prince; and that they who attended upon him, mifthe 
difcem, what would be thought of them, it they dtflwaded 
bis Hi^efs from giving aprdent obedience to his Mother's 
Commands. 

AssooN as .they Came to j^yySfy, the Lord D%^ufed all 
the means he could to perfwade his Friend to concur in his 
advice for tbe Prince's immediate repair into Frame. He told 
him all that, had pafled between the Cardinal and him, not 
lotvlngou; 49yo£ the Expreffions of the high value his Emi- 
nence had of hiQ mrticular Perfon : ** That an Emba&dour 
<^ was chofen by |iis advice, and his InftruAions drawn by 
^h'un, from no part of which the £mba(£uloiir durft fwerve 

( and^ ^^c\\ ifi yery wonderful, he did really believe for that 
ximfi% diat^be himfelf had nominated the Embaffidour , and 
tbacfa|sInfteu{)uons would beexadUy obferv'd by him ; fo 

{^reajtaPqiverhehad always over himfelf, that he could be- 
ieyq any thing which was grateful to him ) *^ That a War 
€( vvould be pronely prodaioied upon their refufal to do whac 
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^iSie EakbaflUottr itxyuiicd) ^ndcbttdiere wanted nocfaiog 
^ to the ei^Kdicing tbi8£rieacAffiLir,.buc the PrioGc's repair- 
^ iag iato Fr0»f0 without farther deky; there being no other 
*' queftioii concemiitt chat matter, dmn whether hii Highnefs 
^^ mould fHaufiuyvrfy} wfao^ theie could be no<)iieftioa of 
^ his Security, until he oould teoeive exprefs direction from 
^' cbe King his Father , and therefore he conjured his Friend 
^ to concur ia that advice ^ which would he very grateful to 
^^ the C^en, and be attended with much benefit to hdmielf j 
telling him ^^ how Idnd her Majefty was to him, and how 
^^oomdentflie was of hisSerWce, and that .if be fbouldbe of 
<^ another opinion, it would not hinder the Pdoce&om go^ 
<' ing ; who, he loiew, was relolv'd to obey his Mather; and 
fe concluded his Difoolirfe* wioh thofe Argoments wliich he 
tbought were like to make moft {mprew>n^on him; and 
caTehimthe Inlfarudkuis by Which the Embafladoor was to 
becuided. 

His Friend, who in trmblov'd him very faesurtily, though 
no Man better knew his Infirmities, told himi ^^ whatever 
'^the frmce would be difpofed to do, he could not change his 
^ opinion in point of Counfel, until the King's fdeafinreml^ 
^^ be known: he nut him inmind, ^^ how he had been before 
'^deceiv'd at Omrd by the Cw$e de H0r$mnrty who was an 
^^ Embafiadour likewife, as We chenthought, named by our 
''£dyes, and whofelnftrudions he had Ufcewtfe drawn; imd 
• ^^ yet, he couldnot but well rcrnember how foully that l>ufi- 
'^ nefs had been managed, and how difobligkigly He him&If 
'' had been treated by that Embaiiadour $ and therefore he 
^^ could not but wonder, that the fame Artifices ihpuldafiain 
^ prevail with him; and that he could imagine that the Inftru« 
^^aions he had drawn, would be at all Confider'd, or purfiied, 
^* fardier than they might contribute to what the Cardinal for 
^^theprefentdefign'd; of the integrity whereof, they had no 
^^Eyideace, "but had reafonenough to fiifpeft it. 

f rHE Lord Caf§ly and the LovdO'Ajp^^, ftayed tt^grk 
with the Queen full tthree Weeks; having onfy prevailed 
with her to fufbend her prefent Conmiands for^e Prince% 
«emove from Jirfiy^ until ibe fliouldhave clear Intdligenee 
where the King was, 4ndhow he was ttcaited^ though (he de^ 
t^red a poftive rerokition that his Highncffs^ftfi^ld cotne to 
f^k, let JtheiInteIligenoe*l>e what it could be j and, fn the 
£nd, they were well afliired chat his Majefty had ^t him^

M^ jtfihtndkumj 
who attended tspcai htiDm hisjounieyfioin difwA asfais fole 
SenranC) was forbid to cxime any more near bun.^ and H he 
had not put himfetf on board a VefleJ, dien dt ^Kmm^0^k^ 
and bound for Frsttcey the Seats wbuld have deiiver'd bim up 
to thePadiament. iAonBoar Mmttrevily die Frmnh Envoy, 
pretended that cheywerefoinoeafed againftbim for tekkl; 
expcftuhtifig wkb them ferxheir ill Treatment of tbe King, 
that tt was no longer fafe for him to remain in their 'Qnatter^ 
and more dangerous to return. to. i>Mte ; and tkerefbre^ be 
had likewife procured a Ihitih Slip to land him in t^mtce^ 
and wascome to P^rrxr before tfaeLords retum'd tojar/fy. 

Thv Q^een thought now (he had more reafon tobecoo- 

firrakl in her former refolution for tbe fpeedy remove of tbe 

Prince, aixl it was pretended that he had brought a Letter 

from the King% which was Deciphered by the Uxdjfwmj^^ 

in which, he 4id, ^^ that he did believe that the Prince could 

*^.oot belafe any where but with the Queen ^ and therefoie 

^ wiflied, that if be were not there already, be fhouid be 

*^ fpeedily'fent for'^ and MmfrtvUptdkStd to have a Meffiige 

by wond of mouth to the fame purpofe ; whereas M' jifblmm- 

m«r, who left the King but the day before Mamtrewl^ and was . 

asemfrely truftedby theKingasany Man mEf^Umt^ brought 

no fuch Meffage ; and confels'd to the Lord OffsL, ^' that be 

^^ thought it very pernicious to the King that the Prince fliouM 

^oatait mo'^FfOMce in that conjundure, and before it was 

*^ knownbow the 5:^sr/ jwould deal with him ; and that tbe 

^* King> opinion of thecotlvenieneeof his coming 'mtoFrmtce^ 

*^ could proceed from fK>tfaiogbut the thought of his infecu- 

^ rity in Jarfij, The LordCdp#/ ofier'd to undertake a Jour* 

neyhin^if to Neip^aftki andto receive the King's pc^tive 

CoQMfands, whkh he was confident would be iobmittcd to, 

and obeyed by all the Council as well as by himfelf ^ but the 

Qieen was pofitive, that, without any nK)re defay^ the Prince 

Cbottld iflMnediately repair toHer ; and, tothatpurpofe, She 

fent tbe Lord Jarmfn { who was Governour of Jerflf ) cog&> 

ther With the'Lord Dighy^ the Lord mmfvforfhj the Lord I0fr 

sit% and the' other Lords and Gentlemen, who, with the two 

Lords who had been fent to her by the Prince, (hould make 

h^A'PQ'^fif CO fee her Commands eiccuted. Whilfl: they 

are upon ^cheir Journey thftber, it will be feafotiable to en- 

^juire hoW'tbeKing camete involve himfelf in that perplexity, 

but of which he wasoevtraU^ilfterwards to recover his U- 

bes^ sad Freedom. Mon-

Momrerii ^, prejudice, nor if ilhall fay anything far his vindication 
ZnwUhTki&om iofesrcproachcf which he did, and does lie under, both 
ScoM. ^fth the &;# and Siot^ Nation, countenanced enough by 
th^ dilcounceoaoce he receiv'd from the Cardinal after hia re- 
turn, when he was,, after the firft account he had given of 
'his Negotiation^ reftrain'd from coming to the Court, and br^ 
hid to remain in Parh^ and lay under a form'd, doclar'd dif- 
like till his death ^ which with grief of mind fliortly enfued. 
But as it as no unufual hard-heartedneb in fnch diief Mini- 
ftef8> to (acrifke fuch Inftruments, how innocent focver, to 
their own dark purpoies, fo it is probable, that temporary 
Cloud would foon have vaniOied, and that it was only caft 
over htm, that he might be thereby feduded from the con- 
verfation of the Engli/b Court ; which muft have been rea- 
fonably very inqutfitive, and might thereby have dilcovi^'d 
fomewhat which the other Court was carefully to <X0Qceal : I 
fay if what 1 here fet down of that Tran£idion, (hall appear 
fi^ne vindication of that Gentleman from thofe impittanons 
under which his memory remains blafted, it can te imputsd 
only to die love of truth, which ought, in comidonhonefly, 
to be preferv'd in Hiftory as the very Soulo£ it, towards all 
Perfons . who come to be mqntion'd in it ; and (ince I have in 
. my hands all the original Leiiters which jKifled from Um Co 
the King, and the King's Anfwers and DirediOns thereupon^ 
or fuch Authentick Copies thereof, as have been by my felf 
examln'd with the Origmals, I take it to be a duty iooumbent 
on me to clear him from any guilt with which his iBemory 
lies unjuftly charged, and to make a candid interpretatioo a£ 
thofe A^ons, which appear to have refiilted from ingenuity, 
and upr^ht Intentiotts, now unfucocTsful foever. 

H & was then a young Gentleman of pares very equal to the 
Truft the Cardinal repofedin him, anid to the Imployment 
he gftve him ^ and ot a Nature not inclined to be ma^ ufe 
of in ordinary dii&mulation apd couxenage. Whilft betook 
his Nkafures only from the Se^(/h Commiffioners at L/9mhm, 
and from thofe Fresbyierians whom he had opportonity to 
converfe with there, he did not give the King the leaft En* 
couragement to expeA a conjuodion , or any oomplyaoce 
from the one or the other, upon any Cheaper price of ochh 
dition dian the whole alteration of the Government of the 
Church bjrBiibops, and an entice Conformity to the Cove* 
nanc ^ atni he ufed all the Arguments which occurred to him, 
to perfwade his Majefty that all other hopes of Agreement 
with them were defperate i and -when be kw his Mijefty un« 

1 moveable 
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movable in that particular, and refolute co undergo the ut* 
moft event of War, before he wookl wound his Peaoo of 
Mtod, and Confctence) with fuch an odious conceffioa, he 
undertook that Journey we mention'd in the end of the laft 
Year, to difcover whether the fame rude and rigid Spirit^ 
which Governed dxsfeCommiffioners at Hf^fftk^ir. poOefled 
alfo the Chief Oflicers of the Scofffb Army^and that Committee 
of State that always remained wich the Army. 

The Scct^ Army was then before Ntwark ; and, in his 
pafllige thither, he waited upon the King at Oxford ; and was 
confirat'd in what he had reafon before to be confident of, 
that it was abfoiutelyimpoffible ever to prevail with his Ma- 
jefty to give up die Church to the moft imperuous Demands 
they oould make, or to the greateft necefficy bimfelf could be 
environed with j but as to any other oonceflions which might 
fatisfy their Ambition or their Profit , which were always 
Powerftiland Irrefiftible Spells upon that Pftrty, he had ample 
Authority and Gommiffion to comply with the moft extrava* 
ganc Demands from Perfons Uke to make good what they un« 
denook, exc^t fuch Propofitions as mi^tbemifchievous to 
the Marquis or MomgMfi j whom the King refolv'd never to 
defertp nor any who had joyn'd with and affifled him ; all 
whidi, he defir^d to unite to thofe who might now be per* 
fwaded toferve him. His Majefty, for his better hiformarioQ» 
recommended him to fome Perfons who had then Command 
in the ^f|^ Army ; of whofe Aflfedions and Inclinatkms to . 
his Service, he had as much confidence, at leaft, as he oiight 
to have ; and of their Credit, and Courage, and Intereft, t 
greater than was due to them. 

When Mnitrevii cime to the Armv, and after* he had 
endeavoured to undeceive thofe who had been perfwaded to 
believe, that a peremptory and obftlnatc infifting upon the al- 
teration of the Church Government ( the expefiation ^ and 
aflurance whereof, had indeed firft enabled them to make 
that Expedition ) would at laft prevail over the iCing's Sphit, 
as it had done m Seotloftdy he found thofe in whom the Power, 
at leaft the Command of the Army was, much more mode- 
rate than he ezpeAed , and the Committee which prefided 
m the Counfels, rather devifing and projedUng Expedients 
how they might recede from the rigour of their former De- 
mands, than peremptory to adhere to them; and willing he 
ihoukl believe that they ftay'd for the coming of the Lord 
Chancellor oat<^SMUnd^ who was daily extieaed,before they 
would deckre their Refolution ; not that they were, for the 
prefent, whhoutone. They were very much {deafed that the 
kiqgofiet'd, anddefir'dtoeometothem^ and remain in the 
Armv with them, ifhemsihtbefecured of a good reception 
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forHitnrelf, and for his Servants who fliould attend him, and 
his Friends who ihould reforcco him ; and the principal Of- 
ficers of the Army {poke of that, as a thing they fo much 
wi(hed, that it couid be in no body's Power to hinder it, if 
there were any w4o would attempt it ; and they who bad 
the greateft Power in the ConduA of the moft fecrec Coun- 
fels, cook pains to be thought to have much franker Refolu- 
tions in that particular, than they thought yet feaionabie to 
expre(s in dircd: Undertakings; and impioyed thofb who 
were known to be moft entirely trufted by them, and (bme 
of thofe who had been recommended to him by the King, 
to affure him that he might confidently advifc his Majefte to 
repair to the Army« upon the Terms himfelf had propos'd ; 
and that they would fend a good Body of their Horfe, to meet 
his Majeftyatany place he (hould appoint to Condud him 
in Safety to them. Upon which encouragement Montrevil 
prepared a Paper to be fign'd by himfelf, and fent to the King 
as his Engagement ; and fliew'd it to thofe who had been 
moft clear to him in their Expreffions of duty to the King ; 
which, being approv'd by them, he fent by the other who 
had appeared to him to be trufted by thofe who were in the 
higheft Truft to be communicated to them, who had in a 
manner excufed themfelves for being fo referv'd towards him, 
as being neceiBiry in that conjundure of their ASklrs, when 
there evidently appeared to be the moft Hoftile jealoufy be- 
tween the Independent Army and them. Wheh the Paper 
was likewife return'd to him with approbation afrer their per- 
ufal, he fent it to theKing; which Paper is here faithfully 
Tranflated out of the Original.

TbeTsper "I DO promifc in the Name of the King and Queen Re- 
Montrtril " gent ( my Mafter and Miftrifs ) and by virtue of the Powers

M A K,y days had not pafled after the fending that Exprefs, 
when be found fuch Chagrin, and Tergiverfation, in fome of 
thofe he had treated with, one Man denying what he had 
faid to himfelf, and another difclaiming the having given fuch 
a Man Authority to fay that from him which the other ftill 
avow'd he had done, that JMb»fr#w/ thought himfelf obliged, 
with all fpeed, to advertife his Majefty of the foul change, 
and to diflwade him from venturing his Perfon in the Power 
of fuch Men ; but the Exprefs who carried that Letter, was 
taken Prifoner \ and though he made his Efcape, and preferv'd 
his Letter, ha could not proceed in hts Journey j and was 
compelled to return to him who fent him ^ and by that time, 
he having inform'dthc Committee, What he had done to vin- 
dicate hirofelf from being made a Property by them to betray 
the King, and exprefled a deep refentment ot the injury done 
to the King his Mafter, and to himfelf, in their recedingfrom 
what they had promifed, they ajppear'd again to be of another 
Temper, and very much to deure his Majefty *s Prefence in 
the Army ; and to that purpofe, they promifed, as an unani- 
mous Resolution, ^^ that they would fend a conuderable party 
*^ of Hcrfe to meet his Majeftv at Burton upon Trent ^ for that * 
^' they could not advance farther with the whole party ^ but 
" that fome Horfefliould b« fent to wait upon his Majefty at 
^' Bofiunihy which is the middle way between Burton and 
** HMfiorou^y whither ^hey hoped his own Horfe would be 
" able to convey him fecurely j they defired '^ the King to 
** appoint the day, and they would not fail to be there. They 
wiflied, " that when their Troops (hould meet his Majefty, 
** he would tell them that he was going into Scotland-^ upon 
" which, they would find themfelvcs obliged to attend him 
"into their Army, without being able to difcover anything 
'* of a Treaty ; of which, the Parliament ought yet to receive 
**iio Adveftiiement : of all which iWbw/fm7 gave the King a 
very full and plain Narration, together with what he had 
written before, by his Letter of the lyth of the fame -<^r#/, 
to Secretary Nicholat \ and, in the fame Lecrer, he inform'd 
his Majefty, ** that they did rot defire that any of thofe Forces 
"which had followed the King's Party , (hould joyn with 
*^tbem, no nor fo much as thofe Horfe that fliould havcac- 
*^ companicd his Majefty, (hould remain in their Army with 
*^ him : That they had with much ado agreed, that the two 
•^Princes (for his Majefty, upon Prince J^i/pfrr's humble ful>- 

C a miffion- 
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miflioo, was reconciled to both his Nephews ) ^^ might follow 
<' the King, with fuch other of his Servants as were not ex- 
^^cepted from pardon^ and that they might flay with bisMa- 
*^ jefty until the Parliatncnt of Egldmd (hould demand cbem ; 
*' m which cafe they (hould not refufe to deliver chem ^ but 
^^ that they would fir ft fumifli them with fome means of get- 
** ting beyond Seas. 

The King had propos'd^ ^* that there might be a Union 

'^ between them and the Marquis of^Mountrofi ; and that his 

'^Forces might be joyn'd with their Army ; which they had 

faidy ^^they could not confent to, with reference to the per- 

^ Ton of Mfuutrofi y who, after fo much blood fpilt by faim of 

^< many of the ereateft Families, they thought could not be 

'^ fafe among tnem : whereupon the King had declared, that 

^* he would fend biro hiJ Extraordinary Embaffitdour into 

^* Framce ^ which they appear'd not to contradid, but had now 

^^ changed their mind ; of which Mmtrtvil iikewife gave an 

'* Account in the fanoe Letter : That they could not give their 

^^coi^ent that the Marquis of /tfbi^»rr^fliould goEmba<&- 

^^ dour into France^ but into any other place, he might ; and 

^' that they again, without limiting the time, infifted upon 

^'fettling the PreAyterian Government j and he concluded 

his Letter with thefe words, ^ I will fay no more but this, 

^^ that his Majcfty and You know the Scots better than I do ; 

^< I reprefent thefe things nakedly to you, as I am obliged to 

* '^do^ I have not taken upon me the boldnefs to give any 

<< Counfel to his Majefty i yet if he bath any other refuge, or 

^' means to make better conditions, I think he ought not to 

"accept of thefe; but if he fets all things defperatc every 

^' where elfe, and that he and his Servants cannot be fecure 

^^ with his Parliament of Emgland^ I dare yet aflure htm, that 

"though He and his Servants may not be here with alt that 

" fatisraftion perhaps which he might defire, yecHee^cially 

"(ball be as fecure as poffible- 

In another Letter dated the next day after ('the i({th of 
April) to the fame Secretary, he hath thefe words ; " I have 
" Orders from the Deputies of Scotland to aflure you, that they 
^< will not herein fail ( which related tO fending the Horfe to 
meet his Majefty ) ^^aflbon as they (hall know his day ; and 
^'tbat the King (hall be receiv'd into the Army as hath been 
^' promifed ; and that his Confcience fliall not be forced. And 
in the laft Letter, which his Majefty or the Secretary receiv'd 
from him, and which was dated the aoth of April i6^y there 
are thefe words, "They tell me that they will do more than 
"canbe expreffed; but let not his Majefty hope for any more 
^^ than I fend him word of; that he may not be deceived ; and 
"let him take his meafures aright; for certainly the Enter- 
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^^ prife is full of danger : yet, in the fame Letter, be lays 
^^ che* difpofition of the Chiefs of the Sc9$sjb Arroy is fucb as 
*^ the King can defire ; they begin to draw off their Troops 
^^ towards Burtomy and the hindering his Majefty from fidiing 
^^ into the hands of the E^li/b is of ib great Impomnce to 
^' them, thac it cannot be believM but that they will do all 
** that lies in their Power to hinder it 

This was the proceeding of Monfieur Afamtnvsi in that 
whole Tranfadtion; and if be were too Sanguine upon his 
firft ConvBerfation with the Officers of the Scaii/b Army, and 
fbme of the Committee, and when he fign'd that Engagemenc 
upon the firft of ^fri/^ be made haft to retra& that confidence, 
and was in all bis Difpatches afterwards Pblegmatick enough ; 
and, after his Majefty bad put htmfelf into their hands, he 
did boneftly and ftouuy charge all the particular Perfons with 
the Promifes and Engagements they had given to him, and did 
all he could to make the Cardinal ienfible of the Indignity 
that was ofler'd to that Crown in the violation of thole 
Promifes, and Engagements ^ which was the reafon of his 
being Commanded to return Home , aflbon as the King 
came to Ntm-Cdftle', left his too keen refentment might ir- 
ritate the Scots^ and make it appear to the Parlkmenc how 
far FroMce was engaged in that whole Negotiation ; which 
the Cardinal had no mind fiiould appear to the World ; and 
. there can be no doubr, but that the Cautions and Adimad- 
verfions which the King received from Jltoifrtfv// after his En- 
gagement, would have diverted him from thac Emerprife, if ' 
his Majefty had diiicern'd any other courfe to cake that lutd 
been preferable even to the hazard that he faw he muft un- 
dergo with the Scots ; but he was clearly deftitute (^ any other 
Refuge. Every day brought the News of the lofs of feme 
Gan:i(bni and as Oxfird was already blocked up at a diftance^ 
by thc^ Horfe which Foirfnx had lent out of the Weft to thac 
purpofe. or to wait upon the King» and follow him dofe, if 
1^ fliouid remove out oiOirfifrd^ fohc had foon reduced £xs- 
tery and fome other Garhloos in Divomjhke. The Gover- 
iKHirs then, when there was no vifibje ^pA apparent hope of 
being Relieved, thought that they might deliver up their Gar- 
rifons bdfbre they were prefled with the laft Extremities, that 
they might obtain the better Coaditions ; and yet it was ob- 
ferv'd C^t better and more honourable Conditions were not 
given to any, than to thofe who kept the Places diev were 
trufted with, till they had not one day's Vidual left; oft which 
We ihall obfcrve more hereafter. By this means Fdirfax was 
within three days of Oxford before the King left it, or fully 
reibJv'd what to da . 

H I s Majefty had before fent to two Eminent Commanders 
. Cg of 
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o£Namc, who had block'd up the Town at a diftance, *'that 
*^ if they would pafs their words f how flender afecurity fa- 
ever, from fuch Men who had broken fo many Oaths, for 
the Safety of the King ) " that they would immediately Con- 
**duft him to the Parliament, he would have put himfelf in- 
*'to their hands ; for he was yet perfwadcd to think fo well 
of* the City of London^ that he would not have been unwill- 
ing to have found himfelf there; but thofe OfScers would 
fubmit to no fuch Engagements ; and great care was taken 
to have ftrift Guards round about London^ that he might not 
get thither. What (hould the King do? There was one thing 
moft formidable to him, which he was refoiv'd to avoid, that 
waSy to be inclofed in Oxford^ tind foto be given up, or taken, 
when the Town (hould be Surrender'd, as a Prifoner to the 
Independents Army; which he was advertifed from all hands^ 
would treat htm very Barbaroufly. 

I K this perplexity, he chofe rather to commit himfelf to 
the Sc9ti/b Army; which yet he did not truft fo far as to give 
thcn> notice of his Journey, by feifding for a Party of their 
Horfc to meet him, as they had profer'd; but early in the 
Vn Kinr ^^o™"6j ^poT^ the zjth day of April^ he went out of Oxfmrd^ 
UavMOi' attended only by Jolm ^Jhhuruham^ and a Divine ( one Hud^ 
ford Apr. fin) who undctftood the By-ways as well as ftit Common, and 
*7. 164.^. was indeed a very skilful Guide. In this Equipage he left Ox- 
ford on a Monday y leaving thofe of his Council in Oxford who 
^ were privy to his going out, not informed whether he would 
' go to the Scoti/b Army, or get privately into London, and 
jye there concealed, till be might cboofe that which was beft ; 
and it was generally believed, that he had not within himfelf 
w. . at that time a fixt Refohition what he would do ; which was 
the more Credited becaufe it was nine days after his leaving 
Oxford, before it was known where the King was ; infomuch 
as Fairfax^ who came before it the fifth day after his Majefty 
was gone, was fare down, and had made his CircumvalJation 
about Oxford, befpre he knew that the King was in x^'^ScotiJb 
Army ; but the King had wafted that time in feveral Places; 
whereof fome were Gentlemens Houfes ( where he was not 
unknown,'though untaken notice of) purpofely to be informed 
f^t Umtdf^ ^^ condition of the Marquis of J^Quntrofi, and to find 
int^.iht fome fecure paflage that he might get to him ; which he did 
Scot lib u<r. exceedingly defire ; but in the end, went into tte Scot^ Army 
^> hfo^(f before Newark, and fer^t forMontrevil to come to him. 
^«^ar . j;^, ^^^ very early in the Morning when the King went to 
theGenerars Lodging, and difcover'd himfelf to him; who 
either was, or feem'd to be, exceedingly furprifed, and con* 
founded at hisMajefty's prefence; aqd knew not what to fay ; 
but prefcntly gave notice of it to the Commicteey who were 

no 
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no Ie& perplexed. An Exprefii was prerenclv fenc co cbe Par« 
liamenc at WeftrnnftiTy lo inform them of the unexpeficd 
News, as a thing the Scots had not the leaft imaginacioa of. 
The Parliament were fo diforder'd with the Intelligence, cbac 
at firft they refolv'd to Command rheir General to raife the 
Siege before Oxfurd^ and to march with all Expedition to 
Ntwari ; but the Seott/b CommiiBoners at London^ diverted 
them from that, by afliiring them ^' that all their Orders would 
^' meet with an abfolute Obedience in their Army ; fo thejf 
made a (hort difpatch to them, in which it was evident thac 
they bdiev'd the King had gone to them by Invitation, and 
not out of his own free Choice^ and implying, ^' that they 
^'(hould (hortly receive farther direAioa from them; an(i in 
the mean time, ^^ tbat they (hould carefully watch tteit his 
'^ Majefty did not difpofe himfelf to fome whither elfe. The rhnr mam-^ 
great care in the Army, was, that there might be only te-ntrtftrtsu 
fpeSt and good manners (hew'd towards the King, without Vj**"^- 
any thing of afieftion or dependence ; and therefore the Ge--^'-'^' 
neral never asked the Word of him, or any Orders, nor, will- 
ingly, fuSer'd the Officers of the Army to refort to, or to 
have any difcourie with his Majefty. MoutrevU was ill look'd 
upon, as the Man who had brought this inconvenience upoo 
them without their confent ; but lie was not frighted from own* 
ing and declaring what had pafled between them, what they 
had promifed, and what they were engaged to do.

^ J^fiy • ^^ concluded, ^^ that he thoold make all poflible 
«* haft to her- 

Thb Lords which arrhr'd with this difpatch from her Ma- 
jefty, bad no imagination that there would have been any que* 
ftion of his Highnefi's complyance with the Queen's Com- 
mand; and therefore, aflbon as they had kifs'd the Prince's 
liand, which was in the Afternoon, they defired that the 
Council might prefently be cdled ; and when they came toge- 
ther^ the Lbrds Jermyn^ Digty^^nd U^ntiamrtb^ being like wife 
prelent, and fitting in the Coundi, they defired the Prince 
^that his Mother's Letter might be read } and then, fince 
^^ they conceived there could be no debate upon his High- 
^ ne(s's yielding Obedience to the Command of the King and 
'* Queen, that they might only confider of the day when he 
^ might begin his Journey, and of the order he would obferve 
'^in it. The Lords of the Council reprefented to the Prince, 
^^that they were the only Peribns that were accountable to Dtksui »« 
'^ the King, and to the Kingdom, for any refolution hu High- tk» Brimu's 
*^ neis (bould take, and for the Confequence thereof; and that ^T^' '*!J" 
*' the other Lords who were prefent, had no Title to deliver !J^"' 
^* thefr advice, or to be prefent at the debate, they being in 
^^ no d^cee rdponfible for what his Highneis fliould refolve 
^^todOy and therefore defired that the whole matter might be . 
<^ debated; the State of the King's prefent Condition Vnder- 
<< ftood as far as it might be ; and the Reafons confider'd 
^.which made it CounfeUable for hrs Highneft to repair into 
^^Prame^ and what might be Taid againftit; and the rather, 
^' becaufe it was very notorious that the King had given no po- 
^^ fitive diredton h) the Point, but upon a Suppofitioa that

vate Conferences together between the Loros who came from 
Twk^ and chofe who were in JerfifyKh&j might convert, or 
confirm eadi other in the fame opinions; at leaft that the 
next debate might be free ftota Panion and Unkindnefs ; and > 
fo the Council rofe, and the feveral Lords betook themfelves 
CO ttfe the fame Argumemsi or fuch as they thought more 
^eeahle to the feveral .Perfons^ as the Lord Dsfiy bad be- 
fore done to his Friend, and with the fame fuccefr. 
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TbeUrdCt' The next day when they were called rogetbcr, the Lord 
Ml icfiy#fi Ofel gave an account of all that had pafs'd with the Qieen

*** ^' and ** that the reafoos they had carried from the Prince, had 
** fo far prevailed with the Queen, that her Majefty refoiv'd 
^'to take no final refolucion till (he received farther Adver- 
*< dfement of the King's pleafure ; and he did not think that 
^' the information (he had rcceiv'd from Monfieur MmfrevU^ 
^^ had weight enough to produce the quick refolution it had 
^'done: that he thought it ftiil moft abfolutely neceflary, to 
** receive the King's pofirive Command beifore the Prince 
'^(hould remove out of hisMajelty's own Dominions^ there 
** being no (hadow of caufe to fufpeft his fecurity there ; That 
^' he had then offer'd to the Qjeen, that he would himfelf 
"make a Journey to NemCafik to receive his Majefty'; 
<^ Commands; and that he now made the fame offer to the 
^^ Prince; and becaufe it did appear that his Majefty was very 
'^ftriAly guarded, and that Perfonsdid not eafily find accefs 
^' to htm, and thkt his own Perfon might be fetfed upon in 
** his Journey thither, or his ftay there, or his return back, 
"and fo his Highnefs might hz difappoinced of the infbrma- 
" tion he expeded, and remain ftill in the fame uncertainty 
" as to a refolution, he did propofe, and conlent to, as his 
"opinion, that if he did not return again lojerfiy within the 
" fpace of one Month, the Prince (houid refolve to remove 
. '^ into Franciy if in the mean time fuch preparatories were 
** made there, as he thought were necefl&ry, and were yet 
"defe£tive. 

He faid, **he had been lately at Ptfw by the Prince's 
"Command ; and had received many Graces from the Queen, 
" who hfid vouchfafed to impart all her own Reafbns for the 

^ "Prince's remove, and the grounds for the confidence (he 

^' had of the Afieftions of France ^ but, that he did ftill won- 
"der, if the Court of Frame had fo great a defire, as was 
** pretended, that the Prince of Wales (hould repair thither, 
" that in the two Months time his Highnefs had been in Jer- 
^^fiy^ they had never fent aGentleman to fee him^ and to in- 
"vice him to come thither; nor bad thefe who came now 
" from the Queen, brought lo much as a Pais for him to come 
. "into Frillies: That he could not but obferve, that all We had 
"hitherto propofed toourfelves fxomFrancey had proved ia 
**no degree anfwerable to our expeAations; as the five thou- 
*'fand Foot, which We had expefied in the Weft before the 
^^ Prince came from thence ; and that We had more reafon to 
"be jealous now than ever, fixice it had been by the advice 
^' of France, that the King had now put hi'mfelf into the bands 
^^ of the ScQts ; and there&re We ought to be the more watch* 

"fill 
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''fill in the difpofiog the Perfon of the Prince by their ad« 
'^ vice likewife. He concluded, ^' that he could not give his 
^ advice, or confent, that the Prince (hould repair voxoFrmKe^ 
'^till the King's pleafure might be known^ or fuch other cir* 
''cumftances might be provided in France^ as had been hi- 
** therto negleAed. 

The iXrd Highy and the Lord Jermjn wondered v^y ru jirgu: 
much, *^ that there ihould be any doubc of the Affeftions of "w»w •/ /&• 
^^Francey or that it (hould bebelicv'd that the Queen could ;^^2S^y 
"be deceiv'd, or not well enough inform'd in that particular : ^tnyn 
They related many particulars which had pafled between the/«r f>. 
Cardinal and them in private Conferences, and the great pro- 
feffions of Af!e6lion he made to the King. They faid, **that 
"the Embafladour who was now appointed to go thither, was 
"chofen by the Qncen her felf, and had no other Inftruftions 
'*but what (he had given him ; and that he was not to ftay 
"there above a Month ^ at the end of which he was to- dc- 
" nounce War againft the Parliament, if they did not comply 
"with fuch PropoGtions as he made; and (o to return; and 
"then, that there (liould be an Army of thirty thoufand Men 
'^ immediately Tranfported into E»gUmd^ with the Prince of 
" Waks in the head of them ; that the Emba(radour was al- 
" ready gone from Farts^ but was not to Embark till he fliould 
** (irft receive Advcrtifemcnt that the Prince of Waks was 
" Landed in France -^ for that France had no reafon to intereft 
"rhem(elve8 fo far in the King's Quarrel, if the Prince of , 
" U^ales (hould refufe to venture his Per(bn with them ; or, it 
'^may be, engage againft them upon another Intereft. 

They therefore befought the Prince, and the Lords *'that 
" they would confider wefl, whether he would difappoint his 
" Father and Himfelf of fo great Fruit as they were even rea* 
"dy to Gather, and of which they could not be difappointed 

but by unfeafonable Jealoufies of the Integrity of France^ 

and by delaying.to give them fatisfa&ion in the remove of 
** the Prince from Jerfiy. 

These Arguments preG'd with all theafluranoe imagin- 
able, ' by Per(bns of that near Truft and Confidence with the 
King, who were not like to be deceived Themfelves, nor to 
have any purpofe to deceive the Prince^ wrought fo far with 
his Highnefs, that he declared ^' he would comply with the 
" Commands of the Queen, and forthwith remove into France^ 
which being reiblv'd, he wi(hed "there might be no more n^ PriW 
^' debate upon that point, but chat they would all prepare to rgfiivsfi* 
^^go with him, and that there might be as great an Unity in "'•F'^'nce. 
** their Counfels, as had hitherto always been. 

Thi s fo po(2tive Declaration of the Prince of his own Re- 
folurion, made all farther Arguments againft it not only u(e- 

Icfs 
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left but indecent , and therefore they replied not to that Point, 
yet every Man of the Council, the Lord* C$lif9ffer only ex-- 




'^ they could not afliime any Authority by it to thetnfelves, if 
^<they waited upon bun into Frmnce ; nor exped that tbeir 
^^ Counfels there (houid be hearken'd unto, when they were 
^^now rejeded. And foj after fome (harp replies between the 
Lords of diSerent Judgements, which made the Council break 
up the fooner, they who refolv'd not to go into Frowst took 
their leaves of the Prince, and ki(s'd his hand ; his Hi^nefi 
then declaring, ^^thac he would be gone the next day by five 
^' of the Clock in the Morning, though the crofs Winds, and 
want of fome Provifions which were neoeSary for the Jour- 
ney detained hiin there four or five days longer \ during 
which time, the DiOenting Lords every day waited upon him, 
ami were received by him very Gracioufly; his Highnefs well 
knowing and expremng to them a confidence in their Aft^Ai- 
ons, and that they would be fure tb'wait upon him, when- 
ever his occafion& (houM be ready for their Service. But be- 
tween them and the other Lords, there grew by degrees fo 
great a ftrangenefs, that, the lall day, they did not {o much 
as fpeak to each other ; they who came from the Queen taking 
it very ill, that the others hadprefumed to diffenc from what 
her Majefty had fo pofitively Commanded. And though they 
neither loved their Perfons, nor cared for their Company, and 
without doubt, if they had gone into France ^ would have made 
them quickly weary of theirs i yet, in that Conjundure^ they 
believ d that the Diflent and Separation of all thofe Perfons 
who were trufted by the King with the Perfon of the Prince, 
would blaft their doimfel, aiid weigh down the fingle pofitive 
Determination of the Queen her felf . 

On the other fide, the others did not think they were 
treated in that manner as was due to Perfons fo entrufled ; but 
that in truth many ill Confequeoces would reAilt from that 
fuddain departure of the Prince out of the King's Dominions, 
where his refidence might have been fecure in refpeA of the 
Afiairs of FMgUmi\ where, befides the Garrifona of SiMy and 
Fendennis ( which might always be relie/d by Sea ) there re- 
main'd ftill within his Majefty s Obedience, Oxfrrdy Wtrcefitr^ 
Walimgfbrd, JjuUew^ and fome other places of Icfs name, 
which, upon any divifions among themfelves, that were natu- 
rally to be expeded, m^ht have turn d the Sc^e : Nor did 
they know, of what ill Cohfequence it might be to the King, 
that in fuch aComun&ure the Prince fliould be remov'd, when 
it might be more CounfellaUp that he Ihould appear in Scotlmd. 

MoRt- 
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MoREovERi M^ Ajhhtrnham^s opinion, whidi be had 
delMrer'd to the Lord Capel^ wrought very much upon them ^ 
for that a Man fo entirely trufted by the Ring, who had feen 
him as lately as any Body, (houici bring no direAions from 
his Majefty to his Son, and that he flionld believe, that it was 
fitter for the Prince to ftay in Jerfey than to remove into 
Trance^ till his Majefty's pleafure was better underftood, con- . 
firmed them in the juclgemcntthey had delivered. 

But there wasanothet reafon that prevailed with thofe 
who had been made Privy to it, and which, out of Duty to 
the Queen, the^ thought not fit to publifli, or infift upon ^ it 
was the Inftrufiions given to Bettievre ( and which too much 
tnantfefted the irrefolution her Majefty had ) not to infift up* 
on what they well knew the King would never depart from ^ 
for, though that Embafladour was required to do all he could 
to perfwade the Presbyterians to joyn with the King'a Party, 
and not to tnlift upon the deftruAion of the Church, yet if he 
found that could not be compafled, He was to prefs, as the 
advice of the King his Mafter, his Majefty to part with the 
Church, and to fatisfy the Presbyterians in that point, as the 
advice of the Queen his Wife, and of his own Party ^ which 
method was afterwards obferv'd and purfued by BeBievrt ^ 
which thofe Lords pcrfedUy abhorr'd ^ and thought not fie 
ever to concur in, or to be privy to thofe Counfels that had 
begun, and were to carry on that Confufion. 

WITHIN a day or two after the Prince's departure from ' 
Jerfiiy the Earl of Berk-Jbhe left it likewife , and went for 
England'^ the Lords Capil^ Uopton^ and the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, remain d together in 'hrfiy to expeft the King's 
pleafure, and to attend a conjunaure to appear again in his 
Majdly's Service; of all which they found an opportunity to 
inform hts Majefty, who very well interpreted all that they 
had done according to the fincerity of their hearts ; yet did 
believe, that if they had likewife waited upon the Prince into 
France^ they might have been able to have prevented or di<- 
verted thofe violent Preffures, which were afterwards made 
upon him from thence, and gave him more difquiet than he 
(uffer'd from all the Infblence of his Enemies. 

In a word, if the King's Fortune had been farther to be 
conduded by any fixt Rules of policy and difcretion, and if 
the current towards his deftruaionhad not run with fuch a 
Tonent,a8 carried down all obftruftions of Sobriety and Wif- 
dom, and made the Confufion inevitable, it is very probable 
that this fo fuddain remove of the Prince from Jerfiy with all 
the Circumftances thereof, might have been look'dupon, a^d 
Ctenfiired With Severity, as an Adtion that fwerv'd from that 
prudence "whiQh by the fundamental Rules of policy had been 

long 
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long ^ablifli'd ; but by the Fatal and prodigious Calamities 
whicli follow'dy ailCoun'cis of wife and unwife Men prov- 
ing equally unfuccefsful, the Memory of what had pafled be- 
fore, grew to be the lefs thought upon and confidered. 
TtMnfiOwn Whilst thefe things were thus Tranfafted in other Parts, 
^'i^t"^ '• the King remained yet m the Sc&t0^ Army ; ihat People be- 
fAt&ouih* **^^*"8 themfeivcs in fuch a manner, that moft Men believ'd 
Urmj, they would never have parted with his Majefty till a fiill 
Peace had been made. The Parliament made manyiharpln- 
ftances, ^' that the King might be delivered into their handls; 
^* and that the Scotrjh Army would return into their own Coun- 
**try, having done what they were fent for, and the V/ar be- 
ting at an end. To which the Council of Scotland (ttm'A 
to Anfwer with Courage enough, and infixed moft on thofe 
Arguments of the King's legal Rights, which had been, in ail 
his Majefty 's Declarations, urged againft the Parliaments pro* 
ceedings j and which indeed could never be Anfwer'd -j and as 
much condemn'd Them, as the Parliament. 

In the mean time, though the King receiv'd all outward 
Refpedl, he was in truth in the condition ofaPrifoner; no 
Servant whom he could Truft fuBer'dto come to him j and 
though, many Perfons of Quality who had fcrv'd the King in 
the War, when they faw the refolute Anfwers made by the 
Scots^ *' that they neither would norcould compel their King 
*- CO return to the Parliament, if his Majefty had no mind to 
. **dofo, repaired to New-Caff/e, where his Majefty was, yet 
none of them were fufier'd to fpeak to him ; nor could he re* 
ceive from, or fend any Letter to the Queen or Prince ; and 
yet the Scots obferv'd all diftances, and perft)rm'd all the Ce- 
remonies as could have been expc<5ted if they had indeed treat- 
ed him as their King; and made as great profeffion to him of 
their Duty and good purpofes, ^^ which they faid they would 
^' roanifeft afloon as it fhould be feafonable ; and then his Ser- 
^^vanrs, and Friends fliould repair to him with all Liberty, 
^ and be well receiv'd : and as they endeavoured to perfwade 
the King to expeft this from them, fo they prevailed with 
many Officers of that Army, and fome of the hlobility, to be- 
lieve that they meant well, but that it was not yet time to dis- 
cover their Intentions. 
Tht KS"*! Thus they prevailed with the King to fend his pofithre 
findjtothi Orders to the Marquis of Mountrofij who had indeed done 
Mountroft Wonders, to lay down his Armes, and to leave the Kingdom ; 
*.*!/i>A«M<; till when, they pretended- they could not declare for his Ma- 
mhich ht jefty ; and this was done with fo much earneftnefs, and by a 
did. particular Meflenger known and Trufted, that the Marquis 

obeyed, and Tranlported himfelf into France. 

TtlEM 
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Then they imploy'd their AhxMtier Hnukrfiny and their thn^mfkf 
other Clergy, to perfwade the King Co confent to the Extir- Hendcrfoa 
pation of Epifcopacy in Enfjlandj as he had in Scotlmtd-^ and^'^'^'i 
it was, and is«ftill belie v'd , that if his Majefty would have JJ,-,J'|J!JJ 
been induced to have facisfied them in that particular, they ctmnmin^ 
would either have had a Party in the Parh'ament at wiftmm'ChHnhC— 
Jter to have been fatisfied therewith, or that they would there- *«»'»w«^- 
upon have declared for the King, and have prefenrly joyn'd 
with the Loyal Party in all places for his Majefty's defence. 
But the King was too Con(cieniious to buy his Peace atfo 
Prophane and Saailegtous a price as was demanded , and he 
was ib much too hard for M' He$uier/ht in the Argumeatation 
(as appears by the Papers that pafled between them, which 
were fliortly after Communicated to the world) that the old 
Man himfejf was fo far Convinced, and Converted, that he 
had a very deep fenieof theroifchiefhehadhimfelf been the 
Author of, or too much contributed to, and lamented it co. 
hisneareft Friends, and Confidents; and dyed of grief, and M' Hen- 
heart-broken, within a very fliort time after he departed from ^"^'^J^^ 
hIsMajefty. . ^. Mih^nr. 

Whilst the King flayed u^New-CaflU, Bellievre the 
Frenth Embaf&dour, who was (ent from Varis after the Prince 
arriv'd there, and by whom the Cardinal had promifed to 
prefs the Parliament to imperioufly, and to denounce a War 
againft them if they refufed to yield to what was reafonable 
towards an Agreement with the Kiog^ came to his Majefty, Bcllievn'i 
after he had fpent (bme time at London in all the low Applica- ntgnUntin 
lion to the Parliament that can be imagin'd, without any men*«' London* 
tion of the King with any tendernefs, as if his Intercft wcre*r^^^*"VJ^ 
at all confider'd by the King his Matter, and without any con- i^|"f, iJ*^' 
fultation with thole of hisMajefty's Party ; who were theniuNcwCi- 
ljo»d$mj and wduld have been very ready to have advifed *kl«« 
with him. But he chofe rather to converfe with the princi- 
pal Leaders of the Presbyterian Party in the Parliament, and 
.with the 5*^^/^ Commiffioners^ from whofe Information he 
took all his Meafures j and they aflured him '^ chat nothing • 
*' could be done ibr the King, except he would give up the 
"Church J extirpate Epiicopacy; and grant all the Lands be* 
** longing to Cathedral Churches to fuch Ufes as the Parlia- 
"ment fiiould advifc^ fo that, when he came to the King, he 
prefs'd him very earneftly to that Conde(cenfion. 

But, befides the matter propofed, in which his Majefty 
was unmoveable, he hadnoefteem of any thing the Embafia- 
dour faid to him, having too late difcover d the little afieAion 
the Cardinal had for hiip, and which he had too much relied 
upon. For, as bath been already faid, by his advice, and upon 
his undertaking and atfurance that his Majefty fliould be well 
a rccciv'd 
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received in the Sc&t^ Army^ and that cbejr would be firm to 
his iDtereft, his Majeftv had vcntur'd to put faimfelfiato their 
hands ; and he was no iboner there, than all\hey with whom 
iMSw/fw// had Treated, djfavow'd their undertaking what the 
King had been informed of , and though the Envoy did avow, 
and juftify, what he had informed the King, to the Faces of 
the Ferfohs who had given their Engagements, the Cardinal 
chofe rather to Recall, and Difcountenance the Minifter of 
chat Crown, than to enter into any Expoftulation with the Par« 
liametit, or the Scots, 

T H E Em bafladour,by an Ex prefs^quickly informed the Car- 
dinal that the King was too refervM in giving the Parliamenc 
fatisfafiion ^ and therefore wiihed, '^ that fome Body might 
*^ be fent over, who was like to have lb much credit with his 
*' Majefty as to perfwade him to what was necefl&ry for his 
<^r wiiiiam ^ Service. Upon which, the Queen, who was never advifed 
D'avcnant by thofe who either uddcrftood, or valued his true Intereft, 
^^^^'j; JJjconfulted with thofe about her j and fent S^WiUum Jfmmmtf^ 
^j«r«fir-anhoneftMan, and a Witty, but in all refpeds inferior to 
fwMk him f fuch a Truft, with a Letter otrredit to the King ( who knew 
/fw 1^ tb9 (he Perfon well enough under another CharaAer thin was like 
Ltmrch, j^ gj^^ jjjj^ much credit in the Argument in which he was in- 
ftrufted ) although her Majefty had likewife other ways de- 
clared her opinion to his Majefty, ^'that he (hould part with 
**the Church for his Peace and Security. 

Sir IVsUsam ffavmant had , by the countenance of Che 
French Embafladour, eafy admiffion to the King ; who heard 
him patiently all he had to fay, and anfwer'd him in that 
manner that made it evident he was not pleafed with the ad- 
vice. When he found his Majefty unlatisfied, and diathe 
was not like to confent to what was fo earneftly defired by 
them by whofe advice he was fent, who undervdued all thoie 
fcruples of Confcience which his Majeftv himfelf was ftrongly 
poflefs'd with, he took upon himfelf tne confidence to oror 
fome Reafons to the King to induce him to yield to what was 
propos'd; and, among other thines, (aid, 'Mt was the advioe 
*^ and opinion of all his Friends ; liis Majefty asking, '^ whj^C 
'^ Friends ? and be anfwerii^, ^ that it was the opinion of the 
*^ Lord Jermyn^ the King laid, ** that the Lore! Jtrmjn did 
^ not underftand any thing of the Church. The other faid, 
^' the Lord Cekpefper was of the fame mind. The King faid, 
oAipe/pfr had no Religion : and asked, '< whether the Chan- 
^^ cellor of the Exchequer was of that mind ? to which hean- 
fwer'd, ^' he did not know; for that he was not there, and 
*' had deferted the Prince : and thereupon , faid fomewhat 
from the Queen of the dilpleafure (be had conceived againft 
the Chancellory to which the King iaid^ ^^che C^ncdlor 
X ?!jvjis 
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^^ was an honeft Man, and would never deferc HiiQi nor the 
^' Prf nce>nor the Churchy and chat he was forry he was not with 
^* his Son j buc that his Wife was mifiaken. D'anftnant than oflfbr- 
ing feme reafons of his own,in which he mencton'd the Church 
flighciogly, as if it were not of Importance enough to weigh 
down chie benefit thac would attend the conceffioo, his Ma- 
jefty was tranfported with fo much indignation, that he gave 
him a (harper reprehenfion than was uuiai for b>m to give 
to any other Man^ and forbid him toprefume to come again 
into his Prefence. Whereupon'the poor Man, who had in 
tmrh very good AffeAions, was exceedingly dejeded and af- 
fliAed ; and recurn'd into FrMce, to give an Account of his 
ill Succefs to thole who fent him. 

As all Men's expedations from the Courage and AAivitv 
of the French Embafladour in England^ were thus fruftratccfy 
by his mean and low Carriage both towards the Parliament 
and at Nev^Cafik, fo all the profeffions which had been made 
of refpeAand cendernefs towards the Prince ofWales^ when 
hisPerfon Ihould once appear in France^ were as unworthily 
difappotnted. The Prince had been above two Months with n# FrimefM 
the Queen his Mother, before any Notice was taken of his "'**''^ 
being in Fnmcey by the leaft Meffiige fent from the Court to^[Jj|J |Jj^ 
Congratulate his arrival there ^ but that time was fpentinpr^c^. 
debating the Formalities of his Reception ^ how the King 
(houid treat him ? and how he Qiould behave himfelf towards 
the King? whether he fliould take place of Monfieur the 
King's Brother ? and what kind of Ceremonies (houldbe ob* 
ferv'd between the Prince of Wales and his Uncle the Duke 
of Orleans} and many fuch other particulars^ in all which 
they were refolv'd to give the Law themfelves ; and which had 
been fitter to have been adjuftcd in Jerfej^ before he put him- 
felf into their Power, than difputed atrerwards in the Court 
iA France'^ from which there could be then no Appeal. 

There can be no doubt buc that the Cardinal, who was 
the fole Minifter of State, and directed all that was tobedonc^ 
and diftaced all that was to be faid, did think the prefence of 
the Prince there of the higheft importance to their afiah'S^ 
and did all that was in his Power, toperfwadb the Qulrcn thac 
it was as neceOary for the afiairs of the Kipg her Husband, 
and ofherMajefty : but now that work was over > and the 
Perfon of the Prince brought into their power, without the- 
leafk publick Ad or Ceremony to invite him thither, it was 
no left his care that the Parliament in Englandy and the Offi- 
cers of the Army, whom he fear'd more than the Parliament, 
ihould believe that the Prince came thither without their 
wifib, and in truth againft their will ; that the Crown of 
Frmsce could not refufe t9 interpofe, and mediate, to make 
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up the difference between the Parliament and the Scot^ Na- 
tion, and that the Kingdoms might he reftored to Peace ^ buc 
that when they had perform'd that Office of Mediation, they 
bad perform'd their Fundioni ^ and that they would no more 
prefume to take upon them to judge between the Parliamenc 
and the Scots^ than they had done between the King and the 
Parliament j and that fince the Prince had come to the Queen 
his Mother, from which they could not reafonably reftrain 
bim, it (hould not be attended with any prejudice to the Peace 
of Eitgland'^ nor fliould he thare find any means, or affiftance, 
todifturb it. And it was believ'd by thofe who ftood at no 
great diflance from affairs , that the Cardinal Chen laid the 
Foundation for that Friendlliip which was fhortly after builc 
up between him and CromweU, by promifing ^^ that they (liould 
*^receive Icfs inconvenience by the Prince's remaining ia 
" France^ than if hfr were in any other part of Europe, And 
it can hardly be beliey'd, with how little refpedl they treated 
him during the whole time of hisftay there. They were yery 
careful that he might not be look'd upon as fupported by 
them either according to his Dignity, or for the maintenance 
of his Family ; but a mean addition to the Penfion which the 
Queen had before, was made to her Majefty, without any 
mention of the Prince her Son j who waswholely to depend 
upon her Bounty, without power to gratify and oblige any 
of his own Servants j that they likewife might depend only 
upon the Queen's goodnefs and favour, andfo behave them- 
• felves accordingly. 

When the Scots had fecured the peace and quiet of their 
own Country, by Disbanding the Forces under the Marquis of 
Mountrofe^ and by his Tranfporting himfelf beyond the Seas, 
and by putting to death feveral Perfocs of Name who had 
foUow'd the Marquis, and had been taken Prifoners, among 
whom Sr Bohert Sfotfiuood was one, a worthy honeft Lovsd 
Gentlenian', and as wife a Man as that Nation had at toac 
time { whom the King had made Secretary of State of that 
Kingdom, in the place of the Earl oiLanrkky who was then 
in Armes againft him ; which, it may be , was a principal 
caufethatthe other was put to death J And when they bad 
with fuch Solemnity and Refolution made it plain and evident, 
that they could not, without the moft barefaced violation of 
their Faith and Allegian(^e, and of the fundamental principle 
of Chriftian Religion, ever deliver up their Native King, who 
had put himfelf into their hands, into the hands of the Par- 
liament, againft his own Will and Confent : And when the 
Earl of Lmuden had publickly declared to the two Houfes of 
Parliament in a Conference. " that an Eternal In&my woiild 
fMie upon them> and the whole Nation, if they ihould dc- 
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** liver the Pcrfon of the King ; the fecuring of which was 
** equally thdr Duty, as it was the Parharaenc's, and the dif- 
*^ pofal of his Perfcn in order to that (ecurity did equally be- 
"long to Them as to the Parliament ; however, they faid, 
<^ they Would ufe all the perfwafion, and all the importunity 
'^ they could with the iCing that his Majefty might yield, ana 
^^ confent to the propoGtions the Parliament had fent to him. 

The Parliament had, upon the firft notice of the King's 
being arriv'd in the Scot^ Army, lent a pofitive Command 
to the Committee of both Kingdoms refiding in the Scoti/b 
Army, that the Petfon of the King, fliould be forthwith ient 
to IVartmck Caftle ^ but the Scots, who apprehended they 
could not be long without fuch an Order, nad , within two 
days after his Majefty's coming to them, aod after he had 
catifed Newark to be deliver'd up, with wonderful expedition 
marched towards New^Cafi/e ^ and were arriv'd there before 
they receiv'd that Order for fending his Majefty lo Warwick j 
which proceeding of theirs, pleafed his Majefty very well, 
among many other things which difpleafed him j and per* 
fwadc^ him, that though they would obferve their own me* 
thod, they would, in the end, do foniewhat for his Service. 

Upon the receiving that Order, they rcnew'd their pro- 
feflions to the Parliament of obferving punduallyall that had 
been agreed between them ^ and befought them, ^^ that fincc 
** they had promifed the King, before he left Oxford, to fend 
"Propofitions to him, they would now do itj and laid, that • 
** if he refufed to comply with them, to which they fliouId 
"perfwade him , they knew what they were to do. Then 
they advifed the King, and prevailed with him, to fend Or^ n# \KJni^ 
ders to the Governour o( Oxford to make conditions, and toii^» tbt ' i 
furrender that place ( where his Son the Duke of r^^r* was,sc«M^A'''j: 
and all the Council) into the hands of F-f^/tf*, who with hisC'jf^^/^" 
Army then befiegedthem j and likewife to publifli a general rlL^r •/* 
Order {which they caufed to be printed) " that all Gover- oxford -ni 
**iiour8 of any Garrifons for his Majefty , fliould immedi-** ** •'*"• 
^^ately deliver them up to the Parliament upon fair and ho*^*^'*^***' 
'^ nourable Conditions, fince his Majefty refolv'd in all things 
^^ to be advifed by his Parliament ; and till this was done, 
*^ they (aid, they could not declare themfelves in that manner 
" for his Majefty's Service, and Intereft, as they refolv^d to 
•^do^ for that they were, by their Treaty and Confederacy, t^ 
^^fetve the Parliament in fuch manner as they fliould diredt, 
^^ until the War fliould be ended ^ but, that done, they had no 
^^ more (^ligations to the Parliament ^ and that, when his Ma- 
^jt&y had no more Forces on foot , nor Garrifons which 
^ held out for him, it could not be denied but that the War 
'^ was at an end; and then thoy could fpeak and expoftulate 
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'* with freedom. By which arts, they prevailed with the King 
to fend, and publim fuch Orders as aforefaid ; and which iiP- 
deed, as the cafe then ftood, he could have recei/d little be* 
nefit by not pablifliing. 

The Padtanient was contented, as the more expedite 
way ( though they were much offended at the prefumpcion of 
the Scots in negleding to fend the King. to Warwick ) to fend - 
their Propoficions to the King ( which they knew his Majefty 
would never grant) by Commiffionersot bothHoiifes, who 
had no other Authority, or Power, than *' to demand a po- 
^^ Gtive Anfwer from the King in ten days, and then to return. 
Thefe Propofitions were delivered about the end ofjufy ; and 
contained fuch an eradication of the Government of the 
Church and State, that the King told them, ^< he knew not 
^^ what Anfwer to make to them, till he (bould be informed 
^^ what Power or Authority they had left to him, and his 
"Heirs, when he had given all that to them which theyde- 
** fired. . Hedefired, "that he mi^ht be removed to fomeof 
'^ his own Houfes, and that he might refide there till, upon a 
** Perfonal Treaty with his Parliament, fiich an agreement 
"might beeftabliihed as the Kingdom might enjoy peace and 
"happinefi under it; which, he was fure, it could never do 
*' by the conceffions they propofed. 

The Scots y who were enough convinced that his Majefty 
could never be wrought upon to facrifice the Church to their 
wild luftsand impiety, were as good as their words to rh« 
Parliament, and ufed all the rude importunity and Threats to 
his Majefty, to perfwade him freely to confent to all : though 
they confefled*' that the Propofitions were higher in many 
'* things than they approved of, yet they few no other means 
^^ for him to clo{« with his l^arliament, than by granting what 
•* they required. 

The Chancellor of Scotland told him, '^ that the confe- 
"quenceof hisi^fwer to the Propofitions, was asgreat,as the 
^^ ruin, or prefer vation of his Crown or Kingdoms : That the 
^^ Parliament after many bloody Battles, had got the ftroiig- 
" holds and Forts of the Kingdom into their hands: that they 
" had his Revenue, Excife, Afleflments , Sequeftrations, and 
"power to raife all the Men and Money of the Kingdom : 
"that they had gained Vidory over all, and that they bad a 
" ftrong Army to maidtaui it ; fo that they might do what 
" they would with Church or State : that they defired neither 
"Him, norany of his Race, longer to Reign over them ; and 
" had fent thefe Propofitions to his Majefty , without the 
'* granting wheteof, the Kingdom and his People could not 
'* be in fafety :* that if he refufed to Aflent, he would lofe all 
" his Friends in Parliament, lofe the City, and lofe the Coun- 
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^^ try ; and that all England would joyn againft him as one 
^^ Man to procefs, and depofe him, and to fet up another Go* 
^^vernmeot^ andfo, that both Kingdoms, for cither's Safety, 
'< would agree to fettle Religion and Peace without him, to 
^' the ruin of his Majefty, and his Pofterity : and oonduded, 
^' that if he left EMg/and, he would not be admitted to come 
^^ and Reign in Sc$tland. 

And it is very true that the General Aflembly of the Kirk, 
which was then fitting in Scotland^ had Petition'd the Con- 
fervators of the Peace of the Kingdom, "that if the King 
^^(hould refure to give facisfa&ion to his Parliamerir, he might 
^' not be permitted to come into Scotland, This kind of Ar- 
gumentation did more provoke than perfwade the King; he 
told them, with^reat Refolucion^ and lyfagnanimity, *^ that hm jif4/#.' 
** no Condition they could reduce him to, could be half fo mi«/y/ ^•/ivif 
"ferable, and grievous to him, as that which they would »• '*»^* 
^^ perfwade him to reduce bimfelf to; and therefore, bid them 
" proceed their own way ; and that though they had all for- 
" faken him, God had not. 

T h E Parliament had now received the Anfwcr .they ex- the VatIU- 
peded ; and, forthwith, remiired " the Sciutt to quit the King- •»"»' ''^**^* 
"dom, and to deliver the Perfon of iheKing tofuch P^rfons'^l^f^^J^*'* 
^^ as they fhould appoint to receive him ; who (Iiould attend \inifMH^ 
upon his Majefty from NevCaJlU to Holmiy, a Houfe of sad fdetu 
his at a fmall diftance from Northampton, a Town and Coun- ^^f^^ 
try of very eminent difaffeftion to the King throughout the ^]^„!; 
War ; and declared " that his Majefty ihould be treated, with 
.** refpefl: to the fafety and prefervation of his Perfon, accord- 
'^ ing to the Covenant : And that after his coming to Holmiy^ 
*' he (hould be attended by fuch as they (hould appoint ; and 
'^ that when the Scots were removed out of England^ the Par- 
'^ liament would joyn with their Brethren of Scotland again 
^'to perfwade the King to pafs the Propofitions; which if he 
^^ reftifed to do, the Houfe would do nothing that might break 
*' the Union of the two Kingdoms,but would endeavour to pre- 
*' fervc the fame. 

The Scots now begun again to talk fturdily, and deny'd 
^' that the Parliament of England had power abfolutely to 
^^ difpofe of the Perfon of the King without their approba- 
" tion ; and the Parliament as loudly reply'd, ** that they had 
'* nothing to do in England, but to obferve their Orders; and 
added fuch Threats to their Reafons, as might let them fee 
they had a great contempt of their power, and would exaft 
Obedience from them, if they reftifed to yield it- But thefe 
di/courfes were only kept up till they could adjuft all Ac- 
counts between them, and agree what price they (hould pay 
for the delivery of his Perfon whom one fide was refolvM to 
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TU Scott have, and Che other as refolv'd not to keep ; and fo they a- 
*ree i9di' greed ^ and, upon the payment of two hundred thoufand 
tit»r up tbi pQynjj ju hand, and fecurity for as much more upon day* 
^"^' agreed upon, the Scots deliver'd the King up into fuch hands 
as the Parliament appointed co receive Him. 

I N this infamous manner that excellent Prince was, in tiie 
end of January^ given up, by his ^^ ^/^ Subjefls, tothofe of 
his Englijh who were intrufted by the Parliament to receive 
Him 'y which had appointed a Committee of Lords and Com- 
inons, to go to the place agreed upon with a Party of Horfe 
and Foot of the Army, which were fubjedt to the Orders of 
that Committee, and the Committee it felf to go to New^ 
Cafile to receive that Town as well as the King y where, and 
to whom, his Majefty was deliver *d. 
'X^CMmit- They receiv'd Him with the fame formality of refpe& as 
rM4fF/«i»i«ihehad been treated with by the Scots ^ and with the fame 
hj the Pat. ftriflnefs reftrain'd all refort of thofe to his Majefty, who were 
^^"IJ*^ of doubtful Afieftions to them, and their Caufe. Servants 
loJx Ir ^^'^ particularly appointed, and named by the Parliament, to 
New-Ca- attend upon his Perlon, and Service, in all relations ^ amongft 
file #• the which, in the firft place, they preferred thofe who had faith- 
tnd 0f ja- fyjiy adhered to them againft their Mafter ; and, where fuch 
S^vIfiUMf'^^'^ wanting, they found others who had manifeftcd their 
fMntedby Afl&fiion to them. And, in this diftribution, the Presbyte- 
th0 *Tariid' nau Party in the Houfes did what they pleafed, and were 
"^V*m" ^^^"8^^ to govern all. The Independents craftily letting 
^^r- " '^them enjoy that confidence of their pow;er and intereft, till 
they had difmifs'd their Friends, the Scots ^ out of the King- 
dom j, and permitting them to put Men of their principles a- 
bout the Perfbn of the King, and to choofe fuch a Guard as 
they could confide in, to attend his Majefty. 

Of the Committee imploy'd to govern and direft all, Ma- 
jor General Bfown was one, who had a great Name and In* 
tereft in the City, and with all the Presbyterian Party, and 
had done great Service to the Parliament in die War under 
the Earl of m/ix, and was a diligent and ftout Commander. 
In this manner^ and with this attendance, bis Majefty was 
The KdHg is brought to his own Hoiife at Holmby in Nortiamfton-fhire ; a 
^«j?fcr /• place l^e had taken niuch delight in : And there he was to ftay 
noimby. |.jjj j.j^g Parliament and the Army tfor the Army now took 
upon them to have a (hare, and to give their opinion in the 
Settlement that fliould be madej fliould determine what (hould 
be farther done. 

In the mean time, the Comtnittee paid all refpe^s to his 
Majefty ; and he enjoy'd thofe Exercifes he nioft delighted in ; 
and fecm'd to have all liberty, but to confer with Perfons he 
moft defired, and to have fuch Servants about him as he could 
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truft . That which mod difpleafed him, was, chat they would 
not permit him to have his own Chaplains; but ordered Pres- 
byterian Minifters to attend for Divine Service ; and his Ma- 
jefty, utterly refufing to be prefent at their DevotiooS| was 
cofDpell'd at thofe hours to be his own Chaplain in his Bed- 
chamber 3 where he conftantly ufed the Common-Prayer by 
himfelf. His Majefty bore this conftraint (o heavily that xtUKin^ 
writ a Letter to the Houfe of Peers, in which he inclofed zf^'ctratim 
Lift of the Names of thirteen of his Chaplains; any two cff.^^^f' 
which he defir'd might have liberty to attend him for his De-^^,i " 
votion. To which) after many days confideration, they re- 
turn'd this Anfwer) ^ that all thofe Chaplains were difa^ded 
'^ to the Eftabliih'd Crovernroent of the Church, and had not 
'' taken the Covenant ; but that there were Others who had, 
^^ who, if his Majeily pleas'd, fliould be fent to him. After 
this Anfwer, his Majeity thought it to no purpofe to impor- 
tune them farther in that particular ; but, next to the having 
his own Chaplains, he would have been bcft pleas'd to have 
been without any ; they who were fent by them, being Men 
of mean Parts and of mod impertinent and troublefome Con- 
fidence and Importunity. 

Whilst thofe Difputes continued between the Parlia-^ivfrio^r. 
ment and the Scots concerning the King'sr Perfon. the Army "/•*' Sur^ 
proceeded with great Succefs in reducing thofe Garrifons JJ^J^Ij'^ '• 
which ftill continuqjin his Majefty's Obedience; whereof g,,^,*^*^ 
chough fome Surrender'd more eafily and with lefs refiftance 
than they might have made, fati^fying themfelves with the 
King's general Order, and that there was no reafonable ex- 
peAatipn of Relief, and therefore that it would not be amift, 
by an early Submiffion, to obtain better Conditions for them- 
felves ; yet others defended themfelves with notable Obfti- 
nacy to the laft, to the great damage of the Enemy, and to 
the detaining the Army from Uniting together ; without 
which they could not purfue the great deiigns they had. And 
this' was one of the reafons that made the Treaty with the 
Scots depend fo long, and that the Presbyterians continued 
their Authority and Credit fo long ; and We may obferve 
again, that thofe Garrifons which were maintain'd and defend- 
ed with the greateft Courage and Virtue, in the end, obtained . 
as good and as honourableConditions, as any of thofe who 
Surrender'd upon the firft Summons. 

This was the Cafe of Ragland and PenJeams Caftles ; 
which endured the longeft Sieges, and held out the laft of 
any Forts or Caftles in Emgfand^ .being bravely defended by 
two Perions of very great Age; but were at length deliver'd 
up within a day or two of each other. Ragland was main** 
tain'd, with extraordinary Refolution and Courage, by the old 
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Marquis of Worafier againft Fairfax himfelf, till ic was ttr 
•duced to the utmoft Neceffity. Pendemms reflifed all Sum- 
mons; admicciog no Treary, till all their Provifions were fb 
far confumed, that they had not ViAual left for four and 
twenty hours ; and then they treated and carried themfelves in 
the Treaty withfuch Refolution, and Unconcernednefs, that 
the Enemy concluded they were in no ftreights ^ and fo gave 
them ^he Conditions, they proposed; which were as goc^ as 
any Garrifon in Effgiamd had accepted. This Caftle was de- 
fended by the Governour thereof, y^B» Arundel of lyerice in 
Cormmaly an old Gentleman of near fourfcore years of Age, 
. and of one of the beft Eftaces and Inrereft in that County j 
who, with the Affiftance of his Son Ricbard Arundel ^ who 
was then a Colonel in the Army ; a ftout and diligent Officer ^ 
and was by the King after his Return made a Baron, Lord 
Arundel oiTrerke^ in memory of his Father's Service, and his 
own eminent behaviour throughout the War) maintained, and 
defended the fame to the laft Extremity. 

There remained with him in that Service many Gentle- 
men of the Country of great Loyalty , amongft whom S*" 
Hariy KiHsgrew was one ; who, being an intimate Friend of 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, refolv'd to go to Jerfiy ; 
and, aflbon as the Caftle was Surrendered, took the firft op- 
portunity of a Veflel then in the Harbour of Fabnnaby to 
Tranfport himfelf with fome Officers and Soldiers to St Ma- 
loes in Brstany; from whence he writ to the Chancellor in 
Jerjey^ thzt he would procure a Bark of that Ifland to go to 
St Mabes to fetch him thither; which, by the kindnefs of S' 
. .George Carteret^ was prefently fent, with a longing defire to 
receive him into that ifland ; the two Lords Cafelznd Hofton^ 
and the Governour, having an extraordinary afiedion for 
him, as well as the Chancellor. Within two days after, up- 
on view of the Veflel at Sea ( which they well knew ) they 
all made haft to the Harbour to receive their Friend ; but, 
when they came thither, to their infinite reeret, they found 
his Body therein a Coffin, he having dy'd at S^ Malees within « 
•a day after he had written his Letter. 

After the Treaty was fign'd for delivering the Caftle, 
he had walked out to difcharge fome Armes which were in 
his Chamber; among which, a Carabine that had been long 
charged, in the (hooting o^ broke ; and a fplinter of it ftrucK 
him in the fore-head ; which, though it drew much Blood, 
was not apprehended by^him to be of any danger; fo that his 
Friends could not perfwade him to ftay there till the wound 
was cured ; but, the Blood being ftopp'd, and the Chirurgeon 
having bound it up, he profecuted his intended Voyage; and 
at his Landing at S^Mahes^hR writ that Letter ; believing bis 
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wound would give htm little trouble. But his Letter wlas no 
iboner gone than he fent for a Chirurgeon ; who, opening 
the wound, found it was rery deep and dangerous ; and the 
next day he dy'd, having defired that his dead Body might 
be fent to Jnfiy \ where he was decently buried. He was a 
very Galknt Gentleman, of a Noble Extraftion,and a fair Re- 
venue in Land; of excellent Parts and Courage ; be had one 
only Son, who was killed before him jn a Party that fell upon 
the Enemies Quarters vckx-Bridginua^er'^ where he behaved 
Aiffifelf with remarkable Courage , and was generally la* 
mented. 

Sir Harry was of the Houie of Commons ; and though 
he had no other relation to the Court than the having many 
Friends there, as wherever he was known he was exceedingly 
belov'd, he was moft zealous and paffionate in oppofing all 
the extravagant proceedings of, the Parliament. And when 
the Earl of Ejfix was chofen General, and the feveral Mem- 
bers of the Houie ftood up, and declared, what Horfe they 
would raife, and maintain, and that they would live and dye 
with the Earl their General, one faying he would raife ten 
Horfes, and another twenty. He flood up and faid, ** He 
^^ would provide a good Horfe, and a good Buff Coat, and a 
'^ good pair of Piftok, and then he doubted not but he (hould 
~'^find agoodCaufe; and fo wentout of theHoufe,and rode 
Poft into Conmaly where his Eilate and Intereft lay; and 
there joyn'd with thofe Gallant Gentlemen his Friends, who. 
firft received the Lord Hoft$»y and raifed thofe Forces which' 
did (b many fiimous Aftions in the Weft. 

He would never uke any Command in the Army; but 
they who had, confulred with no Man more. He was in ail 
AAions, and in thofe places where was nioft danger, having 
great Courage and a pleafantnefi of humour in Danger that 
was very exemplary ; and they who did not do their duty, 
took care not to be within his view; for he was a very fliarp 
Speaker, and cared not for angering thofe who deferv'd to be 
reprehended. The ArunJeiSy TrehwmeSy S/amtmgs, Treva- 
nhmsy and all the fignal Men of that County, infinitely loved 
his Spirit, and Sincerity ; and his Credit and Intereft had a 
freat influence upon all but thofe who did not love the King ; 
and to thofe, he was very terrible; and exceedingly hated by 
them; and not loved by Men of moderate Tempers; for lie 
thought all fuch prepared to Rebel , when a little Succeft 
fhould encourage them ; and was many times too much of* 
fended with Men who wiDi'd well, and whofe Conftirutions 
and Completions would not permit them to exprels the 
fame frankneis, which his Nature and keennefs of Spirit could 
not iupprefs. His lofs was much lamented by all good Men. 

From 
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F R o M the time that the King was brought to Holmiyy and 
whilft he (lay'd there, he was affltded with the fame pref> 
fures concerning the Church, which had difquieted him uc 
l^w-'CaftU ; the Parliament not remitting any of their Info- 
lencies in their Demands : all which was imputed to the Pref- 
byteriaos, who were thought to exercife the whole Power^ 
and begun to give Orders for the leflening their great Charge 
by disbanding fome Troops of their Army, and fending others 
for Ireland J which they made no doubt fpeedily to Reduce ; 
and declared, ^^ that they would then disband all Armies^that 
'^ the Kingdom might be govern'd by the known Laws. 
viffereneet This Temper in the Houfes raifed another Spirit in the 
an fete- Army; which did neither like the Presbyterian<jovernmenc 

^'rrJi^n **^ ^^^^ ^^^ '^*^y *^ ^ fettled in the Church, nor that the 
s^lhf^T' Parliament (bould fo abfolucely difpofe of them , by whom 
mj, they had gotten power to do all they had^done ; and Cram- 

*u)eBy who had the fole influence upon the Army, under- hand, 
made them Petition the Houfes againft any thing that was 
•DiwriS'fffi done contrary to his opinion. He himfclf, and his.OflBcers, 
^^'jfrmy ^^^^^P^^ ^^^^ ^^ Preach aijd Pray publickly to their Troops, 
^^' and admitted few or no Chaplains in the Army, but fuch as 
. bitterly inveighed againft the Presbyterian Government, as 
more Tyrannical than Epifcopacy ; and the Common Soldi- 
ers, as well as the Officers, did not onlyPraV, and Preach a- 
mong themfelves, but went up into the Pulpits in all Churches, 
and Preached to the People; who quickly became infpired 
* with the fame Spirit; 'Women as well as Men taking upon 
them to Pray and Preach ; which made as great a noife and 
confufion in all opinions concerning Religion, as there was in 
the Civil Government of the State; (carce any Man being 
, fufier'd to be called in queftion for delivering any opinion in 
Religion, by fpeaking or writing, how Prophane, Heretical, 
or Biafphemous foever it was ; <^ which, they faid, was to 
** reftrain the Spirit. 

Liberty of Confcience was now the Common Argument 
and Quarrel, whilft the Presbyterian Party proceeded with 
equal bitternefs againft the feveral Seds as Enemies to all God- 
linefs, as they had done, and ftili continued to do, againft 
the Prelatical Party ; and finding themfelves fuperior in the two 
Houfes, little doubted, by their Authority and Power there, 
to be able to reform the Army, and to new misdel it again ; 
which they would, no doubt, have attempted, if it had not 
Tfwf4r/»/ pleafed God to have taken away the Earl of Effex fome 
Effex dyed \]onths before, this ; who dy'd without being fenfible of fick- 
l*//''^ nefs, in a time when he might have been able to have undone 
much of the m ifchief he tuid formerly wrought ; to which he 
had great incli nations ; and had indignation enough for the in- 
dignities 
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dignities himfelf bad received from the ungrateful Parliament, 
and wonderful apprehenfion, and deteftaiion of the ruin he * 
faw like to befal the King, and the Kingdom. And it is very 
probable, confideringthc prefent temper of the City at that 
dme,andofthe twoHoufeSy he might, if he had lived, have 
given ibme check to the rage and fury that then prevailed. 
But God would not (uSer a Man, who, out of the Pride and 
Vanity of kis Nature, rather than the wickednefs of his Heart, 
had been made an loftrument of fo much mifchief, to have 
any (bare in fo glorious a work : Though his Conftitution, and 
Temper, might very well incline him to the Lethargick indil^ 
poficion of which he dy'd, yet it was loudly faid by many of 
his Friends, ^* that he was Foyibn'd. 

Sure it is that Cromwell, and his Party (for he was now 
declared head of the Army, though Fairfax continued Gene- 
ral in Name ) were wonderfully exalted with his death ; he 
being the only Perfon whole Credit and Intereft they fear'd 
without any efteem of his Perfon. 

And now, that they might more fubftantially enter into 
difpute, and competition with the Parliament, and go a (hare 
with them in fettling the Kingdom (as they call'd it) the Ar- 
my ereded a kind of Parliament among themfelves. They 
had, from the time of the defeat of the King's Army, and 
when they had no more Enemy to contend with in the Field, 
and after they had purged their Arrny of all thofe inconveni- 
ent Officers, of whofe entire Submiinon, and Obedience to all 
their Didtates, they had not confidence, fet afide, in efiedt* ' 
their Self-denying Ordinance, and got their principal Officers 
of the Army, and others of"^ their Friends, whofe Principles 
they well knew, to be elefied Members of theHoufe of Com- 
mons into their places who were dead, or who had been ex- 
peird by them for adhering to the King. By this means^ 
Fairfax himfelf, IretonyHarriJbmy and many others of the In- 
dependents, Officers and Gentlemen, of the feveral Counties, 
who were tranfported with new fancies in Religion, and were 
called by a new name FanatkkSy fate in the Houfe of Com- 
mons ; notwithftanding all which, the Presbyterians (till car- 
ried it. 

But about this time, that they might be upon a nearer 
Level with the Parliament, the Army made choice of a num- 
ber of fuch Officers as they liked j which they called the Ge- 
neral'^ Council of Officers ; who were to refemble the Houfe 
of Peers 9 and the Common Soldiers mad^ choice of three or 
four of each Regiment, moft Corporals or Serjeants, few or *^i»>j^«»''» 
nonq above the degree of an Enfign, who were call'd Agita- ^^^^^^ 
tors, and were to be as a Houfe of Commons to the Council offictr,,^^^ 
of Ofl^cers^ Thefe two Reprefentatives met feverally, oxidpointedh 
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confider'd of all the Afts and Orders made by the Parliament 
towards fettling the Kingdom, and towards reforming, divi^ 
ding, or disbanding of the Army : and, upon mutual Mef- 
fages and Conferences between each other, they refolv'd in 
Tbtir prfi the firft place, and declared, ** that they would not be divided, 
lufttutunst Mq,, disbanded, before their full Arrears were paid, and before 
^^fuU Provifion was made for Liberty of Conicience; which, 
\' they faid, was the ground of the Qn^r^l) ^^nd for which 
^Uo many of their Friends Lives had been loft, and fo much 
^'of their own Blood had been fpilc^'and that hitherto there 
^* was fo little fecurity provided in that point, that there was 
^' a greater Perfecution now againft Religious and Godly Men, 
'^than ever had been in the King's Government, when the 
** Bifliops were their Judges. 

They faid, <^ they did not look upon themfelves as a Band 
^ of JanizarieSy hired and entertain'a only to Fight their Bat- 
^^ ties ; but that they had voluntarily taken up Armes for the 
** Liberty and Defence of the Nation of which they were a 
^'ptrt; and before they laid down thofe Armes, they would 
**lee all thofe ends well provided for, that the People might 
*' not hereafter undergo thofe grievances which they had for- 
^ merly fufier'd. They complained that fome Members of the 
^' Army had been lent for by the Parliament, and committed 
**to Prifon, which was againft their Privilege; fince all Sol- 
^'diers ought to be tryed by a Council of War, and not by 
/* any other Judicatory ; and therefore they defired redrefi in 
^^thefe, and many other particulars of as ingrateful a Nature; 
^^and that fuch as were Imprifon'd and in Uuftody, might be 
^ forthwith fet at liberty ; without which they could not think 
^^ themfelves juftly dealt with : And with this Declaration and 
tvhUbthty Addrefs, they fcnt three or four of their own Members to the 
^ Wi M Houfe of Commons : who delivcr'd it at the Bar with won- 
rt. P4r/i4. j^^f^j Confidence. 

The Soldiers publifli'd a vindication, as they call'd it, of 
their Proceedings and Refolutions, and direded it to their 
General ; in which they complain'd of a defi^n to disband, 
and new model the Army ; ** which, they faid, was a Plot 
" contrived by fome Men who had lately tafted of Soveraign- 
*^ ty J and, being lifted up above the ordinary Sphere of &r- 
^^ vants, endeavour'd to become Mafters, and were degene- 
** rated into Tyrants. They therefore declared, "that they 
** would neither be imploy'd for the Service of Ireland, nor 
** fuffer themfelves to be disbanded , till their defires were 
^^ granted, and the Rights and Liberties of the Subjedts (hould 
"be vindicated, and maintained. This Apology, or Vindi- 
cation, being fign'd by many inferior Officers, the Parliament 
declared them to be Enemies to the State; and cauied fome 
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of them, who talked loudeft, to be imprifbn'd. Upon which ^iadutimr 
a new Addreft was made to their General ; wherein they com- Q^Mrtti, 
iriain'd <^ how difdaiofuliy they were ufed by the Parhament, 
^^for whom they had ventured their Jives, and loft their 
** Blood : that the Privileges which were due to them as Sol- 
^^ diers, and as Subjects, were taken from them , and when 
** they complain'd of the Injuries they receiv'd, they were 
^'abufed, beaten, and dragg'd into Goals. 

Hereupon, the General was prevailed with to write a 
Letter to a Member of Parliament, who (he w'd it to the Houfe ^ 
in which he took notice of feveral Petitions, which were pre- 
pared in the City of Umdomj and fome other Counties of 
the Kingdom, againft the Army ; and *^ that it was look'd 
" upon as very i&ange, that the OflScers of the Army might 
"not be permitted to petition, when fo many Petitions were 
^' receiv'd againft them \ and that he much doubted that the 
'^ Army might draw to a Rendezvous, and think of (bme other 
'^ way for their own vindication. 

This manner of proceeding by the Soldiers, but efpecially 
the General feeming to be of their mind, troubled the Parlia* 
ment ; yet they refolv'dnot to fufier their Counfels to becen- 
liired, or their A&ions controled, by thofe who were retain- 
ed by them, and who Jived upon their pay. And therefore. 
after many high Expreffions againft the premmption of feveral 
Qfl&ers and Soldiers, thev declared, ''that wbofoever (hould tw p4f/*4. 
"refiife, being commanded, toengagehimfelf in the Service y*'^^'- 
*«of Irr&jsrf, fliould be disbanded. The Army was refolv'd 55;;;2r«^ 
not to be fubdued in their irft fo declared Refolution, and 
fell into a direfi and high Mutiny, and call'd for the Arrears 
of pay due to them; which they knew where and how to 
Levy for themfelves; nor could they be in any degree ap- 
peafed,till the Declaration that the Parliament had made a- 

fainft them , was rafed out of the Journal Book of both Afitmtri 
loufes, and a Months pay firm tt) t|;icm ; nor were they fa- r^fiimrf 
tisfied with all this, but talked very loud, "that they knew'^"' '^* 
^'how to make themfelves asconfiderableas the Parliament, 
" and where to have their Service better valued, and reward- 
^ cd ; which fo frighted thofe at Wejhnhfiery that they ap- 
pointed a Committee of Lords and Commons, whereof feme •^('•mpmuV- 
were very acceptable to the Army, to goto them, and to treaty ^fdntti 
with a Committee chofen of the Officers of the Army, upon^^^'^ 
the heft expedients that might be applied to the compofingrr««rin>ib« 
thefe difiempers. Now the Army thought it felf upon a Le- cmmnttt 
yel with the Parliament,when they had a Committee of the onc^'** •^^- 
aurhorifed t6 treat with a Committee of the other ; which'"'''* 
likewife raifed the Sphits of Fanfaxy who had never thought 
of oppofing or difobeying the Parliament ^ aAd difpofed him 

to 
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to more concurrence with the impetuous humour of the Army, 
when he faw it was fo much complied with and fubmitced co 
by all Men. 
cromwellt Cromwell, hitherto, carried himfclf with that rare dif- . 
^db4viMir4r Emulation ( in which fure he was a very great Mafter ) that 
firfiimthifi hefeem'd exceedingly incenfed againftthis Infolenceof the 
j\ii4t$Mi/. Soldiers J was ftill in the Houfe of Commons when any fuch 
Addrelfeswere made^ and inveighed bitterly againft thepre- 
(umption , and had been the caufe of the Commitment, of 
fbme of the Officers^ He propofed, " that the General might 
^be fent down to tlie Army j who, he faid, *^would conjure 
^' down this mutinous Spirit quickly ; and he was foeafily be- 
liev'd, that he himfelf was fent once or twice to compofe 
the Army y where after he had flayed two or three days^ he 
would again return to the Houfe, and complain heavily " of 
^^the great Licence that was got into the Army^ that, for 
^^ his own part, by the Artifice of his Enemies, and of thofe 
^^ who defired that the Nation (hould be again imbrew'd in 
^^ Blood, he was render'd fo odious unto them, that they had 
^^ apurpofe to kill him, if, upon ibme difcovery made to him, 
^' he had not efcaped out of their hands. Andit> thefe, and 
the like Difcourfes, when he fpake of the Nation's being to 
be involved in new troubles, he would weep bitterly, and-ap- 
pear themoft afHidedManin the world with the fenfe of the 
. Calamities which were like to enfue. But, as many of the 
wifer fort had long difi:over'd his wicked intentions,fo his hypo- 
crify could not longer be concealed. The mod afiive Officers 
and Agitators were known to be his own Creatures, and fuch 
who neither did, nor would do, any thing but by his diredion. 
So that it was privately refolv'd by the principal Perfons of the 
Houfe of Commons, that when he came the next day into 
the Houfe, which he feldom omitted to do, they would fend 
him to the Tower; prefuming, thatif they had once fcver'd 
his Perfon from the Army, they fhould eafily reduce it to its 
former temper and obedience. For they had not the leaft 
jealoufy of the General Fairfax, whom they knew to be a per- 
K& Presbyterian in his Judgement ; and that Cromwell had 
the Afcendent over him purely by his Diffimulation, and pre- 
tence of Confcience .and Sincerity. There is no doubt Fair* 
fax did not then, nor long after, believe, that the other had 
thofe wicked defigns in his heart againft the King, or theleafi; 
imagination of difobeying the Parliament. 

This purpofe of feifing upon the Perfon of Crof^pweB could 
not be carried fo fecretly, but that he had notice of it ; and the 
very next morning after he had fo much lamented his defpe* 
I'ate misfortune in having loft all reputation, and aedit, and 
authority in the Army, and chat his life would be in danger 
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if he were with it, when the Houfe expcdled every minute 
his preience, they were infbrm'd that he was met out of the 
Town by break of day, with one Servant only, on the way 
to the Army ; where he had appointed a Rendezvous of fome 
Regiments of the Horfe, and from whence he writ a Letter 
to the Houfe of Commons, ^'that having the night before re- 
"ceiv'd a Letter from fome Officers of his own Regiment, 
** that the jealoufy the Troops had concelv'd of him, and of his 
^'want of kindneis towards them, was much abated, fothat 
"theybeliev'd, if he would beauickly prefeot with them, 
'^they would all in a fiiort time by his advice be reclaimed, 
^' upon this he had made all the haft he could ^ and did 6nd 
^'that the Soldiers had beenabufed by mifinformation ^ and 
^'that he hoped to difcover the Fountain from whence ic 
^'Sprung j and in the mean time defired that the General, and 
^^ the other Officers in the Houfe, and fuch as remain'd about 
** the Town, might be prefently fent to their Quarters j and 
** that he belicv'd it would be very neceflary in order to the 
'^ fuppreffion of the latediftempers, and for the prevention of 
"the like for the time to come, that there might be a gene- 
" ral Rendezvous of the Army; of which theC3eneral would 
" heft confider, when became down 3 which he wilhed might 
^^behaften'd. It was now to nopurpofe to difcover whac 
they had formerly intended, or that they had any jealoufy of 
a Perfbn who was out of their reach ; and fo they expeded a 
better conjundure^ and in few days after, the General and the * 
other Officers left the Town, and went to their Quarters. 

The fame Morning that Cromwell left LenMHy Cornet r^^Mf 
y^fce^ who was one of the Agitators in the Army, a Taylor,!^/^*^^/*^ 
a fellow who had two or three years before ferv'd in a very J^.'^^ 
Inferior imployment in M' HoUis's Houfe, came with a Squa- Hoiniby 
droii of fifty Horfe to Holmfy, where the King was, about June 3. 
the break of day ;and without any interruption by the Guard »H7- 
of Horie and Foot which waited there, came with two or 
three more, and knock'd at the King's Chamber door, and 
faid '^ be muft prefently fpeak with the King. His Majefty, 
fiirprifed with tne manner of it, rofe out of his bed ; and, halt 
drds'd, caufed the door to be open'd, which he knew others 
wife would be quickly broken open ^ they who waited ia 
the Chamber being Perfons of whom he had little knowledge, 
and lefi confidence. Aflbon as the door was open'd^ Jojcf^ 
and two or three more, came into the Chamber, with their 
Hats oSy and Piftols in their hands. Joyce told the King^ 
^* that he muft go with him. His Majefty asked, ** whither ? 
heanfwer'd, *' to the Army. The King asked him, ^^ where 
" the Army was ? he faid, " they would carry him to the 
" Place where it was. His Majefty asked, " by what Au- 
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^'thority they axnt} Joyce anfwer'd, **by this; and ihew'd 
him his Piftof ; and dehr'd his Majefty, " that he would caufe 
"himfelftobe drefs'd, becaufe ic was neccflary they (hould 
" make haft. None of the other Soldiers fpoke a word ; and 
J9JC9^ favingthe bluncnefs, and pofitivenelsofthe few words 
he fpoke, behaved himfelf not rudely. The King faid, '^ he 
** could not ftir before he fpoke with the Committee to 
'* whom he had been deliver'd, and who were trufted by the 
** Parliament ; and fo appointed one of thofe who waited up* 
on him, to call them. The Committee had been as much 
furprifed with the noife as the King had been, and qiiickly 
cametohisChamber, and asked j^ctf^ "whether he had any 
** Orders from the Parliament ? he faid N0. " From the Ge- 
"neral? No- What Authority he came by? to which he 
made no other Anfwer, than he had made to the King, and 
• held up his Piftol. They faid, " they would write to the 
^ Parliament to know their pleafure ; Joyce faW, ** they might 
^^ do fo, but the King muft prefently go with him. Colonel 
Br0vm had ientfor fbme of the Troops who were appointed 
for the King's Guard, but they ^ame not ; he fpoke theo with 
the Officer who Commanded thofe who were at that time 
upon the Guard, and found that they would make no re- 
finance : fo that after the King had made all the delays he 
conveniently could, without giving them caufe to believe that 
he was refolv'd not to have gbne, which had been to no pur- 
. pofe,and after he had broken hisFaft, he went into his Coach, 
attended by the few Servants who were put about him, and 
went whither Cornet Joyce would ConauA him ; there be- 
ing no part of the Army known to be within twenty Miles 
otHolmSy at that time ^ and that which adminifter'd mpft 
caufe of apprehenfion, was, that thofe Officers who were of 
the Guard, declared '^ that the Squadron which was Com- 
** manded byjeyce, confifted not of Soldiers <rf any one Re- 
" giment, but were Men of feveral Troops, and feveral Regi-« 
. ^ ments, drawn together under him, who was not the pro- 
^^per Offioerj fo that the King did in truth believe, that their 
purpole was to carry him to fome place where they roieht 
Thi fM»- '^^''^ conveniently murther him. The Committee quickly 
fm$tt9giv gave notice to the Parliament of what had pafied, with all the 
nnnct tfit. cfarcumftances ; and it was received with all imaginable con* 
ftematipn j nor could any Body imagine what the purpoTe and 
refblution was. 
Theqtmr^ti N o R Were they at the more eafe, or in any degree pleafcd 
^ccmtnt •f with the Account they receiVd from the ueneral kimfiilf ; 
piV^--. ^^^ ^^ ^"^ Letter, informed them : " that the Sdldicrf ac 
f0xiumn$. « n^i^ij had brought the King from thence ; and that hie 
^\ Majefty lay the aext Night ac Colonel Mmi^^s Hoofi^ 
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^ and would be the next day at Ntm-Marttei : that the Groond 
'^ cheieef was from an Appreheofion of focne (Ireogch ga* 
'^ ther'd to force the King from thenoa ; whereupon he had 
'^ fent Colonel vnskfs Rcgtknent to meet the Kifl|;i He pro* 
tefted) ^^thathif jemo¥e was without hisooprem^ or ot the 
^^ Officers about him, or of the Body of the Army, and wich- 
*^ out dieir defire, or privity } that ae would take cue £br the 
^' lecority of his Majefty's Ferion from danger ; and aCbred 
the Parlkment, ^' that; the whole Army endeavour d Peace, 
'^and were far from oppofing Presbytery, or aft&ing In- 
^' dependency^ or from any purpoTe to mi^ttiin a Licentious 
^' freediCMn in Religion, or the Incereft of any f>articular Party, 
'^ but were refolv'd to leave the abfolute dcterfninau<>p of all 
"to the Parliament. 

I T was upon the third &f Jmu that the King was taken 
ftom Ufimfy bv Comet Jojfce^ well nigh a./uH year after 
he had deliver'd himfelf to the Sc^s siiNfuufri ; in aU which 
tiCQ^ the Anny had been atletfareto contrive all waya to 
free ic felf from the Servitude of the Parliament,, wfailft the 
Pvesbytenans believ'd, tbatiti fp^ht of a few ftftious Inde- ' ' ' 
pendoit Officers, it was entirdy at their Devocioiw AQ^ could . _ ' ? 
nevet prove difebedicnt to. their Commands ; aod.thpfe few V/Ts ,'?

own PaDty . The joynt confidence of the unanimous AScttion 
of the Qty of £#»Apsito all cbefa-purpbfes, 9)adtf tbenOLcierpife 
all oppoSxton ^ but now, when they faw the King taken ouc 
of their iiands in this manner, and with theie circutoftances, 
theyfontid'ail Ihea- Meafirtes broke by whlcfa.they had form'd 
all their Counfels. And as this Letter from, the General ad*' 
minifker'dUDO much caufe of Jealoufy of what was to fui^eed* 
Co a pdfllive inforbation aboin! the fame time by knany Of- 
iioei^s,' (ConfirmM by a Letfer. which the Lord Maydt of L^- 
domboLd reeeiy'd, that the 'whole.' Army was upon it s march, 
and Woiiki be in IiMt^m the next day by noon, (o diftraded <2)i)irjMjM 
them ffbas fShcj appear\i befides themielves : however> they st weft- 
Voted^ ^*that the Houfes ihouldfit all the ilext day> being minflera^- 
<<jM£Hr; and that M'%«M«*flioold be there to praV fbr*?""*^*'. 
« them : That the Committee of Safety Ihould fit up all that Z^^^ 
^^Hif^ tQtonider what was to be done : That:the:JUnes of#4#^i lo^ 
^^ Gcnamonication fhe^id be ftrongly Guarded, and all thedo»« 
'^ 'riyn\i4)aflds of Ltndo^ (hould be drawn together upon 
'^pato of death. All Shops were ihutup, and fuch a. general 
C^nliifidih over all the IVJim, and in tl^ feces of alt* Men, as 
if the Af iny hkd already bnter'd the Town. The Parliament 
writ'2Le(tifrto^heG6f)efal, dcfiringhim, ^^th&too part of 
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^ the Army might come wirhin five and cwedcy Miles of 
<* lAitAm i and that the King's Perfon might be delivered to 
<^the former Commiffioners, who had attended upon hisMa- 
^^jcfty at H^by ; and that Colonel Boffitr y and hi$ Re- 
^^giment, might be appointed for the Guard of his Perfon. 
The General returned for Anfwer, '^ that the Army was come 
<^ to S^ Altsnt before the defire of the Parliament came, to his 
'* hands ; but that, in Obedience to their Commands, he would 
'^ advance no farther^ and defir'd that a Month's pay might 
^ prefemly be fenc for the Army. In which they deferrVi not 
to gratify them ; though as to the redelivery or the King to 
the former Commifmners, no other Anfwer was. retum'd^ 
than " that they might reft aflured, that all care fliould be 
** taken for hi» Majefty's fecurity . 

From that time both CrmnveS and Intm appeared in the 
Council of OfBcers, which they had never before done ^ and 
their EKpoftuIations with the Parliament, begun to be more 
Thi KH bri^ > ^^ cofltunsacious than they had been. The King 
§ni^kt f found himfelf at Nimmarket attended by greater Troops and 
4 ^^'SCf ^"P^i^f Officers ; fo that he was prefently freed firom any 
H^lss^^ Subjedionto M'T^^; which was no imall fatisfaOton to 
Umd bit him J and they who were about him appear'd Men of better 
^im^'m f; Breeding than the former, and paid his Maiefty all the re- 
tb9\4rmj. j-pefl; imaginable, and feem'd to defire to pleaie him in all 
tniogs. -All reft raint was taken ofiT from Perfons refortingto 
faim, and be faw every day the Faces of many who were 
gratefol to him j and he no fooner defired that fome of his 
Chaplains might have leave to attend upon him for his De- 
votion, but it was yielded to, andtfaey who were named by 
him ( who were uf ShUeMy D' JMbr/r^, D' $smkrfim\ and 
Dr Hammimd ) wereprefendy (ent, and gave their attendance, 
.end perform'd their Funftion at the ordinary hours, in their 
accuftom-d Formalities ^ all Ferfons who had a mind to it, 
being fiiffer'd to b^ prefent^ to his Majefty's infimte iatis- 
fadion ; who begun to believe that the Army was not fo 
. * .' much his Enemy as It was reported to be; and the Army 
^ hid tent an Addreis to him full of proteftation of Duty, and 

befought him ^5 that he would be content for fome time, to 
^^Yefide among them, until the Affiiirs or the Kingdom were 
^^ put into fuch a Pofture as he might find all things to his 
^Ht^'Usjefty ^'owncoment, and fecurity ^ which they infinitely defir'd to 
reiyMv«t«4r. « fee aSbon as might bej and to thatpurpofe made daily in- 
**'^jg^''^*'"ftances to the Parliament. In the mean time his Majefty 
7b7^.nf. ^teftill, orremov'd tofudi places as were moft cbnveoient 
fortheMardi of theArmy; being itall places as well pro- 
vided for and Accommodated, as he Jiaa ufed to be in any 
Progre&i thfbcftC^tlcmcnofthcfcrcralQmitties through 
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which he pafled, daily reforted to him, without difttndion i 
he was attended bv lome of his old Trufty Servants in the 
places neareft his rerfon^ and that which gave him rooft eiK 
couragement to believe that they meant well, was, ditt io 
the Army's Addrels to the Parliament, they defir'd ^ that care 
^^ might be taken for fettling the King's Rights, according to 
^the feveral Profeffions they had made in their Declarations; 
^ and that the Royal Party might be treated with more Can^ 
^'dour, and lefs K^oar; anamany good Officers who had 
lerv'd hfs Majefty faithfully, were Civilly recdv'd by the Of- 
ficers of the Army, and Hv'd quietly in tneir Quarters ; which 
theycouU not do any whereelfe^ which raited a great Re- 
putation to the Army, throughout the Kingdom, and as much 
Reproach upon the Parliament. 

The Parliament at this time had recovered its Spirit, whiea 
they faw the Army did not march nearer towinds them, and 
not only ftopp'd at & j^Uans, bat was drawn back to a farther 
diftance i which perfwaded them, that their General was dif* 
pleafed with the former advance : and fo they proceeded with 
all paifion, and vigour, againft thofe principal OflScers, who, 
they knew, contrived all theie Proceedings. They publiflied 
Declaratkins to the Kingdom, *' that they defircd to bring the 
^ King in honour to his Parliament j which was their bufi« 
^ nefi from the beginning, and that he was detained Prifoner 
^^ againft his Will in the Army ; and that they had great ret- 
^^ (on to apprehend thefafety of hisPerfon. The Army, on . 
the other hand, declared '* that his Majefty was neither. 
'^Prifoner, nor detained againft his Will} and appealed €o 
^< his Majdly himfelf, and to all his Friends, who had Uberty^ 
^' to repair to him, whether he had not more liberty, and was 
^ not ueated with more reipeft, fince became into the Artny 
^^ than he had been at Hohnijy or during the time he remained 
" in thofe places, and with that retinue that the Parliament 
"bad appointed? The City fecm'dveryunanimoufly devoted r'^W«*« 
to the ^liament, and incenfed againft the Army j and fec«i*d JJj^^J^ 
reiblute, not only with their TrainM-bands and Auxiliary Rc-^^IJfoiIZ 
giments to aflift, and defend the Parliament, but appointed 
lome of the Old Officers who had fervid under the Earl of M^^ 
fix J and had been disbanded under the new Model, as fFdHefj 
MMffijy and others, to lift newForcc? ; towards which there 
was not like to be want of Men our of their old Forces, and 
fodicf the King's as would be glad of the employment. Thete 
was nothing they did really ft^rfo much, as that the Army 
would make a firm conjunAion with the King, and unite with 
his Party, of which there was fo much fiiew ; and many un* 
skillful Men, who withed it, bragg'd too much ^ and there- 
lore the Parliament fenta Committee to his Majefty^ with an 
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Addrefs of another Style than they had lately ufcd, with many 
profeffions of Duty^ and declaring, '^thac if he was not^ in 
,^^ all rcdpedjSj treated as he ought to be, and as he defired, ic 
^' was not Their fault, who deiired he might be at full liberty, 
^^ and do what he would ^ hoping that the King would have 
been induced to defire to come tp London^ and to make com* 
pHiotpf ^hc Army's having taken him from Holmif ; by 
which they believ'd the Kiog's Party would be difabufed, 
and withdraw their hopes of any gocd from the Army i and 
ftbeny they thought, they (l^ou^d be liard enough for them. 

T uk King was in great doubt how to carry himfelf j he 
thoii^hjthimreiffobarbarouflyMfedby the Presbyterians, and 
hadfo illan opinion of all the principal Perfons who ^overn'd 
them, that he l^ad co mind to put himfelf into their liands. 
On the other fide, he was far from being ^tisfied with the 
•Arniy's good intentions towards him ; and though many of his 
.Friends were fufier'd to refort to him, they found that their 
being long about him, would not be acceptable 9 and though 
€belOfScei« and Soldiers appeared, for the moft pajt, civil to 
bim,'tlv^y were all at lea(l as vigilant, as the former Guards had 
been; (ocb^the could not, without great difficulty, have got 
from them if he had defired it.. Fairfax had been with htm, 
andkifs'd his hand, and made fuchProfefSons as he could 
w^li utter; which was with npadvant^eioth^ delivery^ his 
Authority w^ of no ufe, becgufe he reiigoM himielf entirely 
w.jCrfmwU', who had been, and Irefan likewise,, with the 
Idin^ without either of themofl&ring to kifs his hand j other- 
^ife, rheiy )?ebaved themfelves with good planners towards 
.^m. His Majedy ufed all the Addrefe he could towards them 
to draw ibme promife from them, but they w<ere fo referv'd, 
and ftood fo much upon their Quard, and u^ed lb ifew wordte, 
that nothing could be concluded from, what they faid : they 
excufed themfelves ^^ for not feeing his Majef^v. often, upoa 
*^the great jealoufies the Parliament had of cnem;^ towards 
^' whom they profefs'dall fidelity. The Perfons who reforted 
to bisMajefty, and brought Advices from others who durft 
not yet oner to come themfelves, brought ieveral opinions to 
him; tbme thinking the Army would deal fincerely with his 
Majefty, others expeding no better from them than they af- 
terwards performed : fo that the King well concluded that he 
would neither rejed the Parliament Addrefles by any negleA, 
nor diibbligethe Army by appearing to have iealoufyof them, 
or a defire to be out of their hands y which he could hardly 
bave efieded, if he had known a better place to have reforted 
to. So he defired both Parties ^' to haften their Confultati- 
^^ ons, that the Kingdom might enjoy Peace and Happineis ; 
t^ in which he (bould not be without a (bare i and he would 
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''pray to God to brine this to paft aflbon as wz$ poffible. 
The News of the lung's being in the Army, of his free- 
dom in the exercife of his Religion, which he hid been fb 
long wichour, and that fome of his Servants, with whotn he 
was well plea(ed, had liberty to attend upon him, made every 
Body abroad, as well asthofe at borne, hope well; and the * '' 
Kinghimfelf writ to the Queen, as if he thought his condition 
xnudi better than it had been among the Scats. Sr Jabm Berk" 
ley after his iSurrender of Exetety and the fpending his fix 
Months allowed by the Articles to foUicite his Afiairs where 
he woald, had Tranfported himielf into FratKe^ apd wait-> 
ed upon the Queen at Farky being ftill a Menial Servant 
to her Majefty, and having a Friend in that Court that go- 
vem'd^ and loved him better than any Body elfe did. M&m 
as the reports came thither of the King's being with the Army, 
he repeated many Difcourfes he had held with the Officers 
of the Army, whilft they treated with him of the delivery of 
Exeter^ how he had told them, ^^ upon how flippery ground 
*' they ftood ; that the Parlianaent, when they had fervcd their 
^* turn, would difmifs them with reproach , and give them 
^* very fmaU rewards for the great Serviced they had done for 
<^ them ; that they fhould do well, feafonabiy to think of a 
** fafe retreat, which could be no where but under the Prote*« 
** ftion of the King i who by their Courage was brought very 
'^Jow; and if they raifed him again, he muft owe it all to 
^< them ; and his Pofterity, as well as himfelf, and all his Par- * 
** ty, muft for ever acknowledge it ; by which they would 
"raife their Fortunes, as well as their Fame, to the. greateft 
^'degree Men could aime at; which, he faid, made lucb an 
impreffion upon this and that Officer, whom he nam'ed^' *^ that , 

" they told him at parting, that they (hou W never forget what 
"he had faid to them; and that they already obferv'd that 
^^ every day produced fomewhat that would put them in mind 
" of it. In a word, *' he ha:d foretold all that was fince come 
** to oafs, and he was raoft confident, that, if he were now 
"witn them, helhouldbe welcome, and have Credit enough 
^' to bring them to reafon, and to do the King great Service; 
and ofler'd, without any delay, to make the Journey. The 
Queen believed all he faid^ and they who did not, were very 
willing he fliould make the experiment ; for he that lov^d him 
befk, was very willing to be without him; and fo receiving ^^yj^^^n 
the OoeAijs Letter of Recommendation of him to the King^ Berkie/ 
whokinew him very little, and that little not without rome/«»'A««»»*» 
prejudice, he left FariSy and made all poffible haft into &g- |J*** '•'*• 
laTui. J^in .^Ihhimhamy who was driven from the King by ^"** 
the Scots after he h^d Qjfadufted his Majefty to them, had 
Tr^nfportedrhip&lf into J?rance. and was at this time refiding

in R9ami hsivwg found, upon bk Addrefi to the Queen at 
Park upon bis £ft Arrival^ that his abode in Ibme other place 
would not be ungrateful to her Majefty> and fo he removed 
lo X«4ni }. where he had the ibdety of many who had ferv'd 
Mr Afii- the King in the moft eminent Qualifications. When he heard 
burnham where the King was, and that there was not the fame reftrainc 
f^fi^ that bad been tormerly, he refolvM to make an adventure to 
9b^J* W^i^ o<^ bim 'y having no reafon todoubt but that his Preience 
, would be very acceptable to the King ; and though the other 
Envoy from Park^ and He, did not make their Journey into 
EMglai$d together, nor had the leaf): Communication with 
each other, being in truth of ieveral Parties and Purpofes, yec 
Ihey Arriv'd there, and at the Army, near the fame time. 
Sir Teha Bericley 6rfl applied himfelf to thofe fubordinate OflS- 
Berk^y^wcers with whom he had fome aoauaintancc ztExet^^ and they 
Mr Afli. informms their Superiors of his Arrival, and Application, they 
httrahMn*' were wdl pletfea that he was come. .They were well ac- 
JJ^t^quainted with his Talent, and knew his Foible, that, by flat- 
OfficJrsrf ictltig and commending, they might govern him;^ and that 
«% w<rpjr. there was noiianget of. any deep defign from his contrivance ; 
^nd (b they permitted him freely to att^ the King, about 
whofe Perfon he had no Title, or ReIation,which required any 
cooftant waiting upon him* 
AsH&URNHAM had, by fome Friends, a rccommenda- 
. lion both to CromwiB^ and Jretim, who knew the Credit he 
had with the, King, and that his Majeliy would be very well 
pleafed to have his attendance, and look upon it as a Tefli- 
inony of their refped to him. They knew likewife that be 
was an implacable Enemy to the Scots, and no Friend to the 
other Presbyterians, and though he had fome ordinary craft 
In infiauating, he was of no deep and piercing Judgement to 
jdifcover what w^ not unwarily expofed, and a frtt Speaker 
of what he imagined, : So they likewife left him at liberty to 
repair to the King ; and thefe two Gentlemen came near 
about the fame time to his Majefly , when the Army was 
drawing together, with a purpofe, which was not yet pub- 
)ifb'd, of marching to Lfiifdopy his Majefty being flill Quartered 
in thofe places which were more proper for that purpofe. 

They were both welcome to his Majefty, the one brin£- 
ing a fbedal recommendation from the Queen, and, to make 
himfelf the more valuable, afluring his Majefty ^* thf^t he was 
f^ient for by the Officers pf the Army, as one troy would 
*' trpft, and that they had receiv'd him with open Armes ; 
^ and, without any fcruple, gave him leave to wait upon him : 
The other, needed no recommendation, the King's own in- 
clinations difpofing hiip to be very gracious to him ^ ^d fo 
)lis Majefty wifh'd them ^^ (o ^orrefpond with eacb other, and 
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^*to comrerfe with his fcveral Friends, who dUmnyet tfabk 
*^ fie CO rdbrt to him; and to receive their advice: codUbover 
^* as much as chey could of the (ntendoos of boch rarcka^ and 
^^ioQpart what was fie to the King, rill, upooa fimber difoo- 
^^ veryv his Majcfty roighc better judge what to do. Their 
two were the principal Agents (they oonferriag with all his 
Majefty's Friends, and, as ofKo as they defiied, with tfaeOf* 
ficers ex the Army ) upon whoTe Inrormacion^ and Advice^ 
his Majefty principally depended, ctough chey ntidy coo* 
ferr'd together with the fiune Peribns, mi never with any of 
cbe Officers, who pretended not Co tnift one anodier enough 
CO (peak with that fireedom before each other, as they would 
to one of them ; and their acquaincanoe among the Officers 
not being principally with the fiuae Men, cheir Informations 
and Advices were (rften very different, and more perplexed 
than informed his Majefty. 

The very high Contefts between che Parliament sod tiitmsftrm 
Army, in which neither fide could be perfwaded to yield to^^p^^ff^ 
che other, or abate any of their afperlty, made many Frgdenc ^^^^^"^'^ 
Men believe that both fides would, in the end, be willing to^^^'lSL 
make the King ch^ Umpire; whkh neither of them ever in* nUii>^ h 
tended to do. The Parliament thought that their Name and tkt Kit* 
Authority, which had carried them through fo great under^ 
takings, aiid reduced the whole Kingdom to their Obedience^ 
could not be overpower'd. by their own Army, railed and 
paid by themfelves, and to^ whofe Diflates the reople would 
never fubmic. They thought the Kingi's Prefencc amo^gft. 
them, gave them all their prefent Re|Hitation : and were not 
without apprehenfion that the Ambitk>n of tome of the Of* 
ficers, smd tneir Malice to the ^liament, when th^y &w that 
they could obtain their ends no other way, might difpofe them 
to an entire ConjunAion with the King's Party and Intereft ; 
and then, all the Penalties of Treaibn, RebelUoa, and Tre(^ 

f>aflcs, muft be difcharged at their cofts ; and therefore they 
abour'd, by all the publick and private means they could, to 
pcrfwade the King to own his beine detain'd Prifoner by the 
Army againft his Will> or to withdrdw himfelf b^ fome wav 
from them, aiul repair to W4^ti-HaU'y and, tn-eimer of thdp 
Caies, they did not doubt, firiL to divide the Army ( for 
they (till believ'd the General faft to them ) and by d^rees 
to bring them cd reafon, and to be disbanded, as many s|S 
were not neceflary for the Service of Jf^i^nu/; and then, hav-> 
ing the King to themfelves, and all his Party being ob- 
noxious to thdTe penalties for their Delinquency, they | 
/hould be well able, by gratifying fome of the greateft Per- 
fons of the Nobility with Immunity and Indemnity, to (ectle 
tlie Govcromeoc in fuch a mannerj as to be well rccoin- f 
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Eenfed (or oU tte Adventures chey had made^ aodhasafds they 
ad run. 

On the other hand, the Army had no dread of the Autho- 
rity and Power 0fcbe Parltament; which they knew had been 
fo far profticuted, that ic had loft moft of its Reverenqe with 
the People. But it had greax apprehenfion, that, by its c3on- 
junAion with the City, it might indeed recover Credit with 
the Kingdom^ and withhold the pay of the Armv, and there- 
by make fome divificm axnon^ them ^ and if tne Perfon of 
the King ftoiddbe lifeewife with them, and thereby his Party 
fiiould UkBwib joyn with them, they ihould be to begin their 
work again, or to make char Peace widi thofe who were as 
much provoked by them as the King himfelf had been. And 
therefore they were fenfible that they enjoyed a prefent benefit 
by the Kings being with them, and by their treating him 
with the outward rSpcSt that was due to his Majeftv, and the 
civilicies they made profefficm of towards all his Party, and 
the permiflion of his Chaplains, ^nd other Servants, to reforc 
to him; aiid cultivated aUthefe Artifices with great Addrefs, 
iiipprdSSng, or difcountenancia^ the Tyranny of the Presby- 
terians in the Country Committees , and all other places, 
where they ezercUed notable rigour againft all who had been 
of the King's Party, or not enough of theirs (for Neuters 
found no excufe for being of no Party ) when tney found it 
£t to make any lufty Declaration againft the P^fiament, and 
exclaim againft their Tyrannical proceedings againft die Army, 
. they always inferted (omewhat that might look like Candour 
and Tendemeft towards the King's Party, complain'd of '^ the 
^^ Afliont, and Indignity done to the Army by the Parlia- 
^ment's not obferving the Articles which had been made 
*^ upon Surrender of Garrifons, but proceeding agdnft thofe 
^' on whofe behalf th^e Articles Were made, with more feve- 
^' rity than was agreeable to juftice, and to the intention of 
*^ the Articles; whereby the Honour and Faith of the Army 
** fu^'d, and was complain'd of; all which, they (aid, they 
*' would have renaedied. Whereupon many hoped that they 
{hoiUd be excufed from making any Compofitions, and enter- 
tained fuch other imaginations as pleafed themfelves, and the 
other Party well liked ; knowing they could demolifli all 
thofe ' Scruftures aflbon as they received no benefit by them 
themlHves. 

The King had, during the time heftay'd at H^Mf, writ 
%o the Houfe of Peers, that his Children might have leave to 
come to him, and to refide for fome time with him. From 
the time that Oxfird had been Surrender'd, upon which the 
Puke of Tbrk had fallen into their hands, for they would by 
f\o means admit that h$ (hould have liberty to go to fuch

place 39 the King (hould dired^ which was very ewmMf 
prefiM, and inMed on by the Lords of the Council fbere, as 
long as they coidd ; butappoiiitedthfelrComniktee.toiticeiVb 
him widi dl nefped, and to hihig him to L^mhmi from that 
time, I fay^ ^he Duke of Tbri was comndtted oo the care of 
the Earl of NoMmmierla»d^ together with tiie Duke of Gh^ 
ctfjbr, aad the Princefs, who had been by the Kingkft un^ 
der Ae Tuition of the Counters of J>tff/|Sf, but from & Death 
of titttCountefs the Parliament had preftimed, that they might 
fee itire lo keep them in their power, to put them into the 
Coftody of : the huAjVere^ an old Lady much in their favour, 
but not at ail Ambitious of that Cbar^, though there was a 
ccHnpeteoc Aibwance aflign'd for their fiipport. They were 
now seihav'd from her, and plaoed all togeclier with the 
Earl of MgftbimA^ismd, who r^ceiv'd^ and treatedvtbem, in 
all re(ped$, as was fuicable to cheir Birth, and Uffx>wfiDi]liy ; 
but could* givet them 90 more liberty to go abroad, thaa lie 
was, iabi^Inftmdions from the Parliament, pexnitted'to do; 
and they bad abfolutely refufed to gratify the King; io that 
particttl^^ of which his Majefty no fooner took notice to 
Fairfax^ than he writ a Letter to theParliament, ^'thaSt the 
^' King fcudi de&r'd to have the fight and compasy of his 
^^ Children^ and that if they might not be aitowVii to be biiger 
^' with him, that at leaft they might dine wkh him^ and he 
IkM tfaeoa- word that, on fuch ia day, ^ the King, who attend- 
^' ed the motion of the Armf , and was Qiurte?d only where - 
^ thev pleafed, would dine at Maidenbuuii!h^te hi» Children Tbe Kftif 
met nim, to his infinite content and joy; and ht beh^to'^^Vi^" 
Quarter and ftay fome time at Cnw^jaw, a Houfc ofthe^'^^J^f'T* 
Lord Cravegis. near Rfodmg^ his Children were likewife fuf* uzldkn*'^ 
fer'd to go thiai0r, and remain'd wkh him two days ; which head ^d 
was Ae greaceft fetisfaAion the King could r^dve; ajid theCa?cfihiBi« 
receiving whereoi^ he imputed to theClviUty of the.General, 
and the good difpofition of the Army ; which made fomuch 
the more impi^fflon upon him, in that he had never made . 
any one ^opoGtion in which he had been gratified,' where 
the Presbytei^n Spirit had power to deny it. 

Ik the Houfe of Commons, which was now the Scene of 
all the AAk>n that difpleafed and mcenfed the Army ( for the 
Houfe of Peers- was Ihrunk into fo inconfiderable a Nvmbef, 
and Aeif Perfons not confiderable after the De^h of the Earl 
of £^s, except thofe who were afiledjed to, or mteht'be dif- 
pofed by tbe Army ) they were wholely guided by IfsiEtf, and

inglv bdov'd in the City, and two or three others who fol- 
low d their Didates, and were fabfervietic to their Direftions. 
Tliefe were all Men of Parts, Intereft, and. figna! Qnirage^ 
and did not only heardly abhor the intentipnfl which tiaey 
diibem'd the Army to have, and that it was wholely to be 
dilboTed according tathe defigns' of O^nnrrff, 1)ut had like* 
wife declared Animoiides agamft the Perfons of the tnoft 
aAive and powerful Officers; as H^Bis had one day, upon a 
irery hot debate in the Houfe, and fome rude expremons 
which fell from JrefOMy perfwaded him to walk out. of the 
Houfe with him, and then cold him, ^' that he (bould pre* 
'^fencly go over the Water and Fight with him. Iref&m re- 
plying, ^his Confdenoe would not fufier him to fi^aDuel : 
Ibltit^ incholer, puUedhim by the Nofe; telling faun, *^if 
^'hfs CcMsicience would keep him from giving Men fatif- 
'* b/EdaOy it ihould keep him from provoking them. This af- 
front to the third Perfon of the Army, and to a Man of the 
moft Virulent^ Malicious, and Revengeful Nature of all the 
Pack, fo.incen&d the whole Party, that thev were refidv'd 
one way or other to be rid of bimy who haa that poorer in 
the Houfe, and that Reputation abroad, that when ne could 
not abfolutely controle tnetr deiigns, he did fo obftnift them^ 
that they could not advance to any conduiion. 

They reforted therefore to an expedient^ which, they had 
obferv'd, by the Cbndud of thofe very Men againft whom 
• they meant to apply it^ had brought to pafs all that they de- 
n« Uriy fifed $ and, in the Council of Officers, prepared an impeach- 
^Hniu^i^^^^ of High Treafon in general Terms againft M' flsffis, 
rfthe HO40 and the Perfons mentionM before, and others, to the number 
tf ^mmtnt, of eleven Members of the Houfe tk Commons. This impeach- 
ment twelve Officers of the Army, Colonels, Lieutenant Co- 
lonels, Majors, and Captains, prdented to the Houfe; and 
within few days after, when they faw the fame Members ftill 
inveigh againft and arraign their proceedings, the General 
and Officers writ a Letter to the Houfe, '^ tnat they would 
^^ appoint fit Perfons on their and the Kingdom's behalf, to 
^< make good the charge againft thofe Members whom they 
^^ had af cufed ; and that they defired, that thofe Members im- 
'^peach'd might be forthwith fufpended from licting In the 
^ Houfe.; iince it could not be thought fit that the fame Per* 
^' Ions who had fo much injured and provoked the Army, 
^^ ihould fit Judges of their own A&ions. This was an Arrow 
that the Houfe of Commons did not expeft would have been 
Ibot out of that Quiver ; and though they were unfpeakably 
difmay'd, and diftraAed with this prefumption, they anfwer'd 
pofitively, ^' that they neither would, nor could, fequefter 
WMfe Members from the HQuf^ who had never faid. or 
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^done anything in cheHoufe worthy ofOcnfuie, dttprcxif 
'^ were made of fuch particulars as might reoder them guilty. 
But the Officers of the Army reply M^ *< that they couldprove 
^ them guilty of fuch pradices in the Houfe, that ii would 
'^be ]uft in the Houfe to fiifpend them: chat by the Laws of 
^^ the Land^ and the Precedeors of Parliament, the Loids had, 
'^ upon the very prefentation of a general AccuGttioti without 
^ being reduceid in form, fequefter'd from dielir Houfe and 
^committed the Earl of Strgff^riy and the Arch-Bi(hop of 
^Ottfterhnj^ and therefore t&y mult prefir, and infift upon 
^ the fufpending at leaft of thofe gccuftd Members frcmi be« 
^tog prefent in the Houfe, where they flood impeadAl ; and 
^ without this, they faid, the Army would not be fatisfied. 
However the Houfe of Commons feem'd ftill refofaite, the 
accufed Members themfelves, who heft ImeW their cemper, 
thooght it fafer for them to retire^ and by forbearine to appear 
in the Houfe, to allay the heat of the prefent Contm. 

U po H this fo palpable Declenfion of Spirit in the Houfe, 
the Army feem'd much quieter, and refohrd to fet other A- 
gents on their work, that they might not appear too bufy and 
a&ive upon their own concernment. It is very true that the ^ ^f^ 
City, upon whofe influence the Pilrliament much depended, ^^^ 
appeared now entirely Presbyterian j the Court erf" Aldermen, pLLt 4 
and Common Council, confided chiefly of Men of that Spi- tkdt MHuU 
Tit; theMilida of the City was committed to Commiffioners^fsN'iiiw. 
carefully and faAioufly chofen of that Party ; all thdfe of an* ' 
other temper having been put out of thofe Trufts, at or about 
the time that the King was delivered up by the Sc^Sy when the 
Officers of the Armv were content that the Presbyterians 
fhould believe, that tne whole power of the Kingdom was ia 
them.; and that they might fettle what Government they 
pleas'd : If there remained any Perfons in any of thofe im« 
ployments in the City, it was by their diffimulation, and pre- 
tending to have other Afiedion^; mod of thofe who were 
hotoriotu to be of any other Faftion in Religion, had been 
put out; and liv'd as negleAed and difoountenaructd Men j 
wi»o leem'd rather to depend upon the Clemency^ and Indul^ 
geooe of tte State, for their tiarticular liberty m the exercife 
of diat Religion they adhered to, than to have any hope or 
ambition to be' again admitted into any (bare, or part in the 
Governipent : yet, after all this difGmuIation, Cronnpitt and 
Iretmyr^ knew, that the multitude of inferior People were 
at thdr diftofal, and would appear iii any conjundure they 
ihouMthinK convenient; and that many Aldermen- and fub- 
ftantk/ Qtitaens were quiet, and appeared not to contradi A pr 
oppofe the Presbyterians, only bv their dIreAions ^ and would 
be ready upon their call. Ana now, when (hey iaw thofe 
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leaditi|^Mc9» who bad govern'd the Parliament, profecuted 
by the Am^y, $iOd chat cbev forboi^e to come to the Houfe^ 
there Socket together great Numbers of the loweft, and moft 
Iniferior People, to the Parliament^ with Petitions oi ieveral 
Nalurjej^ bpth with refereace tp Religion, and to the Civil 
Goycmm^Vy witU the nqife and clamour whereof, the Par-> 
liament ^^ foi ofl^nded and difturbed, that they made aa 
Ordinanqe, ^Vthat it thould be Criminal to gather, and (oU 
^.iidt^. %h^ Su)>fcriptioiis of hauristo. Petitions. But this Or^ 
dier rp o&iKkd all parties,, that they were compell'd> within 
two daj^l, CO r^ypiee it> acEd to leave all Men to their natural 
Ubertjr-. .Whilft this GopiuGon was in the City and Parlia- 
ment, . th^ Cbmmiffioners, which had been fent to the Army 
CO trc^t !wi^b tbe;Ofl$cers, bad no betcer fucceis y but return'd 
with.tles po&iye and declared Refolucipn of the Army, '^ chac 
^' aQecianaAion (bould b^ publifh'd by the Parliament againft 
^' the coming in of fprrei^ Force : tor they apprehended, or 
rather w^re wtliing that the People (hould apprehend, a new 
Combination by tl^ £riP/x: ^^that the pay of the Army Ifaould 
^^be puC;into a.conftant Coqrfe, and all Perfons who had re* 
<« ceiv'd MQBcy,,ljiould be called to an account : That the Mi- 
^^ litia- pf Lm»m (hould be put into thehands of Perfons well 
^^ afibjfted, andthofe who bad bc^en formerly trufted : that all 
... ^^ Perfons tmprifon'd (oi pretended Mifdemeanours, by Order 
' *'of Parliament, or their .Committoes, might be fee at Li-^ 
- '^ berty ; and, i uppn trya) they fliould be found Innocent, 
'^ that ifaey might have good Reparation* And they particu- 
laHy mention'd 7a^ li^fil, Overton, and other Anaoapcifts ' 
and Fanaticksy who had been, committed by the Parliament 
for many Seditious Meeting) undier pretence of Ezerdfe of 
their Religion, and many infolent Adions againft the Go- 
vemment. Upon the irepprt of thefe demands, the Parlia* 
menc grew more enraged ; and Voted, ^^that the yielding to 
^^ the Army m thefe parti^nilars, would be againft their Ho- 
^^nour, and their Intereit, and d^rudive to their Privileges; 
with, maay expreffipns againft their prefumption, and info- 
lence : yet^ when a new Rabble of Petitioners demanded, 
mth.loudCries^ moft of the fame things, they were willing 
to compouivl witii.them ; and cpafient^ that the Militia S 
the City of Londm fhouU be put into fucb hands as the Army 
Ifaould' defife. 

The Militia of the City had bieen in the begianing of 
Mayy fliorcly after the King's being brought to Hobnhy^ fet- 
tled with, the confenc, and upon the defire, of the Common 
C^ouncii, by Ordinance q£ Pafliamept,.in the hands of Com- 
miffioners, who were generally- of the Presbyterian Party, 
they who wcreof c^et ioclin^ions. being removed > and, as 
. ., ' is 
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is faid before, feem'd not difpleared at their dif^nice; and 
now, when upon the Declaration and Demantfs of the Ar- 
roy, feconddd by ciamorous Petitions, they fawthis Ordi- 
nance revexied, in Jufyy without fo much a$ coniblfing ^ich 
the Comaf)Qn Council according to cuftome, the Qry wfis 
exceedingly ftartled i andfaid, ^ "that if the Imperioitt'Corn- 
*' mand of the Army, could prevail with the ^arliattient to 
'*' reverfefuch an Ordinance as that of the Milicilj th6y haci 
" rea/bo to apprehend they might as well repeal the oiher Or- 
^^dinancesfor the fecurity ofMci'ney, or for AepurAafe of 
^'Bifliopsand Church Lands, or whatfoevcrelfe that was the 
** proper fecurity of the Subjed. And therefore they dufei 
a Petition to be prepared in the name of the City, fo be pfb- 
fented by. the two aherifis, and others dqpu^ed by the'Cdrb- 
mon Council to that purpofe. But, before they were ready, 
maiiy thoufands. Apprentices' and ^ounSf Citizieos, hroughc 
Petitions «o the Parliament; in which they Qid, '* that the. 
" Cocnmand of the Militia pf the City was the Birth^-right ;cf • * ♦ ** * 
** theCtty, and bielonged to them, by feveral Charters which ' " * 
** had been confirmed in Parfiament-i for defence whereof, they 
'*' faid, they had ventur'd their Lives as far and as frittkly as 
^^tli^ A^D^y had done^ and therefore, they defir'dthat the 
/^OVdinapce of Parliament orrhe fourth oiJ^ajy which lyid 
" pafled' with their cbrifent, roigjht ffand inviolable: T^y 
firft^prefented their Petition to the Houfepf 'Peers," Wh5 im-«*« 
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mediately revoked their late Ordinance otjuly^ and.confirm'd ^^'^JJJ^ 
their ifbnner of May-^ and fent it down tp Ae Commons forfh^ll^g^J^ 
their conifent^ who durft not deny their coticufreiice^ the Ap- Houfii m- 
prenticcss behaving themfelves. to irifolently, that they wotud «•''»>.? '**^ 
fc^c^'taSkr (he door of t^eHoufe of Commons to be Oiut i"^*^"** 
and fbme. of them wentintojthe Houfe. 

A Ni». .in" this manner the. Ordinance was rfiveffed thirhad 
beeiainadeatthedefire of the Army, and the. dthef of^May 
ratified, and confirm'd; which was ndJboner dbiie'thah the 
Parliaii^at adjourn'd vWlPriday^ that they rtjighthave twoor 
three cJays "to confider how they Oiould behave, tHemfelves, 
and ixevept the like violences hereafter.

Mafter without any oppofition, not only of the Borough of 
SoutAwsrk, but of all the Works and Forts which were to de- 
fend ir ; the Soldiers within, (baking hands with thofe with- 
out, and refufing to obey their Officers which were to Cpnj- 
mandthem: So that the City, without knowing that any iuch 
thing was in agitation, found in the morning that all that 
Avenue to the Town was pofle0ed by the Eneniy ; whom 
they were providing to refift on the other fide, being as confi* 
dent of this that they had loft, as of any Gate of the City. 

This ftruck them dead j and put an end to all their Con* 
fultationfor defence ^ and put other thoughts into their heads, 
how they might pacify thoie whom they had fo much ofiend- « 
ed, and provoked j and how they might preferve their City 
from Plunder, and the fury of an enraged Army. They who 
had ever been of the Army party, and of late had (hut thrm- 
felves up, and not dared to walk the Streets for fear of 4he 
People, came now confidently amongft them, and mingled in 
their .Councils ; declared, ^' that the Kin^ and the Army were 
*'now agreed in all particulars, and that both Houies were 
^^now with the Army, and had prefented themfelves to the 
*' King y fo that to oppofe the Army would be to oppofe the 
^ Kifig and Parlianoent, and to incenfe them a3 much as the 
'^ Army. Upon fuch confident difcourfes and infinuations 
from tnole with whom they would not have qonverfed, or 
gtveatbe leaft aedit to, three days before, or rather upon the 
coi^Rifion andgeneral diftraAion they were in, they fent fix 
Aldeineo^nd fix Commoners to the General $ who lamented 7%« 0*y 



and bimplain'd, '' that the City (hould be fufpeded, that bad^|^^ - 
^^ nev^ aflrd any thing againft the Parliament^ and there-,^,^^^*, 
^'fotCf Aey defired him to forbear doing any thing that migbt4»i fihu$ti 
^^ beAcpccafion of a new War. But the General little con* 
fideifdiUs Me£bge, and gave lefs countenance to tbeMeOTen- 
gers; but continued his flow marches towards the City : 
Vol: III. Part I. F where- 
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whereupon they feot an humble Meflagetohim, ^'thatfince 
" they underftood thacthcreafonof his march fo near Lomfom 
*^ was to reftore, and fettle the Members ( the Lords and Com- 
"roons) of Parliament to the Liberty and Privilege of fitting 
*^fecurely in their fcveral Houfes ( to which the City would 
"contribute all ihcir power, and fcrvice) they prayed him, 
*^ with all fubmUTion, that he would be pleafed to fend fiicfa a 
" Guard of Horfe and Foot as he thought to be fiifScient for 
"thatpurpofe; and that the Ports and all PafBiges (hould be 
^* open to them ; and they fliould do any thing clfe that his 
^* Excellency would Command. To which, he made no other 
Anfwerbut "that he would have all the Forts of the Weft 
"fide of the City to be delivered immediately to him ; thofe 
of the other fide being already, as is faid, m the hands of 
tidmsborougb and his other Officers. The Common Coan- 
cil, that fate Day and Night, upon the receipt of this Meffage, 
without any paufe returned " that they would humbly fub- 
^^ mit to his Command ^ and that now, under Almighty God, 
" they did rely only upon his Excellency's honourable word 
*'for their protedtion, and fecurity. And (btheycaufed their 
MUitia to be forthwith drawn ofFfrom the Line, as well as 
out of the Forts, with ail their Cannon and Ordnance j and 
the General appointed a better Guard to both. At Hyde Park 
the Mayor and Aldermen met him, and humbly congratulated 
his arrival i and befoughthim " to excufe what they had, 
*' out of their good meaning and defire of Peace, done amifs ; 
and as a Teftimony of their 'Affedlion and Duty, the Mayor, 
on the behalf of the City, prefented a great gold Cup to the 
General j. which he fullenly rcfufed to receive, and, with very 
little Ceremony, difmifled them. 
The qtnerai H E himfelf Waited upon the two Speakers, and conduced 
ctaduas thg them, and their Members, to the feveral Houfes , where the 
1^"^^^^*^' other Members were then fitting, even in the Inftant when 
lifmhrj u the Revolters, as they called them, enter'd into the Houfes, 
their feveral the old Speakers aflumed their places again, and enta-'d upon 
"llf" '^ tJ^ci^ bufinefs, as if there had been no feparation. The firft 
Paritment. jjjjjjg they did, was calling in the General into both Houfes, 
and making him a large acknowledgement in the name of 
each Houfe, of the great favours he had done to theno j they 
thanked hirti *** for the Protedlidn he had given to their Per- 
*' fons, and his Vindication of the Privileges of Parliament- 
Then they voted " all that had been done by themfelves in 
*' going to the Army, and in refidiiig there, and all that had 
** been done by the Army, to be well and lawfully done ; as, 
fome time after, they alfo voted, ** that all that had been done 
.*Mn the Houfes ftnce their departure, was againft Law, and 
1* Privilege of Parliament, invalid and void r Then they ad- 

*^ joum'd

journ'd to the next day, without queftioningor punifliing any 
Member who had afted there. 

The Army of Horfe, Foot, and Cannon, marched the Tin ^rmp 
next day through the City ( which, upon the defire of the '•*^«*" 
Parliament, undertook forthwith to fupply an hundred thou- %T^^JI^ 
fand pounds for the payment of the Army ) without the \c2Oi e^i!s/urg 
diforder, or doing the lead damage to any Pcrlbn, or giving 4*it>«i^ 
any difrefpedive word to any Man : by which they attained 
the reputation of being in excellent Difcipline, and that both 
Officers and Soldiers were Men of extraordinary temper and 
ibbriety. So they marched over lAndon Bridge into South- 
noarky and to thofe Quarters to which they were affign'd ; 
/broe Regiments wereQuarter'd in WeRminBer, the Strsn/, 
and Holburn^ under pretence of being* a Guard to the Parlia- 
ment, but intended as a Guard upon the City. The General's 
head Quarters were at chelfey , and the reft of the Army 
QiarterM between HamftonCourt and London^ that the King 
might be well look'd to 3 and the Council of Officers, and Agi- 
tators, fate conftantJy, and formally, at Fulhamy and Futney^ 
to provide that no other fettlement (hould be made for the 
Government ofthe Kingdom than what they (hould weU ap- 
prove. 

Whilst thefe things were thus agitated between the Ar- n» Kjni «s 
my and the Parliament and the City, the King enjoyed w*™P"** 
himfelf at Bamfton Court, much more to his content than ^***'*- 
he had of late ; the refpedsoftheChief Officers of the Army . 
feeming much greater than they had been j Cromnoell him- 
ielfcame oftner to him , and had longer conferences with 
him; talked with more opennefs to M' jf/bhtrpJbam than he 
had done, and appear'd more chearful. Perfons of all condi- 
tions repaired to his Majefty of thofe who had ferv'd him ; 
with whom he conferred without refervation ; and the Citi- 
zens flocked thither as they had ufed to do at the end of a 
Progress, when the King had beenfome Months abfehc from 
LmJm : but that which pleafed his Majefty moft, was, that 
his Children were permitted to come to him, in whom he 
took great delight. They were all at the Earl of Norfhumier- 
land's Houfe, at Sson, from the time the King came to Hamp- 
fwf Court, and had liberty to attend his Majefty when he 
pleaied ; fo that fometimes he fenc for them to come to Hof^p- 
*«• Court, and fometimes he went to them to Shn^ which '** K*>*0 
gave Mm great fatisfadion. tnZrSJ 

In this converfacion, as if his Majefty had forefeen all that ^",^1//"* 
befcl him afterwards, and which at that timcfure he did not chiidrtntba 
fufpe£^ he took great care to inftruft his Children how tow»r#i/» tin 
behave themfelves if the worft (hould befal him that ^^^^^^^^^^/p^^^ 
of bis Enemies did contrive, or wifli j and ** that .they Qiould ^^ ^* * 

F i " preferve ' 
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* ^ **preferve unDiaken their Afieftion and Duty "to the Prince 
' ^ their Brother. The Duke ofTork was then about fourteen 
years of Aee^ and ib, capable of any information or inftru- 
^on the King thought fit to give htm. His Majefty told 
him, ^^ that he looked upon himfelf as in the hands and dif- 
<^ pofalof the Army, and that the Parliament had no more 
*^ power to do him good or harm, than as the Army fhould 
^' direA or permit ; and that he knew not, in all this time he 
^' had been with them, what he might promife himfelf from 
^diofe QfBcers of the Army atwhofe devotion it was : that 
^' be hoped well, yet with much doubt and fear j and there- 
^^ fore he gave him this general direAion , and command, 
^'thatifthereappear'danvfuch alteration intheaflfedion of 
'^ the Army, that they feftrain'd him from the liberty he then 
^< enioy'dof feein|t his Children, or fufierM not his Friends to 
^'reilontohim with that freedom that they enjoyed at pre- 
^fent, he might conclude they would (hortly ufe him worfe, 
<< and that he Ihould not be long out of a Prifon j and there- 
^fore that from the time he difoover'd fuch an alteration, be 
^ (hookt bethink himfelf how he might make an efeape out 
** of their power, and Tranfport himfelf beyond the Seas. 
The place he recommended to him, was HoBanJ, where he 
prefum'd bis Sifter would receive him very kindly, and that 
the Prince of Or^ijv^e her Husband would be well pleafed with 
it, though, poffibly, the States might reftrain him frommak- 

. ing thofe Expreffions of his AfieAion his own inclination 
promoted him to. He wilhed him to think always of this, as 
a thing poffible to fall out, and fo fpake frequently to him of 
it, and of the drcumftances and cautions which were necef- 
fary to attend it. 
The Princefs Elizabeth was not above a year or two 

J^ounger than the Duke, a Lady of excellent Parts, great Ob- 
ervation, and an early Underftanding ; which the King dif- 
cern'd, by the Account (he have him both of Things and Per- 
fons, upon the experience (he had had of both. His Majefty 
enjoyn'd her, ^^ upon the worft that could befal him, never 
^^tobedifpofed ofin Marriage without the confent and ap- 
" probation of the Queen her Mother, and the Prince her 
<< Brother ^ and always to perform all Duty and Obedience to 
^^boththcfe; and to Obey the Queen in all things, except in 
^^ matter of Religion^ in which he commanded her, upon his 
' ** BleiEng, never to hearken or confent to her ; but to conti* 
^<nue firm in the Religion (he had been Inftruded and Edu- 
^' Gated in , what diicountenance and ruin (bever might be* 
^^ fal the poor Church, at that time under fo fcvere profe- 
" cution. 
Thb Duke of Gbceffer was very young, being at that 

time 
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time not above feveo years old, and fi> might well be diought 
incapable of retaining that advice^ and injun&ion^ whk^h in 
trucliever afcer made fodeep imprelfioa in him. After he 
bad given him all the advice he thought convenient in tho 
matter of Religion, and commanded him pofitively, ^^ never 
'^ to be perfwaded or thretten'd out of tne Religion of thft 
Church, in which he hoped he would be welllnftrudied) 
and for the Purity and Integrity whereof he bid him re* > 
^^ member that he had his Father's Teftimony, and Autborityz 
his Majefty told him, ^^ that his Infancy, andtheTendernew 
'^ of his years, might perfwade fome Men to hope and believe, 
^that hecoight be made an Inftrument, and Property, to ad* 
^^ vance their wicked defigns ; and if they (hould take away 
'^ his Life, they might, poffibly, the better to attain their own 
''ends make him King; that under him, whilft his Age 
" would not permit him to Judge, and A& for himfelf, they 
''might remove many obftruftions which lay in their way: 
"and form and unite their Councils : and then they woiua 
" deftroy Him too. But he commanded him, upon his BleT- 
"fing, never to forget what he faid to him upon this occa-- 
" fion, nor to accept, or fu&er himfelf to be made King, 
<' whilft either of his Elder Brothers liv'd, in what part of the 
'^ World foever they (hould be : that he Oiould remember 
^' that the Prince his Brother was to fucceed him by the Laws 
^' of God and Man ; and, if he (houU mifcarry, that the Duke 
^ of Ti^rk was to fucceed in the fame Right ; and therefore that 
*'he Ihould be (ure never to be made ufe of to interrupt, or 
" difturb either of their Rights ; which would in the end turn 
^ to his own deftruAion. And this difcourfe the King reite- 
rated to him, as often as he had liberty to fee him, with all 
the earneftnefs, and paflion he could exprefs ; which was fo 
fixed in his Memory that he never forgot it. And many 
years after, when he was fent out of E»g/a$tJy he made the 
full relation of all the particulars to Me, with that commo* 
tion of Spirit, that it appear'd to be deeplv rooted in him ; and 
made ufe of one part of it very feafonabiy afterwards, where 
there was more than ^ ordinary attempt made to have per- 
verted him in his Religion, and to perfwade him to become 
Roman Catholick for the advancement of his Fortune, 

I N this manner, and with thefe kind of refleftions, the 
King made ufe of the Liberty he enjoy'd; and confider'd as 
well, what remedies to apply^to the worft that could fall 
out, as to Carefs the Officers of the Army in order to the im- 
provement of his Condition; of which ne was not yet in de- 
spair ; the Chief Officers, and all the Heads of that Party, 
lookjiig upon it as their wifeft Policy to cherifh the King's 
hopes by the Liberty they gave him, and by a very flowing 

F 3 Courtcfy 
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Courtefy towards all who had been of his Party i whofe cx- 
peSatioD, and good word, and reftimony, they found did 
them much good both in the City and the Country. 

At this time the Lord Cafil^ whom We lefc in Jerfiy^ 
hearing of the diffirence between the Parliament and the Ar- 
my, left his two Friends there \ and made a Journey to TarU 
to the Prince, that he might receive his Highnefs's approba- 
tion of his going {or England ^ which he very willingly gave; 
well knowing that he would improve all opportunities, with 
great diligence, for the King his Father's Service : and then 
that Lord Tranfported himfelf into 2f it/if W, his Friends hav- 
ing advifed him to be in thofe parts before they endeavoured 
to procure a Pais for him; which they eafily didy aflbon as 
he came thither; and (b he had liberty to remain at his own 
Houfe in the Country, where he was exceedingly belov'd. 
The uri and hated no where. And in this general and ilh'mited in- 
Capei w-iV/dulgence, he took the opportunity to wait upon the King at 
-Jflin?"'^ lfo«lprwi Court 5 and gave him a particular Account of all 
coa 5>Jj t*iat pafled at Jerjeyj before the Prince's remove from thence, 
frm]eiCy» and of the reaions which induced thofe of the Council to re- 
main ftill there, and <^ many other particulars, of which his 
Majefty had never before been throughly informed, and which 
put it out of any bodies power to do the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer any ill OflRces : And from thence the King writ. 
The Stti^ With his own hand, a very gracious and kind Letter to the 
fiMcerfthe Chancellor at Jerfiji full of hope " that he (hould conclude 
r^/f'ib^*' "^^'^ a Treaty with the Army and Parliament that he (hould 
rw'i^r#/^fl^''tly draw him, and fome other of his Friends, to him. 
the Ex€he/H^thztikcd him ^'for undertaking the work he was upon; 
CT^^f *' and told him, he (hould expcft fpeedily to receive fome 
*^ contribution from him towards it; and, within a very (bort 
time afterwards, he fent to him his own Memorials ( or thole 
which ^y his Command had been kept, and were perufed, 
. and correAed by himlelf J of all that had pafled from the time 
he had left hisMajeily at Oxford^ when he waited upon the 
Prince into the Weft, to the very day that the King left Ox- 
ford to goto lbs Scots ^ out of which Memorials, as hath been 
iaid before, the mod important pafTages in the Years 1(^44, 
and 1(^45', are faithfolly collected. To the Lord Cafelj his 
Majefty imparted all his Hopes and all his Fears ; and what 
great Overtures the Siots had again made to him ; and '^ that 
*'he did really believe that it could not be long before there 
"would be a War between the two Nations; in which the 
*^ Scots promiied tbemfelves an univerfal concurrence from all 
^' the Presbyterians in England; and that, in fuch a conjun Aure, 
*^he wilhed that his own Party would put themfelves in 
^* Armes, without which he could not exped great benefit by 

*^ Che 
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*'the fiiccefs of the other: And therefore defir'd O^l "to 

^* watch fucha coDJundture, and draw his Friends together ; 

which he promifed to do efieAually ; and did, very pundu* 

ally, afterwards, to the loft of his own Life. Then the King 

enjoyn'd him " to write to the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 

*' that whenever the Queen, or Prince, fhould require him to 

^^come to them, he (hould not fail to yield Obedience to 

"their Command; and htmfelf writ to the Queen, "that 

*' when ever the Seafon fliould be ripe for the Frince to en- 

^^gagehimfelf inany Adion, (he (hould not fail to fend for 

^'cfae Chancellor of the Exchequer to wait upon him in it. 

And many things were then adjuflcd, upon the forefight of 

future contingencies^ which were afterwards thought &t to be 

executed. 

The Marquis of Or»^»<^ had, by fpecial Command and 
Order from the King whilft he was with the Scots at jWp»- 
Cafikj delivery up the City of Dublin to the Parliament af- - 
ter the Jri^ had fo infamouOy broken the Peace they had made 
with the King, and brought their whole Army before Duhlm 
to Befiege it*^ by which he was reduced to thofe ftreight^, 
that he had no other eledion than to deliver it to the Irijb^ 
or to the Parliament; of which his Majefty being informed, 
determined, he fliould give it to the Parliament; which he 
did, with full Conditions for all thofe who had ferv'd his 
Majefty ; and fo Tranfported himfelf into England^ and, from 
UmJamy prefented himfelf to the King at Hampttm Coxxrt ithiyiMrqm 
who received him with extraordinary Grace, as a Pcrfon who»/Ormond 
had ferv'd hinj with great Zeal and Fidelity, and with the*^'^ . 
moft univerfal Teftimony of all good Men that any Man]j^„^*]|/' 
could receive. He ufed lefs Application to the Parliament Hamptoii 
and Army than other Men, relying upon the Articles the Par- ctwt. 
liament had iign d to him ; by which he had liberty to ftay fb 
many Months in England^ and at the end thereof to Tratif^ 
port himfelf into the parts beyond the Seas, if in the mean 
time he made no compofition with the Parliament: which he 
never intended to do ; and though he knew well that there 
were many jealous Eyes upon him, he repaired frequently to 
preient his Duty to the King; who wj^^ exceedingly pleafed 
to confer with him, and to find that he was refolv'd to under- 
take any Enterprife that might Advance his Service ; which 
the King himfelf, and moft other Men who wiihed well to it, 
did at that time believe to be in no defperate Condition. 
And no Men werefuller of profeffions of Duty, and aRefo-^^jcotifh 
lution to run all hazards, than the Scotijh Commiffioners ; fam»;/- 
who, from the time they had delivered up the King, refided f^Mt'* 
at Linden with their ufud Confidence, and loudly complain'd 
of the prefumption of the Army in felling upon the Perfon of 
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the King, infiauated themrelves to allthofe who were thought 
to be moft conftant, and infeparablc from the Intereft of the 
Crown, with paffionate undertaking that their whole Nation 
would be united, to a Man, in any Enterpfife for his Service. 
And now, from the time his M jelly came to HMmptm Court, 
they came to him with as mu^h prefumption as iJF they had 
carried him to Edentaraugbj ivhicb was the more notorious, 
and was thought to fignify the more, becauie their Perfons 
were known to be moft odious to all the great Officers in the 
Army, and to thofe who now govem'd in the Parliaooent. 
Here the foundation of that engagement was laid, which was 
endeavoured to be performed the next year enfuing, and which 
the Scots themfel ves then communicated to the Marquis of Or- 
jMMsi/, the Lord C^/, and other trufty Perfons ; as if there 
was nothine elfe intended in it than a full vindication of all 
his Majefty^ Rights and Intereft. 

When the Army had thus fubdued all oppofition, and the 
Parliament and they feem'd all of a piece, and the refradory 
humours of the City feem'd to be fuppreis'd, and totally 
m Jrmy tamed, the Army feem'd lefi regardful of the King than they 
kinms u ht had been ; the Chief Officers came rarely to Bamftvm Court, 
dtthf^t^ nor had they the fame countenances towards jijbktmbiam^ and 
^ ^"^' Berkley^ as they ufed to have ; they were not at leifure to 
fpeak with them, and when they did, asked captious Quefti- 
ons, and gave Anfwers themfelves of no fignitication. The 
Agitators, and Council of Officers, fent fome Propofitions to 
the King, as ruinous to the Church and deftmdive to the 
Regal Power, as had been yet made by the Parliament ; and, 
in fome-refpeds, much worfe, and more diflionourable ; and 
faid, '* if his Majefty would confent thereunto, they would 
^' apply themfelves to the Parliament, and do the beft they 
<< could to perfwade tibem to be of the fame opinion. But his 
Majefty rejeded them with more than ufual indignation, not 
without fome reproaches upon the Officers, for having de- 
luded him, and having prevail'd in all their own defigns, bv 
making the World believe that they intended his Majefty^ 
Reftoration and Settlement, upon better Conditions than the 
Parliament was willing to admit. By this manner of refent- 
ment, the Army took it (elf to be difobliged, and ufed another 
Language in their dilcourfe of the King than they had, for 
fome Months, done ; and fuch Officers who had formerly 
ferv'd the King, and had been civilly treated and flielter'd in 
the Quarters of the Army, were now driven from thence. 
They who had been kind to them , withdrew themfelves 
from their Acquaintance ^ and the Sequeftrations of all the 
Eftates of the Cavaliers, which had been intermitted, were 
revived with as much rigour as ever had been before pradiced, 

and 
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and the declared Delinquencfi racked to as high compofitions ; 
which if they refiifed to make . their whole Eftates were 
taken from them, and their Verions expofed to affronts, and 
infecurity ; but this was imputed to the prevalence of the 
Presbyterian humour in the Parliament againft the judgement 
of the Arttjy : and it is very true, that though the Parliament 
was fo far uibdued, that it no more found fault with what the 
Army did, nor complain'd that it meddled in determining 
what Settlement (hould be made in the Government, yet, in 
all their own Ads and Proceedings, they profecuted a Pref- 
byterian Settlement as earneftly as they could. The Cove- 
nant was prefled in all places, and the Anabaptifts and other 
Sc£t8y which begun to abound, were punilhed, retrained, 
and dilcountenanced ; which the Army liked not, as a vio- 
lation of the Liberty of tender Confdiences ; which, they pre- 
tended, was as much the Original of the Quarrel, as any other 
Grievance whatfoever. 

I N this year, K^^.;, they had begun a Vifitation of the Uni- n$ Umvtr^ 
verfity of Oxfbrd^ which they finilhed not till the next year ;A7»/ ox- 
in which the Earl of Pmiroie had been contented to be im- ^t^^J'^^^ 
ploy'd as Chancellor of the Univcrficy, who had taken an UMmtn$» 
Oath to defend the Rights and Privileges of the Univerfity ; 
notwithftanding which, out of the extreme weaknefs of his . 
Underftanding, and the miferable complyance of his Nature, 
be fu£&r'd himfelf to be made a Property in joyning with 
Bremfj Trjn^ and fome Committee Men, and Presbyterian 
Minifters, as Commiflioners for the Parliament to reform the * 
Difiripline, and Erroneous Do<9:rtne of that Famous Univer- 
fity, by the Rule of the Covenant^ which was the Standard . 
of all Mens Learning, and ability to govern ; all Perfons of 
what Quality foever being required to fubfcribe that Teft; 
which the whole Body of the Univerfity was fo far from fub- r^ oxford 
mitting to, that they met in their Convocation, and, to their *«4/*« *- 
eternal Renown { being at the fame time under a ftrifl: and ^^*^ '**• 
ftrong Garrifon, put over them by the Parliament; the King *j^2^ 
in Priibn ; and all their hopes defperate ) pafled a publick i^, cwv^ettim 
and Declaration againft the Covenant, with fuch invincible «*iWii«fM. 
Arguments of the Illegality, Wickedneft, and Perjury con- 
tain'd in it, that no Man of the contrary Opinion, nor the 
Aflembly of the Divines ( which then fate- at U^ftminfter^ 
forming a new Catecbifm, and Scheme of Religion ) ^vcr 
ventured to make any Anfwer to it ; nor is it indeed to be 
anfwer'd, but muft remain to the World's end, as a Monu« 
mem of the Learning, Courage, and Loyalty, of that excellent 
place, againft the higheft Malice and Tyranny that was ever 
exercifed in, or -over any Nation ; and which thofe Facnous 
CbmmlfiSonersonlyanfwer'd by Expelling all thofe who re- 

fufed 
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fufed to fubtnit to their JurifdiAlon^or to take the Covenant ; 
which was, upon the matter, the whole Univerfiry ^ fcarce 
one Governour and Maftcr of College or Hall, and an incre- 
dible final! Number of the Fellows, or Scholars, fubmitting 
CO either; whereupon that defolation being made, they placed 
in their rooms, the moft notorious Fadlious Presbyterians, in 
the Government of the feveral Colleges or Halls ; and fiich 
other of the fame Leven in the Fellowihips , and Scholars 
places, of thofe whom they had Expelled, without any regard 
CO the Statutes of the feveral Founders, and the Incapacities of 
the Perfons that were put in. The Omnipotence of an Ordi- 
nance of Parliament, confirm'd all that was this way done; 
and there was no farther contending againfi it. 

I T might reafonably be concluded mat this wild and bar- 
barous depopulation, would even extirpate all that Learning, 
Religion, and Loyalty, which had fo eminently fiourifhed 
there ; and that the fucceeding ill Husbandry, and unskilful 
Cultivation, would have made it fruitful only in Ignorance, 
Prophanation, Atheifm, and Rebellion ; but, by God's won- 
derful Blcfling, the goodnefs and richnefi of that Soil could 
not be made barren by all that ftupidity and negligence. It 
choaked the Weeds, and would not fufier the poylbnous 
Seeds, which were fown with induftry enough, to ipring up; 
but after feveral Tyrannical Governments, mutually fucceed- 
ing each other, and with the fame malice and perverfnefs en- 
deavouring to extinguiih all good Literature and Allegiance, 

. it yielded a Harveft of extraordinary good and' found Know- 
ledge in all parts of Learning; and many who were wickedly 
introduced, applied themfelves to the Study of good Learn- 
ing, and the pradtice of Virtue ; and had inclination to that 
Duty and Obedience they had never been taught ; fo that when 
it pleaied God to bring King Cbarks the Second back to his 
Throne, he found that Univerfity ( not to undervalue the 
other, which had nobly likewife rejefied the ill infufions 
which had been induftrioufly pour'd into it ) abounding in 
excellent Learning, and devoted to Duty and Obedience, lit- 
tle inferior to what it was before its deflation ; which was a 

. lively inftance of God's Mercy, and purpofe, for ever fo to 
provide for his Church, that the Gates of Hell fhall never 
prevail againft it; which were never open'd wider, nor with 
more Malice, than in that time. 

These violent Proceedings in all places, blafted all the 
King's hopes, and put an endto all the reft and quiet he had 
for fome time enjoyed; nor could he devife any remedy. He 
was weary of depending upon the Army, but neither knew 
how to get from them, nor whither elfe to refort for help. 
The Officers of thofe Guards which were a(fign'd to attend 

his 
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his Peribn, and who had behaved themfelves with good Man- 
sers, and Duty towards him, and very civilly towards thofc 
of his Party who had ufed to wait upon his Majefty, beguo 
DOW to murmur at fo great refort to him, and to ufe many, 
who came, rudely ; and not to fufier them to go into the 
Room where the King was; or, which was worfe, put them 
out when chey were there ; and when his Majefly (eem'd to 
take notice and be troubled at it, they appear'd not to be con- 
cern'd, nor anfwer'd him with that Duty they had ufed to do. 
They affi-onred the Scot^ Coromiffioners very notably, and 
would not (a£&T them to fpeak with the King ; which caufed 
an expoftulation from the Parliament ; which removed the 
obftruiftion ifor the future, but procured no fatisfadion for the 
injury they had received, nor made the fame Officers more 
civil towards their Perfons. ./ffbtumtamy and Berkley^ re- 
ceived many Advertifements from fome Officers wich whom 
they had moft converfed, and who would have been glad that 
the King might have been reflored by the Army for the Pre* 
ferments which they expcfted might fall to their (hare, "that 
*^CromweUy and Ireton refolv'd never to truft the King, or tp 
" do any ^htng towards his Reftoration ; and they two (leered 
the whole Body ; and therefore it was advifed, ^' that fome 
^' way might be fbund to remove his Majefty out of their 
^^ hands. Major Hunthtgtonf one of the beft Officers they had^ 
and Major to CrofowelTs own Regiment of Horfe, upon whom 
he rely'd in any Enterprife of Importance more than upon 
any Man, had been imploy'd by him to the King, to fay • 
thofe things from him which had given the King the moft 
confidence, and was much more than he had ever laid to jiJI^- 
humham^^ and the Major did really believe that he had meant 
aJl he faid^ and the King had a good opinion of the Integrity 
of the Major, upon the Teftimony he had receiv'd from 
fome he knew had no mind to deceive his Majefty ; and the 
Man merited the TelHmony thiey gave him. He, when he 
obferv'd CtcmweQ to grow colder in his Exprcftions for the 
King than he had formerly been, cxpoftulated with him in 
very (harp terms, for "abufing him, and making him the 
"Inftrument to couzen the King j and, though the other en- 
deavoured to perfwade him that all (hould be well, he in- 
form'd his Majefty of all he had obferv'd ; and told him, 
" that Cromwell W23 a Villain,and would deftroy him if he were 
"not prevented i and, in afliort time after, he gave up his 
Commiilion,and would ferve no longer in the Army. Crom- 
»eU bimlelf expoftulated with M' Ajhturnhamy^Ltid complain'd 
^'rhat the King could not be trufted; and that he bad no af- 
"fedion or confidence in the Army, but was jealous of them, 
" and of all the Officers : that he bad Intrigues in the Par- 
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^'liament, and Treaties with the Presbyterians of the City, 
<< to raife new Troubles ; that he had a Treaty concluded with 
^ the Sc^!fll> Commiflioners to engage the Nation again in 
^^ blood ; and therefore he would not be anfwerable if any thing 
^feU out amifs, and contrary to expectation ^ and that was the 
reafon, befides the old Animofity, that had drawn on the 
Aflfront, which the Commiflioners had complain'd of. What 
that Treaty was, and what it produced, will be mention'd in 
z more proper place. 
TbtUvdUri THERE was at this time a new Faftion grown up in the 
X7»"^ *» Army, which were either by their own denomination, or with 
^ their own confent, called UvelUrs ; who fpoke infolently and 
confidently againft the King and Parliament, and the great 
Officers of the Army ; and profefled as great Malice againft 
all the Lords, as againft the King : and declared ^' that all 
<< degrees of Men mould be levelled, and an equality (bould 
^< be eftablifhed, both in Titles and Eftates^ througnout the 
^^ Kingdoms. Whether the raifing this Spirit was a piece of 
' CromweB's ordinary Witchcraft,in order to fome of his defigas, 
or whether it grew amongft thofe Tares which had been fow- 
ed in that confufion, certain it is, it gavt him real trouble at 
laft ( which muft be (et down hereafter } but the prefent ule 
he made of it was, that, upon the licentious difbourfeof that 
kind, which fome Soldiers upon the Guard uTually made, the 
Guard upon the King's Perlon was doubled y a reftraint put 
upon the great refort of People who came to fee the King ; and 
all pretended to be for his lecurity, and to prevent any Vio- 
lence that mieht be attempted upon his Life^ which they feem'd 
to apprehend, and deteft- In the mean time, they neither 
hincier'd his Majefty from riding abroad to take the Air, nor 
from doine any thing he had a mind to, nor reftrain'd thofe 
who waited upon him in his Bed-Cbamber, nor his Chaplains 
from performing their Fundions j though towards all theie 
there was lefs civility exercifed than had been ; and die Guards 
which waited nearelt, were more rude, and made more noife 
at unfeafonable hours than they had been accuftom'd to do ; 
the Captain who Commanded them. Colonel Whsley^ beifig 
a Man of a roueh and brutal Temper, who had ofier'd great 
violence to his Nature, when he appeared to exercife any ci- 
vility and good Manners. The ICing, every day, received 
little Billets or Letters, fecrecly convey'd to ium without any 
Name, which advertifed him of wicked defigns upon his Life, 
and fome of them advifed *him to make an i^cape, and repair 
fcaetly into the City, where he (hould be fafej fome Letters 
direding him to fuch an. Alderman's HouTe; all which his 
Majefty looked upon as artifice to lead him into fome ftreights, 
from whence be Ihould not eafiiy explicate himfelf ; and yet 

many

nsany who repaired to him, brought the fiune advice from 
Men of unquemonable fiacericy, by what reafoii foever they 
were fwaycd. 

T H R King found himfelf in great perplexity, from what he 
difcern'd, and obferv^d himfelf, as well as what he heard from 
others ^ but what ufe to make of the one or the other, was 
very bard to refolve : he did really believe that their Malice 
was at the height, and that they did defign his Marcher, but 
knew not which was a probable way to prevent it. The mak- 
ing an elcape, if it were not contrived with wonderful (aga- 
dry, would expofe him to be aflaffinated« by pretended Igno- 
rance, and would be charged upon himlclf^ and if he could 
avoid their Guards, and get bevond them undifcover'd, wih- 
ther Ihould he go ? and what place would receive and defend 
him ? The hope of the City (eem'd not to him to have a foun- 
dation of leafon ; they had been too late fubdued to recover 
Courage for fuch an adventure^ and the Army now wai 
much more Mafter of it than when they defponded. There is 
reafim to believe that he did refblve to tranfport hin^elf be- 
yond the Seas, which had been no hard matter to have brought 
to pafs, but with whom he confulted for the way of doing it, 
IS not to this day dilcover'd j they who were inftrumemal in 
bis remove, pretending to know nothing of the Refolution, 
or Counfel. but, one morning, being the elevemb of No- ju Kjng 
vernier^ die King having, the night before, pretended fome *rc^fr»m 
indifpoiition, and that he would go to his reft, they who went "^2«r. 
into his Chamber, found that he was not there, nor had been n. 
in his Bed that Night. There were two or three Letters found 
upon his Table, writ all with his own hand, one to the Par- 
liament, another to the General ; in which he declared ^ the 
''reafonof his remove to be, an apprehenfion that fome de- 
'^fperate Perfonshad a defign to Auaflinate him^ and there- 
tofore he had withdrawn himielf with a purpofe of remaining 
''concealed, until the Parliament had agreed upon fuch Pro* 
'' pcfitions as Ihould be fit for him to confent to : and he 
*' wotdd then appear, and willingly confent to any tning that 
'' flioukl be for the Peace and Happuiefs of the Kingdom. 
There were diibover'dthe treading odFHorles at a Back door 
of the Garden into which his Majefty had a Paflajge out of his 
Chamber; and it is true that way he went, havir^ appointed 
his Horfe to be there ready at an hour, and S^ jchf Berkkf^ 
jAkmrmiam, and Ijegg^ to wait upon him, the twolaft being 
ot hie Bed-Chamber. Afbiumbam alone feem'd to know 
what thqr were to do, the other two having reoei/d only 
Orden to attend. When they were free from the Apprehen- 
fion of the Guards, and the Horfe. Qiju'ters, they rode to- 
wards tb$ South Weft, and towards ^t pa^ of Hamifl)in

which led to the New Foreft. The King asked ^/hh^mbam, 
where the Ship lay ? which made the other two conclude chat 
the King refolv'd roTranfport himfelf. After they had made 
fome ftay in that part nexc the Sea, and j^fbtumham had been 
feme time abfent, he return'd without any news of the Ship; 
with which the King feem'd troubled. Upon this difappoint- 
ment, the King thought icbeft, for avoiding all High- ways, 
iUnme»t§ to go to Tkbpeld^ a noble Seat of the Earl of SoutSampton^s 
Lichfield ( who was not there) but inhabited by the old Lady his Mo- 
w^Hamp- ^er with a fmall Family, which made the retreat the more 
* convenient; there his Majefty alighted, and would fpeak 
with the Lady ; to whom he made no fcruple of Communi-- 
eating himfelf, well knowing her to be a Lady of that Ho- 
nour, and Spirit, that (he wasfuperior toallkind of tempta- 
tion. There he refrefhcd himfelf, and confulred with his 
three Servants, whathefliould next do, fince there was nei- 
ther Ship ready, nor could they prefume that they could re- 
main long there undifcover'd. 

In this Debate, thelfleof Wsght came tobemcntion'd (as 
they fay ) by j^otumhamy as a place where his Majefty might 
fecurely repofe himfelf, until he thought fit ro inform the Par- 
liament where he was. Colonel Hatnmand was Govemoor 
there, an Officer of the Army, and ofneareft truft with Crom- 
veUy bavins; by his advice been Married to a Daughter of 
. John Hmbden^ whofe memory he always adored ; yet, by 
fome fatal miftake, this Man was thought a Perfon of Ho- 
nour and Gcnerofity enough to truft the King's Perfon to, and 
Th* King j^iurnhamy and Berkley , were fent to him with Orders, 
faubAXh- << firft to be fure that the Man would faithfully promife not to 
-ilU B^*rk- "deliver his Majefty up though the Parliament or Army 
leyta C9i. ** ftould require him, but to give him his Liberty to fliift for 
Hammond^' himfelf, if he were not able to defend him ; and except he 
^f'w^/^^" would make that promife, they (hould not let him Know 
Wight, cc ^here his Majefty was, but (hould return prefcntly to him. 
With thisCommiflSon they two crofled rhe Water to the Ifle 
of Tf^tty the King in the mean time repofing himfelf at lUcb- 
fieU, The next day they found Coloneh Hammond ^ who was 
known to them both, who had Converfation with him in the 
Army, when the King was well treated there ( and their 
Perfons had been very civilly treated by moft of the OflBcers, 
who thought themfelves qualified fufficiently for Court Pre- 
ferments ) They told him, *f that the King was withdrawn 
"from the Army 5 of which he feem'd to have had no no- 
tice, and to be very much furprifed with it. They then faid, 
" that the King had fo good an opinion of him, knowing him 
"to be a Gentleman, andfof bis relation to D^ Hammomd 
5* (whofc Nephew he was) that he would truft bis Perfon 
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"with him, and would from tbence write to the Parliameof, 

^' if he would promife that if his Mef&ge had not chat cStSt 

^ which he hoped it would have , he would leave him to 

'^himfelftogo whither be thought fir, and would not deliver 

*' him to the Parliament, or Army, if rhey (hould require it. 

His Anfwer was, '^ that he would pay all the Dut^ and Ser* 

^ vice to his Majefty that was in bis power ^ and, if he plealbd 

.^' to come thither , he would receive and entertain nim as 

^^weli as he could ^ but that he was an Inferior Officer, and 

^ muft obey his Superiors in whatfoever they thought fit to 

'* command him : with which when he (aw they were not ft* 

tisfied, he asked , " where the King was ? to which they 

made no other Anfwer, ^' but that they would acquaint hm 

^ Majefty with his Anfwer, and, if he were fatisfied with i^ 

^< they would return to him again. He demanded that Mr 

<< jtfbbwuhMm would ftay with him, and that the other migly 

'< go to the King ; which M^ ^humham refiifed to do. 

After fome time fpent in Debate, in which he made 
manyexpreflions of his defire to do any Service to his Ma- 
jefty, they were contented that hefliouU go with them ; and 
^JfohtmhamfaAd, " he would condu£k him to the place where 
^* the King was ^ and fo, he Commanding three or four Ser- nty khg 
vaots or Soldiers to wait on him , they went together to Himmon* 
TicJ^U; and, the other ftaying below, j^Jhhtmbam went up^^'^' 
to the King's Chamber. When he had acquainted him with 
all that had pajQedj^'andthat Hamm&9td was in the Houfe, his 
M^^efty broke out in a paffionace exclamation, and faid, ^^O 
<< 'puk^ thou haft undone me ! with which the other falling 
into a great paffion of weeping, offer'd to go down, and to 
kill Hammond'^ to which his Majefty would not confent ; and^ 
after fome paufing, and deliberation, fentfbr himup, and en- 
deavoui^d to perfwade him to make the fame promife, which 
had before been propoied ; to which he made the fame An- 
fwer he had done, but with many profeffions of doing all the 
Offices he could for his Majefty ; and feem'd to believe that 
the Army would do well for him. The King believ'd that 
there was now no poflible way to get from him, he having Hammoo4 
the Command of the Country, and could call in what help \inmvtitk» 
would ; and fb went with him into the ICIe of U^biy and was ^^ " f >* 
Lodg'd at Otristrook'QMey at Brft with all demonftntion ofrSST 
Reipea and Duty. • ^ * 

It never appeared afterwards tnat the King was malid- J**-:^"***** 
ouifybetray'd to this unhappy peregrination, by the ^^^<^^^!^Z^^ 
2nd pnftice of thofe he trufted ; and his Majefty himMf never ^jr^p. 
enfieitam'd theleaftjeaioufy, orSufpicton of it j yet the whole 
defign appeared to be fo weakly contriv d, the not being fure 
of a Ship, if thcRcfolution were fixed fot Embarking, which 
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was ncTer manifeft, the making choice of the Ida of PPigtf, 
and of Hammond to be trufted, fitice nothing fell out which 
was not CO be reafonably forefeen and expedted y and the 
bringing him to TictfieU^ without the permiifion of the King^ 
if not dire£Uy contrary to it, feemVi to be all fo far from a 
rational defignand condud, that moft Men did believe there 
was Treafon in the contrivance, or chat his Majeftv chtrufl:* 
ed thofe who were grofsly impos'd upon and deceiv d by his 

f;reaceft Enemies. Legg bad had fo general ^ Reputation of 
ntegricy, and Fidelity co hisMafter^ that he never fell under 
theleaft Imputation or Reproach with any Man: he was a 
very punAual and fteady obferver of the Orders he receiv'd, 
but no contriver of them, and though he had in truth a bet- 
ter Judgement and Underftanding toan either of the other 
two, hfs modefty and diffidence of himfelf never fufier'd him 
to contrive bold Counfeis. Berkley was leis known among 
thofe Perfons of Honour and Qualiiy who had foUow'd the 
Ktiig, bein^ in a very private Station before the War, and his 
Poft in it being in the tartheQ: Comer of the Kingdom^ and not 
much fpoken of till the end of '% when he was not beholden 
CO reports ; Ambition and Vanity were well known to be 
predominant in him, and that he had great confidence in him- 
felf, anddidnotdelighttoconverfewith thofe who had not; 
but he never fell under any blemifh of Difloyalty, and he 
took care to publilh that this Enrerprife of the King's wasfo 
totally without his privity, that he was required co attend on 
Horfe-backatfuch an hpur, and had not the leaft intimation 
of his Majefty's purpofe what he intended to do. Another 
particular, which was acknowledged by Hammond^ did him 
miich credit, that when lUmmond demanded that ^Jhtum- 
bam Ihould remain with him whilft the odier went co che 
Kiog^which.^^ifr»i&4rj»refufedtodo, Berkley 6x±qSqt him* . 
felf to remain with him whilft Ajhhumham{ho\M2titnA his 
Majefty^ fo that the whole weight of the preiudice and re- 

1>roach was ca(tupon ^iumbam^ who was Known to have 
b great an Incereft in the Afiedlions of his Majcfty, and lb 
great an influence upon his Couofels and Refolutions, that he 
could not be ignorant of any thing that moved him. 

T HB 9ot having a Ship ready, if it were intended, was un* 
encufabte ; and the putting the King into HammenJ'a hands 
without his leave, could never be wiped out. There were 
fome who.faid, that Ajbhnfhsm refolv'd that the King fhould 
go to the Ifle of Wight ^ before he left Hampton Court; and 
the Lord Langdale ok^n (aid, ^'thac being in M^^^rm- 
^^ barn's Chamber at that time, he had the curioficy, whilft the 
^^ Other went out of the Room, to look upon a Paper that \zf 
^^upon the Table i in which was writ, that it would be belt 
S "for 
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<' for tfie King to withdraw from the Army, where he was 
^ iiriuch danger ; and thatche IflcofKRf^ifrf would be a good 
^'retreat, wliere Colonel HfMrivMr^ Commanded: who was a 
^' very booeft Man. And this was fome days before his Ma- 
jefty remov'd. And then it was obferv'd , that H^mmonJ 
htmfclf left the Army but two or three days before the King's 
remove, and went to the Ifle of Ifigbt at a Seafon when 
there was no vifible occalion to draw him thither, and when 
the Agitators in the Army were at bigheft ; and it was looked 
upon with the more wonder, becaufe Afhlwmham was not; 
afterwards call'd in Qgeftion for being inftrumental in the 
King's going away, but liv'd unqueftion'd long after in the 
fight ofche Parliament, and in converfation with fome of the 
CMBoersof the Army who had moftdeceiv'd him ^and, which 
was more censured than all the reft, that after the Murther of 
the King he compounded, as was reported, at an eafy rate, 
and liv'd at eafe, and grew rich, for many years together with- 
out intenuption. 

O N the other hand, he preferv'd his Reputation and Credit 
with the moft eminent of the King's Party; and his remain^ 
ing in EffgUnJ was upon the Marriage ot a Lady by whom 
he had a great Fortune , and many conveniences ; which 
would have been feifed by his leavine the Kingdom ; and he 
did fend over to the King, and had leave to day there ; and 
fometinies fupplied the King withconGderable Sums of Mo- 
• ney. Afterwards he was committed to the Tower by CVww- 
nueUj where he remained till his Death ; and the King was 
known to have had, to the laft, a clear opinion of his Afie- 
fiion, and Integrity ; and when King ck/trks the Second re* 
curn'd, moft of thole of greateft Reputation, as the Marquis 
of Hertford, and the Earl of Southamften^ gave him a good 
Teftimony ; yet then, the old difcourfcs were revived, and 
Major JfUvji^/ffgf^ did affirm, ^^ tYi^t M^ JiP^humham did in* 
*' tend the King ihould go to the Ifle of Wight, before he left 
** HamptM Court. Many who did not believe him to be 
corrupted, did ftUl think that Cromwell and Inton had over* 
wittedhim, andperfwaded hirt), upon great promifes, that it 
{hould prove for his Majefty's benefit, and that they (hould 
the fooner do his bufinefs, that he fliould withdraw from the 
Army, and put himfelf into Hammond's hands ^ for if in truth 
Tranfportation had been thought of, it h hard to believe that 
a Ship would not have been provided. 

Si R John Berkley, who, fliortly after the King's being in the 
We diWigbt, had Tranfported himfelf into France, and re- 
matn'd Ml with the Duke of Tiyrit to the time of King cbarles 
the Second's Return, and Mr Ajbburnham, who continued in 
^glan4^ and fo the more liable tx> Repfo^chj had been fo 
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follicicous to wipe off the Afpcrfions which were call upon 
them joyntly, that they had it in care to preferve the Repu- 
tation of a joynt Innocence j but whilft each endeavour'd to 
clear himfelf, he objedcd or imputed fomewhat to the other-, 
that made him liable to juftcenrure ; and, in this contention > 
their Friends mencion'd their feverai difcourfes fo loudly, aad 
fo pai&onately for the credit and reputation of him whocn 
they lov'd beft, that they contraded a very avow'd Animo- 
l^cy agaipfteach other ^ infomuchasit was generally belie vVi 
upon the King's Return, that they would, with fome ficrce- 
nefs, have expoftulated with each other in that way which 
angry Men choofe to determine the right, or that both of 
them would have defir'd the ICing to have caufed the whole 
to be fo ftri£tly examin'd, that the World might hsve dif- 
cern'd, where the faults or overfights had been, if no worfe 
could have been charged upon them : but they applied them- 
felves to neither of thofe Expedients, and liv'd only as Men 
who took no delight in each others Converfation, and who 
did not defire to cherifii any familiarity together. And the 
King, who was facisfied that there had been no TreaTonable 
contrivance (from which his Father had abfolv'd them ) did 
not think it fit, upon fuch a Subjeft, to make ftrift Inquifi* 
tion into Inadvertencies, Indifcretions , and Prefumptions ^ 
which could not have been punifiied proportionally. 

It is true that they both writ Apologies, or Narrations of 
all that had pafled in that A£fair, which they made not pub- 
lick, but gave in writing to fuch of their Friends in whofe 
opinions they moft defir'd to be abfolv'd, without any Incli- 
cation that one (hould fee what the other had writ ^ in which, 
though there were feverai reflicAions upon each other, and 
differences in occurrences of lefs moment, there was nothing 
^ ' in either that leem'd to doubt of the Integrity of the other ; 

nor any clear relation of any probable inducement that pre- 
vailed with the King to undertake that Journey. I have read 
both their Relations , and conferred with both of them at 
large, to difcover in truth what the motives might be which 
led to fo fatal an end ^ and, if I were obliged to deliver my 
own opinion, I (hould declare that neither of them were, in 
any degree, corrupted in their Loyalty or Afiedion to the 
King, orfuborn'dto gratify any Perfons with a diflervice to 
their Matter. They were both of them great Opiniators, yet 
irrefolute, and eafy to be Qiaken by any thing they had not 
thought of before; and exceedingly undervalued each others 
Underft-nding*; but, as it ufually falls out in Men of that 
kma of Compofition, and Talent, they were both difpofed to 
cornrrun.'cate more freely with, and, confequently, to bead- 
vikd by new Acquainuncej and Men they had lately begun 
X ' ' to 
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foknow, than old Friends, and fuch whofe judgements they 
could not but efteem ^ who they had no mind (hould go 
iharers with them in the merit of any notable Service which 
diey thought themfelves able to bring topafs. Then, in the 
whole managery of the King's bufinefs, from the time that 
tbcy came into the Army, they never converfed with the 
famePerfons; but governed themfelvesby what they received 
fromthofe whofe correfpondenoe they had chofen. jf/hhrnH 
bsmfcem'd wholely to rely upon Cromwell, and Ire$om^ and 
rather upon what they faid to others than to himfelf. For 
befides outward Civilities, which they both exercifed towards 
him nx>re than to other Men, they (eldom held private dif* 
courfe with him, perfwading him ^^ that it was better for 
*^ both chehr ends, in refpeft of the jealoufy the Parliament 
^'had of them, that they (hould underftand each others mind, 
^^as to theTran&Aion of any particulars, from third Perfons 
''mutually intruded between them, than from frei^uent con- 
*' fultatioiis together j andS' Edward Pord^ who had Married 
Ireton's Sifier, but had been himfelf an Officer in the King's 
Army from the beginning of the War, and a Gentleman of 
good meaning, though not able to fathom the referv'd and 
dark defigns of his Brother in Law, was trufted to paft be- 
tween them, with fome other Officers of the Army, who had 
fiven j4jbtiimham reafon to believe that they had honeft 
urpofes. 

Berkley had not found that refpeA, from CromweBiind - 
Iret^My that he expefted ; at leaft difcern'd it to be greater 
tcmaxQS jlfhhtmbamy than it was to Him; which he thought 
evidence enough of a defcA of judgement in them ; and there- 
fore had applyd himfelf to others , who had not fo great 
Names^ but greater Intereft, as he thought, in the SolcQers. 
His chief confidence was in D' Staines^ who, though a Dr in 
PhyficJc, was Quarter Mafter General of the Army; and one 
Watfiny who was Scout Mafler General of the Army ; both 
of the Council of War, both in good credit with Cremwell, 
and both notable Fanaticks, and profefled Enemies to the 
ScotSy and the Presbyterians, and. no doubt, were both per- 
mitted, and inftruded to Carefs y John Berkley, and, by ad- 
miring his Wifdom and Conduft, to oblige him to depend on 
Theirs ; and diffimulation had fo great, and fupreme an in- 
fluence on the Hearts and Spirits of all thofe who were truft- 
ed, and imploy'd by Cromwell^ that no Man was fafe in their 
Company, but he who refolv'd before, not to believe one 
word they faid. Thefe two Perfons knew well how to hu- 
mour SrJ^i&o Berkky, whobeliev'd them the more, becaufe 
they feem'd very mudi to blame Ire$en's ftubbornneis Cowards 
the Kiogj and tQ fear that he often prevail'd upon Cremwitt 
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againft his OWD Inclinations: They inform'd him of many 
parnculars which pafledin the Council ofOfHcers, and fome- 
times of advice fron^ CrovmeU^ that was clean contrary to 
whac the King receiv'd by Alf:>hurnham as his opinion, and 
which was found afterwards to be true ( as ic n^ay be the other 
was too ) which exceedingly confirm'd S' Joh» in the good 
opinion he had of his two Friends. They were chefirft who 
poficively advertifed the King by him, that Cromwell would 
never do him Service > and the firft who feem'd to apprehend 
that the King's Perfon was in danger, and that there was 
fome fecret de(ign upon his Lite. 

I DO not believe th^iS^John Berkley knew any thing of 
the King's porpofe in his intended efcape, or whither he re- 
folv'd to go, or, indeed, more of ic than that he refolv'd at 
fuch an hour, and in fuch a place, to take Horfe, and was 
himfelf required to attend him ; nor do I, in truth, think that 
the King himfelf, when he took Horfe, refoiv'd whither to 
go. Some think he meant to go into the City ; others, that 
he intended for Jerfey\ and that was the ground of the Que- 
ftion to M' AJhburnham^ "where is the Ship? Certain it is 
that the King never thought of going to the Ifle of Wight, I 
am not fure that M«^ jijhbumham^ who had not yet given 
over all hope of the chief Officers of the Array, and belicv'd 
the alterations, which had fallen out, proceeded from thebar* 
barity of the Agitators, and the Levelling Party, had not the 
. Ifle oi Wight in his view from the beginning, that is, from the 
time his Majefty thought it neceflary to make an e^^ape from 
the Army. It had been a difficult task to go about todiflwade 
the King from an apprehenfionof his own fafety, when it was 
much more natural to fear an Aflaffination , than to appre- 
hend any thing that they did afterwards do. M' Ajhlmmham 
had fo great a deteftation of the Scots ^ that he expetied no 
good from their Fraternity, the Presbyterians of the City ; and 
did really believe that if his Majefty fliould put himfelf into 
their hands, as was advifed by many with a purpofe that he 
fliould be there concealed, till fome favourable conjuncture 
fliould offer it fe]f( for no body imagined that, upon his arri- 
val there, the City would have declared for him, and have 
entered into a Contefl: with that Army which had fo lately 
fubdued them ) thefecurity of fuch an elcape was not to be re- 
lied on, and very earneftlydiflwaded his Malter from enter- 
taining the thought of ic ; and this opinion of his was uni- 
verfally known, and, as hath been faid before, was an ingre- 
dient into the compofition of that civility and kindnefs the 
Officers of the Army had for him. They did, to him, frequent- 
ly lament the Levelling Spirit that w^s gbiten into the Sol- 
diers^ which chey forefaw would in the future be as inconve- 
nient. 
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nient, and mifchievous to themrelves^ as ic was^ for the pre-* 

fcDC, dangerous to the Perfon of the King; which they feem'd 

wonderfully to apprehend, and protefted '^ that they knev 

^^ not how to apply any remedy to it, whilft his Majefty was 

'^ in the Army ; but that they would quickly corrc^ or fub* 

** due it, if the Kiog were at any diftance from them ; aod it 

is not impoffible, that, in fuch difcouries, (bme body who was 

trufted by them, if not one of themfelves, might mention the 

Ifle of H^gtt as a good place to retire to, and Colonel Ham^ 

vfoml^^ Manof good intentions; the minutes of which di{^ 

courfe M' Ajhlntmham might keep by him; for the Lord 

Langdale*s relation of fuch a Paper, which he himfelf faw, 

and read, cannot be thought by me to be a meer fiftioo ; to 

which,befides that he was a Perfon of unblemifli'd Honour and 

Veracity, he had not any temptation ; yet Mr jf/biumism did 

conftantly deny that he ever law any fuch Paper, or had any 

thought of the Ifle of fPfght when the King left HMmftom 

Court, and he never gave caufe, in the fubfequent Adions o£ 

his Life, to have his Fidelity fufpeded. And it is probable, 

that OamweBy who many years afterwards committed him to 

the Tower, and did hate him, and defired to have taken his 

Life, would have been glad to have blafted his Reputation, by 

declaring that be had carried his Mafter to the Ifle oi Wight ^ 

without his privity, upon bis own preemption; which, how 

well foever intended, muft have been looked upon by all Men 

as fuch a tranfcendent Crime, as mufl: have deprived him of ' 

all compaffion for the word that could befal him. 

The fuddain unexpected withdrawing of the King, made 
a great imprefllion upon the minds of all Men, every Man fan- 
cying that his Majefty would do that which he wifhed he 
wouM do. The Presbyterians imagined that he lay concealed 
in the City (which they unreafonably thought he might eafily 
do ) and would exped a proper conjundture , upon a new 
rupture between the Parliament, and the Army, and the many 
Factions in the Army, which every day appear'd, to difcover 
himfelf. The Cavaliers hoped that he would tranfport himfelf 
into the parts beyond the Seas, and quietly attend there thofe 
alterations at home, which might probably in a fliort time in- 
vite his Return. The Army was not without this apprehenfion, 
as imagining it the word that could fall out to their purpofes. 
The Parliament, chat is, that part of it that was devoted 
to the Army, was moft frighted with the imagination that ^*' ^/^l'^ 
the Kii^ was in the City, and would lurk there until fomc !^,^** '^^;,*^ 
Con/piracy fliould be ripe, and all his Party fliould be prefent/ibtf nev$s <f 
in Lmdom to fecond it ; and therefore they no fooner heard the K^t^y 
that he was gone from Hampton Court, than they pafled. an ^'j'^f 7"'*^* 
Ordinance of both Houfes^ by which they declared^ ^^^^^^heZu ^* 
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^Mc (hould be Confircation of EftaCe, and lofs of Life, to any 
'^Man who prefumed to harbour and conceal the King's Per- 
<'(bn in his rioufe, without revealing, and making ic known 
'^ CO the Parliament : which, no doubt, would have terrified 
them all in fuch a manner, that if he had been in truth a- 
mongft them, he would quickly have been di(cover'd, and 
given up. They caufed fome of the moft notorious Presby- 
terians Houfes to be fearched, as if they had been fure he had 
been there; and fentPofts to all Ports of the Kingdom '^that 
'^ they might be Ihut, and no Perfon be fufier'd to Embark, 
<* left the Ring, in di^ife, Tranfporc himfelf ; and a Procla- 
mation was miied out, *' for the baniQiing all Perfons who 
^' had ever borne Armes for the King, out of Londmj or any 
'^ place within twenty Miles of it ; and all Perfons of that kind, 
who, upon ftriA fearch, were found, were apprehended, and 
put into feveral Prifons with all the circumftances of leverity 
and rigour. But all thefe doubts were quickly cleared, and 
within two days, Cromwell informed the Houie of Commons, 
^ that he had receiv'd Letters from Colonel Hamfoamdf of all 
'' the manner of the King's coming to the Ifle of U^kiy and 
*^ the Company that came with him ; that he rematn'd there 
" in the Cattle of Caristrooh, till the pleafure of the Parlia- 
^'ment (hould be known. He afTured them, '^that Colonel 
'^ Hammond was fo honeft a Man, and fo much devoted to 
'^ their Service, that they need have no jealoufy that he might 
* ^^ be corrupted by any Body \ and all this relation he made with 
fo unufual a gaiety, that all Men concluded that the King was 
where He wiflied he (hould be. 

And now the Parliament maintained no farther Contefts 
with the Army, but tamely fubmitted to whatfoever they pro- 
pofed J the Presbyterians in both Hou(es, and in the City, 
being in a terrible Agony, that fome dole Correfpondences 
they had held with the King during his abode at Hamftom 
Court, would be difcover'd ; and therefore would give no 
farther occafion of jealoufy by any contradidions, leaving it 
to their Clergy to keep the tire burning in the hearts of the 
People by their Pulpit-Inflamations ; and they ftoutly dif- 
chaif ed their truft. 

B UT CromweB had mere cau(e to fear a fire in his own 
Quarters, and that he had railed a^fait in the Army which 
would not eafily be quieted again. The Agitators, who were 
firft form'd by him to oppofe the Parliament, and to refift the 
deftrudive doom of their disbanding, and likewife to prevent 
any Inconvenience, or mKchief, that mi^ht refult from the 
drowfy, dull Presbyterian humour of Fairfax ^ who wilhed 
nothing chat CromweU did, and yet contributed to bring it all 
to pafs ; Thde Agitators, bad hitherto tranfaibed faithfully 
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all the Copies he had given them, and ofier'd fuch Advioet 
CO the Parliamenr, and infifted upon fuch expoftulations and 
demands, as were neceflary, whiilt there was either any pur- 

g^fe to treat with the King or any reafon to flatter his Party, 
ut now the King was gone frona the Army, and in fuch a 
place as the Army could have no recourfe to hira, and thac 
the Parliament was become of fo foft a temper, that the Party 
of the Army that^ was in it, could make all neceflary im- 
preiSon upon them, He defired to reftrain the Agitators from 
that Liberty which they had fo long enjoyed, and to keep 
riiem within ftri&er Rules of Obedience to their Superiors, 
and to hinder their future Meetings, and Confultations con- 
cerning the fettling the Government of the Kingdom ; which, 
he thought, ought now to be folely left to the Parliament ; 
whole Authority, for the prefent, he thought beft to uphold, 
and by it toeftablifh all that was to be done. But the Agita- 
tors would not be fo difmifs'd from State ABzxrs; of which 
they had fo pleafant a rehflii; nor be at the mercy of the Par- 
liament, which they had fomuch provoked; and therefore 
when they were admitted no more toconfultationswich their 
Officers, they continued their meetings without them ; and 
thought there was as great need to reform their Officers, as 
any part of the Church or State. They enter'd into new Aflb^ ^ 
Clarions, and made many Propofitions to their Officers, and to 
the Parliament, to introduce an equality into all Conditions, 
and a parity among all Men ; from whence they had the Ap- 
pellation of LjBveBers ; which appeared a great Party. They 
did not only meet againft the exprefs Command of their Om«- 
cers, but drew very confiderable Parties of the Army .to Ren- 
dezvous, without the Order or Privity of their Superiors ; and 
there perfwaded them to enter into fuch Engagements , as 
would in a fliort time have diflblv'd the Government of the 
Army, and abfolv'd them from a dependence upon their Ge- 
neral Officers. The fuppreflion of this Licence, put CrotmpeU 
to the expence of ail his cunning, dexterity, and courage ; 
fo that after he had cajoled the Parliament, as if the preTer- 
vation of flieir Authority had been all he cared for and took 
to heart, and font fome falfe Brothers to comply in the Coun- 
feb of the Confpirators, by that means having notice of their 
Rendezvous, he was unexpededly found with an ordinary 
Guard at thofo meetings ^ and* with a marvellous vivacity, 
having asked fomeQueftions of thofe whom he obferv'd mcA 
adtve, and receiving infolent Anfwers, he knocked two or 
three of them in the head with his own hand, and then charged crom welt 
the reft with his Troop; and took fiich a number of them ^f^pp^'H^^ ^ 
be thought fit ; whereof he prefently caufed-fome to be Hang- Jl^^l^lf 
ed, and fent others to London to a more formal Tryal, By two /^l^ '*' - 
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or th^ee fuch Encx>unters, for the obftinacy continued long, 
he totally fubdued that Spirit in the Army, though it cond* 
fiued and encreafed very much in the Kingdom ^ and if it had 
not been Encountered at that time with that rough and brisk 
temper of Cromwelly it would prefentiT have produced all ima- 
ginable conflifion in the Parliament, Army, and Kingdom. 

All oppofition being thus fupprefled and quieted, and 
CrammeO needing no other affiftanoe to the carrying on his de« 
figns, than the prefent temper and inclination ofthe Parlia- 
ment, they fent a Meflage to the King, briefly propofing to 
ihi Pdrtis^ '^^™J " *^^ ^^ would forthwith grant his Royal AfKnc to four 
mtent fends /^ Ads of Parliament ; which they then fent to him. By one 
Mefagt u of them, he was to confefs the War to have been raifed by 
thtKi^g f him againft the Parliament ; and fo that he was guilty of aU 
{Jff/ ^^'^ Blood that had been fpilc. By another, he was totally to 
diflblve the Government of the Church by Bilbops, and to 
grant all the Lands belonging to the Church to uich ufes as 
they propofed ; leaving the ^ttling a future Government in 
the place thereof to farther Time and Counfels . By a third, he 
was to grant, and fettle the Militia in the Manner and in the 
Perfons propofcd, referving not fo much power in himfelf as 
any SubjeA was capable of. In the lad place, he was in ef- 
fooc^ to Sacrifice all thofe who had ferv'd, or adher'd to him, 
to the Mercy of the Parliament. 

Ths Perfons who were fent with thefe four Bills, had li- 
berty given to expert the King's Anfwer only four days, and 
were then required to return to the Parliament. With the 
Commiflioners of Parliament there came likewife the Com- 
miffioners of Scotland^ who, after the four Bills were delivered, 
and read to the King, the very next day, defired an Audience $ 
and, with much formality and confidence, delivered a Decla- 
ration, and Prote(lation on the behalf of the Kingdom of Scot' 
/ifffi againft thofe Bills and Propoficions. They faid, ^^they 
^^ were fo prejudicial to Religion, the Crown, and the Union, 
^' and Intereft of the Kingdoms, and fo far dififerent from the 
' ^^ former proceedings and engagements between the two King- 
^^doms, that they could not concur therein ; and therefore, 
^^ in the name of the whole Kingdom of Scotland^ did declare 
n* Ciwiwi/-" their diflent. The King had receiv'd Advertisement, that 
/*"":' '/ aflbon as he (hould refufe to confent to the Bills, he iboold 
wJit 4 Pr.. prefently be made a clofe Prifoner, and all his Servants Oiould 
ufittUn ne removed from him ; upon which, and becaufe the Com* 
^g'Anl^ miflioners had no power to treat with him, but were only to 
»*^' receive his pofitive Anfwer, he refolv'd that his Anfwer fhouJd 
sot be known till it was deliver'd to the Parliament ; and 
that, in the mean time , he would endeavour to make his 
CTcape^ before new Orders could be fent from Wefimh^er\ fb 

when 
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when the Comroiffioners came to receive his Anfwer, be gkve 
it CO them fealed. The Earl of DenUgif^ who wis the chief ^V ^ 
of the CommiiSonerS) and a rerfon very ungracious to the^^^^^^ 
King, told him, ^' that though they had no Aumoricy to treat rJp^r/i^ 
^' with him, or to do any thing but to receive his AnCwtx^mtH$ Cm^ 
^yet they were not to be looked upon as Common MeCRxi-"*!^"^'' 
^^ gers, and to carry back an Anfwer that they had not feen: 
And, upon the matter, refufed to receive it; and faid, '^diey 
^' would return without any, except they m^ht fee what they 
" carried. 

His Majefly conceived that their return without his An- 
(wer would be attended with the worft Confequences ; and 
therefore he told them, ^^ that he had fome reafon for having 
'^ oflfer'd to deliver it to them in that manner ; but if they 
*^ would give him their words^ that the Communicating it to 
^' them (bould be attended with no prejudice to him, he would 
^^open it, and caufe it to be read, which they readily under- 
took fas in truth they knew no reafon tofufpeft it) and 
thereupon he open'd it, and gave it one to read. The An* 
fwer was, *'that his Majefty had always thought it a matter 
^^ of great difficulty to comply in fuch a manner with all en- 
^' gaged Interefts, that a firm and lading Peace might enfue ; 
** In which opinion he was now confirm'd, (ince the Cpm* 
^^ miflioners for Scotland do folemnly proteft againft the feve- 
'^ ral Bills, and Propofitions, which the two Houfes of Par- 
^^ liament had prefented to him for his Aflent ; fo that it was 
'^not poflible for him to give fuch an Anfwer as might be 
^^ the foundation of a hopeful Peace. He gave them manv un- 
anfwerable reafons, '^ why he could not pafs the four Bills ias 
*^ they were ofier'd to him ; which did not only deveft him 
^' of all Soveraignty, and leave him without any poffifoility of 
'' recovering it to him or his Succeflbi s, but open'd a door 
*' for all intolerable oppreflions upon his Subjeds^ he granting 
^' fuch an Arbitrary and Uiimited Power to the two Houles» 
He told them, '^ that neither the delire of being freed from 
^^ that tedious and irkfome Condition of Life, which he had 
^'folong fuffcr'd, nor the apprehenfion of any thing that might 
^^be&l him, fhould ever prevail with him toconfent to any 
'^ one A£b, till the conditions of the whole Peace fhould be cen- 
<^ eluded; and then that he would be ready to give all juft 
^^and reaibnable fatisfadion, in all particulars; and for the ad- 
^'jufiking of all this, he knew no way but a Perfonal Treaty 
'* (and merefore very earnefily defired the two Houfes to con- 
'^ient to it) to be either at Umdo^y or any other place they 
'f would rather choofe. AGR>on as this Anfwer, or to the fame 
eifieA, was read, he deliver'd it to the Commifhoners ; who no 
(boner received it than they kifled his hand, and departed for 
Wefimmfitr. Ths 
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Prtfentiy rf^ T H E Commii&oners were no fooner gone than Hammond 
ur Ham- caufed all the King's Servants!, who till then had all Liberty 

"^°? Z' ^^ ^? ^*'** ^'"^» ^^ ^ immediately put out of the Cattle j and 

j^'i W4< forbid any of them to repair thither any more^ and appointed 

StrvMtt a ftrong Guard to reftrain any Body from going to the King, 

ffm skmt if they (hould endeavour it. This exceedingly troubled, and 

^^' fiirpriied him, being an abfolute difappointment of all the hope 

he had left. He told H4mn$ond^ ^^ that it was not fuitable t& 

^' his engagement, and that it did not become a Man of Ho- 

*^ liour or Honefty to treat him fo, who had fo freely put 

" himfelf into his Hands. He asked him, whether the Com- 

'^ miffioners were acquainted with his purpofe to proceed in 

**this manner? To which he Anfwer'd, "that they were not; 

^^ but that he had an Order from the Parliament to do as he 

** had done ; and that he faw plainly by his Anfwer to the Pro- 

" pofitions, that he afted by other Counfels than ftood with 

^^ the good of the Kingdom. 

This infolent and imperious proceeding, put the Ifland 
f which was generally inhabited by a People always well af- 
feded to the Crown ) into a high Mutiny. They faid, ** they 
'^ would not endure to fee their King fo ufed, and made a 
** Prifoner. There was at that time there one Captain Burfyy 
who was of a good Family in the Ifland. He had been a 
Captain of one of the King's Ships , and was put out of his 
Command when the Fleet Rebeli'd againft the King ; and 
then he put himfelf into the King's Army, where he conti- 
nued an Officer of good Account to the end of the War, and 
was in one of the King's Armies General of the Ordnance* 
When the War was at an end, he repaired into his own Coun- 
try, the Ifk of H^lft *y where many of his Family flill lived 
in good Reputation. This Gentleman chanced to be at New- 
fortf the chief Town in the Ifland, when the King was thus 
treated, and when the People ieem'd generally to relent it 
ThereufM with (o much indignation ; and was fb much transported with 
^Y'urs ^^^ ^^^^ ^"'5^' being a Man of more Courage than ofPru- 
kT »fctf pit! dence and Circumfpedbo, that he caufed a Drum to be pre- 
fit $» tht fently bearen, and put himfelf at the head of the People who 
jpndi hit is flocked together, and ayed ** for God, the King, and the 
^^fyf^' "People J and faid, "he would lead them to the&ftle, and 

^mid,^Zu " '^^^"^ *^ ^^^ fro"^ ^^ Captivity. The attempt was pre- 
wMotttd, fently difcern'd to be irrational, and impoffible; and by the 
great diligence, and aftivity of the Khig's Servants, who had 
been put out of the Cattle, the People were quieted, and all 
Men reforted to their ownHoufes; but the poor Gentleman 
paid dear for his lil advifed and precipitate Loyalty. For 
Hammond caufed him prefently to be made Prifoner ; and the 
Parliament, without delay, fent down a CommifSon of Of^ 

and 
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and TenmatTy in which sm infamous Jodge, HMy whom 
they had made Chief Baron of the Exchequer fimr fuch Ser- 
vices, prefided ; who csLufcduooTBur/y to be, with all forma- 
lity, Indi&ed of High Treaion for Levying War againft the 
Kmg, and engaging the Kingdom in a new War^ of which 
the Jury they had brouflfht together, found him guilty ; upoo 
which their Judge coodemn'd hem, and (he Honeft Man was 
forthwith hang'd, drawn, and quarcer'd, with all the ctrcom* 
fhnces of Barbarity and Cruelty ; which ftruck a wonderfiil 
Tenor into all Men, thia being the firft precedent of their 
having brought any Man to a formal Legal Trial by the Law 
to deprive him or his Life, and make him guilty of High 
Treafon for adhering to the Kins ; and ic made a deeper io^ 
preffion upon the hearts of all Men, than all the Cruelties 
they had yet exercUed by their Courts of War ^ whidi, though 
they took away the Lives of many Idnocent Men, left their 
Eftates to their Wives and Children ; but when they £iw now, 
that they might be condemned of High Treaftm before a 
fwom Judge of the Law for ferving the King, by which their 
Eftates would be likewife Confifcated , they thought they 
fhould be iuftified if they kept their Hearts entire, without 
being involv'd by their Aftions in a Capital Tranfgreflion. 

Upon the receipt of theKhig's Anfwer, there appear'd %Hm tim 
new Spirit and Temper in the Houie of Commons ; hitherto, Kin'f ^*-' 
no Man had mention'd the King's Perfon without Duty *nd^*^.i'/*". 
Refped, and only lamented " that he was mifled by evil and ^^/l^wlJ! 
^'wicked Couniellorsj who being removed from him, he^microm*' 
^^ might by the advice of his Parliament eovem well enough, weiiv 
But now, upon the rcfufal to pafs thefc Bills, every Man's ^!«* ^^ 
mouth was open'd ^ainft him with the utn)oft Sawcinefs,and |^*^ ' 
Licence^ eacn Manftriving to exceed the other in theimpu- * 
dence and bitternefs of his Inveftive. CVmmm0 declared, 
'^ that the King was a Man of great parts<i and great under- 
^' {landing ( faculties they had hitherto endeavoured to have 
him thought to be without ) *' but that he was fo creat a dii^ 
'^/embler, and fo falfe a Man,, that he was not to be trufted. 
And thereupon, repeated manv particulars, whilft he was in 
the Army, that his Majefty wim'd diat fbch, and fuch things 
might be done, which being done to gratify him, he was du^ 
Iil^kd,and complained of it : ^* That whilft he profefled with 
^'all foleranity that he referred himfelf whokly to the Pariia*- 
^ment, and depended only upon their Wifdom andCounftl 
''for the Settlement and Q>mpofing the Diftrafiions of the 
^'Kii^om, he had; at die fame time, fecret Treaties with 
'^tbe Scoti/h Commiffioners, how he might imbroil the Nation 
^ in anew War, and defboy the Parliatnent. He concluded, 
^tlut they might no farther trouble themfelves with fendit^ 

" Meflages 
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^' Meflages to hitn, or farther Propofitioos^ but that they might 
^^ enter upon chofe Counfels which were oeccflary towards 
^^ the Settlement of the Kingdom, without havine farther re- 
^ courfe to the King. Thofe of his Party ieconded this ad- 
vice with new Reproaches upon the Perfon of the King, 
charging him with iuch abominable AAions, a$ had been ne- 
ver heard of, and could be only fuggefted from the malice of 
their own Hearts; whilit Men who had any Modefty, and 
abhbrr'd that way of proceeding, ftood ama£ a and confound- 
ed at the manner and prefumption of it, and without Courage 
to give any notable oppoficion to their Rage. So that, after 
feveral days fpent in paflionate Debates to this purpose, they 
mre^ild- Voted, *^ that they would make no more Addreifcs to the 
ir«/rif/iib^^^King, but proceed towards fettling the Government, and 
Ki>»l &c. '^ providing for the Peace of the Kingdom, in fuch manner as 
^^ they (bould judge beft for the beneht and liberty of the Sub- 
^'jed: : and a Committee was appointed to prepare aDeclar 
ration to inform and fatisfy the People of this their Refolu- 
tion, and the grounds thereof, and to aOiire them, ^< that they 
^^ had Lawful Authority to proceed in this manner. In the 
mean time, the King, who bad, from the time of his coming 
to the Ifle of JPHghfj enjoy'd the liberty of taking the Air, and 
refreftiing himfeif throughout the Ifland, and was attended by 
fuch Servants as he had appointed, or Cent for, to come thi- 
ther to him, to the time that he had refufed to pafs thofe B:lis, 
from thenceforth was no more fui&r'd to go out of the Caflle 
beyond a little ill Garden that belonged to it. And now, af- 
ter this Vote of the Houfe of Commons, that there fliould be 
no more Addrefles made to him,all his Servants i:>eing removed, 
a few new Meii^ for the moft part> unknown to his Majefty, 
were deputed to be about his Perfon to perform all thofe Of- 
fices which they believ'd might be requiute, and of whoie Fi- 
delity to themfelves they were as well afliired, as that they 
were without any Reverence or Afiedlion to the King. 

It is very true, that within few days after the King's with* 

drawing from Hamftom Court, and after it was known that 

jimtiHni he was In the Ifle of H^sgbty there was a meeting of theGe- 

weU w ^^^^^ Officers of the Army at Wmdfir , where CromweB and 

the Officers I^ft^ Were prcfcnt, to confult what fliould be done with ^e 

M wind- King. For, though Cromwell was weary of the Agitators,

Parliament, and the Army it felf, to bring what he intended 

to pafs. At this conference, the preliminaries whereof were 

always Faftings and Prayers, made at the very Council by 

CVMEnuf or Jrefm^ or fome other I^fiired PerfoOi as moft c( 

the 
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tlie Officers were, it wasrelblv'd ^'chat the King Oiould be - 
*^ profecutcd for his Life as a Criminal Perfon : of which his 
Majefty was advercifed fpeedily by ffktjbmy Quarter Matter 
General of the Army ^ who was prefenc ; tod had pretended, 
froni the firft coming of the King to the Army, to have a 
defire to ferve him, and defired to be now thought to rerain 
iiy but the Refolution was a great feaet, of which the Par- 
liament had not the leaft intimation, or jealoufy ^ but was, as 
it had been, to be co2en'd by degrees to do what they never 
inrended. Nor was his Majelty eafily perfwaded to giire cre- 
dit to (he information ; but though heexpe£ted, and thought 
itvery probable, that they would Murthcr him, he did not 
believe they would attempt it with that formality, or let the 
People know their Intentions. The great approach they 
made towa'rds it, was, their Declaration '^ that they would 
^^ make no more Addrefles to the King, that by an Inter- 
regnum they might feel the puUe of the People, and difcover 
how thev would fubmit to another form of Government ^ 
and yet all Writs, and Procefs of Juftlce, and all Commiffi* 
ons, ft ill ifliied in the King's Name without his confent or 
privity ^ and little other change or alteration, but that what 
was before done by the King himfelf, and by his immediate 
Order, was now performed by the Parliament ; and, inftead 
of A&s of Parliament , they made Ordinances of the two 
Houfes to fcPTG all their occafions ^ which found the fame 
Obedience from the People. 
This Declaration of no more Addrefles, contain'd a chargers Ktu tf 



againft the King of whatfoever had been done amifs from»»"w»-^ 
the beginning of his Government, or before, not without a^J^Si "£^4 
dired Infinuation, as if ^^He had confoired with the Duke^^/^^i^. 
^^ ofBuckwgham agaipft the life of his Father ; the prejudice 
'' he had brought upon the Proteftant Religion in Forreiga 
'^ parts, by lending nis Ships to the King of Pratui, who im- 
** ploy 'd them ^ainft Rocbel: they renew'd the remembrance, 
and reproach of all thofe grievances which had been men- 
tioned iti their firft Remon^rance of the State of the King- 
dom, and repeated all the calumnies which had been con» 
tain'd in all their Declarations before and after the War ; 
which had been all fo fully Anfwer'd by his Majefty, that the 
world was convinced of their Rebellion and Treafon : they 
c^harged him with being ^^ the caufe of all the blood that had 
^* been fpilr, by his having made a War upon his Parliament, 
^^ and rejeAing all Overtures of Peace which had been made 
'^ to him ; and in regard of all thefe diings, they refolv'd to 
^^ make no more Addrefs to him, but, by tbeir own Autho- 
^' rity^ to provide for the Peace and Welfare of the King-.

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This Declaration found much oppofidoo in the Hoi^e of 
Commons, in lefped of the particular reproaches they had 
now caft upon the Perfon of the King, which they had here- 
tofore, in their own publiQi'd Declarations to the People, 
charged upon the evil Counfellors, and Ferfons about him j 
and fome Perfons had been fentenced, and condemned, for 
thofe very crimes which they now accufed his Majefty c^^ 
But there was much more exception to their coocluuon from 
thofe premifes, that therefore they would addrefs themfelves 
Mr May- tio more to him ^ and Johm Majnardy a Member of the Houfe, 
jiard'i ./tfr-and a Lawyer of great eminence, who had too much com- 
ffm€iu «. plied and concurred with their irregular, and unjuft proceed- 
I4»»f tt, j^gg^ ^j-j^j^ ^^ jj^j ^j^j^ gj^gj^j vehemence oppofed, and con- 

tradiAed the moft odious Parts of their JDeclaratioo, told 
them plainly, ^' that by this refolution of making no more 
^' Addre(^s to the King, they did, as far as in Them lay, 
'^ diflolve the Parliament ; and that, from the time of that de- 
^^termination, he knew not with what fecurity, in point of 
'^ Law, they could meet together, or any Man joyn with them 
^^ in their Counfels : That it was of theEflence of Parliament, 
^^ that they (hould upon all occafions repair to the King ; and 
^' that his Majefty's refiifal at any time to receive their Peti- 
^' tions, or to admit their Addrefles, had been always held 
^'tbehigheft breach of their Privilege, becaufeit tended to 
^^ their di(S)]ution without difiblving them ; and therefore if 
^ they fliould now, on their parts, determine that they would 
^^ receive no more Meflages tram him ( which was likewife a 
^^ part of their Declaratioa ) nor make any more addrds to 
'^ him, they did, upon the matter, declare that they were no 
^' longer a Parliament : and then, how could thi» People look 
^< upon them as fuch ? This Argumentatioa being boldly 
prels'd by a Man of that Learning and Authority, who had 
very feldom not been believ'd, made a great impreffion upon 
all Men who had not proftituted thenofelves to Cr»mueBy and 
his Party. But the other fide meant not to maintain their re- 
folution by dilcourfes , well knowing where their itrength 
lay ^ and fo ftill qa)led for the Queftk>n ; which was carried 
by a plurality of Voices, as they foresaw it would ; very 
many Perfons who abhorr'd the determination, not having 
Courage to provoke the poweirful Men by owning their dif- 
fent j odieis, fatisfyii^ theipfelves with the refolution to with* 
draw themfelves, and to bear no &rther part in the Gounfels ; 
which JMaynard himfelf did j and came no luore to theHoufe 
in very many Months, nor till there feena'd to be fuch ad 
alteration in the mixids of Men, that there would be a re- 
verfal of that ^nonftrous deiermination i and mwj odiers 
did the fame. 

When 
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When this Declaration was thus pafled the Commons, 
and by chem fenc to the Houfe of Peers for their concurrence, 
the Manner or the Matter was of that importance as to need 
much Debate ; but, with as little formality as was poflible, 
ic had the concurrence of that Houfe, and was immediately 
Printed, and publiihed, and new Orders fent to the Ifle of 
lf%bf^ for the more ftrid looking co, and guarding the King, 
that he might not efeape. 

The publifliing this Declaration wrought very different 
eSk&s in the minds of the People, from wnat thejf expeded 
it would produce ; and it appear'd to be fo publickly detefted, 
that many who had ferv'd the Parliament in feveral unwar- 
rantable Imployments and CommifSons, from the beginning 
of the War, in the City and in the Country, withdrew them- 
felves from the Service of the Parliament; and much in- 
veigh'd againft it, for declining all the Principles upon which 
they had engaged them. Many private Penons took upon 
them to pubiifli Anfwers to that Declaration, that, the King 
himfelf being under (o ftrid a reftraint that he could make 
no Anfwer, the People might not be poyfon'd with the be^ 
lief of it. And the feveral Anfwers of this kind wrought 
very much upon the People, who open'd their Mouths very 
loud againft the Parliament and the Army ; and the clamour 
was encreafed by the increafe of Taxes, and Impofitions, 
which were raifed by new Ordinances of Parliament upon the 
Kingdom ^ and though they were foentireljr poflefled of the 
whole Kingdom, and the Forces and Garrifons thereof, that 
they had no Enemy to fear or apprehend, yet they disbanded 
no part of their Army ; and nocwithftanding they raffed in- 
credible Sums of Money, upon the Sale of the Church and 
the Crown Lands ^ for which they found Purchafers enough 
amongft their own Party in the City, Army, and Country, 
and upon compofition with Delinquents, and the fale of their 
Lands who rdfufed, or could not be admitted, to compound 
^ which fewrefiifed to do who could be admitted, in regard 
that their Eftateswere all under Sequeftration, and theRentt 
thereof paid to the Parliament, fo that till they compounded 
they had nothing to fupport themfelves, whereby they were 
driven into extreme wants and neceffities , and were com- 
]^led to make their Compofitions, at how unreafonable rates 
ibever, that they might thereby be enabled to fell fome part, 
to preierve the reft , and their Houfes from being puUea 
down, and their Woods from being wafted or fpoiled ) Not- 
with&oding all thefe vaft receipts, which they ever pre- 
tended (hould eafe the People of their Burthen . and (hould 
fuffice to pay the Army their ex^nces at Sea, and Land, their 
debts were fo great, that they rsufed the publick Taxes ; and, 

bcfides 
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befides all Cuftoms,and Excife, they Levied a Monthly Con- 
. tribution of above a hundred thouGind pounds by a Land Tax 
throughout the Kingdom ; which was more than had been 
ever done before, and it being at a time when they had no 
Enemy who contended with them, was an Evidence that it 
would have no end, and that the Army was dill to be kept 
up, to make good the rcfolution they had taken, to have no 
more to do with the King ; and that made the refolution ge- 
nerally the more odious. All this grew the more infupport- 
able, by reafon that upon the publifliing this laft monftrous 
Declaration, mod of thofePerfons of condition, who, as hath 
been faid before, had been feduced to do them Servicethrough« 
out the Kingdom, declined to appear longer in fo deteftable 
an imployment ^ and now a more inferior fort of the com- 
mon People fucceeded in thofe imployments, who thereby 
exercUed fo great infolence over thofe who were in Quality 
above them, and who always had a power over them, that it 
was very grievous ; and for this , let the circumftances be 
what they would, no redrefs could be ever obtained, all df- 
ftindtion of Quality being renounced. They who were not 
above the condition of ordinary inferior Conflable8,fix or feven 
years before, were now thejuftices of Peace, and Sequcftrators, 
andCommiiiioners ; who executed the Commands of the Par- 
liament, in all the Counties of the Kingdom, with fuch rigour 
and Tyranny, as was natural for fuch Perfons to ufe over and 
towards thofe upon whom they had formerly looked at fuch a 
diftance. But let their fufierings be never fo great, and the 
murmur and difcontent never fo general, there was no (hadow 
of hope by which they might difcem any poffible relief: fo 
that they who had ftruggl^ as long as tiiey were able, fubi- 
mitted patiently to the Yoke, with the more fatisfaftion, in 
that they faw many of thofe who had been the principal Con- 
trivers of all the mifchiefs to fatisfy their own Ambition, and 
that they might govern others, reduced to almoft as ill a con- 
dition as themfelves, at leaft to as little Power, and Autho- 
rity, and Security j whilft the whole Government of the Na- 
. tion remained, upon the matter, wholely in Their hands who 
in the beginning of the Parliament were fcarce ever heard 
of, or their names known but in the places where they inha- 
bited. 

The King being in this melancholick negleflted Condi- 
tton, and the Kingdom poflefled by the new Rulers, without 
controul, in th^ new method of Government , where every 
thing was done, and fubmiited to, which they propounded, 
they yet found that there was no foundatk)n laid for their 
Peace, and future Security } that befide the general difcontent 
of liie Nation, which for the prefcm they did ^ot fear, they 

wcra 
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were to expedl new Troubles from IreUmd^ and from Se9t* 
Umd'j which would, iotheProgiefSj haveaa influence upon 
England. 

1 N IreUmi ( which chey had totally neglefied from the ^^ ^ff^ff 
time of the difierences andconcefls between the Parliament '^^^"^"'^ 
and the Army, and from the Kind's being in the Army ) 
though chey were poflefled of Dutlm^ and upon the matter^ 
of the whole Province of Mmfter^ by the adivicy of the Lord 
ImcUfumy and the Lord BroghiU-^ yet the Irifb Rebels had 
very great Forces, which cover'd all the other parts of the 
Kingdom. But they had no kind of fears of the Iri/bj whom 
tbey vanquiflied as often as they faw, and never declined 
Fighting upon any inequality of Numbers : chey had an ap- 
prehenuon of another Enemy. The Marquis Of Ormond had 
often attended the King at Hamftam Court, and had great re- 
fort to him, whilftheftay'd in LtmdaH^ by all thofe who had 
ferv'd the King, and not lefs by thofe who were known to 
be unfatisfy'd with the proceedings both of the Parliament 
and the Army ; and by the Scot^ Commiffioncrs, who had 
frequently private Meetings with him ; infomuch as the Of- 
ficers of the Army, who save the firft motion to all extrava- 
gant Ads of p6wer, had refolv'd to have apprehended and 
imprifon'd him, as a Man worthy of their fear, though they 
had nothing to charge him witii ; and bv his Articles, he had 
liberty to £y fix Months where he would in Efiglamd ( which 
time was little more than half expired ) and then he might 
Tranfporc himfelf into what part he defired • beyond the Seas. 
The IVf arquis had notice of this their purpoie ; and having 
conferr'd with his Majefty as much as was neceflary, upon a 
reafonable forefight of what was like to fall out, (hortly after, 
or abo^it the time that the King left Hamftou Court, he in 
di^uife, and without being attended by more than one Ser^ Thi vUfftU 
vant, rid into Sit^x ; and in an obfcure and unguarded Port^Tornozid 
or Harbour, put himfelf on board a Shallop , which fafely'^^^*;'';^ 
Tranfported him into Normandy 5 from whence he waited up- ,^ EngUndl 
on the Queen, and the Prince ofH^aleSy txFdrhi to whominftFraace. 
be could not but be very welcome. 

At the fiime time, there were CommiflSoners arriv'd from 
Irr/ifffi' from the Confederate Roman Catholicks ; who, after 
they bad driven the King's Authority . from them , quickly 
{bund chey needed it for their own prefervation. The Fadi- 
ons grew {b great amongft the Irifb themlelves, and the Pope'a 
hfuntio exercifed his Authority with fo great Tyranny and 
Jnfblence, that ail were weary of him ; and found that the 
Parliament , aflbon as thdy (hould fend more Forces over,' 
would eafily, by reafon of their divifions, reduce them into 
great ftreights, and neceffities. They therefore fent CommiC- 
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Goners' to the Queen and Prince to defire, <' that by their fa- 
'Wour^ they mig^c have the King's Authority again among 
*' them ^ to which they promifed, for the future, a ready obe- 
dtence^ with many acknowledgemefits of their former mtfcar- 
riage and ill behaviour. It is very true that the Marquis of 
AK$rim^ who was one of theCommiflioners, and was always 
ipfeparable from the higheft Ambition ( though without any 
Qu^tfications for any great Tnift ) had entertain d the hope, 
that by the Queen's nivour, who had too good an opinion of 
him, the Government of JreAcxr^ fhould be committed to Him, 
and his Condu& ; which none of the other Commiffioners 
thought of, nor had their Eyes fixed on any Man but the Mar- 

?^oiOrm(md^ in whom the King's Authority was veiled^ 
)r he remain'd ftill Lieutenant of Ireland by the King's Coro- 
miifion ; and they had reafoin to believe that all the EftgBlh 
PfOteftants, who had formerly liv'd under his Government 
.( without a conjunAion with whom, they well forefaw the 
Ifi(b would not be able to defend or preferve themfelves ) 
would return to the fame obedience, afloon as he (hould re- 
turn CO receive it The Queen and the Prince thought not of 
trufting any other in that moft hazardous and difficult Im- 
ployment, and fo referred tbeCommiffionersto make all their 
Overtures, and Propofitions to him ; who knew well enough, 
what they would not do if they could, and what they could 
not do if ihe]j| had a mind to it^ and how devoted foeverhe 
was to the King's Service, nothing propofed or undertaken 
by them, could have been the leaft inducement to htm to en- 
gage hinifelf, and to depend upon their Fidelity. But there 
were three things, which with the great and entire Z^al for the 
King's Service, to which he had dedicated himfelf, made him 
believe that he might with fome fuccefs appear again in that 
Kingdoni, in this conjunAure ^ and that his fo doing, might 
have a good efied upon the temper of &glknd towards the 
mending his Majeily's Condition there. 
To»iu$f^ First, the Cardinal Maz^wm ( who then abfolutely go- 
tha mwed vem'd Fraifo$ ) feem'd very earneflly to advife it, and pro- 
tb$ lAartiitis mifed to fupply him with a good Sum of Money, and ftore of 
^^* «-<»» Armcs'and Ammunition to carry with him ; whk:h he knew 
Mi« re and ^^^^ ^^y y^^^ ^^ difpofe of there. Secondly, he was privy 

to the ScotififEng^gcmcnty and to a relblution (k many Peribos 
of great Honour in £9^^!m^ to appear in Armesat thelame 
time 'j which was de&gn'd for the Shimmer following ; where- 
by the Parliament, and Army, which were like to have new 
divifions amongft themfelves, would not be able to fend any 
confiderable Supplies into IrelMod; without which, their 
Power there, was not like to be Formidable. Thirdly, which 
was a greater Encouragement than the other two^. he had, 
- a during 
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during hb abode in Effglandy held a clofe oonefpondence 
wich the Lord ImUfinmy Pr^deoc of the Province ofMttm- 
fttr In Irelmtdy who had the full Power of Command of all 
che Effgi^ Army there ^ which was a better Bod v of Men 
than tte ParUamenc had in anv other part of that kfaiedom. 
That Lord was weary of his Mailers, and did not thvML the 
Service he had done tne Parliament (which indeed had been 
very great, and without whidi it it very probable that whole 
Kii^om had been united to his Majeft/s Service ) well re* 
quited y and did really and heartily abhor the Proceedings of 
the Parliament, and Army, towards the King; and did t&re- 
fore refolveto redeem wnat he had formerly done amifs, with 
expofing all he had for his Majefty's Reftoration ; and had 
frmkly promifed the Marauis to receive him into Mmft^fis the 
King's Lieutenant of that kingdom ; and that That whole Pro- 
vince, and Army, (hould pay him all Obedience ; and that 
againft the time he Ihould be fure of his prefence, he would 
make a Ceflation with the Irtjb in Order to a firm conjundUon 
of that whole Kingdom for the King. After the Marquis came 
into VtMue^ he received ftill Letters from that Lord to haften 
his Journey thither. 

These were the Motives which difpofed the Marquis to 
comply with the Queen's, and the Prince's Command to pre- 
pare himlelf for that Expedition ; and fo he concerted all 
things with the Ir^ Commiffioners ; who returned into their 
Country, with promifes to difpoie their General Aflembly to 
content to thofe Conditions as might not bring a greater pre- 
judice to the King, than any conjun&ion with them could be 
of advantage. 

The ^rliament had too many Spies, and Agents at Parii^ 
not to be informed of whatfoever was whifper'd there ^ but 
whether they undervalued any conjunAion with the Ir^ ( for 
of the Lord Inchifum they had no fufpicion ) or were confi- 
dent of the Cardinal's kmdneis, that he would not advanced 
anyde^gn againft them, they were not fo apprehenfive of 
Trouble from Irelani as they were of their Brethren from 
Sctabmd^ where they heard of ereat preparations, and of a 
purpofe to call a Parliament, and toraiie an Army; which, 
they believ'd, would find too many Friends in E^gUndj the 
Presbyterian Party holding up their Heads again, both in the 
Parliament, and the City. Befides, they knew that feme Per- 
fonsof (^ality and Intereft, who had ferv'd the King in good 
Command in the late War, were gone into ScotLmJ, and well 
received there ; which, they thought, would draw the King's 
Party together upon the firft appearance. 

After thcfong had been fo infamoufly delivered up to 
the Parliament by the Scots at Nno-CaftU^ and aflbon as the 
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Army had poflefled themfelves of him, that Nation was m 
terrible Apprehenfion that the Officers of the Army would 
have made their Peace, and eftablifhed their own greameft 
by reftoring the King to his juft Rights, of which &ey had 
fo fouly deprived him^ and then the confcience of their guile 
made them prefame, what Their Lot muft be ; and therefore, 
the fame Commiffioners who had been joyn'd with the Com- 
mittee of Parliament in all the Tranfadions , made haft to 
Wefimmffer again to their old Seats, to keep their Ineereft ; 
which was great in all the Presbyrerian Party, both of Par-^ 
liaroent and City ; for there remained ftill the £ime profeffion 
of maintaining the Arid Union between the two Kingdoms, 
and that all Tranfadions Ihould be by joynt Counfels. And 
aflbonasthe King appeared with fomeihew of Liberty, and 
his own Servants had leave to attend him, no Men appeared 
with more confidence than the J'lrtf/^Commiffioners ^ the Earl 
of Ltnpden^ the Earl of LautkerJale^ and the reft } as if they 
had been the Men who had oontriv'd his Reftoration: No 
Men info frequent Whifpers with the King; and t6ey found 
fomeway to get themfelves fomuch believ'd by the Queen, 
with whom they held a diligent Correfpondence y that her 
Majefty very earneftly perfwaded the King ^^ to truft them, 
^^as the only Perfons who had Power and Credit to do him 
'^Service, and to redeem him from the Captivity he was in. 
Duke Hamf&ony who had been fent Prifoner by the King to 
theCaftle ofFendenn^y and had been delivered from thence 
by the Army, when that place was taken in the end ^the 
War, had enjoyed his Liberty at Landon^ and in his own Houfe 
at Ccelfiy^ as long as he thought fit, that is, near as long as 
the King was with the Sfiot^ Army and at Nnu^CafiU ; and 
fome time before his Majefty was deliver'd up totlie Parlia- 
ment Commiffioners, he went into Scotland to his own Houfe 
l^uki Ha- at Hams/ton ; looked upon by that Nation as one who had 
nilconxwunjuftly fufier'd under the King's lealoufy, and difpleafure, 
m«Scoc- j^j^3 who remained ftill very faitbml to him ^ and during the 
timethat heremain'din and about Londom, he found means 
to con verfe with many of the King's Party, and made great 
profeflions that he would do the King a very fignal Service, 
which he defired them to aflurehis Majefty of; and feem'd 
exceedingly troubled and afliamed at his Country Men's giv- 
ing up the King. His having no ibare in that infamy ma^e 
him tne more itu&ed in England^ and to be received with the 
more refped in Scotland by all tfaiofe who abhorr'd that Tranf- 
adion. 

The Commiffioners who attended his Majeftjr, madeRreat 
Apologies for what had been done, imputing it wholely to 
the ^^ malice and power of the Marquis QiArgjh^ and to his 
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^Credit, uod Authority in the Council, and in the Army ; 

^^fothat nothing coulci bedone which wasdcfired byHoneft 

'^Men; but that now Duke Hgmiham was amongft them^ 

"who they knew was moft devoted to his Majefty, ihcy 

"Ihould be able to over- power Arfjh^ and the proceedings 

*^ of the Army and the Parliament, were (b foul, and fo con- 

^imy to their publick Faich, that they were confident that 

^^'^^tUmd would rife as one Man for his Maiefty's defence 

^ and vindication; and they were well afliirecl, there would 

^iiidi a Party in England of thofe who were faithful to his Ma- 

^f&jy appear at the fame time, that there would be little 

^queftioQ of being able, between them, to be hard enough 

"for that part of the Army that would oppofe them > which 

his Majefty knew well was refolv'd by many Perfons of Ho- 

DOur, who afterwards perform'd what they had promifed. 

When the Commiffioners had, by thefe Infinuations, 
gam'd new Credit with the King, and had undertaken, that 
their Invading Etfglsnd with an Army equal to the undertak* 
ing, fhould be the foundation upon which all other hope^ 
were to depend ( for no attempt in Englamd could be reaion- 
able before fuch an Invafion,which was like wife to be haflen'd, 
that it might be at the fame time when the Marquis of Ormaml 
fliould appear in Ireland) they begun to propofe many Condi- ^^ cmmP' 
ttons, which would be necefl&ry for his Majefty to engage jy^^p^.^ 
himfelf to perform towards that Nation; without which itscochodV 
would not be eafy to induce it into fo unanimous a Confent and r*^^^ , 
Engagement, as was neceffiiry for fuch an Enterprife. They ^V^^ 
required, as a thing without which nothing was to be under- Hampcon 
taken, ^ that the Prince of fValis (hould be prefent with £Wi. 
^'them, and march in the head of their Army; and defired 
^ that advertifenoent, and order, might be fcnt to that pur- 
^'pofe to the Queen, and the Prince, at F^is ; that fo his 
^'Highneis might be ready for the Voyage, aflbon as they 
^fliould be prepared to receive him. Thelwhig would by no 
means confent that the Prince (hould go into Scotland^ being 
too well acquainted with the manners and fidelity of that Par- 
ty there ; but he was contented, that when they fliould have 
entered Engiand with their Army, then the Prince of IVakt 
fliould put himfelf in the head of them. They demanded, 
^^that iuch a number of ^ir^fx-men (hould be always in the 
** Court, of the Bed-Chamber, and all other places about the 
"Perfons of the King, and Prince, and Duke of Tork : That 
** Berwick and CarltftSy (hould be put into the hands of the 
^^ Scots 'y and (bme other Conceflions with reference to the 
Nbrrhern Counties; which trenched fo far upon the Honour 
and Intereft of the EngUfh^ that his Majefty utterly refufed to 
oonfent to it ; and to the Agreement was not concluded 
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when the King left Hamptom Court. But. aflbon as he was 
at the Ifle of U^ghty the Sc0t$lb Oommimov^s repaired to 
him, at the fame time with thofe who were fent to him from 
the Parliament for his Royal Aflent to thoie four Bills fpoken 
of before; then, in that fealbn of defpair, they prevailed with 
which Tnt^^voi to Sign the Propositions he had formerly refiifed ; and, 
rtf. having great apprehenGon from the Jealoufies they knew the 




Wight,, from whence they eafily found means afterwards to re- 
ceive it. So conftant were thofe Men to their Principles, and 
fo wary to be fure to be no lofers by returning to their Alle- 
giance ; to which neither Conicience nor Honour did invite 
or difpofe them. So after a ftay of feme Months at London 
to adjuft all Accounts, and receive the remainder of thofe 
Monies they had fo dearly Earn'd, or fo much of it as they 
had hope would be paid, they return'd to Scotland^ with the 
hatred and contempt of th« Army, and the Parliament, that 
was then govern'd by it ; but with the veneration of the Pref- 
byterian Party, which ilill had faith in them, and exceedingly 
depended upon their future Negotiation ; which was how in- 
cumbent upon them : and in order thereunto, afaii interoourfe 
and correfpondence was fettled, as well by con&ant Letters, 
as by frequent EmiOaries of their Clergy, or other Perfons, 
whofe devotion to their Combination was unqucftionable. 

I T can never be enough wondcr'd at that the Scot^ Pref- 
byterians, being a watcmUl and crafty People, the principal 
of whom were as unreftrain'd by Conicience as any of the Of- 
ficers of the Army were, and only intended their particular 
advantage and ambition, fliould yet hope to carry on their In« 
tereft by fuch conditions, and limitations, as ail wife Men (aw 
mull abfolutely ruin and dcftroy it. They knew well enough 
the Spirit of their own People, and that though it would be 
no hard matter to draw a numerous Army enough together, 
yet that being together it would be able to do very" little to- 
wards any vigorous attempt^ and therefore their chief depen- 
dence was upon the Afliftance they fliouId find ready to joya 
with them in EffUnd. It is true, they did believe the Body 
of the Presbyterians in England to oe much more confiderable 
than in truth ic was ; yet they did, or might have known, 
that the moft confiderable Perfons who in the oonteft with the 
other Fadion were content to be thought Presbyterians, were 
fo onl^ as they thought it might reftore the King ; which they 
more unpatiently defired, than any alteration in the Govern* 
ment of the Churchy and that they did heartily intend a con- 
mdion with all the Royal Party , upon whofe Intereft, 

Con^u<t 
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Coaduft, and Courage, they did Qx>re rely than opoo the 
power of the Sc^ts ; who did poblickly profefa that all the 
king's Friends fiiould be moft welcome , and reoeiv'd by 
them i nor did they craft any one Prc^yterian in EmiMml 
with che ktiowledge of the Panicuiars contaio'd in the klptst* 
menc with the King ; hue concealed it between the three Per- 
fons who tranfaded it ; «nd if it had been knoWn» CrmmpM 
mighi: as eafily have overrun the Country before their Armv 
Invaded J&f^Umd, as he did afterwards ; nor Wdttld one £sf 4p 
Man have joyn'd with them. Befides the infanUmd CircUiii- 
ftances by which they extorted Coneeifions from the K^, 
which would have render'd adV Contraft odious ( it being 
made in tiiofe four days, whjkiQ were aU chat were affign'd 
bocb CO che E^ij/B and Scat^ GotQmiflioners, fo chat his Ma- 
jefty had not only no cime co advife with others, buc oould not 
advt& with Himlelf upon fo fnany monftious Parclo^s as 
were demanded of him by both K^gdoms i which if he could 
have done, he would no iHore then have fubmitied Co tftiemy 
than lie did afterwards upon long deliberation^ and when his 
Life appeared to be in mere manmftdanger by his reftiikl ) die 
Particalarff themfelvcs were Ch6 moft icandalous, and deroga- 
tory to the Honour and Intereft of tlft Eftgl^ Nation $ and 
would have been abominated, if known and underftood, by 
all Men, with all poffibto indignation. 

After chey had made his Majefty give a good Teftimotiy ThifidfisM 
of their League and CdVenaot, in the Pre&ce of their Agree- •/'*« ^'»«- 
menc, and *' that the intentions of thofc who had entered inm ^^/'^'^ 
'* ir, were real for the prefervation of his Majefty's Perfon *|^^ 
'^ and Authority, according to their AUemnce, and ho ways 
*^ CO diminifli his juft Power andGreatneft, they oMiifed hhn 
^' aflboo as he oodd^ with Freedom, Honour, and Safety, be 
^' prefentkia free ParKamenr, to confirm the faid League and 
^ Covenaot by AA of Parliament in both Kingdoms, for the 
^* fecartty of aU who had taken, of (faoukt take it. It is true, 
they admitted a Provifo, ^^ that none who waa unwiUing^ 
'^ IfaouM be conftrain'd to take it. They Mkewife oblig'd his 
Majefty ^' co confirm by Ad of Parliament in Bt^kndy Pref- 
'^bycerian Government; the Dlredory for worfliip; ^ the 
^ AflemUy of Divines at WtfimhifitT^ for three years ^ fo thit 
'^ his Majefty, and his Houfhoid, (hould not be hindered from 
" ufing chat form of Divine Service he had formerly pradtked; 
^^and that during thofe three vears there fliould be a ConftfK 
^'tation with the Aflembly of Divines, to which twenty of 
^' the King's nomination fliould be added, and fame from the 
^^ Church of ScHhni\ and thereupon itlhoold be decernmAi 
'^ by his Majefty, and the two Houfes of Paritameolr, whic 
*^ form of Government (hould be eftabliih'd after the eipira- 
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^ tion of thofe years, as (hould be moft agreeable to the word 
^< of God : that an eSedtual courfe (hould be taken by A& of 

/^Parliament, and all other ways needful or expedient, for the 

^' fuppreffing the opinions and praAices of Anti-Trinitarians, 
^^Arians, &cinians, Anti^Scripturifts, Anabaptifts, Ancino- 
^^mians, Arminians, Faroylifts, Brownifts, Separatifts, Inde- 
^'pendents, Libertines, and Seekers; and, generally, for the 
^ fuppreffing all Blafphemy, Hereiy, Schifm, and all fuch 
^' fcandalous Doftrines and praftices as are contrary to the 
^^ light of Nature, and to the known Principles of Chriftia- 
^*nity, whether concerning Faith, Worfiiip, or Converfe- 

^* tion, or the power of Godlinefs, or which may be deftni- 
**dtive to Order and Government, or to the Peace of the 
**Church or Kingdom. The King promifcd, .** that in the 
'^ next Seffion of Parliamaat, after the Kingdom of ScotUmi 
^ fhoold declare for his Majefty, in purfuance of this Agree- 
^^ment, he fltould in Perfon, or by Commiflion, co^urm the 
^^ League and Covenant in that Kingdom; and concerning 
^^ all the Adb pafled in the laft Parliament of that Kingdom, 
his Majefty cfeaared, ^^ that he (bouid then likewife foe con- 
^' tent to give afliirance by A& of Parliament, that neither 
^* He, nor his Succeflbrs, (hould Quarrel, call in Queftion, or 
•'command the contrary of any of them, nor queftion any for 
^' giving Obedience to the fame. Then they made a long re- 
cital of '* the Agreement the Parliament of England had made, 
^* when the Scots Army returned to Scatlamd^ that the Army 
^* under Fairfax (hould be disbanded ^ and of that Army's fub- 
^* mitting thereunto ; of their taking the King from Holmbj^ 
**and keeping him Prifoner till he fled from them to the lile 
^*of Wight ^ andfince that time both his Majefty, and the 
♦*Commiffioners for the Kingdom of Scotland^ had very earn- 
f*eftiy defired that the King might come to Lumdom^ m fafety, 
^' honour, and freedom, for a rerfonal Treaty with the two 

. f' Houfcs and the Commifljoners of the Parliament ofScotlandy 
•' which, they faid, had been granted, but that the Army 
f'had, in violent manner, forced away divers Members of the 
^* Parliament from the difcharge of their truft, and poflefled 
"themfelves of the City oiLondon, and all the ftrengths, and 
^^ Garrifons of the Kingdoms : And that by the ftrength, and 
^'influence of that Army, and their adherents, Propofitions 
f*and Bills had been fent to the King without the advice and 
** confent of the Kingdom of Scotland^ contrary to the Treaties 
^* which are between the two Kingdoms, and deftruAive to 
** Religion, his Majefty's juft Rights, the Privileges of Parlia- 
f ^ ment, and Liberty of the Subjeft 5 from which Propofitions^ 
f ^ and Bills, the Sc^tifh Commiffioners had diOented, and pro- 
f ^ tefted againftji iri il^ iiamct of the Kingdoor of ScotLmd. 
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After this preamble, and recical, they fald, ^^chat for* 
^'afhiuch as his Majefty is willing to give fatisfaftion coocero- 
^^ ing the fecrling Religion, and other matters in difflrrence, as 
^^is elcpreft in this Agreement, the Kingdom of Se^rUnd doth 
'^ oblig^ and engage it lelf, firit, in a peaceable way and man- 
^^ ner to endeavour chat the King may come to London in fafe^ 
^'ty, honour, and freedom, for a reribnal Treaty with the 
^' Houfes of Parliament aiid the Commiffioners of Seothmdy 
^'upoa (uch PropoStioDS as Siouki be muruaity agreed on bc- 
<' tween the Kingdoms, and fuch Propoficions as his Mjjefty 
''ibould think fit to* make^ and for this end all Armies 
^'fliould be disbanded; and in cafe that this fliould not be 
'^granted, chat Declarations (hould be emitted by the King- 
'^ dpm of SettUmd in purfuance of this Agreement, againft the 
'^ unjufl: proceedings of the two Houfes of Parliament towards 
'^his Majefty and the Kingdom of Scotland ^^ in which they 
^' wouM aflert the Right that belonged to the Crown, in rhe 
^* power <rf the Militia, the Great Seal, beftowing of Ho- 
*' nours and Offices of Truft, choice of the Privy Counfcllors, 
'^ and the Right of the King's Negative Voice in Parliament : 
'* And that the Queen's Majefty, the Prince, and the reft of 
^ the Royal Iflue, ought to remain where his Majefty ihall 
'^ think he in cither of his Kingdoms, with fafety, honour, 
^^and freedom : That* upon the Killing out this Declaration, 
'^ an Army Qioold be (ent out of Scot law into England ^ for the 
^^prefervation, and eftabii(hment of Religion ; for defence of , 
'^ his Majefty's Peribn, and Authority, and reftoring him to 
''his Government, to the juft Rights of the Crown, and his 
"full Revenues; for defence of the Privileges of Parliament, 
''and Liberties of the Subject ; for making a firm Union be- 
"tween the Kingdoms under his Majefty, and his Pofterity, 
'' and fettling a lafting Peace. In purfuance whereof, the 
Kingdom of Scotland was to endeavour ''that there might be 
" a free and full Parliament in England^ and that his Majefty 
'' may be with them in honour, fafety, and freedom ^ and 
'' chat a fpeedy period be (et to the prefent I^sirliament. And 
"they undertook, that the Army which they would raife, 
"fliould be upon its march, before the Meiligc and Declara- 
" tion fliould be deliver d to the Houfes. It was' farther a- 
greed, " that all fuch in the Kingdoms of England^ and ire- 
^^lamd^ as would joyn with the Kingdom of Scotland in pur- 
'' fuance of this Agreement, fliould be protcded by his Majefty 
^ in their Perfons, and Eftates ; and that ali his Maiefty's Sub- 
^' jefts in England or Inland who would joyn with him, in 
^' purfuance of this Agrecmenr,might come to the Scotjft} Army, 
''and joyn with them, or eife put themfelves into other Bodies 
'^ in E»glaml or Wakfy for profecucion of the iame ends, as 
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^' the King's Majefty (hould judge moft cooveiiieot, ami un- 
^^ der fuch Commanders, or Generals of the B^gi^ Nation, 
^^ as his Majefty (hould think fit : And that all fuch (houM 
^^be proteAed by the Kingdom ofScoi/amiy and their Army, 
^^ in their Peribns and Eftates ^ and where any injury or wrong 
*^ is done umo them, they would be careful to fee them fuJIy 
^'repaired, as far as it ihould be in their power to do ; and 
^' likewiie when any injury or wrong is done to tbofe who 
^^joyn with the Kingdom of ScotlamJ, fiis Majefty OKail be 
'^ careful of their full reparation. 

Thet obliged his Majefty to promife " that neither hiffl- 
^^ feif, nor any by his Authority or Knowledge, fliOuld make 
^ or admit of any Ceflacion, Pacification, or Agreement what- 
** foever for Peace, nor of any Treaty, fropo&iomy Btils., or 
** any other ways for that end, with the Houfes of Parlia- 
^* meat, or any Army or Party in EngUmd, or IrfUmd^ with- 
^'out the advice and confent of the Kingdom of SMlamd; 
^' and, reciproc^ly, that neither the Kingdom of Scat/andy 
'^ nor any having their Authority, ihould make or admit of 
*^ any of thefe any manner of way, with any whatfoever, wich- 
^^out his Majefty's advice or condlent : And that, upon rhe fec- 
^ tlement of a reace, there (hould be an Ad of Oblivion to 
'^ be agreed on by his Majefty, and both his Pari jaments of 
^^both Kingdoms: That his Majefty, the Prince, or both, 
'^ (hould come into StdUnd upon the invitation of chat King- 
^ *' dom, and their Declaration, that they (hould be in honour, 
^'freedom, andfafety, when poffibly they could come with 
*' (afety, and convenience ; and that the King (hould contribute 
'^ his utmoft endeavour, both at home and abroad, for af&ftiog 
'^ the Kingdom ofSeotUmd (or carrying on this War by Sea and 
^^Laod, and for their Supplier by Monies, Armes, Ammuni- 
^^ tion, and all other things requtfite, as al(b for guarding the 
^' Coafts of Scotland with Ships, and protedfmg au their Mer- 
^^ chants in the firee exercife of their Trade and Coomiercc 
^^ with other Nations ^ and likewiie that his Majefty was will- 
^^ ing, and d id Authorize the Scotifh Army to poOefs themfelves 
'^olBervKky CsrliJUy Nevi-Caftk upon 2>sre« with the Caftle 
^^eiTmmaiaby and the Town oi Hartlepool: tho&r places to 
^^be for Retreat, and Magazines; and that, when the Peace 
^^ (tf the Ktf^dom (hould be (etded, the Kingdom of Scot- 
^' land Ktould remove their Forces, and deliver back again 
'^ thofe Towns and Cafties. 

And as if all this had not been recompence enoi^h for 
the wonderful Service they were tike to perform|they obliged 
the King ta promife and undertake to pay, the remainder of 
that Brotherly Ailiftance which was yet unpaid upon the 
large Treacy afcer their firft Invafion of Ef^knd^ and likevife

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two huadred tfaouSind pounds, which remain'd ftill due upon 
the laft Treaty made with the Houfcs of Parliameoc for re* 
turo of the Scatijb Army, when they had ddhrerM op the 
King ^ and alio, << that paymenc (bould be made to the King- 
<^dom QfSe9$Umdf for the charge, and expeoce of dieir Ar- 
'^ my in this future War, wich due recompooce for the lofles 
<^ which they Qiould fuftaio therein ; and that due fiuitfftAioD, 
*^ according to the Treaty on that behalf betwixt the two 
^^ Kingdoms, (hould be made to the Settifb Amnj in Inlmtd^ 
^^oot^ the Lands of the Kingdom, orpcherwife: And that 
^ tiie Kmg, according to the intentions of his Father, fliould 
^'endeavour a compleat Union of the two Kingdoms, to w 
"diey may be one under his Majefty, and his Fofterity; or 
'' if that cannot fpeedily be eflR^d, that ail Liberties and 
^^ Privilegies, concerning Commerce, Tra£Bdr, Manufaftiires, 
^'peculiar to the Subjeas of either Nadon, (hall be common 
^'co theSubjeds.of both Kingdoms without diftinftian ; and 
" that there be a Communication, and mutual capacity, of 
^^all other Liberties of the SutneAs in the two Kingdoms : 
"That a competent number or Ships (bould be yearly af- 
^^figo'd> and appointed out of his Majefty's Nary, which 
'* (hottid attend tfaeCoafts of Scotlamd^ for a Guard, and fiee- 
'^ doni of Trade cf that Nation ; and that his Majefty (hould 
^' declarediat his Succeflbrs, as well as Himfelf, are obliged 
'' to tlie performance of the Articles, and Conditions of this 
^' Agreement ; but that his Majefty (ball not be obliged to the 
^' performance of the aforeiafd Articles, until the Kingdom of 
^' Sc9iUmd fliaU declare for him in purfuance of this Agree* 
^^ment, and that the whole Artick^, aud Conditions ^9r&« 
^^faid, (hall befiniflied, perfeded, and performed, before the 
^^ return of the Scpt^Anay ; and that when they return into: 
^^ Sc$$lmtdy at the fame time, fimul^Jimely all Armies (hould 
'^be disbanded in Eftglamd. And (or a com[riiroenr, and to 
glre a relifli to all tte reft, the King eneaged himfelf ^ lo 
*' imploy thofe of the SM^ Nation equaUy whh the Eftgl^ 
^^m all Forceign Imploy mcnts, and Negotiations ; and that a 
'^tiiiid part of all the Offices and Places about the Kii^, 
"Queen, and Prince, (hould be conferr'd upon (bme Per- 
'^ fons of that Nation ^ and that the King and Prince, or one 
" (^ them, wiU frequently reBde in Scoi/Mul, that the Subjeds 
^^ of that Kingdom may be icnown to them . This Treaty and 
Agreement &ing thus piefented to the King by the Sccfi/b 
CommiflSonars in the Caftle of OtrMrooi^ his Majefty was 
prevailed with to fign the £une the u6t^ day of Dec^mier 
16^7 y and to oblige himfelf, ^^in the word of a King, to 
^^ perform Mis part of the faid Articles^ and the Earl of I>zu- 
diWy Chanoellor of ScvfJmi^ and the Earl of LaiahetJak^ and 

the 
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die Earl of Lmmcky being intrufted as CommiffiODers from 
chat Kingdom, fign'd ic like wife at the fame time; and en- 
gaged chemfelves ^' upon their Honour, Faith, and Confcience, 
"and all that is dear to Honeft Men, to endeavour to the ut- 
^^ moft of their power, that the Kingdom of Scotland Qiould 
^engage to perform what was on its part to be perform'd ; 
*^ which they were confident the Kingdom of Scotlamd would 
^'do, and they themfelves would hazard their Lives and For- 
^* tunes in purfuance thereof. 

No Man, who reads this Treaty (which very few Men 
have ever done) can wonder that luch an Engagement met 
with the fate that attended it; which concain'd lo many mon- 
ftrous Conceffions, that, except the whole Kingdom of JSi^^- 
bmd had been likewife imprifon'd in Caristroik Caftle with 
the King, it could not be imagined that it was poflible to be 
performed ; and the three Perfons who were Parties to ir^ 
were too wife to believe that it could be punAualiy obfenrM; 
which they ufed as the beft Argument, and which only pre- 
vailed with the King, ^'that the Treaty was only made to 
^* enable them to engage the Kingdom of SMkmd to raife an 
^^ Army, and to unite it in his Majefty's Service ; whidi lels 
^'than thofe Conceffions would never induce them to do; 
^^ but when that Army Oiould be enter'd into EwgUmd^ and 
'^ fo many other Armies (hould be on foot of his E^filb Sub- 
^^ jeAs for the vindication of his Interefl, there would be no 
^^ body to ezaft all thofe particulars \ but every Body would 
^fiibmit to what hisMajefty (liould think fit to be done; 
which though it bad been urged more than once before to 
induce the King to confeat to other inconveniendes, whidi 
they would never after releafe to him, did prevail with him 
at this time. And, to confirm him in the belief of it, they 
were contented that it (hould be inferred under the iaoie 
Treaty, as it was, " that his Majefty did declare, that by 
^^ the Ulaufe of confirming Presbyterian Government by Ad 
^^of Parliament, he is neither obliged to defire the fettling 
^^Presbyterian Government, nor to prefent anv Bills to that 
^^ effed ; and that he likewife underftands tnat no Perfon 
** whatfoever (hall fuffer in his Eftate, nor undergo any Cor- 
^^poral punilbment, for not fubmitting to Presbyterian Go* 
^^ vernment ; his Majefty underftaoding that this indemnity 
'^ Hiould not extend to thofe who are mention'd in the Article 
^^ againft Toleration : and to this the three Earls likewife fub- 
fcribed their hands, ** as Witnefles only, as they faid, that his 
*' Majefty had made that Declaration in their prefence, not 
**as Affenters; fo wary they were of adminiftring jealoufy to 
their Matters, or of being thought to be lefs rigid in fo Fun- 
dameocal a Pointy as they knew that would be thought to be.

to the copclofion they m^nt to bring to pa6 j whercLthe 
Pfcsbytenans for thcrooft parr, did fomewhat thatreafon- 
aWy muft deftroy their own end and crofs that which they 
firft and pnnapaJly defign'd; and there were two Reafons 
that might naturally produce thisiilSucceis to the Latter, at 
teift hmder'd the even progids and current which favoir'd 
r^J^S^u . ^"* ' /•*" Councils were moft diftmded and 
dmded, beffig made up of many Men, whofe humoun and 
natures muft be obferv'd, and complied with, and whofe <»o- 
cattcDcewaamocf&ry to tbecarrying on the ftme defigns. 
though thetr Inchnations did not concur in them ; wherni 
the other Pany was entirely led and govern'd by two or thi^ 
to whomthey refigtfd, iroplidtely, thccondiia of their In* 

tereft J who advanced, when they faw It fcafonable, and flood 
ftiU, or retired, or even declined the way they beft lifcd 
when they 6w any inconvenient jealoufy awaken'd by the 
Progrefi they had made. ' ^ 

I N the fecond place, the Presbyterians, by whom I mean 
the&«f,, form'd »11 rhcir Coinlils by the Inclinations, and 
Afieftioosof the People j and firft confider'd how they miehc 
oorrupt, and fedoce, and difpofe them to fecond their our- 
^aL^ ^"J^ they might depend upon thdr concurrSwe 
and affiftance, before they refolv^ to make anv attempt j iS 

^"^ J2*j*!A^" *° *"? ? '^^f^ ^^°^ w ^' fenfclefe, and 
wretdwd Clergy j whofe mfeftious breath corrupted, and eo- 
verad the People, and whofe Authority was prevalent uam 
fteir own Wives, and in their Domeftick Afiirs: and ret 
Aey never communicated to them more than theoutfide of 
their defigns : Whereas, on the other fide^ CrmiaiB, and the 
few odiers with whom he Confiilted, firft confider'd what was 
*folutely neceflSuy to their main and determin'd end : and 
tijen, whether it were right or wrong, to makeall other means 
fubfervieiit to it j to couten and deceive Men, as k>n<c as 
they could induce them to contribute to what they de&ed 
upon Motives how forreign foever j and when they wouli 
keep company with them no longer, or farther forve their 
purjK^ to compel them by force to fubmit to what thev 
would not be able to oppofe ; and fo the one refoIv*d, only 
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to do what they belkv'd the People would like and approve ; 
and the other, that the People fliould like and approve what 
they bad refolv'd. And thia diflference in the meafiires they 
tooK, was the true caufe offo diflferentSuccefs in all they un- 
dertook. Mschi0vtl^in this, was in the right, though he got 
an ill name by it with thoTe who take what he fays from the 
report of other Men, or do not enough qonfider themfelves 
what he (ays, and his method in fpeaking : ( He was as great 
an Enemy to Tyranny and Injuftice in any Government, as 
any Man then was, or now is^ and fays) ^'thata Man were 
'^ better be a Dog than be fubjed to thofe Paffions aoid Appe- 
^' tites, which pofiefs all Unjuft, and Ambitions, and Tyran- 
^^ nical Perfons ; but heconfefles, ^^ that they who are fo trani^ 
^'ported, and buiveeotertain'd fucb wicked defignsasare void 
^^ofali Confcience, muft not chink to profecute thena by the 
'^ rules of Confcience, which was laid afide, or fubdued, be- 
''fore (hey em«r'd upon them ; they muft make no fcniple of 
'' doing all thofe impious things which are ncoeffiiry to com- 
^' pals and fepport the Impiety to which they have devoted 
^' themfelves ; and therefore he commends Cajkr Bergis for 
''not being ftartled with breach of Faith, Perjuries, and Mur- 
" thers, for the removal of thofe Men who he was fure would 
'^crofs, and enervate the whole Entcrprife he had refolv'd, 
'' and addidled himfelf to ; and bkmes thofe Ufiirpers, who 
'' bad made themfelves Tyrants, for hopmgtofupport aGo- 
^' vemment by Juftice, wnich they had afliimed unjuftly, and 
" which havloig wickedly attempted, they manifeftly loft by 
" not being wicked enough. The common old Adage, '^ that 
" he who hsah drawn his Sword againft his Prince, ought to 
"throw away the Scabbard^ never to think of iheathing it a- 
"gain, will ftill bold good; and they who enter upon un- 
warrantable Ettterprifes, muft purfue many unwarrantable ways 
to prefer ve themfelves from the penalty of the firft guilt. 
Cromwell, though the greateft Di(&mbler living, al- 
. ways made his Hypocriiy offingularufe and benefit to mm; 
ana never did any tbittg, how ungracious or imprudent foever 
it feem'd to be, but what was necefl^y to the defign ; even 
bisroughtiefs and unpolilhednefs, whidi, in the beginning of 
the Parliament, be afie&ed contrary to the fmoothneft , and 
complacency, which hisCoufin, andbofom Friend, M' Hamlf' 
Jem praAiced towards all Men, was neceflary; and his firft 
publick Declaration, in the bqginning of the War , to his 
Troop when it was firft Mufter'd, " that be would not deceive 
" or cogzen them by the perplexed and involvVI ezpreffioos 
" in his Commiffion, to Fight for King and Parliament ; and 
therefore told them, " that if the King chanced to be in th^ 
5^ Body of the Enemy that he was.to Charge, he would af- 

^ "ibon 
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"foon dUcharge his Piftol upon him, as any^thcr privat* 
" Ferfoo j and if their Confciencc would not permit them to 
«^ do the like, he advifed them not to lift themfelvci in his 
« Troop, or under hisCotamand; which was generally look- 
ed upon as imprudent, and malicious, and might, by the pro- 
feifions the Parliament then made, have proved dangerous to 
him J yet fery'd his turn, and fever'd from others, and united 
among themfelvcs, all the furious, and incenfed Men aeainft 
the Government, whether Ecclefiaftical or Civil, to look up- 
on him as a Man for their turn, upon whom they might de- 
pend, as one who would go through his work that he under- 
took. And hts ftria: and unfociahle Humour in not keeping 
company with the other Officers of the Army in their Jollities 
and Exoefles, to which moft of the fuperior Officers under the 
^l?/ ^#*7^^^ inclined, and by which he ofren made ' 
himfelf ridiculous or contemptible, drew allthofe of thelike 
lour or refer v'd Natures, to his Society and Converfation and 
gave him opportunity to form their Underftandings, Inclina- 
ttons, andRefolutions, to his own Model. By this he erew 
to have a wonderful Intereftin the Common Soldiers, out of 
which, as his Authority increafed, he made all his Officers, 
well mttru^aed how to live in the fame manner with their 
Soldiers, that they might be able to apply them to their own 
purpofes:^ whilft he looked upon the Presbyterian Humour 
as the beft incentive to Rebellion, no Man more a Presbv- 
lerian^ he fung all Pfalms with them to their Tunes and 
lov*dthe longeft Sermons as much as they ; but when he dif- 
cover'd that they would prefcribe fome limits and bounds to 
dieur Rebellion, that it was not well breathed, and would ex- 

Erc aflbon as fome few particulars were granted to them in 
eligion , which he cared not for ; and then that the Go- 
vernment muft run ftiU in the fame Chanel; it concerned 
hun to make it behev'd *« that thie State had been more De- 
" iinquent than the Church, and that the People fufl&r'd more 
«< by the Civil than by the Ecclefiaftical Power ; and therefore 
« that the Change of one, would give them little eafe, if there 
" weic not as gf eat an alteration in the other and if the 
"whole Governnoent in both were not reformU andalter'd • 
which though it made him generally odious at firft, and ir* 
reconciled maliy of his old Friends to him j yet it made thofc 
who remain d, more cordial and firm : he could better com- 
pute his own ftrength, and upon whom he might depend. 
Thts diicovery made him contrive the new Model of the 
Amy i which was the moft unpopular Ad, and difoblijred all 
thofc who firft contrived the Rebellion , and who were the 
very Soul of it i and yet, if he had not brought that to pafs. 
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and changed a^eneral, who, though not very fliarpiighted, 
would never be govern'd, nor applied to any thing he did 
not like, for another whohadno£yes, and (b would be wil- 
ling to be led) all his defigns muft have come to nothing, 
and He remain'd a private Colonel oCHorfe, not confider* 
able enough to be in any figure upon an advantageous Com- 
poiicion. 

After all the Succefles of bis new Model, he faw his 
Army was ballanced by that of the Sects^ who took themlelves 
to have equal merit with the other, and was thought to have 
contributed no lefs towards the furpreffionof the King, than 
that under Fairfax had doioe ^ and after all the Vi&ories, and 
ReduAion of the King to that lownefs, defired ftill a compofi- 
tion, and to fubmit again to the Subjeftion of the King y. nor 
was it yet time for him to own or communicate his refolution 
to the contrary, left even many of thofe who wifiied the ex- 
tirpation of Monarchy, might be ftartled at the diflkulty of 
the Enterprife, and with the j^ower that was like to oppofe 
them. He was therefore firft to incenfe the People a^nft the 
Scotffi Nation, ^^ as being a mercenary aid , entertain'd at a 
'Waft Charge to the Kingdom, that was only to be paid their 
'^ Wages, and to be difmifled, without having the honour to 
''judge with them upon what conditions iSc King (liould 
" be received, and reftored y the accomplilhing whereof, ought 
" to be the particular Glory of the Parliament without a Ri- 
'' val, and that the King might owe the benefit wholely to 
'' them. And this was as popular an Argument as he oould 
embark himfelf in, the whole Kingdom in general having at 
that time a great deteftation of the Scots ; and they whomoft 
defired the King's Reftoration, wiih'd that be might have as 
little obligation to them as was poiEble, and that they might 
have as little credit afterwards with him. With this univer- 
fal Applaufe, he compelled the Scotijb Army to depart the! 
Kingdom, with that circumftance as muft ever after render 
them odious and infamous. There now feem'd nothing more 
dangerous and deftru&ive to the power and intereft of the 
£9^/^ Army, in fo general a difcontent throughout the King- 
dom, than a divifion^ and mutiny within k felf ^ that the 
Common Soldiers iliculd ered an Authority difttndfrom their 
Officers, by which they would choofe. to govern againft their 
Superior Commanders, at leaft without them, and to fancy 
that they had an Intereft of their own feverM from theirs, 
fortheprefervation whereof they weretotruft none but them- 
feives J which had fcarce ever been heard of before in any 
Arnrty, and was looked upon as a pre&ge of the ruin of the 
whole, and of thofe who had adhered to them i yet^ if he bad 

I not 
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Bot railed this feditious Spirit in the Army, he could not have 
prevented the disbanding foine part of it, and fending another 
part of it into Irtlmul^ before the^c»r/ left Ni» Csfile ; nor 
hare been able to have taken the King from iUlmif into the 
hands of the Army, after the Scots were gone. And after alt 
his Hypooify towards the King and his Party, by which he 
prevented many inoonveniencies which might have befallen 
him, he could never have been rid of him again fo unre- 
proacUully, as by his changing his own countenance, and 
giving caufe to the King to lufpeft the fafety of his Perfon, 
and thereupon to make his Efcape from the Army ^ by which 
his Majefty quickly became a Prifener. and fo was deprived 
of any reiorc, ftom whence many milchleft might have pro- 
ceeded to have difturbed his Counfels. How ccnoftantly he 
purfued this method in his fubfequent Adions, will be ob- 
ferv*d in its place. 

CoMTRART to this the Presbyterian ^r^fx proceeded, id 
all dieir Adions after their firft Invafion in the year i6ko, and 
always interwove fome Conditions in their Counfels and 
TranfaAions, which did not only prove, but, in the inftant, 
might have been difcem'd to be, diametrically oppofice to 
their poUick Intereft, and to their particular Defigns. It is 
very true, that their firft Invafion, favine their breach (^Al- 
legiance, mteht have ibme excufe from their Intereft. They 
were a poor People, and though many particular Men of that 
Nation had received great Bounties , and were exceedingly 
enriched in the Court oSEfighmihy King Jsmes and the pre- 
fent King, yet thofe particular Men who had been, and then 
were in £e Court, were, for the moft part, Perfons of little 
Intereft in Scvtkmd ; nor was that Kingdom at all enriched by 
the conjunfibion with this ; and they thought themlelves ex-> 
poied to fome late prefliires, which were new to them, and 
which tbdr Preachers told them <' were againft Confcience, 
<< and aninvafion of their Religion j ftom which they had 
vindicated themfelvesfo rudely, and unwarrantably, that they 
might well expeA; to be called to an account hereafter, if 
th& Perfons whom they had moft provoked, retained their 
intereft ftiil with the King, and in his Councils y from whom 
they were promifird to be fecured. and to be well paid for 
thdr pains, if they would, by marching into England with an 
Army, give their Friends their Countenance to own their own 
grievances, and fo to procure Relief and Security for both 
Kingdoms. In this Enterprife , the Succefs crown'd their 
work ; they were thought a Wife, and Refolute Nation ; and 
after an mmoody War of above a year, they returned into 
their Country kden with Spoils and great Riches ^ and were 
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liberally lewarded, as well for going out, as for coming into 
BH^Mud, But from their return from this Expedition, their 
whole true Intereft confifted in, add depended upon, an en- 
tire adhering to the King, and vindicating his Honour and In- 
tereft from all AiQaults y and their being fubom'd afterwards 
( when the King was in a hopeful way to have reduced his 
Engbsb Rebels to their Obedience, by the ftrengtn and power 
ofhis Armcs) to make afecond Invaiion of the Kiii^dom, 
was a weak and childifli Engagement , dire&ly oppoute to 
their Intereft, except they had at the fame time a Refolution 
to have changed their own Government, and for ever to have 
renounced SubjeAion to Monarchy ( which was never in 
their purpofe to do ) or to withdraw it from the prefent King. 
Again , when his Majefty had trufted them fo far ( which 
they had never reafon to expedt ) as to put hts Royal Peribn 
into their hands, and thereby given them an opportunity to 
redeem themfelves in the Eyes of the World, and to undo 
fome part of the mifchief they had done, it was furely then: 
Intereft to have joyn'd cordially with him, and firmly to have 
united themfelves to his Party in vindication of the Law, and 
the Government eftabliibed ; and if they had not had the Cou- 
rage at that time to have looked the JSingUJb Army in the 
face, as apparently they had not, it had been their Intereft to 
have retired with the King in the Head of their Army into 
Scotland'^ and« leaving good Garrifons in Nev-CaBk^ Bet' 
nvuky and Carlijhj all which were in their ppfleffion, to have 
expedted a Revolution in EMgland from the Divifions amc»)gft 
themfelves, and from fome conjunfiiion with a ftrong Body 
of the King's £flg/i^ Party, which would quickly have found 
themfelves together ^ but the delivery of the King up^ beGdes 
the infamy of it, was, in view, deftruftive to all that could be 
thought their Intereft. 

After all this, when they found themfelves cou^en'd 
and deceived in all themeafures they had taken, and laughed 
at and defjpUed by thofe who had deceived them , to have a 
new opportunity to ktVQ the Kiqg, and then to infift upon 
fuch Conditions as muft make it impoflible for them to ferve 
him efleduaily, was fuch a degree of weaknefs, and a deprav'd 
underftanding, that they can never be looked upon as Men 
who knew what their Intereft was, or what was necef&ry to 
advance their own defigns. And yet we fball be obliged to 
obferve how incorrigibly they adher'd to this obftinate and 
froward Method, in all the TranfaOions they afterwards had 
with the King; all which turn'd, as it could. not but do, to 
their own Ruin, and the Deftrudtion of that Idol (hey AdorM^ 
and paid (heir Devotion to* But it is tioe Co return to oar 
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difix>orfe y from whence this tedious digreiSon bath mifled 
us. 

All defigns and Negotiations, abroad and at home, being ''^ Ki^s'^ 
in thisftate and condition, the King rcroain'd under a ftfi^>Xlr2ri/* 
and difix)niblate tmprifonment, no Man being fufier'd to fpeak wighc di 
with him, and all diligence ufed to intercept all Letters which iMi ttm^ 
might paft to, or from him ^ yet he found means fometlmes, 
by theafledion and fidelity of fome Inhabitants of the Ifland, 
to recxive important Advertifements from his Friends ; and to 
write to and receive Letters from the Queen ; and to he in* 
form'd her of the Sccf^ Tranfa&ion, aiul of ail the other 
hopes be had ; and feem*d to have fame eafe j and looked upon 
it as a good Omen, that in that defperate lownefi of his For- 
tune, and notwithftandiog all the care that was taken that 
none (hould be about him but Men of inhuman tempers and 
natures, void of all reverence towards God and Man, his 
Majefty's gracious difpofition, and generous afiability ftill 
wrought upon fome Soldier , or other Perfon placed about 
him, to undertake, and perform fome Offices of truft, in con- 
veying Papers to and from him. So great a force and influ* 
ence had Natural duty i or fome defperate Men had fo much 
craft, and forecaA, to lay out a little application that might 
bring advantage to them in fuch a change as tbev neither 
looked for, nor defired. But many who did undertake to per- 
form thole Offices, did not make good what they promiied ; 
which made it pl^, they were permitted to get credit, that 
they might the more ufefuUy betray. 

In tte Parliament, there was no oppofition or contradi-r^ p^ 
Akminany thing relating to thePublick; but in all ihofe'!"'''" " ; 
TranfaAicms Which concerned particular Perfons, with refc-^,;" *' 
rence to Rewards. Preferments, or matter of profit. Men were 
iX)nfider'd acconUng; to the Party they were of ^ every day 
thofe reoeiv'd benefit who bad appeared moft to adhere to the 
Army ; the notorious Presbvterians were removd from place* 
of Profit and Authority j wnich vexed them ; and well pre- 

fared and difpofed them to be ready for revenge. But the 
ulpk-Skirmifhes were hjgher than ever ; the Presbyterian^, 
in Thofe fields, lofing nothing of their Courage, having a no* 
torious power in the Cify, notwitbftan^ing the emulation of 
the Independents, who were more Learned and Rational ; 
who, though they had not fo great Congregations of the Com- 
mon Peopk, yetinfefted, and were followed by, the moft 
fubfhnti^ , and wealthy Citizens ; and by others of better 
condition. To thefe Men CramweBy and moft of the Officers 
of the Army adhered, with bittemefs againft the other. But 
the Divinity of the time was not to be judged by the Preach* 
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ingj tDd Cdncregations in Churches, which were now though 
not to be the ntand proper places for Devotion and Religiousc 
Afltmblies , where the Bitnops had eiercsfed fuch ilUmked 
Tyranny y and which had i>een polluted by their Original 
Goqfecrations. Liberty of Confcience was now become the 
treat Qnrter ^ and Men who were infiiredj Preached and 
Yayed, when» and where they would. C>0Mra«i7him(eIf was 
the greateft Preacher \ and moft of the Officers of the Army, 
aod many Common Soldiers, fliew'd their g^s that way. 
Anab^ifts grew very numerous, with whom the Indepen- 
dents concurr'd fo far as to joyn with them for the utter abo- 
lifiung of Tithes, as of Judaical Inftitution j which was now 
the patrimony of tlie Presbyterians, and tlierefore profecuted 
byoneParty^ and defended by the other, with equal paflion, 
and Animouty. If any honeft Man could have been at fo 
> much eafe as to have beheld the profpeA with delight, never 
was fuch a feeneof confufion, as at this tiooe had Ipread it felf 
over the face of the whole Kitigdom. 
ihiVHtMr, During all this time, the Prince remained at Psris un- 
^""^^^ der the Government of his Mother j exercifed with that ftrift- 
Paru. ^^^ that though his Highnefswas above the Age of feven- 
teen years, it was not defired that he fliould meddle in any bu- 
finefi, or be feolible of the unhappy condition the Royau Fa* 
mily was in. The Affignation which was made by the Court 
of Frsmc§ for the better fupport of the Prince, was annexe 
to the Monthly allowance siven to the Queen, and recciv'd 
by Her, and diftributed as flie thought fic^ fuch Clothes and 
other neceflaries provided for his Highods as were thought 
convenient ^ hex Majefby defiring to have it thought that the 
Prince lived entirely upon her, and that it would not ooofift 
with the dignity of the Prince ^Wsles to be a Pcnfionec to 
the King of Fr4»(tf .Hereby none of bis Highnefs's Servants had 
any pretence to a^k Money, but they were to be boncented 
with what fliould be allow'd to them ; which was difpenfed 
with a very f^iitt hand ; nor was the Prince himfelf ever 
Matter of ten Piftols to difpofe as he defired. The Lord jfrr- 
p^» was the Queen's chief Officer, and govern'4 all Her re- 
ceipts, and he lov'd plenty fo well, that he would not be 
Without it, whatever others fufier'd. All who had any lefat- 
tion to the Prince, were to implore His aid ^ and the Prioce 
himfelf could obtain nothtngbut by Him i which made moft 
Perfons of Honour of the EMg^ Nation who were driven 
into BanUhment, as many of the Nobility and chkf Gentry 
of the Kingdom then were, choofe rather lo malce their le- 
fideoceinany other j^ace, as Cam, Bnat^ andthe like, dian 
19 jP#r^| whqi^ijlie Prio^ was» ^qitth} d^ b little; nor 
f was 
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was tfaia Occonomy well liked even in Fram^, nor Che Mnoe 
himfelf fo rooch refbefted as be would htve been if be hid 
liv'd more like bimielf, and appeared nxxtconceni^dinUf 
own Bufinefs. 

When the Marquis of Onni#iMf came cHicber, be was Re» 
ceiv*d very gracioufly by the Queen, and oonfulied with in 
aU things, being thePerfon moff depended upon to begin to 
evve a turn to their Fortune, recommended to them by the 
King, and of the moft univeifal Reputation of any Subjea the 
King had. He prefled a fpeedy difpatcb, that he might jpur- 
fue hisdefigOB in Irelmfd^ where he longed to be, wntlft the 
Afliirs of that Kingdom were no more taken to heart by the 
Parliament, who bad yet fent no fuppiies thither. He in- 
fbrm'd the Queen, and the Lord Jirifjm^ of the neceffity of 
haftning that work, which they uiiderftood well enough 
by the Ir^ CommiiSoners; who had been there, and bad 
been fent back with a million of promifes, a Coyn that Court 
always abounded with , and made moft of its payments 
in. 

W HEN the Queen, who was as zealous for the difpatdi 
as was polfible, prefled the Queen Regent, and the Cardinal^ 
upon it, flie received in words all the fitdsfaftion imagtiuble. 
and aiTurance that all things (bould be foeedily provided ^ and 
when the Marquis fpoke firft with the Cardinal upon the fub- 
jdBty be found him well dlfpofed ; making fuch ample pro- 
mifes for a yerv good Sum of Money, and fuch a Proportion 
of Armes, ana Ammunition, as could be wiOied. So that 
he thought he had no more to do, but to appoint the place 
for his Embarkation, that thofe Provifions might be lent thi« 
tber to ineet him ^ and that he (bould be ready to Tianljxtft 
bimfclf within a very (hon time ; of which he gave notice to 
thofe who expefted him in IreUmiy and prepar^ all his own 
Accommodations accordingly. But he was very much difiip- 
pointed in his expedation ; the Cardinal was not fo confident 
of the recovery of the King's Affiiirs as to difoblige the Par* 
liament by contributing towards it : fo that Afiir advanced 
very (lowly. 

Having now, contrary to the order formerly obferv'd 
by Me, crowded in all the particular paflages, and importanc 
Tranfaidions of two whole years into this Book, that I might 
not interrupt, or di(a>ntinue the relation of the myfterious 
Proceedings of the Army, their great Hypocrify, and Dillimu- 
lation, prafticed towards the King and his Party, and then 
thtb polling off their Mask, and appearing in their natural 
drefii of Inhumanity and Savagenels, with me vile Artifices of 
the Sc$ti(b Commiffioners to draw the King into their hands. 

I } and 
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ftod then their low and bafe compiyaoce, and grofs folly, in 
delivering him up, and laftly their abfurd and merchandly 
Trafficking with him for the price of returning to their Alle- 
giance, when there was no oth^r way of preferving them- 
felves, and their Naticxi from being deftroyed , the many 
woefiil Tragedies of the next year, which filled the World 
with amazement and horror , muft be the fubjeft of the 
difcourfe of the next Book.

IF a univerfal diicontent and murmuring of the thxtCrhtTtm^f 
Nations, and almoft as general a deteftation both of #/ rfc« n^- 
Parliament and Army, and a moft pafEonate defire ihat»»«»*^ '*■ 
all their follies and madnefs might be forgotten in re-***'' 
ftoring the King to all they had taken from him, and in 
fettling that blefled Government they had deprived themfelves 
of, could have contributed to his Majefty's recovery, never 
People were better difpofed to ered and repair again the 
Building they had fo malicioufly thrown and pulled down. 
In England there was a general difcontent amongft all forts of 
Men y many Officers and Soldiers who had ferv'd the Parlia- 
roent from the beginning of the War, and given top great 
Te(timonies of their Courage and Fidelity to their Party^ 
and had been disbanded upon the new Model, looked upon 
the prefent Army with hatred, as thofe who reapsd the Harvefl 
and Reward of their Labours^ and fpake of them and againft 
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them in all places accordingly : The Nobility and Gentry 
who had advanced the Credit and Reputation of the ParUa- 
jaoent by concurrine with it againft the King, found tfaem- 
felves totally negleSed, and themoft inferior People preferred 
to all places of tnift and profit : The Presbyterian Minifters 
talked very loud; their Party appear'd to be very numerous^ 
and the expeAatioo of an attempt from Scotland^ and the im- 
portunity and damour from IrtUni^ for fiipplies of Men and 
Money againft theJrffK, who grew powerful, railed the Cou- 
rage of all diicontented Peifons to meet and confer together, 
and all to inveigh againft the Army, and theOf&cers who cor- 
n# ^dft niptcd it. The Parliament bore no reproach fo concernedly, 
irtw'S? as that of **the want of fupplies to IreUmdy and tfcat, having 
j>ri?Linc'/* 'i* great an Army without an Enemy, they would not fpare 
^nitbtrt. ^^ any part of it to preferve that Kingdom. This Argument 
made a new warmth in the Houfe of Comiaondi they who 
had been filenc, and given over infifting upon the inlolenoe 
and prefui^ption of the Army, which had prevailed, and crufli- 
ed them, took now new Spirit, and pttfied the relief of Ire- 
land with great eameftnefs, and in order thereunto made great 
inquifition into the Ejcpenoes of the Money, and how fuch 
vait Slims received had been disburfed^ which- was a laige 
)^ld, 'and led them to many Mens doors upon whom they 
IKre willing e6be reveqgtd. 

ThsRB wftf ade^ga this ^ to get the Fresbyo^ians 
again into power, and that they might ^et the Comndand of 
an Artnyfor*t)ie fid^duing the Rebels m Sreknd. Crmuwdl 
had, for the ouieting the Claroours from ifaeiice^ got tie Lord 
UJk^ eldeft Son to the Earl of Ukejler, loht fent under the 
-Titie of Lord Lieutenant of that Kingdom thither, with a 
Commiffion for a limited time. He had Landed in Mimfierj 
cither out of tb^ Jealoufy they had of the Lord Indufidm^ or 
becaufe the beft part of their Army of Eng^ were under his 
Command in that Province. But that Expedition gave the 
E%H/^ no relief, nor weakened the power or ftrength of the 
Irffby but rather increafed their Reputation by the Faftion and 
bict^rneis that was between the TJeutenant and the Prefiden^ 
who writ Letters of complaint one againft the other to the 
Parliament, where they had both their Parties which adhered 
to them.. So that, the timeof his Commiffion being expined, 
and the contrary Party not fu^ering it to be renewed, the 
Lord JU/b recum'd again into Emglandy leaving the Lord In- 
fbifum, whom he meant to have deftroyed, in the entire pof- 
feffion of the Command, and in greater Reputation than he 
was before. And, in truth, he had preferv'd both with won*^ 
derful dexterity, expefiing every day the Arrival of the Mar- 
quis of Qrimmd, and every day informing the Parliament of 

the 
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the 31 Condicion he was io, and preflkic; for a fupply of Men 
and Money, when he knew rhey would fend neither. 

Upon the return of the Lora U^b the Preri>yteria&s i^ Waller a*, 
new'd their de&;n, and caufed Sr waum PMkr id be named r^J'tr^'* 
for Deputy or Lientenant of InUmd^ the rather ( over and ^ ^^li 
above his merit, and the experience they had had of his Ser- k) crom- 
vioe ) becaufe he could guickly draw together thofe Officers well ( mkm 
and Soldiers which had lerv'd under him, and were now dif* ^^?1 
batided, and would willingly again engage under their old Ge- t^amoerc. 
neral. At the ferft, CrmmmU did not oppofe this motiofl, but 
coofented to it, being very willing to be rid both of WJ^^ 
and ail the <pfficers who were willing to go with him , who 
he knew were not his Friends, and watdied an oppoitunky 
to be even with him. But when be (aw WJkr iabft upon 
great Supfdies to carry with him, as he had reafon (o do, and 
when he coo6der'd or what coniequence it might be to him 
and all his deligns, if a well form'd and difi:lptmed Araiy 
fliould be under the power of WKtttry and fuch OflBcert, he 
dianged his tntnd ; and firft fet his Inftruments to croA foch 
a fuptply of Men icA Money, as he had propofed j ^ the one, 
" as more thaa neceflary for the Servkse, and t he other as more 
^ than diey could fpare from their other occi£ons : And when 
this dieck was put to W(Jkr\ Eogageipenc, he caufed Lmidrnt 
to be propofed for that Expedition, a Man who was then fift 
to the iame Intereft He embraced, and who had gotten a great 
Name in the Ajrmy. He formalized fo long upon this^ that 
IreUmd remained ftili unfiipiriied, 2Xki their Aflairs there ieem'd 
to be in a very ill Condition. 

The Scots wndc fomudi noife of their purpofes, even be- 
fore their Commiffioners left Lmdom, and gave ftch conftant 
Advertifements of the impatience of their Goantrv-fflen co be 
in Armes for die King, though they made no hau m piovid- 
ing for fodi an ExpecHtion, that both the Presbytertaits, who 
were their drief Oorrefpondenfcs, and the Royal Parry, be- 
though themfelves how they might be ready j the chic, that 
they might redeem themfelves from their fonsier Guitt, and 
the other, that they misht not only have a good part in flee- 
ing the Kmg from his imprtfonment, but be able to preferve 
him in L^^erty from any Presbyterian loopoCtions, which 
they fiUl apprehended the Sc&fs might endeavour to oppofe, 
though they had no fiifpidon cf the Engagement lately men* 
tion'd at the lik of ff^it. 

The Ear! of HoBmd, who had done twice very ^loeori- "^u^J/ 
oafly amifs, and had been, finoe his return irom Otgfhri, ^^^^^ 
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notably defptfed by aB Perfons of Credit in the Parliament riCe mth th» 
and tlie Army, had a oaind to redeem his former fenks by a '^^ •f 
new and thorough Engagement. He had much Oedit by Backi ^nd 
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defoent and by alliance with the Presbyterian Party, and was 

{>rivy to the undertakings of Scotland^ and had coimant Intei- 
igence of the advance that was made there. His Brother, the 
Earl of IVsrvHckj had undergone fome mortification with the 
reft, and had not that Authority in the Naval Afl&irs as hue had 
ufed to have, though he was the High Admiral of Emgland 
by Ordinance of Parliament, and had done them extraordi- 
nary Services. He did not reftrain, or endeavour to fuppre(s 
the Earl of Holland' & difconcents, but inflamed them, and pro- 
mifed to joyn with him, as many others of that Gai^ of Men 
did ; refolving that the Scots fliould not do all that work, but 
that they would have a (hare in the merit. The DuIk of 
Bucimghsm, and his Brother, the Lord Fr^mu t^tUiers^ were 
newly return'd from Travel, and though both very young, 
were ftrong and adive Men, and being, in refpeft of their 
Infimcy, uningaged in the late War, and fo unhurt by it, and 
coming now to the pofleffion of large Eftates , which they 
thought they were obliged to venture for the Crown upon 
the firft opportunity, they fell eafily into the Friendihip of 
the Earl of HoUand^ and were ready to Embark themielves in 
bis Adventure. The Earl had made tender of his Refolutions 
to his old Miftrefs the Queen at P^fritf, who was always dif- 
pofed to truft him, and the Lord Jermyn and He renewed 
their former Friendihip, the warmth whereof had never been 
extinguiflied. 

So a Commiffion was fent from the Prince to the Earl to 
be General of an Army, that was to be raifed for the redemp- 
tian of the King from FrifoiK and to reftore the Parliament 
to its freedom. The Eatl ot Veterhrough^ and Jobm Mar- 
da$mt his Brother, the Family of the Earl of M&rtbsmftoM, 
and all the Officers who had ferv'd the King in the War, with 
which the City of Lamdomy and all Parts of the Kingdom a- 
bounded, ap()lied themfelves to the Earl of Ibttsmdy and re- 
ceived Commiffions from him for feveral Commands. 

This Engagement was fo well known, and fo generally 
fpoken of, that they concluded that die Parliament durft not 
take notice of it, or wiibed well to it. And diere is no que- 
ftion, never undertaking of that Nature was carried on with 
fo little refervation ^ there was fcarce a County in EngjUmdy in 
which there was not fome Aflbciation entered into to appear 
in Armes for the King. They who had the principal Com- 
mand in ^&j under the Parliament, fent to Paris to declare, 
^^ that, if they might have fupply of Armes and Ammunition, 
^^ and a reafonable Sum for the payment of their Garrifons, 
^^ they would declare for the King, having the chief places 
^*of thofe Parts in their Cuftody. The Lord Jermyn encou- 
rage all thofe Overtures with moft pofitive Undertaking, 

that 
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that they Oiould be fupplied with all they expeded, within fo 
many days after they Inould declare ; which they depended 
ujpon, and he, according to his cuftoro, never choughc of 
after ^ by which the Service mifcarried, and many uaUanc 
Men were loft. 

C R o M w E L L^to whom all thefe Machinations were known^ 
chofe rather to run the hazard of all that fuch a loofe Combi- 
nation could produce, than, by feifing upon PeHbns, to en- 
gage the Parliament in Examinations, and in Parties ; the in- 
convenience whereof he apprehended more ^ finding alraujy 
that the PreAvterian Party had (o great an influence up- 
on the General, that he declared to him, ''He would not 
^' march agatnft the Sccts^ whom he had a good mind to have 
vifited before their Counfels and Refolutions wae form'd ^ 
and CramwiU bad reaibn to believe, that Fairfax would be 
firm to the fame mind, even after they (houU have Invaded 
the Kingdom. 

Al l things bemg in this forwardnels in EMghmd^ it is fit n* seocs 
to enquire how the Se0ts complied with their obligations, 7Xidff^»^^*^^ 
what Expedition they ufed in raifing their Army. After thc^.f* ^f 
Commiffioners return from Ltnd&mj upon the King's being {[^^^ J" 
made Prifoner in the Ifle of Wigbfj it was long before the 
Marquis of Argjh could be prevailed with to content that a 
Parliament Ihould be called. He had made a faft Friendihip 
with CroimixUy and Vam\ and knew that in this new ftipula- 
don with the King, the HamiltontMn Fa&ion was the great 
Undertaker, and meant to have all the Honour of whatfoever 
fliould follow. And yet the Duke upon his return to S€§t* 
landXWd at firft very privately at his own Houfe; feldom 
went abroad to any Meeting ^ and to thofe who came to him, 
and to whom that Refolution would be gratefiil, he ufed to 
ipealr darkly, and as a Man that thought more of revenge 
upon thofe who had Imprifon'd him, than of aflifting the 
Crown to recover the Authority it had loft. Argyh^ whofe 
power was over that violent Party of the Clergy which would 
not depart from the moft rigid claufe in the Covenant, and 
were without any reverence for the King or his Government, 
difcem'd that he fliould never be able to hinder the calling of 
a Parliament, which the People generally called for, and that 
he fliould fooner obtain his end by puzling their proceed* 
ings, and obftrufting their determinations, after they fliould. 
be aflembied, than by obftinately oppofing their coming to- 

f ether. So Summons were iflucd for the Convention of a 
arliament ; and they who appeared moft concerned for the 
King, and to iet him at Liberty from his Imprifbnmenc 
( which was all they pretended ) were the Earl of Zjmrlck^ 
Brother to Duke HamtU&m. an^ then reftored to his Office

of Secretary of Se^tlamly who had been Impriibn'd at Oxfirdj 
tnd made his efcape from thence^ and the Earl of L0t^Jber' 
• (dsb^ who had bem with the forwardeft from die begttumig 
of cne Rebellbn, when he was fcarce of Age, and ptofe- 
cured it to the. end with moft eminent Fiercoids and Ani- 
mofity. 
Tht rt^r J- They were both Men of great Parts and Induftrp, though 
ir#r««/Lan-the7 lo?'d Pleafures too^ both Proud and Ambiciou^; the 
rick Mi fbrpier, much the civiler and better bred, of the belter Na* 
Lauther- ^^^^ ^j better Judgement, and an opennefi and'dearneft 
' more to be trufted and relied upon than moft Mea of diat 
Party : the latter, Infolent, Imperious, Flattering, and DiA 
femblii^, fitter for Intrigues and Contrivances by die want of 
the Ingenuity which the other ha:d, and by the Ezperienoe 
ttid PraAice he had in the Committee of both Kingdoms io 
their darkeft defignt . The former, was a Man of Honour 
tnd Courage ; the latter, had Courage enough not to fail 
where it was tbfoiutely neoeflary, and no impediment of Ho- 
nour (o reftrain him from domg any thiiig that might gratify 
anyof his paiSons. 

THESB two were the chief Mansers and Contrivers to 
carry on this Afiair ; for though the Chancellor, the Earl of 
tjmJkn^ had been a Commifiioner in Etfglsmiy and as privy 
to the TresLtf widi the King, and had made as many profel- 
fions and proteftations of duty to him as diey, and indeed 
was willing to perform diem, yet he was fo cmoxious for 
his looie and vitlous Life, which was notorious, that he durft 
not provoke jirfftk or the Qergy by diflenting from thedi. 
They ufed all the Intereft and Skill they had, to get fodi 
Eledions in the Boroughs of Members for the Parliament as 
might comply with tnem ; and the People generally were 
exceedingly oSended, and alhamed of the infiimous delivery 
up of the King to the EngBJb, to which they imputed aU die 
danger that tbeaten'd them, and the reproacn and infiuny that 
lay upon their Country ; and fo had great prejudice to all 
Men who were thought to be the caufe dF it. 
Tht vatUa* a t the opening of the Parliament, they did all they ooidd 
mm m«t s» to inflame the People againft the Army 'mEntgUmd^ which, 
Scotland i they faid, " had forced the Parliament there to break die 
mL^^' " Treaty between the two Kingdoms in their ill ufage of the 
** King, who was ImpriTon'd by the Army, nor was it in the 
" power of the Parliament to fet him at Liberty : That they 
''had now, upon the matter, abfolutely depofed him, by not 
'' fuffering him to perform die 0£Soe of a King, nor pormit- 
'' ting any of his Subje£ts to repair to him ; in which the 
^ Kin|;dom of Scotland was concerned, in diat being indepon- 
^ dent upon BagUmi^ and the Parliament of Bfgknd^ they 
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^vere by them depriv'd of their Khu, indcouM not be ad- 

'^ mined to fpeak with him, nor his Majeftj to fend to them ; 

^ which was fuch a prefiuDption, and violation of the Law of 

^Nadoos, and fiicb a permious breach and oonteropc of the 

^fidemo League andCovenant, and of the Treacv between- 

^ the two Kingdoms, that they were bound by all the obit- 

^ g;idoQaHomaiieand Divine to be feniible of it, and to le* 

^ deem their King's Llbeity> and their own Honour, with 

^ the hazard of their Lives and Fortunes and all that was dear 

^ro tbem : and therefofe they defired that they might enter 

" upon thofe Counfels , whicn might fooneft get an Army 

^rojgecher , which Ihould no iboner enter JEsg^onf , but it 

^wobU find a conjundtion from that whole Kingdom, ex- 

^oepc only the Army } and that it would then quickly ap* 

*^ pear tbac the F^rUaments of both Kingdoms defired the 

^nunechjiifc and to livef happily under the Govenunentof 

^ the iame King. 

This difbourie, uiged andicconded by manyof the priih 
dpslMau was enrertain'd by the reft with fo general a re- 
cepcioB, that .^^^4^ fixmd it would be to no purpofe direftly 
to conoadift or ojroofe it He ' faw the £ieftion of the 
Kotthcs and Bufgeflps bad fuoceeded according to the wifliea 
of the odier Loras, and that they wouM concur with what- 
ibever was propofed ; and he found likewlfe that they had 
wrought tqxm the greateft part of their Clergy ; who be- 
Ucv^d all theyfaid to them. He did not therefore oppole 
anjf thing propofed by them, but only defired, ^' that thqf 
^ would very well weigh the maimer of thefar oiooeedlng in 
^ an afiair of lb great conceroraent* whidi was like to termi* 
^ nateln abloody War between the two Kingdoms; which 
^^ had hitherto piooeeded as Brethren, and hsd both reaped 
^ peat benefit and advantage from the conjon&ion i and he 
^ bopedtiiere was no purpm to (hake any of thofe founda- 
* dons wfaid) had been laid in the years by -cone, which fup* 
'^portedthac Government, and made that Kingdom happy: 
*^ whidb if dtfblv'di all the mifchlef and tyranny they had 
'^formerty &k and undergone, would break in upon them. 
^^ with a torrent dhat fhould deftroy them. Every Body de» 
dared, ^'that diere wasno purpole tofwerve, in me leaft de» 
^ gipee, fiom what was eftaUiih'd for die Government in ei- 
*^ther Kingdom, by their folemn League and Covenant, 
^' wUdi they had in perfed veneration, mi look'd upon it as 
^ an oblation upon tbem to do alldxiithBd been propofed; 
upno which Arpk acquiefced as fiuisfied, not doubtii^ buC 
that, Jntheprofectttkm of their Counfels, he (hould findop» 
portunity enough to obftruft the quick progreft, and to ich; 
temipt dm condufion, and execution. 

Tli» 
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SrM Lang- T M E Lofds who had bcen in England, and frequented 
dzU itnd SrUoft^w Court, whUft the King was there, to make them- 
p. Muf fg|yg3 ihe more gracious, had treated all the King's Party 
*2!* with all manner of carefles, and more particularly had much 
'T'^htl\mVicA themfclves to thofe Gentlemen of the North who had 
ffci scoci. moft cminendy ferv'd the King, and who had good Fortunes 
mmiimvifid thereto fupport their Intereft. Of this kind there were two 
i*''d*^tt very notable Men , S' jMarmaduke Langdale, and S' PinUp 
t^tlj Mt/grave ; both Men of large and plentiful Eftates, the one 
mm. in Tork'flbsrey the other in Cumberland ^nd IVeJhnereland'^ who 
having been in the time of Peace eminent in their Country 
in the OflSces of Juftices of Peace, and Deputy Lieuteoancs, 
had, in the beginning of the War, engaged themfelves in 
Commands in the King's Army with great reputation of ftout, 
diligent, and aftive Officers ; and continued to the end, and 
had not after applied themfelves to make any compofitioo^ 
but expcded a new opportunity to appear with their Swords 
in their hands. They were both loord upon by the Parlia- 
ment, and the chief Officers of the Army, with great jealoufy, 
as Men worthy to be fear'd, and who could never be induced 
to comply with them. The Scoti(b Lords had not been fcru- 
pulous to let thefe two Gentlemen know what they intended, 
and ^^ that they made no queftion but they Oioukl ei^age 
" their whole Kingdom and Nation to enter into a prefent 
^' War ^'iih England on the King's behalf ; and therefore de- 
** fired them, by the Intereft, and Influence they had upon 
^^ the Northern Counties, to difpofe them to a coajunfiion 
" with them. And becaufe they knew that they two were 
too notorious to ftay with any Security about Londamy much 
lefs in their own Country, they invited them into Scotland, 
where they aflured them, ^^they ihould not only be fafe, but 
^^very welcome; and Ihould be Witnefles of their proceed- 
^^ ings« and have parts of their own to aA in, afloon as the 
<< Seaion ihould be ripe. 

These Gendemen, though they had been hitherto un- 
hurt, and whilft the Army made thofe profeffions towards 
the King, had been much courted by the chief Officers there- 
of, and had been Quarter'd with them as Friends, knew well, 
now the Mask was off, chat if they did not immediately ap- 
ply themfelves to make their conrpofitions , they (hould be 
apprehended, and imprifoned. Tind therefore, being per- 
fwaded diat the Scots would engage for the King,- they ac- 
cepted their Invitation, and told them, ^^ they (hould quickly 
^^ find them in Scotland after their own return. Accordingly, 
after having fecredy fpent fome time in their own Countries, 
and direAed their Friends to be in a readineis when they 
Iliould be called upon, .and in the mean time fettled a way 
y how 
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Jiow to correfpond together, they went into Scotlsni to thofe 

who had invited them, and were received by them with dvi* 

lity enough. They own'd fuch a warinefs, in refpeft of the 

jealoufies amongft therofelves, and the ill Arts of Argjk^ that 

they defired them ^' for fome time to withdraw to fome place 

( wbkh they recommended to them) ^^ and thereto remain in 

^^ feaet, and under feigned Names, until the calling of the 

^ Parliament ; at which time they might come to EdemSormiii, 

« and appear in their own likeoefs with all freedom. So after 

having feroain'd jn that private manner, where they were 

well aeated for Ibme Months, when the Parliament was a&> 

femblcd at EdenUrwghj they retum'd thither ^ and were very 

well look'd upon by ail that knew them ; which made them 

behave themielves with the more freedom and confidence in 

their convehation, the foremention'd Lords telling them all 

they meant to do, and what Arts they were to ufe tilt they 

eouid get their Army up, towards which they believ'd they 

had mafter'd the greateft di£Bculties. 

T HOUGH the Scotifl) Commiffioners bad withdrawn from 
Jjomdam^ (hortly after they had protefied loudly againft the 
proceedings of the Parliament, both in imprifoning the King, 
and inrefSEi:^ to give them leave to repair to Um, or to re- 
ceive from hun any diredtions or orders concerning the Go- 
vemmenc of that Kingdom, and thought it high time to pro- 
vide for their own Security by quitting their Station at Lom^ 
doHy where they received every day Affix>nts, and their Per- 
fons were eipofed to contempt y yet there were no Iboner cmm^- 
Preparations towards a Parliament m Scotland^ than Commif- tn f*»tfim 
fioners were ienc from the Lords and Commons at WbBmt^tki tw 
ffer to rcfide at Edenhr^ifgb, as if they hoped to over-vote^{?^ 
them theretoo^ and it wasevidenfcquickly that they were not 
withDut aftrong or at leaftan adive Party there. They were 
receiv'd with the fame (hew of refpeft, and the fame care 
was taken for their Accommodation,a8 had been when they firft 
came for contriving of the Covenant; not only the Marquis 
oiArgjh^ and his Party, very diligently vilited them, and per- 
formed all offices of refpeft towards them, but even the H^- 
mkamsam Faftion, and they who were moft follicitous to raife 
the War, attended them as officioufly as others, and made 
the {ame piofeiSons to preferve the Peace and Amity between 
the two N ations. 

That rigid Party of the Qergy which fo adored the Co- 
venant in the ftridelx fenfe of the Letter, that thev did not 
d^re to have any more dependence upon the King, out in ef- 
fe£t to lay him afide, and to fettle the Government without 
him, as their Brethren in Ef%laud had refolv'd to do, were 
never from them, aind willingly receiv'd iiich Prefents and 

Pcnfions 
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Fenfioof from the E^glifh Commtffioners, as they were pre- 
pared tod provided to ofler tx> them; and much Money was 
giren to make them faftFrieods. By this means ootbing was 
reiblv'd, or prppofed in the moft fccret Councils, that was not 
forthwith imp^ed, and made known to them; and they be- 
haved themfelves as haughtily and imperioufly, as if they had 
their Army at hand to fecond them. They took notice of 
thercTort of To many Eag^b to Bdmientfky and that there 
were many anoonsft them who had been in Armes agunft the 
Parliament, and demanded ^^ that they might eicher tie ba- 
^^ niflied that Kingdom^ or delirer'd to them to be fent to the 
** Parliament. 

Trbt were fo clamorous \n this Argument, and found 
£> much countenance to their clamour, that they who bad in* 
Tiled die £a|(^ thither, had not the Courage to own them; 
but advtfed them under-hand, *' toabfent therafelvesfrem the 
^ Town, tilt that ftorm fhould be over. And even 8' iUSsr- 
maduke Langdab^ and S^ PM^ Mujgrsvey whom, over and 
above all the diioourfes held with them at Luulam^ the Stati^ 
Lords had fent to confer with as they paikd thiou^ the 
Northern pans Homewards, and had then conferred with 
theno, and defired them ^* to prepare all things with their 
^' Friends for the furprsfiil of Btrwici and Car^^ when the 
<* Seafon (hould be Ripe , and that they would haften their 
'^Journey into Sc$tlafui, that they might be out of danger of 
^' imprifonment ; even thele Men were defired, ^^ either to 
^ wimdraw again from Bdent^rmfgh^ or to keep their Cham* 
^^ bers there, and not to be feen abroad, untill their Army 
*^ Oxxiid be raifed, and fucfa a General made choke of as would 
^' take care of their Proteftkin. And they did not oonoeal 
from them, that they made no doubt but diat Duke ISmnftMi 
ihould be that General ; who often conferred with cfaem in 
private, and dways afliired them, *' tiiac whatever was, in 
^' that place and feafon, difcourfed of the Covenant, whidi 
^' w^es very nece(Eirvto bring their defigns to pais, he Ihookl 
5' be nofoonerinveaed in the Command his Friends de^ifd 
^* for him, than he would manifeft his refolution to joyn widi 
^ the Kkig s Party, upon the true Intereft of the Crown, 
^^ without which he would hope for little fucceb in BtiglgMd : 
and he defired them, ^^ though they faw Uttle appearance vet 
*' of raifing an Army, which would be ailboo &iiibed ts be* 
'^gun, by the method they were accuftom'd to ufe, that they 
'^ wouU write very eameiily to tfaeor Friends m Bfglimd to 
^ begin, aSbon as might be, to execute the deiigns they had 
^^laid, in as many parts of the Kingdom as they could upon 
^'confidence that they fhoold receive relief before they could 
^'booppnflled. Tq the (ame purpofe they writ cotheQwsen, 

and 
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^' and defired that the Prince might be in a readinefs to be 
" with them againfl the time their Army ihcnild be ready to 
<' march ; wkich) chey aflured Her, fliouid be by the b^in- 
^' ning of Miy. All which feveral Advertifemenrs, being com- 
municated in E^lamly found a People too ready to give Cre- 
dit to what was promifed, and to begin the work ibooer than 
tbey ought to have done ; and yet they were haften'd by fuch 
accidents^ as, in truth, made their appearance even necei^ 
hry. 

Ths King, whilft he was at Han^ttn Court, when he 
fbre£iw that the Army would not comply with him, a« be ^ 
once bcliev'd, and reiblv'd to get therofelves out of their 
hands, had, as is mention'd before, direAed the Duke of T9rk^ 
who was of years to be trufted with the fecret, ^ that, when 
'^ a fit opportunity (hould be ofier'd, he (hould make his eicape 
^'into the parts beyond the Seas, at)d follow the diredions 
^^ of his Mother : and about this time, when fo much hStxotx 
was expeAed, which probably might produce many altera- 
tions, his Majefty in all places, found tome way to adverttfe 
the Duke, " that it would be a very proper Seaion for him to 
** make his efcape. The Perfon who was entrufted to con- 
trive it was Colonel BamfaUy a Man of an ad:ive and infi- 
nuating Nature, and dextrous enough in bringing any thing 
to pafs that he had the managing of himfelf. He had now no 
relation to the King's Service; he bad ferv'd the King in the 
late War as a Colonel of Foot, and had not behaved himfelf 
to well in it, as to draw any lufpicion upon himfelf from the 
other Party, and was in truth much more converfant with the 
Presbyterian Party than with the King's. So that his repair 
often to the place where the Duke of t9rk and th^ other Chil* 
dren were, drew nothingof fufpicion upon him. 

The Duke and his Brother and Sifter were then kept at tw «f:»^ 
S« James\ where they had the liberty of the Garden and Park tftt»7>mke 
to walk and exercife themlelves in, and Lords, and Ladies, and^'^^jjj^*'* 
other Perfons of Condition, were not reftrain'd from reforting^J]^^ 
thither to vifit them.. In this manner BamfieU had been fome- jtmtsV 
times there; and after he had informed the Duke what he 
was to do, and found one or two more to be trufted between 
them, that he might not become fufpeded by being obferv'd 
CO ijpei^ too often with him, he provided a fmall Veflel to be 
ready about the Cuftom Houie, and to have^ts Pafs for Hb/- 
imtd, and then advertifed the Duke to be ready In the clofe of 
an Evening, when playing, as he ufed to do, with the other 
Children, in a Room from whence there was a pair of Stain 
to the G^den, he might, untaken notice of, get thfther ^ 
from whence there was a door into the Park ; where B£m* 
fieU would meet him. And this was fo well adjufted, that 
VoLIU. Parti " K the 
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the Duke came at the hour to the place ; where the other mec 
him, and led him prefently where a Coach was ready, and fo 
carried him into a private Houfe ; where he only ^ayed whilft 
he put on Women's Apparel, that was provided for him ; 
and preleorly, with Colonel BamfaU onlyy went into a pair 
of Oares that was. ready y fo he paffed the Bridge, and went on 
Board the Veflel that was ready to receive him , which imme- 
diately hoifted Sail^ and arriv'd fafe in HoBmmJ, without any 
Man of the Ship having the leaft imagination what Freight 
they carried. 

The Duke,aflbona8bewason Shore, and in a Lodging, 
refolving no longer to ufe his Womans habit, ftayed there till 
he advertifed his Sifter, the Priucefs Royal of Oramgty dE his 
Arrival; who quickly took care to provide all fuch things as 
were neceflary for his remove to the lUgue ; from whence the 
Queeawas.inforin'd, and fo knew afloon almoft where he 
was, as (lie did of his efcape from Lamdot^ The Prince wa» 
not yet ready for his remove, nor was it refolv'd which way 
he Ihould go ; fo that it was thought beft that the Duke ifaouic^ 
for the prefent, ftay at the Hague with his Sifter, till farther 
rcfolutions might be taken ; and though the Service which 
BamfieU had perform'd , was very well efteem'd j yet they 
thought the making him a Groom of his Bed-Chamber, would 
be an ample recompence, and that it was nece(£iry to put a 
Perfon of a better Quality about his Highnefs, who might 
have a fuperior Command over the other Servants , and be- 
caufe the Lord Byronj who had been made Governour of the 
Duke of fork by the King, was then in Ef^Umdj fecretly at- 
tending the conjun&ure to appear in Armes in aquarter TxaffiA 
to him, S^Jobn Beriky was fent by the Qu^n to wait upon 
the Duke, as Governour in the abfence of the Lord Bfrmr^ 
which BamfieU Iqoked upon as a degradation, and brsfiging 
the Man be hated of all Men living, to have the command 
over him. 

The Lord Cafel^ who was in the moft feaet part of all 
thefe Intrigues in England ^ being entirely trufteci by thofe 
who would n(^c truft any of the Presbyterians nor communi- 
cate their purpofes to them, had written to the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, who remained ft ill in yerjiy^ the hopes he had 
of a good conjun^re, and his own resolution to Emoark bim- 
felf in thatattempr,aflbon as it (hould be ripe ^.andhadfignified 
the King^s Command to him, ^' that afloonas the ChanceUor 
^^ fliould be required to wait upon the Prince, he (hould with- 
^^ out delay obey the Summons : and the King had likewife 
writ to the Queen very pofitively, " that when it (hould be 
"neceflary for the Prince to remove out of FroMce, the Chan- 
^f cellor (hould have notice of it, and be required to give* his 
^ ^^atceadapc 
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^^ attendance upon the Pcrfon of his Royal Highncfs, in the 

^^ condition he had formerly done. About the beginning of 

May y m the year 1^48 , the Lord Cafel y who had always 

corFcfponded with the ChanceHor, and infornn'd htm of the 

State of Afiairs, and all that concern'd himfelf, writ to him^ 

^' that all things were now fo ripe, that he believ*d the Prince 

^^ would not find it fit to remain longer in France ; and there- 

^^ upon conjured him that he would be ready, if he ihould be 

^ fent for, as he was confident he would be, to attend upon 

^' his Highnefs ; which, he faid, all the King's Friends ex- 

peded hefhoulddo ; and which he was refolv'd to do aflfoon 

as the Prince fhould be out of Frsmciy though he (houkl re« 

celve no order or invitation fo to do. 

About the middle of TIfojr, the Queen, ^cordin^tohhTktchdtieeU 
Majefty's Command, fent to the Chancellor of the Exche-/»ri./ifc*fx- 
quer to ^SnySf, commanding, " that he would wait upon the *^f"*'j^' 
" Prince in the Lcuvrezt Fsris^ upon a day that was ^ft be- JJ,^'J}„^ 
fore the Letter came to his hands. But he no fooner re-jerfsy. \ 
ceiv'd the Summons, than he betook himfelf to the Journey, 
and to tranfport himfelf into ATi^rmmM^^ where, after ho was 
landed, he made what baft he could to Caem, fuppofiag he 
fiioald there find Secretary NicMat^ who had given him no*- 
tice, ^' that he had receiv'd the fame Command. When he 
came to Cm*, he found the Secretary's Lady there, but him- 
ieJf was gone tollMjy, to the Lord CMingfany and intended 
toftay t&re till the other (hould arrive, and to confult toge- 
ther there upon their &rther Journey. The old Earl of Bri^ 
Solj whohadliv'd likewifeat OtMi, was gone with the Se^ 
cretary to JZmos, having likewife receiv'd the Same Summons 
with the others to attend the Prince at the Louvre. The 
Chancellor haften'd to Roan^ where he found the Lord Cot* 
thgtom^ who had ftill the Tide and Precedency of Lord High 
Treafurer of England^ the Earl of Bri^^/, and Secretary Ni- 
chelae J who were all his very good Friends, and very glad of 
his Arrival. They had receiv'd Advertifement, the day be- 
fore, ** that the Prince, with all his froall Train, was paflcd 
*' by towards Calais ; and direAion was fent ** that the Chan- 
" cellor, whom they fuppofed to be on the way, and the reft, 
^* Ihould ftay at "Roan, till they fhould receive new Orders 
"from CalaiSy where his Royal Highnefs would take new 
** meafures what he was to do. So they flayed together at 
Ktfifv, where there were at the fame time very many Englijh 
of C^ality in their own condition, who were driven out of 
Ettglandy as well as they, for their fidelity to the King, and 
had brought fomewhat with them for their fupport abroad, 
till they might upon fome good change return to their own 
Country* In the mean time they liv'd very decently together 

K% in 
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in that City; tvherethey were well cfteem*d. The way be- 
tween Rffon and Calais wa,s fo dangerous without a very ftrong 
Convoy, that no day pafled Wichooc Robberies and Murthers, 
fi> that chey were glad of their Order not to ftir from thence, 
till they fliould receive a very particular diredtipn from the 
Prince ; and within few days they receiv'd advice, " that the 
Thi Vrian u Princc had, afloon as he came to CalaiSy put himfdf on

that both the Fretuhznd the Sfamfb Armies were in the Field, 

being very dangerous. 

]?* ^Jf* The rrinoe's remove from Tsris on fiich a fuddain, pro- 

th€%lf^ ceeded from an Accident in Effglaud that was very extraordi- 

tbt Kinr Ddiy, and looked like a call from Heaven. The Parliament 

/TMiRaTnf- about this time had prepared, according to cuitom, a good 

boroosh. pj^^ ^j£ jgQ Qj^ ^ dostcn Ship^ for the Summer Guard, and ap- 

Eointed Eahtstmrmsgi to be Admiral thereof j who had been 
red at Sea, and was the Son of an eminent Commander at 
Sea lately dead ; but he himfelf, from the time of the new 
Model, had been an Officer of Foot in the Army, and was a 
Cokmelof IpecialNore.and Accoimt, zndef CromweBs chief 
Confidents. This cfiended the Earl offFarwuk much, and 
difpoied him to that inclination to concur with his Brother 
lately memion'd. Capiain B^/Zm Itkewiie was as much un* 
fatisned, who had aded a great part in the firft alienadng 
the Fleet, and the Affeftioos of the Sea-men from die King, 
and had ever been their Vice-Admiral afterwards, and one of 
the Perfons upon whom they principally reiy'd at Sea. 
J^sb^rougby as long as he remained in the Navy, had been 
\jmdsx his Command, aftd both the Earl and Batten^^rtW knew 
that this Man was now made Admiral of this Fleet, becaafe 
they, being Presbyterians, fliould have no credit or in&ience 
tiponit y which made them folticitous enough that the Sea- 
inen QioUld not be well pleafed with the Alteration ; and 
They looked upon Kamsbarough as a Man that had fbmken 
them, and prewrr'd the Land before the Sea Service. The 
Sea^men are in a manner a Nation by themfeives, ahumoiu> 
rous, brave, and fturdy People ; fierce, and refolute in what- 
foever they are inclined to, fomewhat unfteady and inoonftant 
it> purftting it, and jealous of thofeto morrow by whom they 
are governed to day. ThcfeMen, obferving the general dif- 
content of the People, atidthat, however t£ Parliament was 
obeyed by the power of the Army, both Army and Parlia- 
ment were grown ?ery odious to the Nation, and hearing fb 

much 
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much difcourfe of an Army from Scottattd xtiAj to enter into 
the ICiDg<ionl^ concluded that the King would be Reftored; 
and then remembring that rhe revolt of the Fleet was the 
preamble to the lofs of hii Maiefty's Authority every where 
eUe, and a great caufe of all his Misfortunes, thought it would 
be a sbrious thing to there, if they could lead the way to his 
Makifty^s Reftoration by their declaring for hire. This was 
an Agitation among the Common Sea- men, without comma- 
nicacing it to any Officer of the Quality of MaAer of a Ship. 
This inclination was much improved in them by afenend 
difpoficion in Knu to an InfiirreAion for the King, and bf 
feme Gentlemen's coming on board the Ships, according tb 
the cuftom of that Country ; who fomented the good dupo* 
ficion in the Sea-men by all the ways they could. 

A T this very time there appeared generally tl|rougb(Nit Cmmtthni 
Km$ the fame mdigefted Aftftton to the King, and inciioa^ '" Kent A*" 
tion CO ferve him, as was among the Sea- men, and was Con* '^ ^^' 
du&ed with much lefi order and caution, neither the one nor 
the other having been defign'd by thofe who took care of 
the King's Affiiirs, and who defign'd thofe Infurreftions which 
happenVl in other parts of the Kingdom. They knew no- 
thing, that is, contril'Uted nothing to this good difpofitioD in 
the Sea- men, though they were not without fome nope diatJ 
upon all other Revolutions , fomewhat might likewife £dl 
ouc at Sea to the advantage of the King's Afiatrs. The|^ 
had j&nae expeftacion indeed fromKarr, where they knew 
the People were generally well Afieded, and depended upon 
two or three Gentiemen of that Country, who had been Of- 
ficers in the King's Arniy,and refolv'd to bring in fome Troops 
of Horie, when occafion (hould be ripe \ but it was refolv d 
and intended that the Scot^ Army (hould be enter'd the 
Kii^doQi, by which the Parliament Army would be upoo 
their inarch towards them, before they would have any ap- 
pearance of force in the parts near Lntiw^ atid then they 
believ'd that both Country and Cicy would rife together. 
And fo thofe Gentlemen of Kfspf, who were privy to any 
defign, lay privately in iMJbm to avoid all Canals in their 
Country ; fo that what now fell out there, was by meer 
chance and accident, that could never be forefeen^ or pre* 
vented. 

There happen'd to be at fome Jovial meeting in Kutf 
abouft that tinoe, one M' VEfirangB a younger Brother of a 
good Family in Nmrfalk^ who had been always of the King's 
Party, and for atcempcing fomewhat in his own Country for 
his Majcfty's Service, had been taken Prifoner by the Parlia* 
incnt^ and by a Court of War condemn'd to dye, but being 
kept in Prifon till the end of the War, was then (ct at Li* 

K 3 bcny. 
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berty, as one in whom there was no more danger. But he 
retam'd his old Afiedlioos, and more rememllbi'd the cruel 
iHage he had reoeiv'd, than that they had not proceeded as 
cruelly with him as they might have done. He had a great 
Friendftiip with a young Gentleman, MrH^kSy wholiv'd in 
K^nf, and was parried to a Lady of a Noble Birth and For- 
tune, he being Heir to one of the greateft Fortunes of that 
Country, buc was to expeft the Inheritance from the favour 
of an Old Severe Grand-father, who for the prelent kept the 
youngiCouple from running into any Excefs j the Mother of 
the Lady being of as four and ftridl a Nature as the Grand- 
father, and both of them fo much of the Parliament Party, 
that they were not willing any pare of their Ellates {bould be 
hazarded for the King. At me Houfc of this Mr HaUs^ M' 
VEftrange was, when by the Communication which that part 
of Kent always hath with the Ships which l}'e in thei>MMr/, 
the report firft did arife that the Fleet would prefecdy de- 
clare for the King, and thofe Sea- men who came on Shore 
talked as if the Cicy of London would joyn with them. This 
drew many Gentlemen of the Country who wiihed well, to 
vifit the Ships, and they return'd more confirmed of the truth 
of what they had heard. Good-fellowfliip was a Vice fpread 
cwcry where, and this young greai Heir, who had been al- 
ways bred among his Neighbours, aSe&ed that which they 
were beft plearcd wiih, and fo his Houfe was a Rendezvous 
for thofe who delighted in that Exercife, and who every day 
brought him the news of the good inclinations in the Fleet 
for the King; and all Men's Mouths were full of the general 
hatred the whole Kingdom had againft the Parliament as well 
as the Army. Mr L*Efirange was a Man of a good Wit, and 
a Fancy very luxuriant, and of an enterprifing Nature. He 
obferv'd, by the good Cbmpany that came to the Houfe, that 
the ASedtions of all that Large and Populous Country were 
for the King. He bqgun to tell M' Hales ^ '^ that though his 
^* Grand-father did in his heart wiih thie King well, yet his 
^^ carriage had been fuch in his conjunAion with the Parlia- 
^^menr, that he had more need of the King's favour than of 
^' his Grand-fetber's to be Heir to that great Eftate ; and that 
*^ certainly nothing could be more acceptable to his Grand- 
** father, or. more glorious to Him, than to be the Inftru- 
^ment of both; and therefore advifed him *^to puthimfelf 
^' into the Head of his own Country, which would be willing 
"to be led by him; that when the Scots were enter'd in- 
^^ to the Northern Parts, and ail the Kingdom (hould be in 
^^Armes, he might, with the Body of his Country- men, 
*' march towards London-^ which would induce both the 
^City and the Parliament to joyn with him, whereby he 

"Ihould 
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^'flioold have great Chare in the Hoooor of Reftoriog the 

"King. 

The Compaoy that frequented the HouTe thought the 
difcQurfe very reafonable, and fitw that the iffoe maft be very 
Honoarable : The young Lady of the Hoafe was fail of Zed 
for the King, and was wUling her Husband fliooM be the In- 
ftrument or his delivery : The young Gentleman himielfhad 
not been enough converfant in the A&irs of the World to ap- 
prehend the danger, or hazard of the Attempt, and b re- 
ferr'd himfeif and the whole Bufinefi to be governed, and 
condafted by M' VEfirang0y whom they all believ'd by his 
djrcourfe to be an able Soldier. He writ fame Letters to 
particular Gentlemen, who he was informed would reoeive 
them willingly^ and fign'd Warrants to the Coi^bles of 
Hundreds with his own Name, which had been never beard 
of in the Country, requiring, <<in his Majefty's Name, all 
'^Perfons to appear, at a time and place appointed, to advife 
"together, and to lay hjld on fuch opportunities, as ihoald 
**be ofier d for relieving the King and delivering him out of 
"Prifon. There was an incredible appearance of the Coun- 
try at the place appointed, where M' VEfittmge appear'd with 
M' EiiSfjr, and thoie Perfons which had been ufed to their 
Company. M' L'Efiroffge fpoke to them in a ftyle very much 
his own ; and being not very dear to be underftood, the 
more prevailed over them. He fpake like a Man in Autho- 
rity, inveighed againft **the Tyranny of the Army, which 
"had fubdued the Parliament, againft their barbarous Impri- 
"fonment of the King, and agamft a Confpiracy they had to 
" Murther him. He added " that the Afledions of that No- 
"ble Country were well known to his Majefty, and that he 
" had therefore appointed the Fleet that was in the Dovms to 
"joynwith them; and that he doubted rot but they would 
^together be too ftrong for his Enemies, who were like to 
''have enough to do to defend themielves in many other 
^places ^ and that his Majefty was willing they (hould have 
'*a Gentleman of their own Country, well known to them, 
'^to be their General; and named M^HmUs^ who was pre- 
sent. There was not one Man who fo much as asked for 
any Letter or Commiflion, or other Authority from the King ; 
but all of them, very frankly and unaninooufly, declared ^^ they 
^ would be ready to joyn, and march as their General Habs 
**ihould direA; and lb another day and place was appointed 
for another appearance, and Lifting and Forming their Regi- 
n)ent8 ; and in the mean time M' L'EfirsffgB kt out fuch De- 
clarations, and Engagements, as he thought moft like to pre- 
vail with the Peope, and required " that they ihould be read 
^' in all Churches; which was done accordingly. The next 

K 4. appearance 
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tppotf tnce was greater than the former 9 and with the bxne 
forwardncb, many coming Armed both Horfe and Foot, and 
fliewittg a marvcHou5 alacrity to the Engagement. Their Ge- 
neral then g^ve out bis Coromifliona for feveral Regiments^ 
and a new day was appointed for their Rendezvous^ when all 
ibould come Arm'd, and keep together in a Body, until it 
ihould be fit to march to LomJtm. 

I T was known that the Fleet was gone out of the JD^wms, 
but it was as well known that it bad abfolutely renounced the 
Servfce of the Parliament, and rejeAed all their Officers. It 
was eafy tA perfwade the People, that they were gone upon 
fome important Enterprife, and would fpeedily return ; and 
h was innnuated, '^ that it was gone to the Ifle of fPigi^ to 
^ releafe the King, who would return with it into Km y 
which made them hafien their preparations. 

At the time when the King made the Earl of Ninttrnmier- 
land Admiral, he declared, and it was inferred in his Com- 
< miflion, " that he (hould enjoy that Office during the Mino- 
^^ rity of the Duke of T»rk ; and the Duke having made his 
efcape at this time^ when there was this Commotion amoogft 
the Sea-men, it was no fooner known that his Highneis was 
in HriUmdy but the Sea-men talked aloud '^ that they woaU 
^^go to their Admiral ; and the Gentlemen of Keta ftirring 
them up and inflaming them to that Refolution, and the Sea* 
men agam prefling the Gentlemen to haften their Rifing in 
Armes, that they might afSft and fecond each other, they 
both declared themfelves fooner than they ought to have 
done, and before they were prepared for an Enterprife of that 
importance. 

The Parliament was well inform'd of the difteooper a- 

mongft the Sea- men, and had therefore forborne putttegthe 

half of the Provifioos aboard the Ships, which, for the greatzft 

parr, lay ready in the Dnms^ wantine only half the Vidtal 

they were to have for the Summer Service. But thofe Of- 

$cers which were on board, finding they had no Authority, 

and that the Sea-men mocked and laughed at them , toai 

every day to inform the Parliament, what mutinous humour 

the whole Fleet was in. Whereupon they fent RaimsUrm^h 

and fome other Officers thither j prefuming that the prefence 

of the Admiral would quickly quiet all. He, being a Man 

of a rough imperious Nature, aubon as he came on tK»ard his 

. Ship, begun to make a ftriA Enquiry into the former Difor- 

jooflhtiMf ^^^ ^^ Mutinous behaviour, upon which all the Men of 

fimifthir his Ship retired into their old Fortreft of One and All, and 

ojpctrt^ prefendy laid hold on Him, and put Him, and fuch other 

m sbtft bf Officers of the Ship as they liked not, into the Boat, and ftnt 

*****" them on Shore. Which was no fooner known to the reft of 

^ the 
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the Sbipi, but ibey followed their example, and uled tkpir 
Officers \n the fiime manner. After they had for fome ds^« 
been Feafted and Carefled by the People of Kemty fome of t he 
Gentlemen putting themfelvcs on board to joyn with them, 
and m order to amft them towards providing »icfa neoeflaries 
as were wanting, they went out of the DowMSy and flood for 
HoSoMdy chat they might find their Admiral ; and let fall their ntrnUNi 
Anchors before the BriB, What was done by the Gentle- Skifi Mas 
men of Kemt on Shore, and the fuGOeTs thereof, will be related •^'•Hol- 
horcafter. ' **"^ 

Thi s fo very fedbnable revolt of the Fleer, in a conjun- 
Aurewhen fo many Advantages were expedted, was looked 
upon as a fure Omen of the ddiverance <» the King. And the 
report that the Ships were before oUmis, as if they had expeft- 
ed fome Body there, which was true, for fome time, was 
the reafon that it was thought fit that the Prince f who had hi- 
therto thought of nothing but being fent for by the Sc$ts^ and 
bow to find htmfeif with them) ihould make all poflible Haft 
to CaUk. This was the Caufe of that his fuddain motion, 
which was yet retarded for want of Money, and all other 
things neceuary for his Journey. The Cardinal (hewed no 
manner of fitvouring all theie Appearances of Advantage to the 
King; he gave kfi countenance to Se^tiamly than he nadever 
done when it was in Rebellion againft the King; and, not- 
vjtbftanding all his promifes with reference to Irelamd, the . 
Marquis dlOrmcmd remained ftiU at TariSy without obtaining 
Ames or Money in any proportion ( both which had been 
promifed fo liberally ) and was, after all importunities, com- 
pelled to tranfport himfelf into Ireland ( where he was fo tm- xb» vut^ 
portunately called for ) without any manner of Supplies, 4 ormond 
which were expeflcd. And now, when the remove ot the^^ •^ f 
Prince was (b t)ehovefoI, the Cardinal utterly refufed to far- £2S*^ 
niih him with any Money ; all which dUcountenances were 
ihordy after remember'd to CramweB, as high merit. 

The Prince's remove was by every Body thought fo ne» 
ceflary, that the Lord Jermynj as was pretended^ found means 
to borrow fomuch Money as was neceflary for the Journey; 
which the King paid long after with fall Intereft. D' Gaffe^ 
a Man well known in that time, as the chief Agent and Con- 
fident of my Lord j^ffir7», was prefently fent into JftAnu/, to 
difpofctheSea-men to be willing to receive the Lord Tmv^s 
to Command the Fleet. So follicitous that Noble Man was 
tobein the head of any Adion chat was like to profper, how 
unfit foever he was for it ; having neither induftry • nor 
knowledge of any thing of the Sea, and being lefs belov d by 
Ae Sea-men than any man that could be named. The Prince 
iQade what haft he could to CsUus^ attended by Prince Bufert, 

the 
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the Lord Hfptmty and the Lord Co/epefpefy and ibme other 

Gentlemen, befides his own Domeflicks y and finding one of 

the E»glifb Frigats before Calais ^ and underftanding that the 

Duke of York was gone from the Hague to Helvoet Sluce^ 

and had put htmfelf on board the Fleet there, his Highneis 

prefently embarked, and made the more haft left his Brother 

rh§ Prwfft uiould bein Aftion before him, and was recetv'd at the Fleet 

^^X'^iL with all thofe acclamations and noifes of joy, which thatPeo- 

^ pie are accuflom'd to; they having exprelfed as much fomc 

days before, at the arrival of the Duke of Tifrk 

A 8 so on as it was known mHottandxhdX, the Prince of 
Wales was arriv'd, the Prince of Orange^ with his Wife the 
Princeis Royal, came prefently thitherto entertain his High- 
nefe the beft that place would permit, but efpecially to re- 
joyoe together, having not feen each other from the time they 
jF4^fffM in were Children. The Prince found the Fleet in Fadion and 
the Ounces Difordcr , and great pains had been taken to corrupt them. 
f/«/. ^tjehn Berkleys coming to the Hague to Affume the Go- 
vernment of the Duke oiTerky had not been acceptable to his 
Royal Highnefs; who was perfwaded by Colonel Bamfield^ 
that he had been unfaithful, as well as unfortunate, in his at- 
tendance upon the King to the Ifle of Wight. The Colonel 
faimfelf was fo incenfed with ir, chat he uicd all the skill and 
infinuation he had, to leflen his Highnefs's reverence to the 
Queen, and to di0)ute her Commands. Then taking the op- 
portunity of the Fleet's being come to Helvoet Sluce, he went 
thither, and having, as is faid before, a wonderful Addrels 
to the difpofing Men to Mutiny, and to work upon Common 
Men, which the Fleet confifted of, there being no Officers, 
for the moft part, above the Qjalicy of a Boat-Swaine or Ma- 
fter's-Mate, he perfwaded them *^ to declare for the Duke 
"of TtfrA, without any refpeft to the King or Prince ; and 
*' when his Highnefs mould be on board, that they fhould not 
'^meddle in the (parrel between the King and the Parlia- 
"ment, but entirely joyn with the Presbyterian Party, and 
^^ the City of Umdowy which by this means would bring the 
^^ Parliament to reafbn : And he prepared his Friends the Sea- 
men when the Duke (liould come to them, that they would 
except againft S' John Berkley ^ and caufe him to be difmiCled ; 
and then he believ'd he fliouid be able to govern both his 
Highnefs and the Fleet. 

At the fame time D' Gofe^ who was a dextrous Man too, 
and could comply with all Men in all the Ads of good-fel- 
lowfliip, had gotten acquaintance with others of the Sea-meo, 
and made them jealous of Bamfield's adivity ; and endeavour'd 
to perfwade them *^that they (hould all Petition the Prince 
( who, he knew, would be (hortly with them) ** that the Lord 

^^Jermfu 
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^^Jimj» might be made their Admiral; who would be able 
"to fupply them with Money, and whatfoevcr elfe they want- 
"ed : That there was no hope of Money but from Framt^ 
"and that the Lord Jermyn had all the Power and Credit 
'Hhere, and might have what Money he defired; and by 
thde Agitations, the infant Loyalty of the Sea-men begun to 
be diftraAed. 

At the (ame time the Lord U^oughiy of Parhsm^ who had 
always adhered to the Presbyterians, and was of great efteem 
amongft them, though he was not tainted with ;,their princi- 
ifisHy had left the Parliament, and fecretly Transported him- 
felf into HMamd ; and was arrived at Rotter Jam, when Bum- 
pld retum'd from the Fleer, and went to wait upon the Duke 
of Tori at the Hague. Bampeld delivered fuch a Mefl^e from 
the Fleet as he thought would haften the Duke's Journey thi- 
ther; and told him, <^the Sea men made great enquiry after 
^' the Lord VPiBoughiyj atid much longed to have him with 
"them; infinuatingto the Duke, "that he had much contri- 
<^buted to that good difpofition in the S?a men, and was pri- 
"vy to their revolt, and had promifed fpeedily to come to 
"them, and that it would be the moft acceptable thing his 
"Highnefs could do to carry him wich him to the Fleet, and 
"make him his Vice- Admiral. The Duke made all imagin* 
able haft to Hehoet Skce, and immediately went on b^d 
the Admiral; where he was recciv'J with the ufual marlrsof 
joy and acclamation. He declared the Lord WiUeughlfy his 
Vice-Admiral, and appointed foroe other Officers in the fe- 
veral Ships, and feem'd very defirous to be out at Sea. la 
the mean time BamfieU continued his Adivity ; and the Do- 
&0T, finding he had tittle hope to raife his Patron to the 
height he propofed, did all he couW to hinder the Operation 
oiBamfieiJ and took all the ways he could that the Prince 
inighc be acfvertifed of it, and thereupon haften his own Jour- 
ney; which did likewife contribute to the haft his Highnels 
^^e. He arriv'd at Heheet Sluce very (eafonably to prevent 
noany inconveniences, which would have inevitably fallen out ; 
and the Sea- men, upon his Highnefs's appearance, returned 
again into cheir old chearful humour; which the Prince knew 
would be beft preferv'd by Aftion ; and therefore exceedingly 
defired to be at Sea, where he was fure he muft be Superior to 
any Force the Parliament could in a (hort time put out. But 
theFltet already wanted many Provifions, of which Beer was 
the chief; which, by the countenance and affiftance of the 
Prince of Orange^ was in a (hort time procured in a reafonabie n* *VrU<§ 
proportion ; and then the Prince fet fail fir ft for Tarmouth Road, amti into 
then for the Z>w»x; having Tent his Brother, the Duke of ^'^^^J"* 
^^k^ with all his Family to the Hague^ to remain there. JJ^,^ 

Though 
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Though the Duke was exceedingly troubled to kava the 
Fleet, which he had been perfwaded to look upon as his Fro- | 
vtnce, yet he could not but acknowledge, that right reabo 
would not permit theyfhould both be ventur'd at one time oo I 
board the Fleet ; and, the Prince determining to engage \m 
own Perfon, be fubmitted to the determination ; and was well ' 
content to remain with his Sifter. The Prince did not think i 
fit to remove the U>rd WiB&ugbhj ( who, he knew, was ffludi 
relied upon by the Presbyterian Party ) from the Charge the 
Duke had |iven him ; though he was not much known to tht 
Sea*men. But Captain B^atem coming at the fame time wiieo 
hisHighneTs did to the Fleet, and bringing the OmfimtiWir- 
wkk^ one of the beft Frigats the Parliament nad built» with ?ir- 
ddm^ and two or three &a-men of good Command, hisrajh- 
nefaimighted him, and made him Here- Admiral of theFloeCi 
believing, that he could pot do a more popular and accept- 
ftble thmg to the Sea-men, than by putting the fame Man,, 
wfio had Commanded them fo many years, over them again 
at thia time ; whofe experience and government would tup- 
ply the defecb and want of skill of the Vice-Admirai, who 
was very willing to be advtfed by him. But the Prince Qioxt- 
ly after f jund Tie was miftaken in that expedient, and that 
cne Sea-men ( who defired to ferve the King upon the dear 
principles of Obedience, and Loyalty) did not in any de- 
gree mcSt Batten, becaufe he had failed in both, and was 
now of a Party towards which they had no veneration. The 
truth is , the Prince came prepared and diTpofed from die 
Queen, to depend wholely upon the Presbyterian Party, 
which, betides the power of the Scotifi Army, which was 
. every day expeded to Invade England, was thought to be 
poflefled of aU the ftreogth of the Citjr of London', and the 
Lord Cobfifper^ and M' Long, the Prince's Secretary, were 
utifted by the Qu^eQ to keep the Prince fteady and faft tt) 
that dependence ; and his Higbnefs was injoyn'd to be entirely 
advifed by them^ though all the other Lords about him 
were of another mind, and the Prince himfelf not inclined, 
that way. Dr St&ward, the Dean of the King's Chapel, 
whom his Majefty had recommended to his Son to inftru^ 
him in all matters relating to the Church, and H^ Earks, aod - 
the reft of his Chaplains, waited diligently upon him to pre* 
vent thofe Infufions. But, by thofe two^ the benefit of this 
Fleet was principally confider d, as a happy means to put the - 
Prince on Shore, that he might be in the Head of the Sc(a^ 
Army ; and no doubt if that Army had been then enicr'd into 
England^ as it was very Ihortly after, the Prince would have 
been direfted, with the Fleet, " to have followed all the ad- 
^^ vice Which flionltt have been fent from the ScoU, 

In 
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In the mean time it was thought moft CounleUable, after 
the Prince had failed fome days about the Coaft, that the. 
Kingdom might generally know that his Highnels was there, 
that they illould all go into the Rivw of Thames^ and lye r6ww» f«i» 
ftill there; by which they expefted two great Advaiuagc«;«<»»*»*^5f 
firft, that the City would be thereby engaged to declare it felf, Thamci. 
when they faw all their Trade obftru&ea ; and that their Shift- 
homewards bound, of which, at that Scafon of the year, they . 
expcded many, maft fill into the Prince's bands j and ch^n, 
that the prefence of the Prince in the River would hinder the 
Pariiament from getting Seamen ^ and from fetting out chac 
Flett which the;^ were preparing to reduce the other, undec 
the Command erf the Earl of Wavwick-y whom they thought- 
fit, in this exigent, a^a^to imploy; and who, by acceptinj^ . 
tKer Charge, thought he iheuld b^e in a better pofture to choofe 
his Party, in any other alterat^ion that Ihould happen at Land. 

When the Parliament firft heard of the Commotion in 
Kntfj and faw the Warrants which were fent out and fign'd 
^itlBfirangBy whom no body knew (and the Gentlemen of 
Xflif who face in the Parliament, aflfured them, ^^that there 
''was no fuch Gentleman in that County ^ and S' Edward , 
Baks^ who likewife was prefent there, told them, ^^ he was 
'^ very confident that his Grandlbn could not be Embarked in 
^^fucoanAfiair) they negleded it, and thought it a defign 
to amufe them. But when they heard that the meetings 
were continued^ and faw the Declarations which were pub* 
lifted, and were well aflured that young liaks appear'd with 
them as their General, they thought tne matter worth their 
care^ and therefore appointed their General, ^^ to fend two , 
^ or three Troops of Horfe into Kent to fupprefs that fediti- 
^ ous lofurre&ton ; S^ Bi»ard JUks now escufing himfelf 
withrevilings,threacS|and deceftationof hisGrandfonj who, 
hepTotefted,(bould never be his Heir. 

The Earl of HoBaml, who had a CommiiEon to be Ge* 
serai, and the reft who were engaged, were not yet ready, 
the Scfftsbm^ not yet encer'd ; nor did they underftand any 
tbiog of the bufinefs of Ktnf ; however when they were al« 
fured that they were drawn into a Body, and were fo ftrong 
that die Officers who Commanded the Troops which had been 
fent to fupprefi them, had fent to the Parliament word, ^^thac 
^^ they dam not advance, for that the Enemy was much ftrong* 
^er than they, and inaeafed daily ; and that they had fent a 

Letter to the City of Umim inviting them to joyn with 
^ (liem ; the Eail of Holland I fay, and the others with him, 
^ght it fit to fend them all the countenance, and encou- 
'asement they could ; and thereupon dtlpatched thofe Officers 
wbhad been defign'd fQX the Troops of that County, when 
5 the 
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the Seafon fliouki be ripe, and who had hitherto lurked pri- 
vately in l/mdrnt to avoid iuipioon. They were defired to 
call their Friends together, lidooa as was poffible, to joyn 
with their Neighbours ; and were told ** that they Ihould 
** very (hordy receive a General from the King : for they did 
not think M' Hales equal to the work, who found his Power 
and Credit to grow Itfsy the greater the appearance grew to 
be; and they begun to enquire for the King's Commiffioo. 
The Earl of HoUdnd had form'd his Party of many OfBoers 
whohadferv'dboth the King and the Parliament ; all whidi 
were in the City ^ and he had not yet a mind to call them 
together , but to exped: the appearance of their Northeni 
Friends, and therefore confulttng with the reft, and finding 
theEarlof^tfrutf^^, who bad beenfome Months mEmgiajS 
under aPafsfrom the Parliament (upon pretence of making 
his compofition, from which he had never been excluded ) 
willing to engage himfelf in the ConduA of thofe in Keta, 
where he was well known and bclov'd, his Afieftk>n and Zeal 
for the King's Service being not to be doubted, they refoiv'd 
that he(hould go thither ; and there being many blank Com- 
miffioAS ready to be difpofed as the Service (hould require, 
they filled one with His name, by which'the Command of all 
Kent was committed to him, ^ with power to lead them any 
'^ whither as the good of the King's Service (hould make re- 
^^ quifite. And with this Commiffion he made haft into JCasT, 
and found at Maidftane a better Body of Horfe and Foot 
Arm'd than could have been expeded ; enough in number to 
have met any Army that was like to be brought againft them. 
They all receiv'd him with wonderful Acclamatioos, and 
vowed obedience to him. M^ Hales) upon the news of an- 
other General to be fent thither, and upon theftorms of threats 
and rage which fell upon him from his Grand-father, on the 
one fide, and on his Wife by her Mother on the other fide, 
and upon the Confcience that he was not equal to the Charge. 
though his Afiefifon was not in the leaft declined, found 
means to Tranfport himfelf, and Wife , together wkh his 
Friend M' UEflrangey who had loft his Credit with the Fco- 
ple,incoH0&f»^; refoiving, adbon as be had pat ttis Wife 
out of the reach of her Mother , to return himfe^ and to 
venture bis Perfon in the Service which he could not (Joodufti 
which he did qukkly after very heartily endeavour tado. 

The importunities from ScetUnd with the Pr^byterhms 
thehr Correfpondents, the fame of S^ JMdrmaduke Lat^UI/9 
being well receiv'd at EdeMhteugb , and that many EKgljfi^ 
Officers and Soldiers daily flocked thither, butefpecbUy de 
pomifes from Paris of Supplies of Armes, AoMininitioD^ and 
Mooey^ afl&oii as the/ couki expeft it ^ fet ^ Che other 

wheeb 
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wheels going in E^fglmtd which had been preparing all the 
Winter. Tiiere were in South Wales Colonel Umghomj 
Colonel P9welly and Colonel Pvytfj who Commanded chofe 
pares uniier the Parliament, which they had (cry 6 from the 
beginning: the firft of them a Gentleman of a good Exua- 
&ion, and a fair Fortune in Land in tbojfe Countiet, who 
had been bred a Page under the Earl of EffeXy when he had 
a Command in the Low Countries, and continued his de* 
pendence upon him afterwards, and was much in his favour, 
and by that rdatioo was firft engaged in the Rebellion, its 
many other Gentlemen had been, without wiflnng ill to the 
King : the iiecond was a Gentleman too, but a SoMier of For- 
tune : the third, had from a low Trade raifed htmfelf in the 
War to the Reput;ation of a very diligent and ftout Officer, 
and was at this time trufted by the Parliament wirh the Go- 
vernment of the Town and Caftle of Pemkroke, Thefe three 
communicated their difcontcnts to each other, and ail thought 
Aemfelves ill requited by the Parliament for the Service they 
bad done, and that other Men, efpecially Colonel Mknm^ 
were prefenr'd before them ; and reiolv'd to take the oppor- 
tonity of the Sc^ts coming in, to declare for the King upon 
the Presbyterian Account. Y^xxiTjutgham^ who was not in- 
fefied with any of thofe freaks, and doubted not to reduce 
the other two, when itfhould be time, to fober Refblutions, 
would not engage till he firft fent a confident to Varis to in-* 
form the Prinoe of what he had determin'd, and of what their 
wants confifted , which if not relieved, they fliould not be 
able to piiffue their purpoTe, defiring to receive Orders for 
the dtne of cheir declaring, and Amirance that they fhould 
in time receive thofe Supplies they ftood in need of. And 
the Lord ^^PTTHPysi fent him a promife under his hand, ^^ thac 
^'hefbouid not fail of receiving all the things he had defired, 
*^beft)fe he oould be prefikd by the Enemy ; and therefore 
corar'd hkn, and his Friends, ^' forthwith to declare for the 
'^Kang; which he aflured them would beoffingular benefit. 
*'aod advantage to his Majefty's Service; fince, upon the firft 
^ notice of their having dedared, the Scotifb Army would be 
"ready to tzuuch into EmgAnfi/. Hereupon they prefently de- 
clared, before they were provided to keep the Field for want 
of AmmtmitioQatid Money, and when Ftmhoke wasnotfiip* 
piied with Provtfions for arove two Months ^ and were never 
thoaght of after. 

The Lord ByrMi had been fent from Taris^ upon the im- 
portunities fiom^iTtff /cm', to get as many to declare in JSr^Anvi 
liniereral plad») as might mftraft the Army, and keep it 
from an eatfare Efi^agement asainft them^ to difpofe his old 
Friends aboitt cbifftr and h^rth lfU9$ to appear afibon as 

might 
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might be: and he prefeoclv, virhthe help of Colonel l^aMr- 
fim^ poflcfled himfelf of tne Ifland of ^^kfyy and difpofed 
all North W^ks to be ready to declare afloon as the Sc9ts 
IhouM enter the Kingdom. But that which was of moft im- 
portance, and feem'd already to have brought the War even 
into the heart of EMgiandy was that (bme Gentlemen, who 
had formerly fcrvM ttie King in theGarrifonof Newark^ and 
in the Northern Army, under S' Marmuluke Ijntgdale^ had 
(by a defign confultea with him before his going into Scot- 
Undj and upon Orders reoeiT'd from him fince, when he be* 
liev'd the Sc9ts would be in aihort time ready to begin tbcir 
March ) furprtfed the ftrong Caftle of PoMtJht in Tork-finre 
( which had a GarriTon in it for the Parliament ) and grew 
prefently fo numerous, by the reforc of OfiScers and Soldiers 
firom tfaie adjacent Counties, that they grew formidable todi 
thofe parts, and made the Communication between Ijomd<m 
and Twk infecure, except it was with Arong Troops. Upon 
which Argument of the furprife ofPantfret^ We (halt enlarge 
heroifrer, before We fpeakoftheTragickcorx'ufion of this 
Enterprife. All Aflairs were in this motion in JEntgiand^ be- 
fore there was any appearance of an Army in Se9t/4md, which 
they had promifed OKMild be ready to march by the bq^inning 
ofiM^. 

Indeed ^s to the raifing an Army in St^tUnd^ the diffi- 
culties were well nigh over , nor did they ever look upon 
that as a thing that would trouble them, but who (hould Com- 
mand , and ht General of this Army was the matter upon 
which the Succeis of all they propoicd would depetid ; and 
if they could not procure Duke jiamlt§m to be made oioice 
offer that Service, they would promife themfelves no good 
ifliie of the Undertaking. It was a hard thing to remofve the 
old General l^Jkf , who had been hitherto in the Head of 
their Army in all their profperous SucceOes ; but he was in 
the confidence of Argyle^ which was obje&ion enough againft 
him, if there were no other ; and the Man was grown oM, 
and appear*d, in the AAions of the laft Expedition into £ig- 
Imdy very unequal to the Command. And therefore feme 
expedient was to be found to be rid of him ; and they found 
it no bard matter to prevail with him to decline the Com- 
mand, upon pretence of his Age and InSrmities, when in 
truth he had no mind to venture his Honour againft the 
E^li/by except affifted by E^giifb^ which had been his good 
Fortune in ail the Anions of Moment he had perfonn'd in 
this War j and when he had been deftitute of that help, he 
had always receiv'd fome Aflront. When by this means there 
was a new General to be named, Duke Htmiltm was pro- 
pofed, as a fit Man i% be inploy'd to redeem the Honour of 
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theNation. He bad formerly difcharped the Office of General 
under che King of Sweden^ where Lejkyy chat had f>ow dcdiiKd 
the impioyment, was Major General under him ; and therefore 
could not be thought to be without ample experience of War. 

Whilst ihjs was depending, ^;^i5j took notice of S' 
Manaaduki LmigdMSj and & Fbilif MuJgra'Ves being in the 
Town, and of fome difcourfes which they had ufed, or fome 
other JSupZ^ Officers in their Company, and defired ^' that» 
^^ if they were to have any Command in the Army, they might 
^^preiendy take the Covenant ; and that there might be a ge* 
^ neral Declaration, that there fliould be neither Officer nor 
*^ Soldier received into their Army, before he had firft taken 
"the Covenant; and that, after they were enter'd into the 
" Kingdom of £ir;/tf»/,they (hould make noconjundlton with 
** any Forces, or Peribns, who had not done, or flictild rc- 
"fiiie to do che fame. This propofal found nooppoficion ; 
they who were moft forward to raifc the Army for the deli- 
very of the King, being as violent as any to advance that De? 
claration. And though Duke Hamikm and his Brother ^( 
Jjmrich did as well difapprove it in their own judgement, as 
they did forefee, out of the long experience they had of S^^- 
Imly what prejudice it would bring upon them there , yec 
they had not tbs Courage in any degree to fpeak againft it ; 
and the Chancellor g{ Siofland^ and the Earl of Lauthrdah 
vereaspaffionate for the Advancement of it, as ^rgjte him^ 
feif j and feem'd to think that thofe two Gentlemen either 
had already taken, or would be willing to take it. 

It can hardly be believ'd, that, after fo long knowledge 
of£»|/<W, and their obfervation of whom the King's Party 
did confift , after their fo often conferences with the Kinjg 
without prevailing upon him, in zny degree, either to pr^ 
ferve himfelf at New-Caffle from bong delivered up to the 
Parliament, or in their laft agitation with him, when ne yield- 
ed to fo many unreafonabie particulars to gratify them, to cqn* 
fenc to or proraife, " that any Man (hould be pumpell'd to 
'* take the Covenant ; that thq^ ilKxild ftill adhere to that f^» 
tal Cotpbination againd the Church, which they could ne- 
ver hope to bring to pafs, except thefy intended only to change 
the hand, and to keep the King under 2S Arid a reftraint, 
when they (hould get him into Their hands, as he was und^r 
the domination of the Parliament and Army : yet they were 
fo infatuated with this refolution, that they difcoverefd their 
^PprehenGon of the King's Party, and defign'd no lefs to op- 
Pfefs Them than the Independents , and Anabaptiftp ; and 
«pon the news of the revolt of the Fleet from thp Parliament 
'^o the King, the Infiirredion in Ke»0, and other places, ai|d 
^he getieral inclinations throughout ihe Kingdom for the 
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Kiog»they flacken'd their preparations, chat they mi^c defer 
their March, to the end chat all that ftrength might be op- 
prefled and reduced, that fo they might be abfolute Matters 
after they bad prevailed over the Army. And at laft, when 
they coald defer their March oo longer, upon- the importu- 
nate preQure of their Friends in Lntdmy they ieiit the Earl of 
Jjautberdale with thoTe infolent^inftruaions, which will be 
.roention'dianon, and pofitively required the Prince immedU 
ately to repair to them ^ declaring, '^ that if his Perfon fiiould 
<' not be forthwith in their Army, they would return again 
<' into ^tf/£r«^ without makbig any attempt ; and the kiuDw- 
ingthis refolution, was the reafonthat the Queen was (o po- 
fictve in her Inftru^ions, notwithftanding the appearance of 
any other Ad vantage to the King in EngloMd. 

Sir MamuMieLMfgdale znd S^ F&SpMtJlravenofboDa 
heard of this Declaration, than they went to thofe Lords, and 
expoftulated very (harply with them, for /^having broken 
<^ their Faiths, and betrayed them into thehr Country ; where 
^' they were looked upon as Enemies. They were Anfver'd, 
** that they muft give over their defign to redeem the King, 
<'or yield to this determination, which their Parliament was 
<' fo firm and united in ; and would never depart from. And 
therefore they entreated them with all imaginable imporm- 
nity, that they would take the Covenant ; fome of them de- 
firing to confer with them upon it, and undertakiflg to (atisfy 
them, that the Covenant did not include thofe thines in it, 
which they thought it did. But when they fawthofe Gen- 
tlemen would not be prevailed with, but that on the contrary 
they refolv'd prefently to leave the Country ; and told them, 
^'they would undeceive thof^honeft People in Efflamd, who 
^' were too much inclined to truft them^ and that theyfliould 
^' find that they had a harder work in hand than they inoagined ; 
the Scptijb Lords knew well enough of what importance then* 
ptfifenicc was to be to them , for their very entrance into 
JE^^iamd ; and thereupon defired them, ^^ that they would have 
. ^^ a little patience, and again abfent themfelves from Edenh^ 
/* roi^bf till the heat of this dispute was over, and till the 
^^ Army fiiould be ready to march ^ and Duke Hamikomy who 
had a marvellous infinuation to get himfelf believ'd, aflured 
them in confidence, ^^ that afloon as hefhould find himfelf in 
^' the head of his Army, and upon their march, there fbould 
^^ be no more talk of Covenants, but that all the King's Friends 
^^ fiiould be welcome, and without diftindion. So they left 
EJeniorougb again, and went to their old Quarters ; where 
they bad not ftayed long, before the Duke tent for them to 
come to him in private ; and, after a very x:hearful . receptioo, 
be told them, ^< he was now ready j and thai their Friends in 
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^^E$gl^ called fo importunately for them, that be was re- 
^' folv'd to march in very few dayt ; which he thought ne- 
^^cd&ry CO communicate tQ them, not only for the Friend- 
^^(biphehad for them ; which would always keep him with- 
^^ out referve towards them ; but becaufe he muft depend upon 
*'thero two fo furprife the Towns of BnwkkzM Cariijk^ 
^^ agaioft the time he Ihould be able to march thither ^ for he 
^' intended to march between thofe two Places. 

The work was not hard to be perform'd by them, they 
hafiog, from their firft entrance into Se^laml, adjufted with 
their Friends who inhabited near thofe places, to be ready for 
tha enterprise when they flxiuld be called upon ^ which they 
tiien believ'd would have been much (boner } fo that they 
were willing to undertake it, and demanded Commiffions 
from the DuKefor the doing thereof j which he excufed him- 
felf for not giving, under pretence of ** the fecrecy Chat was 
^^oeceflary ; in refpeft whereof he would not truil his ownSe- 
'^cretary ; and lihewife, as a thing unneceflary for the work; 
^ fince it was their own reputation and intereft, and their be- 
^ ing known to have been always trufted bv the King, by 
" which they couki bring it to paft, and not His Gommiuion ; 
*' for which thofe Towns would have no reverence. Befides,he 
told them, <<diat the Marquis of Argyb had ftill protefted againft 
^' their beginning the War by any Aft of Hoftiiity agalnfl the 
^^BHgl^^ in forcing any of the Towns ; which was not necef- 
''fary in order to the King s deliverance ; but that an Army 
^ might march to the place where the King was, to the end 
^' that thofe Meflengers who werefent by the State to fpeak 
*^ with the King, might have liberty to fpeak with his Ma- 
"jefty ; which was & Right of the Khigdom , and the de- 

maoding it could be no breach of the Pacification between 

the two Kingdoms. 

This Argument, they knew, was n^ reafonable enough 
tofway the Duke. But they forefaw two other reafons, which 
did pievail with him not to give thofe Commiffions they de- 
wed, whkh otherwUe might have been given with the fame 
fecrecy that the bufinefs was to be afted with ; the one, the 
Order againflr giving any Commiffion to any Man before he 
had taken the Covenant : And how much Authority foever 
^ Duke might take upon him to difpenfe with that Order 
«ter he ihould be in Emgland^ it might not be convenient that 
he (hould aflume it whilil he remained yet at Ed^nhrough : 
theother was, that, when they had done it without his Com- 
'^wiOQ, he might, upon his March, or aflbon as he came thi- 
ther, (iirpofle& them of the Government, and put Sc9tS'mtn 
^to thehr places ; the laft of which he did not diflemble to 
them J hut coofeflEejl « that, though the Council oiScotUnd^ 
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" would not attempt the taking oF tbofe Towns, yet when 
"They fliould betaken, they would expeft the Government 
"thcreoffliouldbeinTheir hands, and depend upon Them, 
** without which they fliould not be able to fend him thofe con- 
^* tinual Supplies which he expefted from them. And there be- 
ing then a recruit of five or fix thcufand , which S' George 
AUnroi had near raifed in the North, and from Irelamd^ who 
were to begin their March after him, aflbonashe (hould be 
out of Sc9tland^ the two Gentlemen had no purpofe of remain- 
ing in thofe Governments, well knowing that their prefencc 
would be of importance to the Army, at leaft whilft they flay- 
ed In the Northern Counties ; yet they knew well, it was for 
the Service that thofe Towns (houki remain in the hands of 
the Engfifi, without which few of the Gentlemen of thofe 
Parts would declare thcmfelves , how well aflfefted foever 
they were; which when they had ofier'd to the Duke, they 
left it to him, and accepted the iroployment he prefled them 
to undertake, and parted to put the fame in execution in both 
places at one time, all things being concerted between them 
lothat purpofe. 

^IR Marmaduh Langdale had feveral Officers, and Sol- 
dieVs, latd privately on the Scotlfb fide to wait his Commands, 
and more on the Engl^^^ there being two or three good Fa- 
milies within two or three Miles of B*ruwit, who were well 
aflfefted and ready to appear when they fliould be required: 
in expeftation whereof they had harboured many Men. Some 
of them Sr MarmaJuke appointed to meet him, on the Scotijb 
lide, at a place about a Mile diflant from BervicL the Night 
before he intended the furprife, and the reft to be in the 
Town by the rifing of the Sun^ fome about the Market 
place, and fome upon the Bridge, by which he muft enter. 
The next Morning, being Market day, when great droves of 
Jittle Horfes , laden with facksofCom, always reforted to 
the Town, Sr Marmaduke Langdah , with about a hundred 
Horfe, and fome few Foot, which walked with the Market 
Feople, prefently after Sun rifing, was upon the Bridge, be- 
fore there was any apprehenfion j and finding his Friends there 
whom he expefted , he caufed the Bridge prefently to be 
drawn up,. and guarded by his Foot, and fent others to the 
other parts. Himfelf with moft of his Troops went into the 
Marketplace, where he found bis Country Friends ready to 
i'rM.Lang-ao all he would Command. Therewasfo general a confter- 
t^&'*l^^''^'^c ^^»i^^li»l»n *e whole Town, there being no o^her 
^n7tv. S^''"fonbutTowns.men, that after theyhad feiffd upon the 
Muf^rave Mayor,. wlio was the Governour, all things were inafliort 
c-riine time fo quiet, that they open'd their Ports again , that the 
hn^fier. Market mjght noc be interrupted- $^Fhilif mf^a^^ wixh

as lictle opp(£don,po(!efled hlmfdf of Car/t/le ^ where he bad 
a greater Incereft 5 and che People were generally better af-« 
feded. CO the King, and more disinclined to the Sc9ts than 
thofe of Bervikk uled to be j and they both haften'dadvcrtiie- 
ment to the Duke of what they had done. 

It will be much wonder'd at, that after CromweU plainly 
foTefaw chey (hould have a War with Sc9tUmd^ and had con- 
ftant Intelligence from thence of the Advances they made, be 
did not take care to put Garrifons into thole two Important 
places, the very ftrengtb of which could for fome time have 
wichftood all the power which Sc^tlsnd could have brought 
againft them. But the facne reafon which had been current at 
Edenherougb to this very time, had prevailed at WffimmBir. 
It was fpecially provided for by the AA of Pacification be^ 
rween the two Kingdoms, when the Parliaments of both 
Kingdoms Combined againit the King, ^^ that there fliould be 
^^ DO more Garrifons kept on cilher fide in Berwick or Carli/U ; 
where they were then disbanded, andfomeof their Fortifica- 
tions (lighted s which could eafily have been repaired ; and, 
without repairing, could have kept out an Enemy for ibme 
titpe. And the Parliament would not now permit any Men 
to be feat thither, that the Sa^ts might not pretend that the 
War was begun by them ^ but left JSenr/^j^ to the Goyem- 
xneot of the Mayor and the Citizens ; who could have de^ 
fended themfelves againft the Scots if chey had expeded them. 
But the truiii is, CremweU had io perfeA a contempt of the 
whole ftrengjth of that Nation, that he never cared what Ad- 
vantage ground they had upon any Field, or what place they 
ever pofle(fed. 

Sir AUrmadukeUmgdale ^nd Sr Philip Mujgrave were no 
foooer poflefled of Berwickj and Carlifle^ than all chc Gentle- 
men, Officers, and Soldiers thereabouts, who had formerly 
fcrVd the King, refcMrted and flocked to &bem well Armed, 
appointed, and provided for the War j fo that Uiey had not 
only very fufScieot Garrifons tokecp diofe places, but Troops 
enough of Horfe. to free the - ad ja(;enc Counties from thole 
Forces, and Committees, and other Perfons, who were cither 
publidtly engaged in, or well known privately to wifti well 
to the Pajrlian^ent* ; Ic was^ upon \h& agtb of April chat Sr Marr 
ma4i^ie^Lafigilab pcSk&d himkif of BeriJJfck j and foon after 
S' Eki^ip Mujgravif f^rprifed Cmrlifle^ about eight of the Clock 
at Night, many Gentteoa^ of .the Neighbours being in, and 
aboMi; tbe Town» exf^ing his Arrival \ fo that the Citizens 
were in confufioni and.made little refiftance. It is very true, 
they had botb^ven uc^^jr their hands to Diik^J£tf^/V/^)P, that 
they would deliver up tb^ XP.Wflg to him when he (hould re^ 
quire ihem \ be having affiired then}, *^ that the King had 
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'' promtfed, under bis hand, that thofe two Towns flioold be 
^< delivered into the pofieffion of the Sc^ts; which ic muft 
needs be Tuppofed chat they (hould firft take from the Parlia- 
menr. h) whofe pofieffion thiey were both when the King fign'd 
the Engagement at Carhirook Caftle. And the DuRe had 
not only refufed to give them any Men, or other Affiftance 
towards the taMfigthem, but, as hath been &id, woold not 
erant them his Commiffion to perform it^ pretending '^that 
^*he dorft ]!iot 'doit, becaufi^ they were bound not to begin 
^ the War : only He, and the other Lords of his Fraternity, 
promifed '^tb fend five huiklred Muskets, and ten Barrels d 
^^ Powder to each Garrifon ; and that their whole Army (houM 
"march into England withki twenty days ; and that, if they 
•' w^fe foon^r in diftrefs, they fhouid be fure to be relieved. 

But after he heard that bi^h placfes were poilefled by them, 
he deferr'd tiot to fend a Governour and Cru'fifon to receive 
Berwkk ; t& y^hotn S^ Mam^ke LOf^dsk di&liver'd it ac- 
cording ta bis promife; and was required ^^ to march wittrali 
"the Englifb to the parts adjacent to OtrBfie^ and theie to 
"encreafe his Troops to what Number he could, with what 
"expedition was pouible; which he perform'd fo effidually, 
that, in very few days, he had a Rendezvous upon a Heath 
within five Miles of Orr/jfe, where he Mufter'd above three 
thoufand Foot well Arm'd, and feven hundred Horfe not fo 
well Arm'd ; all which were raifed in OtmSerlaHd^ and Wefi- 
moreland^ over and above the Garrifon of Cartijh j t^hich yet 
remain'd under S' Vbilip Mufgravi ^ and, within two days, 
five hundred Horfe, very well appointed, came oat of Zbr*- 
Jhire^ the Bifhoprick of Durham, and the Neighbour parts j fo 
that Sr MarmMduke Langdale refolvM prefently to tnarch into 
JLancalhire, to reduce thofe wHp were for the Parliament tfaere^ 
which he could eafily have donfe, the Lord Bjr^m being ready 
upon the Borders of dsejhm to have Joyn'd with him. But 
this quick advance and prc^refstb wards an Army; was not 
wet( looked upon at EAnhrough \ and an Exptefi was- dif- 
patchedwith po6t\vcOtAttito%^ Martiuulukf Lmglah ^^not 
"to Engage or Fight withthe Enemy, upon what advantage 
**foever, until the ScotiJbArtny fhouldcome up. And where- 
ever that Exprets fliould overtake S' MMrmadahf be Was im- 
mediately to retire with hi^ Foices^ear Crnrl^ ; which he 
obeyed aObon as he received the Order, and wbed' he naig^t 
have marched againftXufMr^^r/; who was feht iiefore with a 

. lefs ftrength than S^ il£srwiiiiiyi(f ComoKt^ii^afid whith in all 
probability would have bceii befeae^di • • ' . . 

B u T, as if this had not beeii difeou^agement€Ooiigb, within 
one or two days after that Exprefi, Letters were fefne from the 

. Council in Scotkmdy by which S^ /ft^^^# Langdak W2^ 
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veiy feverely reprehended, <*for receiving Papifts.into hia 
^' Armv, and noc ownine; the Coveoanc in the Declarations 
*^ whico he had publilhedi and told, " that he fliould receive 
** no AflSftance from Them, except the Covenant ' was cm-; 
^' braced by all his Army. This ftruck at the root of all their 
hop^ i and .was fo contrary to air the Engagements they had 
feceiv'd firon;^ the Sc0ftjb Lords,. both by Words and Ltecters, 
*^that they fliould never be troubled with any fuQh motions, 
" after they wer^e once upon^ Ef»U/b ground ; and jhat then 
** they fhoold proceed upon tjioic Grounds as were lite to 
** bring 'in moft Men to their A/Eflaoce j that S' MdrmaJuk§ 
prevaU'd with S5 l^biSf Mujgrave to make a Journey forth- 
with to Edenhotangb^ to expoitulate upon the whole matter, 
and declare their firm Refolutipn to the Lords there. 

Sir P*/7/> Mujgrave^ that Jt might appear* that they did 
not exclude any who had takcth the.Covenant, and were wil- 
ling to joyn with them, carried a lift with Hirii of the names 
of many OflGcers in their Troops who had been cbmpeird to 
take the Covenant before they could be admitted to compo- 
fition, or procure the Sequeftrations to be taken froip their 
Eftates, and of fome others who had taken it for quietnefs 
fs&e in the places where they liv'd ; with ^hich -the Scpts 
were in fome degree mitigated, 'but feem*d t^ retain {(ill 
their rigour, that it fhould be fubmitted to^by tlhe whole 
Army. .....,,. 

In the mean time Lamterty having gotten .^ ftiiotlg fiody lAiahext 
of Horfe and Foot, advanced upon S' Marniadukf Langdifk ; ■fffcw *. 
who, being enjoyn'd not to Fight, was forced to retire to^*"*^'*^* 
CarUJUy and fuftr himfelf to be, upon the matter, blocked up 
on one fide, whilft he fent J..etter upon Letter to the Duke 
^^ to haften his March, or to fend fome Troops to his Af- 
" fiftance, and Liberty to Fight the Enemy. 

The Earl of Norvicb had found the Aflembly at Maii" Tht Ef^i ^ 
fiont very numerous, but likewife very diforderly, and with- w^jj^pj** 
out Government, not eafy to be reduced under any Com- J^ , J** 
mand. They had been long enough together to enter into KentiOi 
Jealoufiesof one another, aha from thence intoFaftions, and fmut, 
were of feveral opinions what they were to do. And though 
they all pretendea an entire fubmiflion and obedienceto the 
Earl of Korimch as their General, yet no Man forbore to de^ 
liver his opinion of Things and Perfons, nor to enquire by 
what means they had firft been drawn together \ which im: 

?ly'd that many Men wifh'd they had been to begin again, 
^he Earl was a Man fitter to have drawn fuch a Body toge- 
ther by his frolick and pleafant humour^ which reconciled 
People of all conftitutions wonderfully to him, than to form 
and condttd them towards, any Enterprife. He had always 
- L4 liv'd 
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fivM !n khe Court in fuch a ftation of bufinefs as raifed him 
very fe\v Enemies; and his pleafattt and jovial Nature, which 
Was every, where acceptable, made him many Friends, at 
leaft made* many delight in his Company. So that by the 
great favour he had \*rith the King and Queen, and the littJe 
prejudice h6 ftood in with any Body elfe, he wis Very like, 
if the fatal diforder of the time had not blafted his hopes, to 
have grown Matter of a very fair Fortune ; which was all 
that he propofed to hirafelf. But he had no experience or 
knowledge of the War, nor knew how to exercife the Of- 
^ce he had taken upon him of General, but was very willing 
to pleafe every Man, and comply with every Bodies humour ^ 
Which was quickly difcovcr'd; and fo Men withdrew the Re- 
verence they were prepared to have paid him, and grew more 
obftinatc hi their oWn opinions >^bat Was to be done; and 
the indifpQfition incfeafed, whcti they heard that Fairfax 
himfelfwas appointed to march towards them. They who 
beft undcrftood the Affair, and how to apply the ftrength 
they had to the beft advantage, advifed "that they might re- 
*^ tire beyond Rochefieir^ and by breaking dowA the Bridge 
**i:here, and Fortifying aoothty Pafs or two, which waseafy 
*^to be (ibne, they might Vkp^ the Enemy from enrring into 
" the Ea^ ot aent (which was the latgeft and beft part of 
that rich and populous County ) "longer than they would be 
"able to continue the ^rce.mpr,. for fear of being inclofed by 
.. "an Enemy ac their back, ir the Citj' of Londony or thofe of 
' ' • *' JS^Jf,.. who were riioft fpoken of, had a mmd to declare for 
^.the King; and by this means they might be fure of a cor- 
" reljpondeqce with the Fl^et,; of the return whereof in a 
lliort time, they were moft 'confident ; and the more, becaufe 
£bme Gentlemen cf their own, tiody were on board the Fleet 
in feme Authority, who, they knew, would haften their re- 
turn all they could. 
Many were the more perfwadcd that the Fleet was gone 
. jto the Ills of Wight for the refcue of the King, becaufe thofe 
. Gentlemen were gone in ir. And without doubt that advice 
was the moftreafonabie, and if it had been piirfued might 
have kept the Enemy at a Bay for fome time. But other Men 
lefs reaionable were of another mind : they did not believe 
^* that Fairfax could have ieifure to look after them ; they 
•* were confident that the Parliament had fo many Enemies 
*' to look after, thofe in TVales growing ftrong, and. having 
"beaten the Party that had been fent againft them; and* the 
/^Officers in the North, who had feifed upon Fontfnt Caftle 
"in Tork'Jfytre^ ^md had drawn in a ftrong Garrifon from the 
" pares adjacent^' had a Body of Horfe, that infcfl:ed ail thofe 
.''parts J and the Sco^s were upon their march for England -^ 

''and 
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^'aflddietefore they concluded chac Wshfsx could not beat 
^Moie to vifit them : The retiring would be an Argument 
" 0[ feair, which would difliearten their Friends at LmJUn^ 
^ and oli thofe of chat pare of Km/, which muft be deftited 
^' upon their Retreat^ would deferc them, aflbonas that rcTo* 
"tation flioald be known ; and therefore they defired, **that 
''they might all march towards BUci-Hestb-y which would 
"iftile the Spirits of their Friends, -and many would relbrC 
"every day to th«m out of i[<^«i/0« and the parts adjacent j 
*'a]l which were eminently well aifedted. 

The Noife for this w^ the greacer, and rhe Earl of l^*7WKent« 
with himfelf was thereby fwayed to be of that opinion ; and ifli ^rmy 
fo they rcfolvM to advance, and. a (hort day was appointed '•*^**[' 
for a general Rendezvous upon BUck^Heath -^ andOrdcfs vereQi^'j^. 
lent out accordingly. . . ,i :: . . Hctih. 

The diftdrbance in fo many places made the refolution of 
the General now to be known ^ which had been hitMn^ 
carefoUy concealed, *^that F<w;^» himfelf was not willinPtc^ 
'* march againft ihc Scots'^ which was not now CounfeUabie 
for him to do. Crafiiwell was. vay willing to take that .l?ro^ 
vince to himfelf, and had always fo great a contempt of the « 
Scots J that he was willing to mareh with a much lefler Num-^ • 
ber than he well knew the Scotijb Array to confift of ; andbe- 
ing informed which Way the Scots refolv'd to enter tWKtng- 
dom, and that (bey were even ready to march^.he advanced 
to meet them, aftoon as they fliould b^cnter'd, with thole Crom well 
Troops which he had made choice of, having firft fupprefled •^''*»'" *- 
the Rifings in South Wdks by taking of Femhroke Caftle/g^'J^/''' 
and making Pxifoners therein Laughorn^ Firmly and Fpytr^ 
the heads of that Infurredion, and not troubling himfelf with 
Vontfret Caftle, which he thought would not beef gieat con* 
feoueoce; if- the ScbU werefubdued. .• ' 

Fairfax, with a numerous part of the Army, remained 
in and about LtHdm to iuppreft the Infurre^on in Kmi^ and 
watch any other which fliould fall out in the City or there- 
abouts;' of. which they had more apprehenfion than of all 
the power of Scotland, And fo wfaea the Parltamen^: wa8 
advertifed by their Tiroopa which [were firft fcnty that cfaey 
were tcx>weak-to advance &rther^ and. heard that the Esud 
of KoTTi^kh wSiffsdcdared General of the K^tijh Trodp6, and 
was marcl^iflg in the Head of them towards Bi^tk-fleatA^ 
Taiffax dteiU ie31 bis Army, together, and his Cannon^ and PairfjK a. 
marched over iMubm Bridge to meet the Men of Ktnt ^XiMnjttht 
BiM-l^afh, and to ftop their march to London, The Earl^^i^"^ 
was now advanced fo far, and Fairfax advanced too faft to *^"'' 
pot the former Counfql if^ prance, of breaking down the 
Bridges^ and keeping thePafles, and they who nadoppofed 

that 
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that Coimfel, and #er« fo forward to advance thought they 
were now coo hr. The Country- men were weary of being 
ail night in the Field, though it was the warmeft Seafon (X 
the Yeiur, and many withdrew themfelves ev«ry day ;. €o that 
they who remain'd had no reafonto belieye themfelvea «qual 
to the power that march'd towards them, and yet there were 
more left than could hope to preferve themlelves by flying, 
and by concealments And chei-efore, as Psnfax advanced, 
the K««ra/^ Fxsices drew back;1miEuiefeveralftands^ but, be- 
ing hard preflibd, they divided, fome rettriog to 'Rfichefier^ 
others to Maiifimt, Thofe zt MaiJftime had a (harp En- 
counter with the General's whole ftreogth, and Fought very 
bravely, but were at laft Defeated. Imthe mean time the 
Earl of iforvnch^ and divers other Officers wtho^ere with the 
Party at Rachefitr^ quitting that place, march'd back towards 
LonaSmy in hope fttfl of ^e. City's Joyning witji them* But 

M failings and apprehending. Faiffiix would be loon m their

fwt thtm^ tiie River, over into Effei-, whetb they knew they had many 
feivu i»t0 Friends^ and where Fairfax ^nd bis Army could not vifift 
Effex J *»^theih in fome days. So they made a fliift to tranfport tbem- 
cheftc? ^^^^ ^*^ nurobef of nfear a thbufdnd Med, Horfe and Foot ; 
whereof many were Officers and Soldiers who had fery'd the 

King, .'and young Gehtkmeh grown up in Loyal Fan)Uies, 

who'had'be^n'too yoiiogf to -appear before. >." 

Thev found many Perfons in J^ir ready to ^oyamth 
them; who came fooner together than they ^inteoded, upon 
the*Akrm ofKent^ and whobad.purpofedco have pafled 
over iatttiKemi to hiive joyn'd v^ith, and adiftcxLthotb' who 
had fo frankly appear'd for the King, if:they:had. qae, been 
prevented by their -urieir ped}:ed coming to theti;^. * Tlwre was 
the bHV6 Lord Cafel^ St mSkmrCmffmy Sdobf iJRf Zmos^ 
Sr^Giorgi %ipty all excellent Officm.. .There: wa»:S« Ber- 
nardGaJc0igmj and m^y other Gentlemen, and Officers of 
Ntfme;'Wm*:.haddrawi&Atog|btfaci' m^y'SoIdieics. To.thefe 
jtq^'d^<DDlonel £flrr; whai hii^ ferv'd' the Parliameoi:, and

junction with other of their Friends ;. and were in great hopet 
dtat the Seatifb Army, which they heard was upon its march, 
vooldbe with them before they could be diftraled. 

TufiT had icacce put themfehres and theTowo^ whick 
was not glad of their company^ into any order, bcfoio^FanfsM 
Qune upon them ; who made no ftay in Kmt^ after he hourd 
what was become of the Earl of N^rmieb and his Friends ; 
but left two or chfte Troops of Hoiife -to fettle that Coontyi 
with the af&ftanoe of their Cbousittees, who had been dHveo 
from thence, and returning now ViAorious knew wrell enough 
how to deal with thofe who had revolted from them. When PtirAx h* 
he came firft before Cto&^cr^and Jaw it without any Fdtti^f^9t9km. 
fications, he thought prefendy tb.have enter'd the Town with 
his Army; but he found fo.nide refiftance, that by the ad* 
vice of Iretm, who was left by '€NfP«v0 to watdi the Ge- 
neral as well as the Army, he'refolv'd to encompaft It with 
his Troops, and without hazarding the lofs of Men to block 
tbem up, dll Famine Qiould reduce them ; and difpofed his 
Aimv accordingly^^ whidi quickly flopped up all Paflages by 
nrhicfa either Men or Prcnrmbus (hoUld get into the Town ; 
chough by many, hrave Sallies from within, their Quarters 
were often beaten up, and. mapy Valiant Men were loft on 
both fides^ ::'/.'.;;(.... «...-- 

X H E Fleet, >afier iHiad^ with all imagtoable chearfulneis, 
fubnutted to the. Command of thePaoce, was.not fo adtve 
as ic was eme&ed itfliouldbe;: jituLwat very much the worfe 
for theFa&idn3,:aiid Divi£kM]0^wbieb were amongft thofe ^'^^ ? 
who attended, upon the Prince «f wfaoy^according to their k*^^^^'* 
veral humours, cndeavour'd to work-* upon the Sea-men : a 
People capable of any'imptel&o^,iMitnoc very retentive of it. 
Prince Rtifertp to Whom ^h&'Pndcd was very kind, did not, 
upon many.oUcontefts in.theJate}War, love the-Loid C^k- 
ffpfer^ who was not of atemp^that cared to court him : and 
there was one^ who had tte guMcft' influence on Priffce Sn* 
per$y Hfrttrt the Attumey Genefal» that of all Men living 
wasmoft difpcrfed to make difix)rd and difiigreement between 
Men; all his lacukiesi being tolhlv^d. into a fpirk of contra* 
dieting, difputing, and wfarigUog upon any thfaig that was 
prc^N&d. lie mviAg no title/4Hr pretence to Joterpofe in 
Councils^ ai)d;yee thereibeiog no liicr^ in the Debates there, 
found it .eafy to infiife intp .PrinoeSi(^, who totally refign'd 
hioa&lf to hia Advice^ fuch Arguments as might difturb any 
Refolution: ai^d there were & many .who were angry that 
they were not admittpd into 4)hcCoupcil% ar the Lords pitr^, 
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Wibutj ftnd tfhOwortby. that it was no hard matter to get any 
tiling dffliked that was refolv'd there. They had alt that ad- 
mimon and countenance from che Prince, that they had as 
much conSdence to fpeak to^ and before him, as any where 
elfe. Prince Rufert had a great mind chat fomewhac ftiouid 
be attempted upon, the Coaft. which might have caufed ibme 
SeaTowny, and the parts adjacent, to have declared ibr the 
Kiogi <which feem'd not a deQgn that would bear a reafon^ 
able difcourie. But Aftion was a very grateful word to che 
Sea-men, and they who oppofed any thing that tended toward 
it, were looked upon wttti great jealoufy and prejudice. But 
the Prince was obliged, as hath been faid, by his Inftru£biens 
ax Paris y'iuot to engage himielf in any thing that might divert 
him from being ready* at the minute when the S^ots Ihouid 
•call for his prcfence; and they expeded the firft intimation 
of chat {lotnXonJam ; from whence they had the alluraoce al- 
ready, that Duke Hamhon was enter 'd into the Kingdom 
with an Army of above thirty thoitiand Men; which was then 
generally thought true, though they fell far (hort of the 
ounbber.- ' • • 

Wheh the Prince came with the Fleet into the Sea from 
Helv09t ^lucif.^ he met a Ship of Ljmim bound for Roiterdant^ 
and laden with Cloach by tne Company of Merchant Adven- 
turers, who did not think that the Fleet (jould have been fo 
ibon. ready for Sea. This Ship was cakep, and the Decks be- 
ing Sealed upj was kept under Guard with theFieet^ which, 
htmtritk$ at their £n£rance.into the River o(7hmaes^ took many other 
Kivtr •f Ships of great value outward bound, and intercepted all Vcf- 
jII^Vaw- ^^'^ homeward bound, and amoiigft thofe anEaft India Ship 
upshift' richly laden, and the more welcome becaule the Ship.it felf 
was a very ftrong Ship,' aiid would make an excellent Man of 
War^and'ihe Captain thereof was a Sea-manof Courage, 
and Experience, and was very well indined to ferve the King: 
and, wkl>MC" doubt,' if all the' Ships which weit then taken, 
ha^ bttn fent'into fome fecuic Ports, the value of the Goods 
would ha^ mountedtofogr^a; a Sum, as might have coun- 
tefvaited' a' vcty great Esrpeooe at Sea and Lc^nd. .But as ic 
would have been very difficult to have found iiich a fecure 
•Port, where that Treafa/e might have been idepofited, fo ic 
was not futtable to thoTemeafurci which had iieen^cikeo, and 
were. ftiH poi faed^ fi^r hk Iftoyal Highne&'s . procsediags, The 
City of Loitdon was to ia^ couirted by alt the Artifices itnagin- 
able, and that was fo alum'd by the Fleet's being in the River, 
and by the Seizure of fp many. of their Shipsy efpodally the 
Cloath Sbip,that there was a general confterbatioB amongit the 
Foople: atid^be LoidMcayor^ Aldermeniapplied themfelves 
fd'^ P^tlkmoitj.fgrileure toicsd ddwn fame AgentE ro the 

Fleet 
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Fleet to procure a releafe of that Ship ^ and if that could not 
be brought to p:i&9 that they might buy it at as good rate as 
they couJd get ir Which was the introducing fuch a Com- 
merce and (Jorrefpondence between the Fleet and the City, 
in fach a conjunooreof iealoufy, that moft Men believ'd the 
Parliament would neter have hearken'd to it; and conduded, 
from the granting it, that there was another fort of Treifure 
ioclofed in that Ship^ than what - belonged to the Merchant 
Adventurers : and that Inany of thofe who granted that indul** 
gence tothe (Jity, bad more Money on board that Veflfel than 
the Cloath was worth, though the value thereof annoumed to 
no !e(s than forty thoufand pounds. 

Upon this liberty granted by the Parliament,a Committee cmumffim- 
was fent from the City with a Petition to the Prince of fFsUs, ««/#•« !• 
"that he would reflore the Sfatp which belonged to his Fa* J*''^'*** 
^ ther's good Subjedls. With thefe Men came Letters from viil^^iib « 
fomeofthofe who were well known to be very foliicttous atp«fiiiM. 
that dme for the advancement of the King's Service, and pri- 
vy to the Treaty wich the Scatty and whatever was intended 
by the Earl of HoUand : The Counteft of Carhjh^ who was 
trufted by all that People, and had gotten again confidence 
with the Queen, trufted M^^ I>vf, who was imployed by the 
City in this Negotiation, to fay many things to the Prince of 
the good inclinations of the City, and how neceffiiry it was 
not to irritate it . And he brought other Letters, and Tefti- 
monies to give him aedit, as a Man trufted by all who ill- 
tended to (erve the King, who had with wonderful Addrefs 
got him to be one of tm>fe imptoyed by the City, that be 
might, under that fecurity, give fuch Animadverfions to the 
Prince, and to his Council as was nece(&ry. He was a Man 
intelligent enough of the fpirit and humour of the City, and 
very cooverjfant with the Nobility and Gentry about the 
Town \ and though he was trufted by the Presbyterian Party, 
^ a Man entirely addiAed to Them, he took pains to infi- 
nuaie himfelf into many of the King^s Party, which did be- 
lieve him fit to be trufted in any thing that might concern 
them. But he was a Man of fo voluble a Tongue, and fi> 
everlafting a Talker, and fo undenaking and vain, that no Ib- 
ber Man could be impofed upon by him. 

Upon the receipt of this Petition, the Prince writ alongn«<]VMM 
Letter to the City, and indofed in it a Declaration, for lhe«ri>ciitfAi 
publifliing^ both which in Print care was taken, the fub*0>7* 
fiance of which was, " the great affi^on he bore tothe City, 
^^and the profperity thereof ^ the whole being in (uch a Style 
as might bed pleafe the Presbyterians , with left care than 
fliouJdhave beenufcdto preferve the Zeal of the King's Partyj 
and defiring << chat th^y (bould joyn wkti him for the delivery 
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<< of the.Ktog his Father outof Prifon, and to make a good 
^< uoderftandiiig between his JMajefiy and the Parliament y 
*^ whidi his Highnefs delired with all imaginable conoem- 
^' ment/ The Citizens qniekly. found, that there was no hope 
to havje their Ship relealed withouc a good Sum of Money, 
which the Prince toU them *' was abfoltitely neoel&ry for toe 
^^ payn^entof the Sea-men, aiul he would receive it as a loan 
:^from them, and repay it when a Peace (hould be made. So 
fomeof them remrn'a to lAndm^ and the reft remain'd with 
the Fleet, coming and going for a Month, apd driving many 
iMirgains for other Ships* By this means the Prince reoeiv'd 
Advertifement of the 5*^0^/ continuing their marefai and that 
thofe who were indofedin C^kebefierj.wcre in a very good 
condition, and wilting to expeft relief ^ whidi they would be 

' fure to receive in diK time, the Earl of HpBaml being ready 
to declare ailbon as their preflures (hould require it. After 
iiear a Months negotiation, there was about twelve thouiand 
{xniods paid to the Prinoe, and thereupon that Qoath Slip 
>¥as delivered to the Merchants, with a general opinion,as hath 
beenfaid, that there was^Ri^ewhateUebefidesCloathintbe 
'Body of jt f for which there was not any Search fu&r'd to be 
made. , . 

: W H I.L s T the Prinpe toy in the DovmSf tbete was an En- 
terprifenece{£ury to be made on Shore, which did not fiioooed 
.to with. Upon the firft. revolcof the Fjeetfrom theParlia- 
caent, aOd before it fet fail for HoUmtdy it bad taken one or 
jtwopffhofeBlock^HQufeSy orCaftles, which are nearefb the 
Dtfvuif ; and had left fome Sea«men in them, with fitCBdeut 
ProvifioDS to defend themfelves till the Fleet flioald retom. 
The Prince found thefe Biock-Houfes befieged, and reoeivM 
Intell^nce out of them> that their Provifioiis were fo near 
(bent, that they could not hold outabove.fo many days. The 
ftrength that lay before them, confifted more in Hoxfe than 
Vi^t y and at high Tyde the Boats might go fo near, that 
there feemkl little difficulty of putting in relief, or to compel 
theBefiegersiorife.: mA theSe^-men, having nothing elfe to 
4o, oflfer'd to undertake the Service for the redemption of their 
FeUowa; many Land Officers.being Itkewife on board, and 
fome Foot Soldiers, the Prince fent fomef»f thofe with the 

r Sea-men to undertake tbebufinefs, but it. had no good iflue; 

' theXyde was too far fpent:befote it begun ; whereby they 
had more ground to march between their Landing and the 
Caftle than they imagined, and the: Horie charged them with 
fuch refolution, thatmanyofcheMen were, killed, and more 
taken Prifoners, and tbereft forced to their Boats with more 
diforder than became them . And fome other attempts being 
afterwards made with no better fiiccefs, the Bk>ck*H(Mifes at

laftcUQC into the bands of Ac Enemy; which, though of U^ 
tie incooveoiefice to die Princey thofe Forts being of very 
fmall izsporcanoeto do amy prejudice, vet there was feme dii- 
reputation in it ; and it diicredited the defigns, which bad 
not yec appeared very proTperons in any place ; and any ac- 
cdsofgood Fortune raited the^pirics of the Parliament's Par- 
ty, who eaffiy were perfwadod to chink it greater than it was, 
m a tiffle when they lay under feme Mortification. 

By this time another Fleet was prepared by the Parliament jupms- 
of more and better Ships than, had Revolted, and the Com- mm fn^ 
mand thereof given to the Earl of f^^krmck'^ who very fianklyf^'V''^''' 



accepted it ; and was already on board, and with the T^J^^SwZd^ 
was come within fight of the Prince; and there dropped An- p/^^ „g^ 
chor. So that both Fleets lay within that diftance of eadi cmmtnd^f 
other, that there was now nothing thought of but a Battle }'^JS4r' •/ 
to which there feem'd all alacrity in the Plrmce's Fleet ; - and, it w*^"*^ 
maybe, the more upon the Intelligence that the other Mras 
not well Mann'cL and that many were put on board who had 
more aftiftion for the King ; which they would manifeft 
when they came within diftanoe : but whether that fancy was 
from Imagination or Intelligence, it feem'd to have no foun- 
dationm tmth. 

The Earl of Wamkk and his Fleet appear'd. refbhte and 
prepared enough for an Engagement : yet it was well known, 
mat tbeEarl was privy to the Engagement of his Brother the 
Earl of Hattamly and had promiled to joyn with him. And 
therefore it was thought fit^ that the Prince fhoutd write toUwTriM* 
the Earl tdfcnDmon,or invite him to return to his Allegiance. mitHutkt 
This was icnt \yy Hmry Slsymowrj who quickly retum'd ^i^SicV S 
anAofwerfrpmthe Earl, which, in terms of Duty enough, ^^^p^, 
humbly befoogfat his Highnefi '^ to put himfelf into the hands 
^ of the Parifament ^ and that the Fleet with him might fub- 
*^ mit to their Obedience ; upon which they ifaould be par- * 
•* doncd for their Revolt. 

Though this might well haveiatisfied concerning the 
Earl's mcUnation, yet the Prince was prevail'd with that M' 
Cnfis might give the Earl a vifit ; who, having more acquain- . 
tancewiUihtm, having Married his Aunt, might be able to 
get a private Audience of the Earl ; which Seymmfr endea- 
vourM, but could not obtain. But Cri^s returned as the other 
^ } and now.there wanted only a Wind to bring tliem toge- 
ther, . whkh coming fair for the ' Prince, he refolv'd ta attack 
them; All Anchors were weigh'd, and preparations made to 
advance tx> the A(&ult, the whole Fleet being under Sail to- 
wards the other ; winch feem'd equally refolv'd and difpofed, 
though the Wind, iiiiich drove the Prince upon them, com- 
pell'd thenia.little to retire, where the River was fomewhat 

% narrower. 



oarrowct* h^ an inftant* tber Wind ceafed, and there -was a 
Calm ^ to that the Prince could not advance; and feme doubts 
arofe, upon the narrowing of the River,- as if fome of his 
Ships might want Water in the Engagement. la this deli- 
beration the Wjind arofe again, but from another Quancr, 
which was diredly in the Prince's face ; and would not fuSet 
him to move towards the Enemy, but drove him back, and 
would carry him out of the River. Hereupon were new con- 
fuitations^ great want ■ of Provifions was difcover'd to be in 
the Fleet, infomuch as that they (bould not be able to flay ac 
Sea above ten days, and many Ships would want fooner, and 
therefore (ince the Earl of Wsrwkk^ its the Wind ftood, could 
notbe compeli'dto Fight, and'tbey were in danger to bedi- 
ftrefled for Provifions, it was thought moft CoanlelabJe to put 
to Sea J where they could more comroodiouily engage in a 
Battle, if the Earl of Warwick WQ\i\d advance; and if he did 
not, there was great reafon to hope, that the Prince might 
meet with thofe Ships which were coming from Fort/mKitb 
to joyn. with the Earl, and . which might eafily be furprtfed or 
taken by the Prince's Fleet ^ which was much fuperiorco them 
in ftrengtfa. 

A T this time the Earl of Lautherdale arriv'd inaShipfiom 
Scotland*^ and having left Duke Hamlton upon his march to- 
wards Berwkky be was fent to demand the performance of 
the Treaty, and that the Prince would immediately repair to 
that Army. This confirmed the Prince in the purpofe of put- 
ting out to Sea, fince it wasabfoIutdynecefYary to carry the 
rh9'THnf Fleet fir ft into Holland^ before it could tranfport htm into the 
"'•"'^^* Northern parts. So the whole Fleet went to Sea, and con- 
laad j^Ir tinned their courfe for HoBandy with hop^ fWl to meet with 
hsviig Mt' thofe Ships which were coming from Pi^Z/JRWiffift. And meet 
ttmptid f with them they di<i in the Night ; which the Prince kofew not 
Fiiht th* till the Morning; when one put the fault upon another ; and 
Warwick ?^ ^^^ "°^ neceflary to make all poflBble hafl to H^and, 
' fince by the conjunftton with thefe Ships, befides ail other 
wawicte Advantages, the Earl ^Warwick was now become fuperior to 
1*Umt kirn the number, as well as the (Irengrh and goodnefs of his Ships ; 
uw»(U which appear'd by his coming before HfivaeP Sbice^ within few 
Holland, days after the Prince's arrival there. . 

DMi^Ha- It was near the middle oijulj^ when Duke HfinRriZ/Mr eo- 
ii!ilton#»* tcr'd into ^gland with his Army, when he came to CarUfle, 
hnd^-r ^^ unmediately took that Government from S^ FbiHf iiuf 
tht miidiM g^^c^ and drew out all ihtEn^l^ Garrifon, and put Scots m 
#/ July, their place. And after fome few days ftay diere, the JSt^lfi 
Tb$ Dnkit ***d ^tfp^^ Forces met at aRcnd'.T^rous, in the wav to chat 
m^sh, part of CumherUmd where Ijmkert then Quarter'd : and it 
they bad continued thpr March^ as they ought oohavedone, 
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it is very probable they had broken chat Body of Zjffifierfs. 
But the Duke would Quarter that Night two Miles (hort; and 
Lamhrt^ in the fame Night, marched from thence in Jgrcac 
^iiforder and confufion to the edge of Tvrkjhire, The Duke 
refted many days, that all his Forces might come up^ which 
came (lowly out of Scotland, Aflbon asthey were come up^ 
he marched to KnuUl*^ where he xtfi^d again federal days j 
the reafon whereof no body could imagine. It was fufpe^ct 
it was thatthofe Forces which were up in (everal parts of the 
Kingdom, for the King, might undergo fome defeat, that they 
might not be fo united, as to concrole orobftruA the Pre^y« 
terian defign. For after that Army was enter'd into EftgUnd^ 
ic moved, as hath been faid, byfuch very flow Marches, and 
fo negligently, and with fo little apprehenfion of an Enemy, 
and ic was Quarter'd at fo great a diftance, chat the head 
Quarter was very often twenty Miles diftant from fome pare 
of the Army ; the Duke himfelf performing no part of the of- 
fice of a General, but taking his eafe, and being wholely go- 
vera'd by the Lieutenant General of the Army, and two or 
three other Officers. 

Sir Marmaduke Ijmgdah marched, with his Body of £s^« frMXt^g- 
/j^, confiding of near four thoufand Foot, and feven or eight <lale 4 Uy 
hundred Horfe, always a day before the Army \ by which **'^'" '•'"• 
they intended to have timely Advertifement of the Enemies 
motion, and likewife meant that he fhould bear the firft brunt 
^chero, defiring to weaken him byaliths ways they could. 
They had not marched many days, it being now near the mid- 
dle of AuguB^ whtnS^ Marmaduke Langdale Advertifed the 
Duke, by an Exprefs, " that he had rcceiv'd unqueftionabte 
" Intelligence that CromweB was within two or three davs 
^^ march, and refolv'd to engage his Army aflbon as poflibly ne 
" could, and that he would not be diverted from it, by the 
"People's gathering together at any diftance from hini, in 
" what pofture foever ; and therefore defired his Grace, *^ that 
"he would keep his Army clofe together; for they could not 
" be far afunder with any fecuricy ; and declared ; " that hei 
"himfelf would reft , and wait the advance of the Enemy, 
"and then retire back as he (liould find it neceOary. 

The Duke, not wirhftanding this Advertifement, reform- 
ed not the Older of his March in any degree, but was per- 
fwaded "jhat the Enemy could not befd near 5 and that, if 
" 0«nri^//wa8 advanced to fucha diftance, it was only with 
"fuch a Party, as he would not prefume to engage with iheir^'fM.LBng.' 
" whole Army. In this confidence, he marched as he had f^^fj'^'^ 
done before. S' Marmaduke fenchim every day advice tbat^^/*,"^,^" 
confirm'd the former, *' and that his Horfe had encountered Engiifli 
" fome of the Enemy, and that their wh^le Body was at haqd ; ^mj. 
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^^but tbftf icwas true, it was not a Body equal in number to 
^ their Army, yet all tliat Cromuell expc&ed was to joyn Bat« 
<^ tie with him. All this gain'd not credi^ till S^MirmuUte 
hiiBfelf,making his retreat with very (harp Skirmiflies, in which 
many Men fell on both fides, was purfued into the bead 
Quarters of the Duke^ whither belikeWife brought with him 
fome Prifoners , who averr'd, that the whole Body of the 
Army was within five or fix Miles, and marched as faft as 
they were able. 

The Duke was confounded with the Intelligence, and 
knew not what to do: the Army waB^iU)t together ^ and that 
part that was about him, was without any order, and made 
no (hew of any purpo(e to Fight. In this Amazement, the 
Du^ ftayed himielfwith fome Officers at PreBon^ andcauied 
his Foot to be drawn over a Bridge, that they might march to- 
wards ff^sm^ a Town in JjmcaJbiH^ where he (hould, as he 
thought, find fome Regiments, and where they might make 
fome ftand till the reft (hould come up. In the mean time Sr 
MarmMiuk^ Langdale return'd to his Troops, the Duke hav- 
ing promifed to fend him fome Troops to affift, and that foooe 
Foot (hould be fent to keep a Lane, that would Flank his Men 
upon his retreat. S^ Matmadukt retired before the Enemy, 
and drew up his Troops into the Clofes near Frefhn. The 
Enemy followed him cloie, and prefled him very hard ; not- 
withftanding which he maintain'd the difpute for above fix 
hours with great Courage, and with very great lo(s co the 
Enemy in Officers, and Common Soldiers; infomuchas they 
feem'd to rerire, at leaft to make a ftand. And in all this time 
the Scots (enc him no Affiftance, but concluded that it was not 
Crofmoelts whole Army that a(Iaulted him , but only fome 
Party, which he would himfelfbe well enough able to difen- 
gage himfelf from. And Sr Marmaduke Longdate told roe of- 
ten afterwards, " that be verily believ'd, if one thoufand Foot 
<^ had then been fent to him, he (hould have gained the day : 
%x)A Cromwell hxt&klf acknowledged, that he never faw Foot 
Fight fo defperately as They did. 
^M.ung- The Scots continued their march over the Bridge, without 
dale Fi^iii/, taking care to fecure the Lane, which he had recommended 
**< " to them J by which Croymvell'B Horfe came upon bis Flank, 
Site h'*"/^^'^^ ^ Was equally prefled in the Van. So that his excel- 
miitoii *' '^^c Body of Foot beiDg broken, S' Marmaduke^ and fuch of 
uuitd. His Horfe as kept together, were driven mto the Town^ where 
the Duke remained y^ with fome Officers ; who all retreated 
over a Ford to the Foot, who were in equal diforder. For 
aflbon as the Engl^ Forces were broken, the Scots were pre- 
fently beaten from the Bridge, and forced to a very di(or(ieriy 
march. However, the Duke badfttUagreat part of his own 
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Army together ; with which he continued to march two or 
three days to ^^mm ; thence, to ffkrriwgtom ^ where Baify 
Capitulated, and dehver'd up all the Foot^ thence to Nd»i* 
incby and at iaft to Uxettr j and in all that time many of the 
Scoti[h Noblemen forfook him, and render'd themfelves Pri- 
foners to the Gentlemen of the G)i|niry^ and CrcmweBa 
Tioojpn under LMmhert^ prefled to hard upon the Rear, thac 
they kilkdj^ and took as many Prilbners as they pleafed, with- 
out hazarding their own Men. The Duke was (carce got into 
UxettTj when Us Troops, which made no refinance, were 
beaten in upon him, jmd (b cbfe purfiied by CromwelTs Horfe 
under Lamtert , that himfelf and ail the principal Officers 
(fomefew excepted, who, lying concealed, or by thebenc- 
mofthe fwlftneis of their Hories, made their efcape ) were 
taken Prifoners : the Duke neither behaving himfelf likea Ge-^^«^ 
neral, nor with that Courage which he was before never'^^- 
thought to want ; but making all fubmiffion, and all excufcs 
to thofe who took him. 

Thus his whole Army was Routed, and Defeated; more 
killed out of concempt, than chat they deferv'd it by^ny op- 
poiklon; the reft taken Prifone is, all their Cannon and Bag* 
gage taken, aad their Colours y only fome of their Horfe, 
which had been Quartered mod backward, made haft to carry 
news to their Country of the ill fuccefs of their Armes. They 
who did not take the way for Scotland^ were for the moft pare 
taken by the aftivity of the Country, or the Horfe thac pur- 
fued them ; whereof S' Martnaiuke Langdale , afcer he had 
made his way with fome of his Officers and Soldiers, who 
ftood with him till they found it fateft to difperfe ihemfelves, 
had the ill Fortune to be difcover'd; and was (o taken Pri- 
foner, and (ent to the Caftle of Nottingham. All this great •S''M.Lan[|fc^ 
Vidorywas got by O^wiweffwichanArmy amounting to a*****'*^"* 
third part of the 5^0^/ in Number, if they had been all toge* 
ther; andic was not diminiflied half a hundred in obtaining 
this Vidory , after the E^lffb Forces under Langdale had 
been defeated. 

I T may be proper now to mention, that the Lord Catting^ 
tMM and the Chancellor of the Exchequer, had many mifad- 
veotures^ which detain'd them from attending upon the Prince 
intheFleec. Aflbon as they heard that his Highnefs had put 
himfelf on board a Ship at Cdlais to find the Fleet in Holland, 
they embarked at i>M^, in a French Man of War chat was 
hound for Dunkirk ; where when they arriv'd, they found a 
Gentleman , a Servant of the Prince's, who inform'd them, 
" that the Prince was with the whole Fleet in the Downi, 
^ and thac he had fent him with a Letter to the Marfhai a^ 
f^Mitf, who was Govcrnour of Diirm^ir/^,' to borrow a Frigac 
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^^ of htm ; which he bad there, and had by fonie civil Mef- 
fage otkrd to lend to his Highnefs ^ and the Marfbal^ who 
recetv'd them with great civility, afliired them that the Fri gat 
ihould be ready the next day, and if thejr pleafed to make ufe 
of it, flioald carry them to the Prince. 

They look'd upon it as a good opportunity , which 
would deliver them much fooner at the Fleet, than they had 
before expedled to be ^ and fo, without weighing the Dan- 
gers which might accompany it , and might very naturally 
nave been foreleen, they embraced the occafion ; there being 
no hazard which they apprehended at Sea, but that they might 
be taken by the Parliament Ships; which, by the Frince's 
being with his Fleet in the DffwnSy and fo being Mafter at 
Sea, was hardly poffible. So they unwarily put themfclves 
into that Frigat, and fet Sail in the Evening from Dimkiri ; 
prefuming that they ihould, the next Morning, find themfelves 
m the D^mts with the Prince. But there was fo dead a calm 
that Night, that they made very little way ; and, the next 
doming, they found that they were chafed by fix or fevea 
Frigats of Offend. In fliorc, they were taken Prifoners. and 

J»lunder'd of ail they had ( which amounted to good valae in 
ewels and Money ) and were earned into Offtmd^ where, 
though they were prefently at liberty, they were compelled to 
ftay many dm, not withcut fomehope, raifed by thedviltty 
of the Sfsm^i Governour , and the Lords of the Admiralty 
there, who verv liberally promifed an entire reftitution of 
all that they haci loft. But that being without any efieft, that 
brutiflb People, the Frce-booters, being fubjefi to no Govern- 
ment, they found means to give notice to the Prince of all 
that happen'd, and that they would attend his Command at 
Vbfi'ing ; whither they eafily went. Within few days after, 
the Prince, cue of the Dcmts^ fent a Frigat for them to FU^ 
mg'j where they embarked leveral times, and Were at Sea the 
whole Night, and in the Morning driven back by high Winds, 
fometimes into Fhjhing^ fometimes to Bamikms ^ and (b were 
compelled to go to MuUk^angty and after a Months ftay in 
thofe places, and many attempts to get to Sea, they receiv'd 
Order from the Prince to attend him in Hoffandy whither he 
bad refolv'd to go, aflbon as the Earl of Lautherdsk arrived 
from Scotland in the Fleer, .and had deliver'd his imperious 
invitation for the Prince's immediate repair to the Scetilb 
Army ; which was then enter'd into E^gidmd, By this means 
they came not to the Prince, till the next day after he came 

7b» frtM§ to the Hague^ having left the Fleet before Qoree and near 

^tiu^ fiehdet Siuce. 

The Prince was receiv'd by the States with all outward 
lefpcA and ucated by them for four or fire days at their 

charge ; 
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ehaige; his Royal Highoefi every Night lodglog in the Pa* 
lace, which belonged to the &ates too, where the Prince of 
Onmge and the Princefi lay, and where both his Royal High- 
nefs and the Puke of Tork had very good apartmeocs ^ the 
Prince and Duke, after two or three day$, always eating with 
die Princds Royal, the Prince of Ormfge himfelf keeping his 
own Table open, according to cuftom, for the rcfort of fuch 
of che States, or Officers of the Army, or other Noble Per* 
tons, who frequently repaired thither. 

The Prince of IFdUs's Court was full of Faftion, and ^IJJ^X 
Animofity againft each other, fo that the new comers werep^il^i^ 
not only very well receiv'd by the Prince, but ver^ welcome walet'j 
CO every Body, who being angry wich the other (Jounfellora^' 
there, believed that matters would be better carried now they 
were come. They had not been an hour in the Hagiie^ when 
Heriert the Atturney General came to them, and congratu-. 
laced their Arrival, and told them ^^ how much they had bc&Ok 
" wanted, and how much Prince 2^/er^ loneed for thdr Com* 
'^ panv. And wichin a very fliort time after. Prince Ritfer$ 
bimfeifcame to bid them welcome, with all pofBble g£^ce, 
andprofeflion of great kindnefs ^d efteem for them. They 
both inveighed bitterly againft the whole adminiftration df 
the Fleet, in whidi moft part of the Court, which hid been 
prefent , and who agreed in nothing elfe , otmcurr'd wich 
them. 

The whole clamour was againft che Lord Cttfpefper, and 
Sr Roiert iMmg the Prince's Secretary, who, by the Queen's 
injunction , was wholely fubfervient to the Lord C^ltf^fper. 
They accufed them of corruption, not only wich reference 
to the Clbath Ship, but to the releafe of very many other 
Ships, which they had difcharged upon no other reaton, but 
as ic would be a very Popular thing, and make the. Prince 

Sratefitl to the City of I/mdon. Though there was much 
ifcourfe of Money brought to both their Cabins by M' J>Kaf, 
E:t there was never any proof made of any corruption in the 
ord C»lifefpery who was not indeed to be wrought upon 
that way ; but, having fome infirmities, and a multitude of 
Enemies, he was never abiblv^d from any thing oK which any 
Manaccufedhim; and the other was fonotorioufly inclined 
to that way of Husbandry, that he was always thought guilty 
of more than he was charged with. * It was true enough that 
great Riches were parted wich, and had been releafed for lic- 
de or no Money ; which being now exceedingly wanted, 
niade it eafily bdiey'd that fuch unthrifty Couniei could not 
have been given, except by tho(e who were well rewarded 
for it j which ftUl fell upon thofe two. 
There was a general murmur that the Fleet had lain fo 
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long idle at the mouth of the River, when k had been pro- 
pofed that it might go to the Ifle of99^hty where they BQighc, 
in the cx>nfternacion the whole Kingdom was then itiy pio* 
bably have been able to have releafed the Kitof; ^ Caris^o^it 
bein^ near the Sea, a C^le notftrong in it felf, the Iflaod 
well afieded, and at that time under no fuch power as couM 
fubdue them. And why fiich an attempt, which) if unftico^s- 
r ful, could have been attended with no damage oonfiderable^ 
was not made, was never fuUy AnfwerM. 

They were very angry with Bstfem^ and would have it 
Treachery in him, that the two Fleots did not Fight with 
each other, when they were To near engaging in the River; 
Uriiich, they faid, they might well have done before the Wind 
changed, if he had not dinwaded the Prince i and iathis the 
clamour of the Sea-men joyn'd with tbem. But it was but 
clamour, for moft difpaflSonate Men gave htm a good TefH- 
mony in that affiiir, and that he behaved himfelf lixe a sktlfol 
Officer, and was very forward to Fight whitft there was rea* 
ibn to eSeft it. The other reproach upon him of fMffing 
by the Ships yithichc^ixnefromFmf/mufh, in the Night, was 
not fo well Anfwer*d : for it was known, thot^ be £iid tluit 
they werepafled by, and out of reach before he was inform'd 
of them, that he had notice time enoc^h to have engaged 
them, and did decline it ; which might reafonably enough 
have been done, out of apprehenfion, befides the inconve- 
nience (!if a Night Engagement, that the noife of the conflid 
might have called the Earl of Wkrmkk (kk. of the River to 
their Affiilance, before they could have mattered them ; there 
being two or three of the beft Ships of the Royal Navy, 
^hidi would have made a very notable refiftance. Bat this 
being never urged by himfelf, and what would have been too 
much for him to have taken upon himfelf, it was imfMired to 
his Cowardice, of which the Sea-men, as well as the Cour- 
rien , accufed him ; though, as was generally thought, with- 
out reafon, and only with prejudice to the Man for what he 
had done before, and becaufe he was a Man of a regular and 
orderly courfe of Life, and Command, and of very few wofds, 
|Lnd lefs padion than at that time ratfed Men to reputation in 
that Province. There was only one Man in the Council of 
whom no body fpoke ill,, nor laid any thing to his Chaise j 
and that was the Lord H9p$dm, But there was then foxM a 
combination, by the coumen^ce of Prince Ituperty with all 
the other Lords of the Courr, and the Atturney General, 
upon former grudges, to undervalue him, that they had drawn 
(he Prince himfelf to have a lefs efteem of him than his fin- 
gular Virtue, and Fidelity, and his unqueftionable Courage, 
and Induftry ( all which his ^nemies could not depy that he 
f^llecjin ) did dcferve. J^it 
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This State the Court was in^ when the two lately men* 
tJoa'dCouofellors came ; who quickly dUcem'd^ by the uo* 
fteady humours, and ftroog pauions all Men were poflbflfed 
with , that they (bould oot preierye the Rejputatioo they 
feem'd to have with every Body for the preienr^ any long 
time, and forefaw that neceflBty would prdcntly break in up- 
on them like an Arm'd Man, that would difturb and diftrad 
all their Counfels. And there ^a^, even at the inflant in 
which they arriv'd at the Hh^j die fatal Advertiieinent of 
that Defeat of thu Sc^^ Army, which muft break aU their 
meafores, and reader the condition of the Prince, and of tho 
whole Kingdom, very deplor^le, and leave that of the King 
his Fadier in the utmoft defpair. 

The Rumour of this Defeat canae to the Hapieibc oettt 
day after the Prince came thither, l^t not lb particularly that 



the extent of it was known , or the Trsgkral efleds yet 
throughly underftood. And h)s HighneTs appointing nis 
Council to ooeet together the next Morning after the LQr4 



CM/iig^iii and the Qiancellorofche Excheouer caoxe thither^ 
he inform'd them ol the Lord LmitherJai/s Me(&ge to him 
from the Parltament of Sc^Uml, and that he very earneftly 
preOed him, ever fince the News of the Defeat, that he would 
rorchwith repair to their Army ; and his Highnefs thought 
fit, that the Earl flx>uld give an Account of his Commil&a 
St the Board i whereupon he was fent ft>r in ; and, that ail 
refpeft might be (hew'd to the Parliament of ScotUMj he had 
a Chairallow'd him to lie upon. 

Hs firft read his Commiilion from the Parliament^ and^^^f^f 
then the Letter which the Parliament had writ to the Prince ; '*• ^^^J^ 
10 whkh, having at laige mafinified the great Aflledion <»Zw\7nA u 
the Parliament, ^'that ovuc ofmeir native^ and conftant Al^tkfBnm^ 
^^feftion and Duty to their KiK, and finding that, contrary 
^^totheDutyof dubjeds. hisMajefty was imprifon'd by the 
'^Traiterous and Rebellious Army in ^gumij they had 
"raifiU an Army in that Kingdom, that, fince their Advice, 
^^Couofe], and Entreaty in an anucable way, could not pre* 
'^ vail, might by ft>rce redeem his Majefty's Perion from that 
^^ captivity ^ which they held thetnTelves obliged by their fi>» 
^^lernn League ajod Covenant to endeavour to do^ with the 
^hazard of their Lives and Fortunes: That this Army was 
" already enter'd into England^ under the Command otjamis 
'^Duke HmiU^m, whom, it|refpe& of his known and emi-> 
^^ cent fidelity to his Majefi y, they had made General (hereof; 
^^aod having now done all that was in thdr power to do for 
^thepiefent, and having taken due care for the feafonable 
^^fupply and xegniit of that Aimy, they now fent to his High- 
" fieis, that he would with all pc^Qble fpced, according to 

Ma rthc 
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^^the promife yrhich the King his Father had made, tranfport 
^^ his Royal Perfon^ that he might' hirhfelf be in the head of 
**that Army to obtain the Liberty of his Father ', and cbey 
defiredhim, ^'that for the circumftances of his Journey be 
** would be advired by the Earl of LoMtberJsb^ to whom they 
*' had given foil Inflrudlions ; and chey befougbt his Highneb 
^^ to give credit to him in all things. 

Ths Earl likewife fliew'd his InftnidionSj by whidi none 
ef the Prince's Chaplains were to be admitted to attend him, 
and great care to be taken, that none but GcJfy Men (bould 
be fuffcr'd to be about the Perfon of hfs Highnefs ; and par- 
ticttlarly that neither Prince ^/fr^, nor the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, nor feme other Perfons fhould be admitted to go 
, with the Prince. And after all thefe things were read and 
enlarged upon, he prefled the Prince^ with all imaginable in- 
ftance, and without taking notice of any thing that was be- 
fallen their Army in Eh^ImuI^ of which be oould not but have 
had particular relation, chat he would lofe no time from en- 
fring upon his Journey ; and all this with as infolen^ and 
(upercilious behaviour, as if their Army had been triumphant. 
When he had faid all he meant to fay, he fate ftili, as if 
. he ejcpefted to hear what the Prince or any Body clfe would 
f*^j^^*'^* fay to what he propofed. It was then moved, "that, if he 
•H'i ^ciM^ ** had no more to fay, he would withdraw, to the end that 
^ut it, ^^ the Council might Debate the matter, before they gave 
** their Advice to the Prince. He took this motion vey ill, 
and faid "hewasaPrivyCounfellor to the King in ScofUmd^ 
*^and being likewife a Commiifioner from the Parliament, 
^^he ought not to be excluded from any Debate that con- 
^ cern'd the Afl&ir upon which he was imployed. This be 
' ' ui^d in (b imperious, and oflfenfive a manner, that drew on 
much (harpnefs^ and the Chancellor of the Exchequer, who 
knew him very well fince the Treaty at VxMJgt^ where 
they liad ofcen difier'd in matters of the higheft importance, 
treated him with the fame liberty they had then been ac- 
cuftom'd to. He told him, " he meant not to fay any thing 
*^ in that Debate, when he (hould be withdrawn, that he de- 
^^ fired (hould be concealed from him, or unheard by him ; 
^^and that he was ready to fay, that in his judgement, all 
** he had propofed was very unreafonable ; but he would not 
^^ that the Dignity of the Board (hould be proftituted to his 
** Demand, nor that he (hould be prefcnt there at any Debate. 
The Earl replied, "that he was fent by the Parliament, am] 
.**K!ngdom of ^((rtffi!f»rf, to the Prince of f^fc, and tluthe 
*Mid proteft againft having any thing he propofed to be 
^treated, and debated by, or before the E^^h Board } nor 
^did he confid^r what was, or (hpuld be faid, by any Man 

<«but 
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^bat the Prince himfelf. The Prince told him, <' it was ne- 
'<cd&ry that he himfelf ihould iiear, and koov what tbo 
'^opinion of the Council ihould be; and that it was as un- 
^^reafonable that He ihould beprefenc; and thereupon Com- 
manded him to withdraw ; which he prefendy Aibmitted to 
with indecency enough. The Prince then told them, ^'that 
^^ there were ibroe PerTonscome to the Town, the laft night, 
^ who came out of E^/muI after the News of the Vidory 
"oyer the Se$ts came toL^mhmy with all the circumftances 
^^ thereof; and of the Duke's being taken Prifoner; and that 
the Prince of Oratfge had told him, ^* that the States had re- 
^^cei?'d Intelligence of it from their Embafladour Newport^ 
" who reGded in Luulom. 'Upon the whole matter, the Prince 
reiblv'd ^^ to meet again the next Morning to Confult farther 
"what he was to do, and that prdbably, in the mean time, 
"thelntelligenoe would be more perfeft. and unqueftionable, 
"and they fliould fee whether LdUithirdale would take any 
"notice of it. 

But the Night made no alteration in him; he appeared 
the next Morning with the fame confidence, and the fame im* 

Sirtunity for the Prince to remove, and begin his Journey, 
e was asked, ^^ whether he had receiv'd no Information of 
"fome iU Fortune, that had befallen that Army, which might 
"fo change the cafe fince he left ScatUtnd^ that what might 
"Then have been fit, would be Now unfit and uncounfel* 
"able? The Earl faid, "he knew w«ll what the News was 
^^bomEftglimd'j and whatever he hoped, that he was not con- 
"fidem it was not true; however he hoped, that would not 
"change the Prince's purpofe, but that it would more con- 
"cera htm to purfue th^ refolution he was formerly obliged 
"to; that if any misfortune had befallen that Army, the Prince 
" had the more reafon to endeavour to repair it ; which could 
"be done no other way, than by his making all poflible haft 
" into Scatlmui^ which remain'd ftill a Kingdom entire, whole* 
^^If devoted to his Service ; and that, by the benefit of his 
**prefcnce, might quickly draw together another Army, to- 
" wards which there was a good beginning already by the pre* 
^fervation of thdt Body under Mamr^e : That if his HighneGi 
"ihould decline this only probable way to prcicrve Himfelf, 
"and to recover his other two Kingdoms, it would be thought 
"be had Iktle zeal for the Liberty of his Father, and as little 
^forhisownlntereft,and for cheprefervation of the Crown; 
^'he therefore befought his Highnef), that he would caufe 
*^fomeof his Ships to be forthwith made ready, and would 
^ therein immediately Tranfport himfelf into Scottmtd ; where* 
^by the late wound would, in a ihort time, be healed ; which 
*^ would other wife prove incurable. 

But 
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But Sc&ilmU wasfo well kaown, and the power of Ar-- 

gjb ( which muft be now greater than ever by the total defeat 

of the contrary Party ) that his Propofition wai bv all difpaf- 

fiooate Men thought: to be very extravagant, and not to be 

bearken'd to : and the News from Drn dm^ chat CrmuweB was 

nardied into SsoiimU with his whole Army, confinn'd every 

boneft Man in that opinion. And within few daya the Earl of 

fjuakerdak feem'd rather to thiak qf gping thither hkaStVy 

where his own Concemmencs wtie in gieat danger, than of 

pieffing the Prince tofo hazardous a Voyage; and after a few 

Weeks more ftay at the Hapmj upon the Incelli gence from his 

Tht E»i 4 Friends in Mi^tUmiy how Afiairs went there, he recum^d thither 

Lamher- ia the fame Ship that Tranfporced him from thence, wkh as 

^^/!^ mich Rage and Malice againft the Council about the Princ^ 

lH^^' as againft Crmifiifff himSf. 

The Defeat of the&siislK Army at Pr^«i, diough it was 
not at firft believ'd to be an entire Victory over their whole 
Body, there being double that number that was not there at 
that maiched from thence, broke or dilappointcd rooft of the 
defigns which were on foot for raifing Men, in dusfe Northern 
Counties, for the King's Service, to have joynM and wited 
under Sr MMrmaduh Ijuigdak. S* Tb^moi l^UeJbjy a Gentle- 
man of a fair Eftate, who had ferv'd the ICi ng from the be* 
ginning of the War with good Courage, was then with a 
Body of JBsgi!^, wkh which he had Be&ged the Caftle of 



Ijmesfie^^ and was upon the point of Reducing it, when the 
News of FreM^m arrived. It was then neceflary to quit that 
defign; and nearing that Major General Momtm^ who, Qiortly 
after the Duke mardied out of ScotUmd, followed him widi 
a Recruit of above fix thousand Horfe. and Foot, was come to 
fp'Tlw. ^ dsxtXA of IjmcaPihrey he retired thither to him, having ga- 
Tildeaey thet'd UD many of Sr Jdrnmsduke Ijugid^s Men, who had 
fMHrts n been broken at Pnjldm^ and fome others who had i>een newly 
Monroe. Levied. Sr TbmasnUefiiy moved JUmtst, '' that his Forces, 
^^and fbme Regiments oiF Sc9ts^ who yet remain'd about Knh 
^^dal^ might joyn with the Eml^b under his Command, and 
^' march together towards Freflou^ and follow CtdrnweU in the 
^^ Rear, as He purfued the Se»ts : which they might very wdi 
have done , being a Body, when in conjunAion, of above 
eight thoufand Men ; which was equal in number to the Ar- 
my under Crtmnuell. But the Major General would not con- 
lent CO the Motion, but retired to the frirther part KsiWtfim$rt^ 
i0md^ and the £ag4^ followed them in the Rear: prefum- 
tng, chat though thev would not be perfwaded to advance af- 
ter Cr^mmdl, vet tnat they would choofe fome other more 
coavenjent Poft tg make a ftand in, if the Enemy followed 
them^ and then that they would be glad to joyn With them:

to wfaidl he was pffeOed again the next day, but continued 
ftill fail in his Sullen Refelution, without declaring whar he 
meant to do; and retired throueh dfmierlswd^ where he bad 
left a fad remetRbrance of his having pafled chat way a few 
days before, having then raifed ¥aft ^ms of Money upon the 
poor People^ and now in his retreat plunder'd ahnoft all they 
had left. 

Trb BHgl^ nardied ineo the Bifhoprick of Durkamj to 
joyn with luch new Levies as were then raifing there ; and 
cheir number bekig encreafed by the addition o^ thole Troops 
which were under the Command of S' H^try BBlihfkmm^ Moarae 
they net again Major General Mmr^ in N^rfkum^Umdy and ^y'"c ^ 
defired him " that they might unite together againft the '^^^J^ 
^Coramon Eaetnv, who equaHy defired the deftrudioa ofHaroilcTQ*' 
^ehem both. Bat he refolutely miifed, and told them plaioiy, D^tds r#. 
^that he would march direftly into SMirnul and expeft Or** '^'^' '*- 
''dcTS there ; ^h ich he d<d, with all poflBble Expedition. f/J^j; *^' 

Si-R BMI^ Mu^Mve beViGV^d that he and his Foot might ^i> Philip 
beweloome to OwA^; and went thither; and fent S' fffmry Mufgrare 
BeBm^kmrn, S' Robert Stmklmtd^ and Colonel CtarUr^ to the »• CarliOe. 
Earl oif Lmmrkiy and ofier'd that they (hould carry their Troops 
into Scttland to joyn with him ; who he knew wdl would 
ftand in need of help. But he durft not accept their Motion, 
faying, « if he Ihouid, jlrgyk would from thence take an eic- 
^cufeto invite CromweBj who they heard was then upon his 
march towards Bervkk^ to bring his Army into S^tlmid: up- 
on which Sr Henry BiUmgkam retum'd with the Party he 
Connxianded k\to CumierLmd^ paying for all they bad through 
that part of Scotland it was neceflary for them to pafs through. 

Si r Thilip Mujgrave had no better fuccefs with S' ^9W$mm 
tfvhfgffon^ the Governour of Carlt/fe^ for though hefececv'd 
him very Otvilly, and enter'd into a Treaty with him (for 
Vie knew well enough that he was not able ro Viftual, or De- 
fend the place without the ztTi^wnce of the Englijh^ and there- 
fore defired the affiftance of Sr Pht/fp in both ) yet when Ar- 
ticles were agreed upon, and fign'd by Sr PMif Mufyrsve^ the 
Govemour fell back, and refufed to engage himfclf ** not to 
*' deliver up the Garrifon without the confent of S' FlriSf 
'* MufffTiPve \ who was contented that none of h^s Men ihouid 
come within the Walls, until it Ihouid be moft apparent, that 
they could no longer keep the Field. 

Within a fliort time after, Orders were fent out of J^sf- Berwick 

^for the delivery of Berwick and Carlijle to the Parliament; -w^Cariifle 
to which Orders there was not the leaft mention of making jjj^j;;jj^^j|^ 
Conditions for the EM^HJh. Sr Phi^ Mujgrave had yet <^li^ „,«,#. 
Caftle in hisownpofleffion, having taken it aiter he had de- 
lim'd Cariyie to TDuke Hamil$§m, and after he was marched 

from 
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firom tbence. By this good accident, upon the detivery of it 
up, which couki not long have made any defence, he made 
Conditions for him(Hf, and one hundred and fifty Offioprs, 
many of them Gentlemen of Quality, who liv\l again to ven- 
ture, and fome, to lofe their Lives for the King: after which, 
be (bon Trajifported himfelf into HplUaul, 

Cromwell refolv'd to lofe no advantage heliadgot, but 
aflbon as he had perfeAed his Defeat of Duke UMmtBcn^ by 
^therittg up as many Prilbnen, as he could,, of thedifperfed 
Troops, he marched dircAIy towards ScetUmdy to puU up the 
Roots there, from which any fanher trouble might fpring 
hereafter ; though he was very earneftly called upon from 
Tfri'/bire to reduce thofe at Fomtfrit Caftle^ which grew venp 
troublefome to aU their Neighbours ; and^ not fiurisfied with 
drawing Contributions from ail the parts adjacent, they made 
Excurfions into places at a great diftaoce, and took divers fub- 
ftantial Men Prifoners, and carried them to theCaftle ^ where 
they remain'd till they redeem'd themfelves by gieat Rgn- 
foms. However, he would not defer his Northern maich i 
but believing that he (hould be^ in a ihort time capable to 
take Vengeance upon thofe Aflronts, he fatisfied himfelf in 
fending Colonel Eamshorougb^ with fome Troops of Horfe 
and Foot, to reftrain their adventures, and to keep them 
Cromwell blocked up ; and himfelf, with the reft of his Army, continued 
m^tkis •»#' their march for Sc^tlmtdy it being about the end of Aitgi^y or 
ScotUad. tx^nning of Seftemher^ before the Harveft of that Country 
was yet ripe; and fo capable of being deftro/d. 

I T was generally believ'd, that the Marquis of Argjk 
earneftly invited him to this Progress; for the Defeat of the 
Sc^ifh Army in E^Umi had not yet enough made him Ma- 
tter of Sc9tUmd. There was ftill a Committee of Parliament 
fitting at Edintordugby in which, and in the Council, the Earl 
of £imrkk fway'd without a Rival ; and the Troops which 
had been raifed under Mmroe for the Recruit of the Duke's 
Army, were ftill together, and at the Earl's devotion ; ia tbit 
the Marquis was ftiTl upon his good behaviour. If he did not 
invite CrommU^ he was very glad of his coming ; and made 
all poffible haft to bid him welcome upon his entring into 
the Kingdom. They made great (hews of being mutually 
glad to fee each other, being linked together by many pro* 
mifes, and profeffions. and by an entire conjunction in guilt. 
There was no Aa of Hoftility committed ; Cr&mww de- 
claring, ^* that he came with his Army to preferve the Godly 
^^ Party, and to free the Kingdom from a force, which it was 
^'under^ of Malignant Men, who had forced the Nation to 
<< break the Fri0nd(hip with their Brethren of EMgUmd^ who 
^ had been fo faithful to them : That it having pleafed God 

«to 
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^ to Defeat that Anny under Duke HmmH^^ who endeaVour'd 

^ to eogagc the two Nations in each others Blood, be wai 

^'come thither to prevent any farther mifchief, and to remove 

^^thofe from Authority who )iad ufed their Power there (b ill; 

^ and that he hoped he (bould, in very few days, return with 

^^ Ml afliirance of^the Brotherly A£^ion of that Kingdom to 

^' the Parliament o(EMg/and; which did not defire in any de» 

^'greeto invade their Liberties, or infringe their Privileges. 

He was Conduced to Edfhr9t^b by the Marquis of Argyky h rtmvU 

where he was received with all folemnity, and the reipeft due^^^^^ho* 

to the Deliverer of their Country, and his Army Qj§trter'd '®°*^ 

about, and fupplied with all Provifions the Country could 

yield. 

The Earl of Lanricky and all the UmiltOMum Faftion 
( that is all who had a mind to continue of it ) were widw 
drawn, aiMl out of reach; and they who reroain'd at Bdm- 
hnrngh were refolv'd to obey Argjle j who they faw could 
proteft them. There were then enough left of the Com- 
mittee of Parliament to take care of the Safety and Good of 
the Kingdom, without putting Cr&mvtB to help them by the 
Power of the Eftgiyh ; which would have been a great difcr&> 
dit to their Government Whiift he remained their Gueft 
(whom Aey eotertain'd magnificently ) Amh thought him- 
felf able by the Laws ofScotlandy to reform all that was amiis, 
andpreferve the Government upon the true foundation. Soruc^mmiu 
the Committee of Parliament fent to Menroe an Order and '" '/ *^ 
Command to Disband his Troops; which when lie fcem'd J^jJ*^J^ 
refolv'd not to'do, he quickly difcern'd that CromweU taa&b^umt^ it 
Arbitrator ; and thereupon he obferv'd the Orders of the t>is^md. 
Committee very punduallv : fo that there was no Power in 
^f^Umdi\i^x. could oppofe the Command of Argyb ; the Com- 
mittee of Parliacnent, the Council, all the Magiitrates of j&/a»- 
^0rM^{f, wereat his devotion ; and whoever were not fo, were 
either in Prifon, or fled. The Pulpits were full of InveAives 
againft the Sinfulnefs of the late Engagement, and folemn 
Fafts enjoyn'd by the Afiembly to implore God's pardon and 
forgivenefs for that heinous Tranfgreflian ; the Chancellor 
I^wi^ giving the good example, by making his Recantation 
and humble wbmimon with many Tears. Cromwell had rea* 
fon to believe that ic wpuld henceforward prove as peaceable 
a Kingdom as he could wifli; and having thus concerted all 
things with his bofome Friend Argjie (who refolv'd, al£)on 
as he was withdrawn adiftancefromJ&far^Mfjift, thacheand 
his Army might not be thought to have an influence upon 
the Councils, to call the Parliament to confirm all he fliould Cromwell 
think fie to do) he returned for EmUmdi where he thought J**7'^ 
to Prcfcnce was like to be wanted, -*'*"*• 

The 
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T H K Q)mmitcee of Parliament at Edmhr^h ( who had 
Authority to Convene the Parliamenc when the Major pare of 
them fliould plcafe; carebeiag taken in the nomtnauoo of 
them, that they were fuch as were thought moft like to pur- 
fuecheway they wereenter'd into) feat out their Summons 
71m Scotiih ^o caU *e Parliament. They who appear'd, were of another 
PsfUMmem, oiindfrom what they had beoaformerly^ and with the fame 
kiimg ««/^<^,Paffion and Zeal with which they hadenter'd into the Eo- 
TtllhHz gagement, they now declared it unlawful*^ and ungodly^ and 
rAiUon'V ^^ Afleinbly joyning with them, they Excommunicated all 
e^x^imift. mhohzd the moft eminent Parts in the promoting it ^ and 
made them incapable of bearing any Office in the Scare, or of 
fitting in Council, or in Parliament; fubjeding thoie who 
bad finned in akfis degree, to fuch penalties as would for 
ever make them (ubjpBt to their Government^ Bv thefe 
judgements, amonglt others, the Earl of Lanrkk was depri?'d 
of heing Secretary of State, and that Office was oonfenr'd up- 
on the Earl of Lothian ; who, fai the beginning of the RebeU 
lioiH ^d been imploy d by the Con^irators into Vrsm€0j and 
ootning afterwards into EffgUmd was Imprifon'd iherettp(»i, 
and being after fet at liberty continued aitxMigft thofe who, 
upon ail occafions, carried the Rebeilioa highefl, aiuiQiewej 
the moft implacable mallow to the Perfon of the King. And 
by this time Argjb was becooae fb much more Mafler of 
Sc9tlM»d than CrcmweUyf/osoi EfigUmdy that be had not fo 
much as the fhadow of a Parliament toconoend, or to comply 
wkh, or a neceffity to exercife his blown great Talent of dif^ 
fimuiatton, ail Men doing as he enjoyn'd them, without ask- 
ing the reaiboof hisdiredion. 

To return to the State of the Kiiig's Afiairs in EMglatuI: 
when the Earlof Mrvici^ and the Lord Gf/v/ with the JCm^ 
•and Bfffx Troops were inclofed in Colchtfitr^ their Friends 
could not reafonably hope that the Sc<ft^ Army, which had 
fe long deferred their March into Engkmdy contrary to their 
promife, wouM^ though they were now come in, march faft 
lenou^htb reiieve O^&ie/?^ before they fliould be reduced by 
Famine. The Earl of H»Uand thought it neceflary, fince 
inainy who were in Cokhtfievy had engaged themfelves upon 
Tht Earl rf fiis promifes and Auchority, now to^gln his Enterprife ; to 
Holland whfoi the youth and warmth of the Duke of BtukimiJbMj 
Kingfton!'^*^^ was General of the Horfe, the Lxjrd Fraxcis ViUiers his 
* Brother, and divers other young Noblemen, fpurr'd him on. 
And he might have tbebetterofHnion of bis Intereft and Par- 
ty, in that his purpofe of riBng , and putting himfelf into 
Armes ibr the relief of Cokhefiety was (o far from being a fe- 
cret, that it was r^e common diTcourfe of the Town. There 
was a great appearance every Morning^ at his Lodging, of 

thofe 
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tbofe OScen who were known to have ferv'd the King ^ hil 
Cofflfliiffions (hew'd in many htads ; no queftion being mor^ 
commonly asked, than <' when doth my Lord HpAiWgu Out ? 
and the Anfwer was, ^^ fuch and fucbaday ; and the hour he 
did take Horfe, when he was accompanied by an hundred 
Horfe from his Houfe, was publickly calked of two or three 
dsvs before. 

His firft Rendezvous was at IUq;/?Mi upon r^^mrx; where 
beftayedtwoNighcsi and one whole Day, ezpe£tingagreac 
reforc to him, not onlv of 0£Bcers, but of Common Men, 
who had promifed, and lifted themfelves under feveral Qffi* 
cers; and he imputed the iecurity he hsd enjoyed fo long, 
notwichftandlng his purpofe was io generally known, to the 
Appretenfion both the Parliament and the Armv had of the 
A£edions of the City to joyn with him ^ and he believ'd, that 
he (hoQld not only remain fecure at Kingttom^ as long as he 
(hould think fit to ftay there, but that fome entire Regiments 
of the City would march out with him for the Relief of cU^ 

During the (hort ftay he made ^t*K»gff9my fome Offi- 
cers and Soldiers, both of Horfe and Foot, came thither, and 
iDftoy Perfons of Honour and Quality, in their Coaches, came 
to vifit him and his Company from London ^ and returned 
thither again to provide what was ftill wanting, and refolv'd 
to be with him foon enough. The prmcipal Officer the BaA 
relied upon ( though he had better) was Dalifter a Dntdk" 
mat), of name and reputation, and good experience in War ^ 
who had ferv'd the Parliament asCommiffiury General o( the 
Horfe under the Earl of EJfex^ and having been left out in 
the new model, was amongft thofe difcontented Officers who 
looked for an opportunity to be revenged of the Army ; which 
they defpifed for their ill breeding, and much preaching. Thus 
.D«/fcvrwas glad to depend upon the Earl of Holland^ who 
thought hinri{e<f iikewife happy in fuch an Officer. The keep- 
ing good Guards, and fending out Parties towards the Km^ 
tijb parts, where tc was known fome Troops rematn'd fince 
the iaft Commotion there, wascommirted tohis Hiscare. But 
he difcharged it fo ill, or his Orders were fo ill obferv'd, that 
the fecond or third Morning after their coming to Kmgifom^ 
fome of the Parliament's Foot, with two or three Troops of 
Cobnel Rkb*s Horfe, fell upon a Party of the Earl's about j, 
Nnjkb^ and beat, and purfued them into Khtgffom, beforttbtni 
thofe within had notice to be ready to receive them ; the Earl 
and moft of the reft making too much haft out of Town, and 
never ofieriiig to Charge thofe Troops. In thisconfufionthe 
Lord Fromh Filiifrsy a youth dFrare Beauty and comlineis of 
Perfon, endeavouring to make refiftance, was uafettunately 

killed^ 
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killed, with one or two tnore but of little note. Moft of the 
Foot made a (hifc to conceal themfelves, and feme Offioers, 
until they found means to retire to their clofe Manfions in 
iMdon. The Earl wifh near an hundred Horfe ( the reft wife- 
ly taking the way to Landom^ where they were never inquired 
after) wander'd without purpofe^ or defign, and was, two or 
er^^i f St three days after^ befet in an Inn at St Nfofs in Humthgtam-Jbire^ 
KntMywhertby thofe few Horfe who purfued him, being joyn'd with 
kiutMkgm. fcnme Troops of Colonel Scroop's y where the Earl delivered 
himfelf PriConer to the Officer without refinance : yet at the 
fame time Dalieer and Kenelm D/^4)^,theeldeft SoncfS^Kemb»j 
were killed upon the place ; whether out of former grudges^ 
or that they pSer'd to defend theihfelves, was not known ; 
and the Duke of fiir<:iMr;/hi»i efcaped, and happily found a 
way into LmtJon; where he lay concealed, till he had an op- 
portunity to fecurc himfelf by wing Tranfported into HMmd; 
where the Prince was ; who recdiv'd him with great grace 
and kindnefs. The Earl of H^BsnJ reraain'd Prifoner in the 
place where he was taken, till by Order from the Parliament 
be was (ent to Wsrwkk Caftle, where he was kept Pnfoner 
with great ilrifknefs. 

The total defeat of the Scotifb Army lately mention'd fiic- 
ceeded this, atd when thofe Noble Perfons within CfkbeBefy 
were advertifed of both, they knew well that there was co 
poffibility of relief, nor could they fubfift longer toexpeft it^ 
being prefled with want of all kind of Vidual, and having 
eaten near all their Horfes. They fent therefore to Fairfax^ 
' CO treat about the delivery of the Town upon reafooable con- 
ditions, but he refuied to treat, or give any conditions, if 
they would not render to mercy all the Officers, and Gentle- 
men ; the Common Soldiers he was contented to difmift. A 
day or two was fpent in deliberation. They within, propofed 
"to make a brisk Sally; and thereby tolhift for themfelves, 
*' as many as could. But they had too few Horfe, and the few 
that were left uneaten were too weak for that Enterprife. 
Then, " that they Ihould open a Port, and every Man die 
^^ with their Armes in their hands; but that way they could 
onlybefureof being killed, without much hurting their Ad- 
verfaries, who had ways enough fecurely to afiault them. 
Hereupon, they were in the end obliged to deliver themfelves 
Co!che- up Pnfouers at mercy ; and were, all the Officers aod Gen- 
ftcr M* tlemen, led into the publick Hall of the Town 5 where they 
♦ffU were locked up, and a ftrong Guard fet upon them. They 
were required prefently to fend a lift of all their Names to the 
General ; which they did ; and, within a fiiort time after, a 
Guard was fent to bring S' Charles Lucds^ and S^ Gtwgt Ujlty 
and Sr Bernard Gajioiffti to the General^ being fate with his 
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Council of War. They were carried in, and in a very (hort 
difcourfe told, ^^ that after fo long andfoobftinate a defence 
^^ until they found it neceflary to deliver themfeives up Co 
^' mercy, it was neceflkry, for the example of others, and that 
^^ the Peace of the Kingdom might be no more difturbed in 
^^ that manner, that fome Military juftice (hould be executed; 
" and therefore, that Council had determined they three (hould 
^^beprefently (hot to death; for which they wereadvifed to 
prepare themfeives; and without confidering, or bearing 
what they had a mind to (ay for themfeives, they were led into 
a Yard thefe by ; where they found three Files of Muiqueteers 
ready for their difpatch. 

S I R Benurd Gafeoipie was a Gentleman of Fhrence ; and 
had fer/d the King in the War, and afterwards remain'd in 
Lmuto till the unhappy adventure otColchefierj and then ac- 
companied his Friends thither; and had only Engiijh enough 
to make himfelf underftood, that hedefirecl a Pen and Ink 
and Paper, that he might write a Letter to his Prince the Great 
Duke, that his Highnels might know in what manner he loll 
his Life, to the end his Heirs might poflTefs his Eftate. The 
Officer that attended the execution thought fit to acouaiat the 
General and Council, without which he durft not allow him 
Pen an() Ink, which he thought he might reafonably demand : 
When they were inforra'd of it , they thought it a mattcc 
worthy fome confiderarion ; thej[ had chofen him out of the 
Lift for his Quality, conceiving him to be an Engitflj Gentle- 
man, and preferr'd him for being a Knight, that they might 
facrifice three of that Rank. 

This delay brought the News of this bloody refolution to 
the Prifoners in the Town ; who were infinitely aflBided with 
it; and the Lord Oipf/ prevailed with anOflficer, or Soldier, 
of their Guard, to carry a Letter, (ign'dbythe chief Perfons 
and Officers, and in the nameof the reft, to the General; in 
which they took notice of that judgement, and deiired him 
"either to forbear the execution of it, or that they might all, 
" who were equally guilty with thofe three, undergo the fame 
"Sentence with Them. The Letter was deliver'd, but had 
no other eSeft than the fending totheOfHcer to difpatch his 
Order, referving the Italian to the laft. S"" Charles LMcas was 
their firft work ; who fell dead ; upbn which S' George U/k sr ch.iM^ 
ran to him, embraced him, and kifled him ; and then ftood up, cas ^d Sr 
and looked thofe who were to execute him in the face ; and ^^'8f 
thinking they ftood at toogreatadiftance, (bake to them to^j^lf^^ 
come nearer; to which one of them faid, "rle warrant you, ' 
"Sir, Weelhit you : he Anfwer'd fmiling, "Friends, Ibave 
"been nearer you, when you have mifs'd me. Thereupon, 
they all fired upon him, and did their work t^ome, fo that he 
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fell down dead of tnany wounds without fpeaking word. S^ 
Bernard Gajcofg^ had bis Doublet oflT, and expefled ^e next 
turn ; but the Officer told him *^ he had order to carry- him 
'^ back to his Friends ^ which at that time was very indinereot 
to him. The Council of War had confider'd, that if they 
fhould in this manner have taken the Life of a Forreigner> who 
fcem'd tp be a Pcrfon of Quality^ their Friends or Children 
^ho (hould vifit Jfafy^ might pay dear for many Generations 5 
and therefore they commanded the Officer, *^when the other 
^^ two flKDuId be dead, to carry hun back again to the other 
**Prifoners. 
ThtirChd- The two who wcrc thus murtber'd. were Men of great 
rdShr. name andefteem in the War; the one being held as eooda 
Commander of Horfe, and the other of Foot, as the Nation 
bad j but of very diScrent tempers and humours. Zjtcas was 
the younger Brother of the Lord LucaSy and his Heir both to 
the Honour and Eflate, and had a prefent Fortune of his own. 
He had been bred in the Low Countries under the Prince of 
Orange^ and always amongft the Horfe. • He had little conver- 
fation in that Court, where great civility was praAiced. and 
learned. He was very brave in his Perfon, and in a day of 
Battle a gallant Man to look upon, and follow ; but at all 
other times and places,^ of aNature icarce tobeliv'd witb^ of 
no good underftanding, of a rough and proud humour, and 
verymorofeconverfation ^ yet they all defired to accompany 
him in his death. Li/k was a Gentleman who had had the 
fame Education with the other, and at the fame time an Offi- 
cer of Foot; had all the Courage of the other, and led his 
Men to a Battle wi(hfuch an Alacrity, that no Man was ever 
better followed ; his Soldiers never forfaking him ; and the 
party which he commanded, never left any thing imdone 
which he led them upon. But then, tohisfiercenefs of Cou- 
rage he had the fbffeft and mod gentle nature imaginable; 
was kind to all,^and belov'd of all, and without aCapadty to 
have an Enemy. 

The manner of taking the Lives of thefe worthy Men was 
new, and without Example, and concluded by moft Men to 
be very barbarous ; and was generally imputed to Irettm^ who 
fwayed the General, and was upon all occafions of an unmer- 
ciful and bloody Nature. Aflbon as this bloody Sacrifice was 
ended, Fairfax^ with the Chief Officers, went to the Town- 
Houfe to vifit the Prifoners ; and the General (who was an ill 
Orator on the mcft plaufible occufion J applied with his civi- 
lity to the Earl of Norwich ^ and the Lord Cafel^^ and*^ fcem* 
ing in fome degree to excufe the having done that, which be 
faid " the Military juftice required, he told them« *' that all 
f the Livesof the reft were fafe i and that they Ihould be well 
% f* treated, 
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^^ treated y and difpofed of as the Parliament fliould dired. 
The Lord Capel YmuA not fobon digefied this folate barbarous 
proceeding, as to receive the vific ^ chofe who caufcd it, with 
fuch a return as his condition might have prompted to him ; 
but faid, ^ that they (hould do well to finiih their work, and 
*^ execute the fame rigour to the reft ; upon which there were 
two or three fuch (harp and bitter replies between Him and 
Irefffw, that coil him his Life in few Months after. When the 
General had given notice to the Parliament of his proceed- 
ings, he received order to fend (he Earl of Norwich and the 
Lord C4;^/ to n^i^rCaille^ where they had afterwards the 
Society of Duke AiMiiSrM, to lament each others misfortunes ; 
and after fome time they two were lent to the Tower. , 

Though the City had undergone fo many fe vere Morti* 
fiations, that it might very well have been dilbouraged from 
entring into any more dangerous Engagements , at leafl all 
other Peo^e might haveborn terrified from depending again 
upon fuch jEngagements^ yet the preient fright was no CoonctThehboHi 
over than they recover'a new fpirits for new undertakings {••'■flT^**. 
andfeem'd always to have obferv'd fomewhat in the laft mif- f"' *"*^. 
carriage whichmigbt be hereafter prevented, and no more ob-'*^' 
ftruft their fttture proceedings ; and many in the Parliament, 
aswellasintheCity, who were controlled and difpirited by 
the prefence of the Army, when that was at a diftance ap- 
peared refolute, and brisk in any contradidlion and oppofi:ion 
of their Counfels. So that Ctcnmill hzd no fooncr begun his 
March towards the North, and Bx^y^x his into Kent, but the 
Common Council delivered a Petition to the Parliament, ^^ that ntyPaitim 
^^ they would entertain a Perfonal Treaty with the King, that/»^^M'- 
" the Kingdom might be reftored again to a happy Peace j •*' ^^**'^* 
^^ which could be hoped for no other way. This was the firii: 
prefumption chat had been ofier'd, fince their Vote of no more 
AddreUesto bemadeto the King , which had been near half 
a year before ^ and this (eem'd to be made with fo univerfal 
a concurrence of the City, that the Parliament durft not give 
a pofidve refufal to it. And in truth the Major part thereof 
did really defire the fame thing ; which made S^ Harry Vane^ 
and that Party in theParliamentto. which the Army adhcr'd, 
or rather which adhered to the Army, to contrive fome fpe- 
ciouswayto defer and delay it by (eeming to confent to it, 
rather than to oppofe the motion. And therefore they ap- 
pointed a Commictee of the Houfe of Commons, to meet with ^ commit* 
fuch a Cbmmittce of the Common Council, as they fllouId''^''/''*''- 
^Jakecbofce6f, toconfercogether of the ways and ^B^ans to^^'^^J^^.^^ 
provide for the King's fafety and fecuriiy during the time of ,/,^^']J^,^ 
the Treaty : which Committee being met together, that of ir. 
the Hqqw of Commons perplexed the other with many 
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Quefticns, ** 5*rhat they meant by thofeExpreflSons, they ufed 
'^ in their Petition ( and had been the Common EjcpreflionS) 
long ufed both by the King and the Parliament, in all appli- 
cations which had concerned a Treaty ) "that his Majefty 
'* might treat with honour^ freedom , and fafety? what they 
'^ intended by thofe words ? and whether the City would be 
'^at the Charge in maintaining thofe Guards^ which were to 
•* be kept for the fecurity of the King during fuch Treaty ; 
"and it the King fliould in that Treaty refiife to give thePar- 
<^ liament fatisft&ion, how his Perfon (hould be difpofed of ? 
and many fuch Qaeftions, to which they well knew that the 
Committee it felf could make no Anfwer, but that there muft 
be another Common Council called, to which they muft re- 
pair for directions. And by this means, and adminiftring new 
Queftions at every meeting, much time was fpent, and the 
delays they wiflied could not be avoided. Sothat notwith- 
ftandingall the City's earneiinefs that the Treaty might be pre- 
iently enter'd upon, it was delayed till the Infurredion in 
Ken$y and the defigns of the Earl of Hottavd ( to both which 
they had promifed another kind of Affiftance j were both dif- 
appointed, and expired. However, the Prince was ftill in the 
Dawms with his Fleet, and the Gentlemen in Cokbefier de- 
fended themfelves refolutely, and the SciH'4b Army was en- 
ter'd the Kingdom, all which kept up their Courage ^ info- 
much as^ after all the delays, the Parliament confented, and 
rbt^srliM' declared, ** that they would enter into a Perfonal Treaty with 
"«»''^''f*' ** the King for the fettling the Peace of the Kingdom; but 
^^^r^" that the Treaty fliould beintheiae of mgtt, where his 
" Majefty fliould enjoy honour, freedom, and fafety. 

The City had ofler'd before to the Committee upon fome 
pfthe Queftions which had been adminifter'd to them, ^^that 
^* if theTre^ty might be in lAudon^ they would be at the 
^'Charge of maintaining thofe Guards which fliould be nec^- 
^' fary for the fafety and fecurity of the King ; and therefore 
they were very much troubled, that the Treaty fliould be now 
in the Ifle of Wight^ upon which they could have no influ- 
ence; yet they thought not fit to make any new Inftancesfor 
change of the place, left the Parliament might recede from 
their Vote, that there fliould be a Treaty enter'd upon. 
JiftMimirMSothey only renew'd their importunity, that all expedition 
•Z*^**^^/*' might be u(cd ; and in fpight of .all delays, in the beginning 
^S^th^^ '^H^^ a Committee was fent from both Houfe« to the 
^tf^ySintfcfKingto Carishrooke Caftle, where he had been clofe fhut up 
hegtnnini »f about half a year, without being fufier'd to fpeak with any but 
^ug"^ fuch who were appointed by them to attend, and watch hini. 
'^th^fSur. The Mcflage the Committee deliver'd was, *<that the 
r«x«f«ribt "Houfes did defirr a Treaty with his Majefty, in whatplace 
i^«x. 5 5' of 
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^o[ the Ifle of fP^ht he would appoioc, upoa the Propofi* 
'^tions tender'd to him at fito/f^^ Court, atid fudi other Pro* 
^'pofitions, as they fliouldcaufe to beprefented to him ^ and 
^' that his Majefty ihould enjoy honour, freedom, and fafety to 
*his Perfon. The Mcflengers, who were one of the Hpufe 
of Peers and two Commoners, were to return within ten days, 
no body being very RriSt in the limitation of time to a day, 
betaufe the Treaty was fo much the longer kept o^ which 
they hoped ftili would by fome accident be prevented. 

The King received them very gracioufly, and told them, 
^^ they could not believe that any Man could defire a Peace 
" more heartily than Himfelf, betaufe no Man fuffer'd fo much 
''by the want of it : that, though he was without any Man 
''to Cbnfuk with, and without a Secretary to write what he 
"fliould didate, yet they (hould not be put to ftay long for 
"an Anfwer; which he gave them within two or three days. 
all written in his own hand ; in which, after he had lamented 
his prefent Condition, and the extreme reftraint he was under, 
he laid, ^^he did very chearfiilly embrace their motion, and7%«j^Vi^*i 
'* accepted a Treaty they promifed fhould be with Honour, ^^i^/iNr, 
"Freedom, and Safety; which he hoped they did really in* 
"tend (hould be performed ; for that, in the Condition he w^a 
"io, he was fo totally ignorant, and uninform'd of the pre* 
"fent State of all his Dominions, that a blind Man was as fit 
"to judge of Colours, as He was to treat concerning the 
"Peace of the Kingdom, except they would firft revoke their 
" Vptes, and Orders, by which all Men were prohibited, and 
"forbid to come, write, or fpeak to him. For the place, 
"he could have wiflied, for the expedition that would have 
"refulred firotn thence, that it might have been in or near 
^^Lond$n^ to the end that the Parliament's refolution and de« 
'^' termination might have been fooner known upon any emer- 
^'gent occafion that might have grown in the Treaty, than it 
*' could be at fuch a diftance: however, fince they had re- 
" (oWi that it fliould be in the Ifle of Wigtt^ he would not 
"except againft it, but named the Town of Nevfort for the 
"place of the Treaty. He faid, '* though he defired all ex- 
"pedition might be ufed towards the beginning and etKling 
"the Treaty, yet he (hould not think himfelf in any freedom 
" to Treat, except, before the Treaty begun, all fuch Perfons 
"might have liberty to repair to him, whote advice and af« 
"fiftance he (hould ftand in need of in the Treaty. He fcnt 
a Lift of the Names of thofe his Servants which he defired 
niight be admitted to come to him, and attend upon him ^ 
whereof the Duke of Bichimndy the Marquis of HertfirJ^ the 
Earls of SoutHmrnfton, and iJmdfej^ were the chief ; all four 
Gentlemen of his Bed-Chamber, an4 of bis Pcivy Council. 
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He named likewHe all the other Servants^ whofe attendance 
he defired in their feveral Offices. He fent a Lift of the 
Names of feveral Bifhops, and of fiich of bis Chaplains, as 
he defired to confer with, and of many Common JLawyers, 
and fomc Civilians, whofe advice he might have occafionto 
ufe, and defired, ^^ that he might be in the lame Scace of 
*^ freedom, as he enjoyed whilft he bad been at Htmftn 
."Court. 

By the time that the Commiffioners rettirn'd from the lik 

of Wjf^r, and deliver'd this Anfweir to the Parliament, news 

was brought of the Defeat of the Scot^ Army, and CramweB 

had written to his Friends, ^^ what a perpetual Ignominy it 

*^ would be to the Parliament , that no body abroad or at 

'^ home would ever give Credit to them, if they fliould recede 

*^from their former Vote, and Declaration of no farther Ad- 

^'drcfle^ to the King, and Conjured them to continue firm in 

''tfaa^Re^oI^tion. But they had gone too far now to recede, 

and fince the firfl: Motion and Petition from the Common 

Council for a Treaty, very many Members, who had op- 

pofed the Vote and Declaration of no more Addrefles, and 

trom the time that had pafled, had forborne ever to be pre- 

fent in the Parliament, upon the firft mention of a Treaty, 

flocked again to the Houie, and advanced that Overture j fo 

that they were much fuperior in Number to thofe who en- 

deavour'd firft to obftrud* and delay, and now hoped ablb- 

lutely to fruflrate all that had been propofed towards a Treaty. 

And the great Vidory which haci been obtain'd againft the 

ScatSy and which they concluded muft fpeedily 'reduce cv/- 

ihftfr^ and put a quick period to all other attempts againft 

the Parliament, made cbem more earneft and foUicitous for a 

Treaty^ which was all the hope left to prevent that Cbnfii- 

fion they difcern'd was the purpofe of the Army to bring upon 

the Kingdom : And (b with the more Vigour thev prdkd 

^^ that facisfaftion might be given to the King, in all Uiat he 

'^ had propofed in hisAnfwer; and, notwithftanding all op- 

rhe Vtuwf pofition. It was declared, "that the Vote for no more Ad- 

9M mwe^i. ti dreflfes fliould ftand repealed : That the Treaty (hould be at 

tfHd '*;„/^^'^P^i and that his Majefty fliould be there in the (ame 

/L frlity " freedom in which he was at Hampton Court ; that the In- 

to h St '^ftrudlions to Colonel Hammondy by which the King had 

izewport. ** been in that manner reftram'd, and all Perfons fprbid from 

^' going to him, fliould be recalled ; that all thofe Pericflos 

*^ who were named by the King, fliould have free liberty to 

^'repair to him, and to remain with him without being que- 

•^ ftion'd, or troubled. And having proceeded thus far, they 

nominated five Lords, and ten Commonelis to be the Qxn- 

milfioners who fliould Treat with the King, and who were 

enjoynd 
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eojoyn'd to prepare all things to be in a readinels for the T^reaty 
with all poffiUe expedition ; but S^ Hsmry Vswe^ being one of 
thofe Commffloners, uled all his Arts to obftruft and delay 
ic, in hope that Cromwell would difpatch his Aflairs in ScH-^ 
umi time enough to return^ and to ufe more efifedual and 
powerful Amiments agatnft ie, than He was furnidiM withal. 

All tbefe occurrences were very well known xoCromwetty 
and were the motives which perfwadcd him to believe, that 
hisprefence at the Parliament was fo neceflary to fuppreis the 
Presbyterians, who ceafed not to v^x him at any diftance, that 
he would not be prevailed with to ftay and finifh that only 
workof difficulty that remained to be done, which was the.re^ 
ducingPranrfr^^Caftle; but left Lamiert to make an end of it, 
and to revenge the death of Eainshrou^by who had loft his 
Life by that Garrifon, with fome circumttanccrwhich delerve 
tobe remember'd ^ as in truth all that Adventure in the tak- 
ing, and defending that place, (hould be preferv'd by a very 
particular relation, for the honour of ail the Perfons who were 
engaged in it. 

When thefirftWar had been brought to an end by th&^niLccmnt 
ReduAion of all Places, and Perfons, which had held for ihe»/'*"*^"« 
King, and all Men's hopes had been rendered defperate, ^Jc^ef!!^^ 
the Imprifonment of his Majefty in the Ifle of Wight y thofe ,fc, ff^^g. 
Officers and Gentlemen who had ferv'd, whilft there was any 
Service, betook chemfelves generally to the habitations they 
had in the feveral Counties ^ where they liv'd quietly ana 
privately, under the Infolence of thole Neighbours who had 
formerly, by theiaferiority of their Conditions, fubmitted to 
them. When the Parliament had finilhed the War, they re- 
duced and (lighted moft of the Inland Garrifons, the Mainte- 
nance whereof was very Chargeable : yet by the Intereft of 
fome Perfon who Commanded it, or out of the confideration 
of the ftrengch and importance of the place, they kept ftill a 
Garrifon inP«s^|/9vtCa(Ue, a Noble Royalty and Palace be- 
longing to the drown, and then part of the Queen's Joyncure.* 
The Situation in it felf was very ftrong ; no part whereof was 
Commanded by any other groimd : the Houfe very large, 
with all OflSces fuitable to a Princely Seat, and though builc 
very near the top of a Hill, fo that it had the profped of a 
great part of the Weft Riding of Yark-Jhire^ and of liirtfJb- 
jhirey and of NMmgbamfhinj yet ic was plentifully fupplied 
with Wator. Colonel Cctterell, the Governour of this Caftle, 
exercifed a very fevere Jurifdiaion over his Neighbours of 
tnofe parts; whidi were inhabited by many Gentlemen, and 
Soldiers, who had ferv'd the King throughout the War, and 
who were known to retain their old ASSStions-, though thev 
liv'd quiedy under the prefent Government. Upon the leafi: 
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Jcaloufy or Humour, ihcfe Men were frequently fcnt for, re- 
proached, and fotnecimes Imprifon'd by the Gov^rncur in 
this Garriibn; which did not render them the^ore devoted 
to him. When there appeared fbme hopes that the ScoU 
would rair« an Army for the Relief and Reieafe of the King, 
S^MarmAduke Langdaky in his way for Sc9tUmd^ had vifited 
and conferr'd with fome of his old Friends and Country*meo, 
who now liv'd quietly within fome diftance of F&ntfret^ who 
inform'd him of that Garrifon, the place whereof was well 
known to him. And he acquainting them with the Afliirance 
he had of the R^folution of the Principal Perfons of the King- 
dom of Scotland^ and that they had invited him to joyn wirh 
them, in order to which he was then going thither, they 
agreed, ^' that, when it (hould appear that an Army was raifed 
^'in Scotland upon that account, which muftdraw down the 
*' Parliament's Army into the other Northern Counties, and 
^^that there (hould be Rifings in other parts of the Kingdom 
( which the general indifpofition and difcontent, befides ibme 
particular deiigns, made like to fall out} ^^thatthen thofe 
^^ Gentlemen mould endeavour thefurprife of that Caftle, and 
' ^^ after they had made themfelves ftrong in it, and furniihed ic 
^^with Provifions to endure fome reftraint, they (hould draw 
^'as good a Body to them as thofe Countries would yield : 
And having thus adjufted that deiign, they fettled fuch a way 
of Correfpondence with S^Marmaduke^ that they frequently 
gave him an account, and receiv'd his diredtions fpr their 
proceeding;. In this difpofition they continued quiet, as they 
had always been^ and the Governour of theCaftle liv'd to- 
wards th^m with lefs Jealoufy, and more Humanity, than he 
bad been accuftom'd to. 

There was one Colonel Morricey who being a very 
young Man, had, in the beginning of the War, been an Of- 
ficer in fome Regiments of the Kmg's ; and out of the folly 
and impatience of his Youth, had quitted that Service, and 
engaged himfelf in the Parliament Army with fonoc circum- 
ftances not very commendable ; and by the dearnefs of his 
Courage, and pleafantnefs of his Humour, made himfeJf not 
€nlv very acceptable, but was preferred to the Command of a 
Colonel, and perform'd many notable Services for them, be- 
ing a flout and bold Undertaker in Attempts of the greateft 
Danger^ wherein he had ufuaily Succefs. After the new 
Modelling of the Army, and the introducing of alhiAer difci- 
pline, his Life of great Licence kept not his Repittation vrirb 
the new Officers; and being a free Speaker and Cenfurer of 
thehrafieded behaviour, they left him out in their xrompound- 
ing their new Army, but with many profeflions of kindeefs, 
and refpeA to his eminent Courage, yirhicb they would find 

fome 
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fome occafion to Imploy, and Reward. He was a Gencleman 
of^competeot Efiace in thofe parts in Tfri/hire^ and as he 
had grown Elder, he had heartily decefted hirafelf for having 
quitted the King's Service, and had refolv'd to take fonoe fea- 
fonable opportunity to wipe off that bieroiHi by a Service that 
would redeem him ; and fo was not troubled to be fee ^de 
by the new Generaii but betook himfeif to his Eftate j en- 
joy'd his old Humour, which wascbearful and pieafant; and 
made himfeif moft acceptable to thofe who were moft truft- 
ed by the Parliament , who thought that they had difmifled 
one of the bed Officers they had, and were forry for it. 

He now, as a Country Gentleman, frequented the Fairs 
and Markets, and converted with equal freedom with all his 
Neighbours, of what Party foever they had been, and renew- 
ed the Friendfbip he had formerly held with fome of thofe 
Gentlemen who nad ferv'd the King. But no FriendQiip was 
fo dear to him, as that of the Governour of Fantfret (Jaftle, • 
who lov'd him ^ove all Men, and delighted fo much in his 
Company, that he got him to be with him fome times a week 
and more at a time in the Caftle, when they always lay to* . 
gether in one Bed. He declared to one of thofe Gentlemen, 
who were united together to make that Attempt, ** that he 
"would furprife that Caftjle, whenever they (hould think the 
'^Seafon n^ for it^ and that Gentleman, who knew him 
very wdl,^ believ'd him fo entirely, that he told his Compa- 
nionS) ^^diat they (hould not trouble themselves with con- 
striving the means to furpriie the places which, by trufting 
" too many, would be lyable to difcovery ^ but that he would 
" take that Charge upon himfelf, by a way they need not 
"enquire into; which he afliired them fliould not fail: And 
they all very willingly acquiefced in his undertaking; to which 
they knew well he was not inclined without good grounds. 
Marrke was more frequently with the Governour, who never 
thought himfelf well without him ; and always told him ^^he 
" mt^ have a great care of his Garrifon, chat he had none 
"hut faithful Men in the Caftle; for that 4ie was confident 
"there were fome Men who liv'd not far ofi^ and who many 
"times came to vifit him, had fome defign upon the place; 
and would then in confidence name oiany Peribns to him, 
fome whereof were thofe very Men with whom he commu* 
nicated, and others were Men of another Temper, and were 
moft devoted to the Parliament, all his particular Friends and 
Companions; "but diat he (hould not be troubled ; for he 
"had a falfe Brother amongft them, from whom he was fure 
" to have feafonable Advertifement ; and promifed him, '^ that 
"he would, within few hours notice, brmg him at any time 
"forcy or fifty good Men into the Cafile to reinforce his Gar* 

"rifon. 
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^' rifbn, when there (hould be occafion ; fltid he would fliew 
him the lift of fuch tdco^ as would be always ready, and 
would fometimes being fome of chofe Men with him, axnl tell 
the Goveraour before them| ^' chat thofe were in the lift he 
^^ had given him of the honeft fellows^ who would ftick to 
^^him< when there (hould be need^ and others would acci- 
dentally tell the Governour, ^^ that they had lifted themielves 
** with Colonel Mvtthb to come to the Caftle, whenever he 
''fliould call or fend to them. And all thefe Men thus lifted, 
were fellows s^'^ notorious for the bictemefs and malice 
which they had always againft the King, not one of whidi 
he ever intended to make ufe of. 

He made himfelf very familiar with all the Soldiers in the 
Cftftle, and ufed to play and drink with them ; and when he 
lay there, would often rife in the Night, and vifit the Guards; 
and by that means would ibmecimes make the Governour 
- difmifs, and difeharge a Soldier whom he did not like, under 
pretence '^that he found him always afleep, or fome other 
fault which was not to be examtn'd \ and then he would com* 
mend fome other to him as very 6t to be trufted and lelied 
upon \ and by this means he had very much power in the 
Garrifon. The Governour received feveral Leaers from his 
Friends in the Parliament, and iii the Country, ''chat he 
^ (hould take care of Colonel Morrke^ who refolv'd to betray 
''htm^ and inform'd him, ''that he had been in fudi and 
^' fuch Company of Men, who were gencrallv cfteem'd moft 
^^ Malignant, and had great Intrigues with them; dU which 
was well known to the Governour; for the other was never 
in any of that Company, though with all the (lie w of (ecrecy, 
in the Night, or in places remote from any Houfe, but he 
always told the Governour of it, and of many particular 
paflages in thofe Meetings ; fo th^t when thefe Letcefs came 
to him, he (bew'd them ftill to the other ; and then both of 
them laugh'd at the Intelligence ; after which M%rrke (re- 
quently called for his Horfe, and went home to his Houfei 
telling his Friend " that though he had, he knew, no miftruft 
"of his Friendlbip. and knew him too well to think him ca- 
" pable of fuch ba(ene(s, yet he ought not for his own fake be 
" thought to flight the^ information ; which would make his 
^^ Friends the lefs careful of him : that they had reafon to give 
"him warning of thofe meetings, which, if he had not known 
"himfelf, had been very worthy of his fnfpicion; therefore 
"he would forbear commg to tne Caftle again, till this jea- 
" loufy of his Friends (hould be over; who would know of 
"this, and be fativ'fied with it : and no power of the Gover- 
nour could prevail with hitp, at fuch times, to ftay; bat he 
would be gone, and ftay away tiU be was, after iome dme, 

ient 
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feat for flgaoi with great importunity, the Governour defiring 
his Counfei and Affiftaoce as mach as his Company. 

I T fell out, as it ufually doth in Aflatrs of that nature, 
when many Men are engaged, that there is an impatience to 
execute what is projeAed before the time be throughly ripe. 
The bufinefs of the Fleer, and in Ken$, and other places, and 
the daily Alarms from Sc$tlandy as if that Army had been 
entring the Kingdom, made the Gentlemen who were en* 
eaged for this Enterprife, imagine that they dcferr'd it too 
long, and that though they had received no Orders from S' 
MarmMdukt Langda&y which they were to expefi, yet they 
had been lent, and mifearried. Hereupon they called upon 
the Gentleman who had undertaken, and He upon JMorrice^ 
for the Execution of the defign. The time agreed upon was 
iuch a Night, when the Surprifers were to be ready upon 
fuch a part of the Wall, and to have Ladders to mount in 
two places, where two Soldiers were to be appointed for Sen- 
tinels who -were privy to the attempt. Marriee was in the 
Caftle, and in Bed with the Governour, and, according to 
his cuftom, rofo about the hour he thought all would be ready. 
They without, made the Sign agreed upon, and were An- 
fwerM by one of the Seqtinels from the Wall; upon which 
they run to both places where they were to mount their Lad* 
ders. By feme Accident, the other Sentinel who was deGgn'd, 
was not upon the other part of the Wall ; but when the Lad- 
der was mounted there, the Sentinel called out; and finding 
that there were Men under the Wall, run towards the Courc 
of Guard to call for help ; which gave an Alarm to the Gar- 
rifon : fb that, f(k that time, the de&n was difappointed. 
But, ihortly after/ Morrice^ and fome of the fame Gentlemen 
furprifed the Caftle, under the diiguife of Country-men com- 
ing in with Carts of Provifion ; and preiently feifed on and 
mafter'd the main Guard, and made way for their Friends, 
Horie and Foot, to enter. Then two or three of them went 
to the Governoui's Chamber, whom they found in his Bed, 
aod told him << the Caftle was furprifed, and himfelf a Pri- 
^ foner. He betook himfelf to his Armes for his defence, but 
quickly found that his Friend had betray'd it, and the other 
Gentlemen appearing, of whom he had been before wamM, 
his defence was to no purpofe, yet be received fome wounds. 
^Jl^^c^. afterwards comforted him with aflurance "of good 
'^ ufage, and that he would procure his Pardon'from the Ring 
^for his Rebellion. 

They put the Garrifon in good order, and fo many came 
to them from Xwk-JImi^ NHtmghmny and Unciflny that they 
couU not in a (bort time be reftrain*d, and had leifure to 
fistch in di ibrti of Provifions for their fupport, and to make 

and 
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and renew fuch Fortifications as might be neoeflary for their 
defence. From Nottmgham there came S' John Digbf^ S* 
ttigh Cartwrlgkty and a Son and Nephew c^ his. who bad 
been good Officers in the Army, with many Soldiers who 
bad been under their Command ; many other Gentlemen of 
the three Counties were prefent, and dderve to have their 
Names recorded, fince it was an Adion throughout of great 
Courage and Conduct. 

Cromwell's marching towards the ^^fx with the mg- 
led of thefe Men after their firft appearance, and only ap- 
pointing fome County Troops to mclofe them from in* 
creafing their ftrength, gave them great opportunity tagrow; 
(o that driving chofe Troops to a greater diftance, they drew 
Contribution from all the parts alx>ut them, and made Incur- 
fions much farther, and render'd themfelves to terrible, thac^ 
as was faid before, after the Se^ijh defeat, thofe of Torkjhire 
fent very earneftly toxy&mweU, ^'that he would make it the 
" bufinefe of his Army to reduce Fomtfre$. But be, refolriii|^ 
upon his Scotiflj ^cpedition, thought it enou^ to fend lUttHf- 
hrougb to perform that Service, with a Regiment of Horfe, 
and one or two of Foot, belonging to the Army y which, 
with a conjun&ion of the Country Forces under the fame 
Command, he doubted not would be fufficient to perform a 
greater work. AQbon as the Cattle had been reduced, they 
who were pofie(fed of it were very willing to be under the 
Command of Marrkf ; who declared he would not accept die 
Charge, nor be Governour of the place, knowing well what 
jealoufies he might be liable to, at leaft upon any change of 
Fortune, but under the direction of S' Jok» Digfyi who was 
Colonel General of thofe parts, and. was a. Man rather cor- 
dial in the Service, than equal to the Command; whic^made 
him refer all things ftill to theCounfel, andCondufi: ot thofe 
Officers who were under him ; by whofe adtivity, as much 
was done as could be expeded from fuch a knot of refolute 
Perfons. 
Pdrt of thi The total defeat of the Scottfl) Army being now genially 
G^rrifons knowri, and that their Friends in all other places were de- 
Rilnf "^"' ^c^^e^> *^7 in the Cattle well knew what they were prefent- 
borottgh. ly ^o expeA, and that they fhould be (tiorcly (hi]tf up from 
making Arther excurfions. They heard that J^amslf^reugb was 
upon his march towards them , and had already feac fome 
Troops to be Quartered near them, himfelf yet keeping his 
Head Quarters at JXmcafier^ ten Miles from the Cattle. They 
refolv'd, whiitt they yet enjo/d this liberty, to make a noble 
attempt. They had been inform'd^ that SfMtrmadMke LMMg- 
dale ( whom they ftill called their General ) after the over* 
throw of the ^at}^ Army, had been taken Prifoner, and re- 
mained 
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mained io N$ttingbam Caftle under a moft firiA cuftody, as 
a Man the Parliament declared, '^they would make an exam- 
"pie of their juftice. A Party of about twenty Horfe, but 
picked and choice Men, went out of the Caftle, in the begin- 
ning of the Night, with a Refoiution to cake Ramsi§rougb 
Prifoncr, and thereby to ranfom their General. They were 
all good Guides, and underftood the ways.) private and pub- 
lick, very exadly ; and went fo far, that about the break of 
day or a little after, in the end of AuguB, they put themfelves 
into theCommon Road that led from Tsri^ by which ways 
the Guards expeAed no Enemy ^ andfoflightly asked them 
" whence they came ? who negligently Anfwer d ; and asked 
again, '^ where their General was ? faying, ^^ they had a Letter 
^' for him from CrMmpeZf.They fent one to (hew them where the 
General was ; which they knew well enough ; and that he lay 
at die beft Inn of the Town. And when the Gate of the Inn 
was opened to them, three of them onlyenter'd into the Inn, 
tbeotner rode to the other end of the Town to the Bridge, 
over which they were to pafs towards Vmffnt ; where they 
expefled , and dkl find a Guard of Horfe and Foot, with 
whom they entertained themfelves in difcourfe, faying <^ that 
^ they flayed for their OflScer, who went only m to fpeak 
*^ widi the General \ and called for fome drink. The Guards 
making no queftion of their being Friends, feot for drink, and 
talked neghgently with them of News ; and, it being broad 
day, feme ot the Horfe alighted, and the Foot went to the 
Court of Guard, conceiving that Morning's work to be over. 
They who went into the Inn, where no body was awake 
but the Fellow who opened the Gate, asked in which Cham- 
ber the General ( for fo all the Soldiers called Rainsiorough ) 
lay ; and the Fellow (hewing them from below the Chamber 
^oor, two of them went up, and the other flayed below, and 
held the Horfes, and talked with the Soldier who had walked 
widi djcm from the Guard. The two who went up, open'd 
the Chamber door, found Rtunshrough in his Bed, but awaked 
with the little noifethey had made. They told him in (hort 
^' that he wa< their Priibner, and that it was in nis power to 
^'choofe whether he would beprefently killed (for which 
work he faw they were very well prepared j *^ or quietly, with- 
^' out making refiftance, or delay, to put on hisCloatbs and 
*^ be mounted upon a Horfe, that was ready below for him, 
^'and accompany them to Tontfret, The prefent danger 
awaken'd him out of the amazenoent he was in, fo that he 
told them he would wait upon them, and made the haft that 
wasoecdiary to put on his Cloaths. One of them took his 
Sword, and fo they led him down flairs. He that held the* 
Horfes^ had feat the Soldier away to thofe who were gone 

before 
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before, to fpsak to them to gee fome drink, and any thing 
dfe, that could be made ready iiiche Houfe, agoinft they came. 
When JtMmshr9ugh catne into the Street, wUch he expeAed 
CO find full of Horfe, and faw only one Man, who held the 
others Horfes, and preiently mounted chat he might be bound 
behind him, he begun to ftruggle, and to cry put Where- 
upon, when they faw no hope of carrying him awav, they 
immediately run him through with their Swords, and, leav- 
ing him dead upon the ground, thev got upon their Hories, 
and rode towards their Fellows, berore any in the Iim could 
be ready to follow them. When thofe at the Bridge faw their 
Companions coming , which was their fign, being well pre- 
pared, and knowing what tliey were to do, they tum*d upon 
the Guard , and made them fly in diftraflion^ fo that the 
way was clear and free ; and though they mifled carrying 
home the prize for which they had made fo lufty an adventure, 
they joyn d together, and marched, with the Expedition diat 
was neceflary, a flicM'ter way than they had come, to their 
Garrifon ; leaving the Town and Soldiers behind in fudi a 
confternation, that, dot being able to receive any informatioa 
from their General, whom they found dead upm the ground 
without any Body in view, they thought the Devil had been 
there; and could not recoiled themfelves, which way they 
were topurfue an Enemy they had not ieen. The Gallant 
Party came fafe home without the leaft damage to Horfe or 
Mao, hoping to make fome other attempt more fuccefsfuUy, by 
which they might redeem S' MarmaiuktLangtUk, There was 
not an Officer in the Army whom CrcnnpM would not as 
willingly have loft as this Man ; who was bold and barbarous 
to his wifii, and fit to be entrufted in the moft defperate Tn- 
tereft, and was the Man whom that Party always intemied to 
commit the Maritime Afiairs to, when it (houiid be time to 
difmiia the Earl of Warmkk ; he having been bred in that 
Element, and knowing the duty of it very well, thou^he 
had that misfortune ^oken of in the beginning c^ the Sum- 
mer. 

And now to finifli this bufinefs of Pontfhf altogether, 
wbidi lafted near to the end of this year, vfhen Lamhrf came 
to this Charge ( inftruded by crommeB to take full Venge^ 
ance for the ]m oiRmshraugh^ to whofe Ghoft he defign'd 
an ample Sacrifice ) and kept what Body of Men he thou^C 
fit for that Durpofe, he reduced them in a (hort time withm 
their own Circuit, making good Works round about the Gaftku 
chat they might at laft yield to Hunger, if nothing elfe woaid 
reclaim them. Nor did the]^ quietly iufier themfelves to be 
cooped up without bold and frequent SaUies, in which many 
of the Befiegers, as well as the others^ loft theii Lives. They 
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difi^vefd many of the Coumrv who held correTpoodefioe 
with, and eave Intelligence to tne Cgftle, whom they appre* 
hended, whereof there were two Divines, and fome Women 
of Note, Friends and Allies to the befieged. After frequent 
Mortificatioos of this kind, and no human hope of Relief, 
they were content to oBkr to Treat for the Delivery of the 
Oftle, if they might have honourable Conditions ; if nqr> 
they fenc word *^ that they had Provifions vet for a good 
''time; that they durft die, and would fell taeir Lives at aa 
'< dear a price as they could . L^mhitt Anfwer'd, that he knew 
''cbey were gallant Men, and that he dcfir'd to preferveas 
"many of tnem, as was in his power to do, but he muft re- 
''quire fix of them to be given up to him , wbofe Lives l)e 
"could not fiivej which he wasforry for, fince they were 
" brave men ^ but his hands were bound. The fix excepted 
by him were Colonel Morrice^ and five more whofe Names 
be found to have been amongft thofe who were in the Party 
that haAA^iQifdltamshrough ; which was an Enterprife no 
brave Enemy would have revenged in that manner : nor did 
Lmint dcuxciti but Cr^Mnwff had enjoyn'd it him: all the 
reft he '^ was content to relcafe, that they mi£ht return to 
"their Houfes, and apply themfelves to the Parliament for 
" their Compofitions, towards which he wouU do them all 
''the good Offices he could. They from within acknowledg'd 
^' his Civility in that particular, and would be glad to em* 
" brace it, but they would never be guilty of fo l»fe a thing, 
^' as to deliver op any of their Companions ^ and therefore 
they defir'd *' they might have fix days allow'd them, that 
" thofe fix might <K> the beft they could to deliver themfelves; 
" in which it (hould be lawful for the reft to affift them ^ to 
which LMi^r^generouIly confenred, ^^ fothat the reft would 
'^Surrender at the end of that time; which was agreed to. 
Upon the firftday the Garrifon appear'd twice or thrice, as 
if they were refolv'd to make a Sally, but retired every time 
without Chareing ; but the fecocd day they made a very 
ftroDgand brisK Sally upon another place than where they had 
appear'd the day before, and beat the Enemy from their Poft, 
with the k)fs of Men on both fides ; and though the Party of 
theCaftle was beaten back, two of the fix ( whereof Morrk§: 
was one) made their efcape, the other four being forced to 
retire with the reft. And all was quiet for two whole days ; 
but in the beginning of the Night of the fourth day, theyi 
made another attempt fo profperoufly, that two of the other 
four likewife efcaped :'and the next day they made great fhews 
^f joy, and fenc LMmhert word, '' that their fix Friends were 
*' gone ( though there were two ftill remaining ) and there- 
^ foie they woiiM be ready the next day to Surrender. 

The 
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The other two thought ic tonoparpofetomake another 

attempt, but devifed another way to fecure ti^emfelyes, with 

a lefs dangerous AffifUnce from cheir Friends, who had loft 

fome of cheir own livies in the two former SaUies to fave 

theirs. The buildings of the Cattle were very large and fpa- 

cious, and there were great flore of waft Scones from fonie 

Walls, which were fallen down. They found a convenient 

place, which was like to be leaft vificed, where they walled 

up their two Friends in fuch a manner that they had Air to 

fuftain them, and Vidual enough to feed them a Month, in 

which time they hoped they might be able to efcape. And 

Poniff»t<<^- this being done5at the hour appointed they open'd their Ports, 

iivtr'dup t$ g^^ aftcr'Ltfw^^r^hadcaufcilaftrifl: inquifition to be made 

Lambert, f^^ ^^j^j-g g^ ^ ^^^ ^f ^j^jch " he did believe had in truth 

elcoped, and was fatisfied that-^one of them were amongft 
thofe who were come out, he received the reft very Civilly, 
and obferv'd his promife made to them very pundually, and 
did not feem forry that the fix Gallant Men ( as he caJied 
them) wereefcaped. 

And now they heard, which very much relieved their 

broken Spirits , that S^ jilarmsduie Langddh had made an 

efcape out of the Cattle of Notth^ham ; who (hortlv after 

Tranfporred himfelf beyond the Seas. Lamhert prefently took 

care fo to difmantle the Cattle, that there (hould be no more 

ufeofit for a Garrifon, leaving the vaft ruins ft ill ftanding^ 

and then drew offall his Troops to new Quarters ; fo that, 

within ten days after the Surrender, the two who were left 

walled up, threw down their inclofure, and fecu<rejy provided 

for themfelves. S^ John Dighy liv'd many years after the 

» • King's Return, and was often with his Majcfty. Poor iWw- 

rice was afterwards taken in Lancajhirty and happened to be 

put to death in the fame place where he had committed a fault 

againft the King, and where he firft perform'd a great Servke 

to the Partiament. 

TbtC»Hditi$n J j, jhis defperate Condition, that is before defcribed, ftood 

t^ii^nX *« '^^"g'* Affairs when the Prince was at the Ha^Me , his 

<f Yorklr F'cct already mutinying for Pay, his own Family fadious and 

theHzgw, inneceffity, and that of his Brotherthe Duke of r^ri^ Aillof 

smd$b€f^ Intrigues, andDefigns, between the reftlefs unquiet Spirit of 

aimi Mmifs BMfijiiUy and the Ambitious and as unquiet Humour of St 

Uw!ft. * y^^ Berkley. The Council, which was not numerons ( for 

the Prince had not Authority to add any to thofe who were 

his Father's Counfellors ) waiued not Unity in it feif, fb much 

asfubmiffionandrefpeft from others, which had been loft to 

thofe who were in the Fleet, and the prejudice to thofe ftill 

remain'd, and fo abated much of the reverence which moft 

Men were willing to pay to the two who came laft. And 

the 
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the great Animofity which Prince Ruptrt had againft the L<M'd 
C(9i(p/€;^r. infinitely difiurbed theCounfels, and perplexed 
the Lord Cottington^ and the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
who had credit enough with the other two. But Colepef^er 
had fome Paffions and InArmicies, which no Friends could re- 
train ^ and though Prince Rupert was very well inclined to 
the Chancellor, and would in many things be advifed by him, 
yet his prejudice to Colefefper was io rooted in him, and thac 
prejudice To induftrioufly cultivated by Herbert the Atturney 
General, who had the abfotute Afcendent over .that Prince, 
and who did perfedly hate all rhe World that would not be 
govem'd by him, that every meeting in Council was full of 
biuernefs and (harpnefs between them. 

One day the Council met ( as it ufed to do when they did 
not attend the Prince of iPales at his Lodgings ) at the Lord 
Treafiirer's Lodging (,He and the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer being in one Houfe) about giving dircdtion for the fale 
of /bnoe Goods which had been taken at Sea, for the raifiag 
of Money toward the payment of the Fleet. In fuch fervices 
Merchants, and other proper Perfons, were always necef^ry 
tobetrufted. "Pt'xtiCt Rupert propofcd ^' that one S' Robert 
^^Wa^ faPerfon too well known tobetrufted^ might be 
^^ employed in that Affair : it was to fell a Ship of bugar. 
IvJo Man who was prcfent would ever haveconiemed that he 
ihould have been employ'd ^ but the Lord Colepepper fpoke 
againft him with fome warmth, fo that it might be thought 
to refied a little upon Prince Rupert^ who had propofed him. 
Upon which, He asking '^ what exceptions there were to S^ 
^^ Robert Waljb , why he might not be fit for it , Colepepper 
Anfwer'd with fome quicknefi, ^^ that he was a known cheat; 
which, though notorioufly true, the Prince feem'd to take 
very ill ; and faid, ^' he was his Friend, and a Gentleman ; 
*^and if he Ihould come to hear of what had been faid, he 
" knew not how the Lord Colepepper could avoid Fighting 
*' with him. Colepepper^ whofe Courage no Man doubted , 
prefently replied, " that he would not Fight with Wai(hy but 
'^he would Fight with his Highnefs y to which the Prince An- 
fwer'd very quietly, ^' that it was well j and the Council rofe 
in great perplexity. 

FRINGE Rupert went out of the Houfe, and the Chancel* 
lor led the Lord Colepepper into the Garden, hoping that he 
ihould fo far have prevail'd with him, as to have made him 
feafible of the excefs he had committed, and to have per- 
fwaded him prefently to repair to the Prince, and to ask his 
Pardon, that no more notice might be taken of it. But he 
was yet too warm to conceive he bad committed any fault, 
butfeem'd to think only of making good what he had fo in:* 
Vol. IIL Part i. O t)rudently 
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prudently faid. Prince Rupert quickly inform'd his Confident 
the Atcurney General of all that bad pafled^ who was the un- 
fictcftMan living to be trufted with fuch afecret, having al- 
ways about him ftore of Qyl to throw upon fuch Fire. He 
foon found means to make it known to the Prince, who pre- 
fently fent for the Chancellor of the Exchequer to beinform'd 
of the whole matter j and when he underftood it, was exceed- 
ingly troubled, and required him " to Jet Colepepper know, 
^^ chat he ought to make a fubmiflion to Prince Rupert ^ with- 
^^out which worfe would fall out. 

H E went firft to Prince Rupert^ that he might pacify him 
till he could convince the other of his fault ; and he to far 

f)revaird with his Highncfs, who would have been more Cho- 
erick if he had had Icfs Right of his fide, that he was willing 
to receive a fubmiflion ^ and promifed '^ that the other ibould 
^"^ receive no afiront in the mean time. But he found more 
difficulty on the other fide , the Lord Colepeppery continuing 
flill in rage, thought the provocation was fo great, that he 
ought to l^ excufed for the Reply, and that the Prince ought 
to acknowledge the one as well as He the other. But after 
fome days recolledlon, finding no Body with whom he oon- 
verfed of his mind, and underftanding how much the Prince 
was difpleafed, and that he expeded he fliould ask Prince 2?»- 
/>fr/ Pardon, and withal rcflefting upon the place he was in, 
where he could expeft no fecurity from his QujJity and Fun- 
flion, he refolv'd to do what he ought to have done at firfl; 
and (o he went with the Chancellor to Prince Ruperfs Lodg- 
ing j where he behaved himfelf very well ; and the Prince 
received him with all the Grace could be expedled ; fo that 
(b ill a bufinefs feem'd to be as well concluded as the nature 
of it would admit. But the woift was toconeie : the Attumey 
General had done all he could to diffwade that Prince from 
accepting fo fmall, and fo private a fatisfa&ion j but, not pre- 
vailing, he inflamed S' Reiert JVaffh^ who had been informed 
of all that had paflcd at the Council concerning himfelf, to 
take his own revenge ^ in which many Men thought, that he 
was aflured Prince Rupert would not be offended. And the 
next Morning after hrs Highnefs had received fatisfadtion, as 
the Lord colepepper was walking co the Council without a 
Sword, W^^, coming to him, fcem'd quietly loexpoftulate 
with him, for having mention'd him fo unkindly. To the 
which the other Anfwer'd, " that he would give him fatis- 
** faflion in any way he would require ; though he ought not 
** CO be caird in queftion for any thing he had faid in that 
" place. On a fuddain, whilft they were in this calm dif- 
courfe, Walfh ftruck him with all his force one blow in the 
Face with his Fid j and then ftepped back^ and dre^xr his 
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Sword ; bat feeing the other had none, walked away ; and 
the Lord Cflepeffety with his Nofe and Face all bloody, went 
back to his Chamber, from whence he could not go abroad 
in many days by theeflfed and disfiguring of the blow. This 
outrage was committed about ten of the Clock in the Morn- 
ing in the fight of the Town ; which troubled the Prince ex- 
ceedingly ^ who immediately fent to the States to demand 
JufUce ^ and they, according (o their method and flow pro- 
ceedings in matters which they do not take to heart, caufed 
Wafb to be Summoned, and after to many days, for wane of 
Appearance , he was by the found of a Bell publickly ba- 
niihed from the Hague j and fo he made his refidence in yfmr- 
Berdamy or what other place he pleafed. And this was the 
reparation the States gave the Prince for fo Ruffianly a tranf- 
greffion ^ and both the beginning and the end of this unhappy 
bulinefs expofed the Prince himfelf, as well as his Council, to 
more .difadvantage, and lets reverence, than ought to have 
been paid to either. 

Thb improvidence that had been ufed in the Fleet, befides UeiU f*i- 
its unadlivity, by the difmiffing fo many great Prizes, y^jtisditUnoftU 
now too apparent, when there was neither Money to pay the pJ|""V^ 
Sea-men, who were not modefl in requiring it, nor to new Holland. 
Vidnal the Ships, which was as important ^ fince it was eaf^ 
to be forefeen,"' that they could not remain long in the Station 
where they were for theprefent, and the extreme licence 
which all Men took to cenfure and reproach that improvi- 
dence, difturbed all Counfels, and made Converfatioh it felf 
very uneafy. Nor was it poflSble to fupprefs that Licence; 
every Man believing that his particular neceffitles, with which 
all Men abounded, might eafily have been relieved, arid pro- 
vided for, if it had not been for that ill husbandry ^ wnich 
they therefore called Treachery and Corruption. It cannot 
be denied but there was fo great a Treafure taken , which 
tUm'd to no account, and fo much more might have been 
taken, if thefeveral Ships had been applied to that end, thac 
a foil provifion might have been made, both for the fuppbrt 
of the Fleet, and fupply of the Prince, and of all who de- 
pended Upon him for a good time, if the fame had been well 
managed ; and could have been depofited in fbmc fecure place, 
dll all might have been fold at good Markets. And no body 
was fatisfied with the Reafons which were given for the diG- 
chaxgitig, and difmiflSng fo many Ships to gratify the City of 
Lwdbn^ and the Presbyterian Party throughout the King- 
dom. For, befides that the value of what was fo given away 
and lofl,was generally' believed to be Vorch more than all they . 
wduld have done, if they had been able, thofe Bounties were 
tiot the natural motives which were to be appU^c} t? that Peo-

pie; whofe AfieAions had been lon$; dead, and could be re- 
vived by nothing but their fharp fu&rings, and their infup- 
portable Icfles ; the obftruftion and deftrudtton of their Trade, 
and thcfeifing upon their Eftates, being, at that time, thought 
by many the moft proper Apphcation to the City of Umdm, 
and the beft Arguments to make them in love with Peace, 
and to extort it from them in whofe power it was to give it. 
And if the Fleet had applied it felf to that,atld vificedallthofe 
Maritime Parts which were in Counties well aflfeded, anrf 
where (bme places had declared for the King ("as Scarhorougb 
in tork-Jhire did ) if it had not been poffible to have fee the 
King at liberty in the Ifleof Wf A^,or to have reliev'd Cokhefier^ 
( both which many Men believ'd, how unskilfully fcever, to 
be practicable ) it would havefpent the time much more ad- 
vantageoufly and honourably than it did. 

But let the ill confequence be never fo great, if it had 
proceeded from any corruption, it would probably have been 
difcover'd by the examination and inquifitipn that was made; 
and therefore it may be well concluded that there was none^ 
And the truth is, the Queen was fo fully poflefs'd of the pur- 
pofe and the power of the ^^^/z to do the King's buEnefs, be- 
fore the Infurredions in the feveral parts in Entgiandy and the 
revolt of the Fleet appear'd, that (he did not enough weigh 
the good ufe that might have been made of thofe when they did 
happen, but kept her mind then fo fixed u^n Scotiand^2SthQ 
folc foundation of the King s hopes, that ilie looked upon the 
benefit of the Fleet's returning to their Allegiance, only as an 
opportunity ofler'd by Providence to Tranfport the Prince 
with fecurity thither. And her Inftrudions tothofe fhetruil- 
ed about the Prince, werefo pofitive, " that they (hould not 
ccgive confent to any thing that might divert or delay that 
^^ Expedition, that, if the Earl of Lautherdak had been ar- 
riv'd when the Prince came to the Fleet, it would have been 
immediately engaged to have Tranfported the Prince into 
Scottandy what other conveniences foever, preferable to that, 
hadoflfer*d themfelvcs. And the very next day after that Lords 
coming to the Prince in tht Downs ^ his injundions and beh»> 
yiour were fo imperious for the Prince's prefent departure, 
itbat nothing but a dire(3: Mutiny among the Sea-men prevent- 
ed it. His Highne&'s own Ship was under Sail for HoUandy 
that he might from thence have profecuted his other Voyage : 
nor would he at that time have i^ktnHottand in his way, if 
there bad been any quantity of Provifion in the Fleet for fuch 
a Peregrination. This Expedition for ^tf^^ssr^ was the more 
grievous to all Men, becaufe it was evideiit that the Prince 
himfelf was much more inclined to have puriued other occafi- 
ons which wereofifer'd, and only refign'd himfelf implicitly to 
tl)e pleafure of his Mother^ Ths

The prefent ill Condition of th^ Fleet, and the unfteady 
Humour of the Common Sea- men was the more notoriou^y 
and unieafonable, by the Earl oiWarwUk^s coming with an-^*'^^'^ 
other Fleet from the Parliament upon the Coaft of HoUand^^l^l'^ 
within few days after the Prince came to the Hagu0y and An- F/^t ctma 
choring within view of the King's Fleet. And it is probable «fi» tim 
he would have made feme Hoftile Attempt upon it, well know- ^•^J^ •f 
ing that many Officers and Sea-men were on Shore, if the"®*'*" 
States had not in the very Inftant, lent fome of their Ships 
of War to prefer ve the Peace in Their Port. However, ac- 
cording to the Infolence of his Mafters, and of moft of thofe 
imploy'd by them, the Earl fent a Summons of a ftrange Na- 
ture CO the King's Ships, in which he took notice, ^' that a 
"Fleet of Ships, which were part of the Navy Royal of the 
*' Kingdom of Bnglandj was then Riding at Anchor off Hel- 
** 'voet Sluce^ and bearing a Standard : That he did therefore, 
'^ hj the Parliament's Authority, by which he was confti- 
" luted Lord High Admiral of England^ require the Admiral, 
^' or Commander in chief of that Fleet, to take down the 
^^ Stand;ird j and the Captains, and Mariners belongiiig to the 
^' Ships, CO render themfelves and the Ships to him, as High 
^^ Admiral of Eufgiandy and for the ufe of the King and Par- 
^*liament : And he did, by the like Authority, ofier an in- 
^^ demnity to all thofe who (hould fubmit to him. 

After which Summons, though receiv'd by the Lord 
WiHougUfyy who remain'd on Board the Fleet in the Command 
of Vice-Admiral, with that indignation that was due to ir, 
and though it made no impreffion upon the Officers, nor vifi- 
bly, at chat time, upon the Common Men, yet, during the 
time the Earl continued in fo near a Neighbourhood, he did 
find means by private Infinuations, and by fending many of 
his Sea men on Shore at Helvoet Sluce ( where they enter'd in- 
to Ccmverfacion with their old Companions) foto work upon 
and corrupt many of the Sea-men, that it aicerwards appeared 
many were debauched ; fome whereof went on Board his 
Ships, others ftay'd to do more mifchief. But that ill Neigb- 
.bourhood continued not long ; for the Seafon of the Year, and 
the Winds which ufually rage on that Coaft in the Month of 
Sfftemier, removed hini from that Station, and carried him 
back to the Do was to attend new Orders. 

All thefe difturbances were attended with a worfe, which 
fell cue at the fame time, and that was the ficknels of the 
Prince ; who, after fome days indifpofition, appear'd to have 
the fmallPox; which almoft diftia<Sed all who were about HEwPnW 
him, who knew how much depended upon his precious Life ;•/ waJe» 
And therefore the confternation was very univerfal whilft^J*'^'"** 
(hat was thought in danger. But, by the goodnefs and mercy 
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of God, he recovered in few days the peril of that diftemper ; 
and, within a Month, was reftored to fo perfed Health, that 
he was able to take an account himfelf of his Melancholick 
and perplexed Affairs. 

There were two points which were chiefly to be confi* 
der'd, and provided for by the Prince i neither of which would 
bear delay for the confultation, and refolution j the firft, how 
to make provifion to Pay, and ViAual the Fleet, and to oom- 
pofe the Mutinous Spirits of the Sea-men ; who paid no reve- 
rence to their Officers, infomuch as, in the fhort ftay which 
the Earl of Warwick had made before Hthoet Siuce^ as hath 
been faid, many of the Sea-men had gone over to him, and 
the Confiant Warwick^ a Frigat of thebeft Acoount,had either 
voluntarily left the Prince's Fleet, or fufler'd it fclf willingly 
to be taken, and carried away with the reft into EMgrnd, 
The other was, what he (hould do with the Fleet, when it 
was both Pay'd and Viftualled. • 

Towards the firft, there were fome Ships brought in 
with the Fleet, laden with feveral Merchandize of value, tha', 
if they could be fold for the true worth, would amount to a 
Sum fufficient to pay the Sea- men their Wages, and to put in 
Provifions enough to ferve four Months; and there were 
many Merchants from Z/mdim^ who were defirous to buy 
their own Goods, which had been taken from them ; and 
others had Commiffions from thence to buy the reft. But 
then they all knew, that they could not be carried to any other 
Market, but muft be fold in the place where they were ; and 
therefore they were refolv'd to have very good Penny-worths. 
And there were many Debts claim'd, which the Prince had 
promifed, whilft he was in the River, fhould be paid out of 
the firft Money that fhould be raifed upon the Sale of fuch 
and fuch Ships: particularly, the Prince bcliev'd that the 
Counrefs of Carlifky who had committed faults enough to the 
King and Queen, and pawn'd her Necklace of Pearls for fif- 
teen hundred pounds, which (he had totally disburfed in fup- 
plying Officers, and making other Provifions for the Expedi-- 
tion of the Earl of Holland f which Sum of fifteen huqdred 
pounds the Prince had promifed the Lord Tiercy his Brother, 
who was a very importunate Sollicitor) (hould be paid upon 
the Sale of a Ship that was laden with Sugar, and was then 
conceived to be worth above fix or feven thoufand pounds. 
Others had the like Engagements upon other Ships : fo that 
when Money was to be raifed upon the Sale of Merchandize, 
they who had fuch Engagements, would be thcmfclves en- 
trufted, or nominate thofe who fliould be, to make the bar- 
gain with Purchafers, to the end that they might be fare to 
recejve what they claim'd, out of the firft Monies that (hould 
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be raifed. By this means, double the value was deliver'd, to 
latisfy.a debt chat was not above the half. 

But that which was worfe than all this, the Prince of 
Oramge advertifed the Prince, that ibme Queftions had been 
ftarted in the States, ^^ what they fliould do, if the Parliament 
^ of Utgland ( which had now a very dreadful name ) (hould 
^^fend over co them to demand the reftitution of thofe Mcr- 
*^ chants Goods, which had been unjuftly taken in the Downs, 
^^ and in the River of names ^ and had been brought into their 
^^Fonsy and wereofier'd to Sale there, againftthe obligation 
*' of that Amity which had been obferv'd between the two 
"Nations, during the late War? What Anfwer they fliould 
"be able to make, or how they could refufe to permit the 
"owners of thofe Goods to make their Arrefts, and to fue in 
** their Admiralty for the fame? Which firft Procefs would ftop 
"the prefentSale of whatever others pretended a Title to, till 
*' the right fliould be determin'd. The Prince of Oran^ 
/aid, ** that fuch Queftions ufed not to be ftarted there with- 
out defign; and therefore advifed the Prince "to lofeno 
time in making compleat Sales of all that was to be fold ; 
*' to the end that they who were engaged in the Purchafc, 
** might likewife be engaged in the Defence of it. Upon thia 
Ground, as well as the others which have been mentioned. 
hafty bargains were made with all who defired to buy, and 
who would not buy except they were fure to be got)d Gainers 
by all the bargains which they made. Nor could this be 
prevented by the caution or wifdom of any who were upon 
the place, with no more Authority than they had. M' Long^ 
who was Secretary to the Prince, had been poflefled of the 
Office of receiving and paying all Monies, whilft the Prince 
was in the Fleet, and fo could not well be removed from it 
when he came into Hottand : though he was thought to love 
Money too well, yet no body who lov'd it lefs, would at 
that time have fubmitted to the imploymenr, which expofcd 
him to the importunity and infolence of all neceflitous Per^ 
fonsy when he could fatisfy none ; yet he liked it well with all 
its prejudice, and difadvantage. 

A 8s ooN as the Money was raifed, it was fent to the 
Fleet to pay the Sea- men i and the Prince made a Journey to 
the Fleet to fee, and keep up the Spirits of the Sea-men, who 
were very Mutinous, not without the infufions of fome who 
did not deGre they fliould be too well pleafed with their Of- 
ficers. The Lord Willoughhy ftay'd on Board purely out of 
Duty to the King, though he liked neither the place he had^ 
nor the People over whom he was to Command, who had 
yet more refpcft for Him than for any Body elfe. S' William 
Batten likewif^ remaioM with them, not knowing well how 
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to refule it, though he had too much reafon to be weary of 
his Province, the Sea- men having contraded an implacable 
jealoufy and malice againft him, more than they were na- 
turalJy inclined to. And (he truth is, chough there was not 
any evidence that he had any foul pradtices, he had an impa- 
tient defire to make his Peace, and to live in his own Coun- 
try, as afterwards he did wichtheleaveof the King ^ againft 
whom he never after cook imployment. 

The other point to be relblv'd was yet more difficult, 
^^ what fliould be done with the Fleet, and who (hould Com- 
*^ mand it ? and though the Advertifement the Prince of Orange 
had given his Royal Highnefs, of the Queftion ftarted in the 
States, concerned only the Merchants Ships, which were made 
Prize, yet it was very eafy to difcern the Logick of that Que- 
ftion would extend as well, and be applied to thofe of the 
Royal Navy, as to Merchants Ships. And it was evident 
enough, that the United Provinces would riot take upon chem 
to determine whether they were in truth the Ships of the King, 
or of the Parliament. And it was only the difierences which 
were yet kept up in the Houfes, which kept them from be- 
ing United in that demand. So that the Prince knew chat no- 
thing was more neccfl&ry than that they (hould be gone out 
of the Ports of thofe Provinces, and that the States wifli'd it 
exceedingly. 

Whilst BamfieU was about, the Perfon of the Duke of 
Tork^ he had infufed iiito him a marvellous defire to be pof- 
fefled of the Government of the Fleet: but the Duke* was 
convinced with much ado, that it was neither fafe for his 
Highneft, nor for his Father's Service, that he fliouId be em- 
barked in it : and Bamjleldy by an efpecial Command from 
the King, who had difcover'd more of his foul praAices than 
could be known to the Prince, was not fuflfer'd to come any 
more near the Perfon of the Duke. So be return'd intoEisr^- 
loftd'y where he was never called in queftion for ftealing the 
Duke away. From this time the Duke, who was not yec 
above fifteen years of Age, was fo far from defiring to be with 
the Fleet, that, when there was once a Propofition, upon oc- 
cafion of a fuddain Mutiny amongft the Sea* men, ^^that he 
^^ (hould go to Hehoet Sluce^ to appear amongft them, who 
profefled great Duty to his Highnefs^ he was fo offended at it 
thkt he would not hear of it; and he had ftill fome Servant 
about him who took pains to perfwade him, '^that theCoun- 
*^ cil had inclined the Prince to that defignation, out of ill 
*^ will to his Highnefs, and that the Ships might deliver him 
^^up to the Parliament. So unpleafant, and uncomfortable a 
Province had thofe Pcrfons, who, being of the King's Coun- 
cil, ferv'd bofh with great Fidelity ^ every Body who was un- 
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fatisfied ( and no Body was fati&fied ) afperfing rhem^ or fonoe 
of them ( for their prejudice was not equal to chem all ) in 
fuch a manner as touch'd the honour of the reft^ and moft re- 
ceded upon the King's own Honour, and Service. 

Prince Rufert had a long defire to have that Com- 
mand of the Fleet put into his hands j and that defire, though 
carried wii h all fecrecy, bad been the caufe of fo many In- 
trigues, either to inflame the Sea- men, or to cherifh their 
froward inclinations, and encreafe the prejudice they had to 
Battem. The Attumey mention'd this to the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, (hortly after his coming to the Hague^ as a 
rhing, he thought, that Prince might be induced to accept 
out of his Zeal to the King's Service, if he were invited to it^ 
and thereupon was willing to debate, to what Pcrfon the Go> 
vernment of the Fleet could be committed, when it fliould 
fet Sail from that Port, and whither it fliould go. The Chan- 
cellor made no other Anfwer to him, than *^ that it was like 
'^ to be a charge of much danger, and hazard ^ that he muft 
'^oot believe that any Body would propofe the undertaking it 
" to Prince Rupert, or that the Prince would Command him 
-'to undertake it^ and that bethought it necetTary, that it 
^'ibould be firft refolv'd, what the Fleet fliould do, and wbi- 
^^ it fliould go, before a Commander fliould be appointed 
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When the Marquis of Ornumd had waited (b many jihf «^jf4«V# 
Months at Paris fox the Performance of thofe gaudy promifes tftht mw- 
which the Cardinal had made, after he faw in what manner ?'^' •/ ^'3 
the Prince of fFaUs himfelf was treated by him, and that he ™"ti 
would not fuffer the leaft afliflance to be applied to the Af- inchiquin 
fairs of Engiand^ in a conjundure wiien very little would pro- mireliad. 
bably have done the work, upon the Revolt of the Fleet, upon 
fo powerful Infurredions in England, and pofleffing fo many 
places of importance on the King's behalf, and when the 
whole Kingdom of Scotland feem'd fo united for his Majeftv's 
Ser?ice, and an Army of thirty thoufand Men were faid to oe 
ei^en ready to march j I fay, after he difcern'd that the Car- 
dinal was fo far from giving any countenance, or warmth to 
their blooming hopes, that he left nothing undone towards 
the deftroying them, but the Imprifoning the Prince y he con- 
cluded that it was in vain for him to expedl any relief for Ire- 
^nd. And therefore he reblv'd, though he had neither Men, 
Qor Money, nor Armes, nor Ammunition, all which had 
been very liberally prgmifed to tranfport with him, he would 
yet tranfport his own Perfon, to what evident danger foever 
he was to expofe it. Upon the fiill aifurance the Cardinal 
had given him of very fubftantial aid, he had aOiired the 
Lord hKbiqumy ^* that he would be prefent with him with 
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''notable fupply of Money, Armes, and Ammunicioo, and 
^ good Officers, and fome common Men ( which weie all in 
icadinefs, if the Money had been paid to entertain them) 
and had likewife fent to many, who had formerly ferv'd the 
King, and liv'd now quietly in the Enemies Quarters, upon 
the Articles which had been formerly granted the Marquis of 
Ormond, ''th^t they thould expeA bis fpeedy, arrival. 

A N p though he had, from time to time, fent Advertiie- 
ments of the delays and obftru&ions he met with in the 
French Court, fo that he did almoft defpair of any Affiftance 
from it, yet the Lord Inchiquin had advanced too far to I^ 
tire^ and the Lord Lijky who had been fufficiently provoked, 
and contemned by him, was gone into England V9Vi\!k{\x\\ tsa* 
lice, and fuch information ( which was not hard for him co 
be furniOi'd with J as would put CronmeU and the Anny into 
fuch fury, that his Friends in the Parliament, who had hi- 
therto fuftain'd his Credit, would be very hardly able to fup- 
port him longer. So that, as he was to expert a ftorm from 
thence, fo he had a very (harp War to maintain againft the 
Itfjhy led and commanded by the Pope's Nuniio; which War 
had been always carried on in Munfter with wonderful ani- 
roofity, and with fome circumftances of bloodinefs, efpeclatly 
againft Priefts, and others of the Roman Clergy, that it was 
very hard to hope that thofe People would live well together. 
And indeed the Irijh wore near rooted out of the Province of 
Munfter^ though they were powerful enough, and ftrong in 
all the other Provinces. Hereupon the Lord I»fi&/j»a,«with 
all poffible earneftnefs, writ to the Lord of Ormwi^ '^ihat, 
"= (hough without any other Affiftance, he would transport his 
'^ own Pcrfon : by whofe Countenance and Authority he pre- 
fumed the Ir^ might be divided, and brought to reafoD; 
and defired him, "in the mean time, to fend to fuch of the 
** Irijh as liad dependence upon him, and who, he knew, in 
" their Hearts did not wi(h well to the Nuntio, that they 
*^ would fecretly correfpond with Him , and difpofe their 
'* Friends and Dependents to concur in what might advance 
" the King's Service ; to which they did not know that he was 
" inclined, but look'd upon him, as the fame malicious and 
" irreconcilable Enemy to them, as he had always appeared to 
^^ be to their Religion, more than to their Perfons. 
UHsAeeMnt F R o M the time that the Irffi entered into that bkx)dy,awl 
•fth$^f' foolilh Rebellion, they had very different Afiedtions, Inten- 
^ui^'IoJ" "^^^j ^^^ Defigns, which were every day improv'd in the 
tJnrumlT Carrying on the War. That part of them which inh^ited 
the Pa/ey fo called from a circuit of ground contain'd in if| 
was briginall V of Eng/i/h Extradlion, lince the firft Plantation 

by the EngH/h many Ages paft. And though they were de- 
generated 
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leoerated into the manners and barbarous Cuftoms of the Irifb^ 
and were as ftupidly tranfporced with the higheft Superftition 
of the Romifh Religion, yet they had always fteadily adher'd 
to the Down, and perform'd the duty of good Subjeos during 
all thofe Rebellions which the whole Reign of Queen E&cm- 
kth was feldom without. And of that temper moft of the 
Province of Lemfier was : Munfter was the moft planted with 
Ififf^ of all the Provinces of IreUndy and though there were 
many Noble Men of that- Province who were of the oldeft 
In/i^Extradions,and of thofe Families which had been Kings 
skMmfier^ yet many of them had intermarried with the beft 
ImiI^ Families, and fo were better bred, and more civilized 
than the reft of the old Irijh^ and liv'd regularly in Obedience 
to the Government, and by connivance enjoy'd the exercife 
of their Religion, in which they were very zealous, with 
freedom and liberty enough. 

The Seat of the old Irtjhy whoretain'd the Rites, Cu- 
ftomsj Manners, and Ignorance of their Anceftors, without 
any kind of reformation in either, was the Province QfXJlJhr ; 
not the better cultivated by the Neighbourhood of the ScoU^ 
who were planted upon them in great Numbers, with cir- 
cumfhnces of great Rigour. Here the Rebellion was firft 
contriv'd, cheri(h*d, and entered upon with that horrid Bar- 
barity, by the O NW//, the Macguyres^ and the Maemahifons ; 
and though it quickly fpread it feif, and was entertained in the 
other Provinces (many Perfons of Honour and Quality en- 
gaging themfelves by degrees in it for their own fecurity, as 
icy pretended, to prefcrve themfelves from the undiilin- 
guiihing feverity of the Lords Juftices, who denounced the 
Waragainftall Irijh equally, if'^not againft all Roman Ca- 
tholtcks; which kind of mixture andconfufion was carefully 
declitfd in all the orders and direftions fent to them out of 
Bigland^ but fo unskilfully purfued by the Juftices, and Coun- 
cil there, that as they found themfelves without any imploy- 
ment or truft, to which they had chearfully ofier'd their Ser- 
vice, they concluded, that the Effglffb Irifh were as much in 
the jealoufy of the State as the other, and fo refolv'd to pre- 
vent the danger by as unwarrantable Courfes as the reft had 
done) yet, I fay, they were no fooner enter'd into the War, 
which was fo generally embraced, but there appeared a very 
great deference in the temper and purpofes of thofe who pro- 
fecuted it. They of the more moderate Party, and whofe 
main end was to obtain liberty for the exercife of their Reli- 
gion, without any thought of declining their fubjeftion to 
the King, or of invading his Prerogative, put themfelves un- 
der the Command of General Frefion; the other, of the fiercer 
itidmore favage Party, and who never meant to return to 
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their Obedience of the Crown of B^glami^ and looked upon 

all the Eftaces which had ever been in the poflefiioQ of any of 

their Anccftors, though forfeited by their Treafon and Re* 

hellion, as juftly due to them, and ravifli'd from them by the 

Tyranny of the Crown, march'd under the Condud ofOwi 

ThiCbMTA^ ^^ O NeiU y both Generals of the Iri/h Nation; the ooe de* 

^«ri •/Pre- fcended of Englifh Extradtion through many defcentsi the 

fton Mi other purely Irijh^ and of the Family of TyroMei both bred 

^f^r chief ^"^ ^^^ Wars of Flaudersy and both Eminent Comownders 

gniratt! there, andof perpetual jealoufy of each other: the one of the 

more frank and open Nature ; the other darker, leis polite, 

and the wifer Man ; but both of them then in* the head of 

more numerous Armies apart, than all the King's powei could 

bring into the Field againft either of them. 

This difparity in the Temper and Humour of thofePeo- 

Sle, firft difpofcd thofe of the moft moderate to defire a Peace 
lortly after the Rebellion was begun, and produced the Get 
fation that was firft enrer'd into, and the Peace, vhich did 
not foon enough enfue upon it; and which, upon the matter, 
did provide only for the exercife of the Roman Catholick Re- 
ligion ; but did that in fo immoderate and extravagant a man- 
lier, as made ic otooxious to all the Proteftants of the Kiog's 
Dominions. 

Owen Roe O Neik refufed to fubmit to the Condidois, 
and Articles of that Peace, though tranfafted and conlirmd 
by their Catholick Council at Kilkenny ^ which was the Repre- 
Tentative the Irijb Nation had chofen for the Condud of ail 
theCounfels for Peace and War, and to which they all avow- 
ed, and had hitherto paid an entire Obedience. The Pope's 
Nuntio, who about that time came from Reme^ and Traof- 
ported himfelf into that Kingdom, applied himfelftoO^ 
O Neily and took that Party into his Protedion ; aod lb 
wrought upon their Clergy, generally, that he broke tiut 
Peace, and profecuted thpfe who had made it, with thole 
circumftanccs whi(!:h have been before remember'd, and which 
neceffitated the Lord Lieutenant to quit the Kingdom, ^^ to 
leave the City of Duhlin in the hands of the Parliamenc j the 
Lord Inchiqum having likcwife refufed to confent, and lubmit 
to that Peace, and continued to make the War iharpljf 'J^ 
fuccefsfuliy againft the Irilb in the Province of MyM!itr\ 
Tbf p»/»V whereof he was Prefident, But the Nuntio was no fooncr 
w»f«r»w-inveftedinthe fupreme Command of that Nation bothbj 
mMUt the Sea and Land, as over a People fubjedk to the Pope, andof* 
^'>*- Dominion beloi\ging to Him, than, being a Man of a faflii' 
ftical Humour, and of an imperious and proud Nature, he 
behaved himfelf foinfolentiy towards all (and having hroughc 
no Afliftance to them but the Pope's Bulls* endtavour'd M 
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new exfidions to enrich himfelf )thac even the Men of Vlflir 

were weary cf him ; and they who had been the Inftramcnts 

of the former Peace, were not wanting to foment thofe jea* 

loufies, and difcontenrs, which had produced that application 

to the Qjeenand Prince at S^ Germains^ and the Refolution 

of fending the Marquis oiOrnwnd thither again, both which 

have been related before. And the Marquis now having given 

the \AxiMusk$rry ( who bad Married his Sifter, and was the 

noft powerful Perfon, and of the greateft Intereft in MimBer 

of ail the /i^) and other of his Friends notice that the Lord 

Imkipm would ferve the King, and therefore required them 

to hold fecret-correfpondence with him, and to concur with 

iiim in what he Qiould defire for the advaocemenc of his Ser- 

rice^ they found noeans to hold fuch intercourfe with him, 

that, before the Marquis of Or)«nrJarriv'd there, againflall 

the oppofitton the Nuntio could make, a Ceflation of Armes 

was concluded between the Confederate Catholicks and the 

isnihuhijitm', and the Nuntio was driven into Waterfo^d^ 

and, upon the matter, Befieged there by the CathoJick Ir^bi 

tnd the Marquis arriving at the fame time at Kinjate ^ and 74« M^rfttt 

being received by the Lord Lubif»m with all imaginable «/ormoncl 
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duty as the King's Lieutenant, the forlorne and contemned . 
Nuntio found it neceflSry to Traniport himfelf into lUlj^ wrttpit'i 
living the Kingdom of Ire/iMMf under an Excommunication, nmi,ii9 
and Imerdift, as an Apoftate Nation j and all the Province /«*« ire* 
^Munfitr ( in which there are many excellent Ports) became ^**^' 
immediately and entirely under the King's Obedience. All 
j^Uch being weU known to the Prince, and the Council, it 
was eafijy concluded, ** that it was the beft, if not the only 
^' place the Fleet could repair too; though the danger in 
Condudiog it thither was vifible enough; and therefore they 
^ete glad that Prince 'RMpert had made that advance towards 
the uQmmand c^ it, and well fatisfied with the warinefs of 
the Anfwer the Chancellor of the Exchequer gave to the At- 
toey/firfcrf. 

■There was in truth no Body in view to whom the Charge 
rfthe Fleet could be committed but Prince Rupert : for it was 
^il known that the Lord WSmtghty, befides his being with- 
^ttnuch Experience of the Sea, was weary of it, and would 
^y^o means continue there ; and the Sea- men were too much 
woke loofe from all kind cf Order, to be reduced by a Com* 
Janderof an Ordinary Rank. It was as true, that Prince 
rf^i at thatirime, was generally very ungracious in England^ 
^^^ the misfortune not to be much belov'd by the King's • 
^^h and hated by the Parliament. This was an exception 
«Jt was forefeen : there was no other dioice of a place to 
Which the Fleet muftbe carried, but Abmftn ; and the paf« 
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fage thither could not but be full of danger, in refped that 
the Parliament was without queftion Mafter of the Sea ( al- 
though the Ifland of ^i2^ being then under the King's Autho- 
rity, and Sr Jobm Gnemvil being the Govemour thereof, made 
thatpaflage fomething the more fecure) therefore this par- 
pofe was to be concealed as the laft fecret ^ there being greac 
danger that the Sea-men would rather carry aM the Ships 
back again to the Parliament, than into Irelamd ; a^M 
which People they had made a War at Sea with circtnnihnoes 
very barbarous, for they had feldom given any Quarter, bat 
the Irijhfts well Merchants andPaflengers,a8 Mariners,w]iich 
fell into their Hands, as hath been faki before^ were bound 
back to back and thrown into the Sea ; fo that they could have 
no inclination to go into a Country whofe People had been 
handled fo auelly by them. 

Here again appeared another objeAion againfl: the Ferfaa 
of Fritics Ritperty who would never endure to be fubfed to 
the Command oftheLord Lieutenant of that Kingidmi : and 
yet it feem'd moft reaibnable that the Ships, whilft they ftay'd 
there, might beimploy'd towards the reducing of dieo^er 
parrs, which were in Rebellion: Befides that there waseaofe 
to fear, that the Prince would not live with that Amity to- 
wards the Marquis of Ormofut^ as was neceflary for the Pub- 
lick Service. Notwithftanding all this, when the little Stra- 
FrinceRvL- tagcm of having Prince\l6»ptfr* de&ed to take the Coramffld 
pertuMdtr- of the Fleet upou him did not fucceed. Prince Brnpert himfelf 
tMkgi th4 made the PropoGtion to the Prince to take the Command of 
Command tfi^ upon him, and to carry it whither his Royal Highndi 
F/w.'"^' would be plcafed to direA. And then, the whole matter be?- 
ing debated, neceffity* made that tobe CounieUable, agaiflft 
which very many reafonable objedions m%ht bel made. So 
it was refolv'd that Prince Ib^ert fhould be Admiral of that 
Fleet, and that it Ihould Sail for Ireland. And theChargc, 
and Expedition appeared to be the more hopeful by the pre- 
fence of good Omcers, who had long Comndanded' in the 
Royal Navy : S' Tbamaf Keitkify whom the Prince made 
Captain of his own Ship the AK$eiofe^ ^Johu Mmmay who 
had the Command of the Sm^dttrmy a Ship of Which he baid 
been Captain many years before ; and Q^nel I^ard FhU- 
if^y who was made Captain of the G9»/?«yf.R</ibr«MEriM; all 
worthy and fiiithful Men to the King's Service, of long Expe- 
rience in the Servke at Sei, and well known and loT'd by 
the Sea-men. With thefe 0£Soer8, and fom« other Geotk- 
men, who were willing to fpend their time in that Service^ 
ft'mcc Rtipert vrmt to HehmShtefy where the Ships lay, and 
feem'd toi)ereceiv'd by the Elect with great joy. They all 
beftirr'd tbemfdv^ ia their /eveiaJlplaQes ip get^tfae Ships 
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''eady for Sea, and all thofe Provifions which were necef- 
iary, in nlakkig whereof there had not diligence enough been 
ufed. ' 

Wheh they took a ftrift Survey of the Ships, the Car* 
pencers were all of opinion, '^ that the Onrvfitm, a Ship of 
^' the fecood Rank, that carried ieventy Guns, was too old 
'^ and decsiy'd to be now fet out in a Winter Voyage, and in 
^' fo rough Seas, and that when a great deal of Money (bould 
^' be kid out to mend her, (he would not be ferviceable or fafe. 
And it did appear, that when the Officers of the Navy had 
fitted her out ac the beginning of the Summer, they had de- 
clared, ^^ that, when fllie came in ag^in, (he would not be fie 
^^ for more ufc, butmuftbelay'd upon the Stocks. Where- 
upon the Ship was brought into Helvoet S/ucv, upon the next 
Spring Tyde, and examined by the beft Dutch Carpenters and 
Surveyors^ and all being of the fame mind, information was 
lent by Prince Rufert to the Prince of the whole, who there- 
upon gave direction for the Sale of the Ordnance, and whac- 
(bever eUe would yield Money : all which was applied to the 
Vi^uaUing, and fetting out therein, without which no means 
could have been found to have done it ; fo mudi 111 hus- 
bandry had been iifed, and fo much dired: cheating in the ma-* 
naging all the Money that had been raifed upon the Prizes. 

Prince Buperi remained all the time at Hehoet Sluce^ 
till all was ready to fee Sail, and had, with notable Vigour 
and Succefs , fuppre(!ed two or three Mutinies , in one of 
which he had been compell'd to throw two or three Sea-men 
over-board by the ftrengtb of his own Armes. All fubordi- 
nate Officers were appointed, Coromiilioners for the Sale of 
all Prize Goods, and Ships that Ihould be taken, Treafurers 
and Pay-mafters fc7 ifluingand paying and receiving all Mo- 
nies^and an eftablilhment for the whole too regular and ftrid to 
be ob&rv'd: and though all Perlbns imploy'd were well known, 
and approved by Prince Rttfert, and moft of chem nominated 
by himfelf, yet he thought it fit after to change that Confti- 
cucjon, and by degrees brought the whole receipts, and[ iffues 
under his own Management, and fole Government. When 
all was ready he came to the Hapte^ to take leave of the 
Prince, and return'd, and about the beginning of DicemSerstu Sail fir 
he (et Sail for Ireland^ met with good Prizes in the way, and Ireland in 

atriv'd fafely at Km/alt : nor had he been long gone out of ^^*"^**'* 

HeOaniy when the Prince had a ihrewd Evidence how unie- 
cure^long abode would have been there, by fome Parliament 
Shipscoming into that Road, and fending their Men on Shore, 
who at noon day burnt the Qmvertme within the very Town 
ofJHe^^et Skeej nor did the States make any expoftulation, 
or do any juftice for the Affront ofier'd to themfelves, and 
their Goveromenc. I H 
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I N this calamicous State of Af&irs there feem'd xo be no 
hope left, but that by Treaty the King might yet be refkored 
to fuch a condition, that there might be thofe Roots left in the 
Crown, frpm whence its former Power, and Prerogative 
might fprout out hereafter, and flourifh. The Commiflioners 
for the Treaty arrived in the Ifle of Wight upon the fifteenth 
TheCemmf-dzy of Seftemhr, whilft Clr^wuifi/yetremain'd in his Northern 
f'^'^^T" Progrefs, and his Army divided into feveral parts for the fi- 
«f wishc nifhing his Cocqueft ; which was the reafon that all they who 
Sept. I J. * wiflied ill to the Treaty, and that it might prove inefio^uaJ, 
had ufed and interpoled all the delays they could , that he 
might return before it begun, as they who wiflied it might 
fucceedwell, were as folltcitous, that it might be concltided 
before that time j which made them the lefs to infift upon 
many particulars both in the Propoficions, and tK^ Inftrafti- 
ons, which they hoped might be more capable of remedies in 
the Treaty than before it. 

They ftaycdthreedays in th^Ifland before the Treaty be- 
gun, which was time little enough to prepare the Houfe for 
the King's reception at Newport ^ and adjuring many drcuic- 
fiances of the Treaty. Inthat time they waited feveral tiroes 
on the King, with great (hew of outward duty and refped; 
and though none of them durft adventure to lee the King in 
private, they Communicated freely with fomc of thofe Lords, 
and others, who, with the Parliament's leave, were come to 
attend the King during the time of the Treaty. And fo they 
found means to advertife his Majefty of many particulars, 
which they thought neceOaryfor him to know j which made 
• diflerent impreffions upon him, as the information proceeded 
from Perfons better or worfe adeAed to him. And nsany of 
thofe who had liberty to attend, were competent Confiderers 
of the truth of what they faid. 

The troth i$ there were amongft the Commiflioners ma- 
ny who had been carried with the viobnceof the ftream, and 
would be glad of thofe conceffions which the King would 
very chearfulJy have granted; an Aft of Indemnity and Obi/- 
vion being what they were principally concerned in. And 
of all the reft, who were more paffionatefor the Militia, 4|id 
againft the Church, there was no Man, except S^ Harry Viwe^ 
who did not defire that a Peace might be eftabliftied by that 
Treaty. For as all the other Lords dcfired, in their own Na- 
tures and Aflfeftions, no more than that their Tranigreffions 
might never more be called to remembrance ; fo the Lord Saj 
himfclf (who was as proud of his Qyality, and of being di- 
ftinguiflied from other Men by his Title, as any Man alive ) 
well forefaw what would become of his Peerage, if the Treaty 
proved inefFeftual , and the Army (Iiould make their own 
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model of the Government cfaey would fubmji co (as undoubt- 
edly they refolv'd fbortiy todo ) smd therefore he did all he 
couJd to work upon the King co yield to wliaC' was propofed 
to him, and, afterwards, uponche Parliament, co be concent 
with whac his Majefty had yidded. But the advice they all 
gave, ofwhacincUnacionsorafledtions foever chcy were, was 
the fame, ^^ chat his Maje^y fl)ouId, forchwirb, and wichput 
^^ delaying it co the qxpiracion of the Term afHgn'd by che 
'^Parliamencfor che^reary -(which was forty days ) " yield 
'^ Co the full deipajuds which were made in the Propoficions. 
Their only Afgumenc was, '^^ thac, if he did not, or not do it 
'^quickly, the Army would proceed their own way , and had 
'^ enou^ declared, char ibcy would depofe the King, change 
^^ the Government, and fettle x Republick by tfadr own Rules 
'^ and Invention. And thi$ Adirercilement was as w^l believ'd 
by tbofe of the King's owd Party, as by che Commlffionei^ 
themfelves; ,;, . . j. . . 

B £ F PR £ . the Treatv begun , the Cammiffionerf made k 
knoyro to the King, ^^ tnat they could not admi^ chat any 
^^Petfim'ihould. be prefencr.iathe Room tWherecne Treaty 
'' (hould be in Debate : ^Ubat they were^CoUMXtifltocvs fent 
'^ frcHQ' Ae Parliament tocreat with his ^i^^j^aaivAth Hitt 
^^ alooe^ and chat chey might not permit ftny* {attlcular and 
'^ privtKc Perfons to oppose, or confer wstbiliam bpat^ the de^ 
^^ COdiidsrpfihe ParUameht. So .that albeit: the ParliaAient had 
givjeo leave to the feveral BiQiops, and other Divines^ and 
toBHs^fL Lawyers of. emmency to wait on his ^Majfcfty, upont 
his defire,^ that they might inftnidr and inform him 'i;f ^all diffi- 
cult o^^which related* to Religion or the^ Law 0fi^ Laod^ 
they w^ne like CO be ofli^tleufecohiro.nowtkdy'^^re comer, 
if tl^y might not be prefentaccheDebar^i^ ^addfl^fachad- 
vice .ta «Itts Majefty, as upon emergent octiaficios he fliould 
ftandinneed of, or tee^uicefipm them. At laft chey wer6 
contented, and his Mi^efty was obliged to bevctorenced ix>o^ 
that ite; might iiand.bohindii.Curtafn,4ind hearall^hat was 
iaic^, aiid when any fuch difficulty occurr'd as wotild require 
codfiUtacion , his Majefty nifght retire co his Chamber, and 
call thdfe to him, with whoa» he would advife, to attend 
him,^nd.' might then return again inco the Room for che 
Treaty^ anci declare his ownpRefolucion. This 'was the un- 
equatand unreafonable preliminary and condition, to which 
the King was compelled to fubmit .before the Treaty could

XsEY who had not ieen the Kingin a Yeatstime (for It 
wasUctlekfkfrDm chetimethat-hehad left HanJ^toj^ Covert) 
fou9d.bia. CouBcenance extremely alcer'd. From the time; 
thatibUiowa Servants bad been taken (Krom him, he would 
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mver fiifiei bis hair cq be cut, nor cai ed to have any new 
Cloachs ; fo that his afpeft and appearance wat very dimteoc 
flQjXi what ithad ufediQbe: o(hecwife, hishealch maagood, 
and he was much more cbeatfiil in hia difcoiufes towards all 
Men tbao could have been imagined^ after fiich morldficatioQ 
of all kinds. He was not at all dejeAed in his Spirits, but car- 
1^1 himfelf with the £iqie Majmy he had ufisd tado. His 
hair Was all gray, which, making a]|l others very f^ made it 
thought that he had forroW in his cpunteiiance, which a|rpear'd 
oAlyhyvtbattbadaw. 

Omh Mmiffxhc igcl\ of S€f$emier , thp Treaty bepin, 
and the CommiflBoners prefented their OommiflBon tp his Ma- 
jefty , tdi ttoat with him BerfenaUy , iqpon the Profofidons 
pre&nted fotmetly at Htm^Um Coutc, coQcerning the fi%- 
dpm oi E/igbmd. and IrjsUmdxaiyj and upon fuch FropofitioSs 
asthQuUbfioffet'deitherby hii Nfa^fty» or thetwoHoufes 
of Parliament, according to their Inilmftions c^^. ThouiJii 
the King knew. very, we^ that pmrwiff had to totaHy fiibdued 
&tf;A«MC^l^ he bid not left any Man there in theleaft Ao- 
t\mici or Eower, who did: fisimuchaf preteiid to wibwdl 
CQJbim^ a0d.'that» in tnicfa, CrttmmiU had as nradi tbeGom- 
Q>and.thene. as Affjfh himfelf had^ who washuthis Greature, 
yet either, to recover their bcofcen Spirits, or to msi^iifeft his 
own Royal Gompaffion for them, he epld the OoimoltSoioic^ 
*^thac, when the Propofitiotis:Hadhem deHver*dfo Urn at 
^^ Kisii^ Court, the Sc9t^ Interett was fo uwolvedin them, 
^'Uutit could te hardly tepacable from that of BigAan/ : 
Vchat it cpdcem'd him, as King of bo^ Kingdomv tobe 
^5 juftand equal betweeaboth^ add that though they bad no 
'' Authority to treat for any thing but what related! to Ag- 
^SlanA, yet He, who was. to pnovide foe the pi^lick Feaoz 
<^ (which could hardly be p&ovided^foi^ exc^ the ^«r/ were

might be durable. But the Commiffioners alledged^ that 
it v^as not ta Their power ed receive and tranfmit that, or 
^f any.QtIier Paper^ to the Parliamjent, that referrU to that 
'^Bfingdom; and they befought him to give them leave^ ss 
f^ an evidence ofthfihr Duty, to inform hmi of what ill cook- 
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^^qjaeac6 the tnmfiuiffioti of that Paper tt that time might be 
«*fO the Treaty it fclf. Whefeupon he declined fending it by ; 

a M^foagpc of htt own for the prefent ( Which he intended to 
have done ) being unwiUitic to give any occafion of difbute 
or jealoafy fi> earlf, and believing that after he fhould have 
gotten a good underftandiog with the two Houfes, m tpliac 
wasof iinmedfate conternment to E^la^, he fhould more 
effi96bidly tranfmit that, or any o^her Paper, for the more 
eafy oom^ofing the aflairs of Scotland. 

Then tbey prefented thdr firft Propofitiou to hi^Maje- rht ft ft 
fty \ ^ tiat he would revoke all Declarations, and Commif- Vr^f^im 
**fiM« granted heretofore by him againft the Parliament /jT/;!^^''* 
Wheretinoft his Majfefty defired, " that he might fee aft fhejlj^* ^^t" 
^ PropofitfoOs, tliey had to make to him, together } that hfid^Mwu 
^m^ffst the better confider What fatisfadion h^ could glv^fcc* 
^ them upon die whole : which they would not yibld to wither 
out ifnncn importunity, and at laft dcliver'd thcna with re* 
hiAaficy , as a thing they were not fore they ought x6 do. And 
thdugb thefar Comtntilion referred to Inftrudlions, and his Ma- 
jefty defired that he might have a view of thofb, they per* 
emptorily reftifed to let him have, a fight of them ; and only 
told him; •'that they were diredlted by their Inftruftions, firft 
** to ercat upon therropoftion they had already prefented to 
^ him, concerning the revocation of the Declarations ^c. 
**aiid in the next place, of the Church, then of the Militia, 
** and fourthly of Irehnd^ and afterwards of the reft of the 
^* Propofif ions hi order j and they declared like Wife that, 
•* 6y meir Inftrnftions, they were not to enter upon any new 
*^Propofitions, before they ihould have receiv'd hisMajefty's 
« iinal Aniwer to what was firft propofed . 

HfiieEUPON the King demanded of them , '^whether 
•* Aey kad power and authority to recede from any particular 
** contallMa ill their Propofitions, or to confeiit to any altera- 
•• tionsh jt his Mqefty ftiould give them good reafon fo to do ? 
To wmff they Anfwer'd very MagifteriaTly, " that they were 
**icac^r^ Debate, to (hew how reafonable their defires Were, 
^^ and dutt there codid be no reafon why they fliould alter or 
*' racede fiom them ; but if his Majefty did fatisfy them, they 
^ {honid db therein as they were warranted by their Inftrufti* 
"ons-Tliciefimitatioiiffandreftriaions in a matter of that im* 
poTtand^ which contained a new frame of Government, and 
an alterxtion of aff Civil and Ecclefiaftlcal Conftitucions, al« 
moftdnnped aod itifled aR the hope his Majefty had enter- 
tsln'd of good fibm this Treaty. However, he refolv'd to 
try if cOoMrtiUg tb the (irbftantial part of any Propofition would 
give them fatisi^Sicn ; and fo, without taking notice of the 
nr^mble of cha^ Propofition, which they had dcliver'd to him, 
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gk vUfifj't be dedtred in writing, which he deliver'd to them, '^ that he 
.^ywr M << was wUlingto grant the Body of their Propoficion, that was 
•*• " to recal allDecIarations^^. But they immediately return'd 

another Paper to him, in which they (aid, ^^ his Majefty had 
^^ left unanfwer'd the moft eflentiai part of their Propoution, 
** repeating the words in the Preamble, which reciced^ ** that 
^ the two HouTes of Parliament had been necefficated to enter 
^^imo a War in their juft and lawful defence ; and that the 
'* Kingdom of England had enter'd into a folemn League and 
^'Covcnantto profecutethefame; and fo ju&ifying all that 
had been done &c. To all which they very veheaaentl? 
prdOkd ^' his Majefty s approbation and confent, as the moft 
^' necefl&ry foundation o^ a tailing Peace, and the indifpenf* 
^ able expe^tionof the twoHoufes and of the whole King-- 
^'dom, and that the two Houfes, and the Kingdom, couid 
*^ not decline this particular demand, without which they 
^' could not believe thcn^elves tu be in anvfecurity^ fince, 
* by the Letter of the Law, they who had adhered to the Par- 
"liaraent, might fcem Guilty of raifing War againft the 
"King, and to to be guilty of High Treafon by the Statute 
**oftheiyt*» year ofKingiSrfip^rrf the third .* whereas by the 
**conftrudlion and Equity thereof they were juftified; and 
" therefore that the confeuting to this Preamble was fo eflen- 
^' tial, that without it the Parliament would be thought guil- 
•• ty ; which they hoped his Majefty did not dcfire it fhould. 
And that this might make the deeper imprefBon upon him, 
the Lord Safy in the Debate of it, twice repeated, with more 
padjonthan was natural to his Conftitution, ''that he did 
*' tremble to think how fad the confequence would be^ if whas 
** they now prefled fliould be denied. And others laid, that 
*' it was no more than his Majefty had heretofpre granted in 
•' the Adl of Indemnity that he had paflcd la Scotland ^ and if 
'•^he fliould now refufe to do it in Engiaud^ tbcrq would be a 
" fptedy end put to the Treaty, without encr ing upon any 
**6f the other Propofitions. The King was fo macb per- 
plexed, and offended with this haughty way ofreafonii^, that 
he told thofe with whom he confulted, and writ the fame to 
the Prince his Son, *' that the long reftraint he had endured 
^ in the Caftle of Cisfrw^r^^^tf, was not a greater evidoice of 
*' the Captivity of his Perfon, nor was he morieienfiUe of it, 
*** than this was of the Captivity of his Mind, by his being 
"forced to decline thofc Anfwers and ArgptnentV which 
*' were proper to the fupport of his Caufe^ and twhich muft 
"•^ have brought bluihes'over the Faces of the: Conamiflioners, 
**and to frame others more feafonable and fit" to .b^plKr*d to 
*^ Men in that condition from him who was to receive, and 
ff not give conditions, 

However, 
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How EVE R, thb Propoficion was of fohordd and mon^'Difput^cpm. 
ftrous a Nature, fo contrary to the known truth, and fo de- '•^'^'S '^ 
ftruftive to Juftice and Government) that it feeoi'd to natura* "^/l^^ 
lize Rebellion^ and to make it current in the Kingdom to all'*^ ''* 
Pofterity, that his Majefty could not forbear co tell them^ 
^ that no AA of Parliament could make that to be true which 
^' was nofiorioufly known to be falfe ; that this Treaty muft 
''be the foundation of the future Peace and Security, and 
^ what was herein provided for both could never becail'd in 
'^queftiooi that he was moft willing, that it ihpuid be made 
'^very penal to every Man to reproach another for any thing 
''he had done during the ^te Troubles, upon what Provoca- 
" tion {bever. He put them m mind, '' that it was well known 
" to fbnie of them, that the hSc of Indemnity in ScotUwd was 
'^ pafled when his Majefty was not there, nor any Commif- 
" fioner appointed by him j that it was prepared, and drawn 
^ by his Atturney Genersd of that Kingdom, who was then 
"of the Party that was againft his Majefty^ and therefore it 
"was no wonder that he call'd thofe of his own fide, Loyal 
"Subje&> and good Chriftians, in the Preamble of thatAdt; 
^ which was never feen by his Majefty, though it was con« 
^' firm'd indeed, with the other Adis which had pafled in that 
"difbrderly time^ by his Majefty upon the conciufion of the 
" Peace, and their return to their Obedience 5 and that, when 
" that ihould be the caie here, he would give them all the 
" appellations they fliould deGre, and as unqueftionable fecu- 
"rity as they could wi(h. To all which they made no other 
reply, and that unanimoufly, " but that they could not ber 
" lieve themielves iecure, if that Preamble was ooc entirely 
^ coniented to. 

This refradory obftinate adherence of the Commiflioners 
to thdr own Will, without any fhadow of reafon, prevailed 
nothing upon the King; infomuch as he was enclined to nm 
the haSatd of the prefent diflblution of the Treaty, and to 
undeipiMl theinconvenienclesand roifchieft which probably 
mijght: attend it, rather than to facrifice his Honour, and the 
Jultice of his Caufe, to their infolent demand, unciji he had 
entec'd^into a ferious deliberation with thofe Perfons who 
were about him, of whofe affedions to him he had all zf* 
furande^ and of the great abilities, and underftandingof moft 
of them he had a very juft efteem. They all represented to 
him^ iirom the Conference they had with fuch of the Com- 
miiSoners, who, they were confident, fpeke to them as they 
ehotight and believ'd, ^ that if there were no expedient found 
'^out to give more (atisfaAion upon this firft Propofitioo, 
^^ than his Majeftjr had yet ofier'd, aflbon as the (Jommif- 
*' fioners flx)ula give account of it to the two Houfes, they 
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<< would be prefeocly xocM'd ; vad tbe Tretty be sk an end : 
^< And iheo it would be uoiverlally declared and belie/d, how 
<< uporue ibever the aflertion wa6» thac the King i efuled to (e* 
<<cure the Parliainenc, and all who had adhered to them, from 
<< a Profeeucion by Law y upon which they thought ic to no 
^^purix^eto proceed farther io the Treaty: where^ if his 
<< Majefty had condefceoded to ihem in chat particular^ which 
<<coneem'd the Lives and Fortuaea of their whole Fftvcy in 
^< the Kingdom, they would have given him fuch iattsfaoton 
<< in all otter particulars^ as a full and happy Peace muft have 

^' enfiied. 

Then the Lawyers informed him, '^that his giving way 
<( to a regiul in a new Law, which was not a Dedaratoi^ 
^'Law of what the Law was formerly In being, coooemifV 
^< the buGaefs in queftion, and only in a Preamble tf>^ Law 
<< for recalling Declarauons 6^. did not make theit Afitons 
^ iawfol, if they were not ta before } nor did it take away 
^^kom thofe who had adher'd to him, any defisnce or benefic 
<< the former Laws had given to them ; nor would hia Party 
<^ be in a worfe condition than they had always been : for his 
<« Majefly had always ofier 'd, in all his I>eclaratioA9^ that they 
<* who foUow'd him, and who were by them called I>ciin- 
^^quients^ ihouU, at all times, fiibmit to a Trial by the Law4 
<^of the Land, and if they (hould be found guiky of any 
<< Crime, they ihoidd not be proteded by him. And k was 
<< evident, by their not profecuting any one, fince they were

^ that he well forefaw the afperfions it would expofe hfan to^

ne fiernid T H E firft Propofition being thus confented to as they conld 
FnpafiiiM wiQi, they deliver'd their feoood concerning Religion and

Sacrifice fbr their Peare ; and whidi, he thoii^t, might pre- ;^^J^ 
vent the defigns of thofe who might endeavour, upon one^,„er/ re/ufe 
™8te Propbfitiori, or part of a Propofition, to break the tt find t»tb9

Hiso^n'Propofitfoh Contained, in very few words, bUt 
thret partiicidars: i. "That he niighr enjoy his Liberty : 
^j ^' That his Reveriui^ milght be reftored to him : ?. Thac 

an Aft of Obliviott^ might pafe': Which^ he very wefl knew, 
^opM be nfoft p'ateful ro thofe who feem'd to Value it Icaft. 
^ It would exempt his own Friends from any iUcgaL and 
"¥ft v<ixations. 

The ConiihifliOners abiblutely refilled to fend it to the 
noufcsj though they harf rio' Authority to Anfwer it them- 
telvts. They faid, "it rkthfer cotitairiy an Anfwer to all their^ 
^^™p«fiions, than was a (ingle Propofition of his own j and 

fjat die fole end of making it, was to cajole the People ; 
Jnicfi, the King told them^ " better became Him to do than 

a^Body elfe. Bfat when they peitemptoril/reRifcd totranf- 
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j%t i^ng mit it to the Houfes, the King icnt anExprefe of his own to 
ftndtittj deliver it; which tieingdone, after fome days detiboratioo, 
^''2J". the Houfes return no other Anfvcr to the Kii^, " than that 
!L \Tlt* '* his Propoficion was not fatisfedory. In the mean tixac the 
r«f«i/iM/tf- CommiiEoners preis'd for his Anfwer to thefirft part of their 
fisftShrf l^ropofitlon, for the aboiiQiing of Bifhops. It would be very 
tedious and unnede0ary to let down at l^ge the Difpute, and 
Arguments which were ufed on both fides upon this Subject. 
The Conuniffioners, who would not fu&r any of the King's 
Servants to be fo much as preient when any dut^ of t\iR 
Treaty was agitated, thought fit now to let ioqib their own 
Clergy upon the King ; who was much better verfed in the 
Argument than they were. 
TtArVUm- That which they urged moft, was the common Ailega- 
fttrs diffiue tions *' that Bilhop and Presbyter in the Scripture Language 
xJ* ^dima " ^'fi^^ OQC ^^^ ^^ ^"^ thing : That, if the Apoftks ex- 
^'i'Mf. ^^ C'cifcd a larger Jurifdidion, it had been granted to rihem as 
^^ Apoftles, and concero'd not their Succeflbrs, to whom no 
^^fuch Authority had been granted, nor any Skiperioricy over 
^^ other Presbyters, who were of the fame Fun&ion widi them. 
Then they inveigh'd vehemently againft ^' Lords Bifhops; 
^^ their Pride, and Luftre ; and they all behaved themfelves 
with chat rudenefs, as if they meant to be no longer fubjed 
to a King, no more than to aBifhop. And two of them ve7 
Plainly and fiercely told the King, ^^ that if he did not confenc 
^'co the utter aboliflMng ofEpifcopacy, he would bedamn'd; 
with which his Majefty was not mov'd. The Men, yenkm 
and Sfvrfttym^WA after the return of King Charles the Second, 
and, according to the modefly of that race of People, came to 
kifs his Majcfty's band, and cohrinued the fame Zeal in all 
Seditious Attempts. 

The King prefs'd them with thofe Texts of Scripture 
which have been conftandy urged by thofe who maintain the 
Jus Divinum. of Bilhops, the Authority of the Fathers, and 
the Government of all Chriftian Churches for fifteen hundred 
years, and particularly of the Church of England^ before and 
fince the Reformation, by conftant and uniform praftioe and 
ufage ; which could not but be by chcmfelves acmowledged 
to have been by Bilhops. The CommiflSoners r5iev*d their 
il] manner'd Clergy, and urged, '^ that whatfoever was not of 
*' Divine Inftitution might very lawfully be alter 'd ; for if it 
^^ had its Original from Men, it might by Men be changed, or 
^^reverfed : That Epifcopacy as it was eftabJifli'd in the Church 
*' by the Laws of&g/a«d^ was not that Epifcopacy that was 
*^ mention'd or prefcribed in Scripture ; and therefore the 
Laws, which fupported it, might be juftly taken awayj 
which) they faid, was the reafon that bad induced many 
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^Men wbQ wem 00c Enemies to Epiicopacy, to take the Co 
^' Tcnaot ^ which oMged them to t^ the preftnt Hierarchy

I H a woril they urged^ ^'tbe. praiSioe of other Refbrm'd 
<f Churches, and that Us Majdiy iofifting upon the preferva- 
^^tionof Epifoppacy, aseflemialiy nectiffury^ was to reproadi 
^^ and condemn Them. To which he Anfwer'd^ ^ that both 
<^ CahfOi and Beza, and moft Learned .Men of the Refonn*d 
" Churches, had approv'd, and commended theEplfcopal Go- 
'Wemmeot kxEfiglamli and many of them had bewailed 
^f thcmielveay that they were not permitted to retain that Go- ' 
*' vernmeoc 

Besides all their Arguments in publick, which his Mar 
jcfty wtcb wonder&ii acuteneft fully Amwer'd, and deliver'd his 
Anfvers in writing to them ( which none of them ever . after 
undertook to reply unto ) they fcwnd means in private to ad- 
vertife the King, that iSy fuch of them who were known to 
wi(h well to him, '' that they were of his Majefty's judgement 
'^ with reference to the Government, which they hoped might 
*5 yet be preierv'd, bat not by the method his Majefty pur- 
<< fucd : chat all the reafonable hope of preferviog the Crown, 
^^was in dividing the Pariiaxncint from ^he Army; which 
^^ could be only done by his giving fatisfa&ion in what wafe 
'^ demanded with f eference ro ihe Church ; which would 
'^ unite the Parliament in tc felf, fome few Perfoos excepted, 
*^ and ihq City to the Parliament ; whefc the Presbyterians 
^^ were moft powerful y and this being done, the Parliamefit 
'^ would immediately have power lo reform their Army ; and 
'^ CO disband tboie who would not be reform'd : That thea 
*^tbe King would be remov'd to IjmJmy to perfeft that by 
^^ his own preicnce in Parliament, which (hould be prepared 
^' by this Treaty ; and then the wording thofe Bills, and the 
'^ formality of paffing them, would give opportunity for ma- 
^^ ny .alterations ^ which, being now attempted, would de- 
^* ftroy all, apd reconcile the Parliament to the Army ; which 
'^ would deftroy the King : But then, what the King urged as 
'^matter of Confcicnce in hirofelf would find refpeft, reve- 
" rence, and concurrence. No doubt they who did make 
thefe Infinuations, did in truth believe themrdves ; and did 
think, as well as wiib, that the fequel would b^ fuch as they 
foretold. But that which had more Authority with the King, 
and which no body about him could put him in mind of, be- 
cause none of them had been privy to it, was the remem- 
brance of wha; he had promifed concerning the Church to 
the ^^4^, in the Epgagement at the Ifle of H^if; which he 
could no( but conclude was well known to many of the Pre£-

Thkrr were ocher partkulars included, of power to the 
City of XMufaop over the Militfa, and for the Tower of Lm- 
^ of no importance to the King, if he once dlTpofed, and 
granted the other as was required, nor need he tdce care to 
whom the reft belonged. Here the King was to oonfider 
whether he would w£>lely grant it, or wholely deny ir, or 
whedier he might reafoaably hope fo to limit i^ that They 
might have AAtmority eooi^ to pleaie then, and He reierve 
fome to Umielf for Ub own iecnnty. The King had thought 
with ksmielf, upon revolving aUEipedients, wUch he had too 
long warning (xxniroinate upon, to propofe ^ that die Inha* 
^^bttsfflts of every County ffaoold be the ftanding Nftlfeia of 
^^the Kingdom, to be drawn out of the Counties upon any 
^^occafions which (hould occur ; which would prevent all ex- 
cefive Taxes and Impofitkms, when they were to be paid by 
then^elfea. But he ouleUy diicemM that focb a Propofition 
^VQuld be prefently calleda Confpiracy againft the Army, and 
fo put an end to all other Expediems. Then he thought of 
limitiiqi the exaravajiant Power snfiich a manner, that it migbt 
not appear fo noorotous to all intentt and purpofes wbatfo- 
ever; and dierefore propoled, ^ that none fliouU be com* nm K»f^' 
^'pellfd to fervent the War againft their Wilb, but incafe of •^••'^

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might be dangerous to his own Perfon) he delivered his con- 
fenc to the Propofition it felf to the Commiffioners, with a Pre- 
amble to this piirpofe; ^^that whereas their Propoficion con- 
^^cemiog the Miiicia, required a far larger power over the Per- 
^^ fons and Eftaces of his Subjeds, than had been ever hitherto 
^^ warranted by the Laws and Statutes of the Kingdom^ yet in 
'^ regard the prefentdiftraAions might require more, and cruft* 
^^iog in his two Houfes of Parliament, that they would make 
^'no farther ufe of the power therein mention'd, after the 
^^prefent diftcmpcrs (hould be fettled, than (bould be agree- 
^^ able to the legal Exercife thereof in times paft, and for the 
^* purpofes particularly mention'd in their Propofitioni and to 
^' give fatisfaftion to his two Houfes of Parliament that he 
^' intends a foil fecurity to them, and to exprefs his real de* 
^^ fires to fettle the Peace of the Kingdom, nis Majefty doth 
^^confent to the Propofition concerning the Militia as it was 
'^defired. This the Commiffioners did by no means like, 
nor would acquiefee in, and alledged, '^ that as the Concef- 
^ fion muft be the SubjeA of an Aft of Parliament, fo this 
^^ Preamble muft be a part of it, and would adminifter occa- 
^^ fion of difference and difpute upon the interpretation of ic ; 
^^ which being fo clearly forefeeo, ought not to be admitted 
^ in any Aft of Parliament, much left in fuch apne as is to 
^ be the principal Foundation of a lading Peace of the King* 
^ dom. After much vexation of this kind, and importunity 
of Friends, as wellasof Enemies, and being almoft as weary 
of denying as of granting, he fufier'd the Preamble to be left 
out,and his confent to be deliver'd without it. 

I T may be well wonder'd at, that, after having fo far com- 
plied with thefe three PropofitioDS, there (hould be any pauie 
or hefitation in the debate of the reft. For in that concern- 
ing the Church, and the other concerning the Militia^ bodi 
the Church and the Militia of Ireland foUow'd the Fate of 
EMgldgJ, and were in e£ft comprehended in the fame Propo- 
fitions : So that there remained nothing more with reference 
to that Kingdom, '* but declaring the Peace that wa^ mzdc 
^^ there with the Irijhy to be voidj which they preOed with 
the fame paffion, as i£ they had obtained nothing ; aUhough 
his Majefty referred the carrying on the War to them, and 
told them, '^that he knew noching of the Peace, whidh had 
^^been made during his Imprifonment , when he could re- 
" ceive nn Advertifement of what was doing, or dene ; and 
** therefore he was content that it (hould be broken, and the 
^* War be carried on in fuch a manner as fliiould pieafe Them j 
which was all one to their ends and purpofes, as what they 
defired. But this did by no means pieafe them. If the Peace 
were not declared to be aftuaily void> they could not fo eafily 

take 
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take that vengeance of the Marquis of Omwnd as rbey re- 
folv'd to do. Yet after all thefe general cooceffions> which fo 
much concerned Himfelf, arxl the Publick, and when the ne- 
cefTicy that had obliged him to that unwilling complyance, 
might well have excuted him for fatisfyiog them in all the reft 
o( iheir demands, when they preOedhis conlent to what only 
coQcera'd private and particular Pcrfons, as the revoking all 
Honours and Grants of Offices which he had conferred upon 
thoTe who had ferv'd him faithfully, and to except many of 
them from Pardon, and leave them to the unmerciful cenfure 
of the two Houfes, both for their Lives and Fortunes^ to 
fubmit others to pay, for their Delinquency in obeying and 
ferving him, . a full moiety of all they were worth; to deprive 
others of their pradtice in their feveral Profeffions, and Fun- 
dions ( which expofed all the Lawyers and Divine^ who had 
been faithful to him, to utter ruin) it cannot be expre&'dwith^^^^i^ 
what grief, and trouble of mind he receiv'd thofe importu- pmieui^* 
nitles^ and without doubt, be would at that time with much'^'^^/V 
more willingnefc have diod, than fubmlttcd to it j but the Ar-^'^fif^ 
guroent *^ that he had done fo much, was nowprefe'd upon** ' 
hiBi ( by his Friends, and thofe who were to receive as much 
prejudice as any by his doing it ) ^^ that he (hould do more ; 
'^andlQnce he.had condeicendedtomany things which gave 
" himfelf no fatisfaAion, he would give fo full l^ti^fadtion to 
^^ the Parliament, that He might receive that benegc, and the 
^^ Kii^dom that Peace and Security he deiired. 

Many Advertifements came from his Friends in Ijmdamy 
and from othen places, ^^ that it was high time that the Treaty

enough. For Se^landj they demanded '^ the {ung'scoDfeor; 
^^ to confirm by Ad: ot Parliament fuch Agreeinenta aslhoold 
^^ be made by both Houfes with that Kingdom, in the fecoiity 
*^ of fuch thereof who had affifted or adhered to chofe dint 
^^ Parliament of Bnglandy and for the fettling and prefervinsa 
'^ happy and durable Peace between the two Nations, and tor 
r« ihAt^ ^^ the mutual defence of each other. The King put them in 
K^ni$ us- mind, ^^that at the beginning of the Treaty they had infora'd 
fmtr. tc IjIq,^ ^2t their Commiflfion was only to treat concemisg 
^EngUmd^ and Ireland'^ and that they had no Authoricy to 
^^ meddle in any thing that related to Scotland ; and rbat wq 
^^ had thereupon refufed to receive a Paper from him, which 
^^ was to preferve the Intereft of that Kingdom j and demand- 
^^ ed of them, whether their Commii&on was enlarged ; whidi 
they confefs'd ^^ was not ; and that they had i»iefented chat 
^ Paper only in obedience to the Order they had receiv d. 
So that the King eafily unde^ood that the end was only that 
they might have occafion to publifii, ^^ that the King had re* 
" jedked whatfoever was tendered to him on the behalf of the 
^ Kii^dom of Scotland. To prevent which, he Anfwer'd, 
^^ that as he would joyn in any Agreement, to beconfini'd 
'* by A A of Parliament, for the fettUng and preferviog a happy 
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^'and durable Peace between the two Nations, and for their 
^'mutual defence of each other under him as King of both ^ 
"fohe would fecureall who had been formerly engaged with 
"them i but for any new Engagement, or Confederacy, which 
" they would make hereafter, he would firft know what it was^ 
'^ and be adviied with in the making it, before he would pro- 
" mife to confirm it. The other bufinefs with reference to Ue ^thtr 
the Church gave him much more trouble. The Commiflio- taucbty^ tin 
ncrsprefs'd him ^'to confider the Exigence of time, and that ^'^'*^' 
''there was not a whole day left to determine the Fate of the 
''Kingdom J and that nothing could unite the Counfels of 
^tbote who wiihed and defired Peace, aad to live happily un* 
"derhisSubjeAion and obedience^ againft the bold attempts 
"of the Army, which had enough declared and nianifeiied 
"what their intention was, but fatisfying the Houfes fully in 
" what they demanded in chat particular. His own Council ^ 
and the Divines, befought him ** to confider the fafety of his 
"own Perfon, even for the Church's and his People's fiikef, 
"who had fome hope ftill left whilft He ftould be orefervM, 
"which could not but be attended with many Bleflings: 
" whereas, if He weire dcftroycd, there was fcarce a poffibiiity 
"to preferve them : that the moral and unavoidable neceffit/ 
"that lay upon him, obliged him to do any thing char was 
'not Sin 9 and chat, upon the moft pmdential thoughts which 
" occurr'd to them, the Order which He, with fo much Piety 
^andZeal, endeavoured to preferve, was much more like cd 
^^bedeftroycd by his not complying, than by his fufpending 
^^ it till his Majefty and his two Houfes (bould agree upon a 
'future Government j which, they faid, much diflFer'd from 
"an abolition of it. 

^Hereupon he gave them his final Anfwer, " that after rfc# KSr^^ 
^^luchcondefcenfions, and weighed refolutions in the bufinefs y^"*^-^»- 
^ of the Church, he had cxpeflted not to be farther prefsM ^**''' 
^ merein;it being his judgement, and hisconfcience. He faid^ 
^^ he could not, as he was then informed, abolifh Epifcopacy 
^^ out of the Church ; yet, becaufe he apprehended how fatal 
cc r^5 ^^ft"^^*^'^ might be to the Kingdom, and that he be- 
^ lievd his two Houfes would yield to truth, if it were made 
^^ nianifefl: to them, as he had always declared that he would 
« p^^P'y wi^^ fh^^' Demands, if he wete convinced in his 
^^Confcience, he did therefore again defire a Confultation 
^^ with Divines, in the manner he had before propofed, and 
^ would in the mean time fufpend the Epilcopal power, zs 
ic ^ell in point of Ordination of Minifters, as of JurisdiSion^i 
^ ttU He and the two Houfes fliould agree what Governmcirf 
^^ inould be eftablifh'd for the future. For Bifliop's Lands,- he 
could not confent to the abfolute alienatioa of them from the 
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^ Church, but would confenc that Leafes for LiveF, or Year$, 
^^noc exceeding ninety nine, fhould be made for the iatif- 
^* fa£klon of Purchafers or Contradiors ; little dififering from 
the Anfwer he had formerly given to this h& particular : and 
in all the reft he adhered to his former Anfwers. And the 
Commiffioners, having receiv'd this his final Anfwer'^ took 
their leaves, and the next Morning begun their Journey co- 
wards Lona$m. 

The King had begun a Letter to the Prince his Son be- 
fore 'the firft forty days were expired, and continued it^ as 
the Treaty was lengthened, even to the hour it was concluded, 
and feiifhed it the nine and twentieth of Nrvemher after the 
Commiflioners were departed, and with it f^nt a very exatA 
Copy of all the Papers which had pafled in the Treaty, in 
the order in which they were pafled, hit\j engrofTed by one 
jht Sum «/of the Clerks who attended. But the Letter it felf wasaU m 
l1 ^"f «i ^^ °^" hand, and contain'd above fix Sheets of Paper ^ in 
sJJ'^trm^ which he made a very particular relation of all the motives 
ini tbewMt and reafous which had prevailed with him, or over him, to 
Trsatjf, make thofe Conceflions ; out of which moft of this relation 
is extracted. And it isalmoft evident, that the Major part of 
both Houfes of Parliament was, at that time, fo far from de- 
firing the execution of all thofe ConcefEons, that, if they had 
been able to have refifted the wild fury of the Army, they 
would have been themfelves Suitors to have decliried the 
greateft part of them. That which feem'd to afRid him nx)ft, 
next what referr'd to theChurch and Religion, and wLidi, 
he faid, " had a large fhare in his conicientious coniiderations, 
was the hard mealure his Friends were fubjeAed to ^ fbr 
whofe Intereft he did verily believe he (bould better provide 
in the execution of the Treaty, than he had been able to do 
in the Preliminaries. For, he (aid, ^^ he could not but think, 
^'that all who were willing that he'fliould continue their 
^' King, and to live luidcr his Government, would be &r 
^^ from defiring in the condufion to leave fo foul a Bnnd 
^^upon his Party, of which they would all defire tote ac- 
^* counted for the time to come. However, he hoped that 
'^ all his Friends would oonfider, not what he had fubmitted 
^^ to, but how much he had endeavoured to relieve them from ; 
and conjured the Prince his Son, ^^ that the lefi he had been 
*^able himfelf to do for them, die more, iJF God Uefled him, 
*^ He (hould acknowledge and fupply. He faid, ** he would 
^^ willingly forget in how high d^ree ibme Subjeds had bea 
*^ difloyal, but never had Prince a Teftimony in others ct 
^^ more Loyalty than He had had ; and however that God, 
^^ for their, and his punifhment, had not blefied fbme of their 
!5 Endeavours, yet^ h^ faid, more mifguided Periionf were at 
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^ laft reduced to their Loyalty, than cuuld in any ftory be 
^^exampled ; and that, by that, SubjieOs might learn how « 
'^dangerous thcnegleA of feoTonable duty is^ and that Men 
'^ cannot eafily fix when they pleafe what they have unneceP* 
'' ^ily Qiaken. Theconclufion of the Letter, aa it was dated, 
tbe Eve and twentieth of Navemter (what was added to it 
after, till the nine and twentieth, was but the additional paT- 
&ges upon the enlargement of time) deferves to bepreferv'd 
in Letters of Gold, and gives the beft Charadter of that ex- 
cellent Prince j and was in thefe words. 

*^ B Y what hath been fald, you fee how long We have la- The Conein^ 
^^bour'd inthefearch of Peace : do not You be diflicarten'd ^•" •/" f^^f^ 
^ to trcftd in the fame fteps, Ufe all worthy ways to reftore ^vV«m 
"your fclftoyour Right, but prefer the way of Peace: fliew ^^^t, 
" the greatne(5 of your mind, if God blefs you (and let Us 
^'comfort you with that which is our own Comfort, that 
^^ though AfHidion may make us pafs under the cenfures of 
''Men, yet we look upon it fo, as if it procure not, by 
^ God's Mercy, to Us a Deliverance, it will to You a blefling) 
'' rather to conquer your Enemie? by pardoning, thanpunifn- 
'' ing. If You faw how unmanly and unchriftian the im- r 
''placable difpofition is in our ill-Willers, you would avoid 
" that Spirit. Cenfure Us not for having parted with fo much 
"of our own Right j the price was great, but the commodity 
" was fiscurity to Us, Peace to our People : and we were con- 
"fident, another Parliament would remember how ufeful a 
" King^s poM^er is to a People's liberty ; of how much thereof 
" We devcfted Our felf, that We and They might meet once 
" again in a due Parliamentary way, to agree the bounds of 
" Prince and People. And in this give belief to our Expe- . 
" rience, never to aflfeft more Qreatnefs or Prerogative, than 
" that which is really and intrinlically for the Good of Sub- 
*"' jefts, not the fatishidion of Favourites. If you thus ufe it, 
"you will never want means to be a Father to all, and a 
'' bountiful Prince to any you would be extraordinary graciou* 
" to. You may perceive all Men entruft their Trcaiare whore 
" it returns them Intereft i and if Princes, like the Sea, re- 
*^ ceive, and repay all the freCh ftreams the River entrufts with 
" thetn, they will not grudge, but pride therofclves to make 
'^ them up an Ocean. Thdie conuderations may make You 
" as great a Prince, as your Father is now a low onej and 
'^Your State may be fo much the more eitabliCh'd, a$ Mine 
'• hath beeu fluKen. For our Subje£ts have learned fwe dare 
"fay) that Viftoriesovcr their Princes are but Triumphs over 
" themfelvcs j and fo will be more unwilling to hearken to 
'^ changes hereafter. The Englilh Nation are a fober Pcoplie, 
" however at prefcnt infatuated^ Q^} ;[* W b 
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"We know not but this may be the laft time 'We may 
*^ fpeak to you, or the World, publickly : We are fcnfifafc 
*Mnto what hands We. are ftUen^ and yet, We blefs Go/, 
*' Wc have thofe inward refrefliments the Malice of our Eoc- 
*^ mies cannot perturb. We have learn'd to bufy Our felf bj 
*^ retiring into Our felf j and therefore can the better digdi 
f^ what befalls Us ; not doubting but God's Providence will 
/^reftrain Our Enemies power, and turn their Fierceneii to 
f^his Praife. 

"To conclude, if God gives you Succefs, ufe it humbly 
F*and &r from Revenge. If He reftore yoo to your Right 
*^ upon hard Conditions, whatever you promife, keep. TheCe 
*' Men, who have forced L^^ws, which they were bound to 
*^prefervc, will find their Triumphs fall of Troubles. Do doc 
/^ think any thing in this World worth the obtaining by (pul 
^^and unjud means. 

*' Y o u are the Son of our Lrove, and as We dired you to 
^* weigh what Wc here recommend to you, fo We affure 
*^ you, We do not more affeiftionately pray for you (to whom 
*^ We are a Natural Parent) than We dp, that the ancient 
^^ Glory and Renown of this Nation be not buried in Irreli- 
^^ gion and Phanatick Humour j and that all our Subjefb (co 
^* whom We are a Politick Parent) may have fuch fobcr 
^^ thoughts, as to feek their Peace in the Orthodox profeffioa 
*' of the Chriftian Religion, as was cftabliibcd fince the Kt- 
f^ formation in this Kingdom, arid not in new Revelations ; 
^' atid that the ancient Laws, wich the interpretation accordii; 
f^ to the known pra&ice, may once again be a hedge aboac 
f^Them: that You may in due time govern, ajid They be 
" governed, as in the fear of God ; which is the prayer ot

Whilst the Treaty lafted, it was believ'd that his Ma- 
jefty might have made his efcape; which moft Men who 
willied him well, thought in all refpeds ought to have beai 
attempted j and before the Treaty, he himfelf was incKoed to 
it, thinking any Liberty preferable to the reftraint he had etw 
fdured. But he did receive fome difcouragemenc from purfu- 
ing that purpofe, which both diverted him from it, and gave 
him great trouble of mind. It cannot be imaginVl how won* 
derfuliy fearful fome Perfons in France were that he (hodd 
have ipade his Efcape, and the dread they had of his coming 
thithefr; which, without doubt, was not from want of tender* 
inefs to his fafery,. but from the apprehenfion they had, that 
\ the little rcfpeft they would have (hewed him there, would 

have been a greater mprtificatton to him than all that he could

fier by the clofeft inprilbnnaent. Axid fure there wm, it 
at time, no Court in ckriffenJom (b honourably, or gene- 
uily coofticuted, chat it would have been glad to have feea 
im ^ and it mi^ht be fome reafon that they who wiflied him 
very well, did not wiih his Efcape* becaufe they believ'd Im- 
prlfonment was the worft bis worft Enemies intended towards 
nim -y fince they might that way more reafonably found, and 
fettle cheir Republican Governmenr ; which Men could not 
fo prudently propofe to bring to pais by a Murther ^ whicb« 
in ciie inftant, gave the juft Tide to another who was at li-- 
berty to claim his Right, and to difpute it : I fay, before the 
Treaty, and after the V^otes and Declarations of no more Ad- 
drcBcSy when his TreiCment was fo barbarous, his Majefty 
had propofed to himielf to make an Efcape, and was very 
near the perfeding it. He had none about him but fuch Per- 
fons wtio were placed by thofe who wifhed word to hif 
Safety ^ and therdfbre cbofe fuch Inftruments as they thought 
to be of their own Principles. Amongft thofe there was a 
young Man, one Osiome, by eztraAion a Gentleman; who 
was recommeoued by the Lord Wbartom (one who deferv'd 
not to be fufpedled by Cromwell himfelf ) to Colonel iitomssiML 
to be placed in fome near attendance about the King ; and 
be, from the recommendation, never doubting the iitncis of 
the Man, immediately appointed him to wait as Gentleman 
Ufher^ which gave him opportunity to be almoft always in 
the prefence of the King. This young Man, after fome 
Months attendance, was wrought upon by the dignity of the 
King's Carriage, and the great Afiability he ufed towards thofe 
who were always about Um, to have a tendemefi and loyal 
Senfe of his Sufiermgs ; and did really defire to do him any 
Service that might be acceptable. By his Office of Gentle- 
man Ulher he lUually held the King's Gloves when he was at 
Meat, and firft took that opportunit]r to put a little Billet, in 
which he exprefsM his1>evotion, into. one of the fingers of 
his Glove. The King was not forward to be credulous of 
the Frofeffions of a Perfon be knew fo little, and who, he 
knew, would not be fuffer'd to be about him, if he were 
thought to have thofe Inclinations. However, after longer 
obfervation, and fometimes fpeakine to him whilft he was 
walking amongft others in the Garden allow'd for that pur- 

Efe, his Majefty bqgun to believe that there was fincerity in 
m ; and fo frequently put fome Memorial into fingers of 
his Glove, and by the fame expedient received advertifemenc 
from him. 

There was in the Garrifon one Rolpb, a Captain of a 
Foot Company, whom Cromwell placed th^e as a prime Con- 
fident, a FeUowof a low Extra^ion, and vety ordinary parts ; 

(ij, whc^ 
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who, from a Common Soldier, had been truftod in all the in* 
triegues of the Army, and was one of the Agitators infpired 
by CramweB to put any thing into the Soldiers minds, upoa 
whom he had a wonderful Influence, and could not contain 
himfelf from fpeaking mali<;iou{ly and wickedly againft the 
King, when diffimulation was at the higheft amongft the 
great Officers. This Man gr^w into great familiarity with 
Osborne^ and knowing from what Peifon he came recom- 
jnended to that Truft, could not doubt but that he was well 
inclined to any thing that might advance him ; and lb, ac- 
cording tol^is cuftom of reviling the King, he wifhed '^he 
^ were out of the World j for they fliould never make any 
f Settlemeiit whilft he was alive. He faid, he was (]ite tha 
f^ Army wiihed him dead, and that Hammmd had recciv'd 
^'many Letters from the Army to take Him away byPOyfon, 
f^ or any other n^ay ; but he law it would never be dcoe in 
f ^ that place j and therefore, if he would joyn with faim, they 
f ^ would get Him from thence ; and then the work would 
eafily he done. Oshome asked bin), ^^how it could be pofli- 
?*ble to remove Him from thence, without Hammonds^ or 
^^ the King's own confent? Rolfh Anfwer'd, 5« that the King 
^5 mig^t be decoy'd from thence, as he was frbm Hapten 
5^ Court, by feme Letters from his Friends, of ibme danger 
5^ that threaten'd him, u^onr which he would be willing to 
f^ make an Efcape; and then he might eafily be diipacched. 
Osiome (hortly 61und an opportunity to inform the Ri]% of 
ail this. 
UaJttempt T H E K^ bid him *f continue his femiliarity with Ro^by 
^.^ (** 5^ and to promife to joyn with him in contriving how his Ma- 
^"m! ^^ jefty {ha^ld make an Efcape ; and he hoped thereby to make 
t * Rolfb's Viyany the means of getting away. He recommend- 
ed one of Ae Common Soldiers to Oshrne^ ^' who, he faid, 
he thoughi might be trufted ^ and wilhed him ^^ to tr^iii 
5^ one Douch ; whom the King ' had known before, and who 
was then placed to wait upon him at bis back ftairs, and was 
indeed an hdneft Man ; for it was impoffible for him to nakc 
an Efcape, H^ithout the privity of fuch Peribns, who might 

Erovide for h(m, when he was got out of the Caftle, as well as 
elp him from thence. Ostame told Rolfhj ^^he was confident 
f'he fhould in the end perfwade the King to attempt an 
f ^ Efcape, though he yet feem'd jeklpus and kpprehenfive of be- 
f ^ ing difcover'd, ' and talDcn again. J>Qucet concurr'd very v|il- 
linglv in it, and the Soldier who was dhofen by the King, 
provd likewife very honeft, and wrowht upon one or two 
of his'Corhpanions who u(ed to ftand l^ntinels at the place 
where the King intended to get out. All things were pro^ 
videtL, ^d th(e King had a File^ and Saw 3 with which be bad, 
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with wonderful trouble, faw'd an Iron Bar in the Window, 

by which he could be able to get out; and being in this re^ 

dine&, the Night was appointed, and Oshme at the placo 

where he was to receive ti^ King. But one of the Soldiers 

inform'd R§Jpb of more particulars than Oshome had done, b^ 

"Which he concluded that he was falie, and direded the So!-* 

dier to proceed, and ftand Sentinel in the fame place ta 

which he had beenaffign'd ; and he, and (bme others trufted 

|>7 him, were Arm'd, and flood very near with their Piftols. 

At midoight the King came to the Window, refolving to go 

out ; but as he was putting himfelf out, he difcem'd more 

Peribns to ftand thereabout than ufed to do, and thereupon 

(ufpc&ed that there was fome difcovery made ^ and fo fliu£ 

the Window, and retired to his Bed. And this was all the 

Sound of a diicourfe, which then flew abroad, as if the Kit^ 
d got half out at the Window, and could neither ^r&w hS 
Body afcer^ nor get his Head back, and fo^ wascompell'd to 
caU out for help ; which was a meer fidion. 

R o L p H acquainted HdmmonJ with what the King had de* 
fign'd ; who prefently went into his Chamber, and found the • 
Kmg in his Bed, but the Bar of the Window cut in two, and 
taken out^ by which he concluded his information to be 
true ; and preiently fcifed upon Doucety but could not appre- 
hend Osborne ; wbq was either fled out of the lOand, or con- 
c^al'd in it that he could not be found. Ralfb could not for- 
bear to infuit upon Doucet in Prifon, and fcornfully asked 
him , '^ why his King came not forth when he was at the Win-* 
^^dow? and iaid, ^^he was ready with a good Piftol charg'd 
f ^ to have received him. When Qsiome had got into a place 
of preient fafety, he writ a Letter to his Patron the Lord 
WhartoUj informiiog l>im of the whole matter ^ and defired 
him, '^ to acquaint the Hpufe of Peers of the defign upon the 
^ King's Life, and that he Would be ready to appear and ju-Osbome^fc 
« ftify the Confpiracy. that Lord, after he had kept the^/^^W 
Letter feme dmi^, fent it to Hammond, as the fitteft rerfon [p,^ J^ 
to examine the truth of the Relation. Oshorne was not dif* iCiV' ^'A* 
couraged with all this i but fent two Letters to the Speakers 
of both Houfes, and inclofed the Letter he had formerly writ 
to the Lord Wbarto^. In the Houfe pf Commons the inform 
mation was (lighted, and laid afide ^ but it made more im* 
preffion upon the Houfe of Peers ^ who fent, with more tbaa 
ordinary earheftnefi, to the Commons, '^ that It^i^^ might be 
^^/ent for, and a Safe*guard for forty days to Os^me to ap- 
/^pear, and profecute. 

K oLP H brought with him a large Teftimonial from H4W« 
mond oi "bis Integrity, and of the many good Services he 
i^ had done to ihe State Qstorw appc^r'd likcwife at th« 
. ' L(jrdg 
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, Lords Baf , and made good upon Oath all that is before fet 
down^ and undertook to produce other Evidence. TbeHoufe 
of Commons had no mind to have it examined farther, but 
the clamour of the People was ib great, that, after many de- 
lays, they Voted " that it ftould be try*d at the General Af- 
** fizes at J^nchefter, And thither they fent their well try'd 
Serjeant WUd^ to be the fole Judge ot that Circuit : before 
whom the Major part of the fame Jury that had found Cap- 
tain Burley guilty, was impannell'd for the Tryal of Rolfb. 
Osiame, and Douett^ who upon Bail had liberty to be there, 
appeared to make good the IndiAment ; and, upon their Oaths, 
declared all that Rolpb had faid to them, as is let down before. 
The Prifoner, if he may be call'd a Prifoner who was under 
no reftraint, had two Lawyers alSgn'd to be of Council with 
him, f ontrary to the Law and Cuftom in thofe Cafes ^ but. 
he needed not to have Imd any Council but the Judge him- 
felf ^ who told the Jury, ^' that it was a bufinefi of great im- 
^^ portance that was before them j and therefore mar they 
^^ (hould take heed what they did m it : that there Was a 
*^ time indeed when Intentions and Words were Treafon, but 
^^ God forbid it (hould be fo now : how did any body know 
"but that thofe two Men, Oshorm and D&ucet^ would have 
^' made away the King, and that Rolpb charg'd his Piilol to 
*^preferve him? or, perhaps they would have carried him 
c<away to have engaged them in a fecond War. He told 
them, *«they were niiftaken who did believe the King in 
*^ Prifon ; the Parliament did only keep him fafe to fave the 
"fhedding of more Blood. Upon thefegood dire&ions, the 
Grand Jury found an Ignoramus upon the Bill ^ and this was 
fome little time before the Treaty. 
rk9 cmmf^ W H E N the Commiffioners who had treated with the Kit^ 
frners r#/»(wtat the Iflc of Wg*f, werc returned to the Parliament, their 
J^^*^^^^ report took up many days in the Houfeof Commons, where 
lUnutni. ^^' ^^^ Refolutiou was ix& to be taken } which commonly was 
final, the Lords rarely prefuming to oontradid what the others 
thought fit to determine. The Qj$ftion upon the whole wa^j 
^ img 4nd^^ whether the Anfwer that the King had mad^to their Pro- 
/4f/» T)»yAU c< pofitions, was fatisfedory ? which was debated with all tlie 
*^** *'• Virulence, and Acrimony towards eada other, that can £aU 

from Men fo pofleCfed as both fides were. 

Sr Hitry Y o u N G S' Harry Vane had begun the Debate with the 

V^^ckwf^ higheft Infolence, and Provocation j telling them. " that they 

twlun^ " (hould that day know and difcover. who were their Friends, 

^^ and who were their Foes y or, that he might fpeak more 

^ plainly, who were the Kin^s Party in the Houie, and who 

*^ vfere for the People ; ftnd (o proceeded with his ufual grave 

bitternefs againft the rerfon of the King, and the Govern* 

mem 
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ment that had been too long Settled ; put them in mind, 
^'that chev had been diverted from their old iectJed Refblu- 
^^4ion and Declaration, that they would make so more Ad« 
'^ drefles to the King ; after which the Kingdom had been 
'^gpvem'd in great Peace, and begun to taft the iweetof that 
^^ Republican Government which they intended and begun to 
*^ eftablifh, when, by a Combination between the City of 
^ LomJen and an ill afie&ed Party in ScotUmd, with iomc 
^^ fmall contemptible InfurreAions m E^tgUndy all which were 
^^ fomented by the City, the Houies had, by clamour and 
^^ Doife^ been induced and compell'd to reverfe their former 
(^ Votes and Refolution, and enter into a Perfonal Treaty 
'^ with the King ; with whom they had not been able to pre- 
^^ vail, notwithftanding the low Condition he was in, to 
^<give them any fecurity ^ but he had ftill referv'd a power in 
^^ himfelf, or at leafb to his Pofterity, to exercifc as Tyran- 
^^ nical a Government as he had done : that all the Iniurre* 
'^ dions, which hadfo terrified them, where now totally fub- 
'^ dued y and the principal Authors and Abettors of them in 
'* their Cuftody, and ready to be brought tojuftice, if they 
'^ pleaiied to direft, and appoint it : that their Enemies in Scot* 
^^ land vftit reduced, and that Kingdom entirelv devoted to 
'^ a firm and good correfpondeAce with their Brethren , the 
<^ Parliament ofB^glamd^ fo that there was nothing wanting, 
<< but their own Confent and Refolution, to make themfelves 
^^ the happieft Nation and People in the World y and to that 
*^ purpofe defired, that they mignt, without any more lofs of 
'^ time, return to their former Refolution of making no more 
" Addrefles to the Kingj but proceed to the fettling thcGo- 
** vernment without him, and to thefeverepuniflimentof thofe 
^ who had difturbcd their peace and quiet, in fuch an excm^ 
^' plary manner, as might terrify all other Men for the future 
'^ from making the like bold attempts : which, he told them, 
" they might fee would be moft grateful to their Army, which 
^^ had merited fo much from them by the Remonftrance they 
«had fo lately publiOi'd. 

This dito)urfe appeared to be exceedingly diflikcd, by that 
kind of Murmur which ufually (hews how the Houfe ftands 
inclined, and by which Men make their Judgements there, of 
the fucccTs that is like to be. And his Preface, and Entrance 
into the Detette^ were taken notice of with eaual (harpnefs ; 
and, ^' his preemption in takin| upon himfelt to divide the 
*^ Houfe, and to cenfure their Aflfedions to the Publick, as 
^^ their fenfe and jud^inent (hould agree, or difagree with his 
^own. One faid, "that fince he had, without Example, 
^ taken fo much upon him, he was not to take it ill, if the 
•^contrary was affumcd by other Mca J and that it was as law- 
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^^ fill for another Man^ who faid he was no gainer by the 
^' Troubles, to make another Dirifion of the Houie, and to 
^^ fay, that they Ihould find in the Debate of that day that 
*^ there were fome who were defirous of Peace ; and that They 
*^ were all lofers, or, at leaft, no gaineri b^ the War ^ and 
^' that others were againft Peace ^ md that They by the War 
*' had gained large Revenues, and great Sums of Money, aod 
^^much Wealth; and therefore his Motion was^ that the 
*^ Gainers might contribute to the Lofers, if they would not 
^' confent that the one might enjoy what was IdEc, aod the 
*^ other poflefs what they had got, by a Peace that m^htbe 
** happy for both. 
Tbi Ur^Hi^ Whilst this was debating in the Houfe, which cantf- 
jrj^'';^^ nued feveral days, fix Officers, from the head QMrtcr^ar 
In^bt t^ *^^fi^i whither the Army had been brought before, or tt 
the H»ufe bj the time when die Treaty ended at the Iflo of W^bty bioagte 
fx qfctri. their large Remonllrance to the Houfe ; in which they (ie- 
fired, '^ that there might be no farther prooeedings upon the 
*^ Treaty ; but that they would return to their former detenni- 
*^ nation of no farther Addrefles, and make what haft thsf 
^^ could in fetding the Government : that the bargaining ?io 
^^ pofition on the behalf of Delinquents, which was only upofl 
^ a Contrad with the King, and not in any Judicial way, 
'^ might be laid afide; and tlut publick Juftice might be done 
^^upon the principal Adors in the late Troubles, and that 
'^ others, upon a true fubmiflion, might find Mercy: thiti 
^^ peremptory day might be fet, when the Prince of IPkkSy and 
*'the Duke of r<^ri^. (hould be required to appear; wiucfaif 
^ they fhould not do, they fliould ftand exiled as Traitors j 
*^and if they (hould appear, yet they (hould be bound to make 
**fome(atisfaAion: that an end might be put to this Parlia- 
^' ment, and a new Reprefentative chofen of the People, for 
**the governing andpreferving the whole Body of the Na- 
'^tion. That no King might be hereafter admitted but upon 
^' Eledion of the People, and as upon truft for the Peopl^ 
'^^ who (liould be likewife limited and reftrain'd by the Re- 
^^preientadve, with many other impradicable Pardcolir?, 
which troubled the Parliament the leis for dieir inoohereoce, 
and impoffibility to be reduced into pradtice. 
Ttu Kjn^ Q u T that which troubled moft, and indeed which awakeik*d 
taken from them to the moft difmal apprehenfions, was, that they were 
?'"ir r *^^rtifed, that the King was taken away from Caristrooke 
)w c/rl Cattle by aq Officer of the Army, and carried to Otrjl CafUc, 
weif«Hurft not far from the other, but Situated on the main Land, and 
(4j?/r. in fo vile and unwholeforne an Air, that the Common Guards 
there ufed to be frequently changed for the preiervadon d 
their health. Coloqcl Hammond had^ before the expiration ^ 

the 
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the treaty, writ many Letters to the Parliament, to be dif- 
charged from that Government, and from the care of the 
King's Perfon^ and the Officers of the Army feem'd wonder- 
fully ofiended with him for making the demand ^ and he goc 
lumfelf looked upon as under a Cloud. But the Treaty was 
no fooner ended (and before the Commiflioners begun their 
Report to the Houfes) but he was difcharged of die Trufb 
of die Perfon of the I^g, and another Colonel fent to take 
the Perfon of the King, and to carry him to Hurfi Ca- 
ftle. 

This News being brought when they were in the hnt of 
the Debate upon the King's Anfwer, they gave over that con- 
teft, and immediately Voted, ** that the fejfiig upon the King's ^/jAi**' 
** Perlbn, and carrying him Prilbner to E^rB Caftle, was with* ^*X#»f 
'^ out Their advice and confent : which Vote had little con- tbtrw^ 
tradidion^ becaufe no Man would own the Advice. Then 
they caufed a Letter to be written to the General, *^ that the 
^ Orders and Inftru&ions to Colonel Eivre (the Officer whoi 
had ieiled the King) '^were contrary to their Refolutions, 
^^ and Inftrudtions to Colonel Hammond i and therefore, that 
^^ it was the pleafure of the Houfe, that he Chould recal thofe 
^^ Orders y and that Colonel Hammond (hould again refume 
^ the care of the King's Perfon. But the General, without 
taking anv notice of their Complaint, or of their Command, 
idemandea the payment of the Arrears due to the Army ^ and 
told them, ^^ that unlefs there were prefent Money fcnt to 
*' that purpofe, he ihould be forced to remove the Army, and 
** to draw them nearer to London. And at the fame time t-^^tthir 
new Declaration was fent to the Houfe, from the Army, in '^'IJ^^^^ 
purfuance of their late Remonftrance ; which the Houfe re- f^„t t$ th^ 
fttfed to take into confideration ; and fome fturdy Members Hmfe. 
moved, " that the Army might be declared Traitors, if they 
^ ptefumed to march nearer London than they were at pre- Tht qmerd 
*^ lent J and that an impeachment of High Treafon might be w-^^J^'A*- 
*^ drawn up againftthe principal Officers of it. Hereupon, ^•°*^"' 
the General marches diredtiy for London^ and Quarters at 
WhHo'UaU ^ the other Officers, with their Troops, in i)w« 
ham> Houie, the Mues^ Covont Garden, Wtfimmfior^ and Sc 
Jsmes'i j and for the prefent neceffity, that no inconvenience 
might fall out, they tent to the City without delay to fupply 
forty thoufimd pounds, to be immediately iflued out to fatis^ 
the Army. Notwithftanding all which monftrous proceed- 
iiig, the Houfe of Commons retained it's Courage, and were 
refoliite <' to aflert the Treaty ^ and that the King's Anfwers . 
*^ were fatisfaftory ; or if they werd not fully fatisfeftory, that 
^* the Houfe might, and ought to accept thereof, and pro- 
{f i«C€d to (h9 feulement ^of F^ct in Church and State, rather 

^^than 
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^' than to rcjeft them as unfatisfadlory, and thereby continue 
*' the Kingdom in War and Diflra&ion. 

They who vehemently prefled this Conclufion, and would 

be thought to be for the Ning, to make themfeives popular, 

took upon them to make ail the Inve&ives both againft cbe 

King, and all the time of his Government, that his bicrereft 

Enemies could do, only that they might (hew how much the 

conceHions he had now^ granted, nad provided Remedies for 

all thofe Evils, and made all the foundation of their fiicure 

hope of happinefs and peace, to be in the no-power they had 

left him in : fo that if ne flioold have a mind to continue the 

Diftraftions to morrow, he would find no Body ready ever 

Cojoyn with him. having at this time faaificed all bis Friends 

to the Mercy of their mortal Enemies. In conduficm, and 

when thev hid profecuted the Debate moft part of the Night, 

till almoit five of the Clock in the Morning, on Mmiaj 

Night, they had firft put the Qucftion, ^^ whether the Qw- 

^ ftion fliould be put f and carried it by a hundred and forty 

^^y^Voices againft one hundred and four: the main Queftioii^ 

^ tie Kin' *^^ That the Anfwer of the King to the Propofit ions of both 

«* Anfwer ^ Houfcs was a ground for the Houfes to proceed upon for the 

•* wM M « fcttlcment of the Peace of the Kingdom, was fo dearly 

J)^**^ /tr Voted, that the Houfe was not divided ; and that there might 

. #4«. bg QQ after-daps, they appointed a Committee '* to confer 

^^ with the General, for the better procuring a good Intelli- 

^' gence and Correlpondence between the Army and the Par- 

^' liament ; and then they Adjourn'd the Houfe to fV^dnefdaf 

Morning, it being then nbar the Morning of Tuefday. 

The Committee that was appoint^ to confer with the 
General, waited, that Afternoon upon him in his Lodging at 
White-JiaUy that they might be able to give fome Account 
to the Houfe the next Morning. But they were forced to at* 
tend full three hours, before they could be admitted to his 
prefence ; and then he told them fuUenlv and fupeiciliouily, 
^ that the way to correfoond with the Army, was to com- 
'^ ply with their Renjonftrance : and, the next Momiiy there 
was a Guard of Mufqueteers placed at the entry into, arid door 
of the Houfe, and the Officers thereof having a Lill: in their 
hands of the Names of thofe who fliould be reilrain'd from 
jUBy •fthegomg into the Houfe, all Thofe were flopped, one by one, as 
Mtw^iM-they came, and fent into the Court of Wards, where rhey 
^^^/'^^^were kept together for many hours, under a Guard, to the 
ufw h thi^^^^f of near one hundred. Notwidaftandinfi; which there 
SMittu^ were fo many of the fame opinion got into the t£)uie, through 
the inadvertency of the Guard, or becaufe they meant only 
to fequefter the moft notorious and refradiory Perfons^ that 
the Debate, upon refuming the fame Queftion, continued very 

jT longi 
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lofig^ feveral Members who obferv'd the force at the entrance 
of the Houfe. and faw their Companions not fufier'd to come 
in, complain d loudly of the Violence and Breach of Privi- 
lege, and demanded remedy ; bur, in vain ^ the Houfe would 
taKe no notice of it. In the condufion, after a very long De- tIu 
bate, the Major part of thofc who were prefent in the Houfe, jj««^«»^' 
Voted the Negative to what had been Icttlcd in the fortner,^''^^^^ 
Debate, and ^"^that the Anfwerthe King had given to their flMrrir##, 
^< Proportions was not fatisfadtory. 

Those Gentlemen who for fome hours had been re- 
ftrain'd in the Court of Wards, were afterwards led in Tri* 
amph through Tfyfrnrnffer-HM (except fome few, who were 
fuBcr'd for afiedlon, or by negligence, to go away) by a 
firong Guard, to that place under the Exchequer which is com- 
monly called Hril^ where thev might eat and drink, at their 
own charge, what they pleafed . And here they were kept in 
one Room, till after twelve of the Clock in the Night : after 
which boar^ in refpedt of the extreme cold Weather, and 
the Age of numy of the Members, they were carried to fe- 
veral bins ; where they were fufier'd to lodge as Prifoners, 
and remained under that confinement for two or three days. 
In which time, they publifb'd a Proteftation in Print againft 
the Proceedinp;s of the Houfe of Commons, declaring ^^ the 
^^ force and violence that had been ufed againft them : and 
then the Houfe, with the remaining Members, having deter- 
mine what they thought fit, moft of the other were at liberty 
to do what they pleafed. No body own'd this AA of Vio- 
lence in the Exclufion of fo many Members : there was no 
Order made for it by the HoOfe. Fairfax the General knew 
nothing of it, and the Guards themfclves being asked ^' what 
^ Authority they had, gave no other Anfwer ^^ but that they 
^^ had Orders, out afterwards there was a full and clear Order ^«'^« " ^^^i 
of the Houfe, without taking notice of any exclufion, " that !1^{'JJJ'^ 
^*none of them who had not been prefent that day when the K^I^J^Al^^^t 
^^ Negative Vote prevaikcL ihouldut anymore in the Houfe, «^«riwr«i« 
*' before they had firft fubfcribed die ume Vote, as agree- '^A^^ fif^ 
*^ able to tbcii judgements j which if they fubfcribed, they || *• T"'/* 
<^ were as well qualified Members as before. Many of thefc ^"^""^J'- 
excluded Members, outof Confcience or Indignation, forbore 
coming any more to the Houfe for many years i fome, not be- 
fore the Revolution; others, fooner or later, return'd to their 
old Seats, that they might not be idle when {o nluch bufineis 
was to be done. 

Then the Houfe renewed their old Votes of no more Ad- ^'^* 'f »• 
drefles, and annulled and mad« void all thofe which introduced J^^^^*^^ 
the Treaty: atid that they might find no more fuch contra- ««pj^ 
diction hereafter, they committed to feveial «Prifons Major

and Commiflary General Copley y who were the moft a&tve 
Members in the Houfe of the Fresbytcrian Party, and who ' 
haA all as taalicioufly advanced the Service of the Parliamen 
in their feveral Stations againft the King as, any Men of their 
Ranlc in the Kingdon), and much more than any Officer of 
the prefent Army had then credit to do : of chefe, M^ej 
made his efcape, ^nd Tranfported himfelf into ttollaniy aod 
there, according to the natural ModeAy of that Se£t, prefent- 
ed himfelf to tb: Prince, with as much confidence (and as 
a Sufferer for the King his Father) as if he had defended Cot- 
fhejiir. 
Thcpmefur' The Proteftation that the (ecluded Members had pub- 
'»•* < f^ liflied and caufed to be Printed, with the Narrative of tha 
^!^s violence that had been exercifcd upon them, and thcit <fc* 
claring ail A£ts to be void which from that time had been 
done in the Houfe of Coinmons, made a great noiie over 
the Kingdom, and no lels incenfed thofe who remain^ and 
fate in the Houfe, than it did the Officers of the Army ; and 
therefore, to leflen the credit of it, the Houfe likewile made 
a Declaration againft that Proteftation; and declared it, '^co 
'^'^*1 r ** ^^ FsLlCe^ ScaiMJalous, and Seditious, and tending to the de- 
j^btuifes. ^'ftrudion of the vifible and Fundamental Government of tta 
' ^^ Kingdom ; and to this wonderful Declaration they obtaio'd 
the concurrence of the fmall Houfe of Peers, and joyntly ox- 
dain'd <^that that Proteftation (hould be fupprefled, and 
*^ that no Man Ibould prefume to iell, or buy, or to read die 
" fame. 
rtteitfthe When they had in this manner mattered all contradidioa 
omnLai ^^^ oppofition, they begun more diredly to confult what 
they were to do, as well as what they were Not to do, and 
to eftabliih fome Affirmative concluuons, * as they had done 
Negatives. They were told, ^' that it was high time to (ettle 
^^fome form of Government, under which the Nation was to 
^^ live : there had been much Treafure and Blood fpeattore-^ 
«« cover the liberty of the People, which would be to nopur^ 
^^ pofe if there were not provifion made for their ieoire en-> 
'< joying it^ and there would be always the fame attempics 
^^ made, which had been of late, to difturb and to dc&roy 
^< the publick Peace, if there were not fuch exemplary penal- 
<<ties infiidted, as might terrify all Men, of what condition 
**f6ever, from entring upon fuch defperate Undertakings. 
They refolv'd to gratify the Army, by. taking a view of a 
Paper formerly digeftod by them as a model for a new Go- 
rernment, which was called the Agreement if the People y and 
far contriving and publiihing whereof, one of tbe Agitators 
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had been, by CrmmtTs direftions, the year before, fliot ta 

death, when he found the Parliament was fo much oflbnded 

with it. They declared now, as the rocft popular thiog they 

could do to {deafe both the People and the Army, ^^ that the yr 

" would put an end to the Parliament on the laft day of j^prit 

^^ next; and that there (hould be aReprefenrative of the Na« 

^^ lion, oonfifting of three hundred Perfons chofenby the Peo« 

" pie ; of whidi, for the Term of (even years, no Perfon, 

^^ who bad adher\i to the Kin^ , or who Chould oppofe thia 

^Mgieement, or not fubfcribe thereunto, fliould be capable 

^' ofbeiog chofen to be one, or to have a voice in the Ele^ 

'^ Aioa 'y and that, before that time, and before the Diflblu« 

''tion of the prefent Parliament, it would be nece(&ry to 

''bring thofe fignal Delinquents, who had lately diflurbed the 

^'Quiet and Peace of the Kingdom, and put it to fo great an 

^^expenceof Blood and Trealure, to exemplary punifliment. 

And it was with great impudence very vehemently urged, 

'^ (hat they ought to begin with Him who had been the caufe 

^' of all the miieries, and mifcbiefs, which had befallen th^ 

^ Kingdom, and whom they had already devefted of all Power 

^ and Authority to govern them for the future ; and they had 

*'had near two years experience , that the Nation might be 

^' very happily govcm'd without anyrecourfe to him : that 

"they had alnsidy declared, and thcHouTe of Peers had con- 

"curr'd with them, that the King had been the caufe of all 

'' the Blood which had been fpilt ; and therefore, that it was 

''fit that fuch a Man of Blood (hould be brought to Ju(lice, 

"that he might undergo the penalty that was due to his Ty^ 

"ranny and Murthers : that the People expeifled This at 

" their hands ; and that havii^ the principal Malefa&or in 

"their power, he might not e(cape the punilhmenc that waa 

" due to him. 

How ne^ and monftrous foever thi3 language and difcourfe 
was XQiSiEM^lilb Ears, they found a Major part (lill to con- 
cur with them : fo that they appointed a Committee for the^^„„»,>^ 
prefent ** to prepare a charge of High Treafon againft theiw«/»^i^' 
"King, which (hould contain thcfeveral Crimes, and Mifdc-*^ h '*»<« 
" meanours of his Reign ; which being made, they would con- ^^^'i*^*''* 
"fider rf the beft way and manner of Proceeding, that hc^^„^ ,^" 
" niight be brought to Juftice. kJji^. 

This manner of proceeding in England was fo unheard of, 
that it was very hard for any Body to projpo(e any way to 
oppofe it that might carry with it any hope or fucce(s. How- 
ever, the pain the Prince was in, would not fufl&r him to refl: 
without making fome efibrt. He knew too well how far the 
States of HoBaml were from wilhing that fuccefs, and honour 
CO the Crown of Ettglani^ u it had deferv'd from them, and 
Vol. UI.

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bow much they had always favoured the Rebellion ; cliac hb 

bwn prefence was in no degree acceptable orgrateful to them j 

and chat they were deviEng all ways how tney might be rid 

of him : yet he bellev'd the way they were now upon in Eft 

landy would be fo univerMy odious to all Ghriftians^ that oo 

7W friuet Body of Men would appear to favour it. Mis Highneistbeie- 

i/waie/ fore fent to the States Ueneral, todefirethem *^co give him 

dtfw tht " jin Audience the next day j and that he would txMise to the 

"^^*''j^'*fj"" place where they fate j which he did, being met by the 

*tZ\^r whole Body at the bottom of the Stairs, and condtided ma 

ttJfe/. the Room where they fate. 

Thb Prince was attended by four or five of his CoondJ; 
and when he had faid a little to the States of Cbtoplimcnc, 
he rcfcrr'd them to a paper which S' ffVliafk IkfrtB, the 
King's Refident there, was tode'liver to them. The paper de- 
fcribed the ill condition the Kingltis Father was in ; and the 
threats and menaces which his Enetoies ufed to proceed a- 
gainft him in fuch a manner as tnufl: be abotDlnated by all 
ChriSians, and which would bi'in^ the greateft reproach and 
. obloquy upon the Proteftant Religion, that ever Uhrifikoity 
had undergone : And therefbre deured them, '* that they would 
*^ interpofe their credit, and authority, in fuch a manner as 
<* they thought fit, with the two Houles at fFeffmhtffer, that, 
'Mnftead of fuch an unlawful and wicked prolecutidn, they 
'^ would enter into Terms of accommodation with lus Royu 
'^ Father ; for the obfervation whereof his Royal H^hnefi 
" would become bound. 
Thiir ^n^ Thz States afliired his Highnefs, " that they were very 
f^^ ' '^much afHided at the condition of the King, and would be 
'^ glad any interpofition of Theirs might b^ able to relieve 
^^ him j that they would ferioufly confider in what manner 
*• they might ferve him. And, that day, they refolv'd to fend 
an extraordinary Embailadour into Ef^land^ who (hould re- 
pair to the Prince of Wales, and receive his Inftruffions to 
what Friends of the King's he (hould refort, and confalt widi , 
who, being upon the place, might beftiriform him to vJkHD 
to apply h'mfclf. And they made choice of Ptftv, thePeofitT- 
ncv ot Holland, for their Embafladour ^ who immedtttety at- 
tended the Prince with the Ofier of his Service, and many 
profeflionsofhis defire that his Journey might {Produce fome 
good Eflfea. 

The Council that was about the Prince, had looked upon 
Pan> as a Man that had always favour'd the Rebellion in Efg- 
land, and as much obftruAed all Civilities frotn the States to- 
wards the King, as waspofliblefor him to do^ and therefbit 
they were very forry that He was madechoiceof forEmbaffi- 
dour in fuch a fatal conjuodture. But :tb? Prifice of Oratp 

I afiorcd 
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flSifed the Prince, '^ that he had ufed all his credit to com- 
"pafs that EleAion ; that he was the Wifeft Man of their 
^'Body^ and that neither He, nor any of the reft, who had 
" chehfhed the Engli/b Rebellion more than he, ever defired - 
^' it (hould proTper to that degree it had done, aS to endanger 
" the changing the Government ^ and therefore wiflied "there 
" migte not appear any diftruft of him, but that the Prince 
" would treat him with confidence, and fome of the Council 
" would confer with him with freedom, ui)on anv particulars 
" which would be neceflary for him to be inftruaed in. But 
the wjfdom of Angels was not fufScient to give anyeficdual 
iadvjce for fuch a Negotiation, fince the States could not be 
brought (b much to intereft themfelves, as to ufe any Menaces 
to the Parliament as if they would embark themfelves in the 
quarrel. So that the Council could only wiflK " that the Era- 
^'baiTadour would confer with fuch ot the King's Friends 
^' who were then at Londm, and whofe relation had been 
^'moft eminent towards his Majefty; and receive advice from 
^^them4 how he might moft hopefully prevail over particu- 7%«r /Jin/ji 
" lar Men, and thereby with the Parlianaent. And fo the Em- ^»^^f^^ 
hafladour departed for England, within lefs than a week after J^J,*/"*' 
he was nominated for the Employment. 

A T the fame time, the Queen of England, being ftruck to 
the heart with amazement and confufion upon the report of 
what the Parliament intended, fent a Paper to the Agent who rhi Siu^m 
was employed there by th6 Cardinal to keep a good corref- /*»' * ^*f^, 
pondence ; which (he obliged him to deliver to the Parlia- yj^/l^^i^ 
meat. The Paper contained a very paflSonate lamentation of p^/ij^^ 
the fad condition the King her Husband was in^ defiring^M t> W4i j 
"that they would grant her a FafstQ come over to him, oS'^^M- 
"feriogto ufe all the credit (lie had with him, that he might 
"give them latisfaftion. HoweVer, if they would not give 
" her leave to perform any of thofe Offices towards the Pub- 
" lick, that Die might be permitted to perform the Duty fhe 
^ owed Him, and to be near him in the uttermoft Extremity. 
Neither of thefe Addref]es did more than exprefs the Zeal of 
thoie who procured them to be made : the Embaf&dour Pavi 
could neither get leave to fee the King (which he was to 
endeavour to do, that he might from himfelf be inftrudted belt 
^hat to do ) nor be admittal to an Audience by the Parlia- 
^^nt, till aifter the Tragedy was afled ; and the Queen's Pa- 
per was delivered, and never confider'd in order to return any 
Anfwer it. 

When the Coihmittee had prepared fuch a Charge^ which fheddrfi 
they called " an Impeachment of HighTreafon againfl Charles^f^J^*'*' 
" Sievari King of England, digefled into feveral Articles,!^7^*^-^ 

!* which €ontam'4 all thofe Calumnies they had fortnetly Cmt^nf: 
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heaped up in that Declaration of no more Addrefles to be 

made to nim, with fome Additional Reproaches, it was read 

in the Houfe ; and, after it was approved there, they font it 

to the Houfe of Peers for Their coucurrence. That Houfc 

had very little to do from the time that Cropmellteiurn'd from 

Scof/ana^ztid were few in Number, and ufed to Adjourn for two 

or three days together for want of bufinefs^fo that it was believ'd, 

that they who had done fo many extravagant diings, rather 

than they would diflent from the Houfe or Commons, would 

likewUe concur with them in This,rather than fever from them 

when they were fo triumphant. But, contrary to this expecib- 

tion, when this Impeachment was brought up to the Peers, 

. it was fo ill received, that there was not one Perfon wboconr 

curr'd with them; which, confidering the Men and what moft 

Kijeffid by of them had done, might feem very ftrange. And when they 

tbt Lvrdt ; ijad, with fomc warmth rejcdked it , they Adjoum'd for a 

^^rn'd /v ^^c'^ > prefumingthey fliould thereby at leaft give fbmeinter- 

4wcik^ ruption tothat Career which the Houfe of Commons was 

upon, and, in that time, fome expedient might be found to 

reconcile the Proceedings in both Houtes. But they were as 

much deceiv'd in this ; the Houfe of Commons was very pelf 

pleafed with it, and thought they had given them eafe, which 

they could not fo well have contrived for themfelves. So they 

proceeded in their own Method, and when the day came to 

which the Lords bad Adjourned their Houfe, they found 

Thg dmi* •f their doors all locked, and faften'd with Padlocks, that there 

tiMtrHouft (hould then be no more Entrance for themj nor did any of 

^*1^i^thT ^^^°^ ^^^^ ^^^^^ ^^ ^" ^^^^ Houfe as Peers above twice or 
^llrilw/wVfc thrice at moftj till Cromwell^ long after, endeavoured in vain 
they bid Ad- to have erefted a Houfe of Peers of hisown Creation ; in which 
jmrn^d. fome of them then very willingly took their places. 

The Charge and Accufation, upon which they refolv'd 
to proceed againft the King, being thus fettled and agreed 
upon, they begun to confider in what manner and form to 
jDroceed , that there might be fomc appearance of Juflice. 
Nothing could be found in the Common or Statute-Law, 
which could direft or warrant them j nor could the Prece- 
dent of depofing Richard thefecond ( the fole Precedent of 
that kind ) be applied to their purpofe : for, how foul foevet 
Che circumftances precedent had been, he had made a Re- 
fignation of his Royalty before the Lords in Parliament j fo 
that his Depofition proceeded from Himfelf, and with his own 
Confent, and would not agree in any particular with the cafe 
in que;ftion. They were therefore to make a new forn) to 
n*r#wm#«i warrant their Proceedings : and anew form they did ereft, 
«.^ir«ftf 4 never before heard of. They conflituted and ereaed a Court 
^%^Z[ tbatlhould be called " thtmgh Court of JuHice^ to confift of 
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^'fo many Judges, who fliould have Authority to try the King, 
^' whether he were guilty of what he was accufed of, or no ; 
** and, in order thereunto, to examine fuch Witnefles as 
*' fhould be produced : The Number of the Judges named was 
about an hundred and fifty, whereof the Major part might 
proceed. 

They could not have found fuch a Number yet amongfl: 
themfelves> after fo manv barbarities and impieties, upoii 
whom they might depenci in this lafl; Tragical Ad. And 
therefore they laid this for a ground ; that if they ihould 
make only their own Members to be Judges in this cafe, they 
might appear in the Eyes of the People to be too much par- 
ties, as having from the beginning maintain'd a War, though 
defenQve, as they pretended, againft the King, and fo not fo 
fie to be the only judges who were in the fault : On the other 
hand, if they fliould name none of themfelves, it might be 
interpreted that they look'd upon it as too dangerous a Pro- 
vince to engage themfelves in, and therefore they had put ip 
oflf to others; which would difcourage others from under- 
taking it. Wherefore they refolv'd, that the Judges fliould 
be nominated promifcuoufly , as well of Members of the 
Houfe, as of fuch other of their Good and Godly Men in the 
Kingdom. Whofoever would not be one himfelf when named, 
as there were yet many amongft them, who, out of Con- 
fcience, or of Fear, utterly protefted againft it, fliould take 
upon him to name another Man ; which fure he could not but 
think was equally unlawful : So that few took upon them to 
nominate others, who would rejcdt the Province themfelves. 
All the Chief Officers of the Army were named, and 
divers accepted the Office ; and fuch Aldermen and Citizens 
of IjowJam, as had been mod violent againd Peace, and fome 
few Country Gentlemen, whofe Z^al had been taken notice 
of for the Caufe, and who ^erc like to take fuch a Prefer- 
ment as a teftimony of the Parliament's Confidence in them, 
and would thereupon embrace it. When fuch a Number of 
Men were nominated as were thought in all refpeAs to be 
equal to the work, they were to make choice of a Speaker, 
or Prolocutor, who fliould be calbd Lord Trefident of that 
High Court, who muft manage and govern all the proceed- 
ings there, ask the Witnefles all proper QiJeftions, and an- 
fwer what the Prifoner fliould propofe. And to that Office nra^O^^^ 
one Br^^^jtfw waschofen, a Lawyer of Grays- Inn^ not muchm*^, urd 
known in Weftminfier Hall, though of good pradltce in his ^refdtnt. 
Chamber, and much employed by the Fafiious. He was a 
Gentleman of an ancient Family in chejhire and Juancajhirey 
but of a Fortune of his own making, He was not without 
Parts, and of great lofolence and Ambition. When he was 
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firft nomioated, he feem'd much furprifed, and very refolute 
to refufe it j which he did in fuch a manner, and Co much eo- 
largiog upon his own want of Abilities to undeigo fo impo^ 
tant a Charge, that it was very evident he had ezpe^ed to be 

{)ut to that Apology. And when he was pre&'d with more 
mportunity than could have been ufed by chance, be ^^ 
quired ^^ time to confider of it ; and (aid, '* he would then 
'^give his final Anfwer^ which he did, the next day^ and 
with great Humility accepted the Office, which he admi- 
nifler'd with all the Pride, Impudence, and Superdliourfle& 
imaginable. He was prefently invefted in great Stare, and 
idmjirtMdmany Officers, and a Guard aflign'd for the fecariry of bis 
0ih€r offiters Pcdony' and the Dean's Houfe at Weftmrnfter given to him 
ffpmnitd. fQf Qy^j (qj ||J3 refidence and habitation, and a good Sum of 
Money, about five thousand pounds, wasappoinred to be pre- 
fently paid to him, to put himfelf in fuch an Equips and 
way of Living, as the dignity of the Office which he held 
would require. And now, the Lord Prefident of the High 
Court of Juftice, feem'd to be the greateft Magiftrate in £i^- 
famd. And though it was not thought feafonable to make 
any fuch Declaration, yet Come of thofe whofe opinions grew 
guickly into Ordinances, upon feveral occafions, declared, 
'^ that they believ'd that Office was not to be look'd upon a^ 
^'necefl&ry frohac vice only, but for continuance ; and that 
f^he who executed it, defervM to have an ample and a liberal 
*' Eftate conferred upon him for ever : which fuddain muta* 
tion and exaltation of Fortune, could not but make a great im- 
preffion upon a vulgfar Spirit, accuftom'd to no Exc^fes, and 
acquainted only with a very moderate Fortune. All this beiif 
done, they made choice of fome Lawyers ( till that rime very 
pbfcu^, and Men fcarce known or heard of in their Profd- 
fionj to perform the Offices of Attumey General, and SolJi- 
cicor General for the State, to profecute the Prifoncr at his 
Trial, and to manage the Evidence againft him. Other Of- 
ficers, of all kinds, were appointed to attend, and perform 
the feveral Offices of their new Court j which was otder'd co 
be ereded in Wefimmfter Hall. 
Tht i^mg The king was now fent for from Hurfi Caftle, and was 
/m/»r /r#m recciv'd by Colonel Harrsfin with a llrong Party of Horfei 
Uurft C0ft!t by whom he was to be condufted to Whdfir Caftle. ILnrrifin 
%n^^^^ was the Son of a Butcher near^N«»^'uw^ in Chefhir^^ and had 
rht'ch^- i'cen bred up in the place of a Clerk under a Lawyer of good 
tiiS^'tf Account in tfiofe parts ^ which kind of Education introduces 
Harrifpii. Men into the language and praftice of Bufinefs, and, if it be 
not refifted by the great ingenuity of the Perfbn , inclines 
young Men to more Pride than any other kind of breeding ; 
and difpofps (hem Co be Pragipatlc^I and Infoleni, though 
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, tbef have the Skill to conceal it from their Mafters, except 
i tiiej find them ( as they are too often ) inclined tocheri(h it. 
I When the Rebellion mft began, this Man quitted his Mafter 

I who had relatian to the King's Service, and difcharged his 
>uty faithfiiUy ) and put himfelf into the Parliament Army, 
where, having firft obtain'd the Office of a Cornet, he got 
up, by diligence and fobriety, to the Scare of a Captain, with* 
out any fignal notice taken of him till the new model of the 
Army^ when Crsannsff, who, poffibly, had knowlege of him 
before, finind him of a fpirit and difpofition fit for his Service, 
macb given to Prayer and to Preaching, and, ocherwife, oi 
an onderftandins capable to be trufted in any bufinefs ^ to 
vhich his Qerkihip contributed very much : And then he was 
preferr'd very h&^ fo that, by the time the King was brought 
to the Armv, be had been a Colonel of Horfe, andlook'd 
upon as inferior to few, after Cramwdl and Iretowj in' the 
Council of Officers, and in the Government of the Agitators; 
and there were few Men with whom Cromwell more conunu- 
nicated, or upon whom he more depended for the Conduft 
of any thing committed to him. He received the King with 
outward refpedt, kept himfelf bare 9 but attended him with 
great ftriftnefs; and w^s not to be approached by any Ad- 
dreis^ anfwering queftions in fliort and few words, and when 
importuned, with rudeneft. He manifefted an apprehenfion 
that the King had fome thought of making an Efcape, and did 
all things in order to prevent it. Being to lodge at Wkdfir^ 
and fo CO pafs by Bagsbot^ the King exprefled a defire to fee 
his little Park at Bagshaiy and fo to dine at the Lodge there, 
a place where he had uiixl to take much pleafure ; anddid not 
diflemble the knowing that the Lord Nmhtrgby who had lately 
Married the Lady ^«A<£)MPy,IivM there ^ and faid, <^ he would 
*' iend a Servant to lee that Lady know that he would dine 
^' with her, that (he might provide a dinner for him. Hidr- 
^if^ well knew the Aflfeftion of that Lord and Lady, and 
was very unwilling he fliould make any &i^ there ; but find- 
ing the King fo fixt upon it, that he would not be otherwife 
removed from it than by abfolutely refufing him to go thi- 
ther, be chofe to confent, and that his Majefty ihould fend 
a Servant ; which he did the Night before he intended to 
dine there. 

Both Lord and Lady were of known Duty and Aflfeftion 
to the King ; the Lady, after her Husband the Lord Au- 
^gney had been kill-d at Edge-Mi^ having fo far incenfed the 
Parliament, that (be had endured a long Imprifonment, under 
a fu^icion that flie had been privy to the defien which had 
been difcover'd by M' WkUer^ upon which Tamkms and Chal* 
^r had been put to death, and had likewife her fcif been 
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put CO death, if (he had not made her Efcape to Oxford. Af- 
ter the War was ended, (be had, with the King's approbatkm, 
Married the Lord Ntmhurgh-y who had the fame Afiedions. 
They had, from the time of the King's being at ILmftm 
Court, concerted with his Majefty upon fuch means, that, in 
the ftridieft reftraint he was under, they found a way to write 
to, and to hear from him. And moft of the Letters which 
paded between the King and the Queen, pafled through their 
hands ; who had likewife a Cipher with the King, by which 
they gave him notice of any thing they judged of Importance 
for him to know. They had given him notice that he wouid 
be fent for from Hir^/? Caftle, and advifed him ''to find feme 
^' way, that he might dine at the Lodge at Bagsbaf; and that 
'' he fliould take occa(ion, if he could, to lame the Horfe he 
^' rode upon, or to find fuch fault with his going, that he might 
'^ cake another Horfe out of the Lord Mnpiui^b's Stables to 
'' continue the reft of his Journey upon. That Lord roudi 
delighted in Horfes, and had, at that time, in his Stables one 
of the fleeteft that was in Ei^Umd*^ and the purpofe was, to 
mount (he King upon that Horfe, that, when he found a fit 
opportunity, he might, upon the fuddain, fet Spurs to htm ; 
and if he could get out of the Company that encompaiTed 
him, he might, poffibly, by the fwiftnefs of his Hor(e, and his 
own skill in the moft ob(cure ways of that Forreft, convey 
himfelf to another place in their view; and fo, three or four 
good Horfes were laid in feveral places. And this was the 
reafon that the King had fo eameftly infifted upcm dining 
at Bagshot ; which being in his way, and his cuftom being 
always to dine, they could not reasonably deny him that 
liberty. 

Before the King came thither, HdrrifinhTiA fent fome 

Horfe with an Officer to fearch theHode, and all about the 

Park, that he might be fure that no Company lurked, which 

might mcke fome attempt. And the King, ail the Morning. 

found fault with the going of his Horfe ; and (aid, '^ he would 

^« King " change it, and procure a better. When bis Majefty came 

dtMt «f tht to the Lodge, he found his dinner ready, but was quickly in- 

urd New- forro'd, « that the Horfe fo much depended upon, was, the 

mJTwL *' ^^ ^^o^e, by the blow of another Horfe, fo lam'd, that 

Mminttntiw *' hc coiild not bc of ufe to the purpofe he was defign'd for, 

•/ Taking And though that Lord had other good Horfes, which in fiicb 

'ec ^'^il *° exigent might be made ufe of, yet the King bad obferv'd 

^* v^ ^ &^^ difficulty to be in the attempt all his Journey, when 

he was encompafled always in the middle of a hundred Horfe, 

the Officers all exceedingly well Horfed, and every Man^ 

Officer, and Soldier, having a Piftol ready fpann'd in one 

band, that be refolv d not co purfue that de^. And f£f r- 
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r^had already tdd him, *'thac he had provided abetter 
^'Horfe for him : and icwasbelievM he would never have 
permitted him to have made ufe of one of the Lord New- 
^rgi^s. So that after having fpent three or four hours there, 
with very much fatisfaAion to himfelf, though he was not 
fufier'd to be in any Room without the Company of fix or 
feven Soldiers, who fufier'd Jittle to be fpoken, except it was 
b loud that They could hear it too, he took a fad farcwel . 
of them, appearing to have little hope ever to fee them again. 
The Lord Newhfrgb rode ibme miles into the Forreft to wait 
upon the King, till he wasrequiredby fifrr^ to return. 
His Majefty lodged that night at his Caitle of I^Sw^,and was 
iboo after canrud toS^Jamis's. In this Journey, Harrifimru Ki*x 
obiexving that the King had always an apprebenfion that there ^•c^;'* '• 
was a purpofe to Murther him , and had once let fall fome'^'J*"**'- 
words of ^< the odioufnels and wickednefs of fuch an AGaffi* 
^' nation and Murther, which could never be fafe to the Per- 
"fon who undertook it; he told him plainly, *' that he need- 
^^ed not to entertain any fuch imagination or apprebenfion; 
'' that the Parliament had too much Honour and Juftice to 
^'cherifhfo foul an intention; andaffiired Him, ^^ that what- 
" ever the Parliament rcfolv'd to do, would be very Publick, 
*'and in a way of Juftice; to which the World (bould be 
'^Witnefs; and never would endure a thought of fecret Vid- 
"lence: which his Majefty could not perfwade himfelf to be- 
lieve ; nor did imagine that they durft ever produce him in 
the fight of the People, under any form whatfoever of a pub- 
lick Trial. 

It hath been acknowledged fince by fome Officers, andnr/hwr^/ 
others .who were prefent at the Confultations, that from the^wM*- 
time of the King^s being at Hamft9n Court, and after the '••*'. ^Z*^* 
Anny had nnafter'd both the Parliament and the City, and ;^; '/;;'' 
were weary of having the King with them, and knew not ^^ng tki 
well how to be rid of him, there were many fecret Confuhs ojiw* , 
what to do with him. And it was generally concluded, •^^'•''» 
I they (houid never be able to fettle their new form of Go- J?f* '!* 

vernment, whilft He liv'd : and after he was become a Pri- ^ * * 
j^er in the lile of Wight , they were more (bllicitous for a 
Kelblution and Determination in that particular : and after 
the Vote of no more Addrefles, the moft violent Party thought 
^^they could do nothing in order to their own ends, till He 
^^fl3ouldbefirftdead;and therefore, one way or other, that 
^^^as to be compafled in the firft place. Some were for ^' an 
^^aAualD^pofiog him; which could not but be eafily brought 
'^ to pais, fince the Parliament would Vote any thing they 
'bould be diiefted : Others were for the taking away his 
^ Life by Poyfon ; which would make leaft noife j or, " if that 
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** could not be fo eafily comriv'd, by AflEiffinatioii i for whicb 
^^ there were bands enough ready to be empioy'd. There was 
a Third fort, as violent as either of the other, who preflU 
^to have him brought to a pubUck Trial as a Malefada^ 
which, they faid, ^^woutd be moft for the Honour of tk 
^* Parliament, and would teach all Kings to know, thatdxy 
^^ were accountable, andpunifliable for the wickednds of their 
<* Lives. 

Many of the Officers were of the firft opinion, ^^as a 
** thing they had Precedents for ; and that he being once Oe- 
^^pos'd, they could better fettle the Government than if be 
^ were dead ; for his Son could pietend no Right whtlft He 
^ was alive j whereas, if the Father were dead , be would 
^^ prefently call himfelf King, and others would call him (o 
^^ too 'y and, it may be, other Kings and Princes wouMown 
<^ him for fuch. If he were kept alive in ack>fe Prifon, be 
^* might afterwards be made ufe of, or removed upon any ap- 
^^ pearance of a Revolution. 

There were us many Officers of the fecond Judgement, 
^ that he (hould be prefently difpatched. They (aid, ^^ itap- 
^' pear'd by the experience they had, that whilft He was alive 
'^ (for a more ftrid Imprifonmenc than he had undergone, be 
^^ could never be confined to) there would be always Plots 
^^ and Defigns to fee him at Liberty ; and he would have Parties 
^' throughout the Kingdom ; and, in a (hort time, a FaAkn 
^' in their moft feoret Councils, and it mav be in the Army it 
*^ felf ^ and, where his Liberty would yield fo great a Price, it 
^* would be too great a Truft to repofe in any Man, that he 
^< would long refift the Temptation. Whereas, if he were 
^^ confeOedly dead, all thofe fears would be over ; efpedally 
^^ if they proceeded wiih that circumfpedion and Jeverity to- 
^' wards all his Party, as in prudence they ought to do. This 
Party might probably have carried it, if HamMnd could have 
been wrought upon to have concurr'd ; but he iiad yet too 
much Conscience to expofe himfelf tothat Infamy ; and vitb- 
out His privity or connivance it could not be done. 

The third Party, which were all the Levellers and Ap- 
tators of the Army, In the head of which Jrffa» and Wtntfh 
were, would not endure either of the other ways; and laid, 
^' they could as eafily bring him to Juftlce in the fight of Ae 
^'Sun, as Depofe him ; fince the Authority of the Parliament 
<< could do one as well as the other : That their Precedent of 
^^Depofing, had no reputation with the People; but was 
*^ looked upon as the effdBt of fome potent Faftion, wbtdi 
*^ always opprefled the People more after, than they had bcfl 
^'before. Befides, thofe Ekpofings had always been atteadd 
*' with Affilfinations and Murthers,-i«dbicb Wjsre the more 
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"odknasy and detefted, becaufe no body own'd and avow'd 

^' the bloody Adionsthey had done. But if he were brought 

^ to a publick Trial, for the notorious ill thinss he had done, 

^ and for his Mifgovernment, upon the complaint and profe- 

^^cution of the People, the Superiority of the People would 

^^ be hereby vindicated and made manifeft ; and They ihould 

^^ receive the benefit, and be for ever free from thofe oppreF- 

*^ fions which he had impos'd upon them, and for which he 

^' ought to* pay fodear^ and fuch an exemplary Proceeding 

^* and Execution as this, where every circumftance (hould be 

^'clear and notorious, would be the beft foundation and (e- 

'^curity of the Government they intended toeftablifb; and 

^^no Man would be Ambitious tofucceed Him, and be a King 

"in his place, when he faw in what manner he muft be ac- 

" countable to the People. This Argumentation, or the cmeiiuUd $$ 

ftrength and obftinacy of that Party, carried it : and bere- hsv« Um 

upon, all that formality of proceeding, which afterwards was ^^''^J^ 

exercifed, was refolv'd upon and oonfented to. ''^*''* 

Whether the incredibility, or monftroufnefs of fuch a 
kind of proceeding, wrought upon the minds of Men, or whe- 
ther the principal AAors took pains, by their Infinuations, to 
have it fo believ'd, it fell out however that they among 
them who wifli'd the King beft, and ftpod neareft to the Stage 
where thefe parts were AAed, did not believe that there were 
thofe Horrid Intentions that Ihortly after appeared. The 
Preachers, who had founded the Trumpets loudeft to, and 
throughout the War, Preached now as furioufly againft all 
wicked Attempts and Violence againft the Perfon^f the King, 
find fooliihly urged the obligation of the Covenant ( by which * 
they had involved him in all the danger he was in ) for the fe- 
curityofhis Perfon. 

AssooN as the Prince heard of the King's being carried 
by lUrrsfim to Wmdfar^ and from thence to S^ Jame$\ though 
^c had lately fent a Servant on purpofe to fee his Majefty, 
and to bring him an Account of the State he was in, which 
Servant was not permitted to fee him , he fent now another with 
a Letter to "Fairfax and the Council of War ( for he knew the rt* TWi«# 
Parliament had no Authority ) in which he told them, <«that^'^*^5'- 
"^ ^ had no other means to be informed of the health and fg^^^JI^ 
^^ condition of the King his Royal Father, but by the Com-f#M#i/»/ 
^^mon Prints, and general Intelligences that arriv'd in thofe ^T^"**-.- 
^^ Parts : He had reafon by thofe to believe, that after the ex- 
^^ piration of the Treaty in the Ifle of Wight ( where he hoped 
^ the foundation for a happy Peace had been laid ) his Majefty 
^ had been carried to Hitrfi Caftle i and fincc, by /bme Omcers 
^^ of the Army, to Wfndfir^ not without purpofe of a more 
1 violent proifecutioQ^ the nii&Qur whereof, though of fo 
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^^ monftrous and incredible a Nature, had called upon b» 
^* Piety to make this Addrefs to them ^ who had at this time 
'^che power tochoofe, whether they would raife laftingMb- 
'^nunoents to chetxifelves of Loyalty and Piety, by reftorni 
'^ their Soveraign to his juft RightF, and their Country to 
'^ Peace and Happinefs, a Glory which had been feldotn ab- 
^< fbluteiy vouchfaifed to fo fmall a number of Men, or to make 
*< chemfelves the Authors of endlefs Mifery to the Kingdom, 
<' by contributing or confeoting to an A&. which all Chrifli- 
'^aos, into how different opinions foever divided, muft at>- 
^^ hor as the moft inconfiftenc with the Elements of any Re- 
'Migion, and deftrudive to the Security and being of any 
^^ kind of Government: He did therefore earneftly defireand 
'^ conjure them, fadly to confider the vaft and prodigious dif- 
<< proportion in that EledUon; and then, he faid, ^^he could 
^^ not doubt but that they would choofe to do that which is 
^^ moft Juft, Safe, and Honourable for rhem ro do ; make them< 
^'fellies thebleft Inftruments to Prefcrve, Defend, and Reftore 
" their King j to whom only their Allegiance was due ; by 
" which every one of them might juftly promife to themfeUes 
*^ peace ofConfcience, the (ingular good Will and Favour of 
"hisMajefty, the ample thanks and acknowledgement of all 
"good Men, and the^rticular and unalterable Aflfefiionof 
"the Prince himfelf. This Letter was, with much ado, de- 
vvhiehwM liver'dimo the hands of F<i///tfx himielf^ but the MefT^^nger 
Tea4tHth* could ncvcr be admitted tofpeakwith him; nor was there 
T"V/ ^^^^ known, than that it was read in the Council of War, 
^aii^u. and Jaid afide. 

From the time of the Kmgs being come to St Jamtsi^ 
when he wasdeliver'd into the hands i?nd cuftody of Colonel 
Tomlmfrn^ a Colonel of Foot, though the OflSccr fecro'd to 
be a Man of a better breeding, and of a Nature more Civil 
than Harrifim^ and pretended to pay much Refpefl; and Duty 
to the King in his outward Demeanour, ycc his Majefty, afcer 
iheufagt of^ Ihort time, was treated with more Rudenefs and Barbariry 
the i(tnir at than he had ever been before. They were fo jealous of rbeir 
St}iime8f, own Guards, left they (hould be wrought upon by the influ- 
ence of this Innocent rrince, or by the remorfeof their own 
Confcience upon the exercife of fo much Barbarity, that 
they cauled the Guards to be ftill changed ; and the fame 
Men were never fufter'd twice to perform the fame monftrous 
Duty. 
He u brought ! When He was firft brought to WeBmmfter Hall, which 
f wctt- was upon the twentieth of January^ before their High Cow*. 
H4//^7 ^fy^fi*^'i ^^ looked upon them, and fate down, without any 
J^ ' ■'*"• manifeftation of trouble, never ftirring his Hat j all the impu- 
dent Judges fitting GQver'd^ ^nd fixing tbeir Eyes upon him, 

without 
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without tbeleaftlhewofrefpcft. The odiou? Libel, Vfhich ne Sum •/ 

tb£y called a Charge and Impeacbraenc, was then read by the ^" ^ ^-i** 

Clerk J which, in eflfed, contained, "that hehadbeenadnaic- 

'^ ted King of England^ and trufted wi:h a limited Power to 

" Govern according to Law ; and, by his Oath and Office, 

" was obliged to ufe the Power committed to him for the good 

"and benefit of the People j but that he had, out of a wicked 

"defign to ereft to himfelf an Illimited and Tyrannical 

** Power, and to overthrow the Rights and Liberties of the 

" People, Trayteroufly levied War againft the prefent Farlla- 

"ment, and the People therein reprefented. And then it 

mention'd his firft appearance at Tork with a Guard, then his 

being at Beverfyy then his fetting up his Standard at Nott/ng- 

homy the day of the Month and the Year in which the Battle 

had been at Edge-hiU^ and all the other feveral Battles which 

had been fought in his Prefencc; in which, it faid, "He 

" had caufed and procured many thoufands of the Free-bora 

"People of the Nation to beflain : that after ail his Forces 

'^ had been defeated, and Himfelf become a Prifoner, he had, 

"in that very year, caufed many Infurredions to be made in 

" England^ and given a Commiffion to the Prince his Son to 

" rail'e a new War againft the Parliament ; whereby many 

"who were in their Service, and trufted by them, had re- 

'^ volted, broken their Truft, and betook themfelves to the 

" Service of the Prince againft the Parliament and the Peo- 

" pie : that he had been the Author and Contriver of the un- 

" natural, cruel, and bloody Wars ; and was therein guilty of 

" all the Treaibns, Murthers, Rapines, Burnings, and Spoils, 

" Defolations, Damage, and Mifchief to the Nation, which 

" had been cpmmitted in the faid War, or been occafion'd 

*' thereby ; and that he was therefore impeached for the faid 

•^ Treafons and Crimes, on the behalf of the People of Eng" 

" Umd^ as a Tyrant, Traytor, and Murtherer, and a publtck 

" implacable Enemy to the Common-wealth of England, And 

it was prayed, ^' that he might be put to Anfwer to all the 

"particulars, to the end that fuch an Examination, Trial, and 

"judgement, might be had thereupon, as (hould be agree- 

" able to Juftice. 

Which being read, their Prefident Bradfhaw^ after ht^^stp^ifii 
had infolently reprehended the King "for not having (hew'd 'i'/'i'f*^ 
"morerefpeft to that High Tribunal, told him, "that the'-^*''^"^' 
"Parliament of£fl({£2ff</ had appointed that Court to try him 
"for the feveral Treafons, and Mifdemeanours, which he had 
" committed againft the Kingdom during the evil Admini- 
" ftration of his Government ^ and that, upon the Examina- 
"tion thereof, luftice might be done. And, after a great fawci- 
nefs and impudence of talk, he asked the King, " wl;uit Anfwer 
" he bad t9 iqake to that Impeachment. Trs 
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The King, without any alteration in his Countenance bj 
all that infoleot provocation^ told them, '^ be would firft koof 
<' of them , by what Authority they prefunied by force to 
'< bring him before them, and who gave them power to ju(|^ 
*^of his Adions, for which he was accountable to none h 
^^ God i though they had been always fuch as he need notbc 
*^ afliamed to own them before all the world. He told tfaem, 
*^ that He was their King , They his SubjeAs ; who owed 
*^ him Duty and Obedience; that no Parliament had Autho- 
^' rity to call him before them ; but that They were not iht 
<^ Parliament, nor had anjf Authority from the Parliament to 
'^ fit in that manner : That of all the Perfoos who fate there, 
'^ and took upon them to iudge him, except thole PerfonB 
^^ who being Officers of the Army he could not but Jbnow 
'^ whilft he was forced to be amongft them, there were only 
^^ two Faces which he had ever feen before, or whofe names 
'^ were known to him. And, after urging ^' their Duty^that 
^^ was due to him, and his Superiority over them, by fuch live- 
ly Reafons, and Arguments , as were not capable of any 
Anfwer. he concluded, '^ that he would not fo much betray 
*^ himielf, and his Royal Dignity, as to Anfwer any thing they 
'^ objeded againft him , which were to acknowledge theii 
" Authority ; though he believ'd that cverv one of Them- 
^' (elves, as well as the Spedators, did, in tneir own ConTd- 
'^ ences>abfolve him from all the Material things which were 
'^ objeAed againft him. 

Bradshaw advifed him, in a very arrogant manner, ^^ 
'^co deceive himfelf with an opinion that any thing he had 
'^faid would do him any good : that the Parliament kaew 
'^ their own Authority, and would not fufier it to be called io 
^^queftion or debated: therefore required him, ^^ to chink bet- 
^^ ter of it, againft he fiiouldbe next brought thither, and dut 
^' he would Anfwer dire£tly to his Charge ; otherwife, he 
^' could not be fo ignorant, as not to know what Judgement 
*' the Law pronounced againft thde who flood Mute, and ob- 
^' ftinately refufed to plead. So the Guard carried his Ma/efty 
back to S^ James's ^ where they treated him as before. 
T>istiitl>snc§ There was an accident happen'd that firft day, which 
%mth$cm»rt may be fit to be remembered. When all thofe who were 
FaiSaxfi Commiffioners had taken their places , ^d the King was 
omerMCi ' bfought in, the firft ceremony was, to read their Comnut 
m/#. fion i which was the Ordinance of Parliament for the Trial j 
and then the Judges were all called, everv Man anfweringto 
bis name as he was called, and the Prefident being firft caSed 
and making Anfwer, the next who was called being the Ge- 
nial, Lord Fskfaxj and no Anfwer being made, the Officer 
caikd him the lecond tim^ when there was a voice heard 
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that Gtid, " he had more Wit than to be.there ; which pQt the 
Com into fome diforder, and foroe body asking, who it was, 
there was no other Amwer but a lictle murmuriog. But, 
prefendy, when the Inapeachment was read, and thatexpreffion 
ufed^of ^^ All the good People of EmgUwJ, the fame voice 
in a louder ton^ Amwer'd, ^^ No, nor che hundrodth part of 
^'tbem : upon whicb^ one of the Officers bid the Soldiers 
give fire into that Box whence thofe prefijmptuous words were 
utter'd. But it was ouickly difcern'd that it was the General's 
Wife, the Lady Psffax^ who had utter'd both thoie (harp 
fayiogs j who was prefently perfwadcd or forced to leave the 
place, to prevent aay new dilbrder. She was of a very noble 
Extradton, one of the Daughters and Heirs of H^r^ce Lord 
Fereof Ttlhtry ^ who, having been bred in HolUndj had not 
rhac reverence for the Cborch of EMgland^ as fhe ou£ht to 
have had, and fo had unhappily concurr'd in her Humnd's 
eotring into Rebellion, never imagining what roifery it would 
bring upon the Kingdom $ and now abhorr'd the work in hand * 
as much as any Body could do, and did all (he could to hin^- 
der her Husband from adting any part in it. Kor did he ever 
fie io that bloody Court, though he was throughout over- 
witted by Cromwell^ and made a property to bring that topaits 
which could very hardly have been other wife efieded. 

As there was in many Perfons prefentatthat v^oeful Spe- 
dacle a real Duty and Compaffion for the King, fo there was 
in others fo barbarous and brutal a behaviour towards him, 
that they calle4 him Tyrant, and Murcherer ; and one fpit in 
his Face; which his Majefty, withoutexprei£ng any trouble, 
wiped off* with his Handkerchief. 

The two Men who were only known to the King before ^r H.Mild. 
theTroubles^ were S^ Harry MiUnun^ Mafter of the King's"?/*!^ ^' 
Jewel Houfe, who had been bred up in the Court, being J°J,",^";. 
younger Brother of agood Family in Ejfixy and who bad \xitTn,m%V9rim 
profecuted w ith fo great Favours and &>UQties by King James yth» k^ % 
*nd by his Majefty, that he was raifed by them to a great §**^^^'' 
Eftare,tndpreferr'dtoihatOflBccinhis Houfe, which is xh^th^Z^'f 
heft (mder tliofe which entitle the Officers to be of the privy 
Council. Ho Man more obfequious to the Court than He, 
whilftit flourilh'd; a great flatterer of all Perfons in Autho- 
nth, and a Spy in all places for them. From the beginning 
^[the Parliament, he concurr'd with thofe who were moft 
violent againft the Court, and moft like to prevail againftit ; 
^d beii^ thereupon branded with ingratitude, as that brand 
commonly makes Men moft impudent, he continued his de- 
sperate pace with them, till he became one of the Murtherers 
o^his Mdler. The other was S' JohnDanverSj theybunger 
Brother and Heir of the Earl oiDanbyy who was a Gentleman 

of 
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of the Privy Chamber to the King, and beii^ neglcded by 
his Brother, and having, by a vain Expence in bib way o( 
living, contrafied a vaft debt, which he knew not how to 
pay, and being a proud formal weak Man. between bein; 
(educed and a Seducer, became fo fiur involv d in their Couo* 
fels that he fufier'd himfelf to be applied to their worft Of- 
fices, taking it to be a high honour to fit upon the fame Beoch 
with Crmtwelly who employed and contemned him at ooce: 
nor did that Party of Miicreants, look upon any two Men io 
the Kingdom with thatfcorn and deteftation as they did opoo 
Dawvers and Mildmay, 
usmm»j The feveral unheard of infolencies which this ezoeltcnt 
f^*n •'^^^ Prince was forced to fubmit to , at the other times ftevas 
J^f^^'^^^'Jl' brought before that odious Judicatory, his Majeffick bcbavi- 
'^V ^^^ ^^j,^ ^„j refolute infiftin^ upon his own dignity, and defeod- 
ing it by manifeft Authorities in the Law, as well asbythe 
cleareft dedudtions from Reafon, the pronouncing that bom- 
ble fentence upon the moft innocent Perfon in the world, the 
Execution of that Sentence by the moft execrable Marthcr 
that was ever committed fincethat of our Blefled Saviour; 
and the circumftances thereof; the Application and Interpo* 
fition that was ufed by fome noble Perfons to prevent that woe- 
ful Murther, and the hvpocrify with which that interpoGtioa 
was eluded, the Saint-like behaviour of that Blefl&l Martyr, 
and his Chriftian courage and patience at his death, are allpr- 
ticulars fo well known, and have been fo much enlarged upon 
in a Treatife peculiarly writ to that purpofe, that the farther 
mentioning it in this place would but afflifi: and erieve die 
Reader, and make the Relation it felf odious as Well asneed- 
lefs; and therefore nomoreihail be faidhere of thatde[dor- 
able Tragedy, fo much to the difhonour of the Nation, aod 
the Religion profieiledby it, though undefervedly. 
Uk chdTs- B u T it will not be unnecefBury to add a (hort Charaflerof 
*^- his Perfon , that Pofterity may know the ineftimable loli 

which the Nation then underwent, in being deprhr'd of a 
Prince whofe example would have had a greater iimuei]ceu{XM) 
the manners, and piety of the Nation^ than the moft ibid 
Laws can have. To fpeak firft of his prh^ate QuaHficatiops 
as a Man, l)eforethe mention of his Princely and Royal Vir- 
tues j He was, if ever any, the moft worthy of the title of aft 
flit jujHee Honeft Man ; fo great a lover of Juftice, diat no temptation 
^nd yurej. could difpofe' him to a wrongful AAion , except it waft) 
difguifed to him that he beHev'd it to be juft. F^ had ateo- 
dernefs and compaffion of Nature, which reftrain'd himftom 
ever doing a hard-hearted thing: and therefore he was foapt 
to grant pardon to Malefadors, that the Judges of the Land 
reprefented to him the damage and inffcority to the PobUcki 
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that flowed from fuch his Indulgence. And thep he reftrain'd 
himfcli from pardoning either Murthers, or High Way Rob- 
beries, and quickly dScern'd the fruits of his ^verity by a 
wonderful Reformation of thoie Enormities. He was. very hu Drooti- 
punctual and regular in his Devotions ; he was never Known m «w\e. 
CO eater upon his Recreations or Sports, though, never lb ear- ^'S'*^- 
ly in the Morning, before he had been ac PublickPrijers; 
fo that on Hunting days his Chaplaios were bound Xo a very 
early Attendance. He was like wife very ftri^ in obferving 
the hours of his private Cabinet. Devotion'j; ahd wasfofe- 
vere an exador of gravity and reverence in all mention of Reli- 
gion, that be could neverendure any light or prophane word, - 
with what fliarpnefs of Wit foever it was cover'd : and though 
he was well {^leafed, and delighted with reading Vetfe$ maoe 
upon any occafion, no Man durftbrin^ before him any thing 
that wa3 prophane or unclean. Thaclind of Wit had never 
any Gouhtenance then. He was fo great an Example of Conju- ok Cm/m^^/ 
gal Afie^ion, that they who did not imkate him in that par- chsjiiiy, 
ticular, durftnot brag of their Liberty : and he did not only 
permit, but dired his Bifhops, to proTecute thole fcandalous 
Vices^ in the Ecclefiaftkal Courts, againft Perfons of eminence, 
and near Relation to his Service. 

His Kipgly Virtues had fpme Qiixture and allay, that bin* 
died them from Ihining in full Luftre, and from producing 
tho(e Fruits they Ihould have been attended with, rfe was^^^^^^,, 
not in his Nature very bountiful,, though he gave very much, vtry ttunti* 
This appear'd more after the Duke of Buckingham's death, af-M 
ter 5Rf hicb thofe ihowres fell very rarely ; and he pau(ed too 
long in giving, which made thofe to whom he gave, lefs (en- 
fible of the boiefit. He kept ftate to the full, whiph made k* kfftSut§ 
his Court very orderly j no Manprefuming to beieen. in zinbHOi^i', 
place where he had no pretence to be. Hefaw, and obferv'd 
Men long, be/bre he received them about his Ferfon ; and did 
not love Strangers, nor very confident Men. He was a patient patient «» 
bearer of Caufes i which he frequent! v accuftom'd himfelf to*«^"«i 
at the Council Bk>ard ^ and judged very well, and w;as dextrous ^^^'* 
in the mediating part : (9 that he often put an end to Cauf^s 
by perfwafion, which theftubborhefsofMens humoui-s made 
dilatory in Courts of Juftice. , i; : ' .: ., 

He was very fearlefs in his ]f^er(bn ; but, tn bis riper years, ftAtiifi. not 
not very Enterprifing. He had an excdleat undi?rftanding,£«*7"/'^ 
but was notxonfidcnt enough of it i whkh naade hirp.oiften^^^^^^^^^^^ 
times change his own opinion for awprfe, ana follow f^e ad- i^hk ^ml" 
vice of Men that did not judge fo well as himfelf. This ma<^;w^ravc/>.s 
him more irrefolutetdantfaeconjiinAureofhis AfTairs would 
admit; if Ife had been of a rougher and more imperious 
I^ature* he would have fouad morerefped and Duty. And 
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his not dpplyios fome feverc cures to approaching Evils, pro- 
ceeded from the Lenity of his Nature, and the tenderncls o^ 
his Confcience , which, ina)lcircsofBlood,madehiinchoQl^ 
the fofterway, and not hearken ro feverc Counfels, how w- 
fonably foever urged. This only teftrain'd him from puife- 
ing his advantage in the 6rfl: j^r^r^ Expedition, wheo^k- 
masly fi)eaking, he might have reduced that Nation totk 
rnoff entire obedience that could have been wiflied* But oo 
Man can Tay he had then many who advifcd him to itj ba: 
the contrary, by a wonderful indifpofition all his Couodihad 
uvtref ifceto thc War, or any other Fatigue. He was always a great 
scotifli N4^ Lover of the Scotifb Nation, having not only been bora tbere, 
«!#». butcducaa'd by that People, aodbefiegea byAcmdwsys, 

having fe\A^ E^glifh about him ti)] he was King; and the ma- 
joi number of his Servants being ilill of that NatioO) who be 
thought could never fail him. And among thefe, no Man 
had (bch an Alcendent over hini, by the bumbieil iofimiaid- 
ons, as Duke Hambim had. 
^hhTt*d A s he excelled in all other Virtues, fo in Temperance he 
iDekducbiri was fo Arid, that he abhorr'd all Debauchery to that degree, 
that, at a great Feftival Solemnity, where he once was, when 
very many of the Nobility of the EMgliJb and Scefs were en- 
tertained, being told by one who withdrew from thence, what 
vaft draughts of Wine they drank, and ^ that there was ooe 
'^ Earl, who had drank moft of the reftdown,and was not him- 
"felf moved or alter'd, the Kingfaid, " that he deferv'dtobe 
^'hanged; and that Earl comtogthortly after into the Room 
where his Majefly was> in fome gajety^ to Chew how nohurt 
he was from that Battle, the King (ent one to bid him with- 
draw from his Majefty's Prefence j nor did he in Ibme dajs 
after appear before him. 

So many miraculous Circumftances contributed to his 
Ruine, that Men might well think that Heaven and Earth 
confoired it. Though he was, from the firft DecIenfioDof 
his Power," fo much betrayed by his own Servants, that cbeie 
were very few who remain'd faithful to him, yet that Trea- 
chery proceeded not always from any Treafonable porpofc to 
do Him any harm, but from particular, andperfbnalAnimo- 
fities againft other Men. And, afterwards, the terror aU Men 
were under of the Parliament, and the guilt they were con- 
fcious of themfelves, made them watch all opporr unities to 
make themfelves gracious to thofe who could do them good; 
and fo they became fpies upon their Mafler, and from one 
piece of knavery were harden'd and confirmed to undei^e 
another ; till at lafl they had no hope of prelervation but bj 
the Deftrudion of their Matter. And after all this, when a 
Man might reafooably Relieve chat lefs than a univerfalD^ 
a fcftiofl 
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fc&ion of three Nations, could not have reduced a greit King 
to fo ugly a fate, ic is moft certain, chac, in that very hour 
when he was thus wickedly Murcher'd in the fight of the Sun, 
he had as great a (hare in the Hearts and Afiedtions of his Sub- Tuin,'d hy 
jedb in general, was as much bciov'd, etteem'd, and longed '»'*^<«^;>^' 
for by the People in general of the three Nations, as any of'^'^r*^ 
his Predeceflbrs had ever been. To conclude^ Ho was thcJ^|J,"^^'2 
wortfaieft Gentleman, the beft Mafter, the beft Friend, lh&rhtSum«f 
beft Hasband, the bell Father, and the heft Chriftian, ^%thuChAr»- 
the Age in which he liv'd produced. And if he were not the ^*''- 
greareftKing, if he were without ibme Pares and Qualities- 
which have made fome Kings great and happy, no other* 
Prince was ever unhappy who was poflefled of half hts Virtues 
and Endowments, and k> much without any kind of Vice. 

This unparaUeFd Murther and Parricide was committed 
upon the thirtieth ofjmuuiry^ in the Year, according to the 
Account ttfed in Efiglandy i6^y in the forty and ninth year 
of his Age, and when he had fuch eircellent health, and fo 
great Vigour of Body, that when his Murcherers caufed him 
to be open'd ( which they did ; and were fome of them pre- 
fent at it with great curiofity ) they confeffed, aiid declared, 
^' that no Man had ever all his vital parts fo perfed andun- 
^< hurt: and. that he feem'd to be of fo admirable u compofi- 
*'tion and conftitution, that he would probably have liv das 
^' long as nature could fubfift. His Body was immediately h« VumnL 
carried into a Room at fPhtte^HMll^ where he was expend for . 
many days to the publick view, that all Men might know that 
he «^as not alive. And he was then imfealm'd, and put into a • 
Ck>ffin, and fo carried to S^ James's ^ where he likewife re- 
main'd feveral days. Thev who were qualified to order his 
Funeral, declareJ, ^^thathe fliould be buried at H^dfirin a 
*♦ decent manner, provided that the whole Expence fliould 
^ noteiceed five hundred pounds. The Dufce of BkJbfnondy 
the Marottls of Hirtfhrd, the Earls of Sauthtmftmt and Lmifij^ 
who baa been of his Bed-Chamber^ and always very faithral* 
to him, defired thofe thatgovwaM, ^^ that they might have- 
^^ Jeave to perform the laft duty to their dead Mafter^ and to 
^* wait upon him to his Grave \ which, after fomepaufcs, they 
were permitted to do, with this, ^^ that they fiiould not attend 
" the Corps out of the Town ; fince they refolv'd it Chould be 
" privately carried to Whdfir without Pomp or noife, and 
" then Aey fhould have timely notice, that if they plcafed, 
*• they might be at his interment. And accordingly it was 
committed to four of thofe Servants, who had been by them 
appointed to wait upon him during his Imprifonment, that 
rhey fliould convey the Body to Wndfir^ which they did. 
Ana it wasj that Night, placed in that Chamber which had

ufually been his Bed>Cbamber : the next Morning, itmsca- 
ried into the great Hall i where it remain'd till the Ladr 
came; who arriv'd there in the Afternoon, and immediasj 
went to Colonel l0Mtcbco$y the Governour of the Caftle, iil 
Ihew'd the Order they had fiom the Parliament tobepreh 
at the Burial ; which he admitted \ but when they defired tlz 
his Majefty might be Buried according to the Form of tlie 
Common-Prayer Book, the Bi(hop of JLondom being prefent 
with the,m to Officiate, he poficively and roughly refufed to 
cxsofentcoit ; and (aid, ^^ it was not Lawful j that die Cois- 
^* mon*Prayer Book was put down, and he would nocMer 
^^it to be ufed in that Garrifon where He Comiriandedj nor 
could all the Reafbns, Perfwafions , and Entreaties , ^mi 
with him to fufier it. Then they went into the ClWdi, to 
flEuJce choice of a place for Burial. But when they eotei'dioto 
ir, which they had been fo well acquainted with, they found 
it fe alter'd and transformed, all Inlcriptiops, and thofelaod- 
Marks pulled down, by which all Men knew every particular 
place in That Church, and fuch a difmal mutatioB over tlie 
whole, that they knew not where they were : nor was there 
one old Officer that had belonged to it, or knew where oor 
Princes had ufed to be interr 'd . At laft there was a Fellow of 
the Town who undertook to tell them the place, where, be 
faid, '^ there was a Vault, in which King Harry theEigbtii 
*' and Qieen Jam Seymour were interred. As near that place 
as could conveniently be, they caufed the Grave. tatse made. 
There the King's Body was laid without any words, orotber 
Ceremonies than the tears and fighs of the few hehoIdersUpofl 
the Coffin was a plate of Silver fixt with thefe words odIj, 
Kmg Chmtles 1^48. When the Coffin was put in, theblai 
Velvet PtiU that had cover'd it was thrown over it, and theo 
the Easth tbrqwn in ; which the Governour flayed to fee p 
fsSAy done, and then took the Keys of the Church. 

I UAVB been the longer, and the more particular in this 
rdation, dbat I mav from thence take occafion to mentjoo 
wliax. fell out long after, an4^ which adminifter'd aSubjeftof 
much diicoUrfe ; in which, according to thefeveral honxxu' 
and fancies of Men, they who were in neareft Credit a»i 
Tnift about the King, underwent many very fevere Cenfuies 
and Reproaches, not without refledion upon the King hinii^ 
Upon the Return of King chdries the Second with ib mucli 
Congratulation, and univerfal Joy of the People, above ten 
Years after the Murther of his Father, it was geoerally ^' 
peAed that the Body Ihould be remov'd from that obfcure 
Burial, and, with fuch Ceremony as fliould be thought fit, 
(houid be folemnly depofited with his Royal Anceftors i0 
King Harry the Seventh's Chapel in the Collegiate Church of

)uc, by degrees, the difcourfe of it was dimiotflied, ta if it 

vtte totally laid afide upon fofne reaibns of State, tbeground 

KThereof feveral Men guefl&d at aooordifig to their fancied, 

ind therenpon caft thofe Reproaches upon the State9*inen as 

they thought reafbnabie, when the reaJbos which were fttg<^ 

geded by their own imaginations, did not fatiirfy their imdeN 

landing. For the facis&dton and information of all Meiii, I 

choofe in this place to explain chat matter ; which, ic may bt^ 

is not known to many ; atid at that time Was not, for many 

reafons, thought fit to be publiifaed.

quiries, found no Caufe to beHeve that they wese near the 

place : Andy upon their giving this Account: co the King, the 

thought of that remove was laid afide; and the veafixi com<- 

n^umcaiced to very few, for the better ducountenaneMig^ farther 

Enqulty. 

Though this wicked and abominable Adioh had to a 
degree fatisfied their Malice, it had not enough provided. for 
tbeir Ambition or Security. They had tiafoooer freed them- 
felves from one, than another King was grown up in his place. 
And beGdes the old Roy^ Party, Which cominoed ftill'vi- 
E^tous, notwithftanding their lofsof fo much Blood, and 
(which weakens alfhoft asdiuch) ofio great Eftates, they 
m apprehend that there were in the vafi number of die guilty 
( who quiedf looked on ufion tl^e rembval^ of the old, whom

The Cuftody of this Great Seal was com- 
mitted to three Lawvers, whereof one had (ate among the

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their Service.^ All things feeing nowin this good Order^ they* 
foAtfor efaeir Judges, to agree upon the formality and circutn*- 
ftatites of Prooeediogs. For ic was declared by the Parlla-i 
ment, '^ that ttey were fully refolv'd to fnaiotaio, and ufH 
^^hold theFundamentat Laws of the Nation, in order to the. 
^^preferratioo of the Lives, Property, and Liberty of the Peo- 
^^(rie, Dotwithftandtng ail the alterations made in the Govern^ 
" raent for the good of the People : And the Writs were no 
nx>re to run in the King's Nacte, as they had always done, 
but the >f aibe.

aAd'aflbon as thifidifinal Murther was over, that EmbalJ^doU) 
who had always a great malignity towards the lUag, bought is 
many PiAures, and other precious Good« appertaining to die 
Gro^K^n, as, being fent in Ships to the Coruima in Sfokf^ were 
carried from thence to MsdrU npon eighteen Nkiieti. cir^M 
Qufenof Stueden purcbafed the choice of aU the Mtedals, and 
Jewels, ^dfomePiAnres g€ a great price, and receiy'ddie 
Parliament's Agent with great Joy, atxi Pomp^ add made an 
Alliance with them. The Arch^ Duke Z.tf0^/f^, who w^Go- 
vernour of Flmtders , disburfed a great Sum of Albaey for 
, many of the btfft Pidhires, which adorn'd the fevera} Palaces 
of the King;' which were all brought to htm to BrmfflU^ txA 
from thence Cstrried by him into Germm^. In this manner 
did the Neighbour Princes joyn to aflift Cr^mmM with very 
great Sums-oP Money, whereby he was enabled to^ofecate, 
, . and fiaiOi his wicked Vidlory over what yet remainli uncoo- 

Suer'd, and to e^ctinguifh Monarchy in this renown'd King- 
ora ', whilft they enrfch'd and adorn'd themfelves with tbe 
Ruins and Spoils of the furviving Heir, without apply ti^ any 
pa/t thereof to his Relief, in the greateft neceffities which 
ever King was fubjcfl: to. And that which is ftranger than all 
this ( fince rtioft Men, " by recovering their Fortunes, ufe to 
recover rtioft of what they were before rbbb'd of, many who 
joyn'd in the Robbery pretending that they took care to pie. 
ferve itfbr the truep#ner) hot one of all thefc Ptiaccs ever 
reftoi'ed any of their unlawfiil purchafes to the King, after his 
blefled Reftoration. 

Whilst thefe perfidious wretches had their hands ftiil 
keeking in the precious Blood of their Soveraigi*, tfeiey were 
put upon a new piece of Butchery, as neceflary to the EftabKfh- 
ment of their new Tyranny. The KiAg was no fooner dead, 
but they dc^Iaredi as hath H^en ftid, <*that from this Cfine 
** England ihould be govem'd as a- Common- wealth by rAe 
^^Parliamentj that is, by ths^t handful of Men, who by their 
Wifdom and Power had wrought this Wondemd alteration. 
And becaufe the number of thofe appear'd very foiall, and 
the number of thofe they had excluded was as Vifible, they 
made an Order and Declaration, "that as many <^ the Mem- 
**bera who had been excluded, as would under their hands 
•* approve all that had been done during the'dme they were 
** excluded, fhould return to their Seats in the Houfe without 
" any prejudice for the future. Hereupon divers went again 
into the Houfe^ -fttisfying themfeives that they were not 

•- * guilty 
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guilty of tile Iimocear Ro]»l Blood that had btenfjfiki «iid 
io their number increafed. They had made a ii«w Great Seal^ 
as hath been faid, and called the Commiffioiiersy who were 
entrofted with the keeping thereof, TheKftfift if the UUr* 
ties of Bugkntd And the Court of King^s Bench they called ' 
the U^pir Btncb^ and appointed certain Perfons to confider 
of fuch alterations as were neceifitry to be made in the Laws 
of B»iiamd^ io regard of fo important a mutation. That they' 
might have fome obligation of Obedience froiD their Subjefis 
for die future, who had broken ali the fonneii Oaths wnich «^» Odtk 
they had taken, a new Oath was prepared and e(hiMt(lied,^^^^'^ 
which they called an EKgagmim^ the form ^Thereof ^88.^',^^, 
that every Mm fliould fwear, ^that he woukt be true and 
^^ faithful to the Government eftabliflied without King or ' 
^^Houfeof Peers c and whomever refuted to take that En- 
gagement ifaouid be incapable of holding any Place, oi Office 
in ChurGbor- State. The neceflity of taking which Oath did 
not only exciad&all of the Royal Party, but freed them from 
very OKtoy who had Officer in Church and State, who, being 
of the Presbyterian Party , durft not facrifice their beloved 
Covenant to this new Engagefnent. And fo they filled many 
confiderdble Places both in the one, and the other, with Men 
throughly prefjaped for their Service. But before they cooid 
model and: finiih ati this, and whilft it was preparing, they 
had, in vfeverAi parts of tJie Kingdom, terrified tj^e reopie 
with Bkxid-^ftacles^ In the executing many of the Perfon* . 
who had been taken. And that ail hopes and pretences might 
be taken away «from their Subjefts, the Peers of Enghmd^ that 
they (houki hereafter have any thing to do In declaring what 
the fundamental Laws of the Land were, a new High Court 
of Jufttce was appointed to fit for the Trial of Duke Hmnil- ^ ""T^* 
*«», the Earl of HeUandy the Earl of Kommh, the Lord Caf^hfiTipl^ 
and another Gefatieroan, one S^JohnOwm (who, haViDg^„rf^^4; 
been heretofore a Colonel in the Ring's Army, had, in a'late Tn^h brf^rs 
Infufreftton in tfaUs , killed the High Sheriff) that they '^«*- 
^ighc fee there Ihould hereafter be no more diiftindion of 
Quality in Trials for Life, but that thegreateft Lord and the 
Commoners fhodld un^iergo the fame Judicatory, and form 
of Trial. N<lr could it be thought uiireafonable, that all the 
Creations* of the Crown (hould be determin'd by that jurit 
<iiftion to-wWch the Crown it felf had been fubjeded. 

lyxjK'S Hafmlf09f could not well be thought other than z7>uk»Ha^ 
Prifoner of War, and fo not liable to a Trial for his Life, mi^on firfi 
He had attempted to make an Efcape; in which he had fo'*'^^*** 
Well fiicceeded, that he was out of his Enemies bands full 
three days-; but, being impatient to be at a greater diflance 
from them, be was apprehended as he was^ takings Horfe in 

SoutbvMnrk'^ 
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Souihuimfk ^ dod carried Priibner into the Tower ; from wbeooe 
be- was brought, with the otherB^ before that High Court of 
Juftice. He infifted upon <' the Right and Privil^e of the 
^' Kiogdom of Scotland \ that it had not the leaft Dependeocc 
^^ upon the Kingdom of EMgland^ but was entirely Gover&'d 
'^by its own Laws : that He, being a Subjed of that King- 
^^dom, was bound to obey the Commands thereof^ and the 
^ Parliament of that Kingdom having thought it tieoedfllary to 
^ raife an Army for the relief of their King, and conftitueed 
^^ Him General of that Army, it was not lawful for htm to 
^^refofe the Command therecrf*; and whatever misfortune he 
^' had undefgone with it, he could not be underftood to be 
^^ liable to any puniAiment but what a Prifoner of yfhr W2S 
^^boimd to undergo. He was told, ^^that the Rigbrs and 
^* Laws of the Kingdom of Scotland were not called in Qie- 
'^ ilioD, nor could be violated by Their proceedings ag^uA 
'^ Him, who was a Subjed ofEfigland ; againil which Ik was 
'^charged with Rebellion and Treafon : that they <Ud not 
^^ proceed againft him as Duke Hamb$n of Scotlimi^ but as 

^j»^'*'^^'"Earlof Ctfwiri^?* ^ E»glandy and they would judge htm 
•/HoUaod. cc ^j fy^,, ^jj^ £j^i Qf lioHamd was not at that time in a good 

dlfpofitiott of Health, and fo Anfwer'd litde, as a Man that 

would rather receive his life by their favour, than from the 

TWffWr/ tf ftfcngth of his defence. The Earl of Norwich behaved Wm- 

Norwich. |^j£ ^|j.}j gj.gj^j. ftibnjiffion to the Court, and with all thofe 

Addre(fes as were moft like to reconcile his Jadgts Co him, 
and to prevail over their Afieftioos : rpt)ke of ^^ bis beii^ 
'^bred up in the Court , froip his Cradle , in the thoe <x 
^^ Queen B/iza6e$h^ of his having been a Servant to King 
^^Jmnes all his Reign ^. of his dopendenoe upon Prince Hfrr^^ 
' '^ afterwards, upon the late King ; of the obligations he had 
^* to the Crown, and of bis End^vours to ferve it ; and con- 
cluded as a Man that would be beholding to them if they 
would give him leave to live. 
Spel ^^^ ^^^ Of/If/ appeared undaunted, and utterly tefafed 

^ ' to fubmit to their jurifdidion ; ^^ that in the condition and 
^^ capacity of a Soldier and a Prifoner of War, he faid, the 
^^ Lawyers and Gown- men had nothing to do with hia^ and 
'* therefore he would not Anfwer to any thii^ which tloey 
^^ had faid againft him ( Steel having treated him with great 
rudenefsand infolencej but infifted upon ^^the Law of Na- 
^Vtions, which exempted all Prifoners, though fubmittiiig to 
** Mercy, from death, if it was not infUded within fo many 
*^ days J which were long fince expired. He urged " the De^ 
^' claration which Fairfax the General had made to Him^ and 
•* the reft of the Prifoners, after the death of S' Cbarhs Lmcas 
' ^*nd Sr Q$^rg9 Li/le^ that no other of their Lives ibQoki be 
. . ^*in 
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'< in dai^er, which he bad Witoefles ready to prove, if diey 
''might be admiceed i* and concluded, ^^ that, if be had com- 
^^micced aoy Offeace worthy of death, he might be tried by 
'^hk Peers; which waa his Right by theLaw«<rfthe lojod^ 
*hhe benefit whereof b? required. Ireiom, who was prefent, 
and fate as one of hisjadgos, denied '^ chat the General had 
"made any iiich promife , and if he had, rhac (he Parlia^ 
"menc's Authority could not be refirain'd thereby; and put 
him in mind of his Carriage ac that time, and how much he 
oegleded then the General's civility. The other infixed ftill 
ondiepromife; and urged '^ (bat cheiGeneral might be fenc 
"for, and examined j which tbcy icnew not how to deny, 
bur, in r^rd of hisindifpoliuoji of Health, they faid '* they 
^^ would told to him, whilft they proceeded againft S' Joim 
"Ow», who was the other- Frifoner. 

He Anfwer'd them without any applicadbo, ^^thathewaS5y.jQl„^ 
"apiaio Geotleman of ^/p^, who had been always taught owcn. 
"coobey theKit^; that he had ferv'd htm honeftiy during 
^' die War, and fading afterwards that many honeft Meoen* 
" deavour'd to raife Forces, whereby they might get him 
"out of Prifon, He did the likes ^^ theHigh Sheriff en- 
" deavour'd to oppofe him, and fo chanced to be kill'd ; which 
" he might have avoided if he had ft^ at home : and con* 
eluded like a Man that did not much are what they refolv'd 
concerning htm. 

Whether the Qittftioo was well ftated to FairfaXyOr 
what was eUe faid to mm to diflTwade him from owning his 
Declaration and proroife, he boggled lb much in his An^er, 
that they would be of opinioOi '^ that he had not made fuch 
^ direft and poGtive promife ; and that the fame was never 
^' tranfoii^ed to the Parliament ; which it ought to have been ; 
^^ and that, ac Qpoft, it could but exempt tbofe Prifpners from 
^* beine tried before a Court, or Council of War, and could 
^'not be undzrftood as an obligation upon the Parliament, 
*^ not to give direftion to fuch a legal Proceeding againft 
^^tfaem, as theyOiould find.neceflary for the Peace, and 
"Safety of the kingdom. The Prefident BraJJbaw told the 
Lord Capely with many infolent expreffions, ^' that he was 
" tried before fuch Judges as the Parlfameot thought fit to 
"affignhim; and who had judged a better Man than himfelf. 
^ the Sentence of deadii was pronounced againft all five oSMpv^^ 
them, " that they Ihould lofe their heads ; upon which S' Jpim^Mdemttd, 
Oven made alow reverence, and gave them humble thanks, 
^ being asked by a Stander by, *^ what he meant ? he faid 
aloud, ^^ it was a very great honour to a poor Gentleman of 
^IFalis to lofe his .head with fuch noble Lords ; and fwore a 
great Oath, ^ that he was afraid they would have hapged him. 

Ths 
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Tub Prtfeners were all carried to S> jF^iar/s ^ where th^ 
were to remain till their Eatecueaoo two days a&er ; whki 
time their Friends, and Relations^ bad to endeawHir to pre- 
ferve their lives by the Power and Aodiority of the Par£a- 
ment ; where there were fi> maoy fictiag who had not . iateiD 
judgertiem upon them, and who were of feveral AEbStioaSy 
and liable to feveral teiXMptatioos^ that there mig^t be aredbo- 
able hope to refcue them from the cmd and unjoft Juc^ement. 
Their Wives, andChildien, andFrioids, left noway untried 
to prevail j ofier'd, and gave Money to (ome who were wU- 
ling to receive it, and miuie promifes accordingly. * But cbey 
who had the greaceft credit, and moft power to-terrtfy others 
who Qioiild difplej^ them , were inexorable; yet dealt fo 
much more boneftiy than the reft, that th^ deoared 60 rte 
Ladies, who foUiciced for their Husbands and tfaeir Fatlierf , 
^' that they would not endeavour to do them Service. Irttou^ 
above all Men, continued bis infolent and dogged ha- 
monr, an^toki them, <'if Ha had credit, diey (faoukl all dye. 
Others , who gave better Words, had no. better Meaning 
than he. ■ 

All their Petitions were -read in order, being penn'd in 
fuch Styles as the Friends, who (bllidced for them, were ad- 
vifed. Duke Hami&am's Petition being read, many, upon die 
motives of Juftice, and as they imagined his death might be 
the occafion of new Troubles between the two Nations, finoe 
Scottrntd eonld not but reienft tt^ would havee been wilting 
he Oiould live. But be had fewer Friends-to his Perfea than 
any of the reft^ and 0§mM kxiew weJl that hia being oat 
of the way would notbeutiaGOepcat>le to them upoa whom 
the Peace of that Kft^om depended: fo that when his Pe- 
tition was read, it was rejedbed by yery much the Major part 
of Voices. The confideration of the Earl of ABami cook op 
a long Debate; the intereft and htterpoficion of the EarlcSf 
9Farmkk, his Brother, was apply'd ^ and every Presby teiiaa, 
to a Man, wasfdlicitous tp prefei^e him. Theyurgi^l ^'his 
*' merit towards the Parliament in the beginning of the Trou- 
^^bles ; how much he hadfuderM in the Courcfor his A^- 
^diontothem : his Age, and Infirmities, which would not 
^^(iiflfer him long to enjoy that Life tbey'&oiild givehim : 
^' and the confideration of his Wife, and Children, which 
*^ were numerous. But theTe Aigan^nts ftirr'dup others, m 
inveigh againft his backfltdings with the more bittemefs-, and 
to undervalue the Services.he had ever done; to tax his Va- 
nities, and his breach of Faiths When the Queftioii was pot 
concerning him, they who were for theNegitive) exceeded 
the number of the other by three or four Votes ; Ommwi 
having more than «i ordinary* Animoiity againft bim> (ox his 

behaviour 
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behjtviour in the beginning of the Summer , and for (bme 
words of negled and concempc be had let t^li concerning 
hfmfelf. The Earl of Nwwkb came next upon the Stage j 
who having always liy'd a chearful and jovial Life, without 
contrading many Enemies, had many there who wlQi'd him 
well, and few who had Animofity againft him ; (o that when 
the Queftipn wits put concerning him, the Houfe was equally 
dividec) , the Votes which rejeoed his Petition, and tholo 
which would preferve his Life, were equal : fo that his Life 
or Death depended upon thcfingle Vote of the Speaker ^ who 
told the fioni^ '^ that he had receiv'd many obligations from 
'' diat Lord ; and diat once when he had been like to have 
'^iocunrM the King's difpleafure, by fonne miiinformation^ 
'^ which would have beep very penal to him, the Lord Gormg 
( under which ftyle he was treated, the additional of Jt^or^ 
vicb HOC being ailow'd by them upon their old Rule) ^^bad 
^^ by his Cre^t preierv'd him , and remov'd the Prejudice 
*^ that was againft him ; and therefore he was oblig'd in gra-^ 
^' titude to giv^ his Vote for the faving him. By this good 
fortune he came to be preferv'd ^ whether the ground of ic 
were true or no, or whether the Speaker made it only a^ an 
excufe for faving any Man's Life who was put to ask it in that 
place. 

The Lord C^ly Oiortly after he was brought Priibner 

to the Tower from ff^huyir Caftie, had by a wonderful ad- 

venmre^ having a Cord and ail things neceflary convey'd ta 

htm, let bimfelf down out of the Window of his Chamber 

in the Nighi;^ over the Wall of the Tower ^ and had been 

direded mrotigh what part of the Ditch he might be belt able 

to wade. Whether he found the right place , or whether 

there was no bSet place, he found the Water and the Mud 

K> deep, that, if he had not been by the head taller than other 

A^en , he xntift hftvc periflied , fince the Water came up to 

his Ohio. The way yft^ fo lopgto the other iide, and the 

fatigue of drawing himfelf out of fo much Mud fo intoler-* 

able, that his Spirits were ne^r (pent, and he was once ready 

to call oiit fof help, as thinking it better to be carried back 

^gain to ^e Prifon, |han to be found in fuch a place, from 

whence he could not extricate-. himftlf, and where he was 

ijeady to expire. But it ple^d God, O^ac he got at laft to 

^he other fide ^ where his Friends expeded him, and carried 

BimtoaChamberintheTemplejr where he remained two 

or three NighC} jeeure frcun tuiy difcovery, notwithftanding 

wdillgeBce that could not but be ufed to reoover a Man 

tibey d^n'd to ufe no better. After two or three days a 

friend whom he trufted much, and who deferv'd to be truUed^ 

^^^i^iving that he m^fai be more (iacure in a place to which 

there 
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there was left rcfort , and where there were fo roan 7 ha^ 
bour'd who were every day fought after, bad provided a 
Lodging for him in a private Houfe in Lamhth Marfit ^ an/ 
calling upon him in an evening, when ic was dark > to 
thither, theychofe rather cocaieany Boat they found read^ 
at the Temple Stairs, than to rruft one of that People with 
tfiefecret; and it was fo late that there was one only Boic 
left there. In that the Lord Capel ( as well difguisVl as be 
thought neceflary ) and his Friend, put themftlves, and bid 
the Water- man row them to Lamletb, Whether, in their 
paflage thither, the other Gentleman call'd hvtn n^lArdy as 
was confidently reported, or whether the Water-man had 
any jealoufy by obferving what he thought was a difguUe, 
when they were landed, the wicked Water-man, undifcerny, 
folio w'd them, till he faw into whit Houfe they wcntj and 
then wtot to an Officer, and demanded, ^'^ what he would 
** give him to bring him to the place where the Lord c^l 
" lay ? And the Officer promifingto give him ten pounds, he 
led htm nrefently to the Houfe, where that excellent Perfioo 
was feifea upon, and the next day carried to the Tdwer. 

When the Petition, that his Wife had delivci^d, wis 
read, many Gentlemen fpoke on his behalf^ and memkn'd 
the great Virtues which were in him; and ^^ that he had ne- 
^ ver deceived them, or pretended to be of their Party ; bat 
^^ always refolutely declar'd himfelf for the King : and Crm- 
veUy who had known him very well, fpoke fo much good 
of him, and profefs'd to have fo much kindnefs and rei^ 
for him, that all Men thought he was now &fe, when be 
concluded , '^ that his AffetEHon to the Publick fo ikiuch 
**weigh'd down his private Friendfh'p, that he conid not but 
^ tell them, that the jQueftion was now, whether they wouM 
" preferve the moft bitter and moft implacabk Enemy they 
^had : that he knew the Lord C^pei very well, and knew 
^ that he would be the laft Man in B/tgUmd that woiild foh 
^^ fake the Royal Intereft ; that he had great Courage, Iiidii- 
'* ih7, and Generofitv ; that he had many Friends who wooJd 
^'always adhere to him ; and that as long as he hVd, wftat 
^^ condition foever he was in, he would be a thoito {atbeir 
'^ fides ; and therefore, for the good of the Comtnou^w^th, 
** he (hould give his Vote againft the Petirk>n. Ir^M^s Ha- 
tred was Immortal: he fpskeofhim, ^id againft him, as of 
a Man of whonci he was heartily afraid. Very many were 
fway'd by the Argument that had been urg'd againtt^ Eteke 
Harmbm^y <* that God was not pleas'd that he fiiould Efcape, 
^^ becaufe He bad put him into their hands again, when he 
^was at liberty. And fo, after a long Dttbate, thougfb there 
was not a Man who had not a value for bkn, wA very few 

who

who had a particular Malice, or Prejudice to\rard$ him, the 

Qupftioti ^iis^ P^t > (^^ Negative was more by three or 

four Voices: &) that, of the four Lords, three were without 

the Mercy of that Unmerciful People. There beisg no other 

Petition prefented, Iret^ told them, ** there had been great 

^ Endeavours and SoUicitation ua'd to fave all choie Lords ^ 

'^ but that there was a Commoner, another condemn'd Pier- 

^^ foo/or whom no one Man had fpoke a word,nor had he him- 

^^ felt fo much as Peticion'd them ; and therefore he defired^ 

^^ that S^John Ownr, might be preferv'd by the meer Motive, 

^ and goodnefs of the Houie it ielf ^ which found little oppo- 

fition^ whether they were fariaced with Blood, or that they 

were willing, by this Inftaoce, that the Nobility ibould fee 

that a Commoner (hould be preferr'd before them. 

A Scaffold wasereaed before Jl^ilMrMr/?^ Hall, and 
all the Prifoners condemn'd were brought from St James'z ( as 
well the two who were repriev'd, as the three who were to 
fofier ) upon the ninth of Marcb^ thitwas at the end of the 
year 1^48^ a little more than a Month after the MurtJier ofthe 
King, to & TUmas CMm's Houfe, atthe upper end of imf- 
mi»fffr Hall ; where they were fuf&r'd to repofe themfUves 
about the fpace cf an hour, and then were led iiicoeffively 
through the Hall to the Scafibld, DokeHamkan bebig Ar&jDMkiUt' 
who teem'd yet to have fome hope of a Reprieve, and made milton k- 
fome ftay in the Hall, till the Earl of DeuUgh came to him ^ ^^"^ 
and, after a fhort whifper, in which he found there was no'^'^" ^ 
hope, he aicendedthe Scafibld. Hecomplain'd much of ^^ the 
*' injuflice that was done htm ; and that he was put to death 
^ for obeying the Laws of his Country ; which if he had noc 
'^done, he muft have been put (o death there. He acknow- 
ledged the Obligations he bad to the King, and feem'd not 
fofry for the gratitude be bad expiefled, how dear foeveric 
cofthim. His natural darknefs, and refervation in his difoourfe, 
' made him to be thought a Wife man, and his having been in 
Commind under the King of SvteJem^ and his continual dif- 
<3our&s of Battles, and Fortifications, made him be thought a 
S<^t Soldier. And both thefe miftakes were the Caufe. that 
made him be looked upon as a worie and a more dangeroas 
Man, than in truth he deferv'd to be. 

Th& EarlofHfff^W was brought next, who, by his iomintSsritf 
ficknefs^ was fo fpent, that his Spirits ferv'd not to entertain Hollma 
the People, with long difoourfe. He fpoke *of ^'his Ktli'thifm§ 
'^gion, asaniatterunqueftionable, by the Education he had^'V- 
^^lud in the Religious Family of which he was a branch : 
which was thought a ftnuige difoourfe for a dying. Man, who, 
though a Son, knew enough of the iniquity of his Father's 
which ibould rather have been buried in filence, than, 

by 
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by filch aa unleafoiMble Teftitoony, have been/reymdin the 
• memory and diicourfe of Men. He took more care to be 
thought a good friend to Parliaments, than a good Servant to 
hisMafter^ and wa$ thought to fay too little of his having 
lailed fo much in his Duty to him, which moft good Men be- 
lieved to be the Source. from whence his prelent calamity 
fpning. He was a very well bred Man^ and a fine Gentleman 
in good times ; but too much defired to enjoy eafe and plen- 
tV) when the King could have neither $ and did think Poverty 
the ifiOft infupportable evil that oould befal any Man in this 
world. He woa then fo weak that he oould not have liv'd 
long i and when bis head was cue oS, very little blood fcd- 
tow'd, 
7U Uri The Lord Caff I was then called ; who walked through 
Cipel* vnfhmBir Hall, laluting fuch of bis Friends, and Acquaint- 
ance aihefaw there, with a very fetene Countenance^ accom- 
panied with his Friend D' Aiorkf ; who had been with him 
from the time of his Sentence^ bur, at the foot of the Scafl&Jd, 
the Soldiers ftqpping the D', his Lordfiiip took his leave of 
him ; and) eooliracidg him, thanked him , and faid, he (hould 
go nofitfther, having fome apprehenfion that he tDight re- 
ceive fome afiront by that tude. People after hit death $ the 
Chaplains who attended the two otbjer Lords> being Men of 
the time, and the D' being well koown to be moft contrary. 

AsaooN a^ his LordQiip had afcended the ScaffoUy be 
looked very vigorouily about, and asked, *-' whether th^e other 
^ Lords had (poken to the People with their Hats On ? aiKl 
<' being told, tbat '* they were bare ; he gave his Hat to his 
Servaiit, and then with a clear and a ftroog voice, he faid» ''that 
^ he was brought thither to dye for doing that wUch he 
^' could not repent of: that he had been born, and hredun- 
'' der the Government of a King whom he was bound in Con- 
^' icience to obey ^ under Laws, to which he had beenalwavs 
^' obedient; and in the bofom of a Church, which hethou^D 
^'thebeilinche world : tbat he had never vk)hkted his Faith 
*' CO either of thofe, and was now condemned to dye againfl 
" all the Laws of the Latid ; to Which Sentence he did (ub^ 
«mit. 

He enlarged himfelf in commending '' ^he great Virtue 
^' and Piety of the King, whom they had put to death ^ who 
^ was Ibjuft andfo merciful a Prince ^ and prayed, to God, 
"to fbrgivd the Nation that innocent Blood. Then he re- 
' " commended to them the prefent King ; who,^ he told dien), 
" waa their uue and their Lawful Soveraign ; and was worthy 
^' to be (a : that ho had the honour to have been fome years 
^' near his Perfon, and therefore he could not but know him 
'' well ^ and afliired them, '^ that he was a Prince of great uo- 

^' dcritandicg^ 
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'^ derAaoding, of an excellent Nature, of great Courage, an 
'^ entire Lover of Juilice, and of eicemplary Piecy : that he 
^^ was not to be fliaken in his Religion ; and had all thofe 
^'Princely Virtues, which could make a Nation happy : and 
therefore adviied them ^'to fubmictohis Government, as 
" the only means to preferve themfelves, their pofterity, and 
''the Proteftanc Religion. And having, with great vehemence,^ 
recommended it to them, after fome prayers very 'devoudy 
pronounced upon his Knee?, he fubmitted himfeif, with an 
uDparallel'd Chriftian Courage, to the fatal ftroke, which de- 
priv'd the Nation ofrhencbleft Champion it had. 

He was a Man .in whom the Malice of his Enemies ooulditw Urd 
difcover very few faults, and whom his Friends could not wifli ^'P*Jgfz, 
better accompliflied ^ whom CrarnmelTs own Charader well (M*^^i 
defcribed^ and who indeed would never have been contented 
to have liv'd under that Government. His Memory kU Men 
loved and reverenced, though few follow'd his Example. He 
had always liv'd in a State of great plenty and general eftima- 
tioD, having a very noble Fortune of his own by defcent, and 
a fair Addition to it by his Marriage with an excellent Wife, 
a Lady of very worthy Excradiion, of great Virtue and Beauty, 
by whom he had a numerous lifue of both Sexes, in which 
he took great Joy and Comfort : fo that no Man was more 
happy in all his l5omeftick Affairs; and he was fo much thel 
more happy. In that he thought himfelf moft blefled in them. 

And yet the King's Honour was nofooner violated, and . 
his juft power invaded, than he threw all thofe bleffings be- 
hind him ; and having no other obligations to the Crown, 
than thofe which his own Honour and Confcience fuggefled tcf 
hitDj he frankly engaged his Perfon and his Fortune trom the 
beginning of the Troubles, as many others did, in all Acti- 
ons and Enteiprifesof thegreateft hazard and danger; and 
continued to the end, without ever making one falfe ftep, as 
few others did, though he had once, b^ the iniquity of a Fa- 
ftion, that then prevailed, an indignity put upon him that 
roight haveexcufed him for fome remiffion of his former 
warmth. But it made no other impreflion upon him, than 
to be quiet and conrented, whilft they would let him alone, 
&nd, with the fame chearfulncfs^ to obey the firft Summons 
when be was called out ; which was quickly after. Ill a word, 
he was a Man, that whoever fliall^ after Fiim, deferve bcftof 
the Eng^P^ Nation, he can never think hlmielf undervalued, 
when he (hall hear, that his Courage, Virtue, and Fidelity, is 
laid in the Ballance with, and compared to that of the Lord

. which We may fay, as the Hiftorian faid of the rime of Dt- 
mitisM, Sicut vetus ata§ vidit^ fuid ultmmm im lihertM9 tjjft^ 
Hn m0s quid m jtrvHute \ or, as the fame Writer (ays of a time 
not altogether lb wicked, i$ basins smmarum fiut^ uffejpmm 
facvMH auderentfauciyf lures veBe»$y pmms faterentur.

For the Lord hath toured out upon you the Spirit of 
deepjleep^ and hath clofedyour eyes : the Presets 
and your J^jderSy the Seers hath he covered. 

WHILST thefe Tragedies were a&ing in Theymni 
England^ and Ordinances fofro'd, as hath J^V «»"- 
been faid, to make it penal in the higheft ^"^ ^ ^ 
degree for any Man to afliime the Title "^B*"- 
of King, or to acknowlege any Man to 
be fo, the King himfelf remain'd in a very dilconfblate Con- 
dicien at the Hapte. Though he had known the defperate 
^te his Father was long in , yet the barbarous ftroke fo 
furprifedhim, that he was in all theConfufion imaginable, and 
ill about him were almoft bereft of their underftanding. The 
tnidi is, it can hardly be conceiv'd, with what a confterna* 
jonthfs terrible News was receiv'd by all, even by the Corn- 
Don People of that Country. There was a Woman at the 
^^Wy of the midling Rank, who, being with Child, with 
he Horror of the mention of it, fell into Travel, and in ic 
lied. There could not be more Evidence of a general de- 
eftation, than there was, amongft all Men of what Quality 

T % foeiPlr* 
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fixver. Within twaor three days, which tbejr gave to {he 

Tbt StMftt King's recolleAion^ the States preieoted chetnielves in a Bodv 

tmuuttmith CO his Majcfty, to condole with him for the Murcher of * his 

*'"'• Father, in terms of great Sorrow, &ve that there was not Wt- 

ternefs enough againft the Rebels and Morcherers. The States 

of HaUsHdy apart, perform'd the fame Civliiry towards^ bis 

Majefty ; and the Body of the Oergy, in a Latin Qratioo, 

. deliver'd by the Chief Preacher of cbe H^gue, lamented die 

Misfortune, in terms of as much afperity, and deteft^ion of 

the Adors, as unworthy the name of Chriftians, as could be 

exprefled. 

The defperatenefs of the King's Condition, could nor ex- 

cufe the finking under the Burthen of his Grief: but tho& 

who were about him befougbc him to rcfume fo much Cou- 

The nm rage as was neceflfary for his prefent State. He thereupon 

C»HncH cauied thoTe of his Father's Council who had attended him, 

;w»r». j^jjg fyfQxn of his Privy Council, adding only M' t»ng his 

Secretary ; who, before^ was not of the Council AH which 

was done before he heard from the Queen hs Mother ; who, 

notwithftanding the. great Agony fliewas in, which whhcmt 

doubt W2^ as great a paffion of Sorrow- as (he was able to 

fuftain, wrote to the King , ^* that he could not do better, 

ThgeiHitn't ^ than to repair into France aflbon as was poffible, and, in 

firfiMefi^eci the mean time, defired him, not to fwedr any Perfoos to be 

f inm. ,, ^^ j^ Council, tfll She could (peak with him. Whether k 

iiras, chat flie did not think thofe Perfons to be enough at bar 

, Devotion ^ or that (he would have them receive that Honour 

<uponher recommendation. 

The King himfelf had no miid to go into 'Ptauce^ where 
lie thought he had not been treated with excefi of CourteTy; 
and he refolv'd to perform all Filial refped towards the Q^en 
his Mother, without fuch a condefcenfion and refignation of 
faimfelf, asiheexpeded^ and to avoid all Eclarcifmentc upon 
tliat SubjeA, he heartily defired that any other Courfe i&ight 
be found more Coanfellable than that he Ibould go into 
Wrance. He himfelf liv'd with, and upon the Prince of 
Ofdf^e ; who fupplied him with all things necefl&ry for his own 
Perfon, for his Mourning, and the like : but towaVds any 
•other fupportfor htmfelf and his Family, his Majefty hAd not 
;enough to maintain them one day : and there were feff few 
of them who could maintain thcmielvcs in the moft private 
way : and it was vifible enough, chat they (houki not be long 
able to refide in the H^gue*^ where there was , at that yn^ 
• time, an Agent fw the Parliament, ^r^^/Mu/ ; who had been 
there fome years, but pretended then to rehde there with 
hts Wife (who was born in HolUnd of 'EMgiifb Parencs } and 
' widiottt any pnblfck CbataAer, chough he was ftill under the 
♦' iam^ 
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fame CredentitlSi And their Advertifemcnrs &om Zjfmhm 
dfliired them^ that the Paurliamenc bad nominated one, who 
w^sprefentlytobe feot as their EmbaflBidour, or Envoy to 
the States, to give then) aa Accouqc of their Afiatrs, and to 
invite them to enter into an Alliance with them. So chat it 
was time to chink of Ibme other Retreat for the King ^ and 
none appeared then Co feafonable in their view, as Ireland; 
from whence they heard, " that Prince Rupert was arrived nbt Ki^ 
^^ fafely tiKmfak with the Fleet : that the Lord I^riMpmihad think* of r- 
"made aCeffation with the Ir^h^ before the Lord Licuie- »•«•»'• i"- 
" nant came thither ; and tlw Ir^ had deferted the Pope'$ j^f^nthtrt 
"Nuntio, who was driven away, and had Embarked himfelf^irbAfriDM^ 
" for France : that the Marquis of Ormtmd was receiv'dby the 
" Lord Jwehiqum with all the Obedience imaginable, by whkh 
" he became entirely po0efled of the whole Province of Mum- 
'^/#r^ and that the Confederate Roman Catholicks had tn* 
" vited him to Kilkennf ; where he had made a full Peace 
" with them : fo that d^ey were preparing an Army to march 
'^ onder his Command againft Dublin. This News made them 
hope, that every day would improve it fo much, that it 
would be fit for the King to Tranfporc his own Perfon 
^^ither in the Spring. 

In this coajiiiifture there arrived aGeotlemao, one S^Je^ 
fiph Deuglafsy with a Lencr froifn the Privy Council of 
Scotland J by which they fent his Maiefty word that they 
had proclaim'd him King of Scotland -^ and fent him the 
Proclamation ; and wifli'd ^' that he would prepare himfelf jw j^^n^ 
*'to repair into that his Kingdom^ in order to ^hvAi^rtiiumiin 
"they would fpeedily fend another Invitation to him. Scotland : 
And that Invitaciop arriv'd at the fame time with foroe^^j^J^i 
Commiffioners deputed by the Council, and three orfbury^gfitUm. 
Preachers fent from the Commiffioners of the Kirk. The 
Proclamation indeed declared , " For. that as much as the 
'Mate King was, contrary to the Diflent and Proteftatiooof 
" that Kingdom, removed by a violent death, that,. by the 
*' Lords BlcflSng, th^re was left unto them a righteous Heir, 
*^ and lavLpfUl Succeflor, Charles &c. who was become their tmc 
**and lawful King j but upon condition of " his good beha- 
" viour, and ftrift obfervation of the Covemnrj.and his en- 
" tettaining no other Perfons about him but fiich as were God- 
^^ )y Men, and faithful to that obligation. A Proclaoiatsoa 
fo ftrangely worded, that, though it call'd him their Ktiig, 
manifefted enough to him , that be was to be fubjeft to 
Their determinations, in all the parts of his Government. And 
the CommiiBonerS) both Laity and Clergy, fpoke no other 
language; and faving that they bowed their Bodies, and 
ma(k low Rev£rencesj| they appearM more like Embaf&dors 

T 3 froni 
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from a free State to an equal Ally, than like Subjedts fentto 

their own Soveratgn. At the fame time, though not in Ae 

Linrick, fame Ship, trrtv'd likewife from Scotland the Earl of Zsomiij 

nm'Duks aod Earl of ZMutberdsk^ the former not knowing, tillkc 

Ti^tiu"* "°* ^^'^ HoUamd^th^i he was Duke Hamltonby the flaughtn 

therdale/ ^^ ^^ Elder Brother. But they two were fo far from having 

cMmt f iim any Authority from their Country, that they were fled from 

^A thence as profcrib'd Perfons and MalefaAors. The Earl of 

ZjSutberJale, after his departure from the Haguej in that dif* 

content that is mencion'd before, bent his courfe for Sett- 

land. But before became thither, he was inform'^, that the 

ftate of ail things had been revers*d, and the Engagement de- 

clar'd unlawful, aod to what penalties himfelf was &i>le, ^ 

he (hould be taken^ Whereupon, without fufl^ringhis Sb/p 

to go into any Port, he found means to fend on fliore to fome 

Friends, and fo to concert all things, that without being HiSf 

covered, the Earl of Lanrkis, and fome other Perions^Uaible 

to danger if they were found, put themfelves on board the 

£Lme Ship, and arriv'd tn HoBakd about that time when the 

other MeflTenserafrom the State and from the Kirk came from

Whereupon the new Duke kept his Chamber for Ibme 
days, Without fb much as waiting on the King ; who fent t 
. gracious Meflage to him to condole for the lofs of his Bro- 
ther^ and all die Lords, and other Perfons of Quality aboat 
the King, made their vifits to him with all civlltty. TOs 
fh* chsrs^ Duke was not inferipr in Wifdom, and Parts of Uoderftand- 
atr ofthis tng, to the wifeft IVIan of that Nation, and was very mud 
Dui^ Ha- cftecm'd by thofe who did not like the comply ing, and infr 
miUon. , nuating Nature of his Brother. He was a Man of great Ho- 
. nour. Courage, and fincerity in his Nature, and, which was a 
rare virtue in the Men of that time, was &\\\ the fame Mao 
he pierendod to be ; and had very much to fay in his own de* 
' fence for the Errors he had run into; which he acknowledged 
always with great ingenuity, and abhorr'd the whole proceed- 
ings of his Country-men; and, at this time, brought a hearr,aDd 
aSefUon clearer and lefs clogg'd with fcruples and refovati- 
ons, for the King's fervice, than any other of them di4* . 
•rk$mditiM Though CromweB^ at his being in Scotland^ had \ch Af- 
^ seothta gfig in full PoifeflSon of the Government there, and had le- 
t^ Hoc'd, and disbanded all thofe who were in Arms againft him, 
and promised him all ncceflTary afliftance to fubdue thofe who 
IhouJd rife againft him in that Kingdom for the future, aod 
thereby compelled the Committee of Efiates toconyeoe, and 
fumraon the Parliament to Aflembie, which they had autho- 
rity to do i and fo he had fupprefs'd the Party of HUmt/ton, 

driveo 
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driven the Earl of Lanrkk to hide himfelf In fome oblcure 

piace, and condemned the Engagement as onlawftd and fin« 

tiily and all the Perfons who advanced and promoted ic^as De« 

/ercers of the Covenant, and To to ftand Excommuaicated, and 

not to be capable of ferving in Parliament, or in the Conn* 

cil of Eftate ; fo that he was fare to find no oppoficion to 

whacfoever he proposed j yet, after the Parliament had ferv'd 

him (b far, when they heard that the Parliament in Etfg^^d 

was broken, and their Freedom and Privileges were taken . 

from them by the infolence, and power of the Army ( which 

they perfeAly hated and detefled, and all chofe SeOs and Li* 

bertinifm they heard were introduc'd in Religion contrary to 

their Covenant, which Cr&mwett himfelf had promised Oioukl 

be ftridily oMerv'd ) they begun to examine, what the obli* 

gations were which were incumbent upon them even by the 

Covenant it felf. The delivery of the king's Perfon into the 

bands of the Parliament at Nev-CafiU had l^en, in the inftanc 

it was done, the moft unpopular and ungracious a A to the * 

whole Nation of Scotland^ ihat ic had been ever guilcvof,aml 

to the Army they had then on foot, which took it felf to be 

deeply wounded by the infamy of it, and was therefore Guick- 

ly disbanded by the cunning of Argyie : and the univerial in- 

(iignation againft that AAion was the principal indtetoient to 

that general Engagement with E)uke JUmikw^ that the ho* 

nour of the Nation might in fome degree be repaired, or »- 

deem'd. It was a grofs overfight in the Hsmi/t&ttsan Party, 

and difcem'd then to be fo by the Earl of Lsmrkk^ that, upon 

that Popular advantage, in which he would have found an 

univerfal concurrence, Argjk himfelf and all his Fadion had . . 

not been totally fupprefs'd, for the rcderiiption of the honour 

of their Country. But that Duke's Politicks did not lie that 

^^y ; and, fo he might return to his old Poft cf favour in 

'BngUndy of which he made little doubt, he was not willing 

to give a new beginning to thofe bloody Enterprifes in Sc9U 

*^^i which,, he knew well, ufed not to be (hort-liv*d in that 

CJimate after ^once begun, but had always frefli Sacrifices of 

Blood to perpetuate the memory of them. 

They had no fooner heard of the ereAion of a High Court Off^mghn- 
of Juftice, and of a purpofe of Trying the King for his Life,*" **^*«» 
^an, notwithftanding all the ArtiBces j^rgyh oould nfey they^*"^'^/^^^ 
were all in a flame. As well the Aflembly of the Kirk, as the ,/ seoihnd 
Parliament, renew'd the fenfe they always had of reproach i« i^eM* the 
the delivery of his Perfon, of which the prefent danger he <i^»thofthe 
was ta was the confequence. And the Marquis dlArgyh had ^Xml!* 
had toto deep a fliare in that wickednefs, to endure the fo^ck^y^Eogla^j 
of a new difpuce, and inquificion upon that fubied ^ and thbc- 
^ gave not the kaft oppoficion to their j^mon; botiieem'd 

T+ , equally 
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equally concerned in the hoQof r of tbe Nj^'qik to profeaite 
QXk high ExpoftulatiQO wiih chofc of EMghmd^ for the hread 
or!Faicb>and the PiomifcSyWhich bad been made for ifce fafej, 
and pretervacion of the King's Perfon, ac the dme he tv 
deliver'd up ; and therefore propo»'d, ^^ tbat Qommiffioflsi 
** (hould be forthwith fenc to the Parliament at LfiudoM^ cor- 
^^ quire the performance of what they had promifed, and to 
^^ enter their difllent, and proteftation agatnft all their Pr(y 
/'ceedings againft their King» in the Name of the Kingcloin 
'* of Scothmd, And the Earl of Lfitbiany and two others, who 
Were known to be moft zealous for the Covenant^ and moft 
enrag'd and incens'd againft the proceedings of the Army, 
were made choice of, and prefencly fent away, that they 
xnight make all poffiSIe haft to Weftmmfiery and* were, imme- 
diately upon their Arrival, to demand permiflion to wait upon 
the King, wherever he (hould be, and to reoeive from him 
fuch faruier direfiu>ns, as he Ihould judge necei&ry l^\xxk 
fervjce. 
Thus far Argyk could not oppofe; and therefore was as 
' zealous as any Man to advance it y knowing chat the parti- 
cular Inftrudions muft be prepar'd by a le(s nuoib^r of Men, 
and not fubjeded to the examination and peru(al of fo many. 
. , And in thofe,hc was fure to prevent any inconvenient Powcn 
to be granted to the Commiffioners^ with whom he had Clie- 
dit enough, having made the Earl of Ifithum Secretary of 
State, in the place of the Earl q{ JUmrick^ and the other two 
being ("however follicitous for the due obicrvation of the Co- 
venant, as he himielf like wife pretended to be ) known co be 
moft averfe from iheHamikansan Party. Their private inftm- 
jimr fri^ GAons Were, '^ that they (hould not, in their enlargemeacs and 
Mtufiru' '^aggravations upon the fubjeft of their Mefi&ge, teem to take 
AritltT ** '^^tice, or to imply, that any violence had been us'd againft 
tX/.*' '* the P^rliaraent, or any Member of it : That they (hould be 
*' fo fliorc in their expoftulations, that they gave no occafion of 
'' offence: That nothing fliould fall from them juftifying the 
'^'^ King's Proceedings, nor in approbation of the late Engage- 
"menr, or which might import a breach, or give, or he 
"ground of a new War: They fhouldurge, that the Parlia- 
*'mcnt would delay to meddle with the King's Perfoo, accord- 
^^ ing to their feveral Promifes, and Declarations at NfV^CM- 
**/?/<?, and 2XHolmiy\ That if they fliould proceed to feotcncc 
^ againft the King, then they were to enter their difleoe and 
** proteft, that this Kingdom may be free from the Miferies 
'^ which will inevitably follow, without offering in their rea- 
*^ fon^, that Princes are exempted from T/ialand Jitftice : 
^^ That none in the Parliament of Stotland hath, or had aoy 
^band In the prpceedings againft the King^ or Members of 
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<< Parliament in England. If chey proceed, then to fliew the 
'^Calamities that will follow, and how grievous it muft be to 
^the Kingdom of Sc&tUmd, con6dering his being deliver'd up 
** at NeviCaflb : That if the Papers which were intitul'd Tie 
^^^eemtwt rftbe People^ appeared to be countenanced, and 
'^thould import any thing concerning the Procefling of the 
^^ Prince, or changins the Fundamental Government of the 
^ Kingdom, they fbouTd.enter their diflent : That they (hould 
^falter thofe their InilruAions, and manage their Truft there- 
^^ in, according to the advice they (hould receive from their 
^^ Friends there : That they (hould profecute their Inftrudions 
^^ concerning the Covenant, and againil any Toleration: That 
^diey (boQld (hew, that the King's Uft Conceflions were un» 
^/atisfaAory to thofe Propofitions which they had made in 
'^poim of Religion. 

These were their private Inftruftions; and who thofe 
Friends at Umiiom were, by who(e advice they were to alter 
their InftruAions, or manage their Trufl therein, can be un- 
derflood of no other Men but Cfommttt^ and young Sr Harrf 
Vne ; with whom Argyk held clofe Correfpondence. The 
Commiifioners ob(erv'd their inftrudtions very faithfully, and' 
after the King had been t vice brought before the High Court 
of Juftice, they gave in their very calm Proteftation^ in which ^l«»,«*» . 
they put them in mind, "that they had, near *fce Weeks ^^^^J^ 
'^before, reprefented to them what Endeavours had been nisM JSh Brut- 
^^for taking away the King's Life, and for the change of the Bmim mi 
**Fundatnental Government of the Kingdom, and introducing ^JiM* 
^^ a Gnful and ungodlv Toleration in matters of Religion ; and 
'^that therein they had exprefs'd their thoughts, and fears of 
*^the dangerous Confequences, that might follow thereupon; 
^ and that they had alfo earneftly prefs d, that there might be 
*'no farther proceeding againft his Majefty's Perfon, which 
^ would certainly continue the great diftradions of the Kin^- 
*Mom, and involve them in many Evils, Troubles, and Con- 
'^ fufions ; but that, by the free Counfels of both Houfes of 
'^Parliament of England, and with the advice and confenc of 
*'rhe Parliament of Scotlamdy fuch courfe might be taken in 
^^ relation to the King, as might be for the good and happir 
'^nefs of both Kingdoms ; both having an unqueftionabie^ 
^and undeniable right in his Perfon, as Kingnof both ^ which 
" duly confider'd, they had reafon to hope, that it would have 
'^ given a ftop to all farther proceedings again{( his MajeAy't 
*^ Perfon. But now,underftanding that after the Imprifonmenty 
''and Ezdufion of divers Members of the Houfe of Coin^ 
'^rnons, asiA without, and againft theconlentof theHoule of 
'* Peers, by a^ngle Ad of their own, and Their's alone, 
^ {>ower was given to certain Perfons of their own Members,

^of the Army^ and fome others^ to proceed againft his. Ma- 
<' jefty's Perlbn, in order whereunro he had been brought be- 
*^fbre that exrraordintiry new Courc; chey did therefore in 
•* the Name of the Parliament of Scot landy for their vindica- 
'* tion from &lfe Afperfions and Calumnies, declare,that though 
*' they were not fatisfied with his Majcfty's late Cbnceffioos, 
** in the Treaty at Newport in the Ifle of JVight^ efpecialiy In 
^^ the iftatters of Religion, and were refolvM not to crave his 
^ Reftoration to his Government, before fatisfaftion (hould 
** be given by him to that Kingdom ; yet they did all unani- 
'^ moufly with one voice, not one Member excepted, difdaim 
^f the leaft knowledge of, or occafion to the late Proceedings 
^ of the Army here againft the King ; and did fincerely pro- 
^^fefs that it would be a great grief to their Hearts, iodlie 
*^ heavy upon their Spirits, if they (hould fee the trufting his 
*' Majefty s Perfon to the two Houfes of the Parliament of 
^^ E/^lanJ to be made ufe of to his ruin, contrary to the de- 
^^claPd Incendons of the Kingdom of Scotland j and folemn 
^ Profeffions of the Kingdom (SjBnglstul: And to the end that 
<< it mi^ht be manifeft to the World, how much they did 
<< abommate and deteft fo horrid a deiign againil his Maje^ 
*' isfty's Perfon, they did, in the Name of the Parliament and 
'^ Kingdom of ScttUmdy declare their diflent from the laid 
** Proceedings, and the taking away of his Majefty's Life ; pro- 
^' tufting, that as they were altogether free from the fame, fo 
^ they might be free from all the Miseries, evil Confequences, 
^ and Calamities, that might follow thereupon to the diftrafted 
*' Kingdoms. 

Whoever confiders the warinels in the wording, and 
timing this Proteftation, the beft end whereof coold be 06 
other than the keeping the King always in Prifon, and (o go- 
rerning without him in both Kingdoms ( which was thought 
to have been the purpofe and agreement of CromspM and 
^rnk when they parted ) muft conclude that both the Com- 
hiimoners, and they who fcnt them, labour'd and confider'd 
more, what they were to fay in the future, than what diey 
were to do to prevent the prefent Mifchief they (eem'd to 
apprehend. And the Parliament beft knew thieir temper, 
when they deferr'd taking notice of their Prote(lation, till af- 
ter they had executed their execrable Villainy ; tusd then 
they fent them an Anfwer that might fttit with all their Pa- 
Tht tmUa- lates. They faid, ^^they had heretofore told diem,wfaat power 
mtm Afnr <« this Nation had in the Fundamentals of Gdvemment : That 
'*r^/' "if Scotlami had not the fame Power and Liberty, as tlhey 
,^^;^^ ** went not about to confine Them, fo they would nor be 
tmfu it. '^ limited by them, but leaving thetn to aA in Their$ as they 
'^ (hould fee canfe, they refolv'd to main^ their owii U- 

' ' *^bertics 
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^bettks2S God (hould enable them. And as they were very 
*far from impoGng upon them, fo theyiliould not willingly 
*' fufler impofitions from them, whiUt God gave them ftrength 
^* or lives to oppofe them. They faid, " the Anfwer they 
^ made to their firft and fecond Letter was^ that after a long and 
^ ferious Deliberation of their own intrinfical Power,and Truft 
"(deriv'd to them by the Providence of God, through the 
^< delegation of die People ) and upon the like confiderations 
^^ of what themfelves, and the whole Nation had fufier'd from 
*^ the Mifgovernment , and Tyranny of that King, both io 
^ Peace, and by the Wars, and confidering, how fruitleft, 
^^add full of danger and prejudice the many Addrefles to him 
'^ for Peace had TOen, and being Confcious how much they 
'^ had provoked and tempted God, by thenegledlof the im* 
^^ partial execution of Juuice, in relation to the innocent 
^' Blood fpilt and mifchief done in the late Wars, they had 
*^ proceeded in fuch a courfe of Juftke againft that Man of 
*' Blood, as they doubted not thejuft God (who is no rc- 
^' fpeder of Perfons ) did approve and would countenance 
^ with bis bleflings upon the Nation ; and though perhaps 
"they might meet with many difficulties before their Liber* 
** ties and Peace were fettled, yet they hoped ihey Ihould be 
*'preferv'd froiii Confufion, by the good Will of him who 
** dwelt in the bufh, which burn'd, and was not confiimed ; 
*^ and that the courle they had taken with the late King, and 
^^ meant to follow towards others the Capital Enemies of their 
** Peace, was, they hoped, that which would be for the good 
" and happineli of both Nations j of which if that of Scotland 
^^ would tnink to make ufe, and vindicate their own Liberty 

* and Freedom (which lay before them, if they gave them 
" not away ) they would be ready to give them all Neigh- 
^^ hourly and Friendly Affiftance in the eftablifhing thereof; 

^ and defired them to take it into their moft ferious confide- 
^^ ration, before they efpoufed that quarrel, which could bring 

^tfaem no other advantage than the entailing upon Them, 
*^and their Pofte^ities, a lafting War, with all the Miferies 
" which attended it, and Slavery under a Tyrant and his 
Ifliie. 

It catmot be denied, but that Sc$f land hzd by this (ifair 
Invitation to have made themfelves a poor Republic^, und^r 
the Shelter and Protection of the other, that was already be^ 
come terrible. But the Commiffioners, who well knew how 
uniuitable fuch a change would be to the conftitution of their 
Government, and that they might be welcome to their ownntCmmif- 
Country, whither they were now to repair, made z reply to fi^' ^t» 
this Anfwer with more Courage than they had yet cyprefled;*^:*^^^ 
for which, notwichftanding their Qualification, they were Im-ifl^^jT 

prifoa'd frad. 
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priibn'd bv the Parliamenc ; and> upon tew Inftance from 
. Sc^laMdj fee ac liberty afterwards. 
^MnuT M ATTERs being reduced to this State, the Marqais d 
Ztgs iUaS'^'V^ Covad not hinder the new King's being acknowledged^ 
/rPfir/tfjv. and proclaimed King, nor from being.invitoi home ; wUck 
W^^ fincehe could not obftruA, it would ba his Mafter-piece to 
^H*^^clog the Proclamation itfelf with fuch conditions as might 
ffa Cm. terrify the new King from accepting the invitation ; and there? 
mm. fore he caufed this Claufe to be inferred in the Bod v of the 
Proclamation it felf, ^^becaufe his Majefty is bound, by the 
^^ Law of God and the fundamental Laws of this Kingdom, 
,^'to rule in Righteoufnefs and Equity to the Honour of Goc^ 
^* and the good of Religion, and the Wealth of the Pnutle; 
*^ it is hereby declared, that before he be admitted todieEx*- 
'^erctfe of his Royal Power, he (hall give fatisfa£tion todiis \ 
^^ Kingdom in thofe things which concern the fecurity of Re- 
^^iigioo, the Unity betwixt the Kingdoms, and die»x>dtDil 
^^ Peace of this Kingdom, according to tbe National Covenant 
'^ and Solemn League and Covenant ; for whtdi end, they were 
^^ refolv'd, with all poffibk Expedition, to make their humUc 
^ and eameft Addrefs to his Majefty. 

This was the Proclamation that S^ Jofifb DougUfs brought 
to the Hsptiy and the Subjeft upon which the Cbmmiffiooen 
were to invite his Majefly to go for Sc^l^nd^ whofe Inftni* 
ftions were very.fuitable to the Prck:lamation : and at the 
fame time when the CommiiSoners came from thence, HU' 
Middleum dbtonj and fome other OfSceis, who had been in thfirhft 
ijJU**Jj' ^ Army, hearing that the Prince was proclaimed King, thou^ 
'STscofr/' it^ w^ feafonable to put themfelves into a pofture to ferve faim 
land. upon his arrival ; and fi> aCGanbled fome of thofe Troops 
which had formerly ferv'd under them in the North of 5fist* 
hmd^j whereupon David Lfjley was appointed forthwith, with 
a Party of Horfe and Foot, againit thofe Royaltfb, whan 
they knew to be real Aflertors of his Caufe^ without any other 
intereft or defign than of their performing their Duties, ai 
Loyal Subjefts ought to do : and the Kirk at the fame rime 
• declared^ '^ that, before the King ihould be receiy'd, albeit 
^^they had declared his Right by Succeffion, he {h6uld 6A 
^f^n the Covenant, fiibmit to the Kirk's Cenfure, reoounoe 
^ the Sins of his Father's Houfe, and the iniquity of his Md- 
^ ther, with other things of the like Nature. All which lo- 
fbrmation arriv'd at the fame time with the Gommiffioners, 
that they who were about the King, might not be too much 
Exalted with their Matter's being declared King of ooe of his 
three Kingdoms. And it was very manifeft, by all 'that pafled 
then and afterwards, that the Marquis of Argyll tteanc only 
to latisfy the People^ in declaring tbat they bad aKing^ with- 
out 
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oat whicb they could not be ralisfied, but that (ucb condi- 
tioDs ihould be put upon hiro, at he knew, he would not fub- 
micro; and ib he(bould be able, with the concurrence of 
the Kiriyto Govern the Kingdono, tiiJ, by CroimueWs aflSftance 
and advice, he might reverfe that little approach he had made 
towards Monarchy by Proclaiming a King. 

It was a great Misformne to the King, and which always fM^mim 
attends Courts which labour under great wants and necellities,'''* ^*^'* 
diat, whiift the greateft Union imaginable amongft the few ^Xtw» w 
Friends he had was neceffiiry, and of too little Power to buoy Scotland, 
hnn up from the diftreOes which overwhelm'd him, there wa3 
yetfo great a Faftion, and Animofity amongft them, that de-» 
ftroy'd any the moft probable deligothat could o£[fcr it felF^ 
afitnow fell out With reference to ^^0/i^m/, which, ifunitoi^ 
might yerbe able to give Reputation at leaft, if not a vigorous 
Affiftacce to the King's Intereft. 

The Marquis of M&fmtrofe^ who hath been mentioned be- tw vur^ik 
fore, had been obliged by the Jate King to lay down hts Armes : •■^ JJ®""** 
and after he had performed fuch Ivonderftil Aftions in Scot'l^%^[ 
hmd^ and left that Kingdom upon his Majefty's firft coming 
into the Scotijb Army to New-Caff fe^ had firft arriv'd in France^ 
and had not fach a Reception from the Queen of Effiland, 
andthoie who Wjere in credit with her, as he thought the 
notable Services be ha<( performed for the Kit^ had noeritcd. 
The truth is, be was fomewhat elated with the great Aftions 
he had done j frhicb, upon his firft coming to P^frk^ he caufed 
tbbepublifhed in a full Relation in Latin, dedicated to the 
Piince offPkln - in which, as his own.Perfon, Courage, an4 
Condod, was well extolled, fothe Reputation of all the reft 
of that Nation (uponwhofe ASedlions the Queen at that tin^e 
<iepended ) was exceedingly undervalued and deprdled; which 
obliged the Queen, and the Prince^ to look lefs graciouHv 
upon him; which he could not bear without expreffingmuch 
<iifturbance a.t it. He was then a Man cf eclat y had many Ser- 
vants, and more QGBcers, who had ferv'd under him , and 
caineaway with him, all whom heexpefted theQjieenfhpuld 
enable him to maintain with ibme Luftre, by a liberal aiBgna-i 
tion of Monies. On the other hand , the Qijeen was ii^ 
ftreights enough , and never open-handed, and ufed to pay 
the bei}; Services with receiving them gracioufly, and looking 
kindly upon thofe who did them. And her Graces were ftiu 
Oiore towards ihofc who were like to do Servlces,than to thofe 
]*ho Had done them. So that after a long attendance, and 
fome overture made by him to Cardinal Mazarin^ to raife 
an Army for the Service of that King, which he did not think 
were teceiv'd with that regard his great name deferv'd, the Vmctgm 
Marquteiefti^jujr^^, and made a Journey into &rw/rw;f tothe*'''»Gcr- 
• ' ^ • Emperor's "**"y- 
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Emperor's Court, defiring to fee Armies, till he could ^ome 
to command them ; and was recurn'd to Brnffeb , abut the 
time that the Prince came back into HoDamd with the Fleet j 
andlay there very privately, and as, mcoffutOy for fome time, 
till he heard of tne Murther of the late ICing. Tb^i he fent 
to the King with the tender of bis Service, and to know, ^'if 
*' his Majefty thought his attendance upon him might bring 
^' any prejudice to his Majefty ^ and if to, that he would fiend 
^^ over the Chancellor of the Exchequer to Sevemhrg^ a Tovn 
^Mn FUnders^ where he was at prefent to expoSt him, and 
^^ had matters to coxpmunicate to him of much importance to 
^^ his Majefty's Service, Whether he did this out of mode- 
fty, and that be might firft know his Majefty's pleafurc, or 
outoflbme vanity, that he might feem to come cotheKia^ 
after thecoldnefs he had met ^tFarsSy by a kind of Ti^ty, 
the King commanded the Chancellor prefently to go to turn j 
and ^^ if he could, without ezafperacing him X which he had 
no mind to do ) wiflied, ^' he might be perfwaded rather ht 
^< fome time to fiifpend hi# coming to the i^«^> than pre- 
'^ fently tx> appear there ^ which was an injunSson' very diP 
agreeable to the Chancellor ; who in his Judgement bdyiev'd 
his Majefty fliould bid him very wekx>me, and prefer him 
before any other of that Nation in his efteem. 

The fuddain violent froiH, which (but up all the RiyeisiD 
lefs than four aad twenty hours, kept them at that time from 
meetings but, within a (bort time afcer, and upon another 
The CbM- Mefl&ge from him, they met at a Village threfe or four miles 
^lUr tftb€ ofFthe Hagftfy whither the Marquis was come. The Chan- 
lEMcbtfur oellor had never foen him from the time he had kfc €)xfady 
mtbbhnin ^^^" ^^ fcem'd to have very much modefty, and defi^rence 
viiiMgM to the opinion and judgement of other Men. But be had, 
UMMT the fince that time, done fo many fignal AdLions, won fomany 
Hague. Battles, and in truth made fo great anoife in the world, that 
there appear'd no lefs alteration to be in his humour, and 
difcourfe, than there had been in his Fortune* He feem'd ra- 
ther to have defired that interview, that he might Che better 
know what advice to give the King, and how to make a 
Party that would be faft to him, than out of any doobt tj^t 
his prefence would not be acceptable to hisMaje(^, "I^ere 
was yet no news from ScotloMd fince the Murther ot the Ki^K, 
and he feem'd tp think of nothing but that the King woifi 
prefently fend him thither with fome Forces, to precofe the 
way for himfelf to follow afcer. They fpent that N|gb( to- 
gether in Conference, and the next Morning the Chancellor 
prevailed with him, with great difficulty* that he would ftay 
tn that place, wtuch did not abound with all thines defirabl^ 
or fome where elfe, until he might give bigEi N<Kk^ what 
a the 
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the King's fenfe (hoald be of the matters dtfcourrcd between 
them ; infifting principally, ''char, if his going into SfOiUnd 
^ (hould be thought prefently to be neceOary, it would then 
'^ be as neceflary, that he (IiouM not be taken notice of pub- 
'Mickly to havel)een with the King: with which reafon he 
feem'd fi^isfied ; and promifed ^^not to come to the Hatue^ 
*^ till he ihould firft receive advice from the Chancellor. Boc 
when he heard of the Commiffioners being come from Scot" 
Umdj and of the other Lords arrival there, he would no longer 
defer his Journey thither, but came to the lUtgue wel| at- Tht MMrqm$ 
tended by Servants and Officers, and prefentedhimfelfto the«^'*»'** 
King ; who received him with a very good countenance. Hagot. 

There were at this time in the Hague^ the Commiffion- 
ers who came from the Council and the Kirk to invite the ' 
King into Scotland^ or rather to let him know upon what 
terms he might come thither, Duke Hamilton^ the Earl of 
Lmaberdaky and others of the Nobility of that Fadion, who 
were now as odious* and as much penecuted by that Party, 
which t\icngosttviLdScotlandy and which in that manner in- 
vited the King, as any Men were; who bad ferv'd the King 
from the bqgtnning. There was alfo the Marquis of Moum* 
troje^ with more of the Nobility, as the Earls of Staford^ and 
Kmeuly and others, who adher d to MomOrofi^ and believ'd ' 
his clear Spirit to be mod: like to advance the King's Service. 
Of thefe three Parties, it might reafonably ba^e been hoped Tk$ifmit 
that the two laft, being equaUyprofecuted by the Power that*/'** ^<>" 
govem'd, (hould have been eanly United to have Supprcfled «^ *• '*• 
the other. But it was a bufinels too hard for the King to '*"** 
bring it to pafs^ and he could as eafily havie perfwaded the 
Parltanoenc to rejeft Cromwetty as the Lords of the Bfgage-^ 
MAvf , and thofe who had joyn'd with Duke Haimiltim^ to be 
reconciled to Mountrofi : So that when the King hoped to 
have <lrawn all the Scotttfh Nobility together, to have con- 
fulced what Anfwer he fliould give to the Meflages he had 
reoeiv'd from the Council and the Kirk, with which they 
themfelves were enough oflended, thofe Lords of the EMgage^ 
pfent did not only remfe to meet with the Lord Momtrofi^ 
but, aCR>on as he came into the Room where they were, 
though his Majefty himfelf was prefent , they immediately 
Withdrew, and left the Room ; and had the colifidence to de- 
fire the King, " that the Marquis of Monntrofi ( whom they 
^^x:'AVdyames Graham) might be forbidden to come into his 
^*Majetfy*s Prefence, or Court, becaufe he ftood Excommu- 
" nicated by the Kirk of Scotland, and degraded and for- 
** felted by the Judicatory of that Kingdom. This Propo- 
fitlon* and Demand they made confidently in writing undet 
th^ic ,Hands^ and abounded fo much in Uiis fcnfe, that a 
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Lamed and Worthy Se0ti/b Divine, D' U^rtj who wai 
th« Chapkin co a Sc^tifb RegtmeQC m the Service of the 
States, being appointed to Pxcach before the King on the 
Simd0f following, they formally beroagbt the King, <^ that he 
^ would not fii^r him co Preach before him, nor co cx)roe ia- 
^ to his Prdfence, becaufe he ftood Excommunicated by tbe 
^^ KxA of Sc9tUmd^ for having refufed totaite the Covenant j 
though it was known, that the true caufe of the difpleaftire 
they had againft that Divine was, that they knew be was the 
Author of the excellent Relation of the Lord MmnOnfii 
AAkms in $c»tUmd. This | carriage and behaviour of thoTe 
Lords appeared ridiculous to idl fob^ Men, that any Men (bould 
have the prefumption to accufe thofe who had fervVi tbe 
King with that Fidelity, and were only branded by thofe Re- 
belUou^ Judicatories for having perform'd their duties of Al- 
legiance, and to demand that the King himfelf (houldan- 
demn them for having ferv'd his Father : which made thofe 
of hisMajefty'sCouncil full of Indignation at their Infokoce, 
and his Majefty himfelf declared hia being ofiended, by ufiog 
the Marquis of Mmmtt^fi with the more countenance, and 
hearinc tne DoAor Preach with the more attention^ But 
from Sis very abfurd behaviour, befides his Majeftv's deBre 
bdog fruftiated, of receiving the joynt advice of the Nobility 
of t£ut Kingdom in an afiair that fo much concerned himfeJf 
and them \ and befides the difoleafure, and diftance, that it 
caufed between them and the King a Council ( who thought 
the SMifb Lords might as reafonably move the King, that 
they might be retnov'd, who lay under the fame branch and 
repfoaches in JSa^^SM^ for adhering to the Crown, as cbeodier 
did in SctiUnd ) the King had reafon to be troubled with 
another appreheofion, which was, that the Marquis oEMmh 
tf9fi ( who oouid not be ignorant of any thing whidi the 
other Peribns faid or did ) would, out of juft indignation, take 
revenge upon thofe Perfons whom he contemn'd too much; 
and fo that the Peace of the Country, where his Majefty was 
btttaGueft, would be violated by hisSubjefta, as it were in 
bis own fight; which would make his abfence from thence cbe 
more defireable. 

He, to whom this unreafonable Animoficy was moft io* 
puted, and who indeed was the great Fomencer, aiKl Profe- 
cutor of it, was the Earl of Uiutberdak:^ whofe fiery Spirit 
was tiot capable of any moderation. One of the Council con- 
ferring one day with him upon a fubjeft that ccxild not put 
hitBL into paiSoo, and fo being in a very fair converiatioD, de- 
fir'd him ^' to inform him, what foul Ofience the Mfaiquis of 
^' Mmmffofi had ever committed, that (hould hinder thofe to 
*^ make a coojundion with him. who, in refpeft of die Re- 
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'' Ms J were in as defperate a coodkioa as himfeif, atxl who 

^' could not more defire the King's Refttcution than hedkl. 

The Earl told him calmly enough, ^^ chat he could not ^^^o^EMrt^fUu^ 

^^ gioe, or conceive the Barbarities and Inhumanities J^oum thndMi ' 

^^trcfi was guilty of, in the time he made a War in Scotland ^^fi^^fi 

*^ that he never gave Quarter to any Man, but purfued all thcj*^"^ ^ , 

" Advantages he ever got, with the utmoft outrage and Cru- ''** 

*^ eky : that he had in one Battle kill'd fifteen hundred of one 

*' Family, of the CamfMs^ of the blood and name oijirgyk^ 

"and that he had utterly rooted out feveral Names, and en- 

" tire noble Families. The other told him, '' that it was the 

"Nature and Condition of that War, that Quarter wasgivea 

'^on neither fide ^ that thofe Priibners which were takea 

'^ by the Scets^ &s once they did take foroe Peribns of Ho- 

" nour of his Farty, were afterwards in cold blood hang'dre- 

" proachftilly, which w^^s much worfe than if they had beea 

" kill'd in the Field ^ and asked him, << if Jkhimtroft had ever 

"caufed any Man to dye in cold Blood, or after the Battle 

" was ended; fiace what was done mil flagrante, was noore 

" to be imputed co the fierceneis of hisSoidierSy than to ht^ 

" want of humanity. Th^ Earl confefled, ^^ that he did noe 

" know he was guilty of any thitig but what was done iir 

" the Field ; but concluded with more paffion, "that his be^ 

'^ havioor there was fo Savage, that Seatiand would never for* 

^^ give him. And in other Company, where the fame Sub- 

jed was debated, he fwore with great paf&oo, " that though 

" he wilh'd nothing more in this World than to fee the King* 

^'Reftor'd^ he had much rather that he Ihould never be Re* 

^ftor*d, than that James GrahMm (hooW be permitted to 

^^ come into the Court : of which Declaration of his the King 

was inform'd by WWiamLegg^Xid Sr WiKam Armorer y who 

were both prefent at the Hague, and in the Cooq^any, whei» 

hefaidit. 

T H K R c was at that time in the Hague the Lord Nem* 
^^ff^ who, after the Murtherofthe late King, was oom-^^ 
pell'd together with his Wife, the Lady Auiignej , to fly out 
^Engli^y Cromwdl everyday making difcoveries of oorre* 
fpondendes which had been between the King and them. 
And thareupon they made an efcape from thence, and came 
to tht Hague. That Lord having been too young to have had 
A part in the former War, had been thenfeot by his Majefty'9 . 
tiireftion, to be bred in France ^ from whence he return'd 
not till his Majefty was in tbe hands of the fcettjb Army; 
and from that tinae he performed all the 0£Sces of Fidelity^ 
and Duty to the King, that a geneftous and worthy Perfon * 
could find any opportunity for ; with which his MajeSy wav 
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tbundantly Aitisfied and pleafed : aod he nawTrafifponed him- 
felf and bis Wife into iMtrndy chac he might leave ber there, 
and himfelf attend the King in any Expedition. 

This Lady was a Woman of a very great Wic^ and vasSt 
tnifted and converfant in thofe Intrigues, which at that time 
could be beft manag'd and carried on by Ladies , who with 
lefs jealoufy could be fcen in all Companies : and fo (he had 
not been a ftranger to the moft fecret TranTaftions with the 
Se§tSj and had much Conver(ation with the Lord Umrkk^ 
during the time the King was at Hamptam Courts and whilft 
he ftay'd afterwards in Lmuhm, when the King was Impri^ 
fon'd in the lOe of W^bt ^ and being now both in the H^e, 
they had much Converfation together. She had likevifehad 
long Acquaintance^ and FriendKiipwith one of the CoukM, 
who, fhe knew, had been as much trufted as any by tbe Fa- 
ther, and was believ'd to have Credit with the prefentKmg. 
She lamented thofe Divifions amongft the Scots, wbidi every 
Body fpokeof, and every Body knew the diforder they pro- 
duced in die Kitlg's Councils ; and fatd, ^ fhe defir'd noAiog 
^ morC) than that there were a good underftandiog between 
^^ Duke Htmitm and Him ; whkb, fiie &id, <' (he was foie 
^' would eafily be, if they two had but once a frank Confe- 
^' rence together. The other, who indeed had an efteem for 
tbe Duke , feem'd very defirous of it : and (he thereupon 
told him^ that *^the Duke had exprefs'd to her, than be 
^ would be willing to embrace the occafion : and k was fo 
concerted) that within a day or two, they met as by chance 
at her Lodgings. And (he fo dextroufly introduced them co a 
Civility towards each odier, and to exprefs their InclioatkKtf 
to a mutual freedom, that after an hour's general GoovBr&- 
tion there, to which (he left them, and went her felf abroad, 
they parted with fair profdfions of future good Will ; and 
the other promifed to vifit the Duke the next morning early, 
ttait (bey might have the more rime without being interrupt- 
ed, and b6 was with him accordingly, and found htia in hii 
bed. They continued together near two hours , the Duke 
hating commanded his Servant to tell any who .came to vifit 
him, that hewasafleep. The other, fpoke of ^^ the Piocla- 
c»nfirn€§ ** mation, and the manner of inviting the King into Sc§tlMMi^ 
^lIT^Hm ** ^^ ^^ ftrangc Spirit that poflfefled thofe who govem'd 
ttikon w" *erB, and perfwaded them to imagine it poflible, that the 
«i»Eogli(h **King could ever be prcvail'd with to rake the Co^-cnant, 
Trivj C9im^ <f Or that it could be of Advantage to him to do fo ; iince k 
fiiur CM* ^Qoijid ootfoiR much alienate the AQe<ftions of all that Parcy 
'H^irf ^iQ £%An^ that had ferv'd his Father, upon whom he ought 
flcocUnd. "chiefly to depend for hisReftoration to the Government of 
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^tiar Kingdom. Then he fpoke of ^ the difierencei and 
^'jealouGes which were between thofe of thac Nation who 
'^ bad an equal defire to ferve the King, and feemM to be 
^^equaliy profecuted by the Party that now prevail'd, which 
^^had excluded both^ and wilh'd <^rhat foine Expedient 
'' might be found out to Unite all thofe ^ and particularly that 
^^ his Grace and the Marquis of MmmtfBfe might be reconcird^ 
'' towards which^he&id, he was furethat theM^tquis had 
^' great Inclination, and had always efteem'd hini a Man of 
^' Honour j which appear'd by the Book which wa^ pubUb'd, 
"where he was always worthily niention'd> though he had 
" not dealt ifo well witfai many others. 

When the Duke had beard him with very dvil attention, 
k told him as to the firft part, ^^ concerning the Prodama** 
"tion, and the manner of inviting the King to come tQthem^ 
"he was not to make any other judgement by it, than only 
" of the Peribn of the Marquis of Atfgk ^ who, with the 
^' AfSftance of fome few Minifters, and others his Creatures^ 
*'did at prefcnt Govern : that Argfh well knew there was 
^^an abiblute neceffity^ in refpcA of the wJiole People, to 
'' Proclaim the King after the Murther of his Father ; and 
" dierefore he could find no other way to keep him from 
^ coming thither, but by eloping the Proclamation andMef* 
" f^ with diofe unworthy Expreffions, which' might deter 

I him from putting himfelf into theix hands i which Jirgjk 
^ did not wi(h he fliould do, becaufe in his. abfence he w^ 
^ (ure he fliould Govern all, being well agreed with CronmeU 
^ bow the Government (houldbe carried^ and fo the King 
^ might be kept out, CromweUv^oali fupport him againft aU 
1^ other Parties ^ but that they both knew well enough, thac 

* if his J^ajefty were once there, the whole Nation would 

l^ftidc to^ him and obey him. Heconfefi'd, ^' that there was 

geoeralhr to great aSuperftitionfor the Covenant, that who« 

loever (Douldfpeak againftit for the prefent, would lofe 

' all credi^ though he did acknowledge it had, done much 

^'Mifchief, and would do more whilft it ihould be infified 

1^ upon ; but, he (aid, '^ that muft be a work of. dme,' asdiua 

^efikft of the King's Government : which would find it ne^* 

^ ceflar V, in many other refpeds, to leflen the power of the 

^^ Minifters ^ which being leflen'd, the Revcrenee of the Co* 

'* venant would quickly rail too ; and till then He, and all 

^^Men, muft have patience. For the fecond, he. (aid, ^^he 

^' wiihed heartily that therecould be a Union of all Parties 

*^ which defired the King's Reftoration, and that theAnimo- 

II ficy agaii^ the Marquis of Mounirofe might be evtiqgui&ied. 
. For ms own part, tbac he bad only one Qtgunrel aiDunft 
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*^ hira,' which was that, by his unjuft Calumnies and Profe- 
•*cucion, he had driven him into Kcbelhon; which nothing 
*• elfe could have done. And for thar he always asked God 
** forgivenefs from his Heart, and defircd nothing more than 
^ to repair his fault by lofing his life for the King; and would, 
** with all his Heart, joyn to morrow with the Marquis of 
^^ Mwntfofe^ in carrying on the King's Service, though he 
•* did believe, in thatconjunfture, the Animofity againft the 
** Marquis was fo great, that if he fhould declare Rich an In- 
** clfnfation, all his own Friends wbuld fall from him , and 
•* abhor him. He faid, " his own Condition was very hard; 
** for that having been always bred tip in the Church oFfi^^- 
^^ land J for which he had a great Reverence, he was forced 
** to comply wi(h the Covenant ; which he perfedlly detefted, 
^ and looked uj^n it as the ruin of his Nation ; and would 
**be as glad as any Man of a good opportunity to declare a- 
"gainft it. Bur, fatdhe, " f dare not fay this; and if I did, 
•* 1 ftiould have no power or credit to ferve the King. There 
'* is, faid he, ^* a very worth v Gentleman, who Lodges in this 
" Houfe, the Earl of LautMrdak^ my Friend and my Kinf- 
** man j who^ upon my Confcience, loves me heartily ; and 
** yet I dare fay nothing of this to htm, either againft the 
"Covenant*, or for the Marquis of Mwtniroje : and , if I 
" fiiould, 1 believe he would rather chooTeto kin me, diao 
** to joyn with me : fo much he is tranfported with pr^udicc 
•"in both thcfc particulars,' and lb incapable to hear reafoa 
** upon either ofthofe Arguments, though, in all other things^ 
*^fcw Men have a better Underftanding , or can difcourfc 
*' more reafonably . • 

Whilst they continued in all pbflible freedom In this 
conference, the Earl of Lautberdahy who" it feems was in- 
formM of the others being there , came in his Nfght-Gown 
into the Chamber, and fo broke off the difcourfe. The other, 
after fitting fome tifliein general Converiation, departed. And 
there continued afterwards all civility bet weeil tlie Duke and 
him. '/Butashimfelftold the hziy AuUgnejy who Cbortly af- 
ter died there,' *'he could not, without giving jealoufjr to his 
^^VtictkA Lautherdak, whichhehadno mindtodo, {peridfo 
** much time with the other in private as he could have been 
** willing to have done: and the death of that Lady leflen'd 
the opportunities. 

I N' this unftcady and irfefolute condition of the King's 
Councilj it was very manifeft, thar, how longfoeverhisMa- 
jefty fliouH defer me refolution, ro what place he would re- 
move, he Ihould not be able to ftay long in the place where 
he was. :^ The States, efpecially chofe of HoMand^ \ct fall 
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fooiewbat every day in their Councils, and Coafialtaitions^ 
^^thac the King'fi reiiding in the tUigve would be very incon- 
^^ venient to <hein j . and it was the greac Incereil of the Prince 
of Oratfge^ not without much dexrcrity, that kept the States 
from (qnding a Meflagc diredtly to his Majcfty^ to defire him, 
^^thac-he would depart from that Country, adoon as he a)uld. 
And there happened an Accident ac this time, which made the 
refoiution oejeflary, and would inevitably have drawn on that 
Meflage, which had yet been kept back. 

It was couched before, that there was a purpoie at Lorn- 
dm^ x& fend over an Envoy from thence into HoBauJ, to pre- 
pare the way for a farther good Intelligence, and Negotiation, 
which might end in a firm Peace, and a reciprocal Alliance be* 
tween the two Republicks. To that purpofe on^ Dor (flaaSyZ D' 
in the Civil Law, was n^med; who, being born inDelpht in 
Holland, had been bred at LeyJe»y and afterwards liv'd long in 
I/tndony having been rcceiv'd witoGrefl^am College as a Pro- 
feObr in one of thofe Chairs which are endow'd for publick 
Ledures in that Society^ and had been, from the beginning of 
the Troubles, in the Exercife of the Judge Advocate s Office 
ip the Earl of Effex$ Army. In this conjun&ure this Man ar- 
riv'd at the Hagu9y and took his Lodging in a Houfe where 
Strangers ufed to repair, and weie accommodated till they 
provided otherwife for their better accommodation. Wbilft 
he was at Supper, the fame Evening that he came to the Town, x)oriflaa, 
in Company of many others who ufed to Eat there, half 2ia»^gm/$f 
dozen Gentlemen cnter'd the Roop with their Swords drawn, thg ParUd- 
and required thofe who were at the Table " not to ftir ^ iotf»^ftkiUed 
" that djere was no harm intended to any but the Agent whof ^^^|^ 
" came frono the Rebels in Engtand^ who had newly Mur- ^J^ J^^^ 
''ther'd their King. . And one of chem, who knew VoriJUmsj 
pulled him from the Table, and killed him at his Feet : and 
th^eapon they all put up their Swords, and walked leifurel/ 
out ot the Houfe, leaving thofe who were in the Room, in 
n^uch Acpazement and CQnftenKition. Though aU who were 
engaged in that Enrerprife, went quietly away, and fo out of 
theTown^infomuch as no one of them was ever apprehended, 
or called ia queftion^ yet they kept not their own Counfel fo 
well (believing they had done a very Heroick AA ) but that 
it was generally known they were all Scotifb Men, and mofi: 
of them Savants, or Dependents upon tl;Le Marquis of J!4oun-' 

The i^ing was exceedingly troubled aiul perplexed with 
this Aocident, which he c^ld nocforefee, andeauly difeern'd 
that it would be applied to his prejudice j and that the States 
(0)4d cot ^i)t highly refent it, in many refpc&$ i that the 
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Man who wa9 killed, wfts in truth their owASobjed, and inv 
ployed CO them, as a pubUck Minifter, by thofe widi whom 
they bad no mind to have any Quarrel. Upon all which his 
Majefty concluded , that his prefence there would qoicUf 
appear more unacceptable than ever : befides^ that there had 
been the fame night fome Quarrels, and Fighting in the Streets 
between fome Servants of the King and fomcGendenmof 
the Town ; in which a Son of one of chd Staoea was dangcf- 
cufly hurt, though he recovered afterwards. 

I T cannot be denied but that the States proceeded opoo 
thefe diforders, to which they had not been accuftom'd, wkb 

¥eat gravity, and more than ordinary refpeA to die King. 
hey were highly ofiended with what was paft, and ibfibie 
what expoftulacions, and clamour for Juftice they nraft ex- 
peft, and fuftain from Englsndy and what reproactes diey 
muft undergo for fiifl^ring ail thofe who had been gidty of 
fuchaCrime, toefcapetheMiniiK.^ of Juftice; which ccniU 
not but be imputed to them, as a great fcandal to their Go- 
vernment: Yet they proceeded very.flowly in their Ifiquifi- 
tion, and with fuch formalities as were ufual (and which could 
bring no prejudice to the Offenders j who were either gooe 
oat of their Dominions, or concealed themfelvet hi other 
Towns, where the fame formalities were to be ufed, if they 
were dilcover'd ) and without fo much refieftion upon the 
King, as if they behev'd that the guilty Perfbns had any rela- 
tion to his Service : Yet they took notice of ^^theanutitvtie 
^ of Strangers which were in the Town, and how Impoffiide 
*^ it would be for them to preferve the Peace, and fiood Go- 
*• vemment thereof, if fucn refort were not reftrain^. They 
aggravated exceedingly ^'the Indignity that bad been ofti^d 
*' to the State it lelf, in the attempt that had been made upon 
^ a Perfon mxler Their Proteftion, and for whofe ftfety the 
^ Pubiick Faith was, upon the matter, engaged ; wicb inftius- 
tion enough, '* that it would be 6t for the King to remove 
^ from thence. Of all which his Majefty receiving advertiie- 
nent, he thought tt better himfelf to give them notice of hk 
purpofe to leave them, than to expeA a plain Injiin6bioD from 
them to do fo. He found this the more necefl&ry to be dode, 
fince from the time that the Scct^ Commiflioners were oooe 
thither, rhey had taken great pains to infofe into the opiaiDDS 
of that People, ^'that they were fent fvom the Kingdom of 
*^ Sc9iUmd^ that was entirely and unantmoufly ac his Maje- 
^ &Ys difpofil, to invite htm to repair thither, and to take 
* poOeffion of his Government there, where there was al- 
** ready an Arniy preparing to affift him towards the recovery 
^ of his other Dominions 9 but that there was a fuvf of evil 

<<CouD- 
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^OmaftiiorM aboui his Majefty, who diflviraded htm from ao- 
'^ocpdiig chat their Invitacioo, except chey would be cooceDC 
^^ to change the Government of their Church, and to eSar 
'' bUfli Epiicopacy there again. And by chefe infinuations thejf 
perfwaded many of the States to believe, that the defeoce of 
Bifhops, for whom they had no regard, was the (ble didcrenoe 
between the King and Them, which kept the King from go- 
iflg into Sc9tlmtd\ So that the King was not without fome 
apprehenfion, chat by that mitiake and faife Information, the 
States might give him advice to accept the Scots Invitation. 
And therefore he fent to the Stares of HoUandy ^^that he had 
'^adefire to fay fomewhat to them, if they would alfign him 
"an Audience the next day ; which they readily did. 

Thb King was receiv'd in the fame manner he had hccnTb$King 
formerly, and being conduced into the Room of Council, ^"J'*^/'^ 
after a flx>rt Compliment, he deliver'd a Paper to them, which 'J-Jj^jf^nj' 
hedefired might be read, and that he might receive their ad- gmd deliver) 
vice thereupon aflbon as they pleas'd. The Memorial con- themayU''^ 
tain'd, in the firft place, his Majefty's acknowledgement of "^'''^. 
the Civilities he had receiv'd theie, and his dcfire '^ that by 
^^them the States General (who were not at that time adem- 
bled) *^ might be inform'd of fuch his Majefty's (enfe of their 
^^ kindneft ^ efpecially in the full and high deteftation they 
*^ had exprefs'd of the impious, and unparallel'd Murther of 
"his Royal Father of Blefled Memory, their faft and un- 
" fhaken Ally, by which the Forms and Rules of all kiad of 
" Government were no lefs violated and diflojv'd, than that of 
" Monarchy : That he came to inform them that he did intend, 
" in a Qiort time, fo to (iifpofe of his Perfon, as might with 
'^ God's Blefling moft probably advance his Affairs y and that 
"for the better doing thereof, and that he might in fo impor- 
"tant an AflSur receive their particular advice, he (hould im- 
" part to them the uue ilate and condition of his feveral Do- 
" minions. That he needed not inform them of the deplor- 
" ab]e condition of his Kingdom of Emglamdy where the Hearts 
''and Afieftions of his Loyal Subje&s were fo depreOed,. and 
^^kept under by the Power and Cruelty of thofe who had Mur- 
" tber'd their late Soveraign, and who every day gave fre(h 
" and bloody inftances of their Tyranny, to fright Men from 
'^ their Allegiance, that for the prefent no Man could believe 
^'thatjpiferable Kingdom could be fit for his Majefty to truft 
"his Perfon in : That in Scotland^ it is very true, that his Ma- 
*' jefty is proclaimed King, but with fuch umitations, and re- 
^^ftridions againft hisexercife of his Royal Power, that in 
" tnith they had only given him the Name, and denied him 
*Uhe Aufibority : That above five parts of fix of the Nobility 
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'^and chief Gentry of that Kingdom, were likewife exdadd 
'^ from their juft Right, and from any part in the Admioifb- 
«' tion of the Publick Affairs ; fo that Thar Kingdom feem'dw 
*' fufficiently prepared for his Majcfty's receprioo,' bucthatk 
^^ hoped, and doubred not, that there would be inaffaorniis 
^*a perfeft Union, and right underftandmpc between all hs 
'^Subjefis of that his Kingdom, and a due fubm^ffion anddic- 
*'diencc from them all to his Majefty, for that he was r^ 
•'folv'd (and had never had the lead purpofe to the contrary) 
** to prefervc aid maintain the Government of Church and 
*' State in that Kingdom, as it is eftablifh'd by the Laws rbere- 
<'of, without any violation or alteration on his part: So that 
^^ there could foe no difierence between him and his Subjeds 
"of that Kingdom, except they ihould endeavour, andprcb 
"his Majefty to alter the Laws and Government of hisoihcr 
"Kingdoms^ which as it would be very unreafonable to (i^ 
^^ fire, fo it is not in his power to do if he fliould coofeor, 
" and joyn with his Subjeds of Scotland to that put pofe: whicb 
*^ made him confident, that, when they had throughly wdgh'd 
^*and confider'd what was good for themfelves, as well as for 
"Him, they would acquiefce with enjoying the Laws and 
** Privileges of that Kingdom, without defiring to infringe or 
^*impofeuponthofe of their Brethren and Neighbours. And 
"his Majefty defir'd the Stares, " that if any Perfons had en- 
'* deavour'd to make any impreffions upon them, that he batli, 
** or ever had other intentions or defires, with reference to 
"his Subjeds of Siiftlamd^ than what htmfelf now exprefs'dro 
"them to have, that they would give no Credit to them: 
"And afliired them, that they i1i0uJd always find himooo- 
"ftant tothofe rcfoluttons, and efpecially, that all ways aid 

^^' means which might lead to the advancement and propaga- 
**tion of the Protdftant Religion, (houid be fo heartily etn- 
*' braced by him, that the World ihould have caufe to believe 
" him to be worthy of his Title of Defender of the FJitf, 
"which he valued as his greateft Attribute. 

This being, the true prefent condition of his two King- 
doms of En^lMM and Scotland, and it being neceflary for bis 
Majefty, to give life to the afiiiAed ftate of his Affairs by his 
own PerfonalAftivity and Vigour, he told them, "there re- 
'^main'd only, that he (houid impart to them the like Scaic 
"of his other Kingdom of Ireland \ which hdd likewife fcnt 

"to him, and defired him to repair thither with great impor- 
"tunity : Thar the Marquis of OrAiMr^, his Lieutenant there, 
"had concluded a Peace with the Roman Catholicks; and 
f^thar thereby his Maiefty was entirely poflefs'd of three parts 
.^^of four of that hi? large an^ fruitful Kingdom^ aod of the 
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''Cbmmand of gocxl Armies, and of roaoy good Ships to be 
'^joyn'd CO his own Fleet ^ and that he h^ reafon to hope 
'^and to beUeve thu DuUm it felf, and the few other places, 
'' which had fabmitted co the Rebellious, power in EnglsMd^ 
''either already were, upon the knowledge of that odious 
^ Parricide, rerarn'd to their AUeeiaoce, or would fpeedily be 
"reduced j of which he erpeded every day to receive Ad- 
'' vertifement ; which if it ihould fall out, yet he fore^ w 
<< many objedions might be made againft his going thither, 
''not only in regard of the difficulty and danger of his paf- 
'' fage, but of the jealoufies which would arife upon the laree 
'^Conceffiom which were made unto the Roman Cacholicks 
''of that Kingdom; which could not be avoided. And 
having thus given them a clear Information of the Siate of 
Us three Kingdoms, his Majefty concluded with his defire, 
"that the States would give him their advice as freely, co 
"which of them he (houid repair; and that they would 
"give htm all neceflary affiflance that he%might profecute 
" their Counfel. 

M A N r Men feared, that the King would have brought 
great prejudice to himfelf by this Communication, and, upon 
the matter, obliged himfelf to follow their Advice ;« which 
they apprehend^ would be contrary to his own Judgement. 
For nothing was more commonly difcourfed among the Dttttb^ 
and by many of the States themfelves, than " (hat the King 
" ought, without delay, to throw himfelf into the Armes of 
" Scotland^ and to gratify them in ail they defu'd ; That 
" Bifliops were not worth the contending for ; and that the 
'' fupporcing Them, had been the rum of his Father, and 
"would be His, if he continued in the fame obftinacy. But 
the King had resdbn to believe that they would not fo much 
concern themfelves in his broken Afiairs, as to give him Ad« 
vice what to do: And it was neceSary for him to get a little 
moie time, upon fome occurrences which would every day 
happen, before he took a pofitive refolutton which way to 
Acer i For though, in his own opinion, Ire/and was the place 
to which he was co repair, yet he knew that notwithftanding 
the Peaoe that was made, there were feveral Parties ftill in 
Armes there, befides thofc who adher'd to the Parliament 
who refofed to fubmit to that Peace. Though the Geoeial 
Council at Kilkimy ( which had been always loofc'd upon as 
the Reprefencative of the Confederate Catholicksof that King- 
dom, and to which they had always fubmitted) had folly con- 
fented to the Treaty of Peace with the Lord Lieutenant^ 
yet Owen O Nei^, who had the Command of all the Ir^ in 
Vffier^ and who was looked upon as the beft General they

bad| totally refiiied to fubmtc to ir, aod poCtirely piocefted 
tgainft it, as not haviog provided for their Iiuereft ; aiid that 
Council was not forry for his feparatioo, there b?iiig little 
left AniraoGcy between cbofe of Ulfiir and the other Irg^, 
than was between them both and the EiKgli/b : And they knew 
that O Niik more infifted upon recompenoe in Lands luxi 
Preferments, than upon any provifion that concem'd Rdi* 
gion it feir Then the Scpfs in U/fifr\ who were Tery oume^ 
rous, and under good difeipline » and well provided wiA 
Armes and Ammunition , would not fubmit to the Com- 
mands of the Lord Lieutenant ; but were refolv'd to follow 
the example of their Country- men, and to fee tiie Kipg a<i- 
mitted acKl receiv'd, as well as proclaimed, before they woaid 
fubmit to his Authority : which made the Nbirquis of Or- 
m$mi the le6 troubled ac the Obftioacy of O Hesle ( thoug'^ be 
had ufed all the means iie had to draw him in ) fince hepfe- 
ibmed the Sc9$s and He would mortify each other, dufing 
, the time that he fliould fpend in making himfelf ftroag enough 
to fupprefs them both : For the Scots who would ooc joyn 
with the Marquis , were very vigorous in pcofeouting the 
War aj^ainft O Nfiie, and the Ir^ of Ulfler. Thde IkfU 
Sons, Faflions, and Coofufioos in Irelamd^ made the King 
the more follicitous that his Council Qiould be uittninioof 
for his going thither, at ieaft that the ScoiSy how virulent fiv 
ever agaiirf^ each other, ihould a,il concur in their Adrice, 
^ that it was not yet feafonablc for him to go for Sg^tlimif 
which made him labour fo onich to bring die H^wiiitmntm, 
and thofe who followed Mnmtrofiy whom he believed both to 
be of that opinion, to meet togetheri and to own it joyntijr 
ro the King in Council : But it is faid before how impoffiUe 
it was ro obtain that Conjundion. 

W HE(¥ the King found, that k was not poffible to brii^ 
the Lords of the Scot'^ Nation together to confer ttpDO the 
Af&irs of that Kingdom, he thought to have drawn tnem (> 
veraiiy, that is, thofe of the Btgt^emm/t by tfaemielves, and 
the Marquis oif Mmmtrofi with bis Friends by themfelvev, 
CO have given him their Advioe in the prefenoeof bbjCoiio- 
ciL thatfo, upon I>ebate thereof between them, hisM^efty 
might the more maturely have determined what he was €odo. 
The Marouis of Mnmtrofi exprefs'd a great wiUingoeft to 
give his Majefty facisfaiftion tms, or any other way, teing 
wiiiing to deliver his opinion concernii^ Thinga, or Perfons, 
before any Body, and in any place. But die Lords of the 
£«g#2Mw«r poficively refufed to deliver their opinion, bat to 
the King himfelf, and not in the preience of his Gouadl ; 
Which, they faid, ^^ would be to confelsa kind of iiibordina- 

*' tion 
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^t«» of the Kingdom oiScvthmd^ which was indepeDdent 
"on (he Cotmcil of BtgUml; and Duke Btomltdm told the 
Counfidlor, with whom he had before fo freely conveded^ 
and who expoftubted with him upon it, *' that it was the 
^ only ground of the heavy judg^meniT in Parliament againil 
" the Earl of Tltafuair^ that, having been the King's Com- 
**miffioner in ScotUmd y he gave account to the King of 
^ traniaftlocis , and of the affiiirs of that Kingdom , at the 
''Coundl-Table in Bfiglan4'j whereof he was likewife a 
'^ Member^ fo jealous that Kingdom was, andftillis, of their 
** Native Privileges ; and therefore defired, *• that he might 
''not be prefl&d to do what had been fo penal to another in 
''his own fight. > 

The King fiitisfied himfelf with having all their opinions 
deliver'd to himfelf, fubfcribed under all their hands, which 
every one confented to : though moft of them would have 
been glad that the King would have eone into Scotland^ npoa 
what condefcenfions foever;: becaufe they all believ'd His 

|>refence would eafily turn ail, and that they fliould be quick- 
y reftored to their Eftates, which they cared moft for; yet 
no body prefumed to give that advice, or feem'd to think it 
feaibnable. So that the King refumed the former Debate of 
goiog direAIy for Ireland^ and direflion was given for pro- 
vidii^ Ships, and all other things necefl&ry for that Voyage. 
There remaitt'd only one doubt, whether his Maiefty (hould 
take France in his way, that he might fee his Mother, who 
by Letters and Me(&ges prefled him very earneftl v fo to do ; 
or whether he ibould embark in HeUanJ dhreftly for Ireland^ 
which would be lefi lofs of time, and might be done early in 
the Spring, before the Parliament's Fleet (hould put out to 
Sea. 

Thet who did not wi(h that the Queen (hould exercife 
any power over the King , or have too much credit with 
him, were againft his going into France^ as '^ an occafion of 
'^fpendrng more time than his Ai&irs would permit, and an 
^ob%attion to make a greater Expence than he had, or knew 
^^ where to have, means to defray : and they thought it an 
Argument of moment, ^ that from the time of the Murther 
*^ of his Father, the King had never receiv'd Letter ofcon- 
*' dolement from Frmue^ nor the leaii invitation to go thl- 
"thcr. On die other fide, they who wiih'd, and hopd that 
die Queen would have fuch an influence upon the King that 
his Council (hould have lefs credit with him, defired very 
niuch that his Majefty would make Franu his way. The 
^oti defired it very much, believing they (hould find ner Mar 
f^l very propitious to their Counfels^ and indined to truft 

their 
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rheir undertakings^ and ctiCK^^^ ^^ry fure that Hfwatnfi 
would never go to Psrk^ or have credit with the Queen. 

The Prince of Or^^if,. ondthePrinoeis Royal, his Wife, 
had agrcat^efire cojgranfy tlie- Qi^een, and that the King 
flvjuld fed her in the way j and propofed ^^ that his MajeHy 
*^ might appoint a place, where the Queen aAd He might 
'^ meet, wicbQuc going to Faris ^ and, a&er tbr^ or four 
'^days day together, his Majefty migb: baden his Journey to 
'^ fome couYenieat rort, from whence he might embark ior 
^^ Inland by a (borter paflage than fiom Holland ., and the 
** Prince oiOrangc would appoint two Ships of War, to at- 
*^ tend his Majelly in that French Port, before he (houid get 
^^ thither. His Majefty inclined this way, without pofitivdy 
fefolving upon it j yet db-edted ^^ti>ac his own Gopds Q(bulkj 
*' and his inferior &rvains, (liould be prefently embaritd to 
'^ take the diip«id:eft paflage to Ireland i and oroer'd ^^that ^ 
'^ reH y who were to wait upon bis Ferfon, flioiild likewite 
'^ fend their Goods and Baggage,, and fuch Servants who were 
*' not abiblutely necefl&ry for their prefent Service, upc^ the 
'^fame Ships for Jr«Z«»^^ declaiirg, ^^that, tfhe m^dcFrMce 
^^ bis way, he would make all poifible baft, and go with as 
'^ light a train as he, could. Hereupon two Ships were Ihortlf 
after provided, and many Perfoos ( and greaf ftore of Bag- 
gage ) embark'd for Ireland^ and arrived there in fafety ^ but 
moft of the Perfons, and all the GoodSy miicarried in their 
return, when they knew that the King was not to come thi- 
ther, upon the a^idents that ^fterwar^ fell out there. 

This Refolution being taket^, the Lord Cetfsngtan^ who 
had a juft excufe from his Age, being chenfeyenty five years 
old, to wilh to be in fome repofe, confider'd with himlelf 
how to become diiintangled from the fatigue of thofe Voyages 
and Journies, which he faw the King would be obliged to 
make. In Holland lie had no mind to ftay, havlbg never 
lov'd that People, nor been lov'd by them; and he thoogitt 
the CUmate it felf was very pernicious to his health, byrea- 
(bnof the Gout, which frequently viiiiedhim. Framce was 
as ungrateful to him, where he had not been kindly created, 
and was look'd upon as one who bad been always .addided 
to Sfain,, and no friend to the Crown of France j {o that be 
was willing to find a good occalion to fpend rbe remainder 
of his age where hehadfpcntfo much of his youth, in JSjfamj 
and where be;beiiev'd that be might be able to do the Kiog 
more Service than any other way. And there was newly 
come to the Hapff an Englf/h Gentleman, who had been an 
OfScer in the King's Army, and was in Madrid when the 
News o^me chUber of the Murtberofthe King: and bp re- 
lated 
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hfed many particaFars of the paffion and indignation ofdiat 
Court, ujx)n that occafion, againft the Rebels ; that ** the 
^^Kiog, and all the Court, put ihemfelvcs into folemn Mourn- 
'Mng: (and he repeated fome Expreffions which the King . 
2nd Don tJwit Je Har& had made of tendernef^ and com^ 
paffion for our King j and that " the King of Sf am fpoke of 
^* fending ao EnnbalSidour to his Majefty . 

These relations, and any thing of that kind, how weak- 
ly foever founded , were very willingly heard. And from 
hence the Lord C»>Wjigfdj» todk'occafion to confer with thcc^^firwiut 
Chancellor of the Exchequer ( with, whom he held a fl:rfa;^««»i«»fAt 
Fricodfhip, they living, and keeping Houfe together) of "the ^'^*^- 
" ill condition the King was in, and that he ought to think^^^^^ 
" what Pririce's kindnefe was like to be of moft ufc and be- C^MtMOgr ^ 
"ne6c to his Majefty, and from whom he might hope tore-^^ £w^ 
" ceive a Sum of Money ; if not as much as might fervefor ^•^. ««^ 
"a Martial Expedition, yet fuchan annual Exhibition ^^'ZT^tL, 
"might ferve for hisfupport : that he had already expcrien(ieiI^'T»£». 
^^ of France^ and knew well the Intelligence that the Cardi- »«/$> mm 
"nalhad at that very time with Cromwell : but he did verily Spain- 
" believe, that f f the King of Spain were dexteroufly treated 
" with, and not more asked of him than could confift with 
" his Aflairs 16 fpai-e, a good yearly fupport might be pro-^ 
"cared There, and the expeftariqn of it might ^ worth the 
"King^s fending an Embafladour thither. He fard,- " he was 
" more oF that opinion fince the King had taken the refoiu- 
"tionof|;c)ing'6r'Ire/<*»i/j where the King of Spain's dredit 
"mighcbe of great b^nefiV to him ! that Owen O NelL ztii 
" the old Irjlft of xr^CT*, were Rill in Armes againft the King: 
"and woqld-not fubmit to the* conditions which the general 
" Council of* t^ Confederate Cdtholicks had confented to' 
" with the Marquis of Ormmd : that O Nfii had been fered 
" in Spah, and "had a Regiment in Planders^ and fo muft have 
"an ablblute dependence updii hiis Catholick Majefty; for 
"whom ill the old Itifh had ever had a panicular devotion V 
"and if it wer« ofily todtfpdfe Hito ^tid that People tb^the 
"King's obedience, and. to accept thofe conditions. ^hjA 
"might conveniently be given tatheni, \t wei^e wdl'Vorth^ 
" fuch a Journey .; and the King of Spain would heveri^fufi^ 
" to gratify fte - King to the iitmoft that could be ^dfired ia 
" that particular. The ^ Chancellor thought this dMcouffc tldif 
unreafonable, and asked him, " who wduldbe fiftb'bc fcti 
I thither? not imagining that he had any thought dfgpinjt 
thither Himfelf. He Anfwer'd, **-thafj if theKtng would be 
'^advifed %y^hto, he fhould fend them twothithet, and he 

did believe thef Ihould do him very good Sa vice. 

The 
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The Chancellor was weary of the Company he wasioi 
aod the bufinefs/which, haying no profped but towardsde* 
(pair, was yec rendcr'd more grievous by the continual Con- 
tentions and Animoficies between Perfons. He knew he was 
not in the Queen's Favour at all^ and ihould find no refpeft 
in that Court. However, he was very fcrupulous, that die 
King might not fufpefi; that be was weary of nis Attendance, 
or that any Body elfe might believe |hat he withdrew him- 
felf from watting longer upon (b de&erate a Fcu^ine. ]n 
the end, he told the Lord Cfttmgftm "that he would only 
^^be paffive in the point, and re£er it entirely to Eltm, if he 
" thought fit to diipofe the King to like it ^ and if die Kmg 
^ approvM it To much as to take notice of it to the Chanoella/, 
^ and commend it as a thing he thought for his Service^ he 
^' would fubmit to his Command . 

The Lord cottmgfam*$ Heart was much fet upon this tm* 

ployment, and he magnaged fo warily with the Kl^g, and 

prefented the whole &:heme tohimfo dexteroufIy,£altui 

''^Ktni Majeftf was much pleafed with it ; and fhortly after de-

Before the Kinj; could begin his own Jouroey for Wrsm^^ 
and b to Irelamd^ his Majefty thought it neceflary, upon the 
whole proipeft of his AfEiirs with reference to aU places, 
to put his bufioefs into as good a method as he, could, and to 
difpofe of that number ofQ£5cers, and Soldien^ and other 
Perfons, who had prefented themielves to be applied lo hk 
Service, or to leave them to take the beft ooorle they OJ(M 
for their own Subfiftence. Of thefe , many were lent into 
JreUmdw')l\i the Ships wiuch carried the King's Qoods^ widi 
recommendation to the Marquis of OrmomJ^ ^^ to put them 
*' into his Army till the King came thither. Since AcSc§$s 
W^reno better dtfpofed to ferve, or receive the King, for the 
prefenty his Majefty was refoly'd to eive the Marquis ofMnm 
trofi all the Encouragement^ he ddired to yifit them, and to 
incline t^m to a better temper. 

TuEAE was then at t^ Uagw Cork^cm WtlfelUy Em- 
baffiulour extraordinary from the \SMt^ci Denmark totiieStarv 
General ; who came witha gi>eat Train and great State, and 
was himielf a Man of vanity and oftentaticMi, and ct>ok paios 
to be thought fo great a Man by his own Intereflr^ dhac he 
did not enough extol thepower of his Mafter ; which proved 
his ruin after his returp. Iik juad kfc Dr^MMVii before the 

News 
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News came tbich^r of the Murther of the King, and fo be had 
no Credentials for his Majcfly, by reafoh whereof he could 
DOC receive any publick formal Audience ; but deiired *' the 
*' King's leave that he might, as by ac^cident, be admitted to 
*^ fpeak to him at the Queen of Bohemia's Court ; where his 
Majeft^ u(ed to be every day ; and there the Emba(&dour 
often fpoke to him. The Marquis of Mountrofi had found 
means toeodearhimfelfmuchtochisEmbafladour, who gave 
him encouragement to hope for a very good reception in 
JkmaarlL if the King would fend him thither, and that he 
might obtain Armes and Ammunition there for Scotlaad. 
The Embafladour told him, ^' that, if the King would write 
*' a Letter to him to that purpofe, he «rould prefently fupply 
^^him with fome Money and Armes, in afluranoe that his Ma« 
^' fter would very well approve of what he (hould do. The 
Marquis of Mofmtrefi well knew, that the King was not able 
to fupply him with the leaft proportion of Money to begin 
his Journey ; and therefore he had only propoied, '^ that the 
^' King would give him Letters, in the form be prefcribed, to 
" feverai Princes in Gnnumy^ whoie afiedions he pretended 
^^ to know ; which Letters he fent by feverai Officers, who 
were to bring the Soldiers or Armes they Qiould obtain, to a 
Rendezvous he appointed near Hamhrg ^ and refolv'd him- 
felf to go into Sweden and Denmark^ in hope to get fupplies 
in both thofe places, i>oth from the Crowns, and by tt^ con- 
tribution of many Scof^ Officers, who bad Commaiid and 
Eftates in thofe Countries ; and to have Credentials, by vir- 
tue of which he might appear Embafladour extraordinary from 
the King, if he fboM find it expedient^ tboijgh he did m- 
tend ratlier to negotiate his biifiaeft in private, axid without 
^ny publick Charader. Atl this was reiolv'd before his con- 
fidence, at leaft bis familiarity with the Embafladour, wa». 
grown k&. But, upon the Encouragement he bad from him^ 
he mov'd the King *^ for his Letter to the Emb^dour, ta 
^^affiftihe Marquis of Memftrefi with his Advice^ and with . 
^his.^lntereft in Devmnrky and in any other Court, to the end 
^^ that he might obtain the Loanof Monies, Armes, and Ana« 
'^ muoition, and whatever elfe was neceflary to enable the. 
^Marquis to profecute his intended Defcent ia^i ScotLnuL 
The King, glad that he did not prefs for ready Money, which 
he was oot able to fupply him with, gave him {\xi^ Letters a» 
hede&rodtoAU Perfons, and particularly to the ^gijbaf&dqur 
himfeif, who, having order froiQ his Maftei^ ^ prefept the 
^ing with a Sum of Money for his prefent occa&iios, never 
^form'd the King thereof^, but advifed MeutOrefi to procure 
>uch a Letter from hisNbjipfty to him j which l>^g done, the

Armes; with which he begun his unfortunate Encerprife; and

been fcnt. But he was carried on by a ftronger afliiraoce he 

had receiv'd from fome prophefies, and prediAions,to which 

he was naturally given, ^' that he fiiould by his valour reco- 

^^ vex Scotland for the King, and from thence conduft an Ai- 

*^ my that (hould fettle his Majefly in all his other Doffli- 

*'nions. 

There had been yet nothing done by the King with re- 

fercQce to England (ince the Murther of bis Father ; nor did 

there appear any thing, of any kind, to be attempted as yet 

there : there was fo terrible a Conftemation, chat ftill ^C- 

fefled the Spirits of that People, that though Men's Aflett)i)s 

were greater, and more general for the King, oat of the 

Horror and Eieteftation they had of the late Parricide, yet the 

owning it was too penal for their broken Courage ^ nor m 

itbeliev'd poffible for any Man to contribute any thing, at 

prefenc, for their Deliverance However, moft Men wererf 

opinion, " that it was ncceflary for.the King to publiih fome 

^^Declaration, that he might not feem utterly to give over 

^'his Claim there; and to kee^ up the Spirits of his Friends. 

And many from England, who m the midft of their defpaii 

would give fome Counfel , advifed , ^* that there mig^t be 

*' fomewhat publiib'd by the King that nught give fome 

" Check to the general fubmitting to the EngufpneMt, which 

^' was fo universally prefled there. The King being everyday 

advertifed, , how much this was defired and expedled, and the 

Seatijb Lords being of the iame opinion, hoping chatfonK* 

what might be inierted in it that might favour tt^ Presbj- 

nt cbM' terians, his Majefty propos'd at the Council ^^that dioe

England, cc jj^Qvir what (uch a Declaration could contain, and therefore 

^' that he thought it not feafonable to publifli any. The 

Prince of Orange was prefent at that Council, and whedier 

from his own opinion, or from the Suggeftion of the Sc9^ 

Lords, who were much favoured by him , he wiih'd, ^diat, 

'* in regard of the great differences which were in EngLai 

*' about matters of Religion, the King would o£r, in d)is 

<c Deda- 
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'^ Declaration, to refer all matters in controverfy cpncerning 
'^ Religion to a National Synod ; in which there (hould be ad- 
** mitted fomeForreign Divines from the Proteftant Churches; 
which, he thought, would be a Pcpular Claufe, and might be 
acceptable abroad as well as at home : and the King believ'd 
no objeAion could be madeagainft it ^ and fo thought fie that 
fuch a Claufe fliould be inferred. 

Within a Ihorc time after the Council was parted, the 
Prince of Orange fent for the Lord Cottmgt&ny and told him» 
^' he was not enough acquainted with the Chancellor of the 
" Exchequer , but defirM him to intreat him not to be too 
" (harp in this Declaration, the end whereof was to Unite, 
"and Recx^nciledifl^rent Humours; and that he found many 
" had a great apprehenfion , that the (harpnefi of His Style 
'^ would irritate them much more. The Chancellor knew 
well enough that this came from the Lord Lautheriaby and 
he wifhed heartily that the Charge might be committed to 
any Body elfe, protefting, " that he was never lefs difpofed 
^^ in his own conceptions, and refiedtions, tp undertake any 
" fuch Task in his Life ; and that he could not imagine how 
^^ it was poflible for theKingtopublifli a Declaration at that 
'^ time ( his firft Declaration J without muchfbarpnefiagainft 
'^the Murtherefs of his Father; which no Body could Ipeak 
againft ; nor could he be excufed from the Work impofed 
upon him ; and the Prince of Orange afllircd him, " it was 
** not That kind of (Iiarpnefs which he wifh'd (hould be de-» 
" clined ; and though he feem'd not willing farther to explain 
himfelf, it was evident that he wifh'd that there might not 
be any flurpnefs againft the Presbyterians, for which there; 
was at that time no occafion. 

There was one? particular, which, without a full and dl- 

(linA Inflrudtion, the Chancellor could not prefume to ex** 

prefs. The great end of this Declaration was to confirm tht 

Afiedion of as many as was poflible for the King, and, coii- 

fequently, as few. were to be made defperate, as might confift 

with the King's Honour, and neceflary Juftice , fo that how 

far that Claufe , which was eflential to a Declaration upon 

this (ubjeft, concerning the Irodemnity of Perfons, fliould ex-» 

tend, was the queftion. And in this there was diflerence of 

opinions j the moft prevalent was, ^^ that no Perfons (hould 

** be excepted from Pardon, but only fuch who had an im* 

" mediate ^and in the exeaable Murther of the King , by 

*^ being his Judges, and pronouncing that Sentence, and they 

" who perform'd the Execution. Others faid, they **knew 

^* that ibme were in the Lift of the Judges , and named by 

<^ the Parliament, who found Excufes to be abfent j and others^ 

VoLin. Parri. X tbac 
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that ^* foipe who were not named, more contriv'd and con- 
*' tributed to that odious proceeding, than many of the A&on 
^'init. Buttherefolucionwas, that the former (faould be only 
comprehended. 

When the Declaration was prepared, and read at the 
Board, there was a deep Silence, no Man fpeaking to any 
part of it. But another day was appointed for . a fecond read- 
ing it, againft which time every Man might be better pre- 
pared to fpeak to it :, and in the mean time the Prince of 
Orangfy in regard he was not a perfed Mafter of the Emgi^ 
Tongue, defir d he might have a Copy of it, that he m^hc 
the tetter underftand it. And the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer defir'd, ^^ that not only the Prince oi Orange might have 
^^a Copy, but that his Majefty would likewife have ooe^ 
^' and, after he (liould have perufed it himfelf, he would (bew 
*^ it to any other, who he thought was fit to advife with ^ 
there being many Lords and other Perfons of Quality about 
him, whowere not of the Council: and hemov'd, ^^ that he 
** might have liberty himfelf to Communicate ittoibme who 
*' were like to make a judgement, how far anything of that 
'-' Nature was like to be acceptable, and agreeable to the mmds 
^of the People j and named Hertert the Atturney General, 
taiA'D^ Stewar4y who was Dean of the Chapel; and His opt- 
nion, in all things relating to the Church, the King had been 
advifed by his Father toliibmit to. All which was approved 
by the Kinr ; and, for that reafon, a farther day was appoint- 
D^»rm ed forthefecond reading. The Ifliic was, that, except two 
^*Kin *s ^^ ^^^^^ of the Council, who were of one and the fame opi- 
oiMCT "i^ nion of the whole, there were not two Perfons who were 
kwtiiwbtm admitted to the perufal of it, who did not take fbme ex- 
it W4I r€Md, ception to it, though fcarce two miade the fame exception. 

Doctor Steward^ thjugh a Man of a very good Onder- 
ftanding, was fo exceedingly gricv'd at the Claufe of admit- 
ting Forreign Divines into a Synod that was to ConAiIc upoa 
the Church of Englatuly that he could not be (atisfied by any 
Arguments that could be given of ''the impcflibility of any 
"effcft, or that the Parliament would accept the Overture j 
^' and that there could be no danger if it did, becaufe the 
•* Number of thbfe Forreign Divines muft be ftill Jtmiced by 
•* the King 5 but came one Morning to the Chancellor, with 
whom he had aFriendfhip, and proteiled ''he had not flept 
"that Night, out of the Agony and Trouble, that He, wiio 
" he knew lov'd the Church fo well , (hould cotrfem to a 
^* Claufe fo much againft the Honour of it ^ and went from 
him to the King, tobeieech him never to approve it. Some 
were of opinion ^^ that there were too few excepted from 

f^ Pardon; 
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'^ Pardon; by which the King .would not have ConfiTcatioiiS 
'^ enough to fatisfyj and reward his Party : and others thought^ 
'^ that ihere were coo many excepted ; and that ic was noc 
^^ prudent to tnake fo many Men defperate ; but that it would 
^^be diffident to except Crofnwel/y znd Brad/bat^ and three or 
''four more of thofe whofe Malice was moft notorious ; the 
" whole Number not to exceed Six, 

The Scats di4 not value the Ciaufe forf orreign Divines, 
who, they knew, could perfwade little In an EftglUb Synod ; 
but they were implacably offended, that the King mentioned 
the Government of the Church of England, and the Book o£ . 
Comnion-Prayer, with (b much Reverence and Devotion; 
which was the iharpnefs they moft fear'd of the Chancellor'6 
Style, when they thought now the Covenant to be neceffary 
to be iofifted upon more than ever. So that, when the De- 
claracion was read at the Board the fecond time, moil Men 
being naov'd with the difcourfes, aod fears which were ex- 
^rtis*d abroad' of fome ill efieds it might produce, it was 
more £iintJy Debated, and Men feem'd not to think that tK6 
publiftiing any, at this time, was of fo much importance, ifts 
they formerly had conceiv'd it tq be. By all which Men mty 
judge, how bard a thing it was for the King to refolve, and 
aft with that fteadinefs and refolution, which tiie moft tin- ; 
profperous Condition doth more require than the State that is ' 
lefs perplexed and intangled. Thus the Declaration flept VpM wfnek 
without farther propofition to publiili any. '^IJ^ '^^''i 

All things being now as much provided for as they .were'**'^ '' 
like to be, the two Emba&dours for Spain wene very folH- 
citousto begin their Journey, the King being at laft refoiv'd 
not to give his Mother the trouble of Buking a Journey to 
meet him, but to go himfelf direftly to S^Gartnain% where 
herMajefty was. The Prince of OriOf^igf, to advance that re- 
folation, had promis'd to fupply the King with twenty thou- 
sand pounds ; which was too great a Loan for him to make, 
who had already great debts upon him, though it was very - 
lictJe for the enabling the King to discharge the debts He 
and his Family hadcontra&edatthe'Jffofire, and to make his 
Journey. Out of this Sum the Lord Cottington, and dbeCban-- 
cellcH*, were to receive fo much as was deGga'd to defray 
their Journey to Paris : what was nec^flary for the difcharge 
of their Embafly, or for making their Journey from Paris^ vf^s 
not yet provided. The King had fome hope, that the Duke 
of Lirraiu would lend him fome Money ; which he defiga'd 
fo r thts&rvice ; which made it neceffiirv that they ibould im- 
mediately refort to BruJJihy to finiOi tnat Negotiation^ luad 
from dicnce to profecute their Journey. 
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I N the folliciting their firft difpacch at the Hague, they made 
a dUcovery that feem'd very ftrange to them, though after- 
wards ic was a truth that was very notorious. Their Journey 
having been put offfome days^ only for the receipt of that fniali 
Sum, which was to be paid them out of (he Money to be 
lent by the Prince of Orange^ and Hemflet the Prince's chief 
Officer in fuch affairs of Money having been fonie days at 
AmSerdam to negotiate that Loan/ and no Money being r&- 
tum'd, they believ'd that there was foroe aficded delay ^ and 
ibwent to che Prince of Orsnge, who had advis'd, and was 
well pleas'd with that Embafly, to know when that Money 
would be ready for the King, that be might likewife re£}]ve 
upon the time for his own Journey. The Prince told tbexDj 
he believ'd, *^ that They, who knew Jjmiou fo well , and 
<^ had heard To much difcourfe of the Wealth of HJLmJ, 
^< would wonder very much that he fliould have been endea- 
^^vouring above ten days to borrow twenty thoufand pounds; 
^' and that the richeft Men in Amfierdam had promifed hixn 
^*to fupply him with it, and that' one half of it was not yet 
« provided. Hefaid, ^Mtwas not that there was any que- 
^^ Ilion of his credit, which was very good ; and that the ib- 
^ ^'curity he gave, was as good as any Ebdy defir'd, and upon 
^^ which he could have double the Sum in leis time^ if he 
•'would receive it in Paper, which was theCourfe of that 
•^ Country ^ where bargains being made for one hundred thoo- 
^^ fand pounds tobe paid within ten days, it was never known 
^'that twenty thoufand pounds was paid together in one 
'^ Town ; but by Bills upon Rotterdam^ Harlemy the Magui^ 
5^ and Antvierpy and other places, which was as convenient, 
** or more, to all Parties ; and he did verily believe ^ that 
•' though Amfterdam could pay a Million within a Month, 
'^ upon ixny good occafion , yet they would be troubled to 
•' bring twenty thoufand pounds together into any one Room; 
•'and chat was the true leafon, that the Money was not yet 
•' brought to the Hague j which it fliould be within few daysj 
as it was accordingly. 
ihiembAf- The Embafladours took their leave of the King at the 
f»dmrsf9r Hague before the middle of May^ and had a Yatchfrom the 
sp*'? ^^* Prince of Orauge, that attended them at Rotterdaim, add tranf- 
'**'^"'"^'ported them with great convenience to Aut'werp, where the 
Chancellor's Wife and his Family were arriv'd ten days be* 
fore , and were fettled in a good and convenient Houfe ; 
where the Lord Cotth^on and He both Lodg'd whilft they 
ftay'd in that City. There they met the Lord Jem^ in 
his way towards the King, to haften the King's Journey into 
Wrante^ upon the Queen's great importunity. He was very 
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hd they were both come away from the King, and believ'd 
e fliould more eafily prevail wicli his Majefty in all thing?^ 
as indeed he did. Afcer two or three days ftav at Antwerf^ 
they went to Bruffels to deliver their Credentials both to the 
Arch-Duke, and the Duke of Jjurramy and to vific the Sfamfj 
Miniflers, and, upon their Landing af BruJJeb, they took it 
for a good Omen, that they were aifured *' that k Brum, who 
** had been one ot the Plenipotentiaries at the Treaty at Mun^ 
^^fter, on the behalf of the King of Spain, was ihCn in that 
^^ Town with Credentials to vine the King, and to condole 
" with him. They had an Audience, the next day, of the ' 
Arch Duke : they perform'd the Compliments to him from 
the King, and informed him of their EmbafTy into Sfam, and 
de&red his recommendation, and good Offices in that Court j^ 
which he, according to his flow, and formal way of fpeaktng,' 
confented to : and they had no more to do with Him, but re- 
ceived the vifics from the Officers, in his Name, according to j^^- ^a^ 
the ftyle of that Court. Their main bufinefe was with the Duke the D^kg •/ 
ofzJrrafM, to procure Money for their Journey into Spam: Lorrain m$ 

The Duke was a Prince that liv'd in a diCTerent manner 0'"^«1»* 
from all other Soveratgn Princes in the World : from the timC| 
that he had been driven out of his Country by France, he had 
retired to Bruffeh with his Army, which he kept up very ftrong, 
and ferv'd the King of Spam with it againft the French, upon 
fuch terms, and conditions, as were made, and renew VI every 
year between them; by which he received great Sums of Mo- 
ney yearly from the Spaniard, and was fure very rich in Mo- 
ney. He always Commanded apart in the Field, his Officers 
received noOrdersbut fromhimielf: He always agreed at the 
Council of War what he fliould do, and his Army was io 
truth the beft part of the Spanijh Forces. In the Town of 
Brufftls he liv'd without any order, method, or ftate of a 
Prince, except towards tht Spaniards in his Treaties, and be- 
ing prefent in their CouncUb, where he always kepc his fuU 
Dignity : otherwife, he liv'd in a jolly familiarity with the 
Bourgeois and their Wives, and feafted with them, but fcarce 
kept a Court or any number of Servants, or Retinue. The 
Houfe wherein he liv'd was a very ordinary one, and not fur- 
nifli'd ; nor was he often there, or eafy to be found ; fo that 
the Embafladours could not eaflly fend to him for an Audience. 
He received them in a lower Room with great Courtefy and 
Familiarity ; and vifited them at their own Lodging. He was 
a Man of great Wit, and prefence of Mind, and, if he had not 
aflefted extravagancies, no Man knew better how to aft the 
Prince. He lov'd his Money very much ; yet the Lord Cot-- 
tmgton's dexterity and addf efs, prevail'd with him to lend the 
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King two thoufand Piftols; which was all that was in their 
view for defraying iheirEmbafly. But they hoped they (hould 

!>rocure Come fupply in SfMin^ out of which their own necef* 
ary Ezpences muft be provided for. 

There were two SfoMiards^ by whom all the Councils 
there were governed and condu&ed, and which the Arch- 
Duke himfclf could not controle; the Conde of FignorandA 
(who was newly come from Munfier^ being the other Pleni- 
potentiary there ; and (laid only at Bmjfels^ in expe^ation 
of renewing the Treaty again with France ; but, whilft he 
ftaid there, was in the highell Truft of all the Affairs) and the 
Conde of Puen/aUagiuiy who was the Governour of the Arrrei, 
and Commanded the Army next under the Arch-Duke ; whx \ 
wis a fubordination very little inferior to the being Genei al. 
They were both very able and expert Men inbufineis^and if 
they were not very wife Men, that Nation had none. The for- 
mer was a Man of the Robe, of a great Wit, and much Experf- 
€nce,Proud, and, if he bad not been a little too Pedantick,might* 
very well be look'd upon as a very extraordinary Man, and 
was much improv'd by the excellent temper of le Brune { the 
other Plenipotentiary) who was indeed a wife Man, and by 
Teeming to defer in all things to Fignoranday govern'd him. 
The Conde of FuenfiUagna was of a niuch better temper,more 
iaduftry, and more intinuation than Sfansards ufe to have : 
His greateft Talent lay to Civil buGneiis ; yet he was the bcft 
General of that time to all other o£5ces and purpo(cs,than whac 
were neceflary in the hour of Battle, when he was not (b pre- 
fent and composed as at all other feafons. 

B o TH thefe receiv'd the Embafl&dours with the uTual Ci- 
vilities, and return'd their vifits to their own Lodging, boc 
feem'd not pieced with their Journey to Madrid^ and fpoke 
much of the necefficies that Crown was in, and \xs difability 
toaffift the King; which the Embafladours imputed to the in- 
fluence Don jvonsx de Cardmas had upon them both ; who 
remain'd ftill under the fame Charader in England he had 
done for many years before. The fame Civilities were per- 
form'd between /? fifMsre and them; who treated them with 
much more freedom, and encourag'd them to hopp well from 
their Negotiation in Spain ; acquainted them with his own 
Inrflruaions, *' to give the King all aflurance of the aflfeAion 
•*of his Catholick Majefty, and of hisreadinefs to do any 



** he only 
ing intend- 



*^ thing for him that was in his power. Hcfaid, 
**deferr'd his Journey, becaufehe heard that theICi 
**ed to fpend feme time at Breda j and he had rather attend 
5* him There, than at the Hague, 
When the EmbaiTadours had difpatch'd all their bufindi 
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at Brujfeky and rccciv'd the Mpney from the Duke of Iat^ 
rainy they return d to Antverp^ where they were to Nego- 
tiate for the return of their Monies to Madrid^ which required 
very much warine(5, the Bills from thence finding now more 
difficulties at Madrid^ than they had done in former times. 

By the Lertcrs my Lord Jermyn brought, and the impor- 
tunity he ufed, the King refolv'd to begin his Journey fooner 
than he thought to have done, that is iooner than he thoughc 
he (hould have beeu able, all provifions being to begin to be 
made both for his Journey into Fr^nv^^, and trom thence into 
Ireland, after the Money was received that Diould pay for 
them. But the Queen's impatience was fo great to fee hii Ma* 
jefty, that the Prince of Orange^ and the Princefs Royal his 
Wife, were as impatient to give her that fatisfadion. Though 
her Majefty could not juftiy diilike any refolucion the King 
had taken^ nor could imagine whither he (hould go but into 
Irelandy (he was, exceedingly difpleas'd that any refolution at 
all had been taken before ihe was confulted. She was ^ngr/ 
that the Councilors were chofen without herdired:ions, and 
looked upon all that had been done^ as done in order to ex- 
clude her from meddling in the Affairs^ all which (he im- « 
puted principally to the Chancellor of the Exchequer : never<»i 
thelefs (he was not pleased with the defign of the Negotiation 
in Spain. For though (lie had no confidence of his afiedion 
to her, or rather of his complying with all her Commands, 
yet (he had all confidence in his Duty and Integrity to the 
King, and therefore wiih'd he fhould be ftill about his Perfon, 
and trufted in his bufinefs ^ which (he thought him much fit- 
ter for than fuch a Nej^otiation, which (he believ'd, out of her 
natural prejudice to Spahy would produce no advantage to 
the King. 

That the Queen might receive fome content, in know-7%«K5"^ 
ing that the King had begun his Journey, the Prince of Orange^^^j"" *• 
deGr'd him, " whilft his Servants prepared what was neceflary^'*^'* 
'^^ at the ftf^»e, thatHimfelf, and that part 'of )iis Train that 
^^ was ready, would go to Bnda^ and ftay there till the reft 
^^vene ready to come up to him ; that being his beft way to 
Flanders, through which he mud pafs into Prance. Breda was 
a Town of the Prince's own, where he had a handfonoe Palace 
and Caftle, and a place where the King might have many 
Divertiiements. Hither the SpansJh^'EmhTl&Awix k Brune^ 
came to attend his Majefty, and deliver'd his Mafter's Com- 
pliments to his Majefty, and offer'd his own Services to him, 
whilft he (houtd remain in tho(e Provinces; he being at that 
time defign'd to remain Embafladour to the United Provinces i 
as he did i and died ibortly after at the Hag/tc with a general 
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legret. He was born a SubjeA to the King of Sjfam, in thi^ 
part of Burgmufy char was under his Dominion ; and hiyiog 
been from his youth always bred in bufineis^ and being a Man 
of great Pares, and Temper, he might very well be looked 
u(>on as one of the beft States men in Chriftendom, and who 
beft underftood the true Intereft of all (he Princes of Ettrofe. 

A s s D o N as the Lord Cotttngtony and the Chancelloi, heard 
of the King's being at Brtdaj and that he intended to haften 
his Journey for France, they refolv'd, having in truth not ycc 
Negotiated all things necefTary for their Journey, toftaytill 
the King pafled by, and not to go to Sc Germaima till the M 
Interview, and Eclarcifmcnts were pafled between the King 
and Queen, that they might then be the better able go judge 
what Weather was liice to be. 
TWurt u The King was reoeiv'd at Antwerp with great Kbgoifi- 
▲mwerp ; cence : He, entered in a very rich Coach with fix Hcurfes, which 
the Arch- Duice fern a prefent to him when he came into the 
^49i||S& Dominions : He was treated there, at the Charge of 
the City, very fpiendidly for two days : and went then to 
7W# u Bruffelsy where he was lodged in the i^alace,' and Royally cn- 
Pinfleis. lertain'd . But the Vrencb Army, under the Command of the 
Conti JeHarcotnty was two days before fet'down before Cm- 
Iray ; with the News whereof the Sfamj/b Council was fur* 
prii'ed, and in (o much difordcr, that the Arch-Duke was gone 
to the Army to Monfj and Falencien$teSy whilft the King was 
in Antwerp ; fo that the King was receiv'd only by his Of- 
ficers j who pcrform'd their parts very well. 

He r e the Conde of PspieranJa waited upon the King in 

the Quality of an EmbaOadour, and cover'd. And his Ma- 

jefty ibid here three or four days, not being able fuddaioly 

to refolve which way he fhould pafs into France, But he was 

not troubled long with that doubt { for the French thought to 

have furprifed that Town, and to haVecaft up their Line of 

Ctrcumvaliation |»efore any Supplies could be put in ; butdtf 

CendeFnenfiU^na found a way to put feven or eight hundred 

Foot into the Town; upon which the French rzif^ the Siege;

ciiQes. About a week after the King Jeft Brujfeh, the two Em* 

bafladours profecuted their Journey for Fark'^ where they fbid 
ooeiy one day, and then went to S^Germam'e*^ where the 
King and the Qoeen his Mother, with both their Faouhes, 

and 
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and the Dake of Tari's, then were ; by whocQ they were le^ 
cdv'd graciouily. Th^y had oo reafon to repent their caucioa 
in flaying fo long behind the King, for they found the Court 
fo fuil.of jealoufy and dilbrder, that every Body was glad that 
they wfire come. After the firft two or three daytf chat the 
King and Queen had been together, wluch were fpenc in teara 
and lamentations for the great alteration that had happen'd 
fince their laft parting, the Queen be^un to confer with the 
King of his bufinefi, and what courie he meant to cake^ in 
which (he found him fo referv'd, as if he had no mind (lie 
ihould be converfanc in it. He made no Apologies to her; 
which (he ezpeded^ nor any profeffions of refigning himfelf 
up to her Advice. On the contrary, upon fome expoftola** 
tions, he had told her plainly, ^ that he would always per^ 
''Form his Duty towards her with great afiedion andezaA- 
'^nefs, but that in hisbuiinefs he would obey his own rea^ 
^'fon and judgement; and did as good as defire her not to 
trouble her felf in his Affairs : and nndii)^ her paffions ftrong, 
he frequently retired from her with (ome abruptnefs, and 
feem'd not to defire to be fo much in her Company as (he ex- 
peAed; and prefcribed fome new rules to be obferv'd in his 
own retirement, which he had not been accuftom'd to. 

This kind of unexpedted behaviour gave the Queen much 
trouble. She begun to think, that this diftance, which the 
King feem'd <o afieA, was more than the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer could wi(h ^ and that there was (bme Body el(e, 
who did her more diflervice : infomuch as to the Ladies who 
were about her, whereof fome were very much his Friends, 
(he feem'd to wifli, that the Chancellor were come. There 
was a Gentleman, who was newly come from England^ and 
who came to the Hagu$ after the Chancellor had taken hts 
leave of the King, and had been ever (ince very clofe about 
bim, beini^one of the Grooms of his Bed- Chamber, one M' 
liomgs EllMfy a Per(bn fpoken of before ; whom the King's Mr BUfoc 
Father had formerly lent into Ffancey at the fame time that he^?*' J^'f* 
refolv'd the Prince (hould go for the Weft ; and for no other j^,^^;*^^ 
^fon, but that he Ihould not attend upon his Son. And he^i m^^j. 
had given order, " that if he (hould return out oiFrance^ and 
" come into the Weft, the Council (hould not fufter him to be. 
'^ about the Prince ; with whom he thought he had too much 
^^ Credit, and woqld u(e ii ill ; and he bad never (een the Prince* 
from the time he left 0*/»rrf till now. He was a bold Man, 
snd fpoke all things confidently, and had not that reverence 
for the late King which he ought to have had; and le& for 
the Queen; though he had great obligations to both ; vet be-' 
^ not fo great as h^ had a mind to, £? looked upon mm a« 

none 
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none tc all. This Gentleman came to the King juft as he 
left the Hagui^ and both as he was a new Corner^ aod as one for 
whom his Majefty had formerly much kindne(s , was very I 
well reoeiv'd; and being one who would receive no injury 
from his modefty, made the favour the King (bew'd him as 
bright, and to mine as much in the Eyes of all Men/ as was 
poffible* He was never from the Perfon of the King, and 
always whifpering in his Ear, taking upon him to undciftaod 
the fenfe and opinion of all the Loyal Party in EKgland: And 
when he had a mind that the King (houid think well, or ill 
of any Man, he told him, ''that he was much belov'd by, or 
^' very odious to all his Party there. By thefe infa(ion5, he 
bad prevailed with him to look with lefs grace upon the Earl 
oiBrifioly who came, from CMcn (where he had hitherto re- 
fided ) to kift his hands, than his own good Nature would 
have inclined him to ^ and more to difcoumenaoce the Lord 
Dig^^ and to tell him plainly, '' chat he (hould not ferve 
''him in the place of Secretary of State; in which he had 
ferv'd his Father, and from which Men have feldom been re- 
mpv'd upon the Defcent of the Crown; and not to admit 
either Father or Son to be of his Council ; which was more 
extraordinary. He told the King, " it would be the moft un- 
^' popular thing he could do, and which would lofe hino more 
^' Hearts in En^Umi than any other thing, if he were thought 
^' to be gov^rn'd by his Mother. And in a Month's time that 
be had been about the King, he begun already to be/ looked 
upon as very like to become the Favorite. He had ufed the 
Cbeen with wonderful negleft when (he fpoke to him, aod 
had got fo much Intereft with the King, that he had {Procured 
a promtfe from his Majefty to make Colonel fPmd&am, whoTe 
Daughter M'EBiaf had Married, Secretary of State; an hooeft 
Gentleman, bilt extreme unequal to that Province ;/ towards 
whk:h he could not pretend a better qualification, yhaa that 
bis Wife had beenNurfe to the Prince, who was now King. 

Ik thefekind of humours and indifpofitions the Emba^- 
dours found the Court, when they came to & Germmhis. 
They had, during their ftay at Vark^ in their way to Couriy 
conferred with the Earl of Brifioly and his Son the Lord J^ig- 
fy; who breathed out their Griefs to them ; and the Lonl 
Dtgfy was the more troubled to find that M' Elliot^ who was a 
known and declared Enemy of his, had gotten fo much Cre- 
dit with the King, as to be able to farisfy his own malice upon 
bim, by the countenance of his Majefty ; in whom, he knew, 
the King his Father defired, that he (hould of all Men have 
the leaft Intereft. After they had been a day or two there, 
the Chaaoellor of the Exchequer thinking it his Duty to fiiy 
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/bmewhat to the Queen in particular, and knowing chat flie 
expefted he (hould do (by and the King having told him at 
large all that had paflcd with his Mother^ and the ill hunnour 
(lie was in ( all which his Majefty related in a more exalted 
Dialed than he had been accuftom'd to ) and bis Majefty be- 
ing very wiihngto underftand what the Queen thought upon 
the whole, the Chancellor asked a private Audience ; which 
her Majefty readily granted. And after flie had gently expo* oifrivtt§ 
ftulated upon the old paffages at 7ipr/?y, (he concluded with '^«*«''«»^ 
the mention of the great confidence the King her Husband had J^ ^^^*JL 
always repo(ed in him,^ and thereupon renewed her own gra- ©^ "^ 
cious profeCSons ofgoddwiJl towards him. . Then (lie com- 
plained, not without tears, of the King's unkindnefs towards 
her, and of his way of living with her, of fome expreffiona 
he had u(ed in difcourfein her own prefence, and of what he 
had faid ip other places, and of the great credit M' EBiot had 
with him, and of his rude behaviour towards her Majefty, and 
laftly of the incredible defign of making Windham Secretary j 
"who, belides his other unfirnefs, (he faid, "would be fure 
"tojoyn with the other to leffen the King's kindnefe to her 
"all they could. The Chancellor, after he had made all the 
profeffionsofduty to her Majefty which became him, and faid 
what he really believ'd of the King's kindnefs and refpeftfor 
her, asked her, *^ whecher (he would give him leave to take 
"notice of any thing (he had faid to him, or, in general, that 
"he found her Majefty unfatisfied with the King's unkind- 
" nefs ? The Queen replied, " that (lie was well contented he 
"Ihould take notice of every thing She had faid ; and, above 
"all of his purpofe to rmkt Whtdham Secretary : of which 
the King had not made the leaft mention, though he had 
taken notice to him of moft other things the Queen had faid 
to him. 

The Chancellor, (hortly after, found an opportunity to 
inform the King of all that had paflled from the Queen, in 
fuch a method as might give him occaiion to enlarge upon all 
the particulars. The King heard him very greedily , and 
protefted, ** that he delir'd nothing more than to live very 
"well with the Queen ; towards whom he would never fail 
"in his Doty, as far as was confiftent with his Honour, and 
" the good of his Af&irs j which, at pre(enr, it may be, re* 
"quired more refervation towards the Queen, and to have it 
"believ'dthat he Communicated Icfswith Her than he didy 
"or than he intended to do : that, if he did not (eem to be 
"de(iroUs of her Company, it was only when (he griev'd him 
"hy fome Importunities, in which he could not faiisfy her; 
5^ and that her exception againft £ffi0f was very unjuft, and 

" that 
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'< tbtt be knew well the Man to be very honeflr, and that he 
^^ lov'd him well ; and thac the prejudice the King his Father 
^^ bad againft him, was only by the malice of the Lord Digiy^ 
^ who hated him without a caoTe, and had likewife inform^ 
^ the Queen of fome felflioods, which had tncenied her Ma- 
^^ jeftv againft him ; and fecm'd throughout much concern^ 
tojuctify EUsotj againft whom the Chancellor himfelf had no 
exceptions, botreceiv'dmorererpeAs from him than he paid 
to moft other Men. 

W.HEN the Chancellor fpoke of making Tf^dham Seae- 
tary, the King did not own the having promifed to do it, 
but ^^ that he intended to do it .^^ the Chancellor faid, ^^ he was 
^^glad he had not promifed it ; and that he hoped, he would 
^ never do it : that he was an honeft Gentleman, but m no 
^ degree qualified for that OfHce. He put him in mind of 
Secretary t^cbelas^ who was then there to prefent his Duty 
CO him ; '^ that he wasaPerfon of fuch known, afiedion and 
'^honefty, that he could not do a more ungracious thing than 
"to pafs Him by. The King faid, "bethought Secretary 
J ** Nicholas ro be a very honeft Man ; but he had no- title to 
^' that Office more than another Man : that M' Windham had 
** not any experience in that Employment, but that it de- 
'Upended fo much upon forms, that he would quickly be in* 
" ftr-ufted iait : that he was a very honeft Man, for whom 
^' he had never done any thing, and had now nothing eUe ta 
" give him but this place j for which he doubted not but, in 
^^ afbort tiflfie, he would make himfelf very fit. All that the 
Chancellor coidd prevail with his Majefty, was to fufpend 
the doing it for fome time, and that he would hear him again 
upon the Subjed;, beforehe took a final Refolution. ¥ox the 
reft, he promifed " to fpeak upon fome particulars witb the 
*S Queen, and to live with her with allkindnefs and free- 
^' dom, that (he might be in good humour. But be heard 
Her, and all others, very unwillingly, who fpoke againft Mf 
WkUbam's Parts for being Secretary of Srate. 

One day the Lord cotthtgton^ when the Chancellor and 
fome others were prefent, told the King very gravely ( ac- 
cording to his cuftom , who never fmiled when he made 
others merry ) ^ that he had an humble Suit to him, on the 
*^ behalf of an oJd Servant of his Father's, and whom, he af- 
*^ fuied him upon his knowledge, his Father lov'd as well as 
. ^^ he did any Man of that condition in England *^ ^vA thax ht 
^f had been for many years one of his Falconers ^ and he did 
"really believe him to be one of the beft Falconers i\\ Bng' 
<^ land'^ and thereupon enlarged himfelf ( as he could do very 
well, in all the terms of that Science ) to fliew bow very 

skU- 
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skJi/bl he was in chat Art. The King asked him,'^' what he 
*^ would have him do for him ? Cottmgtm cold him, ^* it was 
'^ very true that his Majcfty kept no Falconers, and the poor 
^^ Man was grown old, and could not Ride as he had ufed 
'^codo; but that he was a very boncft Mao, and could Read 
'^ very well, and had as audible a voice as any Man need to 
" have; and therefore befought his Maiefty, ^^ chat he would 
'^ make him his Chaplain ; which fpeaking with fo compofed 
a Countenance, and fomewhatofearneftnefs, the King look- 
ed upon him with a fmile to know what he meant $ when 
He, with the fame gravity, aflured him, ^' the Falconer was 
^^ in all refpeds as (it to be his Chaplain, as Colonel ^^ndham 
^' was to be Secretary of State; wnich fo furprifed the King, 
who had never fpoken to him of the matter, all that were pro- 
feot being not able to abftain from laughing, that bis Majeftj 
was.fomewhac out of Countenance : and this being merrily 
toldbyfome of theStanders by, it grew to be aftory in all 
Companies, and did really divert the King from the purpofe^ 
and made the other (b much afhamed of pretending to it, thac 
there was no more difcouHe of it. 

Whilst all Endeavours were ufed to compofeallill hu- 
mours here , that the King might profecute his intended 
Vojrage for Ireland^ there came very ill news from Ireimtd, ^uggtmmt 
Afloonas the Marquis of Omfowdw^s arriv'd, as harh been $f tin df4in ' 
iaid before, the Confederate Catholicks^ who held their Af- »« i"l«nd 
fembly, as they had always done, at Kilkinnj, fent Commif- ^J^^f 
fioners to him to Congratulate his Arrival, and to enter upon ormond'i 
a Treaty of Peace, that*they might all return to their Obedi- iirfvv4< 
cnce to the King. But the inconftancy of that Nation was f^'** 
fuch, that, nbtwithftanding their experience of the ruin they 
had brought upon themfefves by their falliii^ from their 
foraier Peace, and notwithftanding that themtelves had fent 
to Vans to importune the Queen and the Prince to fend the 
Marquis of OrxKTSsr^ back to them, with all promifes and pro* 
teSations that they would not infift upon any unreafbnable 
Concdfions ; now he was come upon their invitation to them^ 
they made new demands in point of Religion , and infifted 
upon other things, which if hefliouldconfentto, would hav« 
irreconciled all the E^gli/by who were under the Lord Jmcbi^ 
qum , upon whom bis principal confidence was placed : By 
this means fo much time was fpent, that the Winter pafled v 
wiihout any agreement ^ whereby they might have advani^ 
againft the Parliament Forces, which were then weak, and 
in want of all manner of Supplies, whilft chediftrafttonscon- 
tinu'd in England between the Parliaooent and the Armv, the 
divi£u)ns in the Army , and the profccution of the Kitsg ; 

• during 
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during which the GoverDours there had work enough to look 
to themfelves j and left Ireland to provide for icfelf : and if 
that unfortunate People would have made ufe of the advan- 
tages that were ofFcr'd, that Kingdom might indeed have been 
entirely Reduced to the King's Obedience. 

That the Lord Lieutenant might even compel them to 
prefervc themfelves, he went himfelf to Kilketn^^ where the 
Council fate, about chriBmas^ after three months had been 
fpent from his arrivd, that no more time might be loft in 
their Commiffioners coming and going, and that the Spring 
might not be loft as well as the Winter. And at laft a Peace 
was made and concluded ^ by which, againft fuch a day, the 
Confederate Catholicks oblig'd themfelves, "to bring into 
** the Field, a body of Horfe and Foot, with all provifions 
"for the Field, which fhould be at the difpofal of the Lord 
** Lieutenant, and to march as he fhould appoint. The Treaty 
had been drawn out into the more length, in hope to have 
brought the whole Nation to the fame agreement. And the 
General Aflembly, to which they all pretended to fubmit, and 
from which all had receiv'd their Commidions, as hath been 
feid, fedt to OwenO Nfiie, who remain'din U//hr with his 
Army, and came not himfelf to Kilkent^y as he had promis'd 
to have done, «rpon pretence of his Inaifpofitton of health. 
He profefs*d *^ to fubmit to whatfocver the General Afl^bly 
** lliould determine : but when they font the ArticIe5,to which 
they had agreed, to be fign'd by him, he took feveral ex- 
ceptions, efpecially in matters of Religion ; which he thought 
was not enough provided for; and, in the end, pofitiveiyde^ 
clar'd ^^ that he would not fubmit, or be bound by them : and 
at the fame time he fent to the Marquis of Ormond^.^ chat he 
*' would treat with him apart, and not concern himtelf in whtf 
** the Aflet»blv refoiv'd upon. 

T H fi truth is , there was nothing of Religion in this 
cootentfon ; which proceeded from the Animofity between 
the two Generals, O Netle and Trefion^ and the bitter Fa- 
ftion between the old Ir^ and the other , who were at 
nmcfa hated by the old , as the E»gii/h were ; and laft^y, 
from the Ambition of Oavem O Nttle ; who expeded foroc 
Conceffions to b^ made to him in his own particular, which 
would very much have offended and incenfed the other Par* 
ty, if they, had been granted to him : fo that the Aflembly was 
well pleafed to leave him out, and concluded the Peace with- 
out him. 

Hereupon the Lord Lieutenant tifed all poffible en- 
deavours that the Army might be form'd, au ready to 
inarch in the beginning of the Springs And though there 
X- was 
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was ooe an appearance anfwerattle to their promife| yet their 
Troops feeip'd fo good, and were fo numerous, that he 
thought fie to march towards Duilm ; and, in the way^ to 
take all Caftles and Garrifons^ which were poflefs'd by the 
Parliament : in which they had very good Suaeft. For ma- 
ny of the Parliament Soldiers having lerv'd the King, they 
took the firfl opportunity, upon the Marquis of Ormomts ap- 
proach wichin any diftance, to come to him y and by that 
means feverai places Surrendered likewife to him. Colonel 
Monk, who had formerly ferv'd the King, and remain'd, for 
the fpace of three or four years, Prifoner in the Tower, had 
been at laft prevailed wirh by the Lord Ufle to kvfc the 
Parliament againft the Irilh ; pleafing himfelf with an opi* 
nion that he did not therein ferve againft the King. He was 
at this time Govemourof Dtf^^b/i, a Garrifon about thirty 
miles from Duhlm-j which was no fooner fummon'd (7V#« 
dagby and thofe at a nearer diftance, being taken) but he 
was compcird by his own Soldiers to deliver it up ^ and if 
the Officer who Commanded the Party which Summon'd 
him, had not been his Friend, and thereby hoped to have 
reduced him to the King's Service, his Soldiers would have 
thrown him over the Walls, and made their own conditions 
afterwards ; and moft of that Garrifon betook themfelves to 
the King's Service. 

Upon all thefe Encouragements, before the Troops were 
come up to make the Army as numerous as it might have rtm Manptk 
been, the Marquis was periwaded.to block up Dui/m at z'formoni 
very little diftance ; having good reafon to hope, from tbe^'^^j.^ 
fmallnefs of the Garrifon, and a Party of well aflfeded Peo- "* 
pie within the Town, that it would in a fhort time have been 
given up to him. In the mean time, he ufed all the means 
he could to haften the Irijh Troops, fome whereof were upon 
their march, and others not yet raifed, to come up to the 
Army. By all their Letters from LomUn ( with which, by 
the wayof Dtf^/m, and the Ports ofMmfter^ there was eood 
Intelligence) they underftood, that the;re were fifteen nun- 
dred, or two thoufand Men fliipp'd for Ireland: and the wind 
having been for fome time agamft their coming for Dublm ; 
there was an apprehenfion that they might be gone for Mun- ThtUrdiU" 




:hen no caufe to apprehend any faliy out of Duhlm^ wherp 
they were not in a condition to look out of iheir own Wails. ^^^^^^^^^^ 
But be was not gone above two days, when the Wind com-^^Qy^i^ 
ing fair, the Ships expected came into the PortofDi^/n»;/rMiEog. 

gnd lind. 
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and landed a greater number of Soldier^ dpedaliy of Horfe, 
Chan was reported j and brought the News that Crmmei 
himielf was made Lieutenant oflretandj and intended to be 
(bortly there with a very great fupply of Horfe and Foot 
This Fleet that was akeady come, had brought Armes, and 
Cloaths, and Money, and Viduals ; which much exalted ihc 
•Garrifon and the City ; which prefently turn'd out of die 
Town fome of thofc who were fufpeAed to wifli weB to the 
iooctA'>Mj Marquis of Ormamd^ and imprifon'd others. The feoond day 
mtirfDmh- after the arrival of the Succours , Jams , who had been i 
lin. «^ Lawyer, and was then Governour of I>«rf&, at Nooo-dajr, 
*Jfff*f .march'd out of the City, with a Body of three thoufand 
orMMTi Foot, and three or (bur Troops of Horfe, and fell upon rbat 
v^iiy. Quarter which was next the Town ; where they found fo lit- 
tle refiftance that they adventur'd upon the next ; and ia 
Ihort fo diforder'd the whole Army , one half whereof wis 
on the other fide the River, that the Lord Lieutenant, after 
he had, in the head of feme Officers whom he drew tog^ 
thcr, Charg'd the Enemy with the Idsof many of thofe who 
follow'd him, was at laft compell'd to draw oflF the whote 
Army, which was fo difoomfited, that he did not think fit to 
f emrn them again to their Pods, till both the Troops whkl 
he bad were refreih'd, and compofed.and their Numbers es- 
creafed bv the Levies which ought to have been made bcfofe^ 
and whicn were now in a eoodforwardnefi. 

I T may be remember*^ that the general. Infiirredjoos in 
the laft year, the revolt or the Navy, and the Invafion of the 
Sc0tSj encouraged and drawn in by the Presbyterian Party, 
bad fodillurb'd and obftruded the Connfels both in the Pax* 
Itamem, and in the Army, that nothing had been- dose in all 
that year towards the relief of Irelan^y except the fending o?cf 
the Lord UJleas Lieutenant, with aCommiffion that wasde* 
, termin'd attheendoffomanyMonths, and which had givefi 
fo Httte relief to the Eftgl^, chat it only difcover'd more tix^ 
weakaeft, and animofity towards each other, thanobfboded 
the Irijb in making their progrefs in all the parts of theKiog- 
dom ; and the more confirmed the Lord IncUqm» to purnr 
his Refolutfons rfferving the King, and of receiving the Mar- 
quis of Ormoml, how meanly (oever attended, and to unite 
* with the Irifb ; the perfeding of which conjunftion, with fe 
general a fiiccefi, brought k> great reproach upon the Paiin- 
ment, with reference to the lofs of Ireland y that the noife 
CromwtU thereof was very great : So that Cnmwett thought it higk 
Lmi time, in his own Perfon, to appear upon a Stage of fo great 



^^**J Aftion. There had been always Men enough to be (par'd oat 
^iceuact ^ the Army to have been f«nt upon that Expedkioii, whea 
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the othe^ di^ulties were at higheft j buc the condu&ing it 
then wa5 of that imix>rtance, thae it was, upon the matter, to 
derermine which power (boyld be fuperior, the Presbyterian 
or the Independent. And therefore the one had fet up and 
defign'd Wdffer for that cotntnand, and Oomvjellj againft Him 
and that Party, had infilled, that it ihould be given to Lam^ 
hert^ the fecond Man of the Army, who was known to have 
as great a deteftation of the Presbyteriatipower, as he had of 
the Prerogative of the Crown : and the CDntefts between the 
two Fadions,^ whichof thefefiiouldbe fent, had fpent a great 
part of the laft year , and of their Winter Counfels. Buc 
now, when all the Domeftick difierences were compos'd by 
their fuccef^es in the field , and the bloody profecution of 
their civil Counfels, fo that there could be little done to ths 
difturbance of the Peace of E»gla»d , and when WaUet'i 
Friendswerefofupprefs'd, that he was no more thought of^ 
CromweU began to think that the committing the whole Go« 
vemnoent ^ Ireland^ wichfuch an Army as was neceflary to 
be fent thither, was too great aTrudeven for his beloved 
Ltf;«^erf hiroielf, and was to leOTen his own power and autho- 
rity, both in the Army which was commanded by Fairfax^ 
and in the other, that, being in Ireland^ would , upon any 
occafion, have great influence upon the Affairs of England, 
And therefore, whtlft th%re appeared no other ob(truAions ia 
the relief of Ireland ( which was every day loudly calj'd for ) 
than the determining who ihou|d 'take tba^t Cha^e, fome of 
his Friends, who were always ready uponfuch occafions, on 
a fuddain propos'd Crcnwell Himfelf the Lieutenant General, 
to condud that Expedition. 

CaoMwkLL himfelf was always abfent when fuch Over- 
tures were to be made ; and whoever had propos'd Ldmierf^ 
had propos'd it as a thing moil agreeable to Cr^fnmeB's defirc ; 
and therefore, when they heard Cromwell Himfelf propofed 
for the fervice, and by thofe who they were fure intended him 
DO afiront, they immediately acquiefced in the Propofition, 
and look'd upon the change as a good expedient : on the other 
fide, the Presbyterian party was no lefs anedted, and concluded 
that this was only a trick to defer the fervice, and that he 
never did intend to go thither in Perfon ^ or that if he did, 
his aUencefrom England would give them all the^ advantages 
they Could wiih, and that they fiiould then recover entirely 
their General Fairfax to their Party ; who was already much * 
broken in Spirit upon the concurrence he had been drawn to, 
and dedar'd fome bitternefs againft the Perfons.who had led 
him to it. And fo ift a SESoment borh Parties were agreed, 
and Oliver Cromwell elefted and declar'd to be Lord Lieute^ 
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cant of Irff/M/y with as axtpte^ and iodcpeodeot a CommiT- 
Eon, as could be prepared. 

Cromwell^ how Uctic fuipriledibeyerwkh this deGg- 
fiacion, appear d the next day ia the Houfe fuUGfconfufion 
and irrelblution , which the natural temper, and conopbli^e of 
his underftanding could hardly avcud^ whoi he Icm deCr'd 
it ; and therefore, when it was now so his purpofe, he cbuld 
z& it to Che life. And after much befication, and many ex- 
prd&ODsof ^* his own unworhine^, anddi&biliqf tofuppon 
^' fo gfeat a Charge, and of the entire refignocioQ of bimfelf 
^ to Their commands, and abfolute dependence upon God's 
** providence and bkffing, from whom he had receiv'd many 
^ Inftances of his Favour, he fubroitted to their good will and 
pleaTure ; and dcfir'd them ^ that no more time mlghc beloS 
** in the ptcparations which Were to be made for lb great a 
^Work; for he did confefs that Kingdom to be recbiced to 
^fo great ftreghts, that be. was willing tt> engage liis own 
** Perfon in this exi>edition , for the difficulties which ap- 
^' pear'd in it i and more out of hope, with tlie hazard of his 
• ** life, to give ibroe obftruftion to the iucccfl^ which tlieRe- 
•^ bels Vere at prcfent cxalreJ with ( for fo he called the Mai- 
quis of Orwrwttf,and all who joj n'd with himj •'that to the Oim- 
**' mon-Wealth might retain ftill fame fobting in that Kiif - 
**dcm, till they m ght be ableto fend frefliSuppIieS) than cut 
**of any eirpefiation, rfiat , with the ftrength he canried^ lie 
^ fliould be able, in any Ggnal degree, to preVail over them. 
HtfrnUtt I T was an incredible expedition that heufed from this nn- 
/•'^'' /^**fln:c after his aflumingthat Charge, in the raifing oFMonejf, 
^^ providing of Shipping, and drawing of Forces together, for 
this ctiterprife. Before he could be ready hiifileff l<> march, 
he fent three thoufand Foot and Horfc to Mr/far J Haven, to 
be Tranfported, aObon as they arriv'd there, to DuUm ^ all 
things being ready there for their Tranfport^ioh ^ whidi 
Troops, by the contrary Winds, were cocftrainMto lemain 
therefor many days. And thatcaufed the report in Irelamly 
by the intcnigence from LmJon, that Cr'MtuM ifirehded to 
make a defcent in Munfier:^ which uahappfly divided die Lord 
Inckiquin^ aVid a good Body ofhisMenfrofnthe Locd Lieu- 
tenant, as hath been faid, when he march'd towafdis IMlm. 
Nor did the Marquis of Ormomd in truth at that tinae ifitend 
to have marchM thither with that expedition, until his Arm; 
ihould be grown more numerous, and more acaiTtom'd to 
difcipline, but the wonderful fuccefes of thofc Troops, which 
^ere fenc before, in the lakii^ of 7>/wr, DutfJsfk ^ and all 
the one Garrifons, and the invitation and intelligence lie had 
From within DuhBn^ made him unwilling to \& any inore 
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timcy fiooe fae was fare thai the crofsnefs of the Wind only 
binder'd cbe arrival of thofeSuppliesi which were defign'd 
diitber out of MMgland : and the arrival of thofe Supplies, the 
ve^day before his coming before DuhUn^ eoabled the Go* 
veroour thereof to maked^t Sally which \t mentioned before; 
and had tfaatSuccels which is tnention'd. 

The Marquis of Oifffzri/, acthat time, drew off* his whole 
Army (mm DmBlm to Thedagb^ where he loeant to j:eiaaaia 
tiil he could put it iarofuch a pofture, that he might pEofe- 
cute his farther defkn. And a full acconot of all thefe parti** 
calars met CrommeB at his arrival at Milford Haven, whea 
he rather expe&ed to hear of the lofs of Duhlm^ and was \vk 
great perplexity to refolve what he was then to do. But all 
tfaofe cloiids bemg difperied, upon the news of the great fuc- 
cefs his Party had that he had lent before, he deferred not to 
Embak his whole Army, and, with a very y ro^rous Winc^ Cromwcli 
arriv'd at tMlm within two orthieedays after the Marcjuia'*^'^^^^/ ^ 
of Ormond had retired from thence ^ where ke wa^ receiv'd ^'*^*'"*- 
wicfa wonderfal Acclamation ; which did not retard him from 
purftttngiiis a£tive fefodution^ to improve thofe- advantages 
bad already befallen Jitms And the Marquis of Orm$m4 was 
no fboner advertised' of his arrival, than he. conc^Iuded K» 
chaoge his fonocr refolation^ and to draw his Army to w 
greater diftanoe, till tbofe Parties which were marGfaiiQg to^ 
wards him fromtiae feveral Quarters of the Kingdom, might 
come up to him ; and in the mean while to put Tredttgb into 
fogood a poftune, ^ might entertain the Enemy, <aU he mighc 
be able to relieve them. And fo he put into that place, which 
was looked upon, befides the ftrei^h of the Situation, to be 
in a good degree fortified, the flower of his Army, both of 
Soldiers and Oliicers, moft of them Englfj^ to the number of 
three thoufand Foot, and two or diree good Troops of Horfe, 
provided Vith all things ; and committed the charge and com- 
mand thereof fo Sr Arthur AB^n^ wlio had been joften meo- 
tton'd before, and was an OfSoerof.great name and eiperi** 
cncc, and who at that time made little doubt of defending it 
againft jdl the power ofOtnmpeH^ for at ieaft a Month's time.. 
At3d the Marquis of OrMr^ii^ made lefs doubt, in much iefs 
time, to relieve and fuccouricwithhis Arrriy ^ and fo retired 
to thc^e parrs where he had anointed a Rendezvous for his 
new Levies. 

This News caxt!^%to'^<krmain\ broke aH their Mea* ta» ^n»< 
fares, at ieaft as to the Expedition : the refolution continued ^*^f7\ th§ 
for Ir0Und i hut it was thonght fie that they fliould expedl ^'^^■^J'^ 
another accbunt from thence, before the King begun hisjf^ij^j 
Journey } nor did it feem counfellable that his Msycfty (bould 
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venture at Sea whilft the Parliament Fleet comntajo^eid^ 
Ocean, and were then about the Coaft of IreUnd-^ batr 
be (bould expeft the Autumn, when the Seaibn of tbcv i 
would call home, or difperfe the Ships. Buc where to Ih;. \ 
long was the Queilion ^ for ic was now the Mondi of J^L 
and as the King had receiv'd no kind of civility from frat 
fince his laft coming, fo it was notorious enough chatliis ::• 
fenoe was impacienay defired by that Court j and d» (^ 
who found her felf duappointed of that Dominion wbicii 
had expedled, refolv'd to merit from the Cardinal by 
him from a Guefl: that was fo unwelcome to them, cluxr] 
he had noc been in any degree chargeable to them ; vm': 
was not at ail foUidtous for his longer ftay. So his Ma;d: 
confider'd how he fiiould make his departure; aodjUps 
lookiiig round, he refolv'd, that he would make his jcaiieij 
through JNbwwwfy, and Embark himfelf forhislflandofji' 
Jey ; which ftill continued under his obedience, and uixlri^ 
Government of S»" George Carteret ; who had in truth ihe|»7 
over the place , though he was but the Lieutenant i^ 
Lord Jeriffyn ; who, in thofe (heights the King was in, « 
thegneat plenty he himfelf enjoyed, was wonderfully jeaiv 
that the King's being there would leflea fome of the prci 
which he challenged from thence ; and therefore , whes c 
was found, in order to the King's Support, whilft he ftou 
ftay there, neceflary to fell fome of the King's Demefoes 3 
that Ifland, the yearly rent whereof ufed to be receiv'd bye 
Lord towards the diicharge of theOarrifons there, hciiai- 
cd, with all poflfible importunity, " that fome of the MoJ^ 
*^ which fliould be raifed upon that Sale, fhould be pak- 
•* Him, becaufe his receipt, for the time lo come, wouk- 
** remain fo great as it had been formerly : 2nd thougb :. 
demand appear'd fo unjuft, and unreafonable, that the Ccu- 
oil could not admit it, yet he did prevail with the King in p 
vatc, to give him fuch a Note under his hand , as enabl': 
him to receive a good Sum of Money, after the return c 
his Majcfty into Eng/andy upon that oonfideralion, Thisfo 
folution being taken for ^erfiyy the King feat to the Prio: 
of Orange, "that he would cauie two Ships of War to ride ia 
^ the rode before St Mahes ( which they might do without no- 
tice ) " and that he might have a Warrant remain in fci 
•^ hands, by which the Ships might attend his Majcfty, wbc 
"he Diottld require them J which they might do in veryfe* 
hours 5 and in thefe he meant to Tranfport himfelf, aflbon ^ 
it (hould be feafonable, into Ireland. Thefe Ships did wai 
his pleafiire there accordisgly. 
Francs had too good an excufe at this time for not 
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giving the King any alliftance in Money, which he might ex- tv ^ffMn 
peft, and did abundantly want, by the ill condit ion their own •/ France 
Affairs were in. Though the Sedition which bad been raifed JjJ'^^J^' ^ 
in Paris the laft Winter, was at prefent fo much appealed by pjj!f,, 
the Courage , and Conduft of the Prince of Conii^ ( who 
brought the Army, which he commanded in Flanders, with' 
fo great Expedition before Paris , that the City yielded to 
reafon ) fo that his moft Chriftian Majefty, the Queen his 
Mother, and the whole Court, were at this prefenc there ; 
yet the wound was far from being clofed up. The Town 
continued ilill in ill humour ; more of the great Men adber'd 
to them than had done before ; the Animofities againft the 
Cardinal increafed, and, which made thofe Animofities the 
more terrible, the Prince of C»»i/?, who fiirely had merited 
very much, either unfatlsfied, or not to be fatisfied, brokd 
his Friendfliip with the Cardinal, and fpoke with much bit"- 
ternefs againft him : So that the Court was far from being in 
that Tranquillity, as to concern it felf much for the King our 
Mafter, if it had been otherwife well inclined to it. 

All things ft^nding thus, about the middle of SepiemleryThe KS^^i 
the King left S^ Germain's , and begun his Journey towards '*^^*''^' , 
Jerfey:^ and the Queen, the next day, remo7*d from thence ^^^,*J"^* 
to Paris to the Louvre The two Embafladours for Spain nwdijct* 
waited upon her Majefty thither, having nothing now to do fey. 
but to prepare themfelves for their Journey to Spain, where 
they longed to be, and whither they had fent for a Pafs to 
meet them at St Se6aBian% and that they might have a Houfe 
provided for them at Madrid , againft the time they (hould 
come thither: both which they recommended to znEngH^ 
Gentleman, who livM there, to folJicite, and advertife them 
in their Journey of the tempei^ of that Court. 

They thought it convenient, fince they were to defire a 
Pafs to go from Paris into Sfain, that they Ihould wait upon 
the Qiieen Mother of France, and the Cardinal ; and iikewife 
uponthe Duke of Orleans , and the Prince of Cend^; who 
were then in a Cabal againft the Court. The Prince of 
Condi fpoke fo publickly , and fo warmly againft the Car- 
dinal, that moft People thought the Cardinal undone^ and 
he himfelf apprehended fome attempt upon his Perfonj and 
therefore had not in many days gone out of his Houfe, and 
admitted few to come to him, and, had a ftrong Guard ia 
every Room ; fo that his fear was not difiembled. 

I N this fo general diforder, the Embafladours declined any 
formal Audiences ; for which their Equipage was not fait- 
able : fo the Lord Cottington went privately to the Queen 
Kcgent, who receiv'4 him gracioufly, and dofired him ^^ t9 
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^^ tecammttii her very kiodly to hct Brptber the Kkig of 
<< Sfam^ without eolarging upoa any thtng eUe. Ffiooi Ha 
he wcnc to the Duke of Ori$mts^ whom he found ia mot 
diforder ; and when the Eoibafladour told Mm, ^ heame to 
<^kfiow whether be bad any Service to conDauod.him iH) 
<* Sfam^ the Duke, who fearce ftood ftiil whilft he was ipeak- 
ing, anfwer' d aloud, '^ that he had nothing to do with ^f^k] 
and fo went haftily into another Room y and the Lord CK- 
fmgton then withdrew. They intended both to ha.ve gMc 
tosether to the Prince c^Cow^ and to the Cardioal. Boi 
when they fern to the Prince, hewifely, but with grtat Ci- 
vility, fentthem word, ^^ that they could not be igncmntof 
^< diediiforder (hat Court was in, and of the jeak)iifieg whkfa 
*^ were of him ; and therefore defired them ^^ to excufe him, 
*^ ifcat he did not fee them. 

Thk Cardinal appointed them a time; and accofdiiflf 
they met, and conferred together about half an hour , die 
Lord cmtmitim fjpeaking Sfmnfh^ and the Cardimil aw tk 
conferring wholely in that Language. The Cardinal adEtfov^ 
lec^d the appreheafion he was in, in his kx>k8 ; and took 
oocafion in his difcourfe to mention ^* the unjuft dilpkafaie, 
'^wfakh lAonfxusf leFrme had conceived againft hsm. He 
feem'd earaeftly to defire a Peace between the two Ck^itoi} 
and faid, ^^ that he would give a pound of his Biood to o^ 
<< tain it ; and deBr'd the Embafiadours «^ to tell Dm LNk 
^^ deHsrp from him, that he would wkh all his heait nxei 
<^him upon the Frontiera; and that he waa coafidemyi 
^< they two were together but thiee hours, they (hoisk} eon* 
^ pole atldifierences : which Meffiige he afterwards 4i&vov'4 
when Dpm Ltms accepted the motion, and was willaagtohate 
met him. When they took their leave of him, he hroogfat 
them to the top of the Stairs in diforder enough , hia Guardi 
being very circumfped, and fufiering no ftranger to vupprntA, 
any of the Rooms. 
TiM Ltrd Thby begun their Journey from Fdfh upon JlfiMsftiafaM 
Cotdngton ^j^y^ and corttiftu'd it, without refting one day, tiH theycsnc 
Chln!iiLr ^^ Bourdeawx ; which was then in Rebdlkm agak»ft the Kiif . 
begim thtir The City and the Parliament had not oniy font fevcrail oom* 
jmmsj fur pfaiints, and bitter invedtves againft the Duke of l^ftffvss, 
Spain, Md jjj^iy Governour, for his Afts of Tyranny in his Gwmi* 
itoardeaux. "^cnt, but had prefuffi'd, in order to make his Person the 
'more ungracious, to afperTebts life and matmertwith thole 
reproaches which they beitev'd would moft refleft upon the 
Court. And the truth is, their greateft Quarrel agamft hon 
was, that he waa a feft Friend to the Cardxnal, and would 
not be ^vided- from hi$ Intereft. They had drif eo the Duke 
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of che Town^ and did not only defire the King ^' that 
I might no more be their Gbvqtiour ; but that bis Ma- 
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" jefty wotild give the Government to the Priooe of Condi 5 
which 'made their complatnts the lefi conGder'd as juft. 
And it was then one o^ the raoft avow'd exceptions that 
Prjnce,bad againft the Cardinal, that he had not that Go- 
vernment upon the Petition of Boi^deaux^ fince he ofier'd to 
refim his of Burgundy , which was held to {>e of as much 
Vauie , to accommodate and repair theDuke of J^^rjM». 
At B/47, the Embafladonrs were vifited by the Marflialof 
Pkjjy ^raffi^y w^o had been fent by the Court to treat with 
the Parliament, of Baurdeaux^ but could bring them -to no 
reafim^ they pofitively infifting upon the remote of their 
old Governoiir, and conferring the Command upon the Prince. 
When they came to BoMtdtaux they found the ChdttauTrom' 
fesHy which ftlH held for the King, Jhooting at the Town, 
the Town having invcfted it very clofe, that no Succour 
could be put into them, the Dulte of E/femom hcm% at his 
Houfc at CdisBiac, from whence his Horfe every day infcfted 
the Citizens when they ftirr'd out of the Town. Here the 
Embaffadours were coropdlM to ftay one whole day, the dif. 
orders upon the River, and ioihe Town, not fufl^ring their 
Coaches and Baggage to follow them fo foon as they fliould 
have done. Twy were here vifited by fome Cotmfellors, 
atid Prefideots of the Parliament ; who profefled duty to 
cheir King, but irreconcilable hatred to the DukeoJFi^r- 
3i^ ; a|^inft whom they had publiflied feveral Rcmonftrances 
in Print, and dedicated Xbcm to the Prince pf Condi. After 
a days reft there, which was not unwelcome to them, they 
continu'd their Journey to Bayonme ; and arriv'd , upon the 
twentieth day from their leaving Pirr/x , at the Tnio ; where 
they took Boat, and in •an hour or two arriv'd at Girona. 
The next day they went by the River to Taffagty and when 
rhey came out of their Boats, which were row'd by Women, 
according to ^ejr Privilege there, they found Mules, fenc 
from Se SeiaBum's to carry them thither. About half aMile 
froni the Town they were met by the Govcrnour of Gui» 
fufiou^ Don Antonio do Cardmas J an oldSoldier, and a Knight 
of the Order, the Correpdor and all the Magiftrates of S^ 
SehaBian\ and the B»gU?3 Merchants which Inhabited there ; 
and were Conducted by the Governour to one of the beft 
Houfes tnihe Town, which was providedfor their reception ; 
Mrihere theyoofooner were, than the Governour, and the reft 
of the Magiftrates, took their leave of them • 

Thet had not been half an hour in their Lodging, con- 
ferring with the Bfl^P^ Merchants, about convepiences to 
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prolecute their Journey, when the C^rregubr came to them, 
and defired to (peak with them in private , and after Took 
compliment ancfapology, he (hew'd them a Letter, whid 
he had receiv'd from the Secretary of State ; the contem 
whereof were, ^* that when the Embailadours of the Prioa 
*' of Waks iOiouId arxive there, they fliouid be recciv'd with 
^^allrefped: but that hefhould find fome means coperfwade 
'^ them to ftay and remain there , till he fliouId give the 
'^ King notice of it, and receive his farther pleafiire. And 
at thefame time an EngUJb Merchant of the Town, who had 
told them before, that he had Letters from Madrid for them, 
and had gone home to fec(;h them, brought them a Pacqoet 
from S^ Benjamin Wright ^ who was incrufied by them to 

. follicite at Madrid for their Pafs, . and for a Houfe to be pre- 
pared for them In this Letter their Pafs was inclofed, on- 
dct the fame Style, as Embafladours from the Prince of (Vales; 
which he had obferv'd upon the place, and delir'd to bive 
it mended, but could procure no alteration, nor could k ob- 
tain any Order for the providing a Houfe for them ; bat was 
told, ^^ that it fliould be done time enough. This was aavm- 
expeded mortification to them ; but they leem'd not to be 
troubled at it, as if they had intended to ftay there a Month, 
, to refrefli themfelves after their long Journey, and in exp^ 

~ ftation of ether Letters from the King their M after. The 
Corregidor oder*d to fend away an Exprels the fame Night, 
which they accepted of ^ and writ to Don Lemh de Han, 
^' that the King tneir Maftcr had (ent them his Embaffiuioun 
^^to his Catholick Majcfty, upon Affairs of the higheft ]m- 
" portance : that they were come fo far on tEeir way, bor 
^^had, to their great wonder, met there with a f^gnificadoo 
*^of that King's pleafure, that they (hould ftay and remaJE 
^ there, tin they Ihould receive his Majefty's farther Ordenj 
^^ which troubled them not fo much , as to find themfelves 
**ftyled the Embaflkdours of the Prince of W^fc, which they 
*^ thought very ftrange, after his Catholick Majefty had feot 
'^anEmbafladour to the King their Mafter before they left 
^' him : they defired therefore to know, whether th^ir Pcr- 
^^ fons were unacceptable to his Catholick Majeft/, and if 
*^that were the Cafe, they would immediately return to their 
** Mafter j otherwife, if his Majefty were content to receive 
*^ them, they dcfir'd they might be treated in that manner as 

. ^^ was due to the Honour and Dignity of the King their Ma- 
"fter. And they writ to S' Benjamin Tfright y to attend 
^^J}on Lewis ^ and if he found that they were expe&ed ar 
*^ Madridy and that they reformed the Errors they bad com- 
^ipitted, he fliould then ufe thofe importunities, whicFrwere 

" ncoeflSy-y 
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''flece(Siry for the providing a Houfe for them againllthcy 
**fl)pftld come. 

THOUGH the Court was then full of bufinels^ being in 
daily expeAatipn of their new Qupen^. who was landed, and 
at tnac lime within few days Journey of Madrid-^ yet the 
very next day after the Letter \vas dehverM to Bon hswls de 
Haroyhe recurn'd an Anfwer full of civility, and imputed 
the error that was committed, to the negligence, oj-igno-TMr pi^fM 
ranee of the Secretary j and fentthem new Paflesin the pro- *»'«/*'"»• 
per Style J atid aCTured them, **that they fliould.find a very^***^ 
" good welcorhc from his Majefty. And S' Benjamin Wright 
fenc them word, " that he had receiv'd the Warrant for the 
*^ providing the Houfe j and the oflScer, to whom it was di- 
" redted, had called upon him to view two or three Houfcs ; 
'' and that Don Lewis told him, that affoon as be had found 
** a Houfe that pleafed him, Orders Diould be given to the 
"Kbg's OflScers of the Wardrobe to furnifli itj and then 
"when the, Embafladours ca,Aie, there (hould be one of the 
'^King's Coaches to attend them whilft they ftaid. ..Here- 
upon they made haft in their Journey , with fome iatisfa- 
ftion and confidence that they mould find a Court not fohard 
to treat with, that could begin to receive them with fo bare- 
faced and^ formed an AflPront, ind then fo eafily recede from 
it with yeal? Apolocies. ' And it was plain enough, that 
they lieartily' Wifli'd tnat they had not come ; and imagin'd 
thatt;his might put them to return again, and then were a- 
fliamedof tncirown Expedient, and being prefled, chofera* 
ther to decline than avow it : So unnatural a thing it is for 
that Court to ftoop to any ugly Aftion, without doing it fo 
ungracioufly, as to confefs it in their own Countenance, and 
quickly receding from it. 

It was about the middle of Novemher when they left Sc 
Sehafi'ian^Sy the Weather yet continuing fair ; and a Gentle- 
man of Quality of the Country was appointed to accompany 
them out of.the jurifdiftipnof G«/]p»/?a<ir, which was to the 
City of yi&firia j and from thence they enter'd into CaSiih, 
When they came to Ahtevendas , within three Leagues of 
Madridy i^t^k:^x.x,o%fBen)amin Wright to know what Houfe 
was provided for them : he came to them, and told them , 
" all things were in the fame ftate they were when he wric 
** to them to St SeiaBian*s ^ that though Don Lewis gave him 
*' very good words,* and feem'd much troubled and angry 
^^ with the Officers that the Houfe was not ready, and the 
** Officers excufed themfelves upon the jollities the Town 
*^ was in diiring the FieffasJ^ which were held every day for 
!! the Queen's arrival, that no body ooald attend any particu- 

"lar 
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<< lar affiiir, yet U wa0 evidenc there was not (hat pire ukeo 
<< from the Court that there oiight to have been,* and^ac 
^^ Dm .JkwM Je. CMrdmsf from EH^^ had done tbe%m- 
^^ bafladours all the ill offices poflible, a« if their gocKl reoep* 
^ tion in Sfsm would incenfe the Parliament^ and mak^ chem 
<' more propitious to Wrs9tc$^ which valued it felf upon having 
^ driven all the Royal Family from thence. 

Upon this new Mortification^ they writ again from tSience 

to Dom Lnois^ to defire '< that thev might iK>t be put toilay 

'' there for want of a Houfe, and lo be expofed to contempt. 

Nor were they accommodated in that place in any degree. 

He always Aiiwer'd their Letters with great punfluaiitv, 

and with courtefy enough, as if all things OiouJd be reaoy 

by the next day. The BMiiiJb Merchants j who reSded a£ 

Madfidy came every day co vifit them, but ftUl hcougbt them 

wordj that there was no appearance of any provx&on made 

to receive them \ fo that , after a weeks ftay in that little 

Town, and ill accommodation, they accepted the civd offir 

and invitation, which S' B^jammlFr^bt nude tbep^ of re- 

pofing themlelves mcogmtp in his HouCb ; w^ich .Would only 

receive their Peribns with a Fsitf df cbamtrf for each ; and 

the reft of their family was quarter'd in the next adjacent 

TUjs»inu Hollies for the reception of Strangers ; fothey went pri- 

Madrid in. y^t^ly jq ^^ Evening into Madrid inS' B»\amm WHgtfs 

^f /i^e'jr Coach, and came to his Houie : and if, by His geoenofity^ 

frft St Sir tticy had not been thus accommpdated^ they muft hav^e -been 




Brother, had been bred a Merchant in Mrdrid] where be 
had great bufinels, and great reputation ; and, having mar- 
ried a Wife of the Famiry of Tpbd^y was become a pafeS 
Spaniard, not only in the Language, but in the gcneioufi pan 
of their Nature and Cuftoms, 

The Court well enough knew of their Arrival, but took 
no notice of it. The Lord C^^/iii^Mi therefore fent to Us* 
IfB^Sf to defire that he might have a private Audier&Qe of 
him imtfJiito ; which he prefently confeated to, and appoint* 
ed, the next Morning, to meet in the King's Garden ^ which 
was at fuch a diftance from the Court, that it was aot in 
the view of it. There they met at the hour : D» Ijfnm 
Was a Man of little ceremony, and ufed no flouriihes in hit 
difoourfes, which made molt Men believe that he faid all 
things from his heart ; and he feem'd to fbeak fo cordially^ 
that the Lord Cottiagfw^ who was no^ ealy to be impofed 
upoo^ did thinkihat ^y Qiouldbave a Hoitfo very 4peodiIf> 

and 
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afldthat he had tgood iodintdon to fitour them in what 
they came about. He fpoke, with more comouKion chao was 
namral to him, in the bufineft of the Munher of the King ; 
cxcnTed aU the omiffiona towards the EmbafGKiours ; *^ which 
^'Qiotiklbe repaired out of band, after the few days, which 
*' yet remained to be fpenc in Fieffas for the Queen ; during 
'^ which tioQe, he kidy no Officers would obey any Orders that 
*^ divcff ed them from the fight of the Triumphs ; and wl fli'd 
^' that the Embafladours would fee the Mafquerade that After* 
^^ noon, and the T0r§s the Day foUowing. 

The Lord C§t$$mgt9m returned home very well fatisfied; 
and had not been half an hour in the Houfe , when a Gen* 
tkmaD came from J}&» Uvhs to invite the Embafladours to 
fee thofe Exercifes, which were mendon'd before; and fent 
them word chat there (houU be places provided for thenr. 
The Chaocdlor went that Afternoon to the place affign'd 
where he faw the Maiquerade, and the rumting of the Cburie, 
and, afterwards, the jT^ra^. 

At the running of the Coarie, the King an^ Dam L/npis 
run federal Courfes, in all which Dam liwis was too good 
a Courtier to win any pris^ , though he always loft it by 
very little. The appearance of the People was very great, 
and the Ladies in all the Windows made a very ridi fiiew^ 
otherwife the ihew it felf had notUng wonderful. Here 
there happened to be foroe fuddain (harp words between 
the AdmnmU of CmBik , a haug^ young Man, and the 
Marquis da Lkbe ^ the eMeft Son. of Dm Lnak de Hara; 
the which being taken notice of, they were boch difmifled 
the Squadflons wherein tiiey were , and committed to their 
Chambers. 

At die Entertainment of theTlnrtfi there was another ac» 
eldest^ the mention whereof is not unfit to (hew the difct<- 
phfie^ and feverity of that Nation in the obfervation of or- 
der. It was remember'd, that at the Maiquerade, the Ad^ 
^imnmfi and the Marquis of Lkie were fent to their Cham- 
bers : and sfterwacds, the tnatter being examined, they were 
both commanded to leave the Town, and retire each to a 
Hoofeof his own, that was within three or finir Leagues of 
the Town, the Marquis of Licii was known to have gone 
the neit chy, and no body doubred the fiune of the Admi' 
rmii>^ thofe orders being never difputod or difobey'd* The 
King as he was going to the TprpSy either himfeit difcera'd 
at anaafaer Bakmy, or fome body elfe advertifed him of it , 
that tbeDuchefe^ who was Wife to the Admtrm^^ was 
tkere;, andiaid, ^^ he knew that Lady Was a Woman of more 
!! Itoour than to come out of her Hoiife^ and be prefent at 

If the 
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^^ the FteSsy whilft her Husband was under reftratnt, and in 
•^his Majefty's defpleafurcj arid therefore concluded that her 
Husband was likewire there j and thereupon ieoc an j^lpiiz^ 
to that Roonn, with command to examine carefully wich his 
Eye, whether the AdmiranU was there ; for there appeared 
none but Women. The Admiraute being a young rafh 
Man , much in the King's favour, and a Gentleman of his 
Bed- Chamber, thought he might undifcem'd fee the Triumph 
of that day ; and therefore caufed himfelf to be drefs'd in 
the habit of a Lady, which his age^ would well bear, and 
forced his Wife to go with htm ; who exceedingly refiffed 
his Commands, well knowing to what reproach mecxpofed 
her own honour, though (he had no fear of his beii^di/co- 
ver*d. The Al^unral brought the King word, that he wa^ 
very fure that the AdmiranU was there , in the habk (f a 
Woman, and fat next his Wife among many other Ladks. 
Whereupon the King lent the OfHcer to apprehend him in 
the habit he was in, and to carry him to the Officer s ora 
Houfe. And aflbon as the King return'd to the Palace, tfenr 
was an Order that the Alguazil (hould the next Monang 
carry the AdmiranU to VattadoUd , four days Jotirney from 
Madridyto a Houfe of his own there ; where he wascpnfinM 
not to go out of the limits of that City i, and under this re> 
flraint remain'd for the fpace of full three years : So penal a 
thing it is amongft that People, for any Man, of how great 
Quality foever ( there was not in Sfam a Man of greater than 
the Admiranfe of Cafiile) to difobcy, or elude the judgement 
of the King. 

It may be thought impertinent to the work in hand, to 
make a digreflion upon this Embafly, and to enlarge upon 
many circumftances which occurred in it , of the formality 
and conftitution of that Court, of the nature and humour of 
that People, which may feem forrelgn to the affairs of Esg- 
jke f^„g land. But fince the King, after his leaving Paris^ remain'd 
rtmainsft' in Jerjiy for many Months, waiting fuch a revolurion as 
v*r*/«4«t/j/u5jgh^ adminifter an opportunity and occafion to quit tihat re- 
»» jerfcy. fij-^jnent, in all whicn time there was no Aftion, or Cbon- 
fel to be mentioned , and this being the firft, and the only 
Embaffy, in which his Majefty's Perfon was reprefented, un- 
til his ble(&d return into Englattd ( for though fome other 
Perfons were afterwards fent to other Princes, with Coco- 
ibiffions to perform that fundion, if they found Encourage 
ment fo to do, yet none afliim'd that Charader , -nor were 
treated as fuch in any Court in Chriftendom, Spam only ex- 
cepted) it may therefore be reafonably thought not improper 
in thi$ Hiftory, to give fuch a reUtion of this. Negotiation, 

thft{ 
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that it may appear what fenfe fo great a Court as that of 
S£ain had of thofe Revolutions in England^ and of the de- 
plorable Condition to which this young innocent Prince was 
reduced, when it was fully prefled to them in the mdft eflS-» 
cacious teroQS poflible j and ^vtx"^ circunnfitance of their Re* 
ception, and 1 reatment, may ferve to illuftrate thofe particu- 
lars ^ and therefore we (hall proceed farther in the relation of 
them. 

Before their Audience, I><m Lewis de Haro fetlt tbem ^n aecmmt 
word of the Iroprifonment of the Prince of Conde^ the Prince •/'*• ^^* 
of Conty^ ind the Duke of LonguevWe, and that MarDbal Tu-^ ^^^^ 
rin had made his Efcape into Flanders ; the news whereof *"**' 
gave the Sfamjh Court much trouble ; for they had promifed 
themfelyes a better Harveft from that Seed, which they had . 
carefully and induftrioufly Sown, and that thereby the Car- 
dinal^ whom they perfeftly hated, would have been totally 
fuppreffed,and all hjs power entirely taken from him; which, 
they concluded, would forthwith produce a Peace, which was 
not lefs defir'd in France than in Sfain j or that thofe Princes, 
and alj their Dependents, would have appeared in Armies in 
that Kingdom ^^ by which the Spaniards (liould be able to r&- 
cover much of what they had loft in Flanders -y the hopes of 
either of which appear'd now bUfted by this unexpeded r&- 
vival of the Cardinal's power. 

LJpoN the day aflBgn'dfqr the Audience , . it being re- 
iblv'd that when tney had ended with the King, they (hould 
likewUe have one of the Queen,' Z)b» Lewis de Haro fenc 
Horfes to their Lodging, for. the acoommodatfon of the Em- 
bafladours, and their Servants : it being the falhion of that 
Court, that the Embai&dours ride to their Srft Audience. 
And fo they rode, being attended by'al[ their own Servants, 
and all the Engl^ Merchants who liy'd in the Townj toge- 
ther with many Irfift Officers who were in the Service of his 
Catholick Majcfty, all on Horfe-backj fo that their Caval- 
cade appear'd very fair, all the. Coaches^of other Embafladours 
likewife following them.. In this inanner they came to the 
Court aboot ten of the Clock in the Morning, being Con- 
duced by an Officer, who had been fent to their, Lodging, 
and iode .with,therb to the Court. 

Through feveral Rooms, where there was only one 
Officer, w^o attended to opexi and (hut the doors, they came 
to the Room next that where his Majefty wasj where, after 
a little ftay, whilft their Condudlor went in'aiid out, they 
found the Kiiig fl;anding upright, with his backagainft the 
Wall, and the Grandees at a diftaoce, in the fame poftufre, , 
againft the Wall.^ When tlxey had made their feveral reipefts, t

grateful to moft particular Meq^ when he. w^ hated eiip^ 
by the generality. His Port and Grandeur' was very tivS3tk 
inferior tp .that of either of the Frencb Cardinals j the lajft 
of which wag Favourite during his Adminiftration. IMbr did 
he afled Wealth as They did, not leaving a Fortune' behind 
him much improved by his own induftry ; yetjt cannot be 
denied, that the Afiatr* of S^am declined, more,' in tbc^ kinae 
they were under his Government, than at any time before^ 
ana that lefs was done wich the confumptipn of lb miich 
Mopey, than might have been expefted. But it njuft be 
likewite ifonfider'd, that he entered upon that Adminiftration 
in a very unhappy epnjunilure^ afTer the loft of ftrtufal, 
and the defcdion in C^falotus, which made fuch a* rent in 
that Crown, as would have rdiuired more than aii/^d/- 
./. . nary States: man to have repaired; imd make it floijm as

or tbiTkn 'The Embaffadours bad not been long at Madrid^ . .wbett 
de 'f pig. the C^e diVtgnordnda return'd thither from his Negctiadw 
Boranda. iti .the' Treity pf M^nfikr, .He had been declar'd tokaf 
the Council of State, after he had made that I^eace itt 
HellanJy aq^d was admU(ed.to it ^flboh as he return^ Be 
was C^ude in. the right of his Wife only i and before, being 
of a •good Family, l)bi9 Djego de Brachatnonie^ and bred ft 
the ftudy of the Law, was looked. upon as a good Man of 
b'ufioefi, and To implofd ia fcatcers of greiteft Truft. Ik 
ixras indeed i Man of great r arts, aiKJ underftood die ^J^m 
of the World' better than nioft in that Court. . He ^ii^ "Proiid 
to the height'Qrhis Nation, ahd retained too muti^ di^ibR

Now whilft they were in this impatteot Exp^Aation to 
bear from the King their Matter, who yec remained at Jer-

pert cwMs Rufert Came upon the coaft of Sp^kf with the Fleet under

The Prii}<^. writ 
Hir Utter him word, ^ that he had broufhc away ail the FSeec from 
tithtChan- ^^ tfelsitdy and that he had rcceiv'd an Afitirance&om fortu- 
ctu^rjt^ <^gsl^ thathefhottid be very welcome thither^ Mpoa which 
Exchccfutr. <t ^ ^^ refo*v*d, after he had attended foffie days to ipeet 
^ with any JSNfi^ Ships that might be* priae^ t^. go for Us- 
^ hn ; and ddir'd him to procure Ordew from ihe Court,

dours fent Immodiately far an Audience to *D&n Lgmif^i who 
teceiv'd them with open Arms, and atiother kind c£ Coun- 
tenance than he had ever done before. A Fleet of cfie King 
dlE^l^md^ under the Command of a Prince of tbe Bloo^i 
uponthe Coaft of S^am, at a Seafon of the year when they 
expe&ed the return of theb Gaieoos from the Indka^ made 
a great codlemation amoogft the People^ and theQ>ttrt re- 
ceiv'd the news of it with diibrder enough, Ml that the 
Embaffiidoura asked, was granted without hqefi^tioA^ and 
Letters were ;d«<patcbed a.wa.y thai very Nigtit < ( Copies 
wheredf were (enteo the EmbaUadoura ) by /everal £xpreflc$, 
to all die Govemours of the Ports, and other Officers, for

need of, with as many friendly Claufes as could have been 
inferted if the King had been in pofleffion of faia whole Etn- 
pire : (b great an mfluence a little ajppea^anoe of Power had 
upon their Spirits ; and the Embafladours fbutvl they liv'd 
in anodier kind of Air than they had done, and .reoeivd 
every day Vifirs and Carcflesfrom the Courc^ aadfr^B chofe 
in Authority.

It feenrd no good fign to the Embafiadoiirs chat Priact 
Rifert had left Irelsmd ^ where there wene Co many good P^ru^ ^ '^S^ 
and where the Fleec had beea foneceflarylbr the carrying on^^'^P^ 
bis Majefty'3 Service. But , in a fliorc tiine after , they fe* 
ceiv'd advertiiement, /^ that the King had laid afide hb pur-^ 
'^ pofe of going thither, and had taken new refehitiona. Be* 
fore die Marquis of Omvpinf ooiild draw his Army cogetber, 
CrmweB hzd belieg'd jyedtgJk : and though theGarrilm waa 
£) ftrong inpointof number^ and that number of fo cboioa 
Men, toat they could wifii for nothing more than that the 
Enemy would attempt to take them by fiorm, the very natt 
day after he came before the Town he gave agenoral Aflaulr> 
arid was beattn off with oonfiderable lofii. Kit, after a day 
fflore^ heA'&iUted at againin two places, wicbfo miseh cou- 
rage, that be enter'd in both i andthotnh the Govemourand 
fome of the chief Officccs retired in mforder into a Fort > 
where they hoped to have made conditions, a panickfear fo 
poflefi'd toe Soldiers, that thejr threw down their Armes upon 
a leneral oSct of Qiaiter : fo that the Eaemy eaterVi the 
Works without refiftanoe, and^ put every MaP) Oovernour^Tredatli. 
Officer^ and Soldier, to the Sword ; and the whole Armybe^<4f» h 
ing enter'd the Towfu they cKecuted all tnaraer of craeliy^^'^'*- 
and put every Man tnat related tothe <jarrifon^ and ail tne 
Qcizens who were Jri/b^ Man, Woman, aad Child, to the 
Sword ; and there being thtee or four Officers of Naaoe, and 
of good Fomiliea, who had found, fome way, by the hnmaiiiiy 
of &me Soldiers of the Enemy, to conceal themielves for font 
or five days, being afterwards difcov^'d^ they werehutckef^d 
in cold blood. 

This infupportable lofs took away all lic^sirom (he Mar*

thin. Uj^ bafely delivery up to him ; thofe Officers wfio hid been 
iDoft obliged to the Lord Inchiquin^^M in^honohe hadfnoft 
confidence, unworthily, betraying him, and every rfaly for&k- 
ioghim : \o that by the Example ofcort, and by thetefrobr 
ofTreJagbj the whole Proviiice of MunBer^ in a very (hort 
citne kWix&o Cromwell \i hands, except rorocfew Towns and 
Sea-Ports, which, being Garrifon'd by the J>^, \roold,fle?-

. Though Duke Hamihony ktii the Earl t)f LaMUrd^ 
and the other Scotflbhovd^^ who remained in Hf Kmti/ wlirn 
ibe King canoe into Trance^ durft not return ittto their bwa 
Country, yet they held Irftelligence with theh- ftirtf ihcrc^ 
And though the Marquis of Argyh had the fole pawfrr, yet 
he could notextinguidi the impatient defire of that wh^Na- 
tioHj to havo their King come to them.

And, cbac ao body 
nighc harecaafe to complain, if they did go thither, ditt they 
were worfe treated than they had reafon to expoft, t^ King 
faiflifeif, and all whoflioald attend upon htra, were firfttd figli 
the Coirefiant before they (hould be admitted to enter into the 
Kingdom. Verjr fair wammg indeed : nor could any Idiiii 
jttftly except againft any thing that was afterwards done to 
turn. 

Hkhe was no great Argument fbr CDnfuItation : noMan 

had foil! an underftanding, as not to diicem the viokoce 

llttt waa ofier'd to Honour, Juftice, and Conicieace; yec 

whoe?erobjefied agamft what was propoTed, upon anycf 

Aofe confideratxons, was look'd upon as a Party, becaufe he 

himfetf conM not be fofftr'd to attend the King. It was 

ihou^ to be of great Weigto, that they who diflwaded:the 

King from going into Sc^tisud, upon thofe rude and hatha* 

MNis derma, could not propofe any thing elle for him to do, 

nor any place wliere he might fecurely repofe MmfelF, wath 

any hc^ of^ u bfifte n ce : a very fad State for a JPrince to he 

redueed to , and which made it manifeft enough , tisat the 

Kii^s irfthe £arth are not fuch a Body as is fenfii>le of the 

bid^fay, and Outrage, that is ofier'd co any Member of it. 

The Scs§i/b Hamib^ndau Lords were thought to be the moft 

coiopeteiit Counieilors, (ince They, by going, were to be 

expeied to great rigour, and to undergo the leveceft part dE^ 

allOeafines. They could not fie in the Parliament, ndr in 

the Coofidl, and knew well that they fliouU not be fo0b'd 

to be about the Ferfon of the King : yet all thefe refolv'd to 

wait upon him, and perfwaded nim to believe, '^ that kii 

'^Majefty's prefence would diffipate thofe Clouds j and that 

'^ a li^ time would produce many alterations, which could 

'^ not he prefimtly efl^Aed. For his MajeHy's figningthe 

Covenaat, '^he fbould tell the Coromifnoners^ chat he w0ttU 

^'defar It till be came thither, that he might think bec^ of 

^^it i and that if then the Kirk (hould pce^ it upon him, he 

'^ woold give them fatisfa^ion* And they were confident 

^' chat dier he ihould be there, he (faould be no more impor* 

^' tuned in it, but that even the Church- men themfehres 

^ w&(M <xxitKxiA to make themfelves gracious to him. 

This kind of Argumentation wrought much with the 
Prince cfOrsmge, but more with the Duke of Buchmghitm^ 
who had writed upon the King from the tim^ of his Adven** 
ture wMh tbeEatlof UoBmd (againft whofe Ferfon there wat 
no csoeptlon ) and with WUmet, and PPhttvjprti ( who refolv'd 
togowtthUtMftjefty, atid would ftibmic to any conditions, 

which 
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which would be required of them ) and with others about 
the King, who could not digeft the Covenant; yet the hope 
that it would not be required from tbeis, and the manypro- 
mtfes thofe Sc$ti/h Lords made to them , who were hks to 
grow into Authority again when they ihoutd be once in thdr 
native Air and upon their own Soil, prevailed with them to 
u(e all their Credit with the King to Embark himself, and 
^Ks»i try how propitious Fortune woM be to him inScoHad, In 

fcotUnd ^^^ ^°^> ^ ^^^^^ ^P^ '" ^^^^^ ^^ * ftrong defpair ci aof 
other expedient, prevailed fo £tr with h s Majefty, that he 

refoiv'd, upon what terms focver, to Embark himfiflf, in Hi/* 
lanJj upon a Fleet which the Prince of Oratfge provided for 
him ; and fo with all the ScotiStj and very few JEfflj^ Ser- 
vants, to fet Sail for Scotland 
^rj^umems Thbre Were two very ftrong Arguments, which MJe 
^ff'msLtrdj^^p imprcffion on thofe Lords who very vehemetidjf dit- 
K^flf^, l!!L^^^^^9 and ever protefted againft bis Majefty'a gqing fer 
uScot\itiJ,Sc(aimd^ and which, aa it often fiiUs out io tammxiit 
higbeft importance, they could not make ufe of to count 
others, efpecialiy in the place and company wt which t^ 
were to urge them. The firft, *^ that ^he Expedition of Dub 
'^ HamiHon the year before, with an Army as niitQeil9QS,toil 
<* much better fomifh'd^ and provided, than JM^rarfrcoaUiD 
^' many years l)e again enabled to fend out, maderitiaafiifcft

^^ with the Afliftanee He would wilUngly give, isake tto 
^' Kingdom Tributary or Subfervienc tohim^ wtulfttbcKflf 
'' rcmain'd his PHrifoner, and ^^i!f continued his Vio©'g»Krt 
^5 in Scotland No doubt thele objeAions ^faadtoo ffifldi 
weight in th^m tiot to be thought worthy of ApprehcofoQ) 
by many Men, who were not blinded with paffian, oraioaie^ 
with defpatr : And though they were not able to give aof 
other Counfel, what Courfe the Kina might fteer with fOr 
fonable hope and fecurity, they mi^ yet warrantaUy <li^ 
(Wade his expofing himfelf to fo mabv vtfible dangers as diac 
Voyage was fiibjeft to both at SejtancI Land ^ andmiKbtpr?' 
dentiy believe, that the eojoylf^ the empty tide of Ktofe/' 
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what obfirurity (facver, in «ny part of the world, Was to be 
perferr^d before the empty name of King in aoy of his own 
Dominions ; which wa$ the bed that could reafonably be 
expefted from the conditfons which were impofed upon him ^ 
to which he was coropeUed to fubmic. 

DuRiWQ fhistime, when the Embafladours whowerein ji^^^f^^ 
Spain^ expefted every day to hcarof his Majefty's being zr^ hsff4d»wi u 
r\y*d\n Xreiani^ and had tliereupon importuned that Court «pa«n ^^^ 
for adifpatch, theKinggarethena notice of this his fcfoIu-^^'^JT^''*^ 
tion, and direftcd them ^ to remain where they were, tillhcjj^^^/ijj* 
<« could better judge of his own Fortune. They were ex-z/wj »«r#. 
tremely troubled, boih of them having always had a ftrong 
averfion that the King fliould ever venture himfelf in the 
hands of that Party of the 5<p^f£/& Nation, which had treated 
his Father fo perfidioufly. And they were now neceffirated 
to ftaythere, where they had received fo Jictle Encourage- 
ment, ^nd had no reafon to expeft more. They therefore 
jcfolv'd to fet the beft face they could upon it, and dcfired 
an Audience ftom* the Kiiig: in which they told his Catho;- 
lickMajefljy^^' that they had received Letters from the Kingnw/jc- 
** their Matter ; whotxmmanxied them to inform his Majcfty, ^^ntth^ 
*' who , he knew well, wotiW be glad to bear of any good^'^^ ^.^^ 
** fortune that bcfel him, that ir had now pleafcd God to work ,£""jm4- 
** fo far opon the hearts andafieftiona fif his Subjefts of Scot- ntr'j rtf^ 
'* hnd; tnat they had given over all thof^ .Faftipns and A- ^'^••» /•j 
^^nimofities, which had heretofore divided them, and made^®*^****** 
*' thetti rather Inftruments of mifchiefs, than benefit to his 
**bldfed Father, and to himfelf: that they were now fenfi- 
^ b]e of all thofe Mifcarriages, and had fent unanimoufly to 
" intreat bis Majefty to come into that Kii^dom, and to cake 
'^thadttilfinto his Pfoteftion; with which his Majefty. wa« 
"foweU fatisfied, that he had laid afidetbe thought of trant

I" Xf^^i, the Marquis 
found good Wilhes^^ejoogh, a hearty deteftation of all the 
V^aini^ which had been aded in BigfaMj, and as hear« 
wiflies fo« the AdvaBCemem and Pioiperity of the King's Af- 
ftirsi but the Kingdom it felf was Very Wr, and fulllrf 
Dtfopmwt *e KJnf «»fo much eftcem'd, becaufe not fo 
nouGb fear d, as hM Father had been, and he had been com- 
peil d- 10 make many unreafonable Conceffions to BoIUbJ 
that he might have Affiftanoe from them, to Proteft hinj 
froittthpfe AflSolts andlnwifions which were tbreaten'd from 
fioedat. So that dte IN&rquis was obliged to return to Htm* 
iurg, vnA very imall SuppHes, from either or both thofe 
Kfoadqro^ And there be receiv'd no better account from 
thole Officers who bad been fent into Gtrmam. His defien 
had always been to Land m the High-lands ttf Scotland he* 
*°'*.*5 7"?«' ScafiJB (hodd be over, "both for tbefafotv 
of hu EmtRurkation, «Dd due he n^gfat have time to drwJ 

thofe 
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chofe People together, who, he knew, would be wiiling to te- 
pair to him, before it (houid be known at Edeniorougb thai 
he was Landed in the Kingdom. He had, by frequent Me(> 
fages. kept a conftant Correfpondcnce wich thole prindpil 
Heads of the Clans who were moft poWerfiil in the High- 
lands, and were of known, or unfufpedcd Afieaioa to the 
King, and advertifed then) of all his motions and defigxs. 
Andby them acquainted thofe of the Low>lands of ail his 
Rcfolutionsj who' had promiied , upon the firft notice of 
his arrival^ to refort wicn all their Friends and FoUowen to 
him. 

Whether thefe Men did really believe, that their own 
ftrength would be fuflicienc to fubduc their Enemies, who 
were grown generally odious, or thought the bringisjg over 
Troops of Foncigners would leflen the Numbers and Afie- 
dlions of the Natives, they did write vay earneftiy to the 
Marquis, " to haftcn his coming over with Officers, Anncs, 
^'and Ammunition; for which ne (liouid Hnd hands ^x^h; 
and gave him notice, ** that the Committee of Efl^ ar 
^^BJinbcir9ufl> bad fent again to the King to come over to 
*^ them i and that the People were fo impatient for his pl^ 
•* fence, that Atgjle was coropcU'd to confent to the Inm- 
**tion. It is very proSablc tnat this made Ac greatcft im- 
preflion upon him. He knew very well How rcw Peribns 
there were about the King, who were like to continue finn 
in thofe Principles, Which could only confirm bis Majefty i& 
his former Refolutlons againft the perfwafions^ and imponi- 
nities of many others^ who knew how to reprcfent to hia 
the defperatenefi. of his Condition ativ other way, than b; 
repairing into Scotland upon any Conditions. Mtuwtr^ji 
knew, ttat of the two Fadions tiiere, which were not Uu 
to be reconciled, each of them were equally his impIacaUe 
Enemies ; fo that which foever prevaird, He fhoidd be ftill " 
in the fanic Stat^ the whole Kirk, of w&at temper foever, | 
: being alike malicious to Him \ and hearing likewife of the 
fucceffive Misfortunes in Ireumd^ be conduded^ the Kiif J 
would not truft himfelf there. Therefore upon the whole,] 
and concluding that ^11 his hopes from iatrmin^ and diofe 
Northern Princes would not cncreafe the" fbrdogth he had 
already, be caufed, in the depth of the Winter, tbofe Soidien 
be had drawn together, which did not amount to above five 
hundred, to be Embarked, and fent Officers with tfiem, vd0 




And then in another Veflel Mann'd by j^eoplc' veil kaovi 
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to him, and Oimmanded by z Captain very faithful to the 
King, and who was well acquainted with that Coaft, he Em- n^<jgn„oft 
batked him&lf, and near one hundred Officers, and Landed em^arki /«r 
in another Creek, not far from the other place, whither hitscodand; 
Soldiers were direded. And both the one and the other ^^ '*•[* 
farty were fet lafcly on Shore in the places they defign'd $*\^ 
from whence the Marquis himfelf with fome Servants, and * *^* 
Officers, repair 'd prefcntly to the Houfe of a Gentleman of 
Quality) with whom he had correfponded , who expeded 
him ; by whom he was well receiv'd, and thought himfelf to 
be in fecuricy till be mi^ht put his Afiairs in fome method : 
And therefore order'd bis other fmall Troops to contain them- 
ielves in thofe uncouth Quarters, in which they were, and 
where he thought they were not like to be difturb'd by the 
vification of any Enemy. 

After he had iiay'd there a ibort time, it being in 
March about the end of the year 1(49, he quickly poflefs'd 
himfelf of an old CafUe; which, inrefpeA of the Situation 
in a Country fa impoflible for any Army to march in, he 
thought ftroog enough for his purpofe: thither he convey'd 
the Armes, Ammunition, and Troops, which be had brought 
with him. And then he publiih'd his Decla»ration, ^' that he pM/hit ku 
^^ came with the King's Commilfion, to affift thofe his good'Z)tf/4i'4#fM. 
"Subjefts, and to prefer ve them fromoppreffion : That he 
^^ did not intend to give any interruption to the Treaty that 
he heard was entered into with his Majefty ; bur, on the 
contrary, hoped that his beinj; in the head of an Army, how 
fmall foever, that was faithful to the King, might advance 
«*the fatne.. However, he had given fufficient proof in his 
" former AAions, that if any Agreement were made with the 
^^King, upon the firft Order from his Majefty, he (hould lay 
^^ down his Armes, and difbofe himfdf according to his Ma- 
'^ jefty'a good pleafure. /hef^ Declarations he fent to his 
prieitda to be icattcr'd by them, and difperfed amongft the 
'Bcople, as they could be able. He writ likewifc to thofe of 
the Nobility, and the Heads of the feveral Clans, <'to draw 
<^ fuch l^orccs together, as they thought neceOary to joyn with 
*^ him ^ and he receiv'd Anfwers from many of them, by 
.whkhthey dcfiredhim ''to advance more into the Land (for 
Jic was yet in the remotcfl parrs of Catbmffi) and aflured him, 
<^ that tney would meet him with good Numbers: And they 
djdj^repare fo to do, (bme really ; and others^ with a purpofe 
"fo octrajr him. 

Ih this ftatc ftood the Affiiir in the end of the year i6^^ : 
{>u^ bcqaj^fe the unfortunate Tragedy of that Noble Perfon iuc- 
ceeded fo foon after, without the intervention of any notable 

circum- 
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circumftaooes to imenrupcit. We wffl mher owciiiae die le-

Thk Alarm of MHt$afff% being Landed ftaided them ail, 
and gave them tK> leifine to thiidc of am (htng eMe than d 
feoduigForces to hinder the recourfe of others to joyn with 
ct/tM/scra- him. They iBmediately lent Colonel Sfrggbam a dttem 
ghan fern and a£li¥e Officer, with a choice Party of the beft imfe 
wtenili^y bad» to malce ail poffihie haft towards him, nodeo pre- 
Fntii/^ vent the Infurreftions, whidi they fear'd would be in femal 
parts of the High-lands. And, within few days after, JDmoV 
Ufiff followed with a ftronger Party of lixfc uti Foot 
The encocur^meht the Marquis of Mnmtrvfi tcoexw^d 6om 
his Friends, and the unpleafamne& of the Qoarcefv in whidi 
lie war, prevail'd with htm to mardi, with thefe few Troop, 
more into the Land. And the High-landers flodtinf to him 
from all Quarters^ though ill Arm'd, and worfe X>tkipten*d, 
made him undervalue any Enemy vihOy he thocq^, was yet 
like to encounter him. Strsgbm made foch hAj that the 
Earl of S^iaberlmfd, who at leaft pretended to have gatherVi 
together a Body of fifteen hundred Men to meet J M w wift s / g, 
chofe rather to joyn With ^Mgham : others did the Ub^ wlio 
had made the fame promifes, or (tay'd at home to ezpeft the 
event of the firft encounter* The Marquis was witboat any 
Body of Horfe to difcover the modem of an Enen^ but de- 
pended upon all neoe^y Intelligence from the aflrofen of 
the Peoi»ei which he belie v'd to be the fame it was wfaoi 
he left them. But they were much degctierated^ the Ty* 
ranny of ArgjUy and his having caufed very tnany^ to be Ixsr- 
baroufly Murtlier'd , without any form of Law or Jnffibe, 
who had been in Armes ^\di Mntntrofiy no twi th flaft dMig HH 
h&s of P^don, and Indemnity, had (o broken their Hearts, 
that they were ready to do all offices that m^ gratify and 
oblige htm. So that Straghan was within a imaS d'^ffrg of 
him, before he heard of his approach^ ajid thole High- 
landers, who had fi^m'd to come with much zeal to hiin^ 
whether t^rified , or comipORl, kft hiin on a faddnin, or 

I threw 
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threw down dieir Arixies^ fo that he had none left, but a 
Company of good Officefs, and five or fix hundred For-, 
reigners, IMci znd Germans, who had been acquainted with 
their Officers. With theie, he betook liimfelf to a place pf 
fome advantage by the inequality of the ground,and the bribes 
and fmall flMri3>s which filld it : and. there they made a de« 
fence for fome time with notable Courage. 

B ui* the Eoemy bdng. fo much .fupertor in number, the 
Common Soldiers, beii^ all Forieigners, after about a huur 
died of them were kill'd upon the Place, threw down their 
Armes ; and the Nfarquis, feeing all lofl:, threw, away his Rib- 
ban and George ( for he was Knight of the Garter ) and found '3; mhtm 
means to change hia Cloath& with a Fellow of the Country^ Mountroft 
and (b after living gone on foot two or three miles, he got" '"*"'*'' 
into aHoufe of a Gentleman, where he remain'd cpnce^'d 
sd>out two days: moftof the other Officers were ihortly after 
taken Prifeners, all the Country defiring to merit from Ar^ 
^/? by betraying all thofe into his hands which they believ'd 
to be his Enemies. And thus, whether by the owner of the 
Houfe, or any other way, the Marquis himfelf became their n* i/fsr^k 
Prifoner. The Grangers who were taken, were fet at Liber- <f mour- 
ty, and. Tranfported themfelves into their own Countries j"®'^'**^" 
andthe Caftle, in which there was a little Garrifqn, prefently ^'^^"'"'^^ 
rendered itfelf^ fo thatthere was no more fear of an Enemy 
in thofe parts. 

T H s Marquis of iUinvv^r^, and the.rcftof thePrifonersj 
,wefe the next day, or foon after, deliver'd to JDavsd Lejley ; 
who was oome up with his Forces, and had now nothing left 
to do Ivit to carry them in Triumph to 'EJeni4JTettgb -, vffht" 
ther Notice was qukkly fent of their great Viftoxy , whidi 
was reoeiv'd there with wonderful joy, and acclamatioa Da^ 
vid Ij^ treated the Marquis with great infolence, and fcnr 
ibcQe days carried him in the lame Cloaths, and Habit, in 
which he was taken ^ but at laft permitted him to buy better, 
Hisbehai^iour was, in the whole time, fuch as became a great 
Man ^ his countenance Serene and Chearful, as one that was 
^perior to all thofe reproaches, which they had prepared the 
People to pour out upon him in all the places througn which 
he was to pafs. 

When he came to one of the Gixt^of Bdentarn^b , hcErmght f 
was met by fome of the Magiftrates, to whom he was deli-^^>>^- 
ver'd, ^ by. them prefently put into anew Cart purpofely""^^. 
made, in which there was a high Chair, or Bench , upon 
which he late, that the People might have a &11 view of mm^ 
being boMnd with a Cord drawn over his breaft and flioul* 
ders, and&ften'd through holes made in theCart. When he 
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Wftiin ihispoftarcy che HRngjDanteQko6rhi8 hat, Mai,w^ 
htmfelf before the Can in his Lhrery, and with fan "ijaoff 
on; the odier Officers, who were t&kdn Prifoneas widi^ 
waNcbig two and two before the Can > tbeSireeCi^ and^« 
dowi being full of People to behold the Triumph ovtt a fo* 
fon whofe Name had made them tremble fotne few ycta 
before, and into whofe hands the Magiftrates of that pks 
had, upon their Knees, delivered the Keys of that Gty. la 
»t$*km^kithi8 manner he was carried to the Common Go^ wte«.jto 
^«r« tkt was received and treated as a Common MalefaAor. Wl^ 
pjrtfiWMi : t^vo days after, he was brought before the Parlianient, vine 
the Earl of litmfair, the Chancellor, m«de a very hita aj 
viralenc Declaration agoioft him : told him, << he liadfadka 
^* all the Covenants by whidi that whole Nation Soof ab- 
^ ligrd ; and had impiouilv refoeli'd agoinft God,tfac ¥Stq,mi 
^ the Kingdom ^ that he had committed many horrMTleitK- 
^'ttiets, Treafons, and Impieties, for oil which li»e immn 
*' brought tofafier condign puniSiment ; widi aU cfaafeiifr 
lent reproaches upon hisPerfon^ and fats A^tona^ which tk 
liberty of thstt place gave him leave to ufe. 
ohhhMvi' Pehmissiok wos then fiven him to feeok ^ andii^lioq^ 
^ifcfrr. ihe leaft trouble in his countenance, or difordei-, njton aSd^ 
Indignities he bad fufier\l, he told them , ^ Met the ISiag 
^ had own'd them fo far ias to treat with them, he had wpfsx^d 
*^ before them with reverence, and bare-headed, ^bicfa oA^ 
^Wife he would not willingly hove dphe: that lie haddoie 
**n0thingof which he was afham'd, 6r had caufe to lepat^ 
^^ that the firft Covenant, he had taken, and cont'd witbi% 
'*and with them who took it, as long as the ends for wliidi 
^ it was or<lain*d were obferv^d ; biit when be Mmc^^ 
'* which was now evident to all the world, that pm^iiMnd 
^^ particular Men defign'd to iatisfy their avmambi^A 9ai 
** intereft, infteadof confidering thePublick isenefit^sod^ 
^ under the pretence of reforming fome errors in RcUgioo, 
^ they reft^hr'd to abridge,and take away the King-s joftjioiPG^ 
*'knd lawfiil authority, he had withdrawnhimfeif fnoo dMt 
^< Engagement : that for the League and 6oveaant,^heW 
^^ never tideen it, and therefore could not break it : ^ itv@r 
**now too apparent to the whole Chriftiaii ^WaAif ▼i* 
^^ monflrrousmiichieis it had produced : that wfaeci^ wefoo- 
^' lour of ir, an Army from SMland bad invaded ^Eil^a' 
*^ in Affiftance of the Rebellion that was the^ ogainft thcb 
**LawfalKing, he bad, by his Majefty's Command, rccei^d 
^<a Commiffion fromhim to raife Forces in Scvtl^d,, ^be 
** might thereby divert them from the other /odfottS3>rde»h 
'!^ tion :. that he had executed that'CommifScfn >^ith *tbe <Ar- 
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^ 4i0QCe tiind ^ucy he oWcl lo the Kii^ ; tfid in all (he dixum- 
^^ ftaac-ea ^ k* had proceeded like a Cencieman , and had ne- 
<^ vetSaScg'4 any Blood to he fl)ed but toi^ heat of the Bat- 
*^ tle^ and that he faw iPiny Pcrfons diere, wboTe tive« he 
'^ had faved : - that When the King commaadf^ him, he laid 
^ downfais Ariir^, aiod withdrew out of cheKii^dom ; which 
^^ they OGMiild not have cos^eird him to have done. He (aid, 
^^ he w<flyB aow again eatcr'd into the Kii^dom by his M^ije- 
^^ttfa CommaM, and with his Authority : and what Succds 
^^ foever it might havepleafed God cobave given him, h^ 
^' would always have obeyed any comfmandsm (hould havtt 
** neceivVl from him. He advifed them, ^< to confider well of 
^ the ooufequence before they proceeded agaioft him » alkl 
^ diat all hi$ AAtons might be ezamm'd, i^ judg'd by thd^ 
*^ Laws of the Land, or tbofe of Nations. 

As s ooN as be had ended hisdiibourte, he was order'dt^ 
withdraw » and, after a Ihort fpace, was again brought in { 
and told by the CfaaoGellor, <' that he was, on the Morrow, 
^'beiag the one ktid twentieth of JMof id^o^ to be carried to rh^i^^^uti 
^^ SdeiihrmiliA C$ob^ and there to befaaj)ged upon a Gallows 4{4f>/fjM. 
^^ thirty foot high, for the fpaoe of three hoyrs , and then 
*^ tote taken down, and his head to be cut off upen a Scaf- 
^^ foldi and hanged on E/Mw^h Tolbootb | his Lcfs and 
^< Armeis to be hanged up ift other publick Towns of tb6 
*^ Kingdom, alid his body to be fouciea at the place where be 
*^ wa0 to be esetxiced, except the Kirk (bbuld take off his Ex- 
^ communication ; and then his body might be buried in tbc^ 
^ common |place <^barial. He defired, '^ that he might £iy 
^* Ibmewhat to theitk ^ but was not (uffer'd, ^d b was carried 
backto thePrifon. 

That he might ttot enjoy any ei^ or quiet during thenb jifcmfi 
ihorc redoainderof life, their Mi&ifters came pre&ntly to it^wkb the 
fulc over him with all the reproaches imogmable ; ptonounced ^^"^^jf^ 
his damnation ; andaOuredhim, ^^ that the judgement he wa$*^^*^^'* 
*^ the next day to fufibr, was but atij&aiy Prologue to^hat which 
*^he was to undergo afterwards. - After many.fiiqh baj:bari* 
ties, they o&r'd to intercede for him to the Kirk upon hisre-^ 
pentadoe') ai&d to pray with him ; but he too well uudcrftood 
the Form of Their Common Prayer , in thofe Cafes» .to. be 
only the moft vinilent , and infdent imprecadoos uf^on the 
Penbns of thofe they prayed againfl ^'( Lord^ yoiichfafe Yet 
<< to touch the obdurate heart of tfaib proud iocoftigible Siu"- 
** ner, this wicked, perjured, ahd pjbophane Perfon, who re* 
^ fufes to hearken to the voice of chy Kidt, abd th^ like cba* 
ritable expreflions ) and therefore h6 defircd them '*to fpar<^ 
*' their pains, itkl to leave him to his own Devotions. He 
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cold tbem% ''chat ihey were amHerabiei deluded^ Tstdidud- 
^' ing People ; and would fliortly bring that poor NaWvii- 
^ der the moft infupporcable Servitude ever People had tt- 
^^ micted (o. He told them, ^' lus was prouder to ^veft 
^^ head fet upon the place it waa appointed to be, tbaa bt 
^< could have been to have had his Picbire hang in the Kin^s 
*< Bcd-Chamberc that he was to far from being troubled ditt 
^^ his four Limbs were to be haog'd In four Qti» of ihe Kif^* 
^* dom, that he heartily wi(h*d that he had flefh enough oo be 
^< fent to every City in CbriftenJkm^ as a Tefiiaxmy of the 
<< C^ufe for wnich he fufier'd. 
Hm zxttn' Tli E next day» they executed every part and cirounftaiKc 
rMs. of that barbarous Sentence, with all the inhuroanky ua^ 
able ; and he bore it with all the courage and magnaniDini^ 
and the greateft piety, that a good Chriftian could mam. 
He magnified the virtue, courage, and Reiieion of chelaiL 
King, exceedingly commended the juftic^ andgpodnefi, aoi 
imderftanding of the prefcnt King ^ andfprayed, ^ cbaC ciie; 
<^ might not betray Hun, as they had done his Father. Wbea 
be had ended all be meant to fay, and was expe^jog to ex- 
pire, they had yet one Scene more to A^ of their Tyraaoy. 
The Hangman brought the Book that had been publiib'd of 
his truly Heroick Adtons, whilft be had commanded io tbac 
Kingdom, which Book was tied in afmaU Cord that was 
imt about his Nedc. The Marquis fmtlcd at this ziew inftance 
of their Malice, and thanked them for it j and iaid, ^^ he was 
^ pleafed that it fliould be there ; and was proud^ oif wear- 
^^iag it than ever he had been of the Garter y and 16 leoev- 
ing fome devout Ejaculations, he pademly eiKluicd ifie M 
A& of the Executioner. 
lutxicw^ Soon after, the Officars who had been taken widi Un, 
tUn rfhii S^^fiBiam Unj^ S' Frsvcif Hmj^ and many others, of as good 
cjfctr). Families as any in the Kingdom, wereexecutoi, to the nus- 
ber of thirty or forty, in feveral quarters of die Kingdca; 
many of them being fuflfer'd to be beheaded. There wasooe 
whom they thought fit to (ave, one Colonel Wtiffard-^ who^ 
when he was brought to dye, faid ^^ he knew the reaicsi wif 
^ he was put to death; which was only becauie he YadJqlkd 
^^ JD^ifUms at the Httguii who was one of thoie wfialttd 
joyn'd in tbe Murther of the laft King. One of tb&lAs^ 
ftrates, who were prefent to iee the Execudoo, caufed tt to 
be fufpended, till be prefently inform'd the Council what the 
Man had fakl ; and they thought fit to avoid the reproach ; and 
fo preferv^i the Gendeman ; who was not befisre known to 
have had a hand in that Afiion. 
Thus died the gallant MarquiaofJkfincsrfri^, afcer he had 
* given 
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pv6n as great a Tefltinony of Loyalty , and .Courage, zs a 
Sof^edb can do, and perform'cf ss wonderful Aftions m (e?e- . 
ral B&ttles, upon as great inequality of NumbcKS^ and asgreat 
dUadvantaget in refpedt of Armes, and other preparations for 
War, as Imve been perform'd in this Age. . He was a Gen-HuChArA:. 
demaaof a very ancient Extraftion, many of whofe ^Anceftors ^^' 
had *ezercifiNi the hfgheft Charges under the King in that 
Kingdom, and had fcieen allied to the Crown itiel£ . He was 
of very good parts, which were improv'dby a good Educa- 
tion : he had always a great emulation, or rather a great con- 
tempt of the Marquis of Argjle ( as he was too apt to con- 
temn thofe he did not love ) who wanted nothing but hone- 
fly and courage to be a very extraordinary Man, having all 
other good Talents in a very great degree. Momt^ofi was in 
hte nature fearlefs of danger, and never declined any Entcr- 
prife for the difficulty of going through with it, but exceed- 
ingly aSeAed thofe which feenfd ddfperate to other Men^ 
«nd did believe fomewhat to be in himfelf above ether Mm, 
which made him live more eaiily towards thofe who were^ 
or were willing to be , inferiprxo him (towards whom he 
exercifed wonderful civility, and gencrofity .) than with hia 
Superiors or Equals. He was naturally jealous, and fufpefted 
thofe who did not concur with him in.the way^ not to mean 
fo well as he. He was iiot without Vanity, but his Virtues 
werf much fuperior. and he well deferv^d to have his Me- 
mory preferv'd, and celebrated amongft the oooft illuftrioiia 
Perions of the Age in which he liv'd. 

The King received an Account and information of ^\ThtKjng 
tfaefe particulars, before he embarked from Holland^ without ffcnv^ir^ 
any other Apology for the Affiont and Indignity tohtmlelf, ^<«« 'f'^ 
dian that they afiared him, '^ that the proceeding againft.the''"'* 
^^late Marquis ofMmmtrofi had been for his Service. » They 
who were moft difpleafed with -*4ir|yi5randhisFaftion, were 
not forry for this inhuman, aiui monftrous profecution; 
which at the fame time muft render him the more odious,, 
and bad rid chem of an Enemy that they thought would have 
been more dangerous to them; and tbey perfwaded tho King, 
who^as enough afflided with the News, and all the cir- 
cumftances of it, " that he nnght fooner take revenge upon 
** that People by a temporary complying with than, and go- 
^' ing to them, than ftaying away , at^ abfenting himfelf, 
^' which would inveft them in an abfolute Dominion in that 
<^ Kingdom, and give them power to corrupt or deftroy all 
*^ thofe who yet remaln'd faithful to him, and were ready to 
^^ fpetid their lives in his Service : and fo his Majeily purfijed 
his former refolutlon of embarking for Scot/and. I 
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rUi^siti IM Iftlmd^ after the Maifiicre of chat Body cf^PvS^ at 
^IreJud; ZMliigsifry and die treacherous gmogup the Towns. kMoiH 
)f#ry Sv the Offioeft of the Lord I»M|itfby.tfaiereteQkMiit 
fo Impbcafato a jealoiify amongft the Ii*^ afalnft^ atl tfae&|- 
/jlSfty that no Ordcfi of the Manqoia of Qrmnti feq^d aq 
obedience, nor could be draw, an Array logpdief. M tie 
makiog cf the Feace. he hadconfenfied that the.O>BfiBrieistt 
Roman CathoBcks woukl name a Nmnber of cbe Coranif* 
ficmen, by whofe Qrdera and Miniftryall Levies ef Meo, 
and all QjUeffioas of Money weie to be made, acconKng 
to the diredioos of the Lord Lieuteaanr. And fuch fou 
(oas were natned , in whofe ASiGaaas , for the moft paity 
Ae Lieutenant was well iatiafied, and the eeft weie (ndi » 
were vet lihe to be able to give any imermption. A os^ 
fain Number of thefe were apoonnted to be aiwa^ ia te 
Araiy, and . near the Perfbnof m Lord Lieueen^it, aad^to 
left in their federal Stations, where they were.naoft liire tt 
advance the Setvke. Many of thefe Commiffioncrs weie cf 
dieiloman Catholick Nobility, Perfona of Honour, andv&> 

2' fenfibk of dw weakaeft, wilfulneft, and wicisedne&cf ' 
at Rebellion ; aad did manifeft all poi&hle 2&eal ani A^ 
Cdum to the Kite's Service , engaging their P^ifbm in aB 
fimerprifes of dasger, and ufing iJl poffible induftfy to raife 
Men and Money , whereby the Lord Lieutenant migfat be 
enabled to cairy on the War in the Spring. But misf ti 
the other, after tbofe misfortunes had faUen out, iribich aie 
mentioned before, either totally defeonded, and rather thoH^ 
of proridhig for themfelves than for the prefervatfon cf the 
Publick; or fomented the jealoufies which were amoiigftrhe 
1>^, and jnoenfed them againft the BngW^^ wiio wok ftitt 
with the Lord Lieutenant ; fo that his Orders were not obe^ik 
at alL or not in time, which w^ as had ^ and dbeir Obgy 
and Fryars pubHckly inceofed the People agaiaft tbe Amdes 
of the Peace, and cfefired to have an Army raifed apaituoder 
a Genera! of tfaekr own. 

The Lord Lieutenant now diicover'd the Reifcn, why 
fhuapO AKr/Af had refufedto confent to the Peace vrinchths 
Confederate Roman Carholicks had made wvjsk the. Ki^, 
and kept his Army in Vlfin from fiibmittii^ thereuntil aa^ 
pretended to defire to treat apart with the l^jsd K^ffg^^oflitf 
tor himfelf ; which was then thought to proceed from ^ 
jeabufy that was between Him and Freftim^ and the Araoa* 
iky between thofe old Irijb of U^r, and the odher of die 
other Provinces. But the truth was , from the tinae of th^ 
Marquis of Qrmpnd's tran^vortnig himfetf oiit of Fnsiiftf, and 
that the corrdpopdence was difcoyer^ to be )>etweeo Him 
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and tlie Lord fvr^wlir, and tlie Treaty began wtrh efae CoQ- 
lederate Catholicks, the dofe Committee zlWtpmnfifr'ktit 
leeret Inftruftioiis to MnA, who Cbmrnanded part of their 

Vbroes in' lr«^[M4» ^^^^^ he Siould endeavour to treat with 
<^€Huai O Niik^ and fo divide him from the reft of the Ir^^ 
trbich M0Bk found opportunity to do : And it was no fooner 
propofed than hearken'd unto by OMh; who prefently fenc 
a trufty Meflenger with fuch Propofitions to Mmky as be de* 
fii^d to have granted to him. He offered, ^ with his Army, 
^ which' (hoold always confift of fuch a Number of Hone 
^ and Foot, and Artillery, as (hould be agreed between them, 
^' to ferve the Parliament ; and not to feparate from their In^* 
^'tereft ; and propofed, <^ that he, and all his Party that (bouhl 
^^here to him, (hould enjoy the Exercife of their Religion, 
^ wiAoQt any prejudice or dnadvantage : That himfelf might 
^* be reftored to thofe Lands which his Anceftors hsid beep 
^poffefled of in 23rrffM, Lmuhth-Derfy, or any other parts of 
^ livimd;md that all thpfe, who had or would adnere lo 
*^ him, (hould be likewife reftored to their Eflates ; and that 
^an AA gf Oblivion misht be gsanted. MmA received thdb 
Propofitions ) and after he had perufed them^ he fent hiiti 
word, ^that there were (bme particulars, whidi, he doubted, 
** would fhock and ofiend the Parliament, and therefore de* 
^ fired t^y might be alter'd ; and propdfed the aherations 
he advUed ; which principally concemM the Publick Ezer<* 
cife of their Religion ^ which he fo qualified, that they might 
welt enough fa6% ; ami propofed, ^^ that, if O Nffle would 
'^conifent to thofe alcerationsi he would return theTreat]p 
^^ fign'd by him ; which he would immediately lend over to 
^* the Parliament for their confirmation j and that, in the mean 
*^ time, there might be a Ce(&tion of Armet between them 
^Ibr ehree Months ; in whidi tmef and mudi lefs, he jpre* 
<< fumed, he (hould receive a Ratification oi the Treaty fiom 
^ the Parliament. 

O w E K O N$ik con(ented to the alterations, let his Hand 
and Seal to the Treaty, and retumM it to Mmky whh his 
con((mt likewife to the CeiBEitloQ for three Months. And at 
this time it was, that he refiifed to agree with the Confede- 
rate Council at Kilhm^ in the Peace with the King. M(mk 
fent it prefently to the Committee, which had given him 
Authority to do what he had done. But their Amirs were 
now better compoted at hom^, and fome preparations were 
made towards lending relief for Irelamli |>^des, they had 
not Authority to make any fudb Ratificadon, but prefented i( 
to the Pteliament, which oould only give it. It was no fooner 
reported there bm the Houfe wat on fire; all Mminve^M 
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TUHnffff^tinSt ^the preTompdon oF MMrt(, who dtktw^dtJbc dt- 
/t^/ff^-ff^Iaced, ind to have his Comtnaiid taken fixnn hii^tt/ lo 
J^^J^^^'^havc exemplary piniOimeat infliftcd on him. TtK\te- 
oTen o ^niember'd how Criminal thev had declared it lo be ia^ 
Keile. <' King htmrelf,' to have created, iand made a Peafic vriA At 
^ Irifb Rebdfl : And what would the People chink, and Crf , 
^ if any countenance Ihouid be given to the. lame tmigid- 
'< fion by the Parliament ? if they (hould Ratify a TieaQf oaiie 
^' by Che rooft notorious of the. Rebels, afid with dtttfco- 
-^pre under his Command* who wete die moft nocorioos 
<* Contrivers of that Rebellion, and the moft bloody Execo- 
^^tioners of it? for the moft Merdleis Maflbcres had been 
*^ committed in Ulflery by that very People who now ooo&i- 
^^taced chat Arm7 of whkh OnamOImk was now Gaoaf. 
After all the paflion and choler whidi they dioogfac teoef- 
fary to exprefs upon this fubjed, ^^they dedafed, **thati!hey 
<^ had given no Authority Co Mftk to enter into uiat Titsty; 
'''and cherefbre;, chat ic was void, and Qioald never be cod- 
^ firm'd by cheih ; but chat, fince he had piodeeded ooi d 
'^^ the fincerit/ of his Heart, and as he chqi^ht ( ho^ eno- 
^^ neoofly foever ) for che gocxi and benefit of che Commoo- 
^^ wealth, he (bould be excofed; and no farcher qoefiien'd 
'< th^relipoii. For chey knew well, diac he ooald prodooe 
fuch a warrant from thofe in Authority, as woold^Mil JD- 
'ftify his proceeding : And fo the Treaty with Omem O Nak 
becime void, though chey had received a very confideivble 
benefit by ic f ibr though the Se§ts in Ulfter had not yet ti> 
mlcced CO the Peacf^ and had noc yet re<^eiv\l dire^ons from 
EJkmtordugb to ^koowjedge the Authority of che LoidXisr- 
tenancjMPfaich chey oughc to have had before that cane, yet, 
after che Murther of the late King^ they had ufed aU A£b of 
-{^oftiKty againft the Parliament Forces, and had beSegsd 
' iMdmHDerry'y the only confiderabie place diaC yieiUied m- 
dience Co the Parliament^ whkh was defiendMl by Sf diaries 
Cwie, and when ic was brought to Ibme extremity, by the 
Ce(&tfon made with Owm Q Neik^ and by his oonalraiice 
and affiSance^ Lmuht^Derry wasrelievM^ and OMxirfiad- 
iaghimTelf deluded by che Parliament^ fent then tacftrlsi 
' Service and Conjunftion co the Lord Lieutenant, witftatov- 
dant profeffibns of Fidelity, and Revenge. 
C k o M w E L L made notable ufe of this Animofity between 
' the Ir^ amongft themfelves, and of the jealoufy chey aU t^ 
pearM to have of the Marquis of OrsssWand of thofe m\» 
adfaer'd to him ^ and tifed all the Endeavours he cootd, by 
fome Prifoners who were taken, and by others whowcreiQ 
a^c Towns which were becray'4 to bttQ, and wire well 

known 
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kndirfi to bate aflcAion for the-Mtrauis, to pflrooOre ^ cm- 
fetence wieb him. He ufed to ask in liicb Company^ ^< wlutc 
:^^ the Marq|iri8 of Ormdmd had to do with (Asrks Stmart^ and 
^^ what obligatioiia be bad ever recetv'd from liim ? And ^hon 
would meotion the faardicealufe his Giand-father had received 
from Klng'74mi«f| and the many years ImpriTooment he had 
faftain'd by him, for not fubmitting to an extrajudicial uid 
privacedeeermination^of his ; which vet he was at laft oom- 
peli'd to do. He faid " he was Goofidenc, if the Marquis and 
*^He could meet together, upon Conference, they fliould 
^^ part very |ood Friends. And many of thoTe with whom he 
lield thefe difeourfes, by bis permiffion and licence, inform'd 
the A&rquisof all he faid ; who endeavoured nothing but to 

Ct himielf into fiich a Poftor^ as to be able to meet him as 
defired to do. 

Whbn CrmweU faw that he ibould be able to do no- 
thing that way, and knew well enough that, befides tt^ Arr 
.my that yet remaio'd under Qum O NeUe fi> much difobiiged, 
and provoked, there were ftill vaft Bodies of the Jrs^,cromwell 
which might be drawn together into feveral Armies, mucfa^>W »<» 
•greater and fuperior in number to all his Forces^ and thac^'j^^^^ 
they had fewr^l great Towns, and ftrong Holds in thekJJ^'JJJ^ 
power, he declared a full Liberty, and Authority to all thpimt W 
OflSoors with the Ir^y and to all other Perfons whatfoever, TryWi 
to raife' what iMep they would, and to Tranfport them for «$^'^^* 
the Servke of agy Fonreign Princes with whom they could 
make the heft Conditions ; and gave notice to the Sfanifb 
and Frmcb Mioifters, and Agents at Lomdgm^ of the Liberty 
he had granted. Upon which noany OfEcers who bad ferv'd 
the King, and remained in LoTuUm in great poverty and want, 
made Conditkms with Dm ^Uitza di OnrJkoiy to raife Re« 
gtmeiit« and TcanffKyrt them into ^^^ and m^njr Officers, 
who were already in Sfam^ as well JBftg^ as Ir^b , con- 
trafted with the Minifters in that Court to raife and Tranf- 
port feveral Regiments into that IQngdom from IreUmi \ 
.for which they received very great Sums of Money in hand ; 
many Merchants joynlog with them in the Contrad, and 
undertaktog the Tranfportation upon very good Conditions ^ 
there teing no other danger but of the Sea in the under* 
taking ; infomuch that, in very few Months above a year, 
there were Embarked in the Ports of InUmi above fivq and 
twenty thoufand Men for the Kii^dom of Sf4um ; whereof 
not half were evar drawn into the Field there, and verv fbw 
ever Uv'd to recivm. For the Officers ^ Matters of Ships, 
who oontra^ied, and were bound to deliver their Men at fuch 
Ports aa were affigi^'d to them, and where care was taken for

fogiecher into one Shtpthta ww fit for fo long Voyagai^ hii 
eoaCTiAcd many dtfeafea , and many were dead, «od duova 
over Board) aflboo as they came upon the Coaft made al 
Ml to Land, how far foefer from me^pkce at whtcb ixj 
'ftood bound to deliver their Mea; by which, tatiiofe places 
chat could make refiftance, they were not fi^r\i Co Land, 
and mothers no Provifioo was made for their reception or 
maidi, but very great Numberi were Aarv'd or knocked la 
die Head by the Country People, and few erer cane up to 
the Armies, eicept Officers; who flodc'd co MmMdhetbt 
remainder of their Monies ; where the Minifilera Roeiv'd 
them with reproaches for not obfer vine their Conditicms, snd 
reAifed to pay either them, or the Mafietv of Che Ships^ wkat 
leflsain'd to be paid by chem. This was the Cafe of toe 
manv : though the triich is. where the Articles were piro- 
ftually obferv^d. and the Snips arriv'd in the very Ports aP 
fign'd, by the defea in the Orders fent firom the Court, or 
t^ negligent execution of them, the poor Men weie ofiai 
kept from difembarking^ till feme OflBcers w^nt to MkMj 
and retum'd with more pofitive Orders, and after wttJi b 
ill Provifion was made for their refrefliing ai^ asarefa, that 
rarely half of chofe M^ho were ihipp'd in IreUmd, ever liv'd 
to do any Servkem Sfsin : and nothing oouM be tnoie won- 
derful, than that the MtniSem there fliould iflite ooc fiich vait 
Sums in Money for the raifing of S(4diers, and britfif 
them into the Kingdom at very liberal and bouncifol faces to 
the Officers, aiod cake fo very little care to cherifli, and noorifii 
them, when they came thither ; which manifefted how look 
the Government was. 

It is very true, that therewas atthat thneanmeh'gftattr 
indhiation in the Ir^ for the Service ttSfmm^ than of VKm^; 
yet the Cardinal imploy'd more a£Hve and dextrous biSnh 
'meots to make ufe of the Liberty that was granted, and Slip 
ping was more eafily procured, the paflage beim: fliorcer ^ io- 
Ibmuchthat there were not fewer than cwenty tnoofiukf Abi 
at the fame time Tranfeorced out of JrAmd into the Kta|- 
dora ofRrMfv; of whole behaviour in the one Ktegdom «n& 
the other, there will be abundant Argument hereafter to diC- 
coarfe at large. In the mean time, it is enough tb ebftfte 
chat when the King's Lieutenant, notwithftandingaO che|«o- 
mifes, obligations, and cootrads, whidi the Ooiwderace Ro- 
man Catholicks had made to, and with him> could nee diaw

and fubdued, that mj could fcarce b^ath under the ^o^^^f^i^'l 
portable Ipurthens which were kid upon theni by Ini{>fi(bii^^nJ[ 
coenti, CoomofitioDs^ and Se^ueftraftioni . Whatever Artl- land, 
des they baa msufe in the War^ and whatever promi&s had 
been made of Pardon and Indeomt^ji, they were now caU'd 
li^n to finUh their Compofitioa for their DeUnqueiiqr? wad 
Mid dear lor cbeOedit they had ^ivea to the Piofeffions and 
jDedaiations of the ArsKry, when ic feem'd to have pity^ and 
coBopbita'd of the kvene and rigof out proceeding agaioft the 
Kiiig'a Party> and eitortittg uareatbnable penalties from them; 
whidik then they defir'd might .be moderated, fine now the 
Mask Wat off they Se^iefter'd all their Mates, and left tfaew 
nothkij^ to ttve upon, till they fliould compound^ which- 
tbqi^ were foaced to ife at (b unieaibaable rates, that many 
were coeoftiM to Ml bal^ that they mkht eigoy the other 
towardji the fupport of their Families ; which remaUider waa 
ftiU liable to whatever impofitaoos they at any time ihomhc 
& to inflift upon them^ as their Peilbna were to Imprifcn* 
menl^ when any unrealooable and groaodle& report waa ratfed 
of fowo Pk)C^ andCoo^lacy agatm the State. 

Tit B ParHanaent, which ccmfided oi^y of thpfe Membera 
who had £ite in Jndfepment^ and had iblemnly Murther^d the 
l^ing, and of tbofe who as fokmnty under their banda had *" 
approm'd^a»d coramcndcd what the ocfacfs had done, met with 
no oppofitioo or coorradifiion from any, but an entire (ub- 
miffion from all to all they did, except only from that pare of 
their own Army whidi had GootrikMited moft to the Gran- 
deuc and Empke of which they were pofleft'd, the Level* xu LneU 
lers. That People had been countenanced by CrsmwiB to en<-ir' mhiV/ ; 
ter intp^ Cabals and Confi^leraciea to corri^ and diflblve ^^'^ 
the cttiopUoe of the Army, and by his Artifices bad been ap- p^l,^ 
ply'd X(x bring aU his crooked defigoa to pals. By them he 
broke the ftrift Unkw between the Parliament md the Scd$s^ 
and then took the King ont of the hands of the Parliament, 
and kqpt him in the Arm]^, with £> many feir profeffions of 
intending better to his Majefty, and his Party, than the other 
did ; by them the Presbyterians bad been affi-onted, and tro- 
den under feot^ and tbeQty of Lomlm txpokd to di%race. 
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and iDfiunv} bf theot he'had broken the Treaty cf the lfi& 
cH0gbii oriiren oat of the PiMiament, by fbroc of Asae^ 
aU thofe who defir*d Peace, and at laft executed his baibaor 
Malice upon the Sacred Perfon of the King : And when hcM 
apply*d tnem co all thofe ufea, for whldi he thought then 
to be moft fit, he hoped, and endeayoor'd to haire reduced 
diem again, by a ferere hand, into that order and obedience 
from whenoe he had feduced them, and which was nam as 
neoeflbry to his future purpofe of Government. But Hxj 
had tafied too much of the pleafure of having their part, and 
. (hare in it, to be willing to be ihripped, and deprived « k; 
and made an unskilful computation of what they (hoiikj be 
able to do for the future, by the great things they had dose 
before in thofe Changes and Revolutions which are bko' 
tioa'd; not Gonfiderins, that the fuperior Officers of tk Ar- 
my were now. united with the Parliament, and cooosii 
entirely in the fame defigns. And therefore when they re- 
newed their former Expoflbolations and Demands from the Par- 
liament, they were CaflieerVi, and Imprifon'd, and fomc of 
them pot to death. Yet about the time that CrotnoeBj who 
had prolbcuted them with great fury, was going for Insbs^ 
they recovered their Courage, and refolv'd to obtain tiiofe 
Conceffions by force, which were refufed to be granted upoo 
their requeft: And fo diey mutiny'd in feveral Parts, upoo 
prefumption that the reft of the Army, who would not joyn 
with them in publick, would vet never be prevailed with to 
oppofe, and reduce them by mrce^ But this confidence de- 
celv'd diem^ for the Parliament no fboner commanded didr 
General Fasrfsx to fuppre& them, than he drew Troop; to- 
gether, and fell upon tnem at BMhtry^ Bitrfard^ and i^ odier 
places ^ and by killing fome upon the place, and execu^og 
others to terrify the reft, he totally fupprefi'd chat Fa&N»i ; 
and the Orders of thofe at IPiffimmfier mcc with no cdssr op- 
pofition. 

This was the State and Condition of the three Kiif doioi 
at the end of the year 1(4.9, fome few Months after the King 
Embarked himfeUf in H»Uimd for 8c§tlmtd, And fince the 
next year a£brded great variety of unfortunate Adions, We 
will end this difcourfe, according to the method We bzwc 
ufed, with this year : though her^ter We ihall not contiime 
the bxoiQ method ; but comprebend the occurrences o£ many 
years in lefs roono^ whilft the King refted in a patient Em- 
Nation of God's Blefling, and Deliverance.
